Sixty=Five  People  Found 
On  Disabled  Vessel. 

Towed  Into  New  York  By 
An  Italian  Steamer. 


New  York.  Aug.  o.— The  Italian 
«tt'anier  SardeRna.  from  Genoa  and 
Naples,  arrived  In  port  this  morning 
^vith  a  small  2-mapted  schooner  in  tow. 
Caot.  Montana  of  the  Sardegna  s^aid  he 
fell  In  with  the  schooner  drifting  about 
helplessly,  with  her  decks  crowded  with 
people.  Running  down  near  the  dis- 
abled craft,  she  was  found  to  be  the 
American  schooner  Notice,  of  Provi- 
dence, H.  I.,  from  Hrava,  C.  V.  I.,  with 
sixty-four  on  board.  The  mate  of  the 
Notice  said  thai  Capt.  Antonio  Ramos 
had  been  lost  overboard  and  vas 
thought  to  have  committed  suicide. 
The  vessel  was  disabled  and  short  of 
provisions.  He  asked  for  assistance. 
The  steamer  sent  her  a  boat  load  of 
provisions  and  took  the  schooner  in 
tow  and  brought  her  to  this  port.  The 
BchtK>ner's  mate.  John  F.  Pina,  said 
that  the  Notice  sailed  from  Bra\a. 
Cape  Verde  islands,  on  June  27.  with 
eixty-flve  passengers  on  board,  includ- 
ing eleven  women.     On  July  21,  in  lati- 


tude 34.  longitude  64.  a  squall  struck 
the  little  schooner  and  disabled  ner. 
She  drifted  with  the  gulf  stream.  A 
spar  was  rigged  for  a  jury  rudder, 
but  the  little  craft  havinir  no  spare 
canvass  for  head  sails,  did  not  ste>-r 
well.  The  prc)visions  were  running  low 
and  the  water  scanty.  About  10  o'clock 
one  night  Mate  Pina  heard  three  blasts 
of  the  captain's  whistle.  He  rushed  on 
deck  to  see  what  the  trouble  was,  but 
the  captain  was  nowhere  to  be  seen. 
The  vessel  was  searched,  but  no  ona 
had  seen  him.  It  was  thought  that 
while  brooding  over  hia  misfortunes 
he  jumped  overboard  and  was  lost. 
Pina.  the  mate,  is  a  navigator,  but  his 
craft  was  so  disabled  that  all  he  could 
do  was  to  let  her  drift  along.  On  the 
3rd  inst.  the  Sardegna  came  along  and 
took  her  in  tow.  IMna  .said  he  had  six 
days'  provisions  and  a  little  water 
left. 

The  passengers  on  board  the  Notice 
are  all  natives  of  the  Cape  De  Verde 
ishtnus.  They  came  here  to  join  friends 
and  find  employment  as  laborers.  The 
.schooner  is  owned  by  Anton  Costa,  of 
Providence,  R.  I.  Her  tonnage  is  C3 
ions. 


WORKMAN  SHOT  IN  LEG 

Was   the   Only   Disturbance   of    Importance    That 

Occurred  in  the  Shenandoah   Mining 

District  During  the   Night. 


Shenandoah,  Pa.,  Aug.  5.— There  were 
many  rumors  flying  around  the  regions 
today  of  trouble  in  the  camp  and  var- 
ious parts  of  the  region.  The  only  dis- 
turbance that  occurred,  however,  was 
at  Glrardville.  six  miles  froin  here, 
where  a  workman  coming  from  the 
Oirard  washery,  operated  by  W.  II.  Mc- 
Turk  &  Co..  was  shot  in  the  leg  and 
slightly  Injured.  The  injured  man  is 
James  Caparall,  an  Italian.  He  had 
been  engaged  at  work  which  had  been 
forbidden  by  the  union  and  had  been 
warned  several  times  to  quit.  This 
morning  on  his  way  home  he  was  met 
on  the  road  by  half  a  dozen  unknown 
men,  who  began  to  beat  him.  Capa- 
rall ran.  and  as  he  did  so.  one  of  t>ie 
men  fired  at  him.  Pome  of  the  buck- 
shot hit  him  in  the  leg.  He  managed  to 
walk  to  a  physician's  house,  and  after 
having  the  shot  extracted  from  his  leg, 
he  walked  to  the  Lehigh  Valley  rail- 
road station  and  boarded  a  train  for 
Hazelton.  Burgess  Jones  is  investigat- 
ing the  assault. 

During  the  night  several  shots  were 
heard  in  Shenandoah  between  brigjde 
headfiuarters  and  camp.  This  gave  rise 
to  a  rumor  that  the  camp  was  a::ain 
being  attacked,  but  an  official  investi- 
gation proved  the  rumor  to  be  untrue. 
The  provost  marshal  is  making  a 
searchmg  invc^stigation  as  to  who  did 
the  shooting. 

The  cavalry  took  another  da.sh  across 
the  country  today  for  exercise,  this  time 
going  in  the  direction  of  Frackville.  Tbe 
region  generally  remains  <iuiet. 

Report  was  made  to  headciuarters  to- 
day that  three  members  of  Company  I 


of  the  Twelfth  regiment  were  chased 
I>y  a  crowd  of  men  last  night  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  town,  and  that  tho 
soldiers  had  sought  refuge  in  the  housi' 
of  Sduire  McGuiness  at  Frackville.  The 
soldiers  left  the  camp  without  leave 
after  dress  parade  last  evening.  They 
did  not  carry  firearms.  On  the  road 
to  Fr  ickville  the  soldiers  were  seen  by 
men  in  that  vicinity,  and  soon  eighteen 
or  twenty  men  carrying  pistols  and 
clubs  gathered,  with  the  intention  of 
asaulting  them.  The  soldiers  tied  and 
the  crowd  attempted  to  run  them  into 
a  mine  hole  on  the  outskirts  of  Frack- 
ville. The  militiamen  met  the  stjuire 
and  he  took  them  to  his  home  .md 
kept  them  there  until  today,  when 
they  returned  to  camp.  Gen.  Gobin 
said  the  three  soldiers,  who  belong  in 
i  Williamsport,  will  be  court-martialed. 
I?urgess  David  Brown.  President  of 
Council  David  It.  Jones  and  Chief  of 
Police  Jacobs  held  a  conference  with 
Gen.  Gobin  today  and  confessed  in- 
ability to  cope  with  the  strike  situation. 
The  Cambridge  colliery,  owned  b.v  Mr. 
Jones  and  Squire  McGuinness.  is  lo- 
cated here.  The  borough  officials  told 
the  general  that  men  gather  in  that  vi- 
cinity and  molest  every  person,  not  ex- 
cepting the  women,  th.'it  happens  along. 
Men,  they  said,  can  no  longer  work 
there  in  safety.  The  burgess  said  that 
one  man  in  this  crowd  had  boasted 
that  their  object  was  murder,  if  they 
can  find  the  men  they  are  seeking. 
Threats  are  openly  made,  and  the  otli- 
cials  requested  that  troops  be  sent 
there.  Gen.  Gobin  consented  to  station 
two  companies  of  infantry  in  that  lo- 
calTty  and  on  the  road  leading  to  Tur- 
key Run  hill. 


BOOM  MEN^MAY  STRIKE 

Trouble   Is   Threatened   On   the   St.  Croix   Where 

the   Men   Want  a   Shorter    Workday 

Than   Eleven   Hours. 


St.  Paul.  Aug.  o.— A  Stillwater.  Minn., 
Bpeclal  to  the  Dispatch  says:  A  strike 
at  the  St.  Crol.x  boom  Is  threatened  to- 
morrow, this  being  a  renewal  of  the  old 
contention  for  a  shorter  day  than  eleven 
hours.  At  the  meeting  of  the  mill  and 
river  men's  union  hist  night  It  was  de- 
cided to  force  the  Issue  at  the  boom.  A 
committee  w;is  appointed  which  watted 
on  William  Saiiiury  this  morning  and 
made  a  dvmand  for  a  10-hour  day  at  in- 
creased wages.  The  committee  stated 
that  the  mill  would  not  go  to  work  until 
7  O'clock   tomorrow   morning.     Mr.    Saun- 


try  replied  that  the  booms  would  "Dm- 
mence  work  at  6  o'clock  as  usual  and  no 
one  need  come  later.  He  also  declined 
to  grant  an  Increase  in  wages.  The  union 
claims  all  but  four  of  the  men  at  the 
boom.  Mr.  Sauntry  .^ays  the  company 
hius  lOO  non-union  men  and  can  get  more 
lie  told  the  committee  that  the  company 
Is  losing  money  at  present  wages  and 
will  shut  down  rather  than  make  con- 
cessions, but  had  no  doubt  work  could 
be  kept  going  at  the  old  scale.  There  Is 
talk  of  a  sympathetic  strike  of  mill,  men 
but  it  may  not  materialize.  The  unions 
are  very  strong  in  numbers  but  some  of 
the  men  are  opposed  to  a  sympathetic 
strike. 


KING  TO  RETURN  WEDNESDAY 


London,  Aug.  5.— All  preparations 
have  been  completed  for  the  return  of 
King  Edward  to  London  tomorrow.  The 
Victoria  station  has  been  brilliantly 
decorated.  It  is  expected  that  his  ma- 
jesty's return  to  the  capital  will  be 
marked  by  a  great  street  demonstra- 


tion en  route  to  Buckingham  palace. 
The  trip  to  London  will  be  made  on  a 
royal  special  train,  but  there  will  be 
no  invalid  chair  or  other  special  ar- 
rangements, as  it  is  felt  that  his  ma- 
jesty is  fully  eciual  to  the  fatigue  of  the 
journey.

Given   a  Success= 

ful  Trial. 

New  York,  Aug.  5. — Major  Ruber  and 
a  detachment  of  the  signal  service 
balloon  coriis  under  First  Lieut.  Clif- 
ton and  Sergeiint  Bledsoe,  of  Fort 
Meyer,  near  Washington,  are  now  sta- 
tioned at  Frankfort,  says  a  World  dis- 
oatch  from  I'tica,  N.  Y.,  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  government,  in  supervising 
the  construction  of  eleven  captive  hy- 
drogen gas  balloons  being  made  for 
use  in  the  naval  demonstration  to  be 
made  by  Hear  Admiral  Higginson 
with  the  scjuadron  off  the  Atlantic 
coast  late  in   August. 

The  first  balloon  has  been  practically 
completed  and  a  successful  test  has 
been  made  by  the  government  officials. 
Controlled  by  a  kerosene  oil  motor 
windlass,  the  balloon  is  said  to  have 
made  flights  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  in  thirty  to  forty  seconds  and 
then  was  slowed,  checked  and  revers.Hl 
and  was  brought  to  the  ground  in 
three  or  four  minutes,  with  two  to 
four  passengf  rs  each  time,  none  of 
whom  could  immediately  detect  the 
stop  or  re\ersed  movement  at  the  top, 
although  the  wind  was  brisk  and  at 
times  quite  severe.

Sullivan,  wa** 
on  watch  aboard  the  boat  that  went 
down.  How  the  collision  happened  c.«n- 
not  be  ascertained.. as  Sullivan  Is  lying 
in  the  hospital  and  Lavigne  will  not 
talk.  The  lirst  that  was  known  ttiat 
anything  had  happened  was  a  terrible 
crash  which  brought  both  boats  almost 
to  a  standstill.  The  Seguin  had  struck 
the  Venice  fairly  amidships  and  plowed 
its  way  half  through  the  boat.  The 
crew  and  passengers  aboard  both  boats 
heard  a  tearing  of  timbers  mingled 
with  calls  for  help  from  those  already 
on  deck.  All  those  who  were  sleeping 
rushed  out  on  deck  and  there  was  a 
frightful  panic  for  a  time.  The  Venice, 
which  had  been  split  in  two,  was  sink'- 
ing  rapidly. 

Capt.  Broderick  ran  on  deck  in  his 
sleeping  robes  and  immediately  called 
to  the  men  to  man  the  life  boat.  The 
members  of  the  crew  who  had  not  been 
hurt  rushed  to  his  asi^istanee  and  in 
five  minutes  they  had  the  boat  in  the 
water.  Several  of  the  men,  fearing 
that  the  ship  would  sink  before  they 
had  an  opportunity  to  escape,  threw 
themselves  overboard.  They  were  lat- 
er picked  up  by  the  life  boats  from  the 
Seguin.  The  City  of  Venice  went 
down  in  very  deep  water  in  less  than 
fifteen  minutes  after  the  collision  oc- 
curred. After  standing  by  for  an  hour 
the  Seguin  headed  for  Cleveland  with 
the  survivors,  arriving  here  early  to- 
day. 

The  City  of  Venice  was  a  wooden 
ve-ssel,  301  feet  long  and  42  feet  beam. 
She  was  owned  by  the  McGraw  Trans- 
portation company,  of  Bay  City,  Mich., 
and  valued  at  about  $175,000.  She  was 
commanded    by    Capt.    Broderick. 

The  Seguin  is  an  iron  vessel,  207  feet 
long  and  34  feet  beam. 

She  Is  owned  by  J.  W.  Miller,  of  Parry, 
.sound,  and  commanded  by  Capt.  J.  Mi 
Sims.

The  dining  room  was  also  invadeJ. 
There  was  much  solid  silver  plate  in 
this  room,  anil  it  was  evidently  ex- 
amined closely  by  the  burglars,  but 
none  was  taken.

The  park  in  the  Bronx  is  prob- 
ably the  best  e<iulpp<fd  place  in  the  world 
for  the  display  of  animals  in  aurroundings 
clos'^ly  resembling  their  native  habitat 
and  for  their  comfurt  and  health,  even 
though  the  park  la  little  more  than  half 
completed,  so  far  as  the  erection  of  build- 
ings is  concerned.  The  city  has  up  to  date 
appropriated  Ji3«,iJi)tJ.  The  New  York  Zoo- 
loKJcal  society  has  expended  $251.iJUO  for 
the  purchase  of  exhibits  and  other  ex- 
penses. • 

Visitors  noticed  that  animals  are  m.ss- 
ing  and  on  asking  the  keepers  are  told 
that  the  animals  are  dead.  Five  California 
sea  lions  went  off  In  a  night.  They  ap- 
peared to  he  all  right  In  the  evening,  but 
were  found  dead  the  ne.xt  morhing.  it 
was  said  by  a  man  who  was  in  a  posi- 
tion to  know  that  they  had  been  poisoned 
by  fish. 

The  death  rate  among  the  monkeys  In 
the  new  house  which  cost  J'S.tltHi  has  l)een 
imusually  high.  Tuberculosis  has  been 
prevalent.  The  three  chlmoanzee  which 
Were  bought  la.st  sprine  ana  attracted  so 
much  public  attention  lived  only  a  short 
time. 

A  well  known  etomolopi.st  who  has  fre- 
quentl.v  visited  the  park  said  that  the 
birds  and  animals  were  dying  there  l)e- 
cause  those  who  had  charge  of  them  did 
not  understand  their  reouirements  in  caj)- 
tivitv. 


POOR  MILK   BLAMED 

For  Mortality  Among  Infants 
In  Wew  York. 

New  York,  Aug.  5.— Dr.  Henry  N.  Reed, 
professor  of  chiiuren's  diseases  at  the 
Long  Island  college  hospital,  has  called 
attention  to  the  great  mortality  among 
Infants  in  Brooklyn.  He  s;iid:  "In  ruv 
opinion  the  high  death  rate  among  child- 
ren is  due  to  improper  food,  coupled  with 
Intense  heat.  It  is  of  i)rime  importance 
to  a  child  that  the  milk  it  ^ets  is  pure,  or, 
as  the  doctors  i)ut  It.  free  from  bacteria. 

"Milk  Is  the  most  susceptible  of  arti- 
cles of  food  that  we  know  of  to  climatic 
changes,  and  in  hot  weather  It  is  almost 
impossil)le  to  got  milk  which  shall  bo 
free  from  bacteria. 

"The  difference  in  quality  of  the  milk 
supply  in  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn  prob- 
ably accounts  to  some  extent  for  the  dif- 
ference In  the  death  rate  among  Infants 
in  Brooklyn  and  Manhattan.  But  this 
alone  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  suf- 
tlclent  fully  to  account  for  it.  The  use 
of  sterilized  or  Pasteurized  wllk  In  the 
case  of  the  i)oor  and  Ignorant,  or  simply 
boiled  milk.  h'i">s  check  diseases  among 
infants   In    hot   weatl-.er." 


LONGHAND 


Copy  Work  Abolished  at   the 
Treasury  Department. 

Washington.  Aug.  o.— Copying  all  offi- 
cial correspondence  of  the  treasury  de- 
partment In  longhand  for  the  preserva- 
tion in  the  department's  records,  a  cus- 
tom which  has  been  practiced  since  the 
foundation  of  the  government,  has  been 
discontinuel  by  order  of  Secretary  Shaw. 
Instead  of  laboriously  copying  the  offi- 
cial correspondence  with  pen  and  ink. 
letter  press  copies  will  be  made  from  tlie 
originals,  which  are  invariably  written 
with  a  typewriter. 

It    is    estimated    that    thi.s    change    will 

enable    the    department    to   dlsi>ense    witli 

the   ser\'lces  of  several   clerks    who   have 

heretofore    been    constantly    employed    in 

'copying  letters. 

Other  ilepartments  gradually  hav.-^  dis- 
pensed largely  with  the  pen  and  ink.  the 
typewriter  having  been  substituted  every- 
where. For  the  last  year  or  two  even 
tho  practice  of  having  the  president's 
mes.sage  to  consress  copied  In  longhand 
before  being  sent  to  the  capltol  has  been 
discontinued.

Soo    Road    Grants    Low 

Rate  to  the   Grain 

Fields. 


Western  Freight  Associa- 
tion Comprises  Lumber 
Rate    Difficulty. 


Northern  Pacific  Officials 
Here— James  Robert- 
son Leaving. 


The  railroads  are  engaged  In  doing 
a  good  deal  for  the  spring  wheat  coun- 
try in  the  way  of  giving  low  rates  to 
harvest  hands  and  intending  settlers, 
and  otherwise  assisting  In  building  up 
the  country.  Of  course,  this  Is  not  en- 
tirely a  pWlanthrojuc  movement,  as  the 
prosperity  and  growth  of  a  section 
tapped  by  a  railroad  is  the  foundation 
of  the  contentment  of  the  railroad  di- 
rectors as  they  announce  the  annual 
dividends. 

The  rate  of  Jo  per  head  for  farm 
laborers,  w  hich  is  designed  to  induce 
labor  to  get  Into  the  harvest  fields  iff. 
numbers  large  enough  to  ensure  a 
speedy  harvest,  has  been  applied  by  all 
of  the  roads  reaching  the  grain  c<juntry, 
of  course,  and  now  the  Soo  road  has 
taken  the  bull  by  the  horns  and  an- 
nounced another  low  rate  into  North 
Dakota.  Beginning  .\ug.  10  and  con- 
tinuing for  ten  days,  the  road  will  sell 
harvest  and  sightseers'  tickets  to  North 
Dakota  points  for  $10.  good  for  the 
round  trip.  The  time  limit  is  ten  days, 
and  stop-overs  will  be  allowed.  A  pro- 
vision has  been  made  whereby  bona 
fide  harvest  laborers,  on  presenting  a 
certificate  from  the  farmer  employing 
them,  and  on  depositing  the  return 
portion  of  the  ticket  with  the  nearest 
station  agent,  may  obtain  an  extension 
until  Oct.  1. 

The  other  roads  are  likely  to  follow 
suit  with  a  similar  arrangement. 


HAS  COMPROMISED. 


Western  Freight  Association 
Settles   Lumber  Difficulty. 

The  Western  Freight  association  his 
compromised  the  difficulty  over  the 
lumber  rates  to  the  satisfaction  of 
Northern  lumbermen.  Duluth  lumber- 
men and  others  who  have  the  advant- 
age of  shipping  by  lake  will  not  be 
affected  by  the  change  that  has  been 
announced.  Beginning  Sept.  1  the  rail 
rate  on  lumber  from  all  points  in  tids 
vicinity,  except  lake  ports,  will  be  ad- 
vanced 2  cents  to  Chicago.  At  present 
a  rate  of  10  cents  per  100  applies  from 
all  of  these  points,  the  same  as  from 
Duluth.  Superior  and  Ashland.  After 
Sept.  1  the  rate  will  be  12  cents  from 
interior  points.  This  was  done  on  the 
statement  of  the  Minneapolis  lumber- 
men that  if  they  were  granted  this  ad- 
vance they  would  not  object  to  the 
restoration  of  the  Minneapolis-Chicago 
rate  from  8  cents  to  10  cents. 

The  6-cent  differential  between  Du- 
luth and  Minneapolis  remains  as  be- 
fore.

Very  Graphic  Story  Told 

to  An  American 

Lieutenant.

New  York,  Aug.  5.— Further  particulars 
of  the  white  race  dwelling  in  the  heart  of 
the  island  of  Mindoro,  Philippine  islands, 
a.s  told  by  Lieut.  Lorenzo  do  Clairmont 
of  the  United  States  army,  are  given  by 
that  clever  scout.  The  Information  is  at 
second  hand,  but  the  lieutenant's  story  Is 
so  graphic  that  there  Is  every  reason  to 
believe  his  Infoimat  was  speaking  by  the 
tK'ok.     He  says: 

"Hidden  1q  the  heart  of  Mindoro, 
reached  only  by  secret  and  difficult  trails, 
guarded  by  fierce  men  strongly  armed,  live 
a  race  of  people  as  white  as  you  and  I, 
There   seems    only    one    plausible    theory 

of  the  origin  of  such  a  race.  Centurl'js 
ago  the  i'hillpplne  islands  formed  a  con- 
tinuous chain,  reaching  to  the  mainland, 
before  volcanic  disturbances  caused  the 
cinnecting  links  In  the  chain  to  disappear 
and  the  group  to  bo  parted  from  the  coun- 
tries of  the  world,  and  it  may  have  oeen 
before  that  parting  that  the  ancestors  of 
thi.s  white  people  found  their  way  to  tho 
island  of  Mindoro.  An  upheaval  cut  thijm 
off  from  the  land  they  had  left,  and  there 
they  settled,  making  the  best  of  the  sit- 
uation. 

"They  shut  themselves  in,  safe  from  in- 
trusion in  their  mountain  fastnesses,  Th.-y 
taught  their  children  to  resent  Intrusion; 
they  taught  their  children's  children.  It 
is  a  part  of  their  creed  to  be  sufficient  to 
themselves. 

"And  ye-t,  without  communication  with 
the  big  enterprising  world,  they  ha\  e 
maintained  a  certain  degree  of  civiiiz  i- 
tion.  They  are  intelligent,  quick  to 
catch  new  ideas,  peaceful  when  not  at- 
tacked, virtuous,  industrious  and  domes- 
tic, 

"Tho  knowledge  of  this  strange  people 
came  to  me  through  a  Filipino  native 
whose  word  Is  good.  He  has  seen  these 
people — he  has  been  one  of  the  tew  to 
know  them  and  have  frequent  coinmiiiii- 
cation  with  them.  What  he  told  me  was 
upheld  by  the  priest  and  the  presldente  of 
his  province. 

"The  people  are  as  white  as  you.  Dross 
them  In  your  garments  and  they  would 
I>ass  for  Americans.  The  Spanish  have 
tried  to  reach  them  several  times,  but 
they  have  gone  armed;  therefore  they 
have  always"  met  with  disa.ster. 

"Thi'lr  guanl  system  is  perfect.  The 
center  of  th'  Ir  colony  is  tho  main  town,  of 
something  like  2»x<M  In  poi)ulation.  This  is 
surrouiuled  by  a  circle  of  hamlets  of  2C0 
or  3<H)  inhabitants  each.  They  are  built 
with  only  ten  or  fifteen  miles  b«twe-jii 
each. 

"If  you  approach  with  hostility  you  will 
fancy  them  to  be  the  most  terrible  sav- 
ages. But  go  in  peace  and  yuu  will  nod 
them  a  jx'ople  of  much  advancement,  far 
abuvt    the  Filipinos. 

"Their  women  are  wonderfully  Vieauti- 
ful.  hi'  says'.  They  are  tall  as  a  Fill|»ino 
reckons  height,  being  over  5  feot.  They 
are  athletli-   and  gracefid. 

"Thev  wear  a  loose  robe  falling  from 
their  shoulders  and  I).  I  ted  with  a  c>>rd  of 
banana  liber.  Their  hair  i.-*  w»rn  some- 
times (lowing,  sometimes  coiKel  on  the 
top  <jf  the  head,  as  gracefully  as  a  Euro- 
pean woman  would  coll  hers. 

"Then  men  are  splemlla  sp<tclmens  of 
manhood,  being  much  over  5  fi'Ct  in 
height.  They  were  a  short  pair  of  bivechi^s 
and  are  naked  above  the  waist.  Many  of 
them  have  curling  hair.  All  are  fair  haired 
and   blue  e^■ed. 

"The  coieiring  of  the  people,  their  re- 
markable intelligence,  thidr  skill  in  cer- 
tain arts,  thilr  grace  and  stn-ngth.  and 
beautv.  their  love  of  Kporta— all  thi  se 
things  were  chark'iterldtic  of  th>!  <^Jre.'ks 
of  ancient  civilization.  Why  should  not 
these  people  be  an  offshoot  of  ancient 
Athens?  ,  ,      „ 

"They  are  a  plea.sur-^  loving  people.  My 
Ii-fo-maet  has  been  present  nt  many  ■• 
their  festivals,  which  occur  frequently. 
He  says  there  Is  nothing  barbarous  about 
their  gayeties.  They  have  all  sorts  of 
athletic  contests— races  and  jumping  tests 
and  what  thev  call  hon  games,'  a  sort  of 
leapfroff.  The.v  have  wonderfully  graceful 
dancing  by  the  men  and  women.  Thoy 
ai.-^o  have  mii;<ic.  their  in.struments  being 
mostly  made  of  bamboo.  Th»  y  an-  adorm  d 
on  these  occasions  with  all  kinds  of  curi- 
ous ornaments— l>its  of  colored  stone, 
claws  of  birds,  gay  feathers  and  flow- 
ers. The  woman  are  passionately  fioid  of 
fle.wers  and  thev  raise  th<m  in  little  gar- 
dens near  their  homes. 

"They  are  thoroughly  domestic,  and 
thev  kt'cp  their  houfes  as  neat  as  any 
moriel  housekeeper  of  our  own  country. 
They  are  clean  in  every  way.  although 
their  homes  are  simple  bamboo  houses 
like  those  of  the  brown  natives.  They  use 
the  carIlM)o  and  thev  raise  many  demiestlc 
animals.  Pigs  were  tak.n  there  in  trade, 
and  now  thev  are  fiouri.shing. 

"Their  dialect  Is  strange.  Manuel  Cas- 
tro, the  Filipino  who  visits  them,  if  an 
e<iucated  man  for  a  Filipino,  speak.s  Span- 
ish, and  Is  more  or  less  familiar  with 
all  the  dialects  of  the  islan<ls,  and  says 
that  this  bears  no  resemblance  to  any 
one  of  them.  But  he  is  able  to  conver.se 
with  them  through  their  knowledge  ni 
Spanish,  and  this  has  come  to  them 
through  a  happening  as  romantic  as  any 
that  you  could  fancy. 

"Many  yiars  ago  there  came  to  them  a 
new  ruler.  They  didn't  know  that  he  was 
to  be  thtir  ruler  when  he  cam*-.  He  pene- 
trated to  their  fastness,  he  came  unarmed 
and  they  admitted  him.  Then  thev  learned 
who  he  was.  When  only  4  years  old  he  had 
been  taken  from  one  of  their  huts  by  a 
Spanish  surgeon.  The  mother  and  fathrr 
had  run  at  his  approach,  leaving  behind 
their  twin  bo.vs.  ,.,,,.. 

"As  the  parents  were  too  much  fright- 
ened to  return,  the  Spaniard  took  tho  chil- 
dren to  Spain.  There  he  educated  them 
and  they  became  Christians.  One  of 
them  was  a  law  stuuent.  As  soon  as  he 
was  old  enough  he  set  out  for  hia  native 
land,  taking  along  wi-.»  him  the  education 
anu  religion  of  which  his  people  knew 
nothing.  An  soon  as  the  people  realized 
who  he  waa  laey  acclaimed  him  their  sul- 
tan. 

"Ever  since  he  has  ruled  them,  taught, 
and  partially  Christianized  them.  They 
are  fast  leaving  their  Mohammedan  reli- 
gion, and  are  taking  up  the  creed  which 
he   holds. 

"He  Uvea  among  them  In  Spanish  style, 
clinging  to  many  of  the  customs  which 
he  learned  in  Europe's  advanced  civiliza- 
tion. But  he  will  never  leave  his  own 
people.  He  has  only  one  purpose  and 
that  Is  tt>  advance  them,  to  bring  them 
to   the   level    which    he   has   reached. 

"Their  little  round  valley  in  the  moun- 
tains is  rich.  He  will  teach  them  to 
make  the  most  of  it.  He  hopes  to  bring 
them  in  touch  with  other  peoples.  Their 
reserve,  he  says,  is  nothing  less  than 
morbid. 

•  1  have  made  a  report  of  t:;astro'.'« 
statement  to  the  bureau  of  non-Chri.stian 
tribes.  The  officers  of  this  bureau  have 
told  me  that  they  have  heard  concern- 
ing this  tribe,  but  I  do  not  know  that 
they  will  make  an  Investigation. 

"What  I  want  to  do  Is  to  head,  an  ex- 
pedition myself  and  penetrate  to  their 
nid.len  towns.  I  should  prefer  to  take 
Filipinos  with  me.  I  keep  In  commutU- 
cation  with  him  and  I  am  waiting  for  the 
ooportunlty  to  set  off  on  my  explora- 
tion. 

"I  speak  Spanish— that  is  whv  I  was 
chosen  for  duty  with  the  Philippine 
scouta— and  I  can  talk  wgtn  the.««e  people. 
I  want  to  settle  among  them  and  remain 
for  a  number  of  years  lintU  I  know  them 
so  thoroughly  that  I  can  give  a  thorough 
Account  of  their  customs."

For  Handling  Hot  Iron  He  is 
Paid  Well. 

I  looked  around  for  Davie,  the  roller,  as 
it  was  em  his  account  i  had  come,  writes 
Paul  Latzke  In  the  Saturday  livening 
Post.  The  superintendent,  a  few  hours 
before,  had  shown  me  Davie's  house,  a 
charming  i)!ae!e.  set  in  an  emerald  back- 
ground of  smoothly  cut  lawn,  dotted  plen- 
tifully with  tlowers.

His  Indictment  caused  much  excite- 
ment and  hi.s  con\  iction  was  followed 
hy  his  removal  from  his  office.  Borg- 
strom was  sentenced  to  one  year  and 
three  months'  iinprisonment,  but  thi 
board  of  pardons  reduced  his  punisn- 
ment  and  he  escaped  with  a  small  fin?. 
His  friends,  and  they  are  many,  were 
loyal  to  him  when  trouble  came  anJ 
it  Is  with  the  idea  of  vindicating  him- 
self in  the  eyes  of  the  people  that  he 
will  make  a  fight  for  the  nomination 
at  this  time.  Throughout  the  trial  he 
stated  that  the  taking  of  the  funds 
was  the  result  of  a  misunderstanding 
and  that  he  was  following  precedent 
and  doing  only  what  he  believed  to  be 
his  right. 

Mr.  Borgstrom  has  been  employed  in 
the  county  auditor's  oflRce  during  the 
past  two  years.  He  lives  in  the 
Eighth  ward.  In  siieaking  of  his  can- 
didacy he  said: 

"It  is  with  the  thought  of  vindicat- 
ing myself  before  the  people  in  gen- 
eral that  I  decided  to  make  the  run. 
My  friends  know  of  the  true  condition 
of  the  affairs  surrounding  my  trial  and 
they  have  been  loyal  to  me.

Says    Ireland    Seeks  to  Be 
American  Richelieu. 

Chicago,  Aug.  5. — "Archbishop  Ire- 
land wants  to  be  the  Richelieu  of 
America.  He  sees  in  the  formation  of 
the  American  federation  of  Catholic 
societies  a  menace  to  his  own  ambi- 
tions.    Hence   the  innuendoes  he  casts 

at   that  organization. 

"He  wants  to  be  consulted  on  all 
public  questions.  He  was  solid  with 
McKinley,  and  he  is  currying  favor 
with  lioosevelt." 

Such  was  the  statement  made  by 
T.  H.  Cannon,  high  chief  ranger  of  th'^ 
Catholic  Order  of  Foresters  and  sec- 
ond vice  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Catholic  societies,  in  re- 
ply to  certain  statements  made  by 
ArchbishoD  Ireland  in  his  St.  Paul  ad- 
dress. 

"Catholics  in  this  country,"  Mr.

CUBAN  LOAN. 


Extracts    From  the  Bill 
Passed    By    the 

Senate. 

■Washington,  Aug.  5.— The  state  de- 
partment today  received  the  follow- 
ing cablegram   from  Minister   Squiers: 

"Havana,  Aug.  4,  190:i.— To  Secretary 

of  State,  Washington:  The  senate 
passed  the  lollowing  bfll  Saturday 
night: 

"Article  1— The  executive  is  author- 
ized to  negotiate  in  the  name  of  the 
republic  of  Cuba  ;■.  loan  of  four  mil- 
lion dollars  Amerit  an  gold  at  a  mini- 
mum rate  of  issue  of  90  per  cent  of 
the  value  thereof,  payable  in  a  period 
not  exceeding  thitty  years,  and  at  a 
maximum  rate  of  iuterest  of  5  per 
cent. 

"Article  2— The  republic  of  Cuba  will 
have  the  right  to  take  the  bonds  of 
this  loan  when  interest  becomes  due 
by  either  paying  in  cash  their  nominal 
value  or  exchanging  for  them  bonds 
or  other  loan,  which  is  authorized  by 
this  same  law  at  the  oiJtion  of  the 
holder  of  the  first  bond. 

"Article  7 — The  execijtive  is  author- 
ized to  guarantee  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  this  loan 
with  the  customs  receipts  of  the  re- 
public. 

"Article  8 — To  secure  the  Increase  of 
national  receipts  required  by  this 
transaction,  the  executive  is  authorized 
to  proportionally  Increase  the  Import 
duties  on  the  articles  and  merchan- 
dise enumerated  in  the  attached  state- 
ment which  specifies  the  maximum 
rules. 

"Article  9— The  date  on  which  the 
Increase  authorized  shall  take  eff«ct 
will  be  fixed  by  the  executive. 

"Article  10— The  executive  shall  like- 
wise negotiate,  within  a  period  of  six 
months  from  date,  another  loan  of  $3."),- 
000.000  American  gold,  on  the  same 
basis  of  time  limit,  rate  of  Issues  in- 
terest as  the  first  loan,  from  which  he 
sha'!  set  aside  in  bonds  a  sum  suffi- 
cient for  taking  care  of  the  first  loan, 
as  provided  in  article  2,  applying  the 
cash  to,  first,  the  payment  of  the  in- 
debtedness and  obligations  legitimate- 
ly contracted  in  benefit  of  the  revolu- 
tion by  the  corps  commander  of  the 
liberating  army,  after  Feb.  24,  1895, 
and  prior  to  Sept.  19  of  the  same  year, 
and  to  the-payment  of  the  indebteuness 
and  obligations  which  the  revolutionary 
government  itself  or  through  its  legiti- 
mate rejiresentative  may  have  con- 
traced  previously  In  foreign  countrie.'^, 
in  compliance  with  the  first  transitory 
provision  of  the  constitution:  and  sec- 
ond, to  the  paym^t  of  the  wages  of 
the  liberating  army  of  Cuba,  likewise 
in  compliance  with  the  transitory 
provision  cited  in  the  foregoing  para- 
graph, after  the  rolls  of  said  arrny 
have  been  rev  ised  and  the  compen.sa- 
tion  due  each  member  thereof  has  been 
decided.  The  sum  of  $23,000,000  is  fixed 
as  maximum  for  this  purpose. 

"Article  11  — Before  the  close  of  the 
present  legislature  congress  shall  vote 
the  receipts  necessary  to  guarantee  the 
redemption  of  and  payment  of  the  in- 
terest on  this  loan  in  compliance  with 
paragraph  3  of  article  6S  of  the  con- 
stitution and  article  2  of  the  appendix 
thereto."  ;

TAME  WHALE 


Once  Saved  Its  Master's 

Life  In  a  Heavy 

Storm. 


Often     Towed      Captain 

Jim's  Boats  Out  to 

Sea.

"Did  you  ever  hear  of  Capt.  Jim  Mc- 
Millan's tame  whale,"  asked  one  of 
the  old  residents  in  a  down-east  town, 
with  a  party  of  seaman  discussing  the 
particulars  of  the  recent  Chinese  dif- 
ficulty,   says    the   Lewiston    Journal. 

Without  waiting  for  an  invitation, 
the  speaker  opened  up  with  his  story 
as  follows:  "Capt.  Jim  McMillan  was 
a  retired  sea  captain  who  moved,  with 
his  family,  to  a  small  inland  town 
'down  the  bay,'  near  Dear  Island,  N. 
B.,  and  under  the  protection  of  the 
Canadian  flag.  The  island  had  a 
small  harbor  in  which  was  a  used  up 
weir  that,  in  former  years,  had  gath- 
ered up  heriing  and  oilier  salt  water 
fish  so  common  in  Passamaquoddy 
bay.  With  a  few  weeks  of  repairing 
the  brush  inclosure,  Capt.  Jim  had  the 
weir  in  good  condition  again  for  the 
lirst  catch  of  fish.  He  arranged  the 
gate  for  the  high  run  of  tides  and 
Went  home  to  await  returns. 

"They  were  not  long  in  coming,  for 
the  next  day,  when  the  veteran  went 
off  to  Investigate  his  newly  repaired 
weir  he  was  very  much  surprised  and 
delighted  to  find  an  immense  school 
of  fat  looking  herring  leisurely  swim- 
ming around  the  inside  and  evidently 
enjoying  the  place.  The  fish  were  un- 
able to  get  out,  us  the  gate  was  closed, 
and  there  was  considerable  satisfac- 
tion in  his  first  catch,  since  the  fish 
had  been  rather  scarce  in  the  differ- 
ent weirs  near,  and  herring  were  in 
good  demand  by  the  sardine  factory 
owners  at   the  neighboring  places. 

"Here  was  a  lucky  catch,  indeed, 
as  he  could  quickly  find  a  ready  mar- 
ket for  these  large  sized  herring  at 
Eastport,  where  they  wpuld  later  find 
a  place  in  one  of  the  big  smoke-houses 
or   be    used    as    mustard   sardines. 

"The  captain  made  a  visit  to  East- 
port  a  few  hours  later,  told  of  his 
supply  of  herring  alive  in  the  weir 
and  soon  was  offered  a  fair  price,  in 
fact  looked  uj)on  the  lot  of  herring  aa 
worth  $100. 

"When  Capt.  McMillan  returned  to 
his  Canadian  home  down  the  bay  a 
few  hours  later  he  was  happy  and  his 
hopes  ran  high. 

"  'We'll  have  plenty  to  eat  when  I 
sell  this  lot  of  herring,'  said  he  to  his 
wife,  who  met  him  on  the  beach,  'and 
I'll  buy  you  a  new  dress  before  I  come 
back  from  Eastport,  sure.'  A  short 
time  later  in  the  day  he  got  into  his 
boat  and  pulled  into  the  ^veir,  when  his 
hair  stood  on  ends  as  he  saw  a  very 
large  and  black  looking  object  rest- 
ing on  the  water  in  the  narrow  inclos- 
ue. 

"It  looked  like  the  body  of  a  big 
snake  and  the  aged  seaman  thought 
it  might  be  the  famed,  mythical  sea 
serpent  he  hdd  so  often  read  about, 
but  had  never  seen  before.  Before  he 
could  leave  the  interior  the  big  fish 
began  swimming  around  the  enclosure 
in  a  circle,  and  it  did  not  take  (.I'apt. 
Jim  long  to  get  on  the  outside  and 
drop  the  big  gate  in  place.  His  weir 
full  of  heriing  a  few  hours  before  had 
either  been  oaten  up  or  gone  through 
the  several  small  breaks  in  the  side  of 
the  enclosure,  made  by  the  fish,  and 
this  was  enough  to  cause  the  captain 
to  utter  a  few  oaths,  since  no  one  was 
near  at  the  time. 

"He  watched  the  big  fellow  a  few 
minutes  in  silence,  then  said  slowly, 
"that  critter  cost  me  $100  sure,  and  he 
may  be  worth  that  amount  if  1  can 
get  him— dead  or  alive,  but  the  latter 
is  possible,'  He  was  not  long  in  find- 
ing out  that  the  fish  he  had  captured 
was  a  very  young  whale  and  since  it 
was  of  unusual  length  and  very 
slim,  it  might  be  taken  for 
a  l)ig  snake  at  a  distance  as  the  parn 
of  the  body  came  into  view.  It  was 
not  an  easy  matter  to  capture  the  fish 
alive  without  assistance,  and,  deter- 
mining to  make  the  best  of  his  recent 
misfortune,  Capt.  McMillan  set  out  for 
his  home  to  inform  his  wife  of  the 
whale's  visit  and  what  had  become  of 
their  catch  of  herring. 

"It  was  a  big  disappointment,  but 
she  cheered  him  up  with  the  remark 
that  'even  a  dead  whale  was  worth 
something."  The  skipper  went  across 
to  a  neighboring  island  for  help,  later 
returning  with  two  boatmen  and  a  long 
coil  of  rope  with  which  they  expected  to 
capture  the  whale  alive.  Bepeated  at- 
tempts were  made  to  get  the  rope  un- 
der the  mammoth  fish  as  it  sv.am 
around  Inside  the  weir,  but  it  was  im- 
possible to  get  near  enough,  and  finally 
the  men  had  to  give  up  the  attempt. 

"  'There  Is  only  one  way  to  get  the 
whale  landed  safely  on  the  beach  that 
I  know  of.'  said  one  of  the  men,  'and 
that's  to  build  on  to  your  weir,"  A 
little  explanation  followed,  and  It  was 
decided  to  extend  one  corner  of  the 
weir  like  the  two  fences  of  a  lane  up 
on  the  beach  to  high  water  mark,  th.en 
drive  the  big  fish  on  shore,  where  it 
could  be  captured  when  aground  and 
helpless. 

"Work  on  the  extension  began  that 
day  and  continued  for  three  days,  then 
tlie  lane  was  completed  all  but  one 
thing.  How  to  make  an  opening  for 
the  whale  to  find  a  false  escape  up  the 
beach  was  a  question  for  the  fisher- 
men to  solve,  and  it  now  looked  like  an 
impossibility.  One  of  the  boatmen 
finally  hit  on  a  plan  of  lowerin.2  down 
a  gate  at  the  end  after  removing 
enough  of  the  brush  weir  at  that  place, 
and  then  to  hoist  it  out  of  the  water 
again.  It  required  several  hours  of 
hard  work  to  construct  a  suitable  gate 
and  sink  it  into  place  before  the  weir 
could  be  cut  in  the  desired  place,  but 
this  was  finally  done,  and,  at  the  signal 
the  fal.se  gate  was  arranged  in  position, 
then  raised.  Hardly  had  it  reached  the 
top  of  the  water  than  the  whale,  seeing 
what  looked  like  a  sure  opening  and 
escape  in  view,  darted  up  the  narrow 
Inclosure  at  a  rapid  rate  of  speed. 

"The  big  fish  could  not  turn,  and  In 
less  time  than  It  takes  to  tell  you  the 
story  was  high  and  dry  on  the  smooth 
beach.  How  that  whale  churned  up 
the  water  with  its  tall  when  the  tide 
began  turning  for  the  ebb.  but  in  a  few 
minutes  the  mammoth  fish  was  as 
helpless  as  a  baby.  Cap.  McMillan 
measured  the  critter  on  the  beach  and 
found  it  more  than  45  feet  from  nose  to 
tall,  but  unusually  thin  for  a  whale. 

"He  did  not  want  to  kill  his  new- 
found prize,  and  was  at  a  loss  how  to 
hold  It  when  the  tide  came  in  a::aln, 
but  concluded  to  build  a  small  inclo- 
sure around  the  whale  on  the  beach, 
and  at  a  future  time  expected  to  se- 
curely fasten  a  big  hawser  about  the 
tall  of  the  fish  which  would  hold.  He 
set  to  work  and  soon  had  the  captive 
securely  fenced  in  on  all  sides  so  that 
escape  was  almost  Impossible,  and 
when  the  salt  water  of  the  bay  of 
Fundy  again  reached  the  young  whale 
there  was  some  fun  for  a  short  tluie. 
Next  day  tbA  oaj>|»t^  »*^n«  tM 
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and  from  a  blacksmith  scoured  a  stout 
iron  band  to  fit  securely  around  the 
outer  end  of  the  whale's  till,  just  back 
of  the  uter  fin. 

"In  the  band  was  an  'eye'  to  fasten 
on  a  light  chain,  and.  with  his  newly- 
made  collar,  he  soon  returned  home, 
and,  after  some  difficulty,  at  low  tid?, 
had  the  iron  band  fastened  around  his 
victim  on  the  beach.  When  the  tide 
again  came  In,  part  of  the  fence  was 
removed,  and,  as  the  chair,  was  secure- 
ly fastened  on  both  ends,  one  beln^;  in 
the  eye  of  the  band,  the  sea  monster 
was  a  prisoner. 

"Capt.  McMillan  concluJed  to  allow 
his  captive  Into  deeper  water  than  his 
cove  afforded,  so  that  the  !ish  might  be 
able  to  look  after  Its  supply  of  food 
during  the  day  when  lie  was  not 
around.  For  a  few  days  the  captive 
whale  made  a  lively  time  of  it  and 
tried  to  break  away  from  the  chain, 
but  finally  was  obliged  to  submit,  and, 
after  a  short  time,  devoured  a  quantity 
of  food  brought  near  the  weir  by  the 
owner.  Many  of  the  Island  residents 
came  from  the  nelghboriig  places  to 
see  the  captive  whale  on  tlie  chain,  and 
Capt.  McMillan  was  asked  why  he  did 
■not  exhiljit  the  prize  at  the  large  cities 
across  the  border  and  along  the  Maine 
coast. 

"That  would  have  been  «asily  enough 
done  had  the  fish  been  d^ad  or  small 
enough  to  carry  about  in  a  boat,  but 
how  could  he  get  a  45-foot  whale  out 
of  the  harbor  in  safety. 

"It  was  not  long  before  the  big  fish 
began  to  show  signs  of  becoming  tame, 
and,  on  the  approach  oi  meal  ti:ne, 
was  always  found  ready  to  devour  the 
food  provided. 

"In  several  weeks  Jim's  liaby  whale 
had  increased  somewhat  in  length  and 
also  became  quite  tame  so  that  when 
the  veteran  seaman  came  near  in  his 
boat  his  captive  would  pi  ly  alongside. 

After  two  months  had  pfj;sed  and  the 
fi.«li  had  increased  in  size  to  be  noticed 
Jim  thought  he  had  bet  er  secure  a 
stouter  chain  to  hold  his  p?t,  and  again 
made  a  visit  to  Eastport  for  a  longer 
and  heavier  piece  of  chain.  This  lie 
soon  secured  and  returnee  to  his  Can- 
adian home  to  make  the  change,  when 
he  was  much  surprised  and  disappoint- 
ed when  he  was  told  that  t  le  whale  had 
broken  the  chain  and  disappeared  Into 
the  deeper  water  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy. 
It  was  quite  a  shock  to  Captain  Jim 
to  find  the  broken  chain  and  lose  his 
whale  after  so  much  exper.se  and  trou- 
ble, but  he  returned  to  hs  house  and 
talked  over  the  loss  with  his  wife. 

"  'Never  mind.  Jim,  per  laps  tlie  big 
•fish  will  come  back  for  Us  dinner  as 
usual,  as  I've  heard  of  sucii  tilings,  and 
you  know  that  wasn't  no  ordinary 
whale  neither.  That  whale  was  tame 
when  it  left  these  water?,  and  mark 
me  when  I  say  that  you'll  see  the  flsli 
back  when  it's  time  for  the  grub  to  be 
served." 

"The  husband  allowed  that  the  whale 
was  certainly  tame,  but  how  was  he 
again  to  capture  the  big  fallow  even  if 
he  should  return  to  the  :ove  for  the 
customary  noon  meal. 

"  'I'd  better  shoot  the  ciitter  and  be 
sure  of  the  carca.ss  this  time,  what  do 
you  say,   wifey?' 

"  'Don't  be  too  hasty,  J  m,  but  wait 
for  developments,  as  the  whale  will 
return  often  if  it  comes  back  once, 
you  can  bet.     Only  wait  f  nd  see.' 

"At  the  appointed  hour  for  feeding 
his  former  pet.  Captain  McMillan  went 
down  to  the  ledge  where  le  had  stood 
so  often  on  recent  days  and  tossed  the 
food  into  the  bay  to  his  friend,  the 
whale. 

"He  threw  the  bucket  o'  food  to  the 
water  and  watched  It  sirk  below  the 
surface,  but  before  the  last  particle 
had  disappeared  the  dark  form  of  a 
long,  slender  fish  came  to  view,  and 
when  the  tall  was  exposed  there  was 
the  tell-talcylron  ring  and  hanging  to 
it  a  small  piece  of  chain. 

"'That's  my  whale,'  ex  Maimed  Jim, 
as  the  big  fish  swam  leisur?ly  about  the 
cove  and  did  not  seem  to  \,ant  to  leave 
the  small  harbor  when  ttie  food  was 
gone. 

"The  old  .seaman  remained  on  the 
rocks  for  a  long  time  and  was  then 
convinced  that  his  wife  was  right  about 
the  fish,  which  had  come  lack  to  stay, 
evidently.  Next  day,  and  as  fast  as 
meal  time  came,  there  was  the  tame 
whale,  and  soon  the  islanders  heard  of 
Jim's  lucky  find.  When  Jim  went  out 
to  gather  up  his  lobster  traps  or  haul 
In  his  fishing  lines  and  nets  the  whale 
accompanied  him,  and  alvays  was  re- 
warded by  receiving  a  newly  caught 
cod  or  pollock  off  the  hooks.  One  day 
when  Captain  McMillan  started  out  on 
a  fishing  trip  down  the  1>ay,  and  not 
far  from  Grand  Manan.  N.  H.,  a  fierce 
gale  arose  and  a  blustering  snowstorm 
set  in.  which  promised  to  last  for  sev- 
eral days. 

"Mrs.  McMillan  and  her  children 
gathered  on  the  beach  near  their  home 
and  watched  closely  through  the  storm 
for  the  husband  and  fath'jr,  but  noth- 
ing could  be  seen  in  the  distance,  ex- 
cepting the  high  waves  in  which  no 
small  iKiat  could  live. 

"If  Jim  was  out  In  that  storm  he 
had  little  chance  to  escape,  she  thought, 
and,  as  the  day  was  nearl>  gone  and  no 
signs  of  her  husband,  she  began  to  feel 
a  little  uneasy. 

"The  storm  seemed  to  Increase  in 
fury,  piling  the  waves  up  an  the  beach, 
and  it  began  to  look  as  if  another  sea- 
man was  to  be  reported  among  the  mis- 
sing. 

"But  what  was  that  long,  low  ob- 
ject she  saw  coming  up  t  le  hay  like  a 
fast-moving   steamboat    hilf   burled   in 


the  water?  The  more  she  looked  at 
it  the  more  she  wondered,  and  as  the 
object  came  nearer  she  was  able  to 
make  out  the  form  of  a  snake-like 
fish  of  a  very  large  size,  the  head  high 
up  out  of  the  water. 

"Could  it  be  her  husband'  tame  whale 
back  for  its  dinner  at  this  late  hour, 
she  thought,  as  she  supposed  the  fish 
had  gone  away  early  In  the  day.  As 
it  came  lose  to  the  point  of  land  on 
w  hich  she  Ftood  she  saw  that  there  was 
some  object  on  its  back  that  resem- 
bled a  human  being,  and,  as  the  whale 
came  into  the  small  harbor  with  the 
speed  of  a  steamboat  under  all  steam, 
the  form  of  her  husband  could  be  plain- 
ly seen.  He  lay  across  the  whale's 
back,  near  the  neck  with  his  arms 
over  the  side  of  the  fish,  holding  ou 
with  a  firm  grip  ,and  in  another  min- 
ute Captain  Jim's  form  arose  from  the 
surf  and  was  quickly  clasped  in  his 
wife's  arms.  He  followed  her  into  the 
house,  and,  after  a  complete  change  of 
clothing,  followed  by  a  warm  drink.  lie 
told  her  how  he  had  been  saved  from 
a  watery  grave  by  his  faithful  whaJe, 
which  seemed  to  know  considerable, 

"  'When  the  storm  broke  this  morn- 
ing,' said  Jim,  "wie  were  well  d<Jwn  the 
bay  and  before  I  could  get  prejiared 
for  the  storm  my  mast  broke  off  by 
the  fierce  wind.  What  followed  I  am 
unable  to  say,  excepting  that  I  struck 
in  the  icy  water  and  was  sinking  when 
1  felt  something  soft  like  coming  up 
under  my  hands,  and  you  can  bet  I 
grabbed  it.  When  I  came  to  the  sur- 
face I  saw  it  was  my  tame  whale,  and 
then  1  felt  safer  than  I  had  a  minute 
before,  although  I  was  at  a  loss  to 
know  where  It  would  take  me.  I  talked 
to  the  faithful  whale  as  1  would  to 
a  person,  as  I  had  done  so  often  during 
the  meal  hour,  and  promised  him  extra 
rations  if  he  landed  me  safely  on  our 
beach. 

"  'You  know  the  rest,'  continued  the 
captain  to  his  wife,  'and  here  1  am 
safe  and  sound  after  a  ride  of  fully 
HO  miles  on  the  back  of  a  real  whale, 
but  a  good  one  I  can  assure  you.* 

"Captain  McMillan  turned  the  fLsh  to 
good  use  later  when  he  went  out  on  his 
flshii;  trips,  as  he  would  fasten  a  stout 
rope  to  the  iron  band  in  the  whale's 
tall  and  would  be  towed  home  faster 
than  by  sailing,  or  even  steam,  as  the 
fi.'h  always  came  Into  tiie  littie  cove. 
All  went  well  for  about  a  year,  and 
many  tempting  offers  were  made  for 
the  wonderful  fish,  but  Jim  would  not 
part  with  his  silent  friend  for  any 
amount,  as  to  the  fish  he  owed  his 
life.  He  was  just  begrinning  to  teach 
the  whale  to  tow  his  boat  to  different 
neighboring  towns  in  i'assama<iuoddy 
Bay  when  the  long  fish  took  sick  and 
died. 

"That  was  a  sad  blow  to  Captain  Mc- 
Millan, gentlemen,  as  well  as  his  fam- 
ily, and  it  was  a  long  time  befoie  they 
fully  recovered  from  the  Bhock  and 
the  loss  of  their  pet. 

"Captain  McMillan  didn't  know  just 
what  to  do  with  the  body,  but  finally 
decided  to  give  it  a  burial  in  the  bay 
near  his  home  and  mark  the  spot  with 
a  grave  stone  in  the  form  of  a  big 
buoy  above  the  dead  whale. 

"This  he  carried  out  to  the  letter  and 
the  unique  funeral  services  were  held 
on  the  beach  t>e  following  day  and 
weie  attended  by  quite  a  large  gath- 
ering of  Canadian  friends  from  the  is- 
lands near. 

"That  ended  Captain  McMillan's  tame 
whale,  gentlemen,"  says  the  speaker, 
"and  I  w  ill  now  bid  you  all  good  night," 
saying  which  he  gathered  up  his  bun- 
dles  and    started    for   his   home. 


MILITARY  MASS  AT  SEA.

in  the  intonations  and  playing  durini? 
the  offertory.  The  priest  is  In  full 
canonicals  and  is  a  wonderful  spot  of 
color  as  he  kneels  under  the  openlni? 
w  here  the  light  falls.  Before  the  hatch, 
forming  three  sides  of  a  square,  are 
the  marines,  standing  silently,  thelP 
lines  swaying  to  the  roll  of  the  Eiiip, 
like  trees  bending  together  In  the  wind.

Trout   Season   Will   End 

With   the   Present 

Month.

The  open  season  on  prairie  chickens 

fcegins  Sept.  1,  and  while  there  is  yet 
nearly  a  month  of  the  trout  season, 
sportsmen  are  already  beginning  to 
fiarure  on  their  fall  hunting  trips,  and 
are  looking  out  for  w  hat  they  can  hear 
about  the  plentifulness  or  otherwise  of 
game  of  the  feathered  varieties. 

The  duck  and  goose  season  comes  at 
the  same  lime,  and  Oct.  1  comes  the 

partridge  season. 

In  the  ntxt  month.  November,  about 
the  same  lime  with  the  closed  season 
on  political  candidates,  comes  the  open 
teason  on  deer.  So  thorough  sport.>nien 
have  plenty  of  hunting  ahead  of  them, 
and  by  taking  in  the  different  sorto  in 
tht^ir  season  they  will  yet  have  some 
time  interspersed  between  for  busi- 
ness. 

Reports  on  the  game  conditions  are 
teginning  to  come  in  from  Northern 
ilinnesota  and  North  Dakota,  and  liiey 
f.re  generally  favorable,  pointing  to  the 
presence  of  plenty  of  game  of  all  sorts. 

There  was  unfavorable  weather  for 
chickens  in  the  early  summer,  many 
nests  being  washed  out  by  the  heavy 
rains  in  June  and  thousands  of  young 
birds  destroyed,  but  it  is  not  believed 
that  there  was  any  seriou.s  damage,  as 
the  reports  received  by  the  railroads 
from  station  agents  indicate  a  large 
chicken  crop,  nevertheless. 

The  trout  season  ^da  with  August, 
but  it  is  expected  that  next  year  it 
will  come  to  a  close,  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state,  at  any  rate,  Aui<.  15. 
About  that  time  the  trout  besins  to 
spawn,  and  two- thirds  of  the  fish 
caught  during  the  latter  part  of  August 
are  full  of  eggs.  Because  of  this  con- 
dition, petitions  have  been  prepared  for 
presentation  to  the  legislature  this 
winter,  asking  that  the  trout  season  be 
shortened.  It  is  said  that  the  sarpw 
conditions  do  not  apply  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  state,  and  there  may  be 
some  opposition  to  the  change  on  that 
account,  but  in  the  northern  part, 
where  most  of  the  trout  are,  all  sports- 
men   will  support   the   move.

war  against  the  reporters,  whose  dis- 
patch boats  will  be  treated  as  eneuiy's 
.sc-outs  to  be  avoided  or  captured. 

Secretary  of  the  Navy  Moody  regaids 
this  as  an  important  part  of  the  mon- 
euvers.  He  desires  to  find  out  just  how 
secret  the  movements  of  a  rleet  can  be 
kept  in  time  of  actual  war,  and  he  real- 
izes that  if  the  movements  of  a  He  t  can 
bo  concealed  from  newspaper  men  bent 
on  finding  them  out,  they  can  be  con- 
cealed from  anybody. 

Just  what  plan  has  been  adopleil  to 
prevent  the  newspapers  from  getting 
informatitm  meant  t(j  Ije  secret  tne  .sec- 
retary won't  tell,  but  it  is  Tim.wn  that 
caieful  and  elaborate  scheive  has  been 
prepared,  and  the  experiences  of  the 
Spanish  war  have  been  drawn  on  in 
fornnilaling  it. 

If  any  information  meant  to  be  secret 
is  obtained  by  the  newspaper  men  the 
methods  by  which  it  was  obtained  vil' 
be  carefully  and  fully  reijorted  to  the 
department,  and  after  the  maneuvers 
are  over  such  instances  will  be  studied 
with  it  view  to  devising  a  salisact)ry 
means  of  preventing  similar  occur- 
rences in  case  of  actual  war. 

It  was  proved  in  the  war  with  Spiln 
that  newspapers  were  not  cnly  factors 
of  civilization,  but  were  factors  of  war. 
For  the  lirst  time  in  the  history  of  the 
world  great  fleets  went  out  to  make 
history,  accompanied  by  a  great  i;:?et 
bearing  the  men  who  were  to  wriie  it. 
It  was  recalled  suddenly  that  the  fu- 
ture naval  commander  could  not  regarl 
the  newspaper  dispatch  boat  as  a  neg- 
ligible (luantity.  So  in  these  most  up- 
to-date  maneuvers  planned  liy  the  n  ivy 
department  the  newspapers  have  had  a 
place  assigned  to  them. 

The  strategy  of  each  of  the  two  op- 
posing commanders  will  be  directed  to 
outmaneuvering  the  hostile  fleet  an.i 
the  newspaper  forces,  and  the  strategy 
of  the  new.spaper  f(Jices  will  aim  at 
outmaneuvering  both  fleets.  It  will  be 
a  pretty  and  most  interesting  contest, 
entirely  new   to  warfare. 

The  department  has  refused  to  give 
out  even  a  general  sketch  of  its  plans, 
but  the  first  part  of  the  maneuvers, 
which  will  be  purely  naval,  will  con- 
sist of  the  attempt  of  a  fleet,  supposed- 
ly hostile,  to  elude  a  fleet  watching  it 
and  effei't  a  landing  on  the  coast,  in 
all  probability  at  some  point  between 
Martha'  Vineyard  and  the  eastern 
entrance  to  Long  IslaniTsound. 

The  opposing  commanders  will  not 
know,  except  in  a  general  way,  just 
what  vessels  compose  the  fleet  against 
which  they  are  oi)erating:  and  some 
surprises  may  be  sprung  upon  them 
by  the  managers  of  the  maneuvers. 
Some  naval  officers  would  not  be  sur- 
prised if  the  Kuroi)eun  squadron  or  the 
South  Atlantic  squadron,  or  both, 
should  suddenly  appear  on  the  joast, 
For  all  anybody  knows  ships  from  one 
or  both  of  these  squadrons  may  now 
be  on  their  way  to  the  New  England 
waters. 

All  the  available  .ships  of  the  North 
Atlantic  squadron  will  be  employed — 
battleships. cruisers  and  gunboats,  as 
well  as  a  fleet  of  fifteen  torpedo  boats 
and  twelve  loiniedo  'ftoat  destroyeis. 
All  along  the  coast  searchlights  have 
been  established  to  search  with  their 
fiery  eyes  at  night  for  the  coming  of 
the  hostile  fleet. 

W'irele.ss  telegraphy  will  be  tested 
during  the  maneuvers  as  to  the  pract<- 
cnbility  of  using  it  under  war  condi- 
tions for  communicating  between  the 
fleets  and  the  shore  and  between  the 
diiferent  vessels.  Many  novel  and 
mf>dern  appliances  will  he  experimented 
with,  and  In  all  j-espects  the  jiresent 
maneuvers  will  be  the  most  up-to-date 
ever  attempted. 

The  question  of  cost  is  not  to  enter 
into  the  matter.  The  object  is  to  have 
the  maneuvers  comprehensive  and 
thorough,  no  matter  what  it  costs,  for 
It  is  believed  that  the  results  will  jus- 
tify the  expenditure,  however  great  it 
may  be. 

Coal  will  be  an  important  item  of  ex- 
pense. A  battleship  of  the  Oregon  class 
burns  seventy-five  tons  of  coal  at  a 
speed  of  eleven  or  twelve  knots,  and 
the  amount  burned  rises  rapidly  for 
every  knot  above  that.  One  of  the  fast 
cruisers  burns  about  100  tons  a  day 
ordinarily,  .ind  twice  that  at  high  speed, 
and  coal  costs  the  government  about  $3  j 
a  ton. 

Though  a  good  deal  of  the  target 
practice  will  be  done  v.ith  the  econom-  | 
ical  sub-caliber,  a  considerable  portion 
of  it  will  be  done  with  full  serv'ce 
charges  and  service  projectiles.  To  fire 
one  of  the  big  turret  guns  on  a  battle- 
ship with  full  service  charge  and  regu- 
lar projectiles  costs  from  $.500  to  $600. 

Torpedo  boats,  owing  to  their  forced 
draft,  are  great  eaters  up  of  coal,  and 
the  cost  of  firing  ships'  guns,  even 
though  they  may  not  be  the  great 
turret  guns,  is  considerable.  So  it  w:Il 
be  .seen  that  the  cost  of  the  maneuvens 
will  mount  up. 

It  is  generally  believed,  by  naval  offi- 
cers that  the  objective  point  of  the 
ships  detailed  to  represent  the  hostile 
Jleet  is  Newport.  That  port  Is  a  great 
strategic  pint  in  Mr.  Moody's  war,  | 
just  as  it  was  in  the  revolutionary 
war.

The  ti'tal  lumbt-r  shtpmtMits  ilown  the 
fakes  from  the  Duluth-Supt-rior  harbor 
for  the  month  of  July  amounted  to  58.- 
I5-2.1KK)  feet,  us  compared  with  a  move- 
ment of  about  r>(>.i»l>0.000  feet  in  July, 
1SK>1.  The  figures  are  taken  from  the 
monthly  report  of  the  customs  otlicea 
at  the  head  of  the  lakes  and  are  ay- 
proxinuitely  corret-t.  the  actual  ship- 
ments, if  anything^.  being  a  little  more 
than  that  given. 

This  heavy  movement  jfives  July,  l!»'i2. 
the  record  for  shipments  over  any  oth.'r 
month's  imsiness  thus  far  this  seatou, 
or  in  any  i)revious  year  siiice  the  lum- 
ber manufacturing  industry  was  eoiab- 
lished  at  the  head  of  the  lakes.  Last 
season  the  July  sliipincnts  were  also 
tlif   heaviest  iif  the  season. 

The  lumber  ^-h;pmenl8  from  Two  Har- 
bors last  .nonth  were  the  heaviest  on 
reeord  fioin  that  iK>rt.  amounting'  to 
y.WnJ.i'iitj  feet,  »civinK  a  total  of  nearly 
6i»,iiW.i.n.;d  feet,  of  lumber  shipped  down 
the  lakes  from  the  upper  end  of  Lake 
Superior  in  July. 

This  biK  movement  is  somewhat  sijf- 
nirteaiii  in  view  of  the  fact  thai  the 
Lumber  farriers'  association  has  Ait'^i- 
drawn  from  the  lumber  trade  this  sea- 
son a  larse  peri-eniage  of  the  vessel;-.  In 
crder  to  maintain  the  KOing  rale  of 
t-M.  It  is  evident  that  the  lumber 
movement  continues  steady  and  with 
increasing  volume,  in  sjdte  of  the  lart 
that  there  are  fewer  vessels  to  move  it. 
Under  the  arrangements  planned  by 
the  Lumber  <"arriers'  association  the 
sujiply  of  boats  is  more  regular  than  in 
previous  seasons,  and  it  is  rarely  the 
case  that  a  lumber  fleet  now  arrive.s  to 
await  orders  to  load.  Most  of  the 
charteis  are  made  before  the  ooats 
leave  the  lower  lake  ports  ui;  the  way 
up  here. 

The  total  lumber  movement  up  to 
date  from  the  Lake  Superior  district 
will  r«n  several  millions  of  feet  more 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
summer. 

According  to  the  dictum  of  the  Lum- 
ber Carriers'  association.  August  will 
be  the  last  month  this  season  that  tli'? 
lake  freight  rate  of  $2.50  per  thousand 
feet  will  be  in  effect.  Sept.  1  having 
been  set  as  the  date  at  which  the  rate 
Will  advance  to  $3.  The  ve.sselmen  are 
confident  that  thej'  can  maintain  the 
advanced  rate,  and  point  out  the  fact 
that  there  are  c<miparatively  few  lum- 
ber carrying  boats  now  outside  of  the 
association. 

So  far  as  sales  are  concerned,  there 
have  been  none  of  any  consequence 
during  the  past  week.  Some  few  lum- 
ber buyers  have  been  here  looking  over 
stocks,  but  no  sales  have  been  reported. 
Scarcity  of  logs  has  already  begun  to 
curtail  the  operation  of  same  of  the 
harbor  mills,  though  mo.st  of  the  largest 
of  them  will  depend  on  the  supplies 
whli.h  are  now  being  rafted  here  from 
north  and  south  shore  points.  Railroad 
logging  is  getting  much  lighter,  espe- 
cially from  the  north  shore,  where  the 
ore  business  is  seriously  interfering 
with  the  log  movement. 

The  St.  Louis  mill  has  started  up  '.is 
band  saw.  after  an  enforced  idleness 
of  some  weeks,  and  the  company  hopes 
to  operate  with  a  day  crew  for  the  lall 
and  winter. 

There  is  quite  a  large  supply  of  logs 
In  the  sorting  works  in  the  bay  oppo- 
rtte  West  Superior,  belonging  to  tne 
Hines  company  and  Alger.  Smith  &  Co., 
but  there  have  been  times  when  there 
were  more  logs  within  the  booms  than 
at  present. 

The  iScanlon-Olpson  Lumber  com- 
pany will  erect  a  larger  sawmill  at 
Ca.ss  Lake.  Minn.,  than  that  formerlj* 
owned  by  the  Glenmont  Lumber  com- 
pany, and  which  burned  down  a  year 
ago.  A.  MfKlnney,  who  has  been  in 
charge  of  the  <'ass  Lake  operations  in 
the  capacity  of  superintendent,  has  re- 
signd  to  accept  the  management  of  a 
line  of  grain  elevatorrs  at  Winnipeg. 
He  has  been  succeeded  by  C.  M.  OKson, 
who  has  been  connected  with  the  com- 
pany for  some  time. 

The  Ooolldge-Bruce-Hall  company, 
with  headquarters  at  Minneapolis  and 
who.oe  yiird  Is  situated  at  Floodwood. 
we^t  of  I  'ulutrt,  has  ln<  reased  i's  capttaj 
and  chan«?ed  its  name  to  the  t'oolidge- 
Schusler  company.  The  company  is  one 
of  the  largest  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  state  doing  a  general  cedar  busi- 
ness. The  company  is  closely  allied  to 
the  Coolldge  Fuel  and  Supply  com- 
pany, of  ^Ilnneapolls.  which  has  a 
branch  office  in  this  cit.v  and  has  re- 
cently purchased  the  old  Clark  &  Jack- 
son mill  -site  at  New  Duluth.

Attacked     a    Bather    at 
Atlantic  City— Nar- 
row Escape. 

Atlantic  City,  Aug.  5.— H.arry  M.  Speer- 
man.  of  Fort  Wayne.  Ind.,  was  bathing 
almost  a  quarter  of  a  mile  out  beside 
the  Steeplechase  pier  In  Atlantic  City 
when  he  saw  what  he  thought  was  thu 
body  of  a  man  tioating  near  the  surface. 

He  swam  to  the  object,  which  was  alowiy 
sinking,  and  dived  down  after  it,  clutch- 
ing at  the  supposed  body.  To  his  con- 
sternation he  iound  he  had  grasped  a 
lively  8-foot  shark  by  the  tail.  The  rtah 
resented  interference  and  turned  to  at- 
tack Spearman,  who  struck  out  lustily 
for    the   ahore,    the    shark    after    him. 

Fortunately  Uie  jaws  closed  wiith 
Speerman  outside  by  a  narrow  margin, 
and  he  shouteii  for  help  and  swam  as 
he  never  swam  before.  The  tighting 
blood  of  the  shark  was  up,  and  Its  ap- 
petite was  keen,  and  it  made  another 
rush  for  the  bather,  who  was  helpless, 
having  no  weapon  but  hi^s  hands  to  tight 
with. 

Some  of  the  affrighted  spectators  on 
the  pier  and  the  beach  ran  to  the  life 
guaid.s'  station  and  told  Slep  Calhoun 
and  James  Xelll  of  the  unequal  combat 
being  waged,  and  they  put  out  in  their 
lifeboat  to  Speerman's  rescue.  They 
were  none  to  .soon.  Speerman  had  re- 
ceived several  staggering  blows  from  the 
shark's  tail  and  was  so  weak  that  he 
was  keeping  ailoat  with  ditticulty.

Speerman  was  rowed  ashore  and  re- 
ceived mediwil  attentl<in.  The  life 
guards  went  out  ai^ain  with  a  towing 
rope  and  brought  the  bodv  of  the  shark 
to  the  beach.  The  man  from  Fort 
Wayne,  who  will  carry  hia  left  arm  In 
a  sling  for  several  weeks,  claimed  the 
shark,  and  said  he  would  have  It  stuffed 
and   shipped    to    his   home.

A  new  Iron  range  In  Minnesota  Is 
reporte'i  by  the  Two  Harbors  Iton 
News,  which  states  that  discoveries 
near  Highland  station,  on  the  Duiuth 
&  Iron  Range,  have  been  made  that 
indicate  the  presence  of  a  large  body  of 
ore. 

Nothing  Is  known  about  the  matter 
In  Duluth,  so  far  as  can  be  learned, 
but  the  Two  Harbors  paper  states  that 
samples  of  the  ore  have  been  shown 
there,  and  that  an  option  on  one  hold- 
ing has  been  sold  for  a  large  price, 
contingent  on  the  property  showing  up 
iron  ore  in  the  proper  quality  and 
quantity. 

Highland  is  In  Lake  county.  In  trnvn- 
shlp  54-13.  thirteen  miles  north  of  Two 
Haibors.  and  it  Is  located  on  the  Iron 
Jtange  road  just  before  that  thorough- 
fare turns  back  into  St.  Louis  county. 
The  location  is  a  long  distance  fjom 
either  of  the  old  ranges,  and  does  not 
appear  to  be  of  the  same  formation  at 
all. 

The  settlers  in  that  vicinity  are 
mightily  interested  in  the  tale,  for 
should  It  prove  that  there  is  Iron  ore 
so  near  Two  Harbors,  their  farms 
would  have  an  inrrease  in  valuation 
that  would  make  their  heads  swim. 

The  story  Is  not  generally  citdlled  in 
Duluth.  however.  There  is  no  idea 
that  the  iron  deposits  af  Minne.sota 
are  confined  to  the  Mes^ba  and  V^er- 
milion  ranges,  and  nobody  is  prepared 
to  say  where  ore  may  iiot  be  found. 
However,  the  distance  of  the  alleged 
new  range  from  the  old  ones,  and  the 
fact  that  that  .section  has  been  r)retty 
well  threshed  over  in  running  the  road 
through.  Induces  skepticlsfri  regarding 
the  alleged  discovery,  and  those  who 
hear  the  story  are  in  the  Missourian 
attitude,  which,  means  that  t,hey  will 
have  to  be  shown. 

Those  who  take  this  attitude  are 
very  filling  to  believe.  hov»ever.  If  they 
can.  It  will  be  a  simple  matter  to 
make  the  necessary  developments  to 
show  whether  there  are  great  Iron  de- 
posits there,  or  only  a  few  pieces  of  iron 
bearing  stuff  that  may  have  been  car- 
ried down  from  tht  upper  ranges  by 
glacial    action. 


OPENING  NEW  MINE. 

Pickands,  Mather  ^  Co  Push- 
ing the  York. 

Pickands,  Mather  &  Co.  are  opening 
a  new  mine  near  Spruce,  on  the  Mesaba 
range,  and  the  work  Is  being  pushed 
in  a  mariner  that  means'  business  and 
Indicates  that  the  ore  out  of  the  new 
mine  is  needed  this  fail.  The  new 
property  is  called  the  York  mine,  and 
It  Is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  .south  of 
Kveieth.  and  is  south  oi  the  Faval 
property. 

The  mine  is  to  be  an  underground 
proposition,  and  one  shaft  is  already 
partly  sunk.  A  crew  of  carpenters  i.^ 
making  shanties  to  accom;nodate  over 
100  men.

Wuhout  liiiving  heard  ot'thu  recent  ile- 
ci«ion  of  Juilge  Dibell  tWo  city  attorney, 
hen,*,  from  a  month's  var.\tir-.i,  t;>!(l  l!ie 
aM'imen  irankly  that  the  larming  out 
policy  which  has  been  sanctioned  lor 
many  years,  caused  saloon  me'i  lo  violate 
the  law  In  conducting  a  genuine  saloon 
I)u.-ines8    without   a   license. 

This  policy  la  for  a  brewing  company 
to  iidvanc3  the  reijulsite  .$l.JOi)  Iii:e;i6.i  foe 
to  saloonkeepers  that  are  unable  to  ra.SQ 
that  amount. 

In  order  to  protect  themselves  the  brew- 
eri«.s  iiave  these' licenses  made  out  in  rho 
name  of  some  employe  and  not  in  the 
name  of  the  person  or  persons  actually 
conducting  the  business. 

Jui!p>!  Dibell,  of  the  district  cjurt,  and 
City  Attorney  Mitchell  both  hold  that  the 
Persons  conducting  a  oaloon  in  tl.iu  way 
are  coi-ducting  It  without  a  license  tnd 
a.-j   consequently   violating    tiio    law 

Alderman  Neft  goes  one  further  and 
say.-?  that  when  the  council  grant.';  a  li- 
c-'ose  unJer  such  coiiJiifons  u  knowingly 
encourages  the  violat;on  of  law. 

'rhe  question  came  up  iast  evening  on 
a  report  from  the  licei.se  committee  re- 
newing the  license  of  .John  C.  Helder  In 
saloons  at  102  East  Superior  street  and 
IS*:;!)  VV'oat  Superior  .street. 

Mr.  Helder  is  bookkeeper  for  the  Duluth 
Brewing  and  Maltii.g  company  and  has  a 
nun-ber  of  other  lic;nses  in"  his  name, 
though  he  has  the  direct  supervi.slon  of 
notu!  oi  thd  places  of  bu.Mness. 

On  motion  by  Aliieu.ian  Moore  the  li- 
censes were  recommitted  to  the  license 
committee  with  instructions  to  ascertain 
who  were  the  real  owaera  of  the  saloons 
In  question. 

Should  the  council  abandon  the  policy 
of  "farming  out"  lliiuor  licenses  neany 
100  saloons  will  be  affected  and  It  is 
thought  that  some  of  them  will  be  compel- 
led to  close  out  the  business  for  lack  ot 
tlnanclal   backing. 

However,  the  aldermen  Intend  to  go  into 
the  question  of  legality  mjro  caret  uJly.

To  do  this  the  company  mu.st  have  ner- 
mlssion  to  lay  pipes  under  the  street  "ana 
It  was  for  uhia  purpose  that  the  fran- 
chi.se    was   a.«k;'d. 

Alderman  Cullum  was  very  much  op- 
poist'd  to  it  unless  the  city  received  a  rea- 
sonable compensation  for  the  use  of  th< 
streets.  Alderman  Krumsleg  also  spoke 
against  immediate  action,  and  the  matter 
was  recommitted  to  the  ordinance  com- 
mittee for  one  week.

At-  ordinance,  brought  up  to  the  point 
of  iinai  passage  ai.a  thtn  reconomtted, 
provided  that  no  auctjojijer  should  l>e 
granted  a  licd.ise  who  could  not  give  j« 
written  guarantee  that  everything  sold 
NMt.s  just  what  it  was  chdmed  to  be  prior 
to  the  sale. 

This  ordinance  also  provides  that  auc- 
tioneers can  have  an  assistant  operating 
w'ith  them  under  one  license  providing 
the  auitioneer  assumes  the  responsibiiiiy 
for  this  assistant.  This  Is  in  favor  of  the 
auctioneers. 

.  The  clause  compelling  a  guarantee  is  re- 
garded  as  exceptionally  good  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  home  trade  against  tran- 
sients and  it  will  undouoietlly  strike  ter- 
ror Into  the  hearts  of  any  auctioneer 
that  has  a  tendency  to  be  crooked.  This 
ordinance  will  probably  be  passed  next 
week.

Alderman  Mannheim's  ordinance  pro- 
hiting  the  locating  of  coal  holes  more 
than  thirty  inches  from  the  curb  in  any 
sidewalk,   was  passed. 

This  ordinance  la  designed  to  do  away 
with  the  coal  chute  nuisance.  The  coal 
must  .>e  put  in  basements  from  the  outtr 
edge  of  the  walk  so  as  not  to  Inconveni- 
ence the  ])ublic. 

All  coal  holes  located  close  to  the  Inner 
side  of  the  walks  or  even  In  the  center  of 
the  walks  must  be  moved  to  the  outer 
curb  within  si.xty  days  or  the  city  will 
begin  aetion  against  the  owners  of  the 
property. 

The  worst  feature  of  the  ordinance  is 
that  it  was  not  pas.sed  sor>n  enough.

Trust  companies 
seem  to  be  sprincr- 
ing  up  all  over  the 
country  and  are 
beginning  to  cause 
I  some     concern     to 

The   officials   at   Washington   whose  busi- 
ness It  Is  to  safeguard  the   public  In  tho 
matter   of   financial    institutli>ns.     Official 
'TeiKjrts    from    New    Jersey    show    the    in- 
corpKjrKllon  of  thirteen  new  ones  In  that 
«tate  since   January,   and   the   records   of 
nearly    all    the    Btates    show    a    large    In- 
cr^iase    In    these    institutions.     The    great 
trouble  with  some  of  these  companies   is 
that  they  do  a  banking  business  without 
the  safeguards  of  a   bank   and  would  be 
an    element    of    danger    if   another    panic 
•ehould  occur.     They   are   supposed   to   be 
under    st.ite    supervision    and    inspection, 
but  in  many  Btates  the  supervision  Is  far 
from  adequate.     The  companies  are  per- 
mitted  to  do   business  without    raalntaln- 
•Ing  any  reserve  to  speak  of.    Their  char- 
ters of  Incorporation  permit  them  to  hold 
real   estate    and    to   transact   almost   any 
kind  of  business,  and  there  are  undoubt- 
edly   many    Instances    where    trust    funds 
are   embarked   on    speculative  enterprises 
Which  are  far  from  legitimate.     The  law 
holds   a   trustee   to   a  high   accountability 
for  the   use  of  other  people's  funds,   and 
he   Is  a.ssumed  to   be  more  conserA-atlve 
and  careful  with  those  than  he  would  be 
with    his    own.      This    standard    of    care 
ehould    not   be    lowered  In    the   case   of  a 
corporation.      'U'hat  the  corporation  may 
Jack  in  the  sense  of  personal  responsibil- 
ity should  be  supplied  by  a  rigid  supervid- 
lon.

THE  COST  OF  LIVING. 

Many  i>eople  have  been  ooini>laining 
during  the  past  year  becnu.se  of  the 
hlsrh  cost  of  living.  It  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  it  has  been  higher  during 
that  period  than  in  many  previous 
years,  and  it  has  borne  heavily  upon 
the  poorer  classes  and  tho.«!e  with  fixed 
Incomes.  While  a  rise  of  prices  al\vay:> 
accompanio.s  a  restoration  of  business 
prosperity  alter  a  prolonged  period  of 
depression,  last  year's  crop  shortage 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  abnor- 
mal advance  in  the  prices  of  the  ne- 
ceK.<aries  of  life  during  the  past  year. 
The  yields  of  grain,  fruits  and  vege- 
tables of  all  kinds— taking  the  whole 
country  into  consideration— were  much 
below  the  average,  and  this  shortage 
had  the  effect  of  raising  the  price  of 
nearly  everything  that  are  deemed 
necessary  on  an  American  dinner 
table.  The  high  prices  of  feed  for  live 
stock  provided  the  beef  trust  with  an 
excuse  for  raising  the  cost  of  meats 
to  exorbitant  figures. 

It  is  pleasing  to  notice  that  a  change 
has  begun.  Already  the  effect  of  the 
fine  crops  of  all  kinds  grown  this  year 
is  being  felt.  When  the  splendid  crops 
of  the  Northwest  are  also  harvested 
there  will  be  a  still  greater  effect.  The 
decline  in  the  price  of  potatoes  has 
been  a  great  relief  to  many,  while 
fruits  and  vegetables  of  all  kinds  are 
obtainable  at  lower  prices  than  for 
many  months.  With  the  marketing 
of  the  bountiful  crops  of  corn  and  oats 
there  will  be  a  decline  in  the  price  of 
live  stock,  and  this  should  bring  about 
a  lowering  of  the  cost  of  meats  to 
consumers  in  the  cities.  Consetiuently 
the  outlook  is  encouraging  that  lower 
prices  for  food  will  prevail  during  the 
coming  fall  and  winter. 

Of  course  it  is  Impossible  to  confi- 
dently forecast  to  what  extent  th:> 
general  decline  in  the  cost  of  living 
will  go,  but  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will 
fall  within  the  next  year  or  so  to  the 
low  point  reached  during  the  hard 
times,  nor,  on  the  other  hand,  will  it 
soon  go  as  high  as  during  the  past 
year. 

THE  NEXT  HOUSE. 

While  the  managers  of  the  congres- 
sional campaigns  of  both  the  Re- 
publican and  Democratic  parties  de- 
cline to  make  direct  estimates  of  tlie 
majorities  which  each  claim  they  will, 
have  in  the  next  house  of  repre.'senta- 
tives,  it  Is  pretty  certain  that  the  fig- 
ures published  represent  their  views. 
The  Republicans  claim  a  majority  of 
twenty-two  and  the  Democrats  thirty- 
seven.  Unless  there  is  a  decided  land- 
slide one  way  or  the  other,  the  truth 
will  probably  be  found  to  He  between 
those  two  estimates.  The  Republicans 
have  the  advantage  of  a  majority  of 
forty-seven  in  the  present  house.  They 
also  have  an  advantage  in  the  reap- 
portionments which  followed  the  census 
and  which  Increases  the  membership  of 
the  house  by  twenty-nine.  Assuming, 
then,  what  is  probably  a  fact,  that  t:»e 
Republicans  will  lose  in  many  districts 
on  account  of  dissatisfaction  with  the 
records  which  the  party  has  made  in 
control  of  all  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment, yet  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Demo- 
crats will  have  a  very  diflicult  task 
ahead  of  them.  Yet  the  Democrats  are 
confident,  and  it  looks  as  though  they 
might  win  by  a  bare  majority.

Whether  it  is  the  mral  delivery  or 
something  else  that  has  caused  the  im- 
proved condition  of  the  postotilce  de- 
partment, the  fact  has  been  demon- 
strated that  the  rural  system  is  a  good 
thing  and  will  undoubtedly  be  more 
than  self-supporting  as  soon  as  thor- 
oughly established.

••These  editorial  excursions  do  srreat 
good  to  the  visitors  and  the  visited.  Ihey 
will  go  a  lon^  way  toward  removing  the 
Senseless  prejudice  on  the  part  ot  the 
rest  of  the  state  against  tnls  section.  1 
have  traveled  a  goou  deal  throughout  the 
state,  atid  It  has  been  my  observation 
that  the  people  of  the  northern  part  are 
more  brainy  and  active  than  those  of  the 
Bouthern  part.  Perhaps  this  Is  because  the 
work  of  building  up  a  new  country  brings 
out  the  best  there  is  in  men.  while  living 
in  a  settled  and  developed  country,  where 
there  is  no  incentive  to  the  exercise  of 
ingenuity,  stunts  mental  growth.  But  at 
anv  rate  there  is  no  excuse  for  the  pre- 
judice that  exists  against  this  portion  of

More 
attention  Is  also  being  given  this  year  to 
the  seleotJon  of  improved  varieties  of 
farm  and  garden  seeds.  Each  senator, 
representative  and  delegate  in  congress 
will  have  to  his  credit  12.000  miscellaneous 
packages,  each  containing  smaller  pack- 
ages of  five  kind«  of  seed.s.  In  addition 
each  will  have  500  packages  of  novelties— 
that  l8,  new  or  little  known  varieties  of 
peculiar  merit,  and  each  will  have  :*>() 
packages  of  flower  seeds.  Arrangements 
"Irl  n^de  wheref.?  my  representatives 
cat!  exchange  garden  seeds  for  flower 
seeds,  and  special  collections  of  flower 
eeeds  are  put  up  for  city  constituencies, 
containing  varieties  suitable  for  growing 
In  window  boxes,  lots  and  small  door- 
yards.  Senators  and  representatives  from 
cotton  growing  districts  will  each  receive 
seventy  packages  of  cotton  seed,  and 
those  In  tobacco  growing  regions  will  re- 
ceive 110  packages  of  tobacco  seed.  Each 
will  be  given  100  trees,  ten  packages  of 
Btrawberry  plants,  with  fifteen  plants  In 
each,  and  eight  packages  of  grapevines,

The  postoffice  department  makes  the 
most  favorable  showing  in  its  report 
for  the  past  fiscal  year  that  has  been 
made  In  costal  finances  for  more  than 
twenty  years.  Although  the  complete 
figures  are  not  yet  ready  they  are  in 
such  a  state  that  it  can  be  seen  that 
the  receipts  will  come  approximately 
within  $1,000,000  of  covering  the  en- 
tit  e  cost  of  the  postal  service.  There 
was  a  deficit  last  year  of  nearly  $4,- 
000,000.  In  the  absence  of  detailed  fig- 
ures there  Is  some  difference  of  opin- 
ion among  the  officials  as  to  the  real 
cause  of  the  Increase.  Some  hold  that 
the  reforms.  Including  that  of  second 
class  postage,  and  the  various  econo- 
mies, have  been  the  cauSe,  while  others 
claim  that  the  returns  from  the  rural 
delivery  routes  will  show  wonderful 
gains. 

The  first  experimental  rural  free  de- 
livery   routes    were    established      more 
than   five   years  ago,   but   It  has   only 
been    within    the    past    two     or     three 
years   that   the  service  has  been  suffi- 
ciently  extensive   to   indicate   its   true 
value.    Its   effect    on    the    postal   reve- 
nues is  partly  shown  by  the  fact  that 
during    the    past    fiscal    year    the   rate 
of  increase  in  postal  revenues  In  rural 
communities    where    the    free    delivery 
was    not    in    operation    was    about    2*^ 
per  cent,  while  in  those  rural  districts 
where  it  was  in  operation  the  rate  of 
increase   Was   from  8'^    to   10  per   cent. 
This  does  not  by  any  means  represent 
the   real    incfrease    in    revenue.    It   ac- 
counts  only   for  the   Increase   which  is 
due   to  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
letters    sent   out    from    the   rural   free 
delivery  district.     It    takes   no   account 
of   the   increase    from    the    number   of 
letters,    circulars    and    the    additional 
mail   matter   of   other  kinds   sent    into 
these  districts.    That  increase  helps  to 
swell   the   postal   revenues     from     the 
large  cities.      •  ■:*  - 

The  rural  free  delivery  has  largely 
Increased  the  circulation  of  the  daily 
newspapers  among  the  farmers,  and 
the  postoffice  department  has  been  In- 
formed by  an  authority  on  the  live 
stock  market  that  its  establishment 
had  been  worth  millions  of  dollars  to 
the  raisers  of  live  stock  in  the  United 
States.  By  Its  agency  the  farmer  has 
been  able  to  follow  the  course  of  the 
market   from   day  to  day   in   hie  daily

Brutal  Pigeon  Slaughter  Made 
Unlawful  In  Chicago. 

Our  Fellow  Creiatures:  Brutal  plgeoo 
slaughter,  better  known  as  trap  shoot- 
ing, is  now  an  unlawful  thing  to  do  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  city  of  Chicago. 

The  cltv  council  on  Monday  evening, 
June  23,  "by  a  decisive  vote,  passed  aa 
ordinance  which  had  been  Introduced 
some  time  previous  by  Alderman  Finn. 
The  ordinance  does  not  allude  to  the  real 
cause  of  its  being.  It  does  not  mention, 
the  pigeon,  yet  it  Is  the  pigeon  It  is 
meant  to  protect.  For  the  future  there 
will  be  no  shooting  at  pigeons  which  have 
Just  been  released  from  traps.  It  Is  a 
great  victory  for  the  anti-cruelty  foree« 
of  the  city,  and  the  matter  is  now  being 
agitated  throughout  the  entire  slate  ol 
llilnoLs  with  a  view  to  secBrlng  the  pass- 
age of  a  law  at  the  next  session  of  tho 
legislature  to  cover  the  entire  state.  What 
Is  needed  now  is  a  slate  law  that  will  dO 
for  the  entire  slate  what  the  ordlnanoe 
in  question  does  for  the  city  of  Chicago. 
The  legislature  that  meets  next  winter 
should  pas.s  an  anti-pigeon  shooting  law 
of  general  application. 

The  Dallv  Chicago  American  vigorously 
championed  the  ordinance  Just  passed  ^/ 
the  city  council,  and  is  entitled  to  the 
thanlcs  of  all  humane  ueople  for  It.  I'nder 
the  heading  "Pigeon  Shooters  and  Spoi^- 
men':  the  American  thus  editorially  com- 
ments: ,  , 

"Trap  shooters  who  kill  and  malm 
pigeons  for  the  mere  sake  of  seeing  the 
feathers  flv  and  feeling  the  brutal  senao 
of  having  destroyed  a  life  are  ever  ready 
to  throw  the  cloak  of  sportsmanship  ovel 
their  cruel  pastime. 

"Sportsmen,  however,  do  not  regard 
the  pigeon  shooter  as  a  member  of  the 
eraft.  There  is  nothing  more  in  com- 
mon between  sportsmanship  and  pigeon 
shooting  than  there  Is  between  sports- 
manship and  bull  lighting.  Killing  is  the 
thing  with  the  pigeon-shooter  and  the 
bull-lighter.  The  one  measures  his  prow- 
ess by  the  number  of  innocent  birds  he 
has  killed  or  crippled;  the  other  by  tho 
number  of  savage  bulls  he  has  destroyed.

Nashville,  T*nn.,  Aug.  5.— Armod  with 
Hynamite  to  blow  his  way  out  of  prison, 
OusHyatt.me  train  robber  and  desj>erado, 
last  niijht  led  a  desperate  band  of  six- 
teen convicts  to  liberty  from  the  Tenn  -s- 
see  penitentiary.  Fifteen  of  the  escaping 
party  sot  entirely  clear  of  the  preiniSf.-», 
but  one.  Ed  Carney,  a  safe  blower,  sent 
up  from  Xashville.  jnild  the  penalty  of 
death   in   the   bi>ld   undertaking. 

Joe  Loss  and  James  \Vi>rk  were  traced 
down  by  blooilhounds  and  cantured,  but 
the  rest  of  th>;'  prisoners  hail  gotten  so 
far  out  of  bountis  that  liy  midnight  no 
trace  of  them  eould  be  had.  The  prisoners 
were  evidently  furnished  dynamite  frjni 
the  outside. 

Hyatt  stood  off  the  inside  guard  with  a 
braee  of  r<.'Volvers,  which  had  also  been 
furnished  him  from  the  outside,  while  the' 
men  preceded  him  to  liberty. 

The  dynamite  was  laid  by  Doe.  the  Man- 
chester train  robber,  and  ho  made  good

Railroad  Presidents   Talk 

to  the  Farmers  of 

Washington. 


Explain  to  Them  the  Sit- 
uation and  Future 
Intentions. 


Grain  Rates  Will  Be   Re- 

duced  From  All 

Points. 


Spokane,  "U'ash.,  Aug.  5. — Grain  rates 
will  be  reduced  from  all  points  in  East- 
ern Washington,  and  the  reduction  will 
take  place  in  time  to  benefit  the  far- 
mers on  this  year's  crops.  The  amount 
of  reduction  Is  not  determined,  but  con- 
jecture places  it  at  from  1  to  2  cents  per 
bushel. 

The  Great  Northern  and  the  Central 
Washington  branch  of  the  Northtrn 
Pacific  will  be  connected  by  a  crop  road 
from  t^entral  Washington  in  Grand 
Coulee  to  Adrian  on  the  Great  Norih- 
erix.  It  will  be  eighteen  miles  in  length 
and  will  cost  $350,000  and  will  be  oullt 
as  soon  as  the  surveys  can  be  com- 
pleted, contracts  let  and  the  work  done 
under  pressure. 

As  a  result  of  this  arrangement  the 
Northern  Pacific  will  cease  hauling 
eastward  to  Spokane  and  thence  west- 
ward to  the  coast,  and  will  move  their 
shaie  of  the  tonnage  to  the  terminus  of 
the  Central  Washington  branch.  Theie 
it  will  be  taken  by  the  Great  Northern 
and  carried  to  Seattle  instead  of  Ta- 
coma,  as  heretofore. 

These  are  the  substance  in  meaning 
of  the  announcements  made  by  Presi- 
dent Mellen  of  the  Northern  Pacific  at 
Davenport   yesterday. 

The  occasion  was  unique  In  the  his- 
tory of  American  railroading.  Three 
railway  presidents,  in  response  to  a  pe- 
tition from  the  leading  farmers  of  the 
iii.g  Bend  country,  had  assembled  at 
the  county  seat  of  Lincoln  cotinly  to 
hear  their  ca.se,  plead  their  own  inter- 
ests and  render  argument.  They  were 
James  J.  Hill,  president  of  the  Great 
Northern  and  Northern  Secur'ties  com- 
pany, a  combination  with  securities 
rated  on  Wall  street  at  more  than  a 
billion  dollars;  President  Mellen  of  the 
Northern  Pacific,  and  President  O.  L. 
Mohler  of"  the  Oregon  Hallway  and 
Navigation  company  lines  of  the  Harrl- 
man  system. 

With  them  were  a  group  of  lesser 
railroad  notables.  Public  a<ldres3es 
weie-delivered  by  the  three  presidents. 
Then  adjournment  was  taken  to  the 
armory,  where  an  old-fashlon-^d  countiy 
dinner  was  ser\  ed  to  the  railway  guests 
and  visitors  from  the  surrounding  coun- 
try. The  presidents  entered  heai  tily 
into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion.  Mr.  Hill 
deposited  his  hat  under  his  chair,  re- 
markln.i?  that  he  had  not  enjoyed  him- 
self so  thoroughly  In  many  a  day,  and 
rubbed  elbows  with  a  wheat  grower 
from  the  Egypt  country  and  another 
fiom  the  Cedar  Canyon  camp. 

After  dinner  hundreds  of  people 
gathered  aiound  the  railway  presl- 
uents,  shaking  hands  and  listening  to 
spirited  discussions. 

Mr.  HiH  talked  farming  and  stock 
raising.  Mr.  Mellen  elaborated  on  hi-j 
previous  announcement  and  Mr.  Moh- 
ler spoke  of  the  immigration  plans  of 
tlie   Harriman    roads. 

In  his  speech  President  Hill  vigor- 
ously attacked  legislation  on  railway 
rates,  saying: 

"As  well  attempt  to  Set  a  broken 
limb  by  statutes  as  to  adjust  rates. 
You  can  legislate  until  the  barn  doors 
rot  off.  The  best  thing  to  do  is  to  act 
as  you  have  here,  with  the  officials. 
We  will  try  to  act  in  such  a  way  that 
you  will  realize  that  we  are  doing 
something  fair  and  in  good  faith. 

'What  you  want  Is  the  highest  prlc3 
from  any  store.  You  want  a  new  mar- 
ket. You  must  make  more  people  use 
your  stuff.  Statesmen  will  tell  us  how 
to  do  this,  but  they  get  a  consideration 
for  doing  so.  1  cannot  find  in  public 
acts  one  intelligent  thing  that  you 
have  done  to  get  new  markets.  I  don't 
know  any  place  where  you  have  not 
been  left  to  shift  for  yourselves  as 
farmers. 

"You  have  crops  that  keep  you  busy 
for  four  months  in  the  year.  You 
want  to  do  something  the  rest  of  the 
time  besides  whittling  or  holding  down 
a  nail  keg.  What  you  should  do  is  to 
raise  stock,  roots,  forage.  There  is 
nothing   better   than   raising  stock." 

All  this  was  preliminary  to  the  real 
conference  of  the  day. 

Various  counties  and  districts  had 
sent  delegates  to  the  convention  and 
after  dinner  these  delegates  reas- 
sembled In  the  convention  hall  and 
through  their  spokesman  laid  their 
wishes  before  the  railway  presidents. 
The  large  hall  was  packed  to  the  doors 
and  scores  of  farmers,  fruit  growers 
and  miners  stood  in  the  aisles.  Many 
sat  on  the  carpeted  floor.  Earnestness 
was  stamped  upon  the  features  and 
earnestness  ran  through  all  their 
speeches, 

Mr.  Hill  was  the  only  president 
speaking  at  the  conference.  He  _an- 
swered  many  questions  from  time  to 
time,  offered  many  numerous  volun- 
tary explanations  of  matters  that 
seemed  all  wrong  to  the  farineis  and 
rei)eatedly  asked  the  farmers  to  speak 
out  their  beliefs  and  convictions.  He 
was  frequently  applauded  and  the 
convention  was  always  alert  to  ap- 
l.laud  any  tolling  point,  whether  made 
by  delegates  or  by   the  president. 

The  entire  proceedings  were  charac- 
terized by  good  spirit  and  good  na- 
ture. 

The  train  bringing  the  railroad  men 
and  newspaper  correspondents  i-e- 
turned  to  Spokane  last ^ night.  Later 
the  party  left  for  Colfax  In  the  Palouse 
country,  where  a  similar  conference 
will  be  held.  They  have  decided  not 
to  hold  a  third  conference  at  Walla

Devils  Lake.  N.  D.,  Aug,  C, — ^A  most 
foul  and  revolting  murder  was  discov- 
ered late  Sunday  night  by  Hans  Wilson, 
a  laboring  man  who  went  to  call  on 
Nick  Nachtsheim,  an  old  bachelor  who 
was  living  alone  in  his  cottage  in  the 
south  part  of  the  city. 

After  repeatedly  rapping  for  entrance 
without  receiving  a  response  from  in- 
side, Wilson  raised  the  window  and 
Ighting  a  match,  discovered  that  a 
tragedy  had  been  enacted.  He  notified 
the  officers,  and  an  investigation  dis- 
closed that  Nachtscheim  had  been  mur- 
dered and  his  body  thrown  into  the 
cellar.  A  guard  was  placed  over  the 
house  for  the  remainder  of  the  night, 
and  this  morning  Sheriff  Rutan  impan- 
elled a  jury  and  an  inquest  was  or- 
dered. 

A  horr'ble  sight  was  presented  when 
the  dead  body  was  raised  from  the 
cellar  to  the  room.  The  head  was  sev- 
ered from  the  shoulders  and  had  a  deep 
bullet  hole  in  its  crown.  As  the  body 
was  in  a  bad  state  of  decomposition,  it 
is  evident  the  crime  was  committed  at 
least  eight  or  ten  days  ago,  and  the 
absence  of  any  blood  stains  shows  that 
the  man  was  killed  outs'de  and  his 
body  placed  In  the  cellar.  The  bullet 
was  found  in  the  head  and  is  of  38 
caliber. 

The  tragedy  is  shrouded  In  mystery, 
and  the  only  motive  apparent  is  rob- 
bery, Nachtscheim  during  the  recent 
Chautauqua  season  sold  much  beer  and 
must  have  had  several  hundred  doiip.ra 
on  his  per.son  when  killed,  but  only  15 
cents  was  found  In  his  vest  pocket  yes- 
terday morning.  He  was  employed  in 
the  Great  Northern  coal  sheds  and  was 
about  55  years  old.  and  came  here  from 
St.  Paul  many  years  ago.  He  was  of  a 
quiet,  unassuming  and  peaceful  dis- 
position, and  was  not  known  to  have 
had  any  enemies.  No  relatives  of  the 
murdered  man  are  known  here,  but  he 
frequently  sjioke  of  intimate  friendship 
with  the  Lahr  families  of  St.  Paul  and 
St.  Cloud. 

There  is  absolutely  no  clue  to  the 
identity  of  his  murderers,  although  the 
officers  are'  shadowing  .several  suspects.

WANTS    DAMAGES. 


Man  Desires    State    Depart- 
ment to  Take  Up  Case. 

Washington,  Aug.  5.— Ferdinand 
Kolzendorf  today  petitioned  the  dis- 
trict supreme  court  for  a  mandamus 
against  Secretary  of  State  Hay  to 
compel  the  latter  to  institute  proceed- 
ings against  the  empire  of  Germany 
or  the  kingdom  of  Prussia,  or  both, 
to  recover  $300,000  damages  for  liim- 
self,  for  alleged  unjust  detention  in  a 
German  in.sane  asylum.  Justice  Hag- 
ner  refused  to  issue  the  writ,  holding 
that  tl:-  matter  was  political  and  ;i 
legal  right  to  the  writ  had  not  been 
shown. 

Holzenfdorf  is  a  native  of  Germany 
and  a  naturalized  citizen  of  this  coun- 
try. He  alleged  that  while  bearing  a 
passi>ort  from  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment on  May  11,  1898,  he  was  false- 
ly Imprisoned  in  an  insane  asylum  at 
Dalldorf,  near  Berlin,  and  detained  un- 
til July  8,  1899,  when  he  was  declared 
to  be  of  sound  mind  by  the  hljhest 
court  in  Germany.  He  demanded  a 
trial  by  Jury,  and  asserted  that  the 
state  department's  refusal  to  act  is 
based  on  inevelant  matters  twenty 
years  anterior  to  this  petition.

Cleveland,  Aug.  6.— First  Blate  Sullivan, 
of  the  City  of  Venice,  which  was  struck 
by  the  steamer  Seguin,  wlio  is  lying  in 
a  critical  condition  at  the  Marine  hos- 
pital, rallied  slightly  thij  t  f ternoon  and 
gave  his  version  of   tho   collision.

All  our  liglils  Were  burning,  anu  tnere 
was  no  log,  so  1  dont  s.>e  how  they 
could  have  helped  seeing  our  vvssei. 
When  the  boat  was  cousin  rably  closer. 
1  whistled  again,  but  iUill  ;here  was  no 
reply.  1  was  then  frignteued  and  H!g- 
nailed  still  another  time.  1  saw  that  we 
were  not  seen;  at  least  there  was  no  al- 
tention  jiaid  to  our  signals,  and  the  boat 
was  bearing  down  on  us. 

"l  theii  aiiempled  lo  set  o.it  of  the  way 
and  veered  the  shii)  diag'  nally  in  her 
course,  hoping  to  escape  'villi  a  sllijUt 
iubblng  the  colli.-lon  that  1  began  to 
realize  was  inevitable.  SI'.e  was  even 
nearer  than  I  supposed,  lowever,  and 
going  at  a  fast  rate.  Sudtienly  the  bow 
loomed  uj)  high  above  us  and  there  was 
a  sickening  crash  and  then  tor  a  moment 
1  scarcely  realized  what  lad  happened. 
I  was  thrown  from  my  fe"i  by  ihe  jar 
and  the  pilot  house  was  crushed  and  piled 
on  top  ot  me.

"jaj^s  '  he  has  coming  ■beJore  he  is  a  fit 
caiiuidaie  for  the  undertaker  or  the  D.  1. 
ward  <  f  u;n  insane  asylum.

Capt.  Gaillard.  the  Rovernment  en- 
gineer, will  not  be  able  to  meet  the 
board,  because  of  a  previous  engage- 
ment that  cannot  be  broken,  but  As- 
sistant Kngineer  t)e\  er  will  act  in  his 
Stead,  presenting  the  board  with  the 
harbor  data  and  statistics  and  tender- 
inK  the  use  of  the  government  launch 
Videlte. 

The  \Ve.«it  Superior  Interests  will  be 
represented  by  James  IJardon  and 
George  k'.  Knowles.  while  Mayor  Hugo 
and  L'apt.  Alexander  McDougali  will 
act  as  spokosnien  for  Duluth.  c\>ngiess- 
man  Page  Alorris  will  also  be  with  the 
board  while  it  is  here. 

A  telegram  received  early  this  morn- 
ins  at  the  custom  office  fronn  Judge 
Morris  stated  that  he  could  not  be 
here,  and  suggested  that  Senators  Nel- 
son and  Clapi)  be  invited  to  meet  the 
board.  A  later  dispatch  received  at 
the  government  engineers  office  from 
Mr.  Morris  at  I'hicago  today  said  that 
he  would  arrive  in  Duluth  on  t^e 
Omaha  train  tomorrow  morning  and 
would  like  to  accompany  the  board  on 
Its   trip. 

Mayor  Hugo  has  already  wired  a 
large  number  of  the  state  representa- 
tives to  be  here,  but  has  received  l\.'\v 
replies.  Congressman  Fletcher  and 
Senator  Nelson  will  not  be  able  to 
come.  The  party  that  will  go  out  on 
the  Videlte  will  not  be  large,  as  it  is 
believed  that  a  few  representatives  of 
the  head  of  the  lake  interests  who  will 
see  and  talk  to  the  point  will  do  more 
for  Duluth  than  a  large  company. 

The  board  will  make  a  tlyln^  trip, 
arriving  here  In  the  morning  and  leav- 
ing  over  the  South  Shore  road  at  6:45 
o'clock  tomorrow  afternoon  for  North- 
ern Aiichigan  points  and  Mackinac  is- 
land. 

The  Park  Point  proposition  is  one 
that  the  head  of  the  lakes  interests  will 
advocate  to  the  naval  commission,  but 
if  it  is  decided  that  the  Point  is  not  a 
suitable  place.  Big  island,  in  the  St. 
Louis  river,  comprising  about  5t>0  acres 
•will  bo  the  second  choice. 

The  naval  board  is  looking  for  a  s'te 
of  not  less  than  100  acres  or  more  thun 
5i>0  acres  and  comparatively  isolated 
from  nearby  cities.  Yesterday  the 
naval  board  was  at  Racine;  Wis. 

Owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  tini"! 
the  board  will  be  in  the  city,  it  is 
doubtful  if  anything  can  be  done  in  the 
vay  of  entertainment,  such  as  a  boule- 
vard drive,  dinner,  etc.  The  oIRcers 
comprising  the  visiting  commission 
will  probably  take  up  all  the  time  in- 
specting the  sites.  All  the  data  about 
the  harbor,  statistics  and  even  tlie 
climatic  conditions  have  been  prepared 
in  such  a  form  that  it  can  be  quickly 
and  comprehensively  perused  and  Iiled 
by  the  board.

NOT  PASSED. 

Cuban   Loan     Discussed 

But  Not  Yet  Through 

House. 

Havana,  Aug.  5.— The  secretary  of 
\he  Cuban  house  of  representatives 
*aid  today  that  the  bill  authorizing 
the  raising  of  a  loan  to  aid  sugar 
planters  had  nfl»  even  been  discussed 
In  the  house,  much  less  passed  by  that 
body.  On  Saturday,  the  senate  com- 
mittee reported  the  bill  to  the  senate 
and  it  was  accepted  In  Its  entirety 
as  a  basis  of  discussion.  Yesterday 
the  bill  was  brought  up  in  the  senate 
and  discussed  clause  by  clause,  nine  of 
its  thirteen  clauses  being  approved. 
Of  the  remaining  four  clauses  two  are 
unimportant.  One  clause  of  the  bill 
deals  with  the  pledging  of  Increased 
receipts  from  customs  duties  on  cer- 
tain articles,  on  which  the  tariff  is  to 
be  increased.  Discu.ssion  was  resumed 
on  the  bill  In   the  senate   today. 

A  bill  similar  to  the  senate  bill  v.as 
presented  in  the  house  on  Friday  and 
referred  to  a  committee,  which  has  not 
yet  reported  It.  The  bill  is  like  the 
senate  bill  in  that  it  provides  for  two 
separate  operations  for  raising  money, 
$5,000,000  at  once  for  agricultural  relief 
and  $30,000,000  later  to  pay  the  army.  It 
is  claimed  that  this  bill  has  a  majority 
in  the  house. 

F.  G.  Pierra  in  I.,a  Lucha  argues  that 
the  .senate  bill  provides  for  a  loan  of 
$4,000,000,  but  merely  promises  to  raise 
the  larger  loan,  no  provision  for  that 
loan  being  made  by  the  bill.

JESSE  /  JjAMES 

Ford   Slew  the   Outlaw 

To  Save  His  Own 

Life. 


That  Is  According  To  the 

Story  He  Told 

Farr. 


Finis  Calvert  Farr,  who  was  private 
secretary  to  Governor  Thomas  T.  Crit- 
tenden during  the  latter's  entire  term, 
furnishe*  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch 
the  following  authentic  account  of  the 
killing  of  Jesse  James  and  the  events 
leading  up  to  to  his  tragic  end. 

This  narrative  sePves  to  dead  up 
Jesse  James'  history  considerably,  and 
throws  a  new  light  upon  the  assassina- 
tion of  the  bandit. 

Mr.  Farr  is  now  a  prominent  attor- 
ney in  Kansas  City,  where  his  former 
chief,  ex-Governor  Crittenden,  also  re- 
sides. 

iMr.  Farr's  sitory  Is  as  follows: 

Missouri  never  experienced  a  more 
profound  sensaition  than  was  occa- 
sioned by  the  assassination  of  Jesse 
James  by  Bob  Ford,  in  his  own  home. 
In  the  city  of  St.  Joseph,  on  the  morn- 
ing of  April  3,   1882. 

Governor  Crittenden  had  occupied 
the  gubernatorial  chair  at  Ihat  time 
for  almost  two  years,  and  It  was  gen- 
erally known  that  he  was  using  every 
means  in  his  r>ower  to  break  up  train 
robbing  and  extirpate  outlawry  in 
Missouri. 

Several  months  prior  to  Jesse's  death 
he  had  issued  a  proclamation,  offennp 
a  reward  of  $10,000  for  the  apprehen- 
sion of  Je.s.se  James,  and  $10,000  for  his 
ctmviction  of  participation  in  the  Win- 
ston robbery  on  the  Ftock  Island  rail- 
road and  the  murder  of  Conductor 
Westfall  and  a  passenger.  In  the  per- 
petration of  the  robbery.  Copies  of 
thi.s  proclamation  had  l>een  sent  every- 
where, and  sheriffs,  marshals,  police 
officers  and  detectives,  from  one  end 
of  the  country  to  the  other,  were 
straining  every  nerve  to  discover  his 
wherealxjuts. 

Meantime  Je.sse  James  was  living 
quietly  in  Kansas  CJty  under  the 
name  of  Howard,  arid  a  short  time  oe- 
fore  his  tragic  death  removed  with  his 
family  to  St.  Joseph,  and  occupied  a 
house  located  on  a  commanding  emi- 
nence in  the  southeastern  part  of  the 
city. 

It  has  been  frequently  stated  that 
Governor  Crittenden!,  in  his  proclama- 
tion, offered  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the 
capture  of  Jes.se  '  James,  "dead  or 
alive.  "  There  is  noLa  syllable  of  truth 
in  this  statement.  He  had  no  author- 
ity to  incorrwrate  any  such  terms  in 
any  offer  of  a  reward.  He  offered  that 
specific  sum  for  his  apprehension,  and 
a  like  sum  for  his  conviction  of  the 
crime  referred  to.  It  is  singular  that 
this  flagrant  misstatement  of  fact 
should  have  been  permitted  to  go  un- 
contrafticted  so  long. 

The  hunt  was  now  on  In  earnest, 
and,  while  it  was  a  matter  of  public 
notoriety  that  extraordinary  efforts 
were  being  made  to  locate  and  capture 
Jes.ee.  the  measures  adopted  and  the 
detaiis'of  the  various-  attempts  were 
kept  carefully  concealed  from  the  piub- 

Governor  Crittenden  had  for  his  two 
principal  lieutenants  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  dlfTicult  task  he  had 
sot  for  himself.  Capt.  H.  H.  Crajg.  one 
of  his  poMce  commissioners  In   Kansas 

u  ^'•.«^°'3  ^^^^-  J'"^  Timbei-lake.  then 
sheriff  of  Clay  county,  the  home  and 
favorite  rendezvous  of  the  "Jame.^ 
ff-ys;  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say 
that  no  man  on  earth  ever  had  better 
oacklng  in  a  dangerous  enterprise  If 
the  state  had  been  searched  two 
clearer-headed,  braver  or  more  deter- 
nuned  men  could  not  have  been  found 
Cool  in  council  and  intrepid  in  the  exe- 
cution of  their  plans,  the.se  two  men 
by  their  intelligent  management  of  d": 
tails  and  the  very  boldness  of  their 
methods,    made  success   jmsslble 

By  common  repute  Jesse  James  w.ag 
counted  the  most  dangerous  and  dead- 
y   man   with   whom   any  officer   of  the 
law  had  ever  been  called  to  deal 

Ambidextrous,  he  was  two  men  In 
one.  In  the  use  of  the  pistol 

Absolutely  without  fear  of  any  living 
man.  quick  as  a  nash  in  the  u.se  of  his 
weapons,  a  dead  shot,  always  read-  it 
was  known  to  be  worth  the  lives  of  half 
a  doezn  men  to  attempt  his  capture  in 
the  open. 

Yet  <'ralg  and  TImberlake  were  ready 
to  attempt  It.  and  were  trying  to  locat« 
him,  for  that  purpose,  when  he  met  his 
death,  through  treachery,  at  the  hands 
of  a  supposed  friend. 

Dick  Liddill,  a  member  of  the  band 
had  surrendered  himself  to  Craig  and 
Timberlake  several  weeks  prior  to 
Jesse's  death.  This  stirrender  had  been 
brought  about  through  the  negotiations 
of  Mattie  Collins,  a  notorious  woman 
who.  it  seems,  was  infatuated  with 
Liddill.  and  sought  to  better  his  chance 
for  safety  by  making  terms  with  these 
officers.  His  surrender  was  received 
upon  the  condition  that  he  would  not 
only  reveal  all  he  knew  of  the  where- 
abouts of  the  different  members  of  the 
band,  but  would  personally  assist  in 
their  capture  and  testify  against  them 
at  their  trials.  For  this  he  was,  of 
course,  promised  immunity  from  pun- 
ishment himself. 

After  delivering  himself  up  Liddill 
was  kept  under  the  espionage  of  either 
Craig  or  Timberlake  all  the  time, 

Lldilell's  surrender  ,  was  followed 
shortly  by  that  of  IJob  Ford.  At  that 
time  neither  Liddill  nor  Ford  knew 
where  Jesse  James  was.  They  knew 
that  he  had  left  Kan.<!as  Cltv,  but  did 
not  know  where  he 'had  gone,  though 
they  believed  he  was  somewhere  in 
Northwest  MissourL  They  knew  that 
rharlie  Ford — Rob's  brother — was  with 
him,  wherever  he  wa."!.  Bob,  after  his 
surrender,  went  to  the'  home  of  his 
brother.  "Cap"  Ford,  In  Clay  countv, 
and  remained  there  awaiting  develop- 
ments.    He  said  to  Timberlake: 

"I  do  not  know  where  Je.sse  James  Is 
now,  though  I  do  not"  believe  he  has  left 
the  state.  He  will,  jbe  certain  to  come 
to  my  brother's  hc«V)e.  to  find  me.  I 
will  have  to  go  with  hlwi.  Then  what 
will  I  do?" 

"Go  with  him."  said  Timberlake. 

"Then  what?" 

"Go  with  him  and  locate  him,  and  as 
soon  as  you  get  his  location,  telegraph 
me.  If  possible.  If  you  can't  telegraph, 
write  me,  giving  me  the  exact  location 
and  as  many  details  as  possible." 

"All  right."  replied  Ford,  "I'll  under- 
take It.  You  can  find  out  from  my 
brother  whether  I  leave  his  house  with 
him.  and  when  we  started.  You  will 
hear  from  me  If  I  am  alive  within  ten 
days  after  I  start.  If  you  do  not,  you 
may  know  that  T  am  dead." 

A  watch  was  kept  on  "Cap"  Ford's 
house,  but  Jesse  evaded  it,  and  came 
and  got  Bob  and  left  without  being 
seen. 

As  soon  as  Craig  and  Timberlake  as- 
certained through  "Cap"  Ford  that  Bob 
had  gone  with  Jesse  they  Immediately 
formed  and  perfected  their  plans  to 
effect   the  latter's   capture  as   soon  as 


Bob  should  apprise  them  of  his  where- 
abouts. 


They  were  now  about  to  enter  upon 
a  most  hazardous  enterprise.  They 
scarcely  hoped  to  come  upon  him  un- 
awares or  to  find  him  unprepared,  for 
they  knew  that  he  trusted  but  few, 
and  that  he  was  eternally  on  guard. 
They  knew  also  that  for  any  number 
of  men  to  attempt  his  capture  by  force 
would  be  a  perilous  undertaking,  and 
that  It  meant  the  certain  death  of  sev- 
eral of  the  attacking  party. 

Liddill  was  to  accompany  the  posse, 
■which  consisted  of  Timberlake,  Craig 
and  six  other  picked  men,  who  were 
noted  for  their  courage,  and  he  volun- 
teered to  lead  the  attack.  In  case  it 
was  necessary  to  assault  the  house. 

"All  right,"  replied  Timberlake,  and 
he  fixed  his  keen  eyes  upon  Liddill, 
"you  may  go  In  front:  but  remember 
that  I  will  be  next,  and  if  I  see  one 
sign  or  movement  looking  In  the  direc- 
tion of  treachery,  or  if  you  falter  or 
take  one  step  In  the  wrong  direction,  I'll 
kill  you  like  a  dog.  You  have  volun- 
teered to  go  in  front,  and  I'll  see  to  it 
that  there  is  no  double  dealing.' 

Liddil  did  not  quail  under  Timber- 
lake's  searching  look.  Speaking  quietly 
he    replied: 

"All  right,  I  accept  your  terms.  It 
means  sure  death  to  some  of  us,  but  it 
will  come  from  Jesse  James'  guns,  and 
not  from  ours." 

An  engine  was  kept  standing  on  a 
sidetrack  at  Liberty,  the  county  seat  of 
Clay  county,  with  steam  up.  day  and 
night,  ready  to  start  with  the  posse  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

More  than  a  week  had  now  passed. 
Timberlake  was  getting  restless.  Craig 
was  taciturn,  but  anxious. 

What  did  the  delay  mean?  Had  Bob 
Ford's  heart  failed  him?  Having 
placed  himself  In  Jesse's  power,  was  he 
afraid  to  try  to  escape?  Was  he  guilty 
of  treachery?  Had  Jesse  divined  his 
purpose  and  kept  him  under  such  strict 
surveillance  as  to  prevent  him  from 
communicating  with  them?  These  and 
a  hundred  other  questions  were  asked 
by  the  anxious  officers,  but  were  un- 
answered. 

The  morning  of  April  3  dawned.  It 
was  now  ten  days  since  Bob  Ford  had 
left  his  brother's  house,  in  Clay  county, 
in  company  with  Jesse  James.  He  had 
promised  Timberlake  that  he  should 
hear  from  him  within  ten  days  if  he 
were  alive.  Timberlake  went  to  his 
office  in  the  court  house,  about  9 
o'clock,  and  found  a  messenger  ^  boy 
there  awaiting  him, 

"A  me.'^sage  for  you.  Capt.  Timber- 
lake."  said  the  messenger. 

He  tore  it  open  and  read  these 
words: 

"St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  April  3,  1882— To 
Capt.  James  Timberlake,  Liberty,  Mo.: 
I've  got  my  man.     Bob  Ford." 

Timberlake  was  thunderstruck.  What 
did  It  mean? 

How  had  he  "got"  his  "manr* 
He  was  not  to  do  more  than  to  locate 
Jesse  James  and  communicate  with 
him.  Within  fifteen  minutes  after 
readijig  the  telegram  the  special 
engine,  with  Timberlake  on  board,  was 
speeding  like  lightning  toward  St. 
Joseph. 

At  about  the  same  time  a  telegram, 
similarly  worded,  and  addressed  to 
Governor  Crittenden,  was  received  at 
the  executive  office  at  Jefferson  City. 

Governor  Crittenden,  who  was  fully 
advised  by  hi.s  faithful  lieutenants  of 
Bob  Ford's  mission,  was  not  at  the 
caigtal  that  day,  but  would  return  on 
the  1:30  train  in  the  afternoon.  The 
telegram  was,  therefore,  received  and 
read  by  me  and  I  Immediately  an- 
swered, asking  for  particulars. 

A  reply  was  received  about  noon 
from  Ford,  stating  that  he  had  killed 
Jesse  James,  and  I  met  the  governor 
at  the  station  upon  his  arrival  with 
both  telegrams. 

As  to  the  motives  which  prompted 
Bob  Ford  to  assassinate  Jesse  James, 
they  are  buried  with  him  in  his  dis- 
honored grave,  In  Colorado.  He,  too, 
"died  with  his  boots  on,"  just  as  such 
men  always  die. 

Nobody  witnessed  the  cowardly  act 
except  his  brother,  Charles  Ford,  and 
he  committed  suicide  a  few  years 
afterward,  so  that  his  tongue,  too,  is 
,'^iient,  even  if  he  knew  Bob's  motive. 
Bob  Ford  told  the  story  himself,  and 
while  nobody  knows  whether  it  is  true 
or  false,  the  fact  that  he  was  in  the 
victim's  home  for  the  puiT>ose  of 
treacherously  betraying  him  for 
money,  and  his  guilty  fear  that  his 
purpose  would  be  discovered,  gives 
certain  verisimilitude  to  his  statement, 
or,  at  least,  to  such  parts  of  it  as  are 
capable  of  verification. 

He  said  that  when  Jesse  came  to  his 
brother's  house  in  Clay  county  for  him, 
as  he  expetced  him  to  do,  he  accom- 
panied him  willingly,  but  that  he  did 
not  know  where  they  were  going  until 
they  got  to  St.  Joseph,  as  Jesse  evaded 
all  of  his  questions  while  on  the  road 
as  to  their  destination.  His  story, 
whether  true  or  false,  is  Intensely  in- 
teresting. 

"We  arrived  In  St.  Jo."  he  said,  "at 
night,  and  went  directly  to  Jesse's 
house.  It  was  late  when  we  arrived, 
and  we  soon  retired.  The  house,  an 
ordinary  frame  structure,  has  tlireo 
rooms  on  the  first  floor.  I  slept  with 
my  brother  Charlie  in  the  front  room. 
The  next  morning  when  I  aw-akened 
Jesse  was  already  up  and  dressed,  and 
at  once  proposed  to  me  that  we  go 
down  town  and  get  the  papers  before 
breakfast.  This  request  was  repe.ited 
every  morning  while  I  stayed  at  his 
hf)use.  Of  course,  there  was  nothing 
for  me  to  do  but  to  comply  with  bis 
request, 

"He  would  never  at  any  time  permit 
me  to  get  out  of  his  sight.  I  tried  to 
invent  some  plan  by  which  I  could  get 
an  opportunity  to  send  a  telegram  or 
mail  a  letter  to  Sheriff  Timberlake, 
but  Jesse  was  always  at  my  elbow- 
whenever  I  was  out  of  my  room. 

"I  did  not  tell  Charlie  of  my  purpose 
to  betray  Jesse  to  the  officers.  He 
seemed  to  stand  in  such  awe  of  Jesse 
and  to  be  so  completely  in  his  power 
that  I  was  afraid  to  trust  even  my  own 
brother,  and  he  never  kt>ew  what  my 
purpose  was  in  comng  there. 

"Jesse  frequently  Interrogated  me 
closely  regarding  Dick  Llddill's  where- 
abouts and  movements.  I  knew  that 
Timberlake  and  Craig  had  used  the 
utmost  care  to  prevent  the  newspapers 
from  getting  hold  of  the  fact  that  Lid- 
dell  had  surrendered,  for  of  course  the 
publication  of  that  fact  would  advise 
Jes.se  that  treachery  was  abroad,  and 
he  would  Immediately  leave  the  coun- 
try. The  Kansas  City  Times  had  re- 
ceived a  tip  that  something  was  m  the 
wind,  and  Its  reporters  were  extremely 
active  and  vigilant  In  trying  to  find  out 
what  w^s  up.  I  had  been  instructed 
by  Timberlake  to  watch  the  papers 
clo.sely,  if  I  could  get  an  opportunity  to 
see  them,  as  the  secret,  guard  it  as 
thev  would,  might  leak  out. 

"After  I  had  been  at  Jes.se's  house  for 
about  ten  days,  I  became  thoroughly 
convinced  that  Jes.se  suspected  me. 
His  whole  manner  of  association  with 
me  Indicated  it,  though  he  did  not  say 
a  word,  I  had  found  out  by  that  time 
that  U  would  be  impossible  for  me  to 
communicate  with  Timberlake,  and  I 
was  sorely  perplexed  to  determine  what 
course  to  pursue.  I  had  placed  my 
head  In  the  lion's  mouth.  How  would  I 
safely  remove  It? 

"On  the  morning  of  April  3  i  had 
ari.'^en  and  dressed  myself  at  the  Uoual 
time,  when  Jesse,  as  was  his  dally  cus- 
tom, said;  'Come  on.  Bob.  Let's  go 
down  and  pot  the  papers.'  I  according- 
ly accompanied  him  dow^n  and  procured 
the  Kansas  City  papers,  while  he 
bought  the  St.  Jo  and  St.  Louis  papers. 
We  returned  home,  arriving  before 
breakfast  was  ready.  Upon  our  return 
we   seated    ourselves    in    my    room   to 


read  the  papers.  To  my  horror,  upon 
opening  the  Kansas  City  Tlm«ts,  almost 
the  first  thing  that  caught  my  eyes 
was  a  fiaming  headline  which  read; 

"  'Surrender  of  Dick  Liddill  to  Sheriff 
Timberlake,'  or  something  to  that 
effect.  You  can  imagine  my  feelings 
when  I  read  that  headline;  I  cannot 
describe  them.  Just  as  I  begs  n  to  read 
the  Times'  account  of  the  details  of 
Llddill's  surrender.  Mrs.  Janes  came 
to  the  door  and  announced  br;akfast. 

"Jesse  was  sitting  with  his  back  al- 
most directly  toward  me.  Al  my  side 
sat  a  chair  with  a  shawl  In  it.  I 
raised  the  shawl  and  laid  the  paper  in 
the  chair  and  covered  It  with  the  shawl. 
Intending  to  return  after  breakfast  and 
get  the  paper,  and.  If  possible,  destroy 
it.  I  had  scarcely  hidden  it,  however, 
until  he  arose  from  his  chair,  and, 
walking  deliberately  over  to  the  chair 
In  which  I  had  laid  the  paper,  lifted  the 
shawl,  picked  up  the  paper  and  took 
It  to  the  breakfast  table  with  him.  I 
did  not  know  which  way  tc  turn  or 
what  to  do.  I  knew  that  he  'vould  see 
the  article,  and  I  fully  expeited  that 
trouble  would  result,  and  I  knew  that 
It  would,  at  least.  Intensify  his  suspi- 
cion of  me. 

"When  we  sat  down  to  the  table  he 
sat  almost  directly  facing  rie.  Mrs. 
James  poured  our  coffee,  and  I  tried  to 
drink  mine,  but  could  not.  My  appre- 
hension deprived  me  of  all  appetite. 
Jesse  opened  the  paper  and  began  to 
look  it  over.  'Twas  but  a  rilnute  or 
two  until  he  exclaimed:  'Hellc  !  What's 
this?  Dick  Liddill  surrenders  to  Sheriff 
Timberlake;  and  I  see  that  it  occurred 
several  weeks  ago.' 

"Then  laying  the  paper  on  the  table 
in  front  of  him  and  folding  his  arms 
on  the  table  and  leaning  on  them  as  he 
looked  me  squarely  In  the  eyes  he  said, 
slowly  and  deliberately: 

"  'Young  man,  I  thought  you  said  you 
didn't  know  where  Dick  Liddill  was, 
and  yet  It  seems  he  gave  hlm.'ielf  up  to 
Timberlake  several  weeks  ajfo,  while 
you  were  In  Clay  county.' 
"  'I  knew  nothing  about  it,'  1  replied. 
"  'It's  very  strange,"  he  sigiificantly 
answered. 

"Meantime,  I  had  pulled  ny  pistol 
around  to  the  front  and  loosened  it  In 
the  scabbard,  for  I  expected  the  trouble 
to  begin  right  then  and  thjre.  My 
heart  was  In  my  throat.  My  appetite 
was  gone  and  I  felt  like  it  would  clioke 
me  to  even  try  to  eat. 

"He  made  no  further  remark,  and  I 
arose  from  the  table  and  w  ?nt  back 
Into  my  own  room.  It  is  proper  for  in© 
to  state  in  this  connection  that  Jesse 
had  Informed  me  on  the  day  before  that 
it  was  his  purpose  to  rob  the  Platte 
City  bank  that  week,  and  that  we 
would  start  for  Platte  county  on  Mon- 
day night. 

"When  I  left  the  table  and  returned 
to  my  room  the  Idea  of  killing  him  had 
not  entered  my  head.  He  followed  me 
to  my  room,  without  waiting  to  eat  a 
bite  of  breakfast.  Indeed,  I  don't  think 
he  even  tasted  his  coffee.  Ht  entered 
the  room  with  a  smile  on  his  face,  and, 
taking  off  his  coat,  threw  1:  on  the 
bed. 

"He  stood  a  moment,  as  If  making  up 
hl.s  mind  what  his  next  move  should  be; 
then,  unbuckling  his  belt,  he  threw  it, 
with  the  four  pistols  and  the  immunl- 
tion  which  It  held,  on  the  bed  and  for 
the  first  time  In  my  life  I  saw  Jesse 
James  unarmed. 

"To  my  mind,  which  was  keenly  ac- 
tive, both  from  excitement  and  the  peril 
of  my  situation,  his  manner  and  con- 
duct meant:  'I  excited  your  apprehen- 
sion by  my  actions  and  talk  In  the  din- 
ing room.  I  will  now  allay  your  feais. 
for,  tonight,  we  ride  together.'  If  not 
that,  what  did  he  mean  by  the  s.bandon- 
ment  of  all  his  well-known  and  prover- 
bial caution?  These  and  a  thousand 
other  thoughts  Hashed  through  mj' 
mind  with  the  rapidity  of  lightning. 

"I  knew  that  the  Platte  county  trip 
meant  my  death,  for  when  Jes.se  Jarnes 
suspected  a  man  of  treachery  he  never 
waited  for  proof.  He  sought  that  after 
the  man  was  In  a  condition  to  do  him 
no  harm. 

"Picking  up  a  feather  duster,  he  wan- 
dered about  the  room  for  a  few  min- 
utes, and  then  mounting  a  cha  r,  began 
to  dust  a  picture  which  hunjr  on  the 
wall.  He  stood  in  the  chair  with  his 
back  squarely  to  me. 

"Quick  as  a  flash  the  thought  came  to 
me:  'It's  now  or  never  with  me;  If  I 
don't  get  him  now,  he'll  get  me  to- 
ni£ht.' 

"To  think  was  to  act.  Draning  my 
pistol,  a  Colt's  44,  I  cocked  it.  and  tak- 
ing quick  aim  at  the  back  of  his  head, 
I  fired,  and  he  fell  dead  on  the  loor. 

"He  heard  the  click  when  [  cocked 
my  pistol,  and  knew  the  soi  nd.  He 
tried  to  turn  his  head,  but  I  was  too 
quick. 

"Charlie  came  Into  the  room  just  as  I 
drew  my  gun,  and  saw  the  slot  fired, 
but  he  knew  no  more  of  my  purpose 
than  did  Jesse  himself.  In  fact,  I  did 
not  propose  to  try  to  kill  him  one  min- 
ute before  I  fired.  My  whole  aim  was 
to  devise  some  means  of  escaping. 

"That  is  the  true  story  of  how  and 
why  1  killed  Jesse  James." 

As  before  stated,  nobody  knows  hnw 
much  truth  there  is  In  Bol  Fords 
story.  There  may  be  none,  and  he  may  j 
have  cherished  a  purpose  all  ilong  to  ) 
kill  him  if  he  could  catch  him  off  his 
guard.  Nobody  knew  better  than  Bob 
Ford  the  danger  of  attemptiig  any- 
thing of  the  kind  upon  anytl.ing  like 
etjual  terms,  and  nobody  suppcses  that 
he  would  have  been  rash  enough  to 
have  attacked  him  or  to  have  tried  to 
effect  his  capture  alone. 

Bob's  aim  was  true.  The  bullet  en- 
terde  a  little  to  the  left  of  the  middle  of 
the  back  of  the  head,  and,  plowing 
through  the  brain,  came  out  near  the 
center  of  the  forehead. 

Jesse's  death  was  instantaneou.s.  He 
perhaps  never  had  a  conscious  sen.<;a- 
tion  after  the  shot  was  firec .  It  Is 
doubtful  If  he  even  heard  the  leport  of 
the  pistol,  and  when  his  wife,  attracted 
by  the  sound,  rushed  into  the  room, 
she  was  horrified  by  the  sight  of  the 
bloody,  lifeless  body  of  her  husband  on 
the  floor. 

Sheriff  Timberlake.  one  of  the  truest, 
bravest  and  most  efficient  ofTuinls 
Missouri  ever  had.  Is  dead.  He  was  a 
splendid  specimen  of  physical  strength, 
and  he  never  knew  what  fear  was. 

Capt.  Craig,  his  faithful  friend,  coun- 
selor and  ally  In  the  hazardoas  work 
in  which  he  wais  engaged,  and  who 
would  either  lead  or  follow  wherever 
danger  was.  Is  one  of  Kansas  City's 
best  known  and  most  popular  business 
men.  and  Is  a  cultured  and  courteous 
gentleman  of  the  old  school,  vho  de- 
serves and  possesses  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  all  who  know  him.

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A  DARING  ROBBERY 

Vestibuled  Train  on  the  Burlington  Road 
Held  Up  Near  Savannah,  111. 

Large  Sum  of  Money  Taken 
From  Express  Safe. 

One  of  the  Brigands  Killed 
By  Companions. 


BRUTAL 
MURDER 


SITUATION 
CRITICAL 


Mount  Carroll.  111.,  Aug.  6.— A  daring 
and  successful  train  robbery  occunel 
at  Marcus,  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington 
&  Quincy  railway,  five  milts  north 
of  Savannah,  about  midnight.  Tht- 
fine  ".estibulcd  passenger  train  of  elev- 
en coaches.  Conductor  Emerson  in 
charge,  was  flagged  at  the  little  sta- 
tion and  six  masked  men  boarded  the 
engine.  The  engineer  and  fireman 
obeyed  the  imperative  orders  of  the 
robbers  and  at  once  uncoupled  the  en- 
gine and  e.xpress  car  from  the  train 
and  run  them  a  iiuarter  of  a  mile  up 
the  track.  They  ih-en  blew  up  the  ex- 
j>re8s  car  with  dynamite,  ran  the  en- 
gine north  a  distance  of  a  mile  from 
Hanover  and  the  locomotive  bt.coniing 
dead,  the  robbers  abandoned  it  and  es- 
caped. One  of  the  highwaymen  was 
killed,  being  shot  above  the  eye  and 
also  in  the  leg.  He  nut  instant  death 
while  in  the  engine  and  his  body  was 
dumped  to  the  ground  by  his  comptin- 
ions  c's  they  sped  away.  Tlie  e.xpresi 
messenger.  Bye,  claims  to  have  doiiO 
the  shix)tlng.  The  deed  was  done 
tiuickly,  the  trainmen  and  passengers 
maki.ig  no  fefense.  Six  sacks  of  mon- 
ey were  secured,  but  the  .amount  is  not 
known.  The  passengers  were  not  mo- 
lested. 

There  was  no  way  of  telegraphing 
news  of  the  hold-up  and  a  flagman 
walked  back  and  gave  the  alarm.  A 
special  train  of  citizens  and  several 
policemen  at  once  jroceeded  to  the 
scene,  but,  as  the  track  runs  along  the 
Mississippi  and  the  country  is  well 
adapted  to  a  successful  flight,  the  rob- 
bers easily  escaped.  The  work  was 
evidently  that  of  experts,  as  they  went 
at  it  cooly  and  tnethodically. 

The  train  attacked  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  world  and  usually  car- 
ried considerable  money,  which  must 
have  been  known  by  the  highway- 
men. 

The  dead  robber  was  a  stranger  in 
this  vlcnity.  He  was  a  middle-aged 
man  and  well  dressed. 

In  his  pocket  was  found  an  Iowa 
Central  mileaite  credentials  from  Grin- 
nell  to  Oilman.  Iowa,  issued  in  the 
name  of  A.  L.  Jacobs. 

Four  explosions  were  required  to 
complete  the  destruction  of  the  safe, 
and  the  car  was  badly  wrecked.  Tlf.> 
robbers  were  eight  in  number,  all 
masked.  They  evidently  were  rail- 
road men.  one  being  a  good  engineer. 
Messenger  William  Bye  tired  five  shots 
at  the  robbers  but  without  avail,  and 
an  attempt  was  made  to  blow  him  up 
in  his  car.  The  bandits  had  arranged 
to  ditch  the  entire  train  of  nine 
heavily-laden  coaches,  had  not  the 
signal  to  stop  been  heeded.  Several 
passengers  in  the  buffet  car.  including 
the  porter,  were  held  prisoners  during 
the  struggle  to  crack  the  safe.  It  is 
thought  the  dead  robber  was  killed  by 
a  comrade  by  mistake.  Tl'.e  body  was 
put  on  the  tender  and  run  by  the 
others  a  short  distance  and  then 
thrown  into  the   weeds. 


passing  track  and  the  train  flagged. 
The  two  bead  car.^,  consisting  of  a 
mail  and  express  car  and  a  compost ca 
car,  were  cut  off  and  taken  to  the 
north  switch,  where  the  safe  in  the 
express  car  was  blown  open  with  dy- 
namite and  contents  taken,  after  which 
the  engine  was  cut  off  by  the  robbers 
and  started  north.  As  the  robbers  left 
the  exprtss  messenger  fired  at  them. 
C)ne  robber  was  found  dead  about  one 
mile  north  of  Marcus  and  his  body  was 
given  over  to  the  coroner.  At  lease 
six  men  were  concerned  in  the  rob- 
bery. So  far  as  is  known  only  $2,00) 
in  fcilver  'was  secured.  None  of  the 
crew  was  hurt  and  none  of  the  pas- 
sengers molested.  The  express  end 
of  the  rifled  car  was  badly  damaged." 
Official  announcement  was  made  by 
the  otTiclals  of  both  the  Burlington 
road  and  the  Adams  Express  company 
that  a  purse  of  $1000  would  be  made  up 
i.y  the  two  comi)anles  and  given  to 
Express  Messenger  Bye  for  his  brav- 
ery. 


Colombian     Government 

Threatens  to  Seize 

British  Ship. 


United     States    May   Be 

Called    Upon    For 

Protection. 


Chicago,  Aug.  6.— Following  Is  the 
official  account  of  the  robbery.  Issued 
by  the  general  manager  of  the  Chi- 
cago.  Burlington   &   Quincy  railway: 

"Train  47  was  hold  up  last  night 
about  11:30  at  the  south  switch.  Mar- 
cus, about  ten  miles  north  of  Savan- 
nah,   111.    The  switch    was   turned   for 


La  Crosse,  Wis.,  Aug.  6.— The  Bur- 
lington train.  No.  IT,  which  wa3  held 
up  near  Marcus,  arrived  here  at  10  a. 
ni.  and  a  twenty  minute  stop  was 
made  lor  breakfast.  Engineer  John  E. 
Mooney.  of  Minneapolis,  when  seen, 
told  a  vivid  story  or  the  hold-up.  Hi 
said: 

"The  robbers  stopped  the  train  by 
swinging  a  white  lignt.  As  soon  as  it 
stopped  two  men  jumped  Into  the  cab 
and  covered  us  with  revolvers.  One  oi 
them  told  the  fireman  to  cut  off  the  en- 
gine. After  this  was  done  the  man 
who  was  pointing  a  gun  at  my  head 
told  me  to  uull  tne  engine  up  a  wa^'s, 
and  1  ran  her  up  a  halt"  a  mile.  Then 
they  ordered  me  to  jump  off  and  we 
walked  back  towards  the  train,  where 
we  were  joined  by  the  expiess  messen- 
ger and  another  robber.  They  took  us 
to  the  rear  of  the  buffet  car,  and  told 
us  to  sit  there.  One  of  the  robbers  left 
us.  They  worked  for  an  hour  blow- 
ing open  the  safe  and  finally  brought 
the  engine  down  again  and  all  of  them 
got  aboard  of  it.  A  few  feet  from  the 
train  they  told  me  to  jump  off  and  run, 
which  I  most  assuredly  did.  They  ran 
the  engine  up  seven  miles  and  lett  her 
dead." 

Mr.  Mooney  says  that  he  has  been 
running  on  the  Burlington  since  it  was 
built  fifteen  yeats  ago,  and  this  was 
his  first  experience,  and  he  sincerely 
hopes  it  will  be  the  last.  Six  guns 
staring  one  in  the  face  is  none  too 
pleasant  a  sensation  to  exi>erience.  Mr. 
Mooney  believes  that  the  robbers  killed 
one  of  their  own  number,  either  pur- 
posely or  accidentally.  Several  sho:8 
were  fired,  some  by  the  robbers,  and 
the  rest  I'm.  the  messenger.  The  dead 
man  was  dumped  off  a  short  distance 
from  where  the  affair  occurred,  the 
robbers  having  taken  his  body  on  the 
engine  when  they  started  off.  Mr. 
Mooney  says  that  all  of  the  men  were 
masked,  but  that  while  one  was  hold- 
ing a  gun  in  his  f.-ice  the  handkerchief 
which  concealed  his  entire  face  except 
the  eyes,  fell  off.  and  that  he  managed 
to  get  a  goo.l  look  at  him.  He  could 
identify  him,  ho  says,  as  a  young  man 
of  sandy  complexion,  was  about  five 
fe'^t  eight  inches  in  height  and  wore 
good  clothes. 

The  expre.<5S  car  had  two  holes  blown 
into  Its  bottom  and  was  left  at  East 
Dubuque.  It  is  believed  that  the  five 
bags  of  money  only  contained  $2,500.

AUTO  RECORD  BROKEN 

W.  K.  Vanderbilt  Sends  His  Big   Motor  Machine  a 

Mile  In  Forty»Eight  and  Two=Fifths 

Seconds   In  France. 


Washington,  Aug.  6.— A  very  Inter- 
esting situation  has  developed  at  Pan- 
ama which  may  result  in  a  call  upon 
the  United  States  to  protect  British  In- 
terests there.  Several  days  ago  the 
governor  of  Panama  recjuested  Com- 
mander Potter  of  the  United  States 
gunboat  Hanger  to  leave  the  harbor 
and  go  in  search  of  the  Colombian  war- 
ship Boyaca,  which  was  supposed  to 
be  In  distress.  Permission  was  granted 
from  here  for  the  Ranger  to  do  so.  But 
yesterday  Commander  Potter  reported 
that  he  would  not  go  to  sea  because  of 
the  appearance  off  the  harbor  of  a  rev- 
olutionary ship.  Today,  he  cabled  that 
he  had  been  informed  that  the  gover- 
nor of  Panama  contemplated  seizing 
the  British  vessel  Quito,  and  there  be- 
ing no  British  warship  at  Panama,  he 
asked  for  Instructions  as  to  what 
course  to  pursue.  The  opinion  at  the 
navy  department  Is  that  the  appear- 
ance of  the  revolutionary  war  vessel 
off  the  harbor  alarmed  the  government 
authorities,  and  having  no  ship  at 
hand  to  meet  her,  they  proposed  to 
press  the  Quito  into  service,  pfjssibly 
for  the  purpose  of  arming  her  and 
sending  her  out  to  meet  the  insurgent 
vessel.  When  the  property  of  one  na- 
tion is  threatened  in  this  fashion.  In 
the  absence  of  a  warship  of  another 
country.  It  is  customary  for  a  warship 
of  II  friendly  nation,  when  appealed  to, 
to  protect  the  property  of  the  country 
re(iuesting  aid.  But  it  Is  not  proper 
for  a  warship  of  one  country  to  proffer 
protection  unles.^  formally  requested  to 
do  so.  Instructions  to  this  effect  were 
Immediately  sent  to  Commander  Pot- 
ter, and  if  the  British  consul  at  Pan- 
ama should  appeal  to  the  Ranger  for 
assistance  to  prevent  the  seizing  of  the 
Quito,  Commander  Potter  will  be  ex- 
pected to  adopt  the  same  method  to 
prevent  .seizure  which  he  would  if  the 
Quito  wore  an  American  ship.  The 
situation  is  considered  crlltcal  if  Com- 
mander Potter's  Information  as  to  the 
contemplated  action  of  the  authorities 
should  prove  to  be  correct. 


COMBINE 


New  York,  Aug.  6.— W.  K.  Vander- 
bilt has  broken  the  automobile  record 
for  a  mile  and  almost  for  a  kilometer, 
according  to  a  Paris  dispatch  to  the 
New  York  American.  He  drove  the  car 
used  In  the  Ardennes  circuit  race.  The 
course  was  along  the  road  between 
Ablis  and  St.  Arnault,  flying  along  the 
mile  in  48  2-5  seconds  and  the  kilometer 
in  29  2-5  seconds.  The  kilometer  time 
has  been  beaten  only  by  two-fifths  of  a 
second. 


The  previous  world's  record  for  one 
mile  by  an  automobile  was  held  by 
Henri  Fournicr.  It  was  made  In  a 
recortl  competition  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Long  Island  Automobile 
club  over  Coney  Island  boulevard,  be- 
tween Prospect  Park  and  Coney  island, 
Brooklyn,  on  Nov.  16  last.  The  course 
was  straightaway  and  practically  a 
dead  level.  The  mile  was  electrically 
timed  In  51  4-5  seconds,  a  rate  of  Cd\u 
miles  an  hour.

New  York,  Aug.  6.— Daniel  Barry,  a 
flaring  climber,  known  as  "Steeple 
Jack,"  fell  ninety-eight  feet  while 
working  In  the  city  hall  tower  and  was 
instantly  killed,  says  a  Philadelphia 
special  to  the  Herald.  Barry  placed 
the  elc'^tric  lights  alround  the  brim  of

Wllkesbarre,  Pa.,  Aug.  6. — Daniel 
Sweeney,  a  watchman  In  the  employ 
of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  West- 
ern company  at  their  Bliss  colliery  in 
Hanover  township,  was  found  dead  In 
a  field  In  Hanover  township  this  morn- 
ing. He  quit  work  at  midnight  and 
was  followed  by  a  score  of  men.     The 

men  were  making  threats  and  Sweeney 
was  afraid  of  them.  He  took  refuge 
in  a  saloon  and  waited  there  for  some 
time.  After  he  thought  the  crowd 
that  follovved  him  had  dispersed,  he 
left  for  his  home.  This  was  the  last 
seen  of  him  alive.  The  supposition  is 
that  the  men  who  followed  him  from 
the  mine  were  lying  in  wait  for  him, 
and  when  he  approached  the  spot 
where  they  were  hiding  they  assaulted 
him  with  pick  handles  and  beat  his 
brains  out. 

The  body  lay  In  a  pool  of  blood. 
One  of  the  arms  was  also  broken,  ap- 
parently by  a  blow  from  a  club.  The 
murderers  were  determined  to  make 
sure  of  their  work.  The  nearest  hou.se 
is  several  hundred  yards  from  the 
scene  of  the  crime,  but  one  of  the  In- 
mates thought  he  heard  the  cry  of 
murder  about  2  o'clock  this  morning. 
The  county  detective  Is  now  at  work  on 
the  case.  It  Is  said  the  coal  company 
will  offer  a  reward  of  $1000  for  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  the  murderers. 
The  murdered  man  told  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  mine  where  he  v.aa 
employed  that  some  of  the  strikers  had 
spoken  to  him  last  week  and  advise  I 
him  that  it  did  nut  look  right  to  .see 
him  going  to  work,  and  that  If  he  was 
wise  he  would  (lylt  at  once.  Sweeii'.y 
said  he  needed  employment,  as  hii 
family  was  in  v^ajit.  The  next  day 
another  delegation  of  men*  met  him 
on  his  way  to  work  and  told  him  if  he 
did  not  quit  work  he  would  be  sorry. 
Sweeney  said  these  warnings  worried 
him,  but  he  resolved  to  continue  at 
work.  There  is  mu*-h  indignation  over 
the  cold-blooded  uitHder.  as  the  dead 
watchman  was  well  liked.

ents injured. 

Among  the  wounded  are:  Christine 
Agrllla,  condition  serious;  John  Monga, 
Genna  Fonsa. 

Fonsa  claimed  he  bad  a  deed  to  the 
ground  on  which  the  garden  had  been 
laid  out  and  cultivated.  Monga  asserted 
the  garden  belonged  to  him.  During 
the  last  week  there  were  several  quar- 
rels between   the  two. 

Monga  and  three  of  is  brothers 
secreted  themselves  and,  when  Fonsa 
began  to  pick  some  of  the  vegetables, 
they  opened  fire  on  him.  He  summoned 
friends  and  so  did  Monga,  and  the  two 
forces  exchanged  volleys.  Several  wo- 
men, wives  of  the  fighters,  joined  in 
the  fray.  After  a- battle  lasting  ten 
minutes  the  police  arrived  and  dis- 
persed  the   combatants.

ed by  the  rifle  of  one  of  the  posse  in 
pursuit.  Tracy  was  surrounded  in  a 
wheat  field  near  Followes,  a  station 
on  the  Washington  Central  railroad, 
about  fifty  miles  west  of  Spokane,  last 
night.  Word  was  sent  ba(  k  to  Daven- 
port, the  county  seat.  £.nd  a  large 
number  of  armed  men  hurried  to  tho 
scene.  The  posse  under  f.heriff  Gard- 
ner opened  fire  on  the  out  aw,  and  one 
bullet  pierced  his  right  leg  between  the 


behind  and  leaving  his  body  In  the 
forest,  where  it  was  found  on  July  15. 
On  July  3.  near  Seattle.  In  a  fight  with 
a  posse,  Tracy  shot  and  killed  Charles 
Raymond,  a  deputy  sheriff;  E.  E. 
Bresse,  a  policeman,  and  mortally 
wounded  Nell  Rawley,  who  died  on  the

The  weather  was  showery,  there  be- 
ing only  two  days  In  the  week  without 
rain  somewhere  In  the  state;  the  rains 
on  the  1st  were  general.  The  rains 
came  as  thunderstorms,  with  locally 
heavy  showers  which  were  accom- 
panied by  hall  In  several  places,  and 
high  winds  which  laid  corn  and  uncut 
grains  flat  to  the  ground  in  many 
fields,  but  these  affected  areas  were 
relatively  small.  In  southeastern 
counties  some  fields  are  still  so  soft 
that  binders  are  used  with  difllcuity. 

"The  harvesting  of  early  barley  and 
oats  has  reached  the  northern  bound- 
ary, and  spring  wheat  cutting  has 
advanced  northward  to  the  middle  of 
the  state.  Wheat  still  green  is  said  to 
be  filling  well,  but  in  some  south  cen- 
tral portions  it  seems  to  have  ripened 
too  rapidly.  In  southern  portions  bar- 
ley harvest  is  about  finished,  and  oat 
and  spring  wheat  cutting  are  well  ad- 
vanced. Barley  and  rye  are  being 
stacked,  and  a  little  thrashing  of  these 
grains  has  been  done  from  the  stock. 

"Some  flax  on  low  land  is  not  very 
good,  but  the  crop  generally  is  a  good 
one;  Its  cutting  has  begun  in  the  south- 
west. Corn  continues  to  do  well.  The 
early  potato  crop  Is  about  ripe.  The 
cutting  of  wild  grass  has  been  Inter- 
fered with  by  the  high  water  in  the 
meadows.  Timothy  seed  will  soon  be 
ready  to  save.

THE  CROPS 


Generally   Fine   Weather 

In  Northwest  Last 

Week. 

The  crop  reports  for  the  week  end- 
ing Monday  tell  of  fairly  favorable 
weather,  although  in  some  sections  it 
might  have  been  better.  The  North 
Dakota  reports  is  as  follows: 

"While  the  weather  has  been  gen- 
erally favorable  for  crops  during  the 
past  week,  it  has  also  had  some  un- 
favorable features.  In  some  sections 
to  much  rain  has  fallen,  and  in  others, 
crops  are  being  slightly  injured  hy 
hot,  dry  weather.  High  winds,  in  some 
instances,  accompanied  by  hail  storms, 
have  done  considerable  damage  in 
•ome  sections.  Rust  is  appearing  on 
late  sown  grain,  and  the  Hessian  fly 
is  doing  some  damage. 

"Early  wheat  harvest  has  com- 
menced in  the  extreme  southern  por- 
tion. The  crop  has  as  a  rule  filled  well 
with  long  heads  and  Is  ripening  fast. 
Barley  and  oats  are  being  cut  in  all 
except  the  northern  portion  of  the 
state.  Early  flax  is  doing  well,  but 
that  sown  late  Is  a  very  poor  crop. 
Corn  ifl  now  in  the  tassel  nearly  every- 
where and  growing  very  fast.  Hay- 
In  ghas  been  delayed,  and  considerable 
hay   damaged   by  showery  weather." 

The  Minnesota  report  Is  as  follows: 

"The  weather  during  the  week  was 
warm,  though  there  were  no  unusually 
high  temperatures  reported,  except 
100    degrees    at    Campbell   on    th«   29th. 


Agreement    of     Owners 

of     Property     Near 

Normal  School. 

Heroic  measures  are  being  taken  by 
owners  of  property  adjacent^to  the 
normal  school  to  make  that  T^  hand- 
some residence  section  of  the  city. 

An  agreement  was  filed  this  morn- 
ing between  two  property  owners  of 
lots  on  p]ast  Fifth  street  between 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  ave- 
nue which  is  the  most  rigid  s^en  for 
many  a  day.  The  parties  making  th? 
agreement  are  Harry  C.  Strong  and 
Eugene  W.  Bohannon,  principal  of  the 
normal  school,  and  they  own  lots  1,  2, 
3,  4,  5,  block  30;  lots  2,  3,  5  and  6,  block 
17,  East  Lawn  division  ,and  lots  1,  2, 
3  ,4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  block  11,  and  the 
fractional  block  16  in  Longview  addi- 
tion. 

They  are  constructing  residences 
there  for  themselves  and  by  the  agree- 
ment hope  to  guarantee  the  high 
grade  of  the  property.  No  building  is 
to  be  erected  on  a  lot  with  less  than 
a  fifty-foot  frontage.  The  houses  on 
the  north  si<le  of  the  street  shall  not 
stand  within  thirty  feet  of  the  front 
lot  line,  and  on  the  south  side  of  the 
street  they  shall  not  come  closer  than 
twenty-five  feet.  On  the  sides  the 
structures  shall  not  get  within  seven 
and  a  half  feet  of  the  lot  line,  and  no 
house  shall  be  built  to  cost  less  than 
$4,000.  at  the  reasonable  value  of  labor 
and  material.  That  is  to  say,  if  labor 
and  material  are  not  extraordinarily 
high  the  house  must  cost  more.  No 
house  shall  be  moved  to  the  property 
included  in  the  agreement  and  second- 
hand material  is  barred.  Such  is  the 
case  if  it  is  to  be  exposed  to  the  view 
of  the  public,  but  if  covered  with 
newer  material  old  bricks  and  timbers 
may  be  used. 

Neither  can  a  man  build  a  stable  or 
barn  unless  he  has  a  seventy-five  foot 
lot  and  the  structure  shall  not  come 
within  twenty-five  feet  of  the  side 
lines.  The  barn  shall  be  for  private 
use  only.  No  store  building,  flat, 
apartment  house,  dormitories,  saloons, 
churches,  hospitals  or  other  busine.ss 
hou.ses  will  find  room  in  this  select 
block,  and  cows,  cattle,  sheep,  goats, 
swine  and  chickens  stand  absolutely 
no  chance  whatsoever. 

The  live  stock  is  limited  to  horses 
and  ponies,  while  the  howling  cat  and 
the  yelping  dog  can  find  a  place,  be- 
ing classed  as  house  pets.  This  agree- 
ment is  to  continue  for  twentv-flve 
years,  and  after  that  time  if  theprop- 
erti-  is  not  all  sold  and  covered  with 
buildings,  one  might  go  in  and  start 
a  stock  farm  If  he  wished.

Soo  Line's  Harvest   Rate 

Agitates  the  Dakota 
Lines. 


Two      Big      Excursions 

Coming  to   Duluth 

This  Week. 


General  Passenger  Whit- 
ney Urges  the  Secur- 
ing of  Settlers. 


The  action  of  the  Soo  line  in  offering 
return  rates  on  harvest  hand  tickets, 
announced  last  evening,  has  resulted 
in  stirring  up  the  other  lines,  and  a 
fight  on  North  Dakota  rates  is  not  an 
improbable  outcome. 

The  Soo  line  does  not  affiliate  with 
any  of  the  American  Passenger  asso- 
ciations's  roads,  and  its  habit  is  to  do 
about  as  it  pleases  on  rate  matters, 
regardless  of  the  hide-bound  rules  that 
limit  the  sphere  of  action  of  the  other 
railroads.  All  of  the  harvest  rates 
previously  announced  were  at  the 
same  rate,  $5  one  way,  but  they  in- 
cluded no  return  privilege,  and  the 
harvest  hand  that  went  out  on  the 
Northern  Pacific  or  Great  Northern  for 
$5  would  have  to  pay  full  price  to  get 
back.  The  Soo's  offer  is  $10  for  the 
round  triu,  with  a  limit  of  ten  da>s, 
but  it  permits  actual  farm  laborers 
wlio  furnish  certificates  from  the 
farmer  they  work  for  to  have  exten- 
sions until  Oct.  1  if  they  desire. 

This  givo.<5  the  Soo  road  an  advan- 
tage over  the  other  lines  that  the  lat- 
ter will  probably  have  to  make  away 
with  as  soon  as  possible,  though  they 
have  made  no  announcement  as  yet. 


TWO  EXCURSIONS 


Over  Great  Northern  And  St. 
Louis  Roads. 

Two  big  excursions  will  be  brought 
into  Duluth  by  the  railroads  within 
the  next  four  days. 

Friday  the  Great  Northern  will 
bring  In  2,500  people  from  Northern 
Iowa,  South  Dakota  and  Western  Min- 
nesota.

Secretary  Preston,  of  the  Duluth  Com- 
mercial club,  is  arranging  for  the  re- 
ception of  the  -visitors,  and  he  has  is- 
sued a  call  for  the  addresses  of  per- 
sons that  have  rooms  to  rent.  Fri- 
day the  Commercial  club  will  estab- 
lish headquarters  in  the  Manhattan 
building,  where  the  visitors  can  get 
information  and  be  provided  with 
rooms. 

The  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  train 
will  arrive  in  Duluth  over  the  Great 
Northern  at  2  o'clock  Sunday  after- 
noon, so  both  crowds  will  be  here  for 
a  couple  of  hours  on  Sunday.  The 
train  will  leave  Estherville,  at  th.; 
other  end  of  the  route,  at  4:25  a.  m., 
and  Minneapolis  will  be  reached  at  10 
a.  m. 

The  passenger  department  of  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  has  issued  a 
very  attractive  poster  advertising  the 
trip,  and  the  handsome  pictures  on  the 
back,  and  the  glittering  literature  on 
the  front,  are  sure  to  attract  a  large 
crowd. 


SHOULD  CO-OPERATE. 


General  Agent  Whitney  Gives 
Advice  to  Commercial  Bodies 

General  Passenger  Agent  Whitney  of 
the  Great  Northern,  on  his  return  to 
St.  Paul  from  an  extensive  Western 
trip,  made  a  suggestion  that  will  doubt- 
less be  followed  in  many  places.  It 
is  that  commercial  bodies  of  the  cities 
whose  growth  depends  upon  the  growth 
of  the  Northwest  take  up  the  matter 
of  settling  up  the  large  areas  of  vacant 
farm  lands,  and  work  to  bring  in  set- 
tiers  from  the  East.  On  this  subject  he 
said  in  a  St.  Paul  Interview: 

"I  am  more  convinced  than  ever  that 
commercial  bodies  and  business  nifu 
everywhere  have  a  magnificent  oppor- 
tunity. There  are  thousands  of  fertila 
acres  lying  idle  which  might  be  turned 
into  fine  farms  with  a  little  practical 
effort.  There  can  be  no  question  that 
if  Eastern  farmers  knew  that  just  how 
desirable  Western  opportunities  are 
they  would  come  at  once. 

"The  point  lies  here.  We  all  know 
that  the  West  is  splendidly  productive, 
that  immense  crops  will  be  raised  this 
year,  and  that  opportunities  for  far- 
mers from  St.  Paul  west  are  vastly 
better  than  the  best  in  the  worked-out 
Eastern  states.  The  railways  for  yrars 
have  spent  immense  amounts  in  adver- 
tising these  facts,  and  of  course  nave 
brought  tremendous  settlement.  But 
the  railroads  have  not  reached  a  large 
number  that  would  come  If  they  could 
be  firmly  convinced  that  the  West  Is 
what  we  say.  These  half-decided  men 
could  undoubtedly  be  won  over  by 
proper  steps  from  commercial  organiza- 
tions. 

"'I  believe  the  time  has  come  when 
such  bodies  should  advertise  in  con- 
junction with  us.  in  the  daily  papers  of 
the  East  and  through  other  good  med- 
iums, the  opportunities  in  Western 
states.  Such  facts  presented  as  official 
action  of  a  commercial  body  would 
have  Immense  weight,  and  would  sup- 
ply just  the  factor  in  advertising  that 
the  West  needs. 

"Of  course  the  railways  profit  by  set- 
tlement, but  every  commercial  Interest 
profits  as  much  and  more.  I  think  it  is 
time  to  urge  that  having  definite  values 
to  present  to  takers,  commercial  inter- 
ests look  at  the  matter  as  a  business 
transaction  and  adverti.se.  The  oppor- 
tunity could  be  Improved  with  bene- 
ficial and  lasting  results."

"You  will  eat  eighty  big  ducks  and  a 
sc(jre  of  chickens?" 

"Yes,  sir;  if  you  will  let  us  alone,  my 
wife  and  the  children  and  myself  will 
agree  to  eat  at  least  one  duck  or  chicken 
every  day   until  they  are  all  gone." 

The  chairman  niade  some  ligures. 

"Why,"  he  said,  "it  will  take  over  three 
months  at  that  rate  to  get  through  with 
them,   not  counting  the  increase." 

Guder  is  a  letter  caiTler,  who  has  a  lit- 
tle place  at  No.  81  Madison  avenue,  New- 
ark, where  he  started  an  amateur  poultry 
farm. 

"1  never  meant  to  have  so  many,"  he 
explained,  "1  just  meant  to  have  enough 
to  supply  my  own  table,  but  they  came  too 
fast  for  me.

Denver,  Aug.  6. — News  reached  this 
city  today  that  an  enornnuu.''  amount 
of  damage  was  caused  in  Huerfano 
county,  Colorado,  yesterday  by  storms. 
So  far  four  cloudbursts  have  been  re- 
ported. 

The  first  occurred  five  miles  \vest  of 
Walsenburg,  on  the  Denver  &  Rio 
Grande,  and  swept  away  the  100-foot 
railroad   bridge   at   that   point. 

The  sec-ond  came  down  a  short  dis- 
tance west  of  La  Veta.  and  swept 
away  the  railroad  bridge  and  consider- 
able track. 

The  third  occurred. at  Huerfano  sta- 
tion, twenty-two  miles  north  of  Wal- 
senburg.  The  big  iron  railroad  bridije 
at  that  point  wa.s  wrecked  and  carried 
down  stream  and  a  long  stretch  of 
track  v.as  washed  out.  allowing  nine 
cars  to  go  into  the  ditch. 

The  fourth  came  down  near  Santa 
Clara,  eighteen  miles  south  of  Walsen- 
burg.  Several  houses  were  washed 
away  from  their  foundations  and  niuc  h 
other  damage  was  done.  The  water 
from  the  Santa  Clara  cloudburst  Ilowed 
into  Deer  cre?k  and  turned  that  stream 
into  SI  raging  torrent,  carrying  away 
all  bridgfes  across  it. 

No  trains  are  expected  to  reach  Wal- 
senburg  until  tomorrow.  The  Ilio 
t^rande  company  has  already  started 
repair  work. 

The  full  amount  of  damage  cannot 
be  e.-iiimated  at  this  time,  but  it  prob- 
ably will  1  un  iiiij  sin  ligures.  i^n  the 
other  hand  the  storm,  which  broke  a 
long  continued  drought,  will  prove  of 
great  benefit  to  farmers  and  stock 
growers.

C.  Taylor,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  navi- 
gation and  acting  secretary  of  the 
navy  in  the  absence  of  the  secretary; 
Lieut.    Commander    C.    McR.    Winslow 

and  Civil  Engineer  H.   H.  Rosseau. 

The  commission  is  said  to  be  com- 
posed of  the  best  officers  that  could  be 
selected  for  the  purpose.  Admiral 
Taylor  is  scholarly,  popular  and  un- 
surpassed in  technical  etticiency.  Civil 
Engineer  Rosseau  stands  high  in  his 
corps  and  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
navy's  coming  leaders. 

The  board  came  to  Duluth  in  a  i>l>e- 
cial  car  provided  by  the  managem€;nt  of 
the  Omaha  road. 

At  West  Superior  Rear  Admiral  Tay- 
lor and  party  were  met  by  Mayor 
O'Hare  of  that  city  and  a  delc-aticn 
from  the  One  Hundred  Thousand  club, 
who  came  through  to  Duluth.

Whitecaps   Handle  Three 

Men  In  a  Violent 

Manner. 

Louisville,  Aug.  6. — A  telegram  to 
the  Times  from  Harrodsburg.  Ky., 
says:  Thirty  masked  men  mounted 
on  swift  horses  and  heavily  armed, 
caused  a  reign  of  terror  in  the  neigh- 
boihood  of  Perryville,  ten  miles  from 
this  city,  last  night,  and  severely 
flogged  William  Goodnight,  George 
Itussell  and  Wallace  Bottom,  residents 
of  that  section. 

The  men  rode  into  Perryville  from 
the  directi<  n  of  a  large  cave  north  of 
town,  which  was  the  rendezvous  of  t'ne 
tollgate  raiders  who  terrorized  the 
community  several  years  ago.  They 
dashed  through  Perryville  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  house  of  Goodnight,  on 
the  Mackville  i>ike.  Quickly  but  quietly 
surrounding  the  house,  they  called  for 
him  to  come  out  or  be  cremated,  as 
they  intended  to  burn  the  place  If  he 
refused.  When  Goodnight  appeared  in 
response  to  their  summons,  he  was  se- 
curely bound,  after  which  several 
members  of  the  party  plied  the  lash 
unmercifully.  He  was  then  ordered  to 
go  to  work  to  leave  the  country  at 
once  or  get  a  rope.  Leaving  Goodnight 
the  Whitecaps  went  to  the  home  of 
George  Russell,  in  the  same  vicinity, 
and  gave  him  a  severe  beating.  They 
then  pulled  out  Wallace  Bottom,  whom 
they  served   in  like  manner. 

Goodnight  said  he  recognized  several 
of  the  party  and  some  arrests  may 
follow. 

Some  time  ago  notes,  purporting  to 
be  from  Whitecaps,  were  left  at  the 
doors  of  .several  gixid  citizens,  but  they 
were  treated  as  a  joke.

"I  do  not  suppose  that  In  your  travels 
you  have  come  across  two  other  rival 
cities  that  were  agreed  as  we  are  on  one 
site  for  a  school.  1  do  not  Imagine  that 
Chicago  and  Milwaukee  had  a  common 
site  Selected? 

"Well.'  said  the  admiral,  "they  were 
agreed  in  but  one  thing  and  that  was 
tne  school  should  be  located  on  the  west 
shrore  of  Lake   Michigan." 

Admiral  Taylor  expressed  much  pleas- 
ure over  the  scene"  presented  from  the  top 
of  the  hill  this  morning.  It  was  a  view 
such  iis  the  board  has  not  had  in  any 
other  cities  visited.  The  atmosphere  was 
fairly  clear,  there  was  a  cool  breeze  off 
the  lake  and  some  light  clouds  gave  just 
the    right    kind    of   shading    to    the    view. 

Going  up  the  incline  railway  this  morn- 
ing  Congres-sman   Stevens   exclaimed:

Senator  Clapp  said  that  it  would  be  t..e 
best  idea  the  government  could  adopt  to 
establish  its  training  institutions  In  the 
We.st  hereafter.  The  Kast,  said  he.  has 
Its  supply  and  the  object  lessons  that  the 
schools  will  be  to  the  people  of  the  West, 
who  have  never  had  an  opportmilty  of 
seeing  them  before,  will  be  an  advantage 
not  to  let  pass  easily. 

Every  congressman,  senator,  city  offi- 
cial or  private  citizen  in  the  delegation 
looking  after  the  naval  board  Is  enthu- 
siastically in  favor  of  Minnesota  point 
as  the  logical  site  for  the  training  scihool 
and  not  an  opportunity  was  allowed  to 
pass  without  calling  every  advantage  to 
the  attention  of  the  board. 

The  cimimittee  was  loaded  with  argu- 
ment and  statl.otic.^  for  the  naval  men, 
and  the  firing  began  the  moment  the 
naval  officers  were  sighted  in  the  off- 
ing. 

It  has  been  urged  by  other  competing 
cities  that  the  climatic  condition  01'  tni.s 
port  were  against  the  locating  of  a  naval 
school. 

Mayor  Hugo  responded  to  this  argument 
by  producing  figure.s  from  the  records  of 
the  weather  bureau  showing  that  Duluth 
had  the  healthiest  climatic  conditions  of 
any   lake   port. 

The  records  show  very  severe  gales  for 
other  lake  ports  while  Duluth  has  not 
had  a  sixty-mile-ai»-hour  wind  since 
March  9,  lSy2,  and  does  not  have  more 
than  four  or  live  fifty  to  forty-mile  gales 
in   a   year.

These  men,  armed  to  the  teeth  set  out 
from  Creston  yesterday  afternoon  about 
2  o'clock.  They  were  working  on  the  in- 
formation of  the  Goldfinch  youth  who 
had  been  ft>rcibly  made  the  companion  of 
the  Oregon  convict  for  over  twenty-four 
hours  at  the  ranch  of  L.  B.  Eddy,  on 
Dake  creek,  about  three  miles  south  from 
Followes,  a  station  on  the  Washington 
Central  road.

J.  M.  Marty,  sujierlntendent  of  the 
state  lish  hatchery,  lirought  them  up  on 
ine  train  from  St.  Paul  ai  2  o'clock.  The 
distributing  was  K-ft  to  Deputy  Game 
WaiiU-ii  Green.  It  is  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  tht'  Duluth  My  Casting  club 
that  the  lish  were  brought  lure.  The 
Loch  Levin  trout  is  gamy,  the  same  as 
other  lirook  trout,  and  this  is  the  tirst 
time  any  of  the  species  have  been  brought 
here  In  such  large  numbers.  A  few  were 
placid  In  Sucker  and  French  rivers  last 
vear  and  some  eaught  this  season  wire 
eight  inches  long.  '1  hey  attain  a  length  ot 
twenty-one  inches  if  their  lives  are  pro- 
longed enough.  The  lish  have  been  culti- 
vated at  the  state  hatchery  and  S.  F. 
Fullerton  was  instrumental  in  getting  tho 
fry   planted   here. 

Lester  river  Is  said  to  be  particularly 
desirable  for  this  kind  of  trout,  much 
more  so  than  French  and  Sucker  on  ac- 
count of  the  warmer  water.

CHAMP  CLARK 

Lectures  on  Daniel  Web- 
ster at   First  M.  E. 
Church. 

Hon.  Champ  Clark,  member  of  the 
house  of  repre-sentatlves  from  Missouri, 
lectured  in  tbe  Star  Lecture  course  last 
♦■vening  at  the  First  Metrodist  church 
on  "Daniel  Webster."'  Mr.  Clarke  is 
one  of  the  interesting-  figures  of  con- 
gi-ess.  of  which  he  has  been  a  member 
for  several  years,  and  there  was  nat- 
urally much  interest  in  hearing  him. 
A  lecture  upon  such  a  subject  hardly 
gi\es  the  opportunity  to  see  Mr.  Claik 
In  the  style  of  speech  that  has  won  for 
him  his  renown  as  an  effective  r>olitical 
orator,  but  aphorisms,  in  which  he  is 
1>roiific.  were  numerous,  and  the 
strength,  earnestness  and  honesty  of 
the  man  were  plain  to  see.  In  appear- 
ance he  is  fine,  large  and  imposing  and 
vith  a  kindly  face.  His  delivery  has 
the  Missouri  twang,  and  he  slurs  his 
words  considerably  at  times,  but 
powerful  and  positive  he  is  at  all  times. 
R.  R.  Briggs  introduced  him  as  one 
of  the  leading  Democratic  statesmen. 

••Thomas  B.  Reed  has  said  that  a 
statesman  is  a  dead  politician.  Thanks 
for  the  introduction,"  responded  Mr. 
Clark  dryly. 

The  year  1S09  has  been  denominated 
••the  year  of  great  babies."  said  Mr. 
Clark,  m  opening,  for  in  that  year 
there  first  saw  the  light  of  day  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  William  E.  Gladstone, 
l;ilzabeth  Barrett  Browning  and  many 
equally  distinguished  persons.  In  the 
year  1782  nature  seemed  to  be  but  little 
less  geneious  in  its  endowment  of 
human  genius,  for  in  that  year  John  C. 
Calhimn.  Thomas  H.  Benton  and  Dan- 
iel Webster,  who,  with  Henry  Clay, 
formed  the  greatest  quartet  that  ever 
sat  in  the  I'nlted  States  senate  at  one 
time,   were  born. 

Daniel  Webster  he  classed  as  the 
greatest  of  the  four,  in  fact,  the  great- 
est Intellect  the  American  nation  has 
ever  produced.  Calhoun's  arguments, 
deep  and  logical  as  they  were;  Henry 
Clay's  orations,  convincing  and  beau- 
tiful, and  Benton's,  filled  with  facts, 
are  forgotten,  but  Daniel  Webster's 
orations  are  classics,  among  the  finest 
things  in  literature,  and  will  ever  re- 
main as  models.  He  .said  that  Webster 
himself  attributed  much  of  his  success 
as  an  effective  .'speaker  to  his  study  of 
the  Bible,  his  style  plainly  showing  the 
effect  of  it. 

Mr.  Clark  discussed  his  personal 
rharacteristics,  his  fondness  for  ani- 
mals, his  love  of  nature,  his  lack  of 
business  ability,  being  constantly  in 
debt,  and  other  traits  of  which  his- 
tories tell  nothing,  and  incidentally  re- 


marked that  nearly  all  histories  ought 
to  be  burned.  Especially  conspicuous 
in  Webster  was  his  religious  feeling, 
and  Mr.  (Mark  said  that  it  was  a  sig- 
nificant fact  that  no  great  lawyer  who 
has  ever  left  his  impress  upon  public 
affairs  was  an  infidel  or  agnostic. 
Webster  was  once  asked  in  a  company 
of  men  what  was  the  greatest  thought 
he  had  ever  come  across,  and  after  re- 
flection answered  that  the  most  solemn 
and  tremendous  thought  upon  which 
he  had  over  dwelt  was  upon  his  re- 
fc;ponsibility  to  his  God. 

Webster's  speech  in  the  debate  with 
Hayne.  Mr.  Clark  said,  solidified  the 
nation.  Before  that  the  constitution 
was  little  better  than  a  rope  of  sand, 
but  that  speech  alone  taken  up  from 
one  end  of  the  land  to  the  other  made 
the  nation  one  and  inseparable.  But 
for  that  speech  there  might  have  been 
no  civil  war. 

The  speaker  also  dwelt  somewhat 
upon  the  speech  of  1S50  on  the  fugitive 
slave  law,  the  speech  which  killed 
Webster  politically,  and  told  of  the 
vituperation  which  it  brought  on  the 
head  of  Webster.  His  state  practically 
disowned  him  until  he  v.as  dead,  and 
then  when  he  lay  in  his  grave,  realized 
its  loss,  and  has  ever  since  been  erect- 
ing monuments  to  him. 

A  number  of  Mr.  Clark's  sharp  say- 
ings provoked  considerable  amuse- 
ment. In  speaking  of  the  passing  Into 
ol>scurlty  of  some  measure,  he  referred 
to  it  as  In  Inocuous  desuetude,  "a  con- 
dition into  which  I  am  very  happy  to 
say  the  author  of  that  phrase  has 
fallen." 

Referring  to  the  disappointment  of 
Webster,  Blaine  and  other  illustrious 
Americans  at  their  failure  to  reach 
the  presidential  chair,  he  remarked: 
"There  is  no  fever  in  existenc^e  equal 
to  the  presidential  fever,  and  there  is 
only  one  way  to  get  rid  of  it,  kill  the 
patient." 


Over  in  Superior  the  citizens  are 
talking  about  a  campaign  against  the 
w  eeds,  and  a?  the  same  time  the  roads 
and  waste  places  of  Duluth  are  being 
choked  up  by  a  bountiful  crop  of  rank 
and  useless  vegetation. 

Minnesota  has  on  her  statute  books 
a  very  complete  and  elaborate  set  of 
laws  against  weeds  of  all  sorts.  They 
are  all  condemned  as  nuisances  In 
high  sounding  words,  and  in  order 
that  there  may  be  no  mistake  the 
weeds  are  mentioned  by  their  com- 
mon name  and  by  jaw-breaking  bo- 
tannical  names.  It  is  solemnly  de- 
clared to  be  a  crime  to  harbor  any  of 
these  outlawi,  of  the  vegetable  world, 
and  punishments  vire  imposed  upon 
those  who  allow  them  to  go  to  seed 
on  their  property  or  on  the  roads  or 
highways  bordering  upon  their  prop- 
erty. Local  officers  are  required  to 
see  that  the  laws  are  enforced,  and 
there  are  punishments  provided  for 
them  if  tbcy  do  not  do  their  duty  in 
tile  mattt-r. 

Yet  all  of  these  laws  are  mere  Idle 
legislative  vaporings,  because  they  are 
never  enforced.  All  sorts  of  weeds  are 
flourishing  as  nothing  but  weeds  can 
flouri.sh.  There  are  Canada  thistles, 
two  kinds  of  ragweed,  members  of  the 
mustard  family  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion, and  a  host  of  other  vagrant  vege- 
tables. There  has  been  a  rank  gmwth 
of  ve;ietation  this  year,  and  as  weeds 
grow  whether  conditions  are  favor- 
able or  not,  they  naturally  have  been 
proportionately  prosi)erous  when  more 
desirable  plants  have  thriven. 

Many  of  them  are  now  engaged  in 
going  to  seed,  and  scattering  next 
year's  crop  far  and  wide.  The  seed.s 
from  the  wayside  drop  on  the  lawns, 
and  next  year  the  householder  who 
takes  pride  in  keeping  up  his  lawn 
will  have  a  struggle  to  keep  the  nox- 
ious weeds  from  coming  up  and  crowd- 
ing  out   his  grass   and   clover. 

The  looks  of  the  thing  is  not  the 
only  argument  against  weeds.  It  is 
said  that  the  presence  of  large  growths 
of  evil  weeds  is  unhealthy.  Some  of 
the  hay  fever  \^  ims  and  others  say 
that  that  dl.stressins  affliction  is  due 
to  them.  There  is  a  theory  that  the 
aggravating  sensation  of  tickling  In 
the  nostrils  that  comes  with  hay  fever 
is  started  by  the  pollen  from  ragweed, 
goldenrod  and  other  fall  plants,  and 
while  this  is  denied  by  some,  others 
bftlleve  in  it. 

•'The  matter  of  Instituting  a  cam- 
paign against  weeds  is  something  that 
is  worthy  of  attention,"  said  a  business 
man  who  owns  a  lawn  yesterday  af- 
ternoon. '•The  laws  on  the  .subject  are 
useless  unless  they  are  enforced,  and 
they  will  not  be  enforced  unless  there 
is  a  determined  eruption  of  public  sen- 
timent to  sweep  the  local  officers  into 
trouble  if  they  do   not  obey  the  law."

^  Probably  nothing  in  the  stato  in  the 
way  of  taxation  ever  created  as  much 
Interest  as  the  placing  of  valuations  on 
the  iron  mines  of  St.  Louis  county, 
\vhich  was  accomplished  last  week. 

Not  only  in  MinnesiUa,  but  inceiestetl 
persons  in  all  parts  of  the  country, 
watched  closely  the  movements  of  the 
boatd  of  equalization,  for  it  was  up  to 
that  body  to  adjust  the  valuatious.  ITie 
board  is  comiK)sed  of  the  seven  county 
commissioners  and  the  county  auditor. 
AVhiie  the  asse^ssors  first  made  th--'lr 
returns  the  same  as  on  any  other 
proi>ei  ty,  the  tigures  presented  v.  ere 
so  tar  off  that  there  was  no  th'iueht 
of  using  them.  Tlie  mini*ig  men  fol- 
lowing their  custom  presented  a  list  of 
comt»iirative  values  and  asked  tha>t 
when  the  board  raised  them  the  'n- 
cretise  be  made  a  horizontal  one. 

The  total  valuations  submitieu  by 
the  mine  owners  was  a  little  over 
jJ.m.xJ.Lf'JO.  and  tlie  raise  decided  oii  !)>' 
the  board  waa  330  per  cent.  County 
Auditor  Haldt-n  introduced  the  rtsolu- 
tiun  lixing  the  valuations,  and  moved 
its  adoption. 

While  most  of  the  pi-oiiertle»  were 
subjected  to  a  stiff  raise,  some  of  them 
weie  rt-duied  by  the  mine  owners,  und 
even  with  tht>  ooO  per  cent  incn-asc 
their  valuation  was  cut  down  consider- 
ably. 

The  assessor  put  a  valuation  of  $23,- 
0»X>  upon  the  D.  T.  Adams  mine,  which 
was  cut  down  to  $»)tiOO.  The  Deiora 
was  reduced  from  $150,0W  to  ♦66.000, 
ajid  rhe  P^lba  Iron  lands  from  .nO.TTs  to 
$t»t)'.'0.  The  Kinney  property  was  raised 
from  $4s0  to  $6i;oo,  while  the  Maitiant'. 
stikte  Iccse  was  gi\cn  a  tilt  from  %A'A 
to  $16,r>iW.  The  Vermilion  Kange  Lind 
company  had  its  asjjessmeni  reduced 
just  |100.  Probably  this  Is  the  closest 
any  assessor  got  to  the  valuation.  T^ie 
return  was  JIO.OUO,  and  it  was  reduced 
by   the   board  to  $9900. 

The  Sibley  on  the  Vermilion  range 
felt  the  effect  of  the  board's  meeimg 
the  greatest  of  any  property  in  propor- 
tion to  its  worth.  'Fhe  assessor  placed 
the  value  on  the  mine  at  $78r,  and 
when  the  board  completed  its  li^t  it 
was   scheduled    at   $154,687. 

Uelovv  is  given  the  list  of  the  mining 
properties.  In  the  first  column  ars  ihe 
assessors"  returns,  and  in  the  se>,'ond 
the  valuation  of  realty  as  eiiualized  by 
the  board.  The  third  i-olunin  gives  the 
personal  property  which  was  left  un- 
challenged by  the  board.  The  ta'al 
valuation  of  the  mines  was  $30,165,012. 
of  which  $1,466,740  represents  the  per- 
sonal  property.

TOO  LARGE. 

County   Board  With  Bills 

For      Care      of 

Smallpox. 

A  batch  of  smallpox  bills,  aggregat- 
ing $1200.  gave  the  county  boaru  of 
county  commls.sloners  yesterday  an 
excuse  for  serious  thought  on  the 
present  law  in  regard  to  reimbursing 
unorganized  towns  in  the  caring  of 
contagious    diseases. 

As  the  law  stands  today,  the  county 
Is  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
caring  for  this  class  of  patients,  and 
the  statements  handed  in  in  many 
cases  are  altogether  too  extravagant, 
according  to  the  members  of  the  board. 
It  is  likely  that  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  have  the  law  mended  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  legislature  so  as  to 
protect  the  county.  The  bills  were 
turned  down,  and  Commissioner  Kugler 
waa  in  favor  of  having  the  claimants 
bring  an  action  to  test  the  law. 

Alex  Frazer  was  recommended  for 
appointment  as  appraiser  of  state 
lands,  the  board  having  received  a 
communication  from  Governor  Van 
Sant  asking  it  to  name  some  one. 

The  American  Bridge  company  was 
given  the  contract  to  construct  a 
bridge  across  the  Cloquet  river  of  the 
Swan  Lake  road,  and  the  work  will  be 
completed  Jan.  1.     The  cost  is  $2550.

Proposed   Heating   Fran- 
chise of   Killorin  Con- 
struction Company. 


Duluth  merchants  seem  greatly  in 
favor  of  the  proposed  auctioneering 
ordinance  amendments  compelling 
auctioneers  to  give  a  written  guaranty 
with  everything  they  sell. 

Should  the  ordinance  pass,  Duluth 
will  take  the  initiative  in  auctioneer- 
ing reform  which  is  being  agitated 
more  or  less  in  hundreds  of  cities 
throughout  the  country. 

The  object  of  the  local  merchants 
and  aldermen  is  to  discourage  illegiti- 
mate transient  trade.  A  certain  class 
of  auction  sales  are  regarded  as  proper 
business,  but  there  is  another  class, 
and  a  very  large  one,  that  is  nothing 
more  or  less  than  a  bunco  game. 

It  is  the  old  story  of  rank  outside 
fakirs  that  pay  no  taxes,  and  have  no 
direct  interest  in  the  city's  welfare, 
entering  into  competition  with  mer- 
chants that  own  property,  have  livel 
here  foi-  years,  and  who  guarantee  all 
their  goods  to  be  just  what  they  are 
sold  for. 

I'nder  the  proposed  ordinance  amend- 
ments, when  an  auctioneer  gets  up  and 
makes  a  long  and  highly  tlatleri.ng 
speech  about  a  watch,  he  would  have 
to  give  the  purchaser  a  written  guar- 
anty for  all  he  said  prior  to  the  sale, 
and  if  the  watch  should  not  be  all 
that  it  was  advertised,  the  purchaser 
can  take  it  back  to  the  place  of  pur- 
chase and  get  the  money  back. 
«    •    • 

Another  ordinance  that  is  pending 
before  the  council  is  that  giving  the 
Kilorlin  Construction  company  a  twen- 
ty-Hve-year  franchise  to  lay  heating 
pipes  in  South  Fifth  avenue  west. 

The  Killorin  company  is  building  a 
big  7-story  brick  wholesale  house  for 
the  Kelley-How  Hardware  company's 
wholesale  business.  This  building,  lo- 
cated just  south  of  Commerce  street, 
is  in  the  center  of  the  wholesale  grocery 
and  drug  district. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Killorin 
company  to  put  a  heating  plant  of 
sufficient  size  in  this  new  building  to 
heat  the  entire  Stiuth  Fifth  avenue 
jobbing  district,  thereby  reducing  the 
cost  of  heating  to  a  minimum  for  all 
the  big  establishments. 

The  proposed  ordinance  granting  the 
franchise  to  lay  heating  pipes  under 
Fifth  avenue  provides  that  the  maxi- 
mum rate  for  heat  shall  not  exceed  $5 
for  every  1000  cubic  feet  of  enclo.sed 
room  space. 

The  city  Is  also  given  the  right  to 
purchase  this  heating  system  at  the  end 
of  ten  years.

Cereal  Food  Plants  Would 

Prosper  In  Du" 

luth. 

Horace  M.  Potter,  of  Battle  Creek, 
editor  of  the  Journal,  a  daily  paper 
of  that  city,  left  this  afternoon  for  a 
trip  down  the  lakes  to  Detroit,  after  a 
few  days'  visit  in  this  city.  This  was 
Mr.  Potter's  first  visit  to  Duluth,  but 
unlike  most  tourists,  he  did  not  come 
here  with  an  under-estimate  of  the 
size  of  the  city,  though  he  had  no  idea 
of  its  industrial  strength.  Mr.  Potter 
had  the  impression  that  Duluth  had  a 
population  of  100,000,  and  says  that 
even  if  the  city  cannot  boast  that  many 
people  it  certainly  has  excellent  pros- 
•■ects  of  reaching  that  figure  In  the 
near  future. 

Mr.  Potter,  in  commenting  on  the 
boom  that  the  cereal  food  Industry 
has  given  to  Battle  Creek,  said  that 
it  is  an  industry  that  should  do  well 
in  this  city,  which  is  so  near  the  cen- 
ter of  grain  supply.  Battle  Creek 
owes  much  of  its  wealth  to  these  con- 
cerns, which  now  number  by  tho 
score. 

The  construction  wo^k  is  well  under 
way  on  the  magnificent  new  sanitar- 
ium that  is  being  erected  by  the  Ad- 
ventists  in  Battle  Creek,  to  replace 
the  building  which  burned  down  in 
February,  and  In  which  one  life  was 
lost,  and  .several  people  were  injured. 
The  citizens  of  Battle  Creek,  says  Mr. 
Potter,  In  order  to  keep  the  Adventlsts 
from  rebuilding  the  sanitarium  at 
Nlles,  Mich.,  raised  about  $55,000  by 
subscription.  The  money  for  the  san- 
itarium was  easily  forthcoming,  for  be- 
fore the  ashes  had  cooled  where  the 
old  building  stood,  telegrams  came 
pouring  in  to  the  management  offer- 
ing all  kinds  of  loans  without  interest. 
The  offers  came  from  wealthy  people 
who  had  been  patients  at  the  sanitar- 
ium. 

"In  general,"  said  Mr.  Potter, 
"Southern  Michigan  Is  enjoying  an  era 
of  prosperity.  The  crops  are  excel- 
lent, money  Is  easy  and  the  people 
have  every  confidence  in  the  outlook 
for  a  continued   prosi>erous  condition."

The  Gifts 

From    Prince 

Henry. 


After  all  there 
may  arise  some 
obVctlons  to  the 
reception  by  the 
army  officers  of 
the  gifts  of  I'rtnce 
Ilenry.  These  officials  may  have  to  de- 
posit them  In  the  state  department  un- 
til they  are  formally  given  permission 
by  congress  to  accept  them.  Ot  was  the 
first  intention  of  the  German  government 
to  decorate  these  ofliciais  with  various 
German  lmi>erial  orders,  but  owing  to 
the  constlttitional  provision  against  the 
acceptance  of  gifts  by  officials  of  the 
United  States  without  the  consent  of 
congres.^,  sucii  decorations  were  only 
given  to  persons  outside  of  the  govern- 
ment service  of  the  United  States  who 
had  betn  attentive  to  the  prince,  and 
jiersons  in  that  service  were  given  hand- 
some presents  ranging  in  value  from 
diamond  studded  snuff  boxes  to  scarf 
pins.  Th*>se  were  accepted  on  the  theory 
that  they  were  merely  [ler.sonal  souve- 
nirs and  were  not  official  presents.  Press 
dispatches  from  Berlin  put  another  face 
on  the  matter,  however.  It  is  under- 
utood  that  a  liat  of  these  presents  has 
ibeen  announced  from  the  foreign  office, 
showing  that  they  were  official,  and  thus 
bringing  them  under  the  provision  of  the 
coivstitutlon  that  no  person  holding  any 
ofHce  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  United 
States  shall,  without  the  consent  of  con- 
gress, accept  any  present,  emolument, 
office,  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever, 
from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  state. 
If  the  press  dL-^patches  correctly  rep- 
resent the  character  of  these  presents 
Dr.  Hill.  Gen.  Corbin  and  the  others  will 
have  to  obtain  the  consent  of  congress 
before  they  can  take  snuff  or  smoke 
cigarettes  out  of  their  diamond  studded 
enuff  b<^>xe8  and  cigarette  cases.  This 
looks  like  a  gr<at  deal  of  useless  red 
tape.

IIVIIVIENSE  COMMERCE. 

The  statistics  of  the  trailio  through 
the  ship  canal  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  con- 
tiiiuo  to  furnish  striking  evidence  of 
tlic  great  growth  of  commerce  between 
Duluth  and  other  ports  on  Lake  Su- 
perior and  tne  lower  lakes.  All  previ- 
ous reof)rds  have  again  been  broken  by 
the  freight  tonnage  for  July,  which 
e.\ceeded  .'..OtW.OOO  tons,  or  about  equal 
to  the  total  tonnage  passing  through 
the  canal  during  the  whole  year  of 
IS^iT,  only  fifteen  years  ago.  The  pres- 
ent season  now  promises  to  break  all 
records,  and  unless  there  should  be  an 
extraordinarily  early  close  of  naviga- 
tion the  statistics  for  1901'  will  reach 
veiy  high  figures  and  furnish  strong 
backing  for  the  movement  to  enlarge 
the  facilities  at  the  Soo  for  looking 
through  the  mammoth  freight  boats 
now  engaged  in  the  lake  traffic. 

The  exact  amount  of  freight  passing 
through  the  canals  during  July  is 
stated  to  be  5,082,398  tons,  an  increase 
of  301,326  tons  over  the  traffic  for  July 
1,  1901.  The  exces.ss  of  traffic  up  to 
Aug.  1  over  that  of  the  corresponding 
period  last  year  is  570,000  tons,  so  that 
if  the  remainder  of  the  season  shows 
no  further  increase  over  last  year,  the 
total  will  equal  33,500,000  tons.  But 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  a  larger 
increa.se  should  not  result,  and,  bar- 
ring strikes,  blockades  or  other  hind- 
rances to  navigation,  the  close  of  the 
season  should  see  a  grand  total  of 
35,000.000  tons  having  passed  through 
the  canals  for  the  year  1902,  or  30,000,- 
000  tons  more  than  in  the  season  a  de- 
cade and  a  half  ago.

•eason,  and  Justice  Gibbons,  after  listen- 
ing to  the  testimony  of  the  inspectors.

THE   ISLE    OF     PINES. 

The  question  of  the  ownership  of  the 
Isle  of  Pine.s  bobs  up  again  with  an 
intimation  that  a  settlement  of  th^ 
question  would  be  acceptable  to  all 
concerned.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
when  the  Piatt  amendment  was  under 
consideration  in  congress  the  question 
as  to  whether  the  Isle  of  Pines  should 
be  considered  as  a  part  of  Cuba  or 
v.hether  it  should  be  held  as  a  part 
of  the  United  States  just  as  Porto 
lUco  and  the  adjacent  islands  which 
were  ced^d  by  the  treat.v  of  Paris  are 
held  was  raised.  As  the  qufStion  in- 
volved the  construction  of  the  treaty 
it  was  obviously  one  that  a  legislative 
body  was  not  well  fitted  to  decide,  and, 
in  ordfer  that  the  Unilfed  States  might 
roc  lose  any  rights  acquired  under  th'j 
treaty  of  Paris,  congress  enacted  the 
provision  "that  the  Isle  of  Pines  shall 
be  omitted  from  the  constitutional 
boundaries  of  Cuba,  the  title  thereto 
being  left  to  future  adjustment  by 
treaty."  It  was  then  expected  that  the 
promise  of  reciprocity  held  out  to  Cu- 
ba by  the  United  States  would  be  ful- 
filled and  that  by  the  lime  the  military 
government  was  withdrawn  there 
would  be  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the 
speedy  negotiation  of  a  treaty  settling 
the  ownership  of  the  Isle  of  Pines  and 
ceding  to  the  United  States  such  points 
as  might  be  selected  on  the  island  of 
Cuba  for  coaling  stations.  Congress 
having  failed  to  carry  out  the  tenta- 
tive promise  of  reciiirocity  the  admin- 
istration has  not  cared  to  press  upon 
the  new  Cuban  republic  the  question 
of  cession  of  coaling  stations  and  the 
determination  of  the  sovereignty  of 
the  Isle  of  Pines. 

Under  the  military  government  of 
the  United  States  the  Isle  of  Pines 
had  a  local  government  in  which  the 
subordinate  offices  were  all  held  by 
Cubans.  Upon  the  withdrawal  of  the 
military  government  some  arrange- 
ment had  to  be  made  for  continuing 
this  government  or  that  island  would 
become  a  no-man's-land  and  would 
speedily  become  the  home  of  robbers 
and  pirates.  In  order  to  prevent  this 
the  government  of  Cuba,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  United  States,  and  with  the 
understanding  that  all  rights  acquired 
by  the  United  States  under  the  treaty 
of  Paris  shall  be  protected,  has  sent 
Gen.  Nunez,  the  civil  governor  of  the 
province  of  Havana,  to  the  Isle  of 
Pines  to  take  charge  of  the  govern- 
ment there.  It  is  understood  at  the 
state  department  that  the  Cuban  gov- 
ernmen  will  continue  in  the  Isle  of 
Pines  practically  the  same  government 
that  was  instituted  there  by  our  mili- 
tary government.  The  continuance  of 
this  government  has  been  asked  for 
by  the  residents  of  the  island  and  by 
persons  having  investments  there,  in- 
cluding some  Americans  w'ho  have  be- 
come interested  In  the  cultivation  of 
coffee,  sugar  and   fruits  of  the   island. 

The  question  at  once  arises,  what 
does  the  United  States  want  of  the 
Isle  of  Pines?  Aside  from  the  moral 
question  of  whether  this  country  can, 
in  gootl  faith,  retain  the  island,  it  al- 
ways having  been  considered  a  part  of 
Cuba  while  that  island  was  under 
Spanish  rule,  there  is  the  question  of 
whether  the  Isle  of  Pines  is  really 
worth  holding  as  a  permanent  posses- 
sion of  the  United  States.  If  the  Isle 
of  Pines  had  a  good  harbor,  with  deep 
water  approaches,  it  would  make  an 
admirable  site  for  a  coaling  station 
on  the  south  of  Cuba.  It  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  being  much  more  healthy 
than  the  larger  island.  In  fact,  its 
climate  is  one  of  the  healthiest  known, 
and  when  yellow  fever  and  cholera 
have  been  decimating  the  neighboring 
island  the  Isle  of  Pines  has  been  en- 
tirely free  from  both  diseases.  Al- 
though south  of  Cuba  the  temperature 
is  lower  than  on  the  larger  island  on 
account  of  the  winds  which  are  al- 
ways blow  ing  off  the  ocean,  the  island 
has  quite  a  reputation  as  a  health  re-

SHOULD  WORK  TOGETHER. 

Railroads  Are   Most  Valuable 
to  Western  Farmers. 

Spokane,  Wash.,  Aug.  6. — In  the 
speech  delivered  by  President  J.  J. 
Hill  to  the  farmers  at  Colfax  yester- 
day he  said:  "I  don't  know  what 
you're  going  to  do  unless  you  turn 
your  eyes  to  the  East  for  new  markets. 
The  railroads  have  made  wheat  mor'» 
valuable  in  Minnesota  and  possibly  we 
can  help  you  here.  Let  the  people  and 
the  railroads  be  good  neighbors  and  fair 
to  each  other.  I  would  like  nothing 
better  than  for  the  people  along  the 
road  to  own  the  railroads  themselves. 
There  is  no  reason  why  they  should 
not." 

President  Mohler  of  the  Oregon  Rail- 
way and  Navigation  company  an- 
nounced that  the  roads  on  or  before 
Aug.  15  would  give  a  10  per  cent  reduc- 
tion on  wheat  shipmennts  to  the  Pacific 
coast. 

President  Mellen  announced  that  a  10 
per  cent  reduction  would  be  given  on 
wheat  shipments  to  the  East. 

President  Hill  says  this  would  cut  off 
one-fourth  of  the  entire  profits  of  the 
railways. 

The  farmers  of  the  Palouse  country 
asked  a  reduction  of  wheat  rates  to  the 
coast  from  12%  cents  per  bushel  to  10 
cents,  or  $3.33  per  ton.

Springfield,  111..  Aug.  «.- Louis  G.  Tombs 
of  Chicago,  convicted  of  murdering  a  girl

Pose 
is  alleged  to  have  cut  5000  cedar  trees 
during  the  years  1898,  1899,  and  1900  on 
government  land  in  12-145-25,  the  v  I'ue 
of  which  was  $385.  F.  F.  Seaman  is 
charged  with  buying  from  Rose  11,000 
cedar  posts,  and  judgment  for  the  full 
amount  is  asked  against  him. 

Andrew  Anderson,  of  Barnum,  Carl- 
ton county,  is  charged  with  having 
bought  fix>m  Joseph  Erlckson  some  8000 
feet  of  white  pine  lumber  that  was 
manufactured  from  trees  cut  by  An- 
derson on  government  land  on  section 
32-7-9.  Judgment  is  asked  for  $80,  or 
the  value  of  the  lumber,  on  the  basis 
of  $10  per  thou.sand.

home  with  him.  and  it  has  proved  to  be 
one  of  great  value.  An  introduc'.Dry 
note  shows  that  it  was  prev>ared,  so  far 
iis  the  descriptive  p<.M-tlons,  so  far 
Francisco  Xavler,  a  famous  Spanish 
Jesuit  missionary,  who  was  bora  at 
the  castle  of  Xaviero,  Navarre.  April 
7,  15i>6,  and  died  on  the  island  of  San- 
<ain.  Dec.  2,  15.'.2.  He  wajs  known  as 
the  ••ai«)stle  of  the  Indies."  His  letters

Baranera.  S.  J."  Of  the  inhabitants 
the  bo«)k  tells:  "The  aboriginal  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Philippine'  islands  are  of  a 
race  called  Xegritos  by  the  Sp.imards 
and  Aetas  by  the  civilized  natives. 
They  are  still  to  be  found  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  i.slands.  though  in  dally 
diminishing  numbers.  They  are  of  very 
small  stature,  of  a  very  black  color 
and  have  curly  black  hair.  All  efJo'ts 
to  civilize  them  have  been  In  vain." 
He  gives  the  first  discovery  of  the 
islamls  to  a  European.  Magellan,  in 
Mirch.  1521.  who  arrived  that  nionth 
iLt  iiutuan.   Mind  'nao. 

The  compiler  has  added  notes  siu.w- 
Ing  the  date  of  the  appointment  of  the 
first  Spanish  governor.  Miguel  P.npez 
tie  Legaspi.  during  the  reign  of  i'hilip 
II,  in  l.">6o:  how  Gomez  Desmarwias 
built  the  walls  of  Manila  in  1500,  .•^nd 
the  thorough  establishment  of  the 
church  rule  in  the  provinces.  The 
/Chinese  insurrection  in  1041.  the  vol- 
canic disturbances  in  1641.  the  leirible 
earthf|uakt>  in  1645  and  the  work  of  the 
•  'hinese  filibusters  and  the  English  in- 
vaders in  1662.  The  chapters  dev  )red 
to  physical  geography  are  written  with 
a  detail  that  is  remarkable  to  be  con- 
fined to  such  a  limited  work. 

Mr.  Spencer  spent  some  time  in  the 
Islands  after  closely  reading  this  book, 
and  he  says  the  descriptions  are  really 
better  than  anything  he  has  read  in 
any  geography,  history,  atlas  or  en- 
cyclopaedia published.  The  book  is 
bound  in  strong  red  linen  cloth,  and 
bears  an  imprint  of  a  ct>coanut  tree, 
two  native  huts  and  a  pelican.  The 
effect  to  produce  these  in  gilt  shows 
the  crude  methods  employed  in  the 
print  and  boi>k  shops  of  Manila.  On 
his  return  to  America  Mr.  Spencer  waa 
Importuned  by  a  San  Franci.sro  pub- 
lisher to  allow  him  to  have  the  book 
for  reproduction,  but  the  rcques:  was 
refused.  During  his  stay  in  the  islands 
he  says  ho  never  heard  of  another  copy 
of  the  book,  and  this  leads  to  the  be- 
lief that  it  is  a  rare  publication.

Does  any  of  them  ever  stop  to  consHer 
the  lump  sum  involved  in  the  snippmg 
and  clipping  which  is  done  in  order 
that  the  desire  for  samples  may  be 
gratified?  The  figures  furnished  by 
some  of  the  largest  dry  goods  houses 
form  an  astonishing  total. 

According  to  the  most  conservative 
estimate,  each  of  the  larger  Xew  York 
stores  gives  away  $10,000  worth  of 
samples  during  a  year,  and  several 
firms,  which  make  more  of  a  specialty 
of  the  mail  order  business,  place  the 
figure  at  three  or  four  times  that 
amount.  So  it  would  be  no  exaggera- 
tion to  say  that  every  ten  of  these 
firms  puts  $200,000  in  the  rag  bag  each 
year. 

The  stores  have  grown  wise  from  ex- 
perience, and  now  when  a  sample  goes 
forth,  either  over  the  counter  or 
throuRh  the  mail.  It  has  been  so  .h>s- 
tematically  mutilated  that  even  ti»e 
most  inveterate  worker  of  crazy  quilts 
or  patchwork  cushions  would  find  dlth- 
<ulty  in  utilizing  it. 

In  some  of  the  stores,  where  the  mail 
orders  are  large,  there  is  a  regular 
sample  department,  where  an  army  of 
boys  are  kept  busy  cutting,  tagging 
and  mailing  samples.  Where  this  sys- 
tem prevails,  from  one  to  two  yards  of 
material  is  cut  from  each  new  bolt  of 
Soods    that    is    brought    into    any    de- 


inirtment  In  the  store  and  sent   to  the 
sample  room. 

The  size  of  the  average  sample  Is 
three  inches  by  one  and  one-half  Inches. 
Another  set,  for  dressmakers  anil  the 
trade,  measure  three  Inches  ai-ross  and 
si.K  in  length.  Samples  cut  from  novel 
figured  materials  frequently  have  to  be 
larger  or  of  a  different  shape. 

At  .some  of  the  retail  houses  it  is  al- 
ni<>st  impossible  to  obtain  samples  at 
the  counters  unless  one  is  known. 

"\Ve  had  to  put  a  stop  to  it,"  said  the 
manager  of  a  silk  department,  "becau.se 
we  found  that  asking  for  samples  was 
simply  a  habii  with  many  women, 
and  it  was  entirely  too  expensive  for  us 
to  cater  to.  We  expect  and  are  glad  to 
furnish  samples  to  our  regular  custo- 
mers when  It  is  a  convenience  to  them; 
but  many  women  get  samples  just  be- 
cause they  do  not  know  what  else  to  do 
with   themselves. 

"When  our  rules  concerning  samples 
were  not  so  strict  we  found  dozens  and 
dozens  of  samt>les  scattered  on  the 
floors  at  the  end  of  a  day.  Most  of 
them  bore  the  tags  of  our  firm,  though 
some  were  from  other  houses.  A  few 
might  have  been  dropped  accidentally, 
but  Ic  would  have  been  Impossible  for 
all  that  we  found  to  have  been  lost.  It 
simply  proved  what  we  strongly  sus- 
pected— that  the  sample  habit  had  come 
to  stay  and  must  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ingly. 

"N^ow.  with  the  mall  order  depart- 
ment It  is  different.  Some  little  trouble 
is  involved  in  writing  for  samples,  ami 
there  are  not  many  women  who  will 
take  it  unless  they  have  some  idea  of 
ordering  if  the  samples  suit  them. 
Probably  many  orders  from  rural  dis- 
tricts are  due  to  the  desire  of  women 
to  know  what  is  Avorn  in  New  York, 
but  even  If  the  on^who  .sends  the  order 
does  not  buy  any  of  the  goods,  the 
samples  are  likely  to  go  the  rotnds  of 
the  town  sewing  circle,  and  some  orders 
will  certainly  result  from  this  circula- 
tion." 


WHISTLED  HIS  TEXT. 


How  a  Delaware  Pastor  Sur- 
prised His  Flock. 

Smyrna.  Del.,  Aug.  6.— Whistling  his 
text  was  a  new  method  that  Rev. 
Vaughn  S.  Collins  employed  In  the  ser- 
vice in  the  Asbury  Methodist  Episcopal 

church  here.  Dr.  t'olllns'  new  method 
was  rather  startling  to  his  congrega- 
tion, for  he  is  considered  one  of  the 
most  dignified  members  of  the  Wil- 
mington conference,  and  for  several 
years  was  president  of  the  conference 
academy  at  Dover.  When  it  came  to 
preach  the  sermon  Dr.  Collins  arose  in 
the  pulpit  and  whistled  four  lines, 
each  note  being  an  imitation  of  the 
song  of  th«  meadow  lark. 

The  preacher  .said  that  on  a  recent 
visit  to  the  countrj-  he  heard  a  meadow 
lark,  and  it  suggested  a  very  appro- 
priate sermon,  as  he  likened  the  song 
of  the  bird  to  the  text.  "Thou  God  seest 
me."  as  found  in  the  thirteenth  verso 
of  the  sixteenth  chapter  of  Gene.sis. 
Following  the  whistling  of  the  text  Dr. 
Collins  preached  an  elociuent  sermon, 
and  pointed  out  to  his  hearers  how  God 
saw  and  heard  repentant  sinners. 


RESENTED  CRITICISM 

Of  Mark  Hanna  and  Left  the 
Church. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Aug.  6.— Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Charles  A.  Parsons,  whose  son  re- 
cently married  a  daughter  of  Senator 
Hanna,  have  withdrawn  from  the  Ply- 
mouth Congregational  church,  and  it  is 
declared  they  left  because  the  pastor 
criticised  the  senator  in  a  sermon. 

Some  time  ago  Dr.  Morgan  Wood,  ihe 
parson,  discussed  the  Ilathbone  case  In 
a  style  which  did  not  compliment  the 
efforts  of  Senator  Hanna  in  getting 
Kathbone  out  of  the  hands  of  Cuban 
justice.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Par.sons  with- 
drew from  the  church  soon  afterwards, 
and  it  was  declared  by  some  that  Dr.

"No.  we  didnt  leave  Dr.  Wood's 
church  because  he  said  some  things 
that  were  not  nice  about  the  senator.

Of  course.  Dr.  Wood  did  refer  to  the 
senator  in  a  way  which  we  didn't  like 
a  bit,  and  he  made  us  a  little  angry. 
But  we  didn't  leave  the  church  on  that 
account." 


ALL  MARBLE  LAID 


New 


On  the  Exterior  of  the 
CapitoL 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  6.— <^'ass  Gilbert,  archi- 
tect of  the  new  state  house,  reported 
to  the  capital  commission  yesterday  on 
the  work  which  has  been  done  on  the 
various  contracts  since  the  last  meet- 
ing. Some  of  the  contractors  have 
done  more  than  expected  of  them,  -ind 
some  have  done  less.  Generally  speak- 
ing, the  rate  of  progress  on  the  s'.ruc- 
ture  has  been  fairly  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Gilbert  rep<jrted  that  the  last 
piece  of  marble  of  the  exterior  of  the 
building  had  been  laid,  and  that  ihe 
Interior  of  the  dome  was  practically 
completed,  and  that  a  six-fcK)t  s'rlp 
was  all  that  remained  to  be  fillei  in. 
Good  progress  is  being  made  jn  the 
fireprooflng.  All  the  flooring  has  been 
laid  in  the  east  wing,  and  considerable 
In  the  north  and  west  wings.  Much  of 
the  granite  for  the  main  entrance 
steps  and  approaches  has  been  set. 
The  boiler  house  is  two-thirds  com- 
pleted, and  the  tunnel  connecting  the 
same  with  the  capitol  is  completed 
from  the  boiler  house  to  a  point  a  trifle 
beyond  the  center  of  Cedar  street. 

The  contractors  reported  420  men  at 
work  on  the  capitol,  on  the  various 
contracts.  Construction  is  being 
pushed,  anti  it  Is  likely  that  the  worl-. 
of  putting  in  the  interior  finishing,  in- 
cluding the  carved  marble,  will  be 
commenced  this  fall. 

Many  of  the  contractors  received  in- 
stallments on  their  contracts,  the  total 
budget  being  $55,349.

CONFERENCE  A  FAILURE. 

Chamberlain's    Scheme    For 
Imperial  Unity  Not  Accepted. 

London.  Aug.  6.— The  Radical  press 
regards  Secretary  Chamberlain's  ad- 
missloi*  In  his  recent  speech  as  proof 
from  his  point  of  view  that  the  colonial 
conference  has  been  a  failure. 

Chamberlain's  object  in  convening  it, 
they  say,  was  to  secure  better  adjust- 
ment of  imperial  defense  and  Imperial 
trade.  Ho  hoped  and  expected  to  lay 
foundations  for  a  customs  union  and 
to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  premiers 
to  a  scheme  under  which  the  greater 
colonies  would  make  a  .specific  contri- 
bution to  the  cost  of  defending  the  em- 
pire. 

Chamberlain  has  failed  to  persuade 
the  premiers  to  support  either  project. 
They  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
customs  union,  since  It  would  mean  a 
loss  of  revenue  to  the  states  they  rep- 
resent, which,  they  could  ill  afford 
They  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  any 
contribution  to  military  necessities  that 
Is  fixed  and  compulsory. 

What  else  could  be  expected,  asks 
the  Radical  press.  The  colonists  are 
peaceful  traders  who  care  nothing  for 
the  things  Chamberlain  would  risk 
war  to  win.  They  pav  for  home  de- 
fense, which,  in  their  judgment, 
sufficient.

DIVING  MACHINE 

That  Looks  Like  a  Miniature 
Lighthouse. 

San  Francisco,  Aug,  6. — The  diving 
and  wrecking  machine  with  which  John 
A.  Bcwer,  of  Coluinbus.  Ohio,  proposj.s 
to  recover  the  lost  steamer  Rio  De 
Janeiro  Is  now  completely  set  up  ar:«i 
ready  for  operation.  It  ha.s  somethintj 
of  the  appearance  of  a  miniature  light- 
house,   having    a    powerful    searchlight 

at  the  top,  by  means  of  which  the 
single  occupant  will  be  able  to  see  h.alf 
a  mile,  even  In  the  deepest  water. 
W.  G.  Sleeker,  who  will  go  down  into 
the  deep  in  this  novel  device,  is  a  young 
machinist  from  Syracu.se,  N.  Y. 

"V\''hlle  .superintending  the  construc- 
tion of  the  machine  on  board  the  boat 
from  which  It  will  be  operated,  Stecker 
explained  the  mechanism  of  the  affair. 
To  all  intents  and  purposes  it  is  a  cast- 
iron  diving  suit.  Though  it  weighs 
six  tons  out  of  water,  suspended  on 
steel  cables,  it  can  be  carried  about 
like  a  great  lantern  over  the  sea  bot- 
tom. Inside  the  diver  is  supplied  with 
air  through  a  wire-wrapped  tube,  and 
Is  all  the  while  in  communication  with 
the  surface,  l^y  means  of  delicately 
adjusted  gearing  he  may  turn  the 
tower  in  any  direction  by  hand  power 
from  within  and  operate  a  mechani'.o.l 
arm  at  the  side  of  the  machine,  which 
is  its  chief  feature. 

This  arm  is  so  arranged  that  It  may 
be  turned  In  any  direction  and  can  pick 
up  objects  as  small  as  a  lead  pencil  or 
as  heavy  as  eighty  pounds  and  place 
them  in  a  basket  to  be  raised  to  the 
surface.  But  its  principal  purpose  Is 
to  fasten  grapples  for  lifting  much 
greater  weights.  It  may  also  be  used 
in  operating  a  drill  where  it  is  neces- 
sary to  break  up  w^reckage. 

"I  am  confident  that  we  will  recover  a. 
part,  at  least,  of  the  Rio  De  Janeiro," 
Stecker  .^aid,  "and  we  expect  to  find  .a 
g-reat  deal  more.  If  we  did  not  we 
should  not  have  sunk  nearly  $20,000  in 
the   enterprise."

Though  the  sun  has  been  shining 
brightly  and  its  warm  rays  have  brought 
joy  to  the  hearts  of  many,  these  have 
been  sad  dreary  days  for  John  Chuhan- 
ges. who  Is  serving  a  sentence  in  the 
county    jail    for   assault. 

Unable  to  speak  the  English  language 
enough  to  tell  his  troubles  he  has  set 
in  the  jail  day  after  day  thinking  of  his 
three  little  children  at  home  in  ilibbiiig 
in  the  care  of  a  drunken   mother. 

Not  until  a  few  days  ago  was  the  mat- 
ter brought  to  the  attention  of  the  au- 
thorities and  Humane  Agent  Wlthrow 
made       an       investigation.  He       peti- 

tioned to  have  the  children  sent  to  the 
state  school  and  the  case  came  up  in 
probate  court  this  morning.  The  man 
shook  with  emotion  as  he  told  the  court 
the   story   of   his   wife's   conduct. 

He  stated  that  he  had  three  children, 
two  girls  aged  8  and  U  and  a  boy  of  11. 
Many  times  he  knew  tliat  hLs  wife  liad 
given  the  children  whisky  and  beer  and 
iretiuently  they  were  in  a  state  of  hllari- 
out  conduct  when  he  returned  from  his 
work    in   the   evening. 

In  addition  the  oldest  girl  was  In  the 
habit  of  remaining  out  until  1  and  Z 
o'clock  in  the  morning  with  men  and  he 
was  powerless  to  prevent  it.  the  mother 
apparently  countenancing  such  conduct. 
Chuhanges  declared  also  that  a  carpen- 
ter who  had  built  his  house  for  him  bad 
won  his  wife's  affection.  The  carpenter 
had  remained  at  the  house  for  a  fortnight 
after  the  structure  was  completed  and 
tho  man  and  the  wife  spent  the  evening 
carousing,  while  Chuhqnges  was  com- 
pelled to  get  ui)  early  in  the  morning  and 
get   his  own   breakfast. 

Finally  Chuhanges  became  so  enraged 
at  his  wife's  actions  that  he  kicked  at  her. 
She  slapped  him  across  the  face  and  he 
returned  the  smite  with  a  left  jab  in  the 
face.  That  was  a  sad  blow  for  Ciiuhanges, 
for  he  was  arrested  and  given  ninety  days 
in  the  jail  here  for  assault  In  the  third 
degree.  Mayor  Power  of  Hibblng  rep<3rt- 
ed  the  condition  of  the  home  and  said  that 
tho  people  sympathize  with  the  husband.

GLASSES. 

Game  Wardens   Will   Be 

Equipped  With  Them 

This  Fall 

"The  eagle  eye"  will  not  be  In  it 
with  the  deputy  game  wardens  this 
year  when  they  are  looking  out  for 
violations  of  the  game  laws. 

They  are  all  to  be  equipped  with  field 
glasses,  so  that  out  on  the  prairies 
they  can  see  game  law  violators  a 
long  way  off,  and  pounce  down  upon 
them  when  the  hapless  criminal  is 
wholly  unaware  that  he  is  observed. 

The  game  and  fish  commission  has 
purchased  a  lot  of  high  power  field 
glasses,  and  all  of  the  regular  agents 
and  some  of  the  specials  will  be  sup- 
plied with  them.  The  outlook  for 
game  law  violators  Is  very  poor  this 
year,  as  they  can  never  feel  sure  when 
they  are  killing  game  out  of  season 
that  in  distant  and  unseen  positions  a 
game  warden  is  not  gluing  one  eye  to 
a  tele.scope,   watching  the  proceedings. 

T"ne  only  trouble  in  this  section  Is 
that  the  mos  tpowerful  field  glass  will 
not  penetrate  a  forest  much  farther 
than  the  naked  eye.  so  the  operation 
of  the  spy  glass  system  will  be  more 
valuable  on  the  prairies  than  in  the 
woods. 

The  department  is  already  preparing 
for  the  fall  shooting.  The  eight  regu- 
lar deputy  game  wardens  connected 
with  the  office  will  soon  receive  their 
instructions,  and  many  of  the  twenty 
minor  wardens  have  been  appointed 
for  the  shooting  season.  In  addition  to 
these,  about  fifty  special  wardens  will 
be  appointed  to  serve  without  com- 
pensation, except  where  actual  service 
is  rendered. 

Thees  will  constitute  the  corps  under 
the  game  warden  in  his  effort  to  pre- 
vent illegal  shooting. 

The  names  of  the  special  wardens 
will  be  kept  from  common  knowledge 
as  nearly  as  possible,  in  order  that  the 
surveillance  may  be  more  complete. 
The  commission  has  appointed  the 
wardens  most  generally  in  parts  of 
the  state  where  infractions  of  the 
game  laws  have  been  most  common. 
Lack  of  funds  will  prevent  the  state 
from  being  as  effectively  covered  as  it 
might  had  the  commission  a  larger 
sum  at  Its  disposal. 

Reports  received  at  the  ofltice  of  the 
state  game  and  fish  commission  from 
various  parts  of  the  state  promise  an 
excellent  hunting  sea.son  this  year  for 
chickens,  quail  and  ducks,  as  well  as 
several  other  varieties  of  game  birds. 
The  mild  winter,  the  favoraide  sum- 
mer and  the  aid  of  generally  favorable 
conditions  have  resulted  In  an  unusu- 
ally large  number  of  birds,  especially 
of  quail,  and  the  prairie  chickens  are 
said  to  b«  not  far  behind  In  point  of 
numbers.

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ADMIRALTY 
TO  ACCEPT 

Morgan's  Offer  of  Claim 
on  Combine's  Ships. 

Government  Has  Already 
Chartered  a  Vessel. 


•London,  Aug.  7.— Replying  in  the  house 
0t  commons  today  to  a  request  of  Lord 
Charles  Bi-reoford  for  assurence  that  no 
binding  agreement  would  be  concluded 
between  the  government  and  shipping 
combinations  without  the  agreement  be- 
ing approved  by  parliament,  the  premier, 
A.  J.  Balfour,  said:  "I  do  not  think  it 
possible  to  negotiate  on  this  or  any  other 
subject  if  the  prop<»sed  terms  are  to  be 
publicly  dlscu.*!5ed  before  the  government 
has  agreed  to  them.  The  government, 
however.  Is  most  anxious  to  take  the 
hoiijie  into  its  contUlence  at  the  earliest 
possible    moment." 

Mr.  Balfour"  s  reply  has  particular  In- 
terest, as  Belfast  dispatches  today  an- 
nounce  that   the  government  accepted  J. 


P.  Morgan's  offei-  to  give  the  admiralty 
claim  on  all  the  combined  shiivs.  As  evi- 
dence of  the  acceptance  it  Is  stated  that 
the  government  has  chartered  the  Cor- 
Inthie,  the  lirst  ship  built  for  the  com- 
bine, which  has  just  been  completed  at 
the   Hart  &   Woif  ship  yards. 

Inquiries  made  by  the  Associated  Press 
show  that  belief  is  general  that  J.  P. 
Morgans  offer  practically  has  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  government.  The  Belfast 
dispatch  may  slightly  anticipate  the 
technlcaliues  since  the  offer  was  orig- 
inally made,  but  there  appears  to  be  ht- 
tle  doubt  that  the  spirit  of  the  scheme  Is 
acceptable  to  the  cabinet.  J.  P.  Morgan 
&  Co.,  when  asked  concerning  the  report- 
ed agreement,  aJopted  the  same  non-com- 
mittal attitude  as  Premier  Balfour.

Bishops  Messmer  and  McFaul  and  AI- 
phons  Koeble,  of  New  York,  als)  ad- 
dressed   the   convention   on    the    que3- 


tion.  Father  O'Reilly  .said  he  thought 
he  voiced  the  sentiments  of  the  con- 
vention when  he  said  that  it  was  the 
place  of  the  federation  to  enlighten 
the  government  as  to  the  true  situation 
in  the  islands.  Men,  he  said,  whose 
duty  it  was  to  inform  the  administra- 
tion Impartially,  had  been  blind  to  the 
true  conditions.  Once  Informed,  the 
president  and  the  department  of  state, 
he  said,  and  there  could  be  no  possible 
doubt  that  federal  oflicials  could  co- 
operate with  the  Vatican  without  fric- 
tion to  the  amicable  settlement  of  the 
controversy. 

Resolutions  on  the  Philippine  ques-

It  Is  believed  the  loan  proposition  can 
be  brought  within  the  provisions  of  t.ie 
Piatt  amendment  and  tliat  il  will  not  be 
necessary  for  I'reeldent  Palma  to  veto 
the  bill.

A  special  train 
conveyed  detachmente  of,  soldiers  to  Lan- 
derneaii,  where  a  body 'of  gendarmes  had 
been  mobilized  itlready.  A  large  crowd 
a.Hsembled  at  the  school  and  surrounded 
the  soldiers  In  the  square  in  front  of  the 
school.  When  the  C9mml8sary  of  police 
arrived  accompanied  by  a  locksmith,  the 
peopio  protested  vigorously,  shouting: 
"Long  live  the  sistens  and  llVierty.  Down 
with  the  ministry."  .       ,       .      .. 

Women  threw  thepiseives  in  front  of 
the  horses  of  the  gendarmes.  The  com- 
mlssarv  ordered  tho  sisters  to  open  the 
scho«d"door.  Thev  refused  and  the  lock- 
smith picked  the  loclt  and  broke  windows 
amid  th.-  denunciations  of  the  crowd.  The 
commlssarv  ordeff'd  the  sisters  to  leave 
the  .school,  "which  they  did.  Leaning  on  the 
arms  of  the  townsmen  and  accompanied 
by  the  priests  and  thousands  of  people, 
they  marched  to  a  church,  where  they 
sang  a  hvmn.  A  large  crowd  followed  the 
gendarmes  to  the  railroad  station,  shout- 
ing- "Death  to  the  locksmith."  The  man 
was  protected  by  the  military. 

Similar  scenefe  are  expected  in  other 
villages  of  FlnistDrre  whirc  the  decree 
against  unautharlwd  schools  Is  to  be  put 
Into  execution.  A  I)rlest  at  Foigoet  urged 
women  to  kneel  in  front  of  the  school  in 


order  to  stop  the  gendarmes. 

The  soldiers  and  gendarmes  reached 
Landerneau  at  4  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, but  watchers  already*  had  given 
the  alarm.  The  whole  population  of 
the  town  was  Intensely  excited  and 
hurried  to  the  school.  At  one  time, 
when  the  crowd  broke  the  military 
cordon,  the  commissary  di-dered  the 
drums  to  be  beaten  thrice  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  charging  the  crowd,  and  blood- 
shed was  feared.  Emlle  Villiers,  mem- 
ber  of  tlie  chamber  of  deputies  for  Fin- 
isterre,  who  is  a  Conservative,  inter- 
vened and  appealed  to  the  people  to  be 
calm.  Vicomte  Lagatinais,  leader  of 
the  opposition,  cried:  "You  can  arrest 
me;  my  ancestors  died  on  the  scaffold, 
and  I  deem  it  an  honor  to  be  arrested 
for  this  noble  cause."

The  commiasary  at  Crozen  tried 
to  expel  the  sisters  from  a  scj^pol,  but 
the  gendarmes  were  unable  to  force 
their  way  through  the  crowd  and  the 
attempt  was  abandoned.

MISERABLE  CONDITIONS 

Investigation   In    Eastern    Galicia  Shows  a  Most 

Gloomy  Outlook— Laborers  Receive  From 

Eight:  to  Sixteen  Cents  a  Day. 


Vienna,  Aug.  7. — After  a  special  in- 
vestigation among  tlu.  a«^'lcultural 
laborers  in  Eastern  Galicia,  the  Neue 
Freie  Presse  draws  a  gloomy  picture 
of  the  miserable  conditi<ms  which  led 
to  the  existing  strike.  The  average 
mortality  from  famine  for  several 
years  yast,  according  to  the  Neue  Freie 
Presse,  aggregated  50,  WK).  Laborers' 
wages  range  from  8  to  15  cents  a  day, 
and  women  earn  from  4  to  8  cents  a 
day.  The  peasants  rarely  taste  bread 
and  exist  chiefly  on  a  soup,  the  prin- 
cipal ingredients  of  which  are  water 
and  herbs. 


A  Vienna   dispatch  on   June   30   said 
that  a  great  strike  of  agricultural  lab- 


orers was  in  progress  in  Galicia,  the 
laborers  demanding  an  increase  in  the 
wages  of  6  cents  a  day  for  men  and 
3  cents  a  day  for  women  to  double  that 
amount.  A  Vienna  dispatch  on  Aug.  5 
reported  that  there  had  been  many 
conflicts  between  the  striking  peasants 
and  the  military.  A  dispatch  to  the 
London  Daily  Express  on  Aug.  6  said 
that  in  one  encounter  between  the 
strikers  and  Tnilitary;  thirteen  persons 
were  killed  end  118  wounded,  and  that 
in  another  case  200  persons  were  killed 
or  wounded. 

Advices  were  received  from  L.eml>erg, 
Galicia,  last  night,  to  the  effect  that 
the  strike  showed  signs  of  coming  to 
an  end,  compromises  having  been 
reached  in  several  districts,  and  the 
military  authorities  having  quelled  the 
disturbance  in  others.

Brest.  France,  Aug.  7.— Exciting  scents 
occurred  today  at  4h«  expulsion  of  a 
numl>er  of  sisters  ffoijj  their  school  at 
I>anderneau,  near  here,  A  special  train 
conveyed  detachments  of  soldiers  to  Lan- 
dernea>i,  where  a  iKidy  mf  gendarmes  had 
lieen  mobilized  already.  A  large  crowd 
assembled  at  the  school  and  surrounded 
the  soldiers  In  the  s(4uare  in  front  of  the 
school.  When  the  cqmmlssary  of  police 
arrived  accompanied  by  a  locksmith,  the 
peopln  protested  vigon)uslv,  shoiiting: 
"Long  live  the  sis-ters  and  liberty.  Down 
with   the  ministry.  " 

Women  threw  thenselves  m  front  of 
the  horses  of  the  gendarmes.  The  com- 
mlssarv  ordered  the  sisters  to  open  the 
schooldoor.  They  refused  and  the  lock- 
smith picked  the  lock  and  broke  windows 
amid  the  denunciations  of  the  crowd.  The 
commissarv  ordered  tiie  sisters  to  leave 
the  schitol.  which  they  did.  Leaning  on  the 
arms  of  the  towtismen  and  accompanied 
bv  the  priests  ajul  thousands  of  people, 
tiiev  marchetl  to  a  church,  where  they 
sang  a  hvmn.  A  large  crowd  followed  the 
gendarmes  to  the  railroad  station,  shout- 
ing' "Death  to  the  loeksniith."  The  man 
was  protected  by  the  military. 

Similar  scene*!  are  expected  m  other 
villages  of  FlnistDrre  where  the  decree 
against  imauth(jri8«>d  schools  is  to  be  put 
into  execution.  A  priest  at  Kolgoet  urgrd 
women  to  kneel  in  front  of  the  school  in 


order  to  stop  the  gendarmes. 

The  soldiers  and  .gendarmes  reached 
Landerneau  at  4  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, but  watchers  already-  had  given 
the  alarm.  The  whole  population  of 
the  town  was  intensely  excited  and 
hurried  to  the  school.  At  one  time, 
when  the  crowd  broke  the  military 
cordon,  the  commissary  cft-dered  the 
drums  to  be  beaten  thrice  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  charging  the  crowd,  and  blood- 
shed was  feiired.  Emile  Villiers,  mem- 
ber of  the  chamber  of  deputies  for  Fin- 
isterre,  who  is  a  Conservative,  inter- 
vened and  appealed  to  the  people  to  be 
calm.  A'icomte  Lagatinals,  le.ader  of 
the  opiiosition.  cried:  "You  can  arrest 
me:  my  ancestors  died  on  the  scaffold, 
and  I  ileem  it  an  honor  to  be  arrested 
for  this  noble  cause." 

Alter  the  expulsion  of  the  sisters  the 
crowd  again  became  so  threatening 
tliat  the  commissary  ordered  the  troops 
to  charge,  but  the  intervention  of  M. 
Viliiers  induced  the  people  to  disperse. 

A  few  women  were  hurt  in  the  disor- 
der. The  commiasary  at  Crozen  tried 
t(»  expel  the  sisters  from  a  school,  but 
the  gendarmes  were  unable  to  force 
their  way  throu.gh  the  crowd  and  the 
attempt  was  abandoned.

Investigation   In    Eastern    Galicia  Shows  a  Most 

Gloomy   Ot:tlook— Laborers  Receive  From 

Eigh  t  to  Sixteen  Cents  a  Day. 


Vienna,  Aug.  7.— After  a  special  in- 
vestigation among  Ihii  agticullural 
laborers  in  Eastern  Gal  cia,  the  Neue 
Freie  Presse  draws  a  gloomy  picture 
of  the  miserable  conditi  jns  which  led 
to  the  existing  strike.  The  average 
mortality  from  famine  for  several 
years  yast,  according  to  the  Neue  Freie 
Presse,  aggregated  50,0)0.  Laborers' 
wages  range  from  8  to  IG  cents  a  day, 
and  women  earn  from  <■  to  8  cents  a 
day.  The  peasants  rarey  taste  bread 
and  exist  chiefly  on  a  SDup,  the  prin- 
cipal ingredients  of  wh  ch  are  water 
and  herbs. 


A   Vienna   dispatch    on   June    30    said 
that  a  great  strike  of  agricultural  lab- 


orers was  in  progress  in  Galicia,  the 
laborers  demanding  an  increase  in  the 
wages  of  6  cents  a  day  for  men  and 
3  cents  a  day  for  women  to  double  that 
amount.  A  Vienna  dispatch  on  Aug.  5 
reported  that  there  had  been  many 
conflicts  between  the  striking  peasants 
and  the  military.  A  dispatch  to  the 
London  Daily  Express  on  Aug.  6  said 
that  in  one  encounter  between  the 
strikers  and  TnlUtary;  thirteen  persons 
were  killed  and  118  wounded,  and  that 
in  another  case  200  persons  were  killed 
or  wounded. 

Advices  were  received  from  Lemberg, 
Galicia,  last  night,  to  the  effect  that 
the  strike  showed  signs  of  coming  to 
an  end,  compromises  having  been 
reached  in  several  districts,  and  the 
military  authorities  having  quelled  the 
disturbance  in  others.

The 
pass  committee,  representing  all  West- 
ern   lines,    will    have    a   meeting   early 
In    October,    and    in    advance    of    that 
meeting  the  matter  is   already  receiv- 
ing considerable  discussion.    Until  last 
year    the    pass    agreements   have   been 
j)urely  farcical,   but  it  is  expected  that 
next   year   the   agreement,    which   was 
kept    only    by    trunk    lines    last    year, 
•w.ill   be  generally   in  force.    J.   V.    Ma- 
money,    chairman        of      the      Western 
>Veslern   Trunk    line     committee,     has 
Iseen  made  chairman  of  the  pass  com- 
mittee  In  place  of  George   W.    Ristine. 
Last    year   roads    in    the   various  as- 
sociations   agreed    not      to      exchange 
passes,  but  the  agreement  fell  through 
before  it   was  put   into   effect.     Finally 
the      Central      Passenger      association 
lines  and   the   trunk   lines  entered   into 
the  agreement,  which  the  former  were 
unable    to    keep.     It    was    stated    that 
this   was   largely  due  to  the   fact  that 
the    Wabash    extends    into   Eastern   as 
%ven  as  Western   territory,  and  that  it 
could  not  have  one  rule  over  a  part  of 
Its    lines  and  another   over  .other   por- 
tions. 

What  railroad  managers  would  like 
to  do  is  to  place  transportation  on  a 
purely  commercial  basis,  but  this  will 
never  l>e  done  until  they  have  nerve 
enough  to  defy  the  politicians  and  ad- 
verse legislation  that  they  may  taring 
about  in  revenge  if  passes  are  stopped 
altogether.

'a  "First  aid  to  the  injured,"  and  per- 
Jiaps  a  little  more  of  the  art  of  surgery 
and  medicine,  are  to  be  taught  to  the 
.train  employes  of  the  Northwestern 
llne.s,  which  includes  the  Omaha.  The 
Uien  are  to  receive  instructions  in  med- 
icine and  surgery,  so  that  they  will  be 
able  to  set  a  broken  limb  or  bind  up 
iVounds  In  cases  of  accident. 

W.  A.  Gardner,  general  manager  of 
the  company,  with  Chief  Surgeon  Owen 
are  now  arranging  the  details,  and 
•they  propose  to  have  the  train  crews 
educated  so  that  they  can  care  for  in- 
jured persons  until  physicians  come  in 
cases  of  wrecks  or  accidents. 

Railway  surgeons  have  estimated 
that  at  least  50  or  75  per  cent  of  the 
deaths  which  now  oiccur  from  injuries 
received  In  railway  wrecks  would  not 
occur  provided  the  injured  received 
:?kilUul  and  intelligent  aid  at  once. 

It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  school  of 
Instruction  where  train  crews  can  be 
taug-ht  rudimentary  surgery,  become 
Xamillar  with  many  of  the  remedies 
ti.sed  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  re- 
lief and  learn  what  materials  are  u.««ed 
and  how  to  use  them.  In  this  connec- 
tion every  passenger  and  freight  train 
•will  carry  a  medicine  chest  well 
Stocked. 

One  of  the  main  things  to  be  taught 
i.=<  the  art  of  binding  up  a  wound  after 
having  clean.sed  and  disinfected  it. 
This  alone,  it  is  claimed,  will  result  in

Washington,      July     7.— (Special     to 
The    Herald.)— Senator     Carmack,      ot 
Tennessee,   member  of  the  Democratic 
national  committee,  gave  an  interest- 
ing talk  to  The  Herald  correspondent. 
Mr.    Carmack's    attention    was    called 
to    certain    newspaper    reports      repre- 
senting that  there  was  a  sharp  differ- 
ence   of  opinion   between   himself   and 
other  members  of  the  committee  as  to 
the  policy  of  the  campaign  and  espec- 
ially as  to  the  relative  prominence  to 
be   given    to    the   trust    and    Philippine 
questions.     "Yes,    I    have  seen     all     of 
that,"    said    Mr.    Carmack,    'but    have 
paid    very    little    attention    to    it.  __Mr. 
0:igss,    Air.    Cable    and    I    nave    been 
working  along  harmoniously  and  I  sup- 
pose   neither    of    us    have    been    much 
disturbed  by  the  garrulity  of  these  cor- 
respondents.    1  saw  in  one  paper  that 
my    course    was  so   displeasing    to    the 
committee    that   1    would   be   asked    to 
resign.     A  tew   days   later  It   was   said 
that  I  was  hard  at  work  grinding  out 
Philii>pine    literature    which    the    com- 
mittee refused  to  print.    Then  the  next 
day  the  White  House  correspondent  of 
another  Ne^  York  paper  made  the  dis- 
covery that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,   that 
I  had  abandoned  the  whole  Philippine 
business  many  days  ago  and  advanced 
an  ingenious  theory  of  his  own  to  ac- 
count   for      it.     These     correspondents 
have  contrived  with- amazing  ingenuity 
each  to  contradict  all  the  others  with-. 
.  out  anv  of   them   telling  the  truth.     It 
la    simply    a    phase    of      hot      weather 
Journalism   in   New   York." 

"There  has  been  no  clash  between 
you  and  these  gentlemen  on  this  qes- 
tion?" 

"Not  In  the  slishtest.  I  had  a  frank 
talk  with  Mr.  Griggs  when  I  first 
reached  >Vashington  and  there  was 
not  then  and  has  not  arisen  since  any 
difference  of  opinion  with  respect  to 
the  i.ssues  of  this  campaign.  I  have 
not  sought  to  belittle  the  tariff  and 
trust  questions  and  the  whole  com- 
mittee agrees  with  us  as  to  the  vast 
importance  of  the  Philippine  question. 
I  have  discussed  the  question  of  trusts 
and  tariff  at  lengrth  in  all  my  pubUc 
speeches.  It  Is  a  question  that  is 
brought  home  to  the  people  In  concrete 
form  every  day  in  the  year  and  this, 
together  with  "the  manifest  division  it 
Is  creating  in  the  ranks  of  the  Repub- 
lican party,  is  making  that  Issue  a 
very  effective  one  for  the  Democrats 
in  this  campaign.  It  is  easy  to  arouse 
public  sentiment  against  an  existing 
system  or  policy  when  you  can  point 
them  to  its  visible  bad  results,  and  es- 
pecially where  they  stand  acknowl- 
edged and  confessed  by  Its  supporters; 
but,  to  say  this,  does  not  minimize  m 
the  lease  the  extreme  Importance  of  the 
Philippine  issue.  Upon  that  question 
the  Democratic  party  has  taken  its 
stand  and  it  will  not  falter  or  retreat. 
It  is  not  true  that  the  people  at  large 
are  taking  no  Interest  In  this  ques- 
tion. We  have  constant  calls  for  liter- 
ature every  day  and  from  every  part 
ot  the  country  and  the  committee  is 
doing  its  best  to  supply  the  demand." 
"One  or  two  Democrats  have  been 
reported-  as  saying  that  there  was  no 
substantial  "difference  between  the  Re- 
P'lbllcan  Philippine  bill  and  the  sub- 
stitute offered  by  the  Democrats." 

"I   don't   believe   any   Democrat   ever 
said    that.     The    Republican   law    deals 
with  the  Philippine  islands  as  a  vassal 
province    and    looks    to    the    indefinite 
continuance    of    a    carpet-bag    govern- 
ment.    The    Democratic    bill    provided 
for   an    Independent    Philippine   repub- 
lic.    There    was    to    be    for    a    time    an 
American  protectorate,  but  in  the  fir.st 
place  this  protectorate  only  had  to  do 
with  the  foreign  relations  of  the  Phil- 
ippine    government,    leaving    them    in 
absolute    control    of    their   Internal    af- 
fairs, and  in  the  second  place.  Its  max- 
imum duration  was  eight  years,  at  the 
end   of    which    time   our    relation    with 
the    islands    would    cease;    and.    In    the 
third  place,  even  this  protectorate  was 
dependent    upon    the    consent     of    the 
people    and    might    be    terminated    by 
them   whenever    they    thought    proper. 
To    say    that    there    was    anything    in 
common  between   this  and  the  Repub- 
lican   policy    is    the    boldest    nonsense 
that  ever  made  its  escape  from  a  hu- 
man   mouth.     Such    a    statement      In- 
volves  the  charge  that  the  Democrats 
in  both  houses  of  congress  during  the 
recent  session  were  simply   making  a 
sham   fight  over  a  false  issue.     If   the 
people  could  be   made  to  believe   that, 
I  do  not  see  how  they  could  be  expect- 
ed to  have  confidence  In  the  sincerity 
of   the   Democratic  party  on  the  ques- 
tion   of    trusts,    of    tariff    or    anything 
else.     I    do    not    know    of    anything    so

Attorney  General  Douglas 

Says  Ore  Roads  Have 

Merged. 

Claims  It  Is  In   Violation 

of  Anti"Merger 

Law. 


Will  Begin  Suit  In  Name 

of  State  at 

Once. 


-rhe  state  is  about  to  begin  another 
Witiger  suit. 

Attorney  General  Douglas  and  his 
associates,  who  were  instructed  to  look 
into  the  circumi^tances  surrounding  the 
alleged  consolidation  of  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  and  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  railroads,  have  decided 
that  the  laws  are  being  violated,  and 
aie    about  'to    take    ac-tion    which    will 

bring  the  matter  into  the  courts. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  some  time 
ago  Governor  Van  Sant  turned  the 
matter  of  the  alleged  consolidation  of 
the  two  St.  I^ouis  county  iron  ore  rail- 
roads over  to  Attorney  General  Doug- 
las, with  instructions  that  he  look  into 
the  matter  and  determine  whether  or 
not  the  consolidation  is  a  violation  of 
tht;  state  laws  against  the  consolida- 
tion of  competing  railroads. 

General  Dougias  has  spent  some  time 
considering  the  matter,  and  his  decl- 
Hion  is  that  the  roads  are  competing, 
and  that,  therefore,  they  are  not  in  a 
position  to  merge  legally.  Also,  he 
holds  that  they  have  merged,  or  there 
"would  be  no  suit. 

All  tha.t  bothers  the  state  just  now  Is 
the  matter  of  getting  service  upon  the 
higher  officers  of  the  railroads  and  of 
the  Steel  trust,  all  of  whom  reside  out- 
side of  the  state.  It  might  look  as 
though  this  would  be  a  much  simpler 
matter  than  the  Northern  Pacific- 
Great  Northern  case,  where  the  roads 
run  outside  of  the  state,  because  these 
two  roads  are  entirely  within  this 
state. 

It  Is  said,  on  the  contrary,  that  the 
fact  that  all  of  the  companies  concern- 
ed are  outside  corporations,  with  their 
head  officers  living  in  Eastern  states, 
will  make  the  process  much  more  dlf- 
flcult   even  than  in   the  bigger   merger 


case,  in  which  the  state  has  not  had 
very  good  luck  so  far. 

The  attorney  general's  office  is  now 
engaged  in  an  eflort  to  secure  data  re- 
garding the  management  and  policy 
of  the  two  railroad  companies,  which 
the  authorities  think  are  really  but 
one  company  in  effect,  though  entirely 
separate  organizations  are  maintained. 
If  the  necessary  .service  can  be  se- 
cured it  is  hinted  that  the  officers  will 
be  brought  into  court  and  made  to 
produce  the  books  of  the  companies. 

The  two  railroads  have  entirely  dis- 
tinct organizations,  and  what  their 
relations  may  be  with  each  other  and 
with  the  parent  company,  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation,  the  public 
knows  nothing  about.  Outwardly,  at 
any  rate,  the  roads  are  distinct,  with 
different  lines,  different  docks  and  dif- 
ferent officers.  F.  E.  House  is  presi- 
dent of  the  Iron  Range,  and  W.  J.  Ol- 
cott  is  president  of  the  Missabe.

Calumet    In    Danger 
a  Coal  Famine  Next 
Winter. 


Calumet— Calumet  is  in  danger  of 
having  a  coal  famine  next  winter.  It 
takes  18.000  tons  of  coal  to  supply  the 
homes  and  business  places  of  the  me- 
tropolis of  copperdom.  The  local  deal- 
ers haAC  so  far  received  only  8000  tons. 
Even  If  the  mines  were  to  resnume  now 
it  would  be  another  month  before  the 
coal  could  be  mined  and  made  ready 
for  shipment.  By  that  time  navigation 
will  be  closed,  and  If  the  coal  comes  by 
rail  it  will*  cost  a  small  fortune. 

The  state  pardon  board  was  in  the 
city  investigating  the  case  of  Hadley 
Sumner,  who  shot  a  boy  at  a  charivari 
party.  A  petition  signed  by  1000  Cal- 
umet people  protesting  against  the 
parole  of  the  prisoner  was  presented. 


Work  preliminary  to  the  constructUin  of 
the  Highland  Canal  &  Power  company's 
dam  on  the  Clouuet  river  is  already  under 
way.  A  crew  of  men  with  machinery  is 
working  at  the  dam  site  making  souu^; 
Ingjj  and  borings  for  the  foundation  of 
tho  dam.  determining  the  character  of 
the  ground,  etc. 

Men  are  alao  at  work  on  the  city  line 
cut,  that  is,  the  cut  between  Rice  Lake 
and  the  city  limits.  This  cut  will  bo 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  long  and  as  deep 
aa  50  feet  in  places.  The  result  of  the 
examinations  made  thus  far  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  for  it  shows  tho  pres- 
ence of  but  a  very  small  amount  of  rock. 
The  hearing  in  the  matter  of  condem- 
nation of  lands  for  the  company's  ays- 
tern  will  come  up  next  Saturday.  There 
is  considerable  reason  to  believe  that  at 
that  time  most  of  the  Interests  that  will 
be  affected,  if  not  all.  will  have  entered 
into  amicaole  agreements  with  the  com- 
pany. The  railroads  that  are  interested 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  company's 
pipes  will  go  under  their  tracks  in  the 
Duluth  yards,  have  been  satiihed  that 
tliey  win  be  protected  and  all  that  re- 
mains is  to  oraw  up  the  formal  agree- 
ments. An  agreement  has  been  reached 
with  the  BrooKs-Scanlon  Interests,  whose 
railroad  will  be  affected  to  some  extent. 
>iegotiations  are  also  under  way  with 
the  Cloi|Uet  interests,  and.  while  no  afyee- 
ment  has  been  reached,  there  seems  to 
be  a  general  disposition  on  their  pari  to 
be    fair. 

Attorney  Brown,  of  Minneapolis,  who 
makes  a  specialty  of  work  involv.ng  ny- 
draulios,  has  been  engaged  by  one  of  ti.e 
interests  at  Cloquet  and  he  was  In  iho 
company's  office  a  few  days  ago  and  in- 
vestigated the  system  thoroughly.  Tho 
officers  of  the  company  took  much  pleas- 
ure In  informing  him  of  the  system  and 
its  details,  for  his  experience  in  work  of 
this  character  enabled  him  to  comprehend 
the  various  features  of  the  plan  ijuickly 
and  to  appreciate  the  immensity  of  the 
project. 

After  he  had  looked  over  the  plans 
somewhat  and  gained  an  idea  of  what 
they  mean  he  said  to  J.  T.  Fanning,  of 
Minneapolis,  the  consulting  engineer  of 
the    company: 

"This  makes  our  St.  Anthony  falls  look 
like   M   cents, -<ioesn't   it?" 

Mr.  Fanning  responded  that  It  certainly 
did. 

W.  W.  Ellison  and  W.  B.  Phelps,  of 
this  city,  ani^  H.  Oldenburg,  of  Cloquet, 
are  other  attorneys  who  will  l>e  at  the 
hearing    representing    Cloquet    Interests. 

Mr.  Fanning  Is  positive  that  no  show- 
ing can  be  made  from  an  engineering 
standpoint  which  will  prevent  the  build- 
ing of  the  system.  The  building  of  the 
sy.stem  will  result  in  an  increase  rather 
than  a  decrease  of  the  minimum  flow  of 
water.  The  waters  that  will  be  im- 
pounded will  be  the  Hood  waters  that 
now  go  to  waste.  In  the  dry  season  when 
the  river  can  be  swept  down  to  the  mills, 
with  the  additional  advantage  that  it 
can  be  done  at  call  and  when  prepara- 
tions have  been  made.  The  annual  rain- 
fall of  this  region  as  shown  by  records 
of  the  weather  office  averages  39  inches 
and  It  is  not  proposed  to  take  more  than 
8  Inches  for  the  purposes  of  this  canal 
and   power. 

Mr.  Fanning  will  be  present  at  the 
hearing  and  will  doubtless  be  called  upon 
to    testify.

Six  of  the  nine  games  were  concluded 
during  the  morning  session.  Tschi- 
gorln and  Atkins  were  the  only  players 
to  score  victories.  Pillsbury  drew  a 
well  contested  game  with  MIeses,  and 
took  the  lead  by  half  a  point  pending 
the  conclusion  of  Janowskl's  game 
with  Olland,  which  was  adjourned  in 
an  even  position.  Marshall  could  do 
no  better  than  draw  with  Bardeleben, 
while  the  same  result  wa  sachieved 
by  Cohn  and  Mason  and  Levin  and 
Sufcchting. 


The  visit  of  the  board  of  naval  offi- 
cers appointed  to  seiect  a  site  for  a 
naval  training  school  proved  very  sat- 
isfactory to  everybody.  The  otficers 
went  away  expressing  much  pleasure 
at  the  warmth  of  their  reception,  and 
speaking  kindly  words  for  the  sites 
offered  here,  particularly  Big  Island, 
which  they  seemed  to  deem  the  most 
desirable   of   the  two. 

The  excursions  to  the  different  sites 
started  at  3  o'clock  on  the  government 
yacht  Vidette,  Capt.  A.  B.  Wolvin  and 
F.  E.  Searle  having  Joined  the  party  in 
addition  to  the  committees  announced 
yei'terday. 

The  party  was  under  the  direction  of 
Assistant  United  Siate.s  Engineer 
Dever.  The  boat  went  out  through  tlie 
canal  and  down  the  lake  shore  of  Min- 
nesota Point.  The  members  of  the 
naval  board  plied  the  assistant  engi- 
ne-ir  and  others  with  numerous  ques- 
tions about  the  lay  of  the  land,  the 
width  of  the  point,  its  length  and 
height  above  the  water.  The  boat  en- 
tered the  bay  again  through  the  Su- 
perior canal,  and  here  the  Superior 
members  spoke  up  for  Wisconsin  Point. 
The  ore  docks  and  other  points  of 
interest  were  observed,  and  Congress- 
man Jenkins  was  landed  in  Superior, 
as  he  had  to  catch  an  early  train  out 
of  the  city.  The  party  then  went  to 
J?ig  Island,  which  the  boat  circum- 
navigated. The  members  of  the  board 
had  been  interested  in  the  point,  but 
they  seemed  much  more  so  in  Big 
I.sland,  and  many  questions  were 
asked.  Engineer  Dever  explained  that 
the  point  contained  410  acres,  and  is  on 
an  average  from  twenty  to  forty  feet 
above  the  water  level.  It  is  mostly  a 
plateu,  but  there  are  a  few  ravines, 
inlets  and  Ijays,  with  a  narrow  chan- 
nel through  the  center  which  could 
be  widened  if  dtssired.  The  soil  is  clay 
over  sand. 

Capt.  McDougall  and  Capt.  Wolvin 
pointed  out  that  Spirit.  Lake,  with  a 
depth  of  ten  to  fifteen  feet,  would 
afford  ample  room  for  maneuvers  with 
small  boats. 

The  return  trip  was  begun  about  i>:30 
o'clock,  and  the  boat  tied  up  at  the 
foot  of  Seventh  avenue  west,  at  the 
guyernment  dock.  The  visitors  were 
escorted  to  tlie  train  by  SenatQr  Clapp 
and  Congressman  Morris,  and  they  left 
for   Mackinac   Island. 

Admiral  Taylor  said  that  this  expedi- 
tion could  not  necessarily  settle  the 
matter.  There  will  be  a  second  trip 
west  in  September,  and  on  that  trip 
only  those  places  that  .seem  especially 
desirable  will  be  visited,  while  those 
that  seem  impossible  will  be  thrown 
out  of  consideration.  Admiral  Taylor 
went  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  loca- 
tions here  would  be  included  in  the 
second  itinerary. 

He  stated  that  the  department  need- 
ed a  site  of  100  to  500  acres,  near  a 
center  of  population,  with  good  trans- 
portation facilities  and  deep  draught 
harborage.  An  island  or  a  peninsula, 
as  they  afford  isolation,  would  be  espe- 
cially desirable.  Big  Island,  he  said, 
was  about  the  right  distance  away 
from  the  city: 

Speaking  of  the  equipage  needed,  he 
said  that  there  would  be  two  or  three 
sailing  ships  of  about  500  tons  each, 
one  for  general  trainlntr  purpo.ses.  one 
larger,  one  for  training  engineers,  and 
a  number  of  sail  boats,  brigs,  schoon- 
ers, dories,  skiffs,  canoes,  etc.  Admiral 
Taylor  thought  Minnesota  Point  would 
hardly  be  wide  enough  without  being 
filled  m.  He  asked  that  full  informa- 
tion about  the  two  sites  be  forwarded 
him  so  he  will  find  it  in  Washington 
upon  his  return  in  ten  days. 

The  members  of  the  committee  were 
greatly  encouraged  by  the  remarks  of 
the  members  of  the  board,  though  they 
were  conservative  and  seemed  anxious 
not  to  arouse  any  false  hopes. 

An  incident  which  occurred  shortly 
before  the  naval  board  left  the  city 
indicates  the  good  Impression  that  the 
Duluth  and  Superior  committee  made. 
Mayor  H'ugo  and  Admiral  Taylor 
were  stadlng  close  together  and  the 
mayor  was  talking  earnestly  of  the 
advantage  of  locating  the  school  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes. 

"Now  I  have  several  more  strong 
points  to  bring  out  in  connection  with 
the  big  things  Duluth  has  to  offer," 
said  the  mayor. 

"I  sincerely  beg  you  not  to,"  said  the 
admiral.  "Don't  give  me  anything 
more  to  think  about.  You  men  have 
presented  things  we  never  dreamed  of. 
In  fact  we  have  an  overabundance  to 
think  about  from  what  has  already 
been  shown  us." 

Senator  Clapp  brought  out  a  strong 
point  to  the  naval  board.  He  siwke  of 
the  East  having"  all  the  training 
schools,  and  urged  that  the  Northwest 
be  given  a  chance.  He  spoke  of  the 
natural  tendency  to  seamanship  of  the 
Scandinavians,  and  produced  statistics 
and  figures  of  speech  to  the  effect  that 
the  naval  board  h^d  found  the  center 
of  the  Scandinavian  population  in  the 
United  States  when  they  struck  Du- 
luth. 

It  aslo  developed  during  the  trip  that 
the  government  had  expended  as  high 
as  1600,000  in  acquirin.i?  property  and 
building  a  single  naval  school,  though 
it  is  not  known  how  much  would  be 
expended  for  the  great  lakes'  school.

About  the  only  objection  the  naval 
men  olTered  to  Duluth  was  the  fear 
that  ice  might  close  up  na*-igation  too 
long  each  year. 

There  nre  at  the  present  time  two  of 
these  naval  training  schools  in  the 
United  States,  one  at  Coaster's  Har- 
bor Island,  Newport,  li.  I.,  and  thi 
other  on  Yerba  Buena  island  in  San 
Francisco  bay.  Between  them  they 
have  an  average  attendance  of  about 
2.500  apprentices,  and  have  cost  the 
country  many  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars.  The  almost  perfect  ad- 
ministration and  utility  of  both  is  ad- 
mitted by  standard  authorities  in  sucn 
matters  the  world  over,  and  it  is  after 
the  larger  of  the  two,  that  on  Coaster's 
Harbor  island,  that  the  new  school  of 
the  great  lakes  will  be  closely  pattern- 
ed, 

A  boy  to  enter  the  naval  training 
schools  mu.<?t  be  between  15  and  IV 
years  old.  If  15  he  must  not  !••  les.s 
than  4  feet  11  inches  in  height,  should 
weigh  not  less  than  SO  pounds  and  have 
a  chest  measurement,  breathing  nat- 
urally, of  not  less  than  27  inches.  If 
be  is  16  he  must  be  two  inches  taller, 
weigh  ten  pounds  more  and  show  a 
chest  measure  greater  by  one  inch. 
He  is  expected,  as  a  rule,  to  be  able 
to  read  and  write  fairjy  well,  and  can- 
not get  in  if  his  character  is  anything 
but  thoroughly  good. 

The  system  of  which  he  soon  be- 
comes a  part  brings  out  all  the  good 
there  is  In  liim.  If  he  has  been  stub- 
born, discontented  and  skittish  at 
home,  he  becomes  sobered,  steadied 
and  smoothed  out  here.  If  he  has  been 
coddled  and  petted  until  he  is  only  a 
weakling  he  gets  strength  of  body, 
grows  manly  and  self-reliant,  and  be- 
comes a  boxer,  a  fencer  and  a  finished 
gymnast.  If  he  is  bad  all  the  way 
through,  however,  he  finds  his  egress 
wonderfully  facilitated.  The  boys  are 
not  expected  to  be  angels,  but  they  are 
expected  to  do  their  best,  and  do  it  in 
deadly    earnestness. 

When  the  boys  have  been  forwarded 
from  the  recruiting  stations  to  the 
training  school  at  Coaster's  Harbor 
they  are  first  placed  in  a  large  .struct- 
ure known  as  "building  No.  2."  It 
was  once  the  gymnaium,  and  has  plen- 
ty of  room,  with  a  big  hall  on  the 
ground  floor  and  dormitories  upstairs. 
The  new  boy  then  receives  his  outfit — 
underclothes,  hat,  cap,  shoes,  socks,  a 
blue  sailor  suit  and  another  of  white 
duck,  a  whisk  broom,  a  hammock, 
and  everything  else  that  will  help  him 
to  be  a  real  tar.  Then  he  is  taught  to 
keep  himself  and  his  clothing  clean, 
as  clean  as  the  parlor  of  an  old  maid 
in  New  SIngland.  He  is  taught  how- 
to  lay  out  his  kit  for  inspection,  how- 
to  'fail  in,"  how  to  stand  at  attention, 
how  to  salute,  how  to  sling  hia  ham- 
mock, how  to  get  into  it — and  how  to 
stay  in  it. 

Once  "(jualified  in  bag  and  ham- 
mock" the  new  apprentice,  who  stands 
on  his  country's  pay  roll  for  $9  a 
month,  is  regularly  assigned  to  bar- 
racks. Thereafter  until  he  i.s  21,  unless 
he  dies  or  misbehaves  he  is  privileged 
to  share  in  a  life  that  is  as  attractive 
as  that  offered  the  students  at  either 
West  Point  or  Annapolis.  He  gets  all 
that  he  can  possibly  eat,  is  kept  from 
tobacco  and  alcohol,  plays  football, 
baseball  and  hockey,  goes  on  long 
cruises  on  men-of-war,  and  learns  the 
minutest  details  of  gunnery,  artillery 
tactics,  infantry  tactics  and  skillful 
seamanship.  He  is  clothed  and  doc- 
tored, paid  and  praised,  and  when  he 
is  graduated  has  the  proud  conscious- 
ness that  there  is  aljsolutely  no  bar 
to  keep  him  from  dying  an  admiral 
of  the  greatest  navy  ^n  the  world  if 
he   only   keeps  on  as   well   as   he   has 


begun.  And  if  all  cannot  beef  me  ad- 
mirals they  may  at  least  rench  tho 
rank  of  warrant  officer,  with  i.  salary 
of  $1,800  a  year  and  a  comfortal)le  pen- 
sion  when   they  retire. 

The  ai)proxiinate  cost  of  the  train- 
ing school  at  Coaster's  Harboi-  island 
w-aa  $631,055,  the  station  in  San  Fran- 
cl.sco  having  cost  somewhat  le?ii.  Both 
schools  are  finely  equipped  with  spic- 
ious  and  cotnfortable  barracks,  gym- 
nasiums, natatoriums,  libraries,  arma- 
ment  and    drill   grounds.

Sensational  Inscription  Over 
a  Child's  Grave. 

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  7.— "Luc  We  Stur- 
devant  died  May  28.  1902.  aged  6  years. 
Vaccination  poi.soning  at  school  35." 
Whether  this  inscription  will  be  re- 
moved from  a  tombstone  in  Forest 
cemetery  will  depend  on  the  outcome 
of  a  lawsuit  which  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Homer  L.  Sturdevant,  of  12S  Morgan 
street,  have  instructed  Attorney 
Charles  A.  Dolson  to  bring  against 
Drs.  Beebe  and  Wright,  of  :he  local 
health  department.  The  health  dei)art- 
mtnt  wants  the  Inscription  removed, 
alleging  that  it  is  untruthful. 

The  parents  assert  that  their  child 
died  from  blood  poisoning,  caused  by 
vaccination  in  the  public  school,  and 
declare  that  they  will  not  remove  it. 
They  intend  to  sue  the  health  depart- 
ment doctors  for  $10,000*  dam  iges  for  | 
causing  the  death  of  their  child.  The 
outcome  of  the  suit  will  be  aw-aited 
with  much  interest  by  local  nhysiclans 
and  the  health  authorities,  because  if  a 
deciison  adverse  to  the  doctorn  is  given 
it  is  said  the  work  of  compulsory  vac- 
cination in  the  public  schools  will  be 
stopped  altogether.

Will  Be  First  Time  Gov 

ernment  Has  Done

Forester  of  Agricultural 

Department   to  Be 

In  Charge. 


Those  who  are  interested  in  the  ap- 
plication of  the  principles  of  fores- 
try for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and 
renewing  the  fast-dwindling  pine 
woods  of  Northern  Minnesota  are 
much  interested  in  the  provisions  of 
the  Morris  lill  opening  the  Chippewa 
Indian    reservation   along    that    line. 

There  are  provisions  in  the  bill  for 
an  extensive  experiment  in  forestry. 
A  large  part  of  the  lands  of  the  ceded 
Chippewa  reservation  will  be  made  a 
foiest  reserve  under  the  control  of  the 
secretary  of  agriculture.  A  percent- 
age of  the  pine  will  be  sold  under  seal- 
ed bids,  but  the  bill  guards  against  the 
lands  being  denuded  of  their  pine,  and 
guarantees  the  beginning  of  a  great 
iiatioiial  reservation  that  will  preserve! 
the  water  supply  of  the  great  Missis- 
sippi system. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
tlie  feeneral  government  its  forests  will 
be  cut,  treated  and  regrown  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  and  practices  of 
forest"}'. 

k'nr  lhi«»  purpose  30  square  miles,  or 
231,400  acres,  are  set  apart  and  called 
"fciesliy  lands."'  They  are  to  bn  se- 
lected by  the  forester  of  the  Jepart- 
luerit  i/f  agriculture  and  to  Lt  acpt 
under  his  care,  management  and  con- 
trol. He  is  to  have  power  at  all  times 
to  piotect  and  patrol  the  lands  and 
forests  and  to  enforce  all  rules  and 
regulations  made  by  him.  Gifford 
I'inchot  is  the  government  forester, 
and  he  is  said  to  be  one  cf  the  bes; 
equipped  foresters  In  the«  world.  He 
is  a  comparatively  younjj-  man,  and 
po-ssesi^ed  of  a  large  private  fortune 
which  he  employs  in  the  S'.Tvice  of  the 
forestry   cteoartment. 

On  the  fctestry  lands  only  95  per 
cent  of  the  merchantable  pine  trees 
are  to  be  cut.  and  the  slasiiings  are  to 
be  burned  so  as  to  protect  .he  !t>irialr.- 
In^  iree.<j  from  fires.  In  addition  tc 
thi  fciest  lands  the  government  le- 
tains  .-"ll  of  the  primeval  limo^r  and 
lands  on  Leech  lake,  aggregating  about 
17.0W  acres.  No  timber  is  to  be  cut 
from   these  lands. 

The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  mer- 
chantable pine  and  the  lands  sold  to 
homesteaders  are  to  go  Into  the  Unit- 
ed States  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
1.600  Chippewa  Indians  of  Minnesota. 
In   addition  each    Indian  man.    woman 


and  child  living  on  the  four  reserva- 
tions is  entitled  to  have  an  individual 
allotment  of  eighty  acres.  There  are 
830,162  acres  in  the  ceded  lands,  and 
they  will  be  divided  as  follows:

St.  Louis  county  would  bo  absut 
>4iW,000  richer  in  taxes  every  y.ar 
ha<l  not  the  railroads  operating 
solely  in  this  county  elected  to 
pay  the  gross  earnings  tax  to  the  state 
instead  of  jiaying  into  the  county  taxes 
on  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  nil- 
road  property. 

However,  the  ore-carr>'lng  roads  liave 
long  since  been  paying  their  tax  to  the 
slate  and  also  some  of  the  logging  roads 

The  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Riiiny  Lake  road 
has  not  determined  a.s  yet  whether  to  p.ty 
the  gross  earnings  lax  or  adopt  the  otiier 
plan  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  have 
the  county  reap  iho  benefit  of  the  property 
In   the  way  of   taxes. 

Commissioner  Kugler  some  time  ago  in- 
vestigated the  question  of  the  raiirn,\.l 
taxes  and  learned  that  when  the  ruad.H 
had  once  elected  to  pay  the  gross  earn- 
ings tax,  the  county  could  no  longer  ex- 
pect 10  get  the  taxes.  The  men  beh  iid 
the  new  Rainy  Lake  road  have  shown  a 
disposition  to  pay  taxes  into  the  county, 
providing  the  board  ofc  equalization  treats 
them  fairly.  The  plan  is  to  tax  them  only 
as  much  as  would  be  paid  with  a  gross 
eartilngs  tax.  In  this  way  the  road  w  )uld 
not  be  hit  any  har^r  while  the  county 
Would   be  benefited  ^nslderably. 

The  ore-carrying  roads  alone  in  this 
county  will  pay  this  year  about  $s7.0<)0  nuo 
the  state  treasur.v.  Of  this  sum  nearly 
the  entire  amount  would  go  to  St.  L  tuis 
count.v,  the  county  of  Lake  getting  a  sm  Ul 
portion. 

The  Alger-Smlth  and  the  Brooks-Scan- 
lon  roads  have  decided  to  pay  the  gross 
earnings  tax,  but  a  strong  effort  will  be 
made  to  have  the  new  Rainy  Lake  loid 
contribute  to  the  county  Instead  of  the 
state,  which  Is  already  In  the  opinion  cf 
many,  getting  more  than  Its  share.

SOUTH  DAKOTA  CROPS. 

Wheat  Harvesting  Under  Way 
Throughout  the  State. 

The  South  Dakota  crop  report  for 
the  week  averaged  <  onslderably  above 
the  normal  In  middle  and  northern  dis- 
tricts, reaching  10m  degi'ees  at  Huron 
and  Pierre  on  July  '-.i.  '■  The"  siH>\\ers 
that  occurred  were  gener^ally  light,  ex- 
cept locally  In  middle  and  northern 
counties  along  the  Missouri  river, 
where  they  were  (•i>|)inus.  'i'Tiere  was 
some  local  hail  Injury  in  several  coun- 
ties. (_)n  the  whoi»»,  It  wa  sa  warm, 
dry  week,  but  very  favorable  for  the 
harvesting  and  .se.-uring  of  small 
grains. 

'Barley  harvest  1.^  nearlng  comple- 
tion and  the  bulk  of  thfe'crop  Is  well 
secured  in  shook  or  .-^taek.  Odt  harvest 
is  far  advanced  toward  com- 
pletion, and  that  harvested  lias  been 
secured  under  very  fa\^rab}e  condi- 
tions. Wheat  harvest  is  progressing 
very  favorably  In  the  middle  and 
southern  counties,  is  beginning  in  the 
northern  counties,  and  in  the  extreme 
southeastern  eountif.s  Is  nearlng  com- 
pletion. Some  rye.  barley  and  oat 
threshing  has  been  done  In  southeast- 
em  counties.  The  general  outlook  is 
for  a  very  good  yield  of  small  grains. 

"In  the  middle  and  northern  coun- 
ties the  high  temperature  and  dry 
weather  are  maturing  late  wheat 
somewhat  too  rapi.P.y  and  some  Injury 
in  quality  is  anticipated  therefrom, 
though   not  generally. 

"Corn,  on  the  whole,  has  done  well, 
espe<-ially  in  the  southeastern  counties, 
but  over  large  areas  is  beginning  to 
need  rain.  Much  of  the  crop  in  middle 
and  southern  districts  Is  silking,  and 
some  earing.  The  crop  is  still  back- 
ward in  middle  and  northern  districts. 
"Flax  generally  continues  to  do 
well,  and  some  has  been  harvested,  but 
in  many  localities  is  needing  rain, 
though  not  to  any  extent. 

"Karly  potatoes  are  mat^urlng,  but 
in  many  localities  the  late  planted  are 
needing  rain. 

"Pastures  need  rain  over  large  areas, 
but  because  of  the  nature  of  the  wild 
grass  generally  continue  good. 

"Haying  has  progressed  favorably, 
but  to  a  large  extent  has  given  place 
to  the  harvesting  of  small  grains.  That 
cut  has  been  sei'ured  €nder  very  fav- 
orable conditions.

THE  WEST 
END  WINS 


Judge  Cant  Decides   the 

Twentieth  Avenue 

Station  Case. 


Northern  Pacific  Required 

to  Maintain  the 

Station. 


Must  Also  Operate  Wholly 

Within  State  of 

Minnesota. 


The  business  men  of  the  West  End 
have  in  the  courts  won  the  first  battle 
in  their  fighi  against  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific Railway  company  to  compel  it 
to  reopen  the  Twentieth  avenue  sta- 
tion. 

The  state  railroad  and  warehouse 
coivimission  began  mandamus  proceed- 
ings some  months  ago  to  compel  the 
railway  company  to  do  so,  and  Judge 
Cant  filed  his  decision  yesterday  after- 
noon in  favor  of  the  plaintiff. 

The  station  was  doing  business  up 
to  .May,  VM\,  and  was  controlled  by 
the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  line  at  that  time. 
Later  the  Northern  Pacific  came  into 
possession  of  the  systeiu  and  the  sta- 
tion was  lopped  off.  The  ciuestion  of 
having  it  reopened  was  agitated  for  a 
long  time  by  citizens  of  the  West  End 
and  finally  they  appealed  to  the  state 
railioad  and   warehouse  commission. 

City  Attorney  Mitchell  went  to  St. 
Paul  to  present  the  people's  side  of 
the  case.  The  board  thought  the  pro- 
test was  merited  and  ordered  the  rail- 
way company  to  reojjen  the  station, 
wnich  order  was  ignored  by  the  latter. 
Mandamus  proceedings  were  then  be- 
gun,  with   the  result  given. 

The  contract  which  Gov.  John  Llnd 
required  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad 
to  make  with  the  stale  when  it  bought 
the  St.  Paul  l^t  Duluth  railroad  plays 
a  conspicuous  part  in  the  decision. 
tJnci.er  this  the  Northern  Pacific  itself 
agrees  forever  to  "maintain  and  op- 
erate for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of 
Minnesota  and  the  Northwest,  first- 
class,  complete  and  adequate  termi- 
nal tracks,  yards  and  appurtenant  fa- 
cilitiea  in  Minnesota  on  Dake  Superior 
in  Duluth  and  in  its  vicinity."  The 
road  further  covenanted:  "That  said 
tef-mlnal  tracks,  yards  and  faclliiies 
so  to  be  maintained  shall  never  be  less 
sufficient  or  ade<iuate  than  the  termi- 
nals at  present  operated  by  the  North- 
ern Pacific  company  in  and  about  Du- 
luth." . 

Judge  Cant  says  that  the  Twentieth 
avenue  station  is  an  appurtenant  fa- 
cility to  the  terminal  tracks  and  yards 
of  the  company  for  the  receipt  and 
.shipment  of  reight,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  contract.  The  Northern  Pa- 
f  fic  claimed  that  its  Improvements  in 
freight  receiving  and  shipping  facili- 
ties in  other  places  in  the  city  should 
be  an  offset  to  the  abandoned  depot 
in   this   case.     Judge  Cant   says: 

"In  my  opinion  where  the  abandoned 
facility  approaches  the  Importance  of  the 
one  in  question,  no  such  comparison  can 
be  made,  nor  such  offset  allowed  unle.sB 
the  comparison  or  offset  be  made  with 
some  added  or  new  facility  which  sub- 
stanttelly  supplies  the  same  public  need 
as  the  partlcidar  facility  which  has  been 
al)andoned.  For  example.  If  it  were  shown 
that  the  Twentieth  avenue  depot  had  been 
abandoned,  but  that  a  new  depot  of  the 
same  character  and  equally  accessible 
had  been  established  at  Nineteenth  or 
Twenty-first  or  Twenty-second  avenue. 
It  would  be  held  that  the  facilities  were 
not  thereby  rendered  less  sufilclent  or 
adequate;  but  If  to  offset  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  depot  it  were  shown  that 
track  facilities  for  business  on  Rices 
l^oint  had  been  greatly  improved,  or  that 
great  additions  had  been  made  In  the 
yard  room,  and  In  the  number  of  tracks 
fo!  the  storage  of  grain,  no  satisfactory 
basis  of  comparison  would  thereby  be  of- 
fered." 

Another  point  raised  was  that  the  rail- 
road Is  rcfiidred  to  operate  its  trains  be- 
tw'-en  Duluth  and  St.  I'aul  wholly  within 
the  state.  This  i)oint  grew  out  of  the  fact 
tiiat  the  road  sends  Its  train  to  West 
Superior  and  thence  back  to  Duluth.  As 
they  come  back  to  Duluth  the  company 
claimed   that  they   are  so   operated. 

Judge  Cant  hold  that  this  is  not  with- 
in the  meaning  of  the  law.  and  says  that 
the  company  cotiid  with  equal  force  run 
trains  to  Spirit  Lake,  Kond  du  Lac  or 
New  Duluth,  or  to  any  other  remote 
I)olnt  to  which  the  city  of  Duluth  may  be 
extended  and  thence  o'ver  Into  Wisconsin 
and  continue  there.  On  this  subject  Judge 
Cant  finds: 

"Ajiplylng  this  test  It  must.  In  my 
opinion,  be  i»eld  that  traffic  of  the  road 
in  question  originating  at  the  termfnal 
thereof,  or  at  points  between  the  same, 
must  under  ordinary  circumstances  l)e 
cared  for  by  the  operation  and  use  of  such 
road  and  not  by  calling  Into  service  any 
other  line." 

This  point  was  the  most  Important  one 
in  tilt!  case.  The  contention  which  Judge 
Cant  has  sustained  was  based  upon  the 
fact  that  original  grant  to  the  old  line 
which  the  St.  Paul  Sa  Duluth  succeeded 
reqtdred  the  road,  in  consideration  of  the 
lands  granted  to  It  by  the  state,  to  be 
maintained  as  an  all-Minnesota  line.  It 
WHS  held  that  the  acquirement  of  the 
line  by  the  Northern  Pacific  did  not  free 
that  company  from  that  obligation.

Sentenced    to    Jail    For 

Thirty  Days  For 

Contempt. 

New  York,  Aug.  7. — The  branch  of 
the  Peter  Power  suit  started  to  at- 
tempt to  up.set  the  Northern  Pacific 
merger  in  which  the  attorneys  for  the 
load  have  been  attempting  to  get  Mr. 
Power  into  court  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  him,  reached  an  acute 
Ftape  late  yesterday  before  Judge  La- 
combe  in  the  United  States  circuit 
court.  After  some  short  proceedings 
the  court  entered  an  order  committing 
Mr.  Power  for  thirty  days.  He  also 
order  George  Alfred  Lamb,  counsel 
for  Mr.  Power,  to  appear  Aug.  20  to 
show  cause  why  he  (Mr.  I^amb)  should 
not  be  suspended  or  admonished  for 
unprofessional  conduct  in  connection 
with  the  case.  The  occasion  for  the 
orders  was  that  though  Mr.  Power 
had  been  repeatedly  ordered  into 
court  he  had  paid  no  attention  to  the 
summons  and  it  was  believed  was  act- 
ing under  the  advice  of  his  counsel  in 
disregarding   them. 

Whon  the  case  was  called  Attorney 
William  Guthrie  outlined  the  hi.<?tory 
of  the  case  imd  mentioned  the  different 
times  when  subponeas  had  been  served 
upon  >'r.

•wreptUng  with  the  problem  as  to  wheth- 
er a  frog  is  fish  or  game.  So  far  no  de- 
cision has  been  reached,  and  it  Is  .■'aid 
that  the  Canadian  authorities  are  In  a 
quandary.  Owing  to  the  enormous  In- 
crease in  the  export  of  frogs'  legs  to  the 
I'nlted  States  some  fear  Is  felt  that  un- 
less restrictions  are  placed  upon  the 
killing  of  Canadian  frog.<?  there  will  soon 
be  none  left  in  the  country.  If  a  frog  Is 
a  fish  the  department  at  Ottawa  has  the 
power  to  Institute  a  close  season  for  it. 
If,  however.  It  should  be  decided  that 
the  frog  comes  under  the  category  of 
game  the  question  of  a  close  season 
must  be  settled  by  the  provincial  au- 
thorities. If  the  law  officers  of  the  dif- 
ferent governmeats  interested  fall  to 
co'me  to  an  agreement  on  the  subject  the 
matter  will  probably  be  submitted  to  a 
committee  of  experts.  E^•erybody  agrees 
that  something  must  be  done  to  prevent 
the  total  destruction  of  a  valuable  article 
of  both  food  and  commerce.  If  it  .«hould 
be  decided  that  the  frog  Is  neither  fish 
nor  game  it  may  be  necessary.  In  order 
to  secure  a  law  for  Its  protection,  to  ob- 
tain from  the  Imperial  parliament  the 
passage  of  an  amendment  to  the  act  of 
BritUsh  North  America,  but  It  is  hardly 
probable  the  dispute  will  reach  that 
point. 

Whatever  the  de- 
cision of  the  com-

by      the      oleomargaine      manufacturers, 
there  Is  no  doubt  that  the  matter  will  be 
taken  to  the  courts  and  the  constitution- 
ality of   the  law   tested.     The  makers  of 
oleo  have  asked  for  a  new  ruling  on  the 
palm  oil  question  and   It  will  be  made  by 
the    commissioner    In    a    few    days.     The 
commissioner  has  made  two  rulings  which 
the  oleomargarine  manufacturer  will  seek 
to  have  reversed.  One  is  that  oleomargar- 
ine colored  by  the  use  of  butter  Is  subject 
to  a   tax  of  only  one-fourth  of  a  cent  a 
pound,     while     oleomargarine     in     which 
artificial   coloring   matter   has   been   used 
Is  subject  to  a  tax  of  10  cents  per  pound. 
The  second  riillng  Is  that  palm  oil  is  not 
a  natural   ingredient  in  the  manufacture 
of  oleo,  and  that  when  It  Is  used  the  pro- 
duct so  colored  Is  subject  to  a  tax  of  10 
cents  a   pound.     The  oleo   manufacturers 
urge  that  palm  oil  is  a  hiirmle.ss  and  edi- 
ble color.    They  also  state  that  It  exactly 
replaces  in  their   formula   the   cotton-seed 
oil  which  has  heretofore  been  used  in  tha 
manufacture  of  oleomargarine.     It  Is  also 
urged  that  palm  oil  Is  cheaper  than  cot- 
ton-seed   oil,    which    has    formerly    been 
used  In  the  manufacture.     The  represen- 
tatives    of     the     cotton-growing     states 
Strongly    o;jpo8ed    the    enactment    of    the 
present    oleomargarine    law    t)ecause    the 
fce«vy  tax  imponed,  practically  prohibitive 
In   rhara' "  r,    thr«-aten«-d   to    work   an   in-

BENEFICIAL   CONFERENCES. 

The  conferences  held  this  week  with 
the  farmers  in  the  "Big  Bend"  country 
in  Oreiron  by  Pre.sidont  James  J.  Hill 
of  the  (Jreat  Northern,  Presiilent  Mel- 
len  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  and  Presi- 
dent Mohler  of  the  Oregon  Railway 
unci  Navigation  company  will  undobt- 
edly  be  productive  of  much  good.  They 
will  cause  a  better  understanding  of 
the  disposition  of  the  railroad  man- 
agers towards  the  people  and  give  the 
farmers  a  clearer  view  of  the  railroad 
busine.ss,  showing  them  that  the  in- 
terests of  the  railroads  and  producers 
of  the  country  art  to  a  great  extent 
identical.  President  Hill  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker  on  behalf  of  the  railroads 
at  these  conferences,  and  his  heart- 
to-heart  talk.s  with  the  farmers  must 
have  removed  from  the  minds  of  many 
of  his  hearers  much  of  the  prejudice 
and  false  notions  re.'specting  railroads 
that  existed. 

Mr.    Hill    has    at    various    times    ad- 
dresi^ed   Ihe   farmers  and  merchants  of 
Minnesota   and   the  Dakotas,   and   they 
have    listened    with    deep    Interest    and 
respect    to    his    views    and    have    been 
impressed  by  his  sincerity,  his  reason- 
ableness and   his   evident   desire    to   fix 
freight  rates  at  figures  that,  while  en- 
suring   a    fair    profit    to    the    railroads, 
would  provide  the  shippers  with  proper 
facilities  and  enable  them  to  send  their 
products  to  market  and  sell  them  at  a 
profit    in    competition    with    producers 
from    other  "sections    of    the    country. 
Mr.   Hill  has  steadily  reduced  rates  in 
proportion   to   the   increase  In   the  vol- 
ume of  traffic,  and  no  reasonable  man 
can  ask  more.  The  railroads  have  fixed 
ch.Trges  to   meet  and  dividends  to  pay 
to    their   stockholders,    and    they    must 
earn  enough   to  keep  their  property  Jn 
good    condition,     providing     extensions 
where    needed    and    maintaining    their 
facilities  at  the  point  of  efllclency.     It 
would  be  manifestly  unfair  to  demand 
that  rates  be  reduced  so  that  the  earn- 
ings  would    not   be   sufllcient    to    meet 
these  obligations.     It   would   be   unjust 
to  the  shippers  themselves  if  the  roads 
were     not   kept    In    the    best    condition 
and  their  facilities  improved  to  handle 
the    traffic.     "Very    often    the    farmers 
and  others  lose  sight  of  luese  import- 
ant facts  and,  stirred  up  by  the  violent 
taik  of  demagogic  politicians,  they  de- 
nounce the  railroads  and  call  for  legis- 
lation   that    would    prove    Injurious    to 
them.     It  IS  the  part  of  wisdom,  there- 
fore,   for    railroad    managers    to    meet 
with   the   people  face   to  face,   discuss 
the   situation   freely   and   unreservedly, 
and  clearly  explain   the   railroad   rates 
so    that    there    will    be    no    reasonable 
ground    for    misunderstanding    or    dis- 
content. 

There  is  considerable  truth  in  Mr. 
Hill's  assertion  that  further  statutory 
regulation  of  the  railroads  is  not  neces- 
sary, and  that  the  farmers  may  as  well 
attempt  to  adjust  a  broken  limb  by 
statutes  as  to  adjust  rates,  and  that 
the  best  way  to  secure  changes  in  this 
respect  is  to  meet  the  railroad  offi- 
cials and  talk  with  them.  Mr.  Hill 
has  shown  his  faith  in  the  latter  plah 
by  frequently  holding  conferences  with 
the  shippers  and  establishing  a  mutual 
understanding  of  the  situation.  If  all 
the  railroad  managrers  would  follow 
his  excellent  example  there  would  be 
less  friction  and  a  better  understand- 
ing of  each  others'  interests  that  would 
be  mutually  satisfactory. 


A  CURRENCY    PROBLEM. 


The  currency  conditions  in  the 
Philippines  are  at  pre.sent  more  un- 
satisfactory than  at  any  time  since  the 
American  occupation,  and  it  seems  ap- 
parent that  early  action  by  congress  is 
essential  In  order  to  prevent  a  com- 
mercial panic  in  the  islands.  Every 
mail  from  the  islands  brings  reports 
from  business  men,  civilian  employes 
of  the  government,  and  from  private 
citizens,  complaining  of  the  shortcom- 
ings of  the  present  fiscal  arrangement 
in  the  Phillippines.  The  following  ex- 
tract from  a  letter  written  by  the 
Manila  manager  of  one  of  the  largest 
importing  houses  in  the  world,  w^ith 
headquarters  in  New  York,  explains 
the  situation  at  Manila: 

"Previous  to   the  action  of  congress 
we    were    living    in    the   hope    that   we 
would    be    given    a    dollar     with      the 
United    States    government    behind    it, 
but  since  we  are  to  have  a  silver  cur- 
rency our  last  hope  is  gone.    You  will 
understand    conditions    better    when    I 
tell  you  that  a  Unitecl  States  dollar  is 
worth  $2.40  in  Mexican  silver;   that  is, 
for  every  gold  dollar  or  dollar  of  Unit- 
ed   States    currency,    I    can    get    12.40 
Mexican  silver;  but  If  I  have  Mexican 
money  and  want   to  buy  gold  I   must 
pay  $2.40  or  $2.50  for  it  at  the  banks. 
Aside  from  this,  the  value  of  silver  is 
constantly    fluctuating    and    the    mer- 
chants  can   not   tell   from  one   day   to 
another  what  profit  or  loss  they  will 
make  on  a   transaction.    It  is   an   ab- 
solute fact  that  one  firm  here  figures 
its   losses,   due   to  rise  and  fall  of   sil- 
ver,  at  $90,000  for   this  year's  business 
so  far.    The  case  is  simply  this:     Sup- 
pose  I   sell  a  bill   of   goods     at   tl.OiJd 
United   States  currency.    I  say  United 
States    currency,    but    when    the    time 
comes    for    payment    I    must    take    my 
pay    in    Mexican    silver,     because    the 
government   has  fixed   it   at    $2.27,    the 
legal    tender.     My    customer   comes    to 
pay  me  $2,270  in  Mexican  silver  in  set- 
tlement of  my   bill   for  $1,000   in  gold, 
but  when  I  come  to  pay  my  draft  they 
charge  me  $2.40  for  gold,  and   I  have 
made  a  loss  of  $130  on  the  transaction, 
simply    because    the    government    will 
not  come  out  and  give  us  a  dollar  that 


they  can  say  'we  guarantee.'  It  would 
not  make  any  difference  whether  that 
dollar  was  worth  50  cents  or  100  cents, 
but  It  must  be  one  or  the  other." 

This   is    the   buiden    of   all    the   com- 
plaints.    It    appears    that    the    fluctua- 
tions In  the  value  of  silver  aie  always 
to   the   disadvantage  of  every  one  but 
the    bankers.     The    loss.    In    many    In- 
stances,  fall  upon   those  who  can   illy 
afford  to  lose.     The  soldiers,  the  teach- 
ers and   the  government  employes  who 
desire  to  send  a  portion  of  their  earn- 
ings   to    their    families    In    the    United 
States   are    compelled    to   suiter    a    loss 
of  from  5  to  20  per  cent  on  account  of 
the    fluctuating    rates      of     exchange. 
The   .situation,    unfortunate   as   it    mav 
be,    is    just    what    was     predicted     by 
members    of   the    house    committee    on 
insular    affairs,     .vhen    the    Philippine 
civil  government  bill  was  pending  be- 
fore congress.     The  house  bill  provided 
tor  the  establishment  of  the  gold  stan- 
dard in4he  islands,  with  a  silver  dollar 
to  be   twice   the  weight   of  the  Ameri- 
can silver  half  dollar,   and  to  have  a 
fixed    value    of    50    cents.     The    senate 
committee  refused  to  accept  this  pro- 
vision, and  left  the  condition  of  which 
the    merchants    are    now    complaining. 
The    Philippine    commission    has    be-n 
authorized  to  change  the  value  of  the 
Mexican   dollar   from    time   to    time    to 
meet    the    fluctuation    In    the    pilce    of 
silver    bullion,    but   the    merchants    in- 
sist that  such  changes  can  afford  but 
temporary    relief.     In    order    to    havi 
their   interests    protected    the    business 
men    of    the   Philippines    are    agitating 
the    idea    of    sending    a    delegation    to 
AVashington    to    look   after    legislation 
that  will  affect  trade  and  business  con- 
ditions   in    the    islands.    Certainly    the 
islands  should  be  given  a  stable  cur- 
rency. 

VAUDEVILLE    IN  CHURCHES. 

The  recent  whistling  solo  in  a  New 
York  church  has  provoked  wide  dis- 
cussion throughout  the  country  as  to 
how  far  the  use  of  vaudeville  in  the 
sanctuary  may  be  carried.  The  editor 
of  Harper's  Weekly  seems  to  be  strong- 
ly opposed  to  the  proposition  as  a 
whole.  He  says:  "If  whistling  is  de- 
sired In  the  church,  why  not  the  xylo- 
phone solo?  If  the  xylophone  solo, 
why  not  the  hymn  set  to  ragtime,  and 
rendered  by  leaders  in  the  art  of  coon 
songs?  If  these,  why  not  the  choral 
numbers  by  chorus  girls  in  chorus  cos- 
tumes, persuading  the  soul  as  well 
through  the  eye  as  through  the  ear? 
We  ask  these  questions  in  all  rever- 
ence, with  no  desire  to  cast  ridicule 
upon  the  sacredness  of  divine  service, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  because  we  think 
the  whistling  feature  of  the  service  is 
a  distinct  departure  from  propriety 
and  decenci-  and  order  without  which 
worship  becomes  merely  sensational 
diverlisement." 

The  Indianapolis  News  says,  com- 
menting on  the  same  incident:  "The 
tendency  is  shown  even  in  little  things. 
The  very  habit  of  speaking  of  the  con- 
gregation as  ar.  "audience"  simply 
means  that  many  of  us  look  on  the 
congregation,  not  as  a  participant  in 
the  worship,  but  as  a  crowd  of  peopl? 
to  whom  the  so-called  worship  is  ad- 
dressed. The  congregation  thus  be- 
comes something  to  be  entertained  and 
amused,  and  so  it  is  fittingly  spoken 
of  as  an  audience.  The  habit  that 
many  of  our  choirs  have  of  facing  the 
congregation  and  singing  to  it  reveals 
the  same  unworshlpful  tendency.  So 
with  the  music  that  Is  selected.  Op- 
eratic airs,  settings  of  glorious  and  dl.g- 
nified  old  hymns  to  catchy  or  sloppily 
sentimental  modern  tunes,  and  gen- 
erally the  fondness  for  music  without 
one  shred  of  solemn  religious  aspira- 
tion in  it,  are  very  much  In  vogue  at 
the  present  time."  The  New  York  Tri- 
bune severely  condemns  the  perform- 
ance, concluding  with  these  words: 
"Those  throughout  the  land  who  de- 
sire to  see  our  churches  attract  wor- 
shippers by  beautiful  and  fitting 
means,  musical  and  other,  not  by  the- 
atrical novelties  in  dubious  taste,  will 
hardly  welcome  this  latest  innovation 
and   approach    to  a   canary  choir." 

There  is  another  side  to  the  question, 
however,  that  seems  to  have  been  lost 
sight  of.  There  are  many  people  who 
are  not  perhaps  naturally  religiously 
inclined.  If  they  could  be  Induced  to 
attend  a  service  by  means  of  a  whist- 
ling solo  or  a  selection  by  a  band,  the 
words  of  the  preacher  might  have  soma 
effect  upon  them.  It  is  perhaps  well 
to  secure  the  attendance  of  the  non- 
church  goer  by  any  harmless  device 
in  order  that  he  may  listen  to  the 
words  spoken  by  the  preacher.

"Minnesota  will  be  a  paradliie  for  hunt- 
ers this  fall,"  sal<l  S.  F.  Fullerton,  exe- 
cutive agent  of  the  state  game  and  fish 
commission,  at  the  St.  LjuIs  lawt  even- 
ing. "There  will  be  more  feathered  game 
than  ever  before,  acctu'ding  to  tiie  reports 
we  are  receiving,  and  they  are  usually 
the  most  reliable  of  the  sort  that  are  re- 
ceived anywhere.  More  birds  wintered 
In  the  state  last  winter  than  in  any  previ- 
ous season,  and  this  adds  a  lot  to  the 
game  supjily.  This  Is  due  to  the  mild 
winters  we  have  been  having  for  the 
pa.<t  two  years. 

"A  remarkable  thing  is  the  Increase  of 
the  «4uall  supplies.  You  have  none  of 
them  up  here  yet,  but  they  are  working 
up  this  way  alortg  the  line  of  the  old  St. 
I'aut  ii  Duluth,  and  if  thty  can  stand  the 
winters  you  will  have  them  soon.  They 
are  a  very  domestic  bird,  and  they  are 
to  be  found  almost  around  the  door- 
wavs.  They  are  very  fond  of  barnyards, 
and  they  hobnob  with  domestic  fowls. 
It  Is  the  hard  winters  and  not  hunters 
that   cleans   them  out. 

"We  have  had  more  trout  spawn  this 
year  at  the  state  hatchery  than  ever  be- 
fore. We  have  had  4,000,000  trout  at  the 
hatchery,  and  we  have  found  it  impos- 
sible to  get  them  out  fast  enough.  We 
have  i)Ut  out  a  lot  of  them  In  this  sec- 
tion, and  we  shall  put  out  some  more. 
Yesterday  we  planted  some  Loch  Levin 
trout  in  Lester  river,  and  when  they  get 
big  enough  they  will  afford  fine  sport,  as 
they  are  very  gamy.  1  have  caught  them 
weighing    live   or   six   pounds. 

•'We  are  handling  a  good  many  steel- 
heads,  and  we  believe  them  to  be  the 
coming  trout.  We  are  getting  all  we  can 
of  them,  and  we  will  make  them  a  prom- 
inent feature  of  our  work."

Business  In  Lighter  Steel 

Lines  Has  Fallen 

Off. 


New  York.  Aug.  7— So  great  Is  the  pres- 
sure uf  steel  rail  orders  in  this  country 
than  an  American  railroad,  according  to 
reliable  reports,  has  been  compelled,  says 
the  Iron  Age,  to  place  a  substantial  con- 
tract abroad  In  order  to  secure  satisfac- 
tory dtdivery.  The  report,  which  is  not 
officially  contlrmed,  however,  says  an 
order  for  close  to  3o,t.100  tons  of  steel  rails 
lor  delivery  to  tlie  Pacific  coast  has  gone 
to  a  German  railmaker.     It  is  understood 

the  Southern  Pacirtc  and  Inlon  Pacilio 
companies  together  needed  IW.OOO  tons, 
but  that  the  American  mills  are  unable  to 
meet  the  requirements  as  to  deliveries  on 
all  the  work.      * 

There  have  been  very  few  developments 
during  the  week  to  indicate  any  notable 
changes  in  the  iron  markets  of  the  coun- 
try. From  all  the  distributing  centers 
come  reports  of  further  purchases  of 
foundry  pig  iron  for  delivery  during  the 
rtrst  quarter  and  the  first  half  of  1W3. 
Cincinnati  notes  that  the  volume  of  trans- 
actions was  not  quite  so  great  as  that 
uf  former  weeks.  Some  Southern  makers 
are  still  selling  for  the  first  quarter  of 
iJiiS,  on  the  basis  of  |17  for  Xo.  2  at  Birm- 
ingham, but  the  majority  are  asking  llT.uO 
and  $1^. 

The  foreign  steel  markets  are  reported 
to  be  easier.  In  sympathy  with  the  lower 
tendency  developing  with  ust  and  billets 
can  now  be  laid  down  in  Pittsburg  at  or 
atKtut  $30.o<).  Some  consumers  having 
over-bought  are  re-selhng  to  a  moderate 
degree.  The  volume  of  business  doing  ta 
small,  however.  The  reports  concerning 
the  condition  of  the  heavy  trades  continue 
very  satisfactory  and  the  plate  makers 
generally  are  enjoying  a  rush  of  work. 

I>ess  satisfactory  accounts  come  fr^m 
the  lighter  lines  The  volume  of  bu.sin  "ss 
In  bars,  hoops  ami  bands  has  fallen  off. 
There  has  been  no  imjirovement  recently 
in  the  sheet  trade.

Work  Trains  Causes 

Thirteen  Deaths. 

Collins,  Iowa.  Aug.  7.— A  freight  and  a 
gravel  train  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  collided  between  here  and 
Rhodes  yesterday  and  Engineer  S.  D. 
Marchkres  of  the  fr»lght  train  and  Fred 
Brennan.  -  engineer  of  the  work  train, 
were  iivstantly  killed  as  were  eleven  la- 
borerr;,  while  fully  thirty  were  injured, 
some  seriously.  Both  of  the  dead  engin- 
eers live  at  Perry  and  both  leave  fami- 
lies. The  wreck  is  said  to  have  been 
caused  by  a  misunderstanding  of  orders 
by   the  conductor  of  the  work  train.

Fight    Has     Assumed  a 

Serious   Aspect  to 

Politicians. 


New  York,  Aug.  7.— When  John  Mor- 
lissoy  stepped  out  of  prize  ring  af- 
fairs and  took  up  politics  in  New  York 
wiseacres  gave  hina  the  laugh  and 
suijposedly  smart  politicians  looked 
upon  him  as  an  easy  victim.  Yet  be- 
fore the  former  prize  fighter  and 
gambler  got  through  he  had  beaten  the 
politicians  to  a  standstill  and  had  over- 
turned majorities  that  had  been  con- 
sidered as  certain  as  death.  Morris- 
sey  at  all  times  opposed  the  machine 
and  won  out  with  the  "boys"  or  the 
common  people  as  his  allies.  Always 
a  Democrat,  he  went  to  congres.'*  for 
several  terms  from  a  strong  Demo- 
cratic district  that  had  been  always 
looked  upon  as  sure  for  Tammany  af- 
ter a  bitter  fight  ajrainst  that  organi- 
zation, defeating  its  candidate  and  the 
great  Augustus  C.  Sehell. 

lie  also  was  elected  to  the  legisla- 
ture as  a  Democrat  from  a  pro- 
nounced i:epublican  district  as  against 
a  Tammany  and  a  Republican  candi- 
date. Then  he  moved  into  the  kid; 
gloved,  thoroughly  aristocratic  Mur- 
ray Hill  district,  supposedly  irrevoc- 
ably Republican,  and  was  elected  to 
the  legislature  as  a  Democrat.  His 
defeat  had  been  considered  as  assured, 
not  only  because  of  his  Democracy, 
but  because  of  his  record  us  a  prize 
fighter  and  gambler.  Yet  he  won  by 
a  very  big  majority.  Morrissey  re- 
peated this  same  thing  in  another  dis- 
trict made  up  almost  of  ■"swell"  Re- 
I>ubllcan  residenters. 

The  "boys"  liked  his  strenuous  way 
of  doing  things  and  they  liked  the 
rough-shod  manner  in  which  he  rode 
over  political  leaders  and  their  ma- 
chine. 

Just  now  another  is  going  through 
about  the  same  movements  that  mark- 
ed the  early  plays  of  John  Morrissey 
when  he  first  took  a  hand  in  the  game 
of  politics. 

This  other  man  is  William  Stephen 
Devery,  former  policeman,  captain  of 
police,  superintendent  of  police  of 
Greater  New  York,  and,  last  uf  all, 
until  legislated  out  of  offlce.  chief  dep- 
uty  commissioner   of   police. 

Like  Morrissey.  Devery  Is  a  fighter. 
But  he  is  a  man  far  more  shrewd 
than  was  Morrissey.  Devey  Is  one 
who  reminds  those  who  knew  both  men 
of  Jim  Fisk,  who  was  murdered  years 
ago  by  Kd  Stokes  in  what  was  then 
known  as  the  Grand  Central  hotel, 
but  which  name  was  imm^-diaely 
changed  to  the  present  Broadway 
Central. 

It  is  said  th.it  Deverv  is  much  liko 
Flsk  in  his  manner,  and  In  his  bear- 
ing especially,  and  also  somewhat  in 
his  physique  and  ways.  He  is  a  qpm- 
binatlon  of  Fisk.  Boss  Tweed  and 
Shakespeare's  Falstaff— with  the  qual- 
ities, physi(iue  and  personality  of  all 
three  of  them.  He  is  considerable  of 
what  New  Yorkers  style  a  "stuff." 
because  he  is  big  and  burly,  but  he  is 
shrewd,  generous,  faithful  and  with 
great  magnetic  powers.  He  Is  a  man 
capable  of  great  phy.-'ical  energy  and 
strain,  and  one  can  nee  at  a  glance 
upon  meeting  Devery  that  he  has  been 
accustomed  to  command,  and  that  he 
understands  men.  He  Is  better  at 
heart  than  his  brusque  blustering 
would  indicate,  and  he  certainly  has 
had  considerable  experience  In  metro- 
politan politics. 

Devery  Is  better  informed  than  ho 
intimates.  He  has  a  quick  intelligence 
that  enables  him  to  comprehend  clear- 
ly and  mentally  digest  and  is  ready  and 
willing  to  learn.  He  Is  making  a  fight 
such  as  has  seldom  been  seen  In 
this  center  of  great  political  battles 
to  succeed  to  the  Democratic  leader- 
shin  In  the  Ninth  Assembly  district, 
which  takes  In  about  one-half  the  Ten- 
derloin, and  for  the  remainder  Is  made 
up  of  the  most  densely  populated  of 
all    New    York's    tenement   districts. 

In  that  dl.strict  he  was  born  and 
bred,  tended  bar  and  from  there  went 
on  the  policy  force.  He  is  opposing  re- 
electhMi  of  the  present  Tammany  lead- 
er, Frank  J.  Goodwin,  and  Is  being 
fought  and  Is  bitterly  fighting  John 
C.  Sheehan,  the  multi-millionaire  con- 
tractor and  head  and  front  of  the 
Greater  New  York  City  Democracy, 
which  organlaation,  by  combining  with 
the  Republicans  and  Reformers  at  the 
last  city  election,  succeeded  in  over- 
turning Tammany. 

When  Deverv  annoimced'  himself  as 
a  candidate  for  the  leadership  the 
newspapers  and  the  general  public 
took  it  as  more  or  less  of  a  joke.  That 
was  some  three  or  four  weeks  ago. 
People  are  not  laughing  any  more. 
Devery  Is  a  prestidigitator.  He  per- 
forms simple  tricks  with  the  political 
cards  that  seem  almost  like  miracles. 
There  is  no  more  interesting  or  typical 
character  in  American  politics  today 
than  Is  this  same  "Bill"  Devery,  as 
hi."  neighbor.-,  know  him  best. 

Tammany  leader.*  and  the  big  men  of 
the  other  Democracy  have  awakened 
to  the  fa<t  that  Devery's  candidacy  is 
not  to  be  laughed  at,  but  that  he  is  a 
power  that  must  be  recognized.  He 
has  his  forces  organized  as  Democrats 
never  wore  organized  heretofore  in  the 
big  Ninth  district. 

He  certainly  iMjssesses  a  power  akin 
to  the  magnetic  of  attracting  and  in- 
spiring confidence  and  must  be  en- 
dowed with  good  qualities  of  head  and 
heart  to  win  the  women  and  children, 
for  all  of  them  In  his  district  are  with 
the  "Big  Chief."  It  is  true  he  offers 
them  excursions,  pennies  and  attention 
or  notice,  but  if  they  were  not  interest- 
ed by  him  they  would  not  so  heartily 
cheer  him  when  he  appears  among 
them  as  they  do.  The  women  claim 
that  he  Is  under  the  influence  of  a 
good  wife,  and  that  such  is  the  case 
every    appearance    indicates. 

Some  of  the  strong  Tammany  lead- 
ers have  taken  a  hand  to  try  and  down 
Devery.  They  fear  him.  They  do  not 
openly  oppose  him.  it  Is  true,  but  by 
stealth,  for  they  fear  the  big  fellow's 
tongue  and  his  threats  made  in  the 
open,  that  if  they  don't  keep  their 
hands  off  he  (Devery)  will  go  into  their 
own  districts  and  organise  a  fight 
against  each  and  every  one  of  them. 
The  position  of  many  of  these  leaders 
IS  Just  now  In  jeopardy,  and  they  know 
whE.t  It  would  mean  to  run  np  against 


such  opposition  as  Devery  could  stack 
up  to  their  front.  Goodwin,  for  re- 
electi.m,  is  being  barked  by  Richard 
Croker's  old  confidential  man.  Private 
Se<retary  Smith.  Sheehan,  Goodwin 
and  Smith  not  having  sized  their  man 
right,  start.'d  In  to  interview  them- 
selves daily  regarding  Devery.  It  was 
not  long  until  they  stopped  that. 

Nothing  is  so  lonvincing  in  a  stump 
speech  as  is  ridicule  and  satire,  and 
Devery,  with  skillful  art  well  adapted 
to  the  intelligence  aniong  them  as  boy, 
man  and  policeman,  unmercifully,  in 
almost  every  speech  he  made,  ridiculed 
and  .satirized  Goodwin.  Sheehan  and 
Smith  whom  he  dubbed  Cioker's  valet. 
In  vain  they  retorted  that  Devery  was 
a  barrel  of  fat.  His  audience  saw  that 
he  is,  but  is  "doin'  soniethin'  "  that 
appeals  to  them,  and  there  was  no 
laugh  at  his  expen.-^e.  All  their  barbs 
fell  at  his  feet  and  stuck  into  the 
gumnd.  All  his  hit  the  target,  which 
was  thus  .silenced.  The  triumvirate 
now  in  charge  of  Tammany's  leader- 
.<hip— Judge  Daniel  X.  McMahon.  Louis 
F.  Hatfen,  president  of  the  Ixirough 
of  the  Bronx,  and  Dock  Commissioner 
Charles  F.  Muriihy.  three  distinguished 
Democrat!? — fiuietly  .sought  his  defeat. 

Devery  took  them  in  hand.  He  de- 
risively dubbed  the  first  named  "Two 
Sfot,"  the  ."jecond  "Joke"  and  the  third 
"Sport,"  thus  Indicating  their  little 
weagnesses  known  to  their  friends.  Now 
they  cannot  lose  those  nicknames. 
They  are  known  only  as  Devery  styled 
tlicm,  :'nd  so  unmer(  lully  did  he  "guy" 
them  that  they  have  retreated  from 
the  fray.  With  banners  and  drums 
and  steamboat  excursions  and  wagons 
giving  away  ice  to  the  needy,  and 
thumping  and  thundering  and  waving 
his  n.ame  and  praises  the  big  chief  is 
waging  battle.  He  is  going  to  be  its 
leader,  he  persists  in  declaring,  if  it 
custts  him  $75,000. 

Never  has  New  York  or  America  wit- 
nessed such  a  campaign  as  he  is  carry- 
ing on  for  the  political  leadership  of 
hia  district.

Norfolk.  Va..  Aug.  7.— The  Hygela  hotel 
at  Old  Point  Comfort,  one  of  the  largest 
in  the  United  States,  Is  to  be  moved  eight 
miles  across  Hampton  roads.

INVENTION  BY  VANDERBILT 

Enabled  an  Engine  to  Break 
the  Record. 

New  York,  Aug.  7— Cornelius  Vandor- 
bilt  has  been  greatly  encouraged  as  an 
inventor  by  the  showing  made  by  a  loco- 
motive designed  by  him,  and  which  m  a 
run  on  the  Harlem  railroad  made  a  rec- 
ord which  eclipsed  anything  shown  on 
that  road  before.  For  many  months  past 
Mr.  Vanderbllt  has  been  working  on  this 
engine.  It  Is  npt  a  new  type,  as  the  in- 
ventions of  Mr.  Vanderbllt  were  merely 
adapted  to  an  existing  type  of  loco- 
motive. 

The  experiment  with  the  new  engine 
was  made  late  at  night,  but  was  of  a 
character  to  surprise  the  old  and  conS:-r- 
vatlve  railroad  men.  The  engine.  No.  MU, 
was  attached  to  the  Mt.  Klsco  special, 
consisting  of  five  cars,  and  made  the  run 
between  Pleasant\-llle  and  Chappaqu.t  at 
the  rate  of  a  mile  In  41  second.s.  It  Is 
not  an  eas.v  run  over  which  to  attempt 
a  record-breaking  feat.  There  are  manv 
sharp  curves,  and  the  grades  are  against 
speed.  Later  the  five  miles  between 
Cnai>paqua  and  Mt.  Kisco  were  coveroa 
in  just  4  minutes  and  15  .seconds.

Train      Thrown     From 

Track  By  Wall  of 

Water. 

Florence,  Colo.,  Aug.  7.— A  Rio 
Grande  special  passenger  train  from 
the  East,  bound  to  Califorrua  and  car- 
rying 300  tourists,  was  ditched  just 
east   of  Florence,  near  Swallows. 

The  wreck  was  caused  by  the  train 
beinu  struck  by  a  wall  of  water  eight 
feet  high,  corning  down  Peck  creek, 
caused  by  the  heavy  rains  in  the 
mountains  iiouth  of  here  Tuesday  af- 
ternoon. The  brakeman  saw  the  tor- 
rent when  It  was  a  short  distance  from 
the  train.  He  rushed  through  the 
eight  coaches  and  told  the  passengers 
on  the  two  rear  cais  to  hurry  to  the 
front  of  tho  train.  Just  as  the  last 
tourist  left  the  rear  car  the  water 
struck  the  cars  and  breaking  the 
coupling  pins,  hurled  them  into  the 
pir  and  landed  them  forty  feet  from 
the  track.  The  trucks  were  knocked 
off  the  day  coach,  which,  after  strik- 
ing the  ground,  went  down  fifteen  feet 
into  the  mud.  The  sleeper  was  thrown 
against  the  farm  house  of  J.  Georga 
Roberts,  whicdi  was  occupied  by  him- 
self, wife  and  three  children.  The 
coach  formed  a  wall  and  turned  the 
watCi-  from  the  house,  thus  saving  the 
building  from  going  into  the  river  and 
also  the  lives  of  Its  occupants.  Sev- 
eral robberies  are  reported  on  the 
wrecked  train,  jewels  of  considerable 
Milue  being  missed.

Two  questions  were  submitted  to  the 
inspector.  The  first  was:  "Has  a  li- 
oen.sed  officer  charged  with  the  viola- 
tion of  section  4449  the  right  to  refuse 
to  answer  material  questions  i>ut  to  nim 
on  the  ground  that  his  answers  may  sub- 
ject   him    to    penalty    o:'    seftloii    4t4a?"' 

The  secon<l  was  "Ha;-?  the  board  the 
authority  to  suspend  or  revoke  tne  li- 
ceiiised  man's  certilicate  for  reiusing  10 
answer? ' 

The  general  supervising  inspector  says 
that  section  4449  jjrovides  a  specilic  and 
ade<iuale  remedy  lor  any  .iceiistd  officc-r 
who  shall  to  the  hindraiic?  of  commerce 
wrongluliy  and  unreason;  bly  ret  use  to 
serve  in  his  official  capacit.v  and  who 
shall  fail  to  deliver  a  statement  in  writ- 
ing, assigning  good  and  surficitnt  rea- 
sons for  refusing  to  so  ssrve.  In  such 
case  the  statute  contemplates  that  his 
license  shall  be  revoked  by  the  iiispec- 
torrf  upon  the  same  proceeding  as  pro- 
vided for  other  cases.  1 :  may  not  be 
necessary,  however,  to  su  nmon  and  ex- 
amine witnesses,  but  the  board  can  in 
any  other  wa.v  ascertain  the  reasoru?, 
and  if  they  are  not  good  and  sufficient 
in  its  judi^ment  it  would  l)e  the  duty  of 
the   Inspectors    t<j    revoke    the   license. 

In  the  examination  here  the  tugmen 
refused  to  answer  the  questions.  The 
hearing  ended  with  no  satisfactory  re- 
sults. According  to  the  jupervising  in- 
spector's letter  Ihe  local  Inspectors  may 
ascertain  in  any  way  they  see  fit  why 
the  men  left  the  boats  here  and  act  ac- 
cordingly. 

However,  as  the  trial  of  the  local  tug- 
men has  been  postponed  for  .«ome  weeks 
It  Is"  not  likely  that  any  thing  will  be 
done  at  this  time.

PULL  BARRED 


Copy  of  New   Civil   Ser- 
vice Rule  Received 
Here. 

Politicians  have  again  felt  the  strenu- 
ousnoss   of   President   Roosevelt. 

The  young  man  or  woman  in  the  civil 
service  who  uses  a  "pull"  to  secure  a 
promotion  will  hereafter  be  barred  from 
receiving  that  promotion.  Should  a  repe- 
tition of  the  offense  occur  the  employe 
will  bv  dismissed  from  the  department. 

The  news  comes  in  a  circular  letter  from 
Thomas  Ryan,  acting  secretary  of  the 
civil  service  bureau  and  came  to  the  oftl- 
cials  of  the  land  ofiice.  The  amendment 
is  attached  to  Rule  XI  and  was  made  by 
the  I  resident  July  3.  of  this  year. 

The  wording  of  the  amendment  is  most 
rigid  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following: 

"No  recommendation  for  the  promotion 
of  any  employe  In  the  classified  service 
shall  be  consid»-red  by  any  ofHcer  under 
v.nose  supervision  or  control  such  em- 
ploye is  serving;  and  such  recommenda- 
tion b.v  any  other  per.son.  with  the 
knowleogo  and  consent  of  the  employe, 
«iih11  1h-  sufficient  cause  for  debarring 
him  from  tiie  promotion  proposed,  and  a 
repetition  of  the  offense  shall  be  sufficient 
caust  ior  removing  him  from  the  serv- 
ile." 

The  new  rule  is  a  direct  slap  at  the 
congressmen  and  senators  who  are  con- 
tinualiN  asking  for  favors  for  friends  in 
the  civil  service.  The  amendment  states 
that  no  recommendation  shall  be  consid- 
ered other  than  thoae  coming  from  the 
cfticer  under  whose  supervision  the  em- 
ploye is  workln.g.  In  debarring  one  from 
a  promotion  the  outside  recommendation 
must  be  made  witn  the  knowledge  and 
con.s<rnL  of  the  person  to  be  favored. 

This  \K  not  the  first  letter  received  by 
federal  oftlclals  since  President  Roosevelt 
took  the  reins  of  office  and  It  Is  the  con- 
census of  opinion  that  the  service  was 
never  lived  up  to  its  intent  more  strictly 
than  It  is  today.

MANITOUjS^  SPEEDY. 

Overhauls  North  Land  Three 
Times  In  One  Trip. 

The  steamer  Manitou  and  the  steam- 
er North  Land  had  a  lively  set-to  on 
Lake  Michigan  Sunday,  during  which 
it  is  claimed  that  the  Manitou  over- 
hauled and  passed  the  big  white  boat 
three  times.  It  is  said  that  there  was 
great    excitement    on    the    two    l>oats. 

and  that  considerable  money  changed 
hands  on  the  result.  The  Chicago 
Record-Herald  thus  describes  the  en- 
counter: 

"When  the  steamer  Manitou  left 
Chicago  last  Saturday  night  two 
hours  and  thirty  minutes  behind  her 
schedule  time  at  7:45,  It  was  for  a 
battle  royal  that  would  last  the  en- 
tire length  of  Lake  Michigan,  and 
would  include  three  stops.  Among  her 
passengers  were  several  who  were 
pledged  to  be  at  Mjicklhac  Island  to 
connect  for  Buffalo  with  the  big  "^vhlte 
steamship  North  Land,  which  had  left 
Chicago  for  the  same  destination  at 
5:30  p.  m.,  or  two  hours  and  Ilfteen 
minutes  earlier. 

"Long  before  the  sun  came  up  the  lights 
of  the  North  I^and  were  spied  on  the  port 
bow  of  the  Manitou.  Engineer  Peck  re- 
ported that  the  Manitou  was  good  for 
more  speed  if  it  were  ii.>eded,  and  tlie 
captain  promptly  responded  that  he 
could  use  all  he  could  K"t.  Just  before 
Frankfort  was  reached  the  Manitou  over- 
hauled and  passed  tl>e  North  Land.  The 
latter  kept  steadily  on  her  course  to  Har- 
bor Springs,  while  the  Munltou  had  to  run 
in  to  Frankfort  with  pasrt»:iiger8.  By  the 
time  the  Manitou  had  lalscharged  her  pas- 
sengers and  was  out;  ag.-iln  in  the  open 
lake  the  North  I.iand  had  a  good  twenty 
minutes'  start.  Nevertheless  thirty  miles 
to  the  north,  when^  b4ith  boats  were 
abreast  South  Manitou  island,  the  North 
Land  was  again  overbsiubil  and  the  Man- 
itou ran-  in  to  Charlevoix  twelve  minutes 
before  the  North  Land  passed. 

The  in  and  out  delay  of  thirty  minutes 
at  Charlevoix  again  put  the  North  Land 
far  in  the  lead,  and  she  had  gone  Into 
HartHjr  Springs,  discharged  her  passen- 
gers and  was  coming  out  of  the  harbo?  a« 
the  Manitou  was  pulling  in.  By  the  tkrw 
the  Manitou  came- -out  the  North  Land 
had  a.'  lead  of  17  minutes,  and  was  mak>ng 
rapid-  speed  for  Mackinac  Island.  62  miles 
away.  Both  steamers  spared  nothing  In 
the  attempt  to  make  time  on  this  the  clos- 
ing run  of  the  great  race.  At  Waugo- 
shance  light  the  Manitou  came  abreast 
and  pas8»-d  the  big  white  boat  amid  a 
storm  of  cheers  from  her  passengers. 

The  Manitou  reached  the  Island  just  23 
minutes  ahead  of  the  North  Land  ;ind 
landed  her  jubilant  pa.ssengers  In  the 
midst  of  the  largest  gathering  ever  seen 
at  tne  docks.  Large  sums  of  money  had 
been   wagered  on  both  boats. 

When  the  Manitou  reached  her  dock 
here  last  night,  Capt.  Mclntyre  said:  "We 
simply  made  a  monkey  of  the  North  Land 
three  times  in  one  day,  and  it  was  easy." 
Ticket  Agent  C.  C.  Morrison  of  the  North- 
ern Steamship  company  said:  "If  there 
was  a  race  between  the  two  boats  wo 
have  not  heard  of  It  here.  Our  company 
permits  no  racing." 

POPE  LEO'S  OLD  NURSE. 
The  pope  recently  gave  an  audience  to 
Anna  Moroni,  a  woman  over  100  years 
old,  who,  as  a  young  girl,  acted  as  his 
nurse.  She  was  ctmducted  over  the 
royal  "staircase."  otherwise  reserved 
for  sovereigns,  and  sat  opposite  the 
pope  in  a  big  arm  chair,  also  an  extra- 
ordinary favor,  much  against  Vatican 
etiquette,  says  the  Washington  Post. 
The  holy  father  smiled  benignly  on 
"Signora  Anna,"  cautioning  her  to  rest 
well  before  she  spoke.  After  a  while 
the  old  woman  commenced  to  talk  of 
old  times  and  old  frieiid.s. 

"Do  you  remember  when  good  old 
Auntie  Protperi  saved  you  from  the  bad 
boys  on  the  market  place  in  Belletrl? 
They  would  have  whipped  you  sure  If 
auntie  hadn't  interfered,  for  you  were 
not  a  strong  boy."  , 

The  two  old  friends  talked  for  over 
an  hour.  Dr.  Lapponi  occasionally  in- 
terpreting, for  both  Anna  and  Leo  are 
hard  of  hearing.  As  she  hobbled  away 
the  old  woman  excused  herself  for  hav- 
ing given  the  doctor  so  much  trouble. 

"That's  all  right,  Annina,"  said  the 
holy  father;  "both  of  us  heard  so  much 
in  our  long  life,  no  wonder  our  ears  re- 
fuse  to   serve." 

Anna  left  the  Vatican  in  a  papal  car- 
riage, holding  in  her  lap  the  golden 
rosary  Leo  had  given  her  and  a  docu- 
ment granting  her  an  ample  life  yen-

Dorval,  Que.,  Aug.  7.— Better  racing 
weather  than  that  which  existed  during 
the  early  morning  on  Lake  St.  Louis  to- 
day could  not  have  been  asked  for  by  the 
yachtsmen  who  will  contest  for  posses- 
sion of  the  Seawanhaka  cup.  The  morn- 
ing broke  bright  and.  clear  but  later 
clouded  up  sufllclently  to  obscure  the 
hot  rays  of  the  sun.  The  wind  was  blow- 
ing across  the  lake  out  of  the  northwest, 
foretelling  a  three  days'  blow  and  at  the 
rate  of  about  fifteen  miles  an  hour.  The 
yachtsmen  were  greatly  pleased  at  the 
outlook  and  both  skippers  expressed 
themselves  as  contldent.  Both  yachts,  the 
Tecumseh,  the  American  challenger,  and 
the  Trident,  the  Canadian  defender,  were 
up  on  the  ways  early  In  the  day  having 
the  finishing  touches  put  on  them  prior  to 
being  measured.  The  Trident  was  slipped 
into  the  water  at  8:15  and  the  judges  went 
to  work  measuring  her.  The  course  of  to- 
day's races  will  be  to  windward  or  lee- 
ward and  return  two  miles  to  a  leg  if 
possible,  to  be  sailed  over  three  times;  if 
not.  the  buoys  will  be  placed  one  mile 
apart,  the  boats  to  sail  around  six  times. 
All  depends  on  the  direction  of  the  wlnd^ 
The  course  was  decided  on  last  night 
when  Charles  Routh,  skipper  of  the  Tri- 
dent won  the  toss.

UNDERGROUND  MARKETS 


Of   Paris   Where   Numerous 
Criminals  Congregate. 

There  is  no  particular  romance,  but  a 
great  deal  of  vitality,  about  the  markets 
on  the  other  hand,  while  full  of  vigor  and 
movement,  so  much  so  that  certain  parts 
of  them  are  not  always  very  safe  for  a 
well-dressed  visitor,  have  an  atmosphere 
tnat  Is  laden  with  mystery,  says  the 
Wide  World  Magazine.  It  Includea  the 
mystery  of  crime,  and  I  am  told  that 
whenever  the  French  ix)lice  are  on  the 
lockout  for  a  particularly  dangerous  crim- 
inal they  begin  by  looking  for  him  in 
one  of  the  eating  houses  or  thieves'  kit- 
chens attached  to  tliese  markets,  and  it 
is  the  fashion  among  rowdy  young  men 
of  the  Latin  quarter  to  wind  up  a  noctur- 
nal orgy  by  a  visit  to  the  adjacerit  tav- 
erns. Just  as  the  Intelligent  forelgiwr, 
when  he  comes  to  Ix)ndon,  engages  a  de- 
tective to  accompany  him  to  the  opium 
dens  and  other  horrible  haunts  of  the 
Ka.st  £>nd,  so  in  Paris,  if  he  has  secured 
the  services  of  a  similar  guide,  he  is  al- 
most certain  to  be  taken  to  explore  the 
rectssea  and  atdjaoent  resorts  of  the 
Halles.  • 

Probably  the  first  place  he  will  be  taken 
to  is  a  sort  of  eating  house  which  la 
very  popular  with  the  criminal  classes, 
in  the  center  of  the  room  he  will  find 
an  enormous  chaldron,  seething  with  a 
weird  kind  of  haggis.  Into  whose  origin 
ho  bad  better  not  Inquire.  The  smell  of 
it  IS  not  altogether  unsavory,  and  no 
doubt  the  ordinary  clients,  who  are  not 
fastidious  about  the  i)reparation  of  their 
meals,  find  here  plentiful  satisfaction. 
The  procedure  is  to  pay  a  half  i>enny 
which  entities  you  to  be  given  a  sort 
of  toaslin-c  f')rk.  which  you  may  dip 
Into  the  chaloron.  You  mu.st  then  re- 
g&i«f  your  (lip  as  though  It  were  into  a 
luckv  bag,  loi  you  may  draw  a  blank 
In  the  shape  cf  an  Impossible  piece  of 
gristli  or  you  may  be  rewarded  with  a 
prize  in  the  shape  of  a  succulent  morsel 
of  horseMesh. 

It  is  not,  however,  everyone  who  finds 
pleasure  even  in  the  unwonted  sensation 
of  consorting  with  cutthroats  and  feed- 
ing upon  di.-i,e.-s  whose  origin  Is  shrouded 
in  uncertainly.  Most  of  us,  I  think,  will 
content  ourselves  with  paying  a  visit  to 
tne  underground  portion  of  the  markets, 
where  many  strange  sights  and  surpris- 
ing experiences  may  be  encountered.  The 
building  of  the  Halles  seems  to  me  any- 
thmg  l>ut  attractive.  It  Is.  however, 
one  of  the  first  constructions  in  existence 
that  depended  upon  Iron  and  glass  for 
lis  material^,  and  those  who  see  nothing 
unsightly  In  the  Eiiltel  Tower  may  con- 
ceivably   view    It    without    disgust. 

The  moment  to  arrive,  if  you  desire  to 
maki'  a  study  of  the  life  .of  the  place, 
here  as  In  fairy  tales  and  ghost  stories, 
is  on  the  stroke  of  midnight.  Then  the 
nelgWiorhood  begins  to  be  Illuminated, 
and  you  may  recognize  that  the  throb  of 
alimentation  at  this  heart  of  the  city  of 
Paris  has  begun.  TTie  market  gardeners, 
as  usual,  are  first  In  the  field;  their  vans 
and  carts  and  baskets  block  up  for  a 
time  all  the  approaches  to  the  markets, 
brlmrlnsr  every  variety  of  garden  pro- 
duce, from  the  commonest  vegetables  to 
the  choicest  fruits.  Perhaps  the  most 
appetizing  sight  Is  that  of  the  arrival  of 
the  strawberries,  which,  as  they  cannot 
be  heaped  up  basket  on  basket  like  most 
other  fruits,  have  to  be  placed  on  the 
ground  side  by  side.  On  busy  days  you 
may  see  as  many  as  35.000  baskets,  each 
containing     17     nounds,     all     huddled     to- 

f ether.  Right  down  the  Rue  Turblgo  aa 
ar  as  the  Boulevard  Sebastopol.  the 
whole  outlook  Is  scarlet  with  the  ad  van. 
cing  stream  of  strawberries,  which  re- 
sembles an  army  of  red  coats  or  a  river 
of   blood. 

But  we  have  come  to  pay  a  visit  to  the 
underground  markets,  so  we  must  not 
linger  here,  or  we  shall  be  delayed  all 
day  by  the  many  interesting  sights  which 
present  themselves.  It  Is  by  no  means 
every  one  who  is  permitted  to  penetrate 
Into  this  strange  subterranean  world, 
and  it  Is  only  by  the  favor  of  one  of  the 
head  officials  that  we  are  allowed  to  ex- 
plore. We  grope  our  way  down 
a  well-worn  stair,  and  rind  our- 
selves at  last  almost  In  pitch  darkness. 
Our  first  impulse  is  to  contrast  the  silence 
of  these  vast,  gloomy  cellars  with  the 
bustle  and  turmoil  of  the  scene  wh  have 
ju.st  quitted.  It  would  seem  that  the  place 
Is  almost  deserted,  but  gradually,  as  our 
eyee  become  accustomed  to  the  darkness. 
we  discover  a  whole  population  of  gnomes, 
busily  at  work  in  countless  recesses 
which  are  separated- at  intervals  by  big 
gratlntrs.  We  perceive  huge  warehouses 
in  which  vast  mountains  of  merchaadlse 
are  stowed  away  until  the  moment  shall 
come  for  disposing  of  them:  but  the  real 
Interest  centers  In  the  various  Industries 
which  are  carried  on  down  here  In  the 
darkness.' 

The  first  which  we  encounter  Is  rather  a 
gruesome  one.     It  takes  place  In  what  is 


picturesquely  termsd  the  "Studio  of  Mas- 
aaJfere."  Here  you  may  observe  tie  some- 
what villalnous-lboking  butchers  who  are 
at  work  behind  a  long  wooden  trestle. 
This  Is  constantly  fupplled  with  the  heads 
of  sheep  that  have  been  freshly  killed  In 
the  slaUgiiter  bouses  of  I..a  ViUet  :e.  LUtle 
carts  on  rails  bring  down  some  4CXi  or  DOOO 
heads  In   the  course  of  a  day.  — 

These  are  dealt  with  in  the  "Studio"  by 
two  clajBsee  of  artists.  First  there  is  the 
fralsler,  who  rapidly  cuts  out  the  tongue 
and  tears  back  the  skin  to  remove  the 
cheeks,  which  are  sold  to  provision  mer- 
chants. The  others  are  known  an  caboch- 
eurs,  whose  occupation  consist:)  in  ex- 
tracting the  brains,  which  are  aiild  to  be 
used  In  manufacture  of  artificial  cream! 

As  each  head  is  dealt  with  It  li  cast  on 
to  a  huge  heap,  which  wiii  presently  l>e 
taken  away  on  men's  backs  in  large 
baskets.  Then  other  artists  will  plunder 
them  Btlll  further,  for  the  skin  hi  used  to 
make  glue,  the  bones  provide  a  paint 
known  aa  animal  black  and  what  finally 
remains  will  be  bolle<l  down  with  all 
sorts  of  refuse  of  the  markets,  l»oth  ani- 
mal and  vegetable,  for  the  preparation  Of 
do^  biscuits.  -^ 

Indead,  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
facU  about  the  dalles  is  the  ingenious 
economy  whereby  nothing  is  wasted, 
however  worthluss  it  may  apparjntly  be. 
Take  the  pigeons,  for  Instance  Their 
blood  is  collected  to  make  bait  for  fisher- 
men; their  entrails  are  sold  lor  cats' 
meat;  and  even  the  com  which  tiey  have 
swallowed  whole  is  taken  out  of  their 
crops,  carefully  washed  and  eventually 
used  over  again  feeding  other  pigeons! 

We  now  find  our  way  Into  tho  section 
which  is  perhaps  the  most  inter »8ting  of 
all  in  the  undergroimd  markets.  In  a 
very  rude  cellar,  with  rough  brlok  walls, 
two  men  the  seated  facing  each  other  in 
absolute  darkness,  save  for  ons  candle 
which  is  set  up  between  them.  They 
look  as  if  they  were  engaged  In  some  kind 
of  game,  and  a  bowl  of  eggs  bes  de  them 
seems  almoBt  to  suggest  a  new  vaxlety  of 
ping-pong.  They  are  In  reality  er  gaged  In 
testing  eggs  for  the  Paris  marVet.  The 
egg  are  brought  to  them  in  long  white 
boxes,  appropriately  known  as  "coffins," 
which  they  really  do  resemble  in  shape. 
These       boxes       mostly        com^  from 

Italy.  We  find  our  two  friends 
engaged  in  the  oi)eration  kiwon  as 
the  "mirage  of  eggs."  Tiere  is 
certainly  something  weird  about  the  life 
of  these  people,  who  spend  their  days 
almost  in  pitch  darluiees  seatel  beside 
long  white  coffins,  holding  up  tgg  after 
egg  by  the  thousand  to  the  lluht  of  a 
single  candle.  « 

Long  practice  has  made  them  so  per- 
fect that  they  can  recognize  almost  in 
an  instant  the  precise  age  and  condition 
of  an  egg.  What  tmppens  to  It  as  it 
grows  older  is  this:  The  air  lislde  In- 
creases more  opaque.  Apart  from  the 
question  of  age  the  egg  may  also  deteri- 
orate by  reason  of  damp,  so  that,  how- 
ever fresh  it  Is,  an  expert  may  detect  a 
kind  of  spot  which  detracts  from  the 
value.  Some  eggs  also  have  a  red  thread 
in  the  yolk  or  a  little  lump  floating  about 
in    the   albumen. 

After  occupying  themselves  with  eggs 
we  may  not  Inappropriately  conllnue  our 
exploration  Into  the  poultry  derartment. 
Here  the  chief  article  of  commerce  seems 
to  be  pigeons,  over  three  ml  lions  of 
which  put  in  an  appearance  at  tlie  Halles 
every  year,  some  carefully  plu(  ked  and 
neatly  arranged  in  little  boxes  of  a  dozen, 
others  huddled  alive  to  the  number  of 
sixty  In  cage-work  baskets.  They  have 
probably  traveled  a  long  way,  many  of 
tiiem  from  foreign  countries,  and  gener- 
ally arrive  in  an  emaciated  condition. 
They  are  at  once  handed  over  t )  a  body 
of  professional  feeders,  who  proceed  to 
stuff  them  with  food  with  an  eye  to 
the  market. 

These  people,  known  as  gravet  rs.  form 
a  small  corporation,  which  has  existed 
for  a  long  time.  You  may  see  them 
standing  round  a  huge  bucket  of  luke- 
warm water,  in  which  a  large  quantity 
of  grain  has  been  put  to  soak.  Ihe  men 
fill  their  own  mouths  with  gi-^in  and 
water,  force  open  the  l>eak8  of  the  birds, 
and  blow  the  grain  Into  their  throats 
until  you  can  see  the  crops  begin  to 
swell.  When  a  bird  can  hold  no  more 
it  is  thrown  on  to  some  straw,  and  re- 
mains for  some  time  apparently  dead. 
Then,  very  slowly.  It  begins  to  derive 
benefit  from  the  nourishment,  and  at  last 
ataggers  clumsily  to  its  feet.  Tie  rapid- 
ity with  which  a  graveur  fills  a  pigeon 
is  extraordinary.  He  is  paid  b.^  results 
at  the  rate  of  3d  per  dozen  birds  and  out 
of  this  sum  he  has  to  provide  grain. 

The  population  of  the  markets  is  quite 
distinct  in  character  and  seiitlmv^nts. 
Most  of  it  has  dwelt  hers  for  generations, 
and  aa  they  spend  their  whole  lives  in 
the  peculiar  atmosphere  they  t  cqulre  a 
point  of  view  quite  different  In  many  res- 

gects  from  that  of  the  outside  world.  A 
ook  might  be  written  about  tie  under- 
ground people  and  the  various  strange 
characters  of  the  Hall^.  Certainly  the 
most  Interesting  of  the-m  all  are  the 
'strong  men,'  known  as  lea  forts. 

They  consist  of  a  corporaticn  which 
does  all  the  fetching  and  carrying  of  the 
markets.  There  are  460  of  them,  divid- 
ed into  various  sections  according  to  the 
kind  of  goods  which  they  transport  Ad- 
mission to  their  ranks  Is  greatly  coveted 
by  the  population  of  the  mari.ets,  and 
they  are  to  be  recognized  by  a  copper 
medal  bearing  the  arms  of  ParB,  which 
they  wear  on  their  breasts  outfide  their 
blouses.  Many  of  them  also  w«  ar  enor- 
mous hilts,  which  make  them  look  like 
caricatures  of  Buffalo  Bill.  In  tl»e  photo- 
graph of  a  poultry  auction  we  se-j  a  selec- 
tion of  this  headgear.  The  object  of  It 
is  to  protect  the  head  and  shoulcers  from 
contact  with  unpleasant  merchandise, 
such  as  raw  meat  or  sitcks  of  Hour.  Be- 
fore the  would-be-recrult  can  te  admit- 
ted to  the  ranks  of  the  "strong  men"  he 
has  to  pass  through  a  trial  of  strength, 
the  chief  test  being  to  carry  a  I  Urden  of 
about  four  hunulredwelght  up  and 
down  the  stairs  of  the  undergroind  mar- 
kets. A  fort  begins  with  a  salary  of  £100 
a  year,  and  Is  promoted  If  he  behaves 
well,  from  section  to  section,  until  ho 
reaches  the  blue  riband  of  his  p:-ofe3slofi. 
which  is  to  be  found  in  the  dalri^  depart- 
ment, where  he  receives  £160  a  year.  In 
the  fruit  section  he  i«  paid  even  more, 
but  the  work  is  much  harder,  as  he  has 
to  spend  the  whole  of  the  nlglit  In  the 
streets. 

The  forts  have  a  great  deal  of  respon- 
sibility, as  the  loads  are  intiusted  to 
their  keeping,  and  many  of  the  frequent- 
ers of  the  Halles  are  not  pa-tlcularly 
noted  for  their  honesty.  The  corpora- 
tion Is,  however,  very  jealous  ol  Its  hon- 
orable traditions,  and  occasions  for  com- 
]>lalnt  are  very  rare.  Like  nil  strong 
men,  t'ne  forts  are  somewhat  Ircllned  to 
presume  upon  their  strength  tnd  give 
themselves  airs,  but  if  you  t£ke  them 
the  right  way  and  give  them  the  mild 
hcmage  they  expect  you  will  f  nd  them 
always  ready  to  afford  help  or  Informa- 
tion. I  was  amused  to  notice  that  even 
the  policemen  invariably  called  them 
"monsieur'    when    speaking    to    them. 


SAY  NUN  HAS  A  DEI40N. 

A    Curious  Charge   Exciting 
Catholic  France. 

The  whole  of  Catholic  France  is  much 
exercised  over  a  nun,  who,  for  years,  it 
Is  alleged,  has  been  i>osse9sed  cf  a  dem- 
on, says  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  Her  nsiroe 
is  Sister  St  Fluuret  and  she  a  in  the 
convent  and  orphan  asylum  o'  Grezas, 
in  the  picturesque  country  of  Aveyron. 
The  superior  thinks  the  sist«r  super- 
naturally  possessed.  She  Is  s  ibject  to 
attacks  and  when  ferocious,  although  as 
gentle  as  a  lamb  when  in  her  .lormal 
state.  With  the  exception  of  3.  certain 
languor,  she  is  physically  well,  but  she 
has  had  the  attacks  dally  fcr  twelve 
years,  lasting  four  or  Jive  hours  a  day. 
The  mother  superior  of  the  convent  Is 
anxtbus  to  have  the  case  Investigated  in 
an  episcopal  meeting.  She  says  that  It 
Is  not  merely  a  case  of  hysteria.  The 
sister,  when  in  a  fit,  almost  files  to  the 
ceiling  and  speaks  several  languages  of 
which  she  does  not  know  a  word  when 
In  her  normal  state.  She  Is  as  truthful 
as  truth  itself,  but  in  her  attacks  she 
prevaricates  constantly.  She  was  taken 
to  Lourdes  several  times  and  wiiUe  there 
she  acted  like  a  demon,  it  is  said.  She 
was  there  guilty  of  stealing  the  cover  of 
a  chalice.  Ehiorcism  has  been  iried  sev- 
eral times  by  priests,  but  without  any 
result.  When  In  her  normal  sta.e  she  re- 
fuses to  go  inside  of  a  church  because 
she  says  she  is  the  greatest  cr  ininaJ  on 
the  face  of  the  ^cth.  One  of  the  phe- 
nomena which  is  most  surprislrg  is  that 
when  she  has  an  attack  she  dliittngulsh- 
©e  coitsecr.ated  things  from  those  that 
are  wot;  for  Instance,  the  ho:it,  holy 
water,  bread  that  has  been  blessed.  Doc- 
tors have  treated  her,  bnt  witiiout  suc- 
cess. They  think  It  is  a  specie  I  case  of 
convent  hysteria  and  would  prescribe  a 
change  of  country,  for  that  dlsj'ase  is  as 
liable  to  become  an  epidemic  as  any 
other.  Three  sIsterB  were  ta<en  with 
the  malady  and  were  cured  by  a  change 
of  convents.  A  young  priest,  who  began 
to  be  possessed  near  the  saine  place, 
was  also  cured  by  going  farther  w>  aortiv.

TROOPS  TO  TURKEY  RUN 

Gen.  Oobin   Sends  Down   Platoon   of   Cavalry   For 

Purpose    of    Intimidating    Foreign 

Miners  Who  Are  Unruly. 


Shenandoah.  Pa.,  Aug  8.— Brig.  Gen. 
Gobin  today  sent  a  platoon  of  cavalry 
to  the  mining  settlement  of  Turkey 
Run  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
demonstration  in  that  vicinity,  which 
Is  populated  mostly  by  foreigners.  The 
general  had  received  information  that 
the  families  of  non-union  workmen  are 
constantly  annoyed  by  strikers  and 
their  houses  stoned. 

The  information  received  by  Gen. 
Gobin  was  contained  in  a  letter  from 
a  woman  whose  husband  is  working  in 
the  mine  at  Gilberton.  She  says  her 
life  has  been  threatened  every  day,  her 
home  has  been  battered  with  stonts 
each  night,  and  a  large  rock  almost 
struck  her  little  girl,  who  was  asleep 
In  bed,  the  missile  resting  on  the  pillow 
against  her  head.  The  woman  also  de- 
clared the  neighbors  annoy  her  by 
gathering  In  front  of  her  house,  jeering 
at  her  and  hanging  crape  on  the  door 
knob.  She  concluded  by  saying  that 
someone  fired  at  her.  and  she  asked 
Gen.  Gobin  to  send  her  protection. 

The  cavalrymen,  while  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, visited  the  home  of  the  wo- 
man, and  finding  her  in  delicate 
health,  escorted  her  and  her  children 
to  the  railroad  station,  where  she  was 
placed  on  a  train  with  an  escort  and 


sent  to  the  Pottsville  hospital.  Her 
husband  closed  up  the  house  and  moved 
his  furniture. 

Provost  Marshal  Farquhar,  who  ac- 
companied the  cavalrymen,  said  the 
foreigners  did  not  take  kindly  to  the 
visit  of  the  troops.  While  going  along 
a  rough  trail  at  the  ba.se  of  the  moun- 
tain, a  crowd  some  distance  up  on  the 
ridge,  out  of  reach  of  the  troops.  Jeered 
and  called  the  soldiers  hard  names. 
One  stone  was  thrown,  and  then  the 
horsemen  came  to  a  stop  and  the 
crowd  tied  through  the  brush. 

The  firing  of  pistols  and  rifles  dur- 
ing the  night  continues,  but  the  firing 
never  occurs  in  the  neighborhood  in 
which  the  guardsmen  are  stationed, 
and  the  military  officers  in  consequence 
are  unable  to  locate  it.  Gen.  Gobin 
says  there  is  &  grtat  number  of  mis- 
chievous people  prowling  around  the 
region  at  night,  who  probably  shoot 
off  firearms  for  no  other  reason  than 
to  scare  someone. 

The  strike  situation  In  the  Shenan- 
doah region  remains  unchanged,  and 
despite  all  reports  to  the  contrary, 
there  are  no  visible  signs  of  prepara- 
tions being  made  to  resume  work  in 
the  idle  ndners.  The  strikers  hereabout 
say  they  have  not  heard  of  any  coal 
company  asking  its  men  to  return  to 
work.

Her  main 
Itattery  will  consist  of  two  12  inch  and  four  4  inch  rifles,  ■while  her  secondary  battery  will  include  three  G  pounder 
and  si.x  1  pounder  rapid  firors  and  one  niachino  gun.  The  Arkansas  is  heavily  armored,  has  very  little  freeboard 
and  should  prove  a  formidable  war  machine  where  large  radius  of  action  Is  not  important. 

foOMFsjSTiMGED 

Cook  Who  Murdered  Girl  on  Steamer 
Peerless  Pays  Penalty  of  Crime. 


Chicago,  Aug.  8.— Lewis  G.  Toombs 
was  hanged  at  11:29  a.  m.  today  for 
the  murder  of  Carrie  Larson. 

Toombs  went  to  the  scaffold  without 
a  tremor.  He  made  a  short  statement, 
in  which  he  protested  his  innocence 
and  expressed  confidence  that  his  name 
would  be  cleared  of  the  crime  attribut- 
ed to  him.  The  body  hung  thirteen 
minutes.  Death  resulted  from  strangu- 
lation. 

The  crime  for  which  Lewis  G. 
Toombs  paid  the  death  penalty  was 
that  of  the  murder  of  Carrie  Larson, 
on  the  night  of  Dec.  30,  last  year. 
Toombs  was  cook  of  the  steamer  Peer-

less,  and  had  hired  the  young  woman 
to  assist  him  on  the  boat,  which  was 
lyin^  ice-bound  In  its  winter  Quarteru 
in  the  Burlington  slip  in  the  Chicago 
river.  The  only  q<her  occupant  of  the 
boat  was  Robert  Keissig,  a  roustabout. 
It  was  the  story  of  Keissig  that  con- 
victed Toombs  of  one  of  the  most  hor- 
rible crimes  every  discovered  in  this 
city.  Late  at^lirht  "toombs  had  come 
to  the  steam«r  and  had  tried  to  force 
his  way  into  the  young  woman's  room. 
Failing  in  this  he  ordered  her  to  cook 
him  a  meal.  As  she  started  out  to 
comply,  Toomb.s  strangled  her,  mutil- 
ated her  body  horribly,  and  then  com- 


pelled Keissig,  who  was  an  unwilling 
witness,  to  help  him  bury  the  body 
under  the  ice  in  the  river.  Several  days 
after  the  boy  Keissig  ran  away  to  the 
police,  fearing  for  his  own  life,  and 
told  the  story,  which  resulted  in  the 
recovery  of  the  body  of  the  woman  and 
Toombs*  conviction.  Two  trials  were 
held.  In  the  first,  two  brothers  on  the 
Juiy  held  out  for  absolute  acquittal. 
The  verdict  In  the  second  trial  was 
rendered  after  a  deliberation  of  only 
twenty  minutes.  One  stay  of  execu- 
tion was  granted,  and  the  supreme 
court  was  appealed  to  for  a  super- 
sedeas, which  was  refused.

Hanover,  Aug.  8. — As  far  as  chief 
honors  are  concerned  so  much  seems 
to  have  been  decided  that  it  is  eviden:

Attorney    General    Was    In  an    Altercation   In  a 

Cafe  at   Atlantic   City   But  Says 

He  Was  Not  Hit. 


New  York.  Aug.  8.— Attorney  General 
Knox  and  Mrs.  Knox  epent  last  night 
in  this  city  and  left  early  today  for 
Oyster  Bay  to  visit  President  Roose- 
velt. Mr.  Knox  today  admitted  that  he 
had  been  a  parlicipant  in  an  unplea- 
santness in  a  cafe  at  Atlantic  City 
last  Wednesday  night,  but  said  the 
published  accounts  of  the  occurrence 
have  been  exaggerated.  He  said  no 
blows  were  exchanged.  Mr.  Knox's 
version  of  the  im  ident  was  that  he  en- 
tered the  cafe  with  a  pa.rty  of  friends, 
consisting  of  four  ladies  and  three 
men.    At  a  nearby  table  sat  a  party  of 


three  men,  one  of  whom  he 
knew,  but  declined  to  give  his  name. 
These  men  beca>me  noisy,  and  as  it  was 
disagreeable,  he  asked  a  waiter  to  have 
them  put  out  of  the  room.  The  waiter 
requested  the  disturbers  to  be  quiet, 
but  instead  they  became  noisier.  Then 
Mr.  Knox  escorted  his  party  outside 
and  returned  to  the  cafe  alone.  An 
altercation  ensued,  and  one  of  the  men 
made  a  lunge  at  Mr.  Knox,  but  did 
not  hit  him,  and  in  a  few  moments  it 
was  all  over  and  he  returned  to  his 
friends.

CLAPP  IS  VERY  HOPEFUL 

That   pty   of  Duluth   Will   Be    Designated  as  the 

Location  of  the  New  Government 

Naval  Training  Station. 


St.  Paul,  Aug.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Senator  Moses  E."  Clapp  is 
very  strongly  hopeJSH  that  the  city  of 
Duluth  will  be  desi^^iated'as  the  loca- 
tion of  the  new  government  naval 
training  station  to  be  placed  upon  the 
great  lakes. 

Speaking  of  thlw  matter  last  evening, 
Senator  Clapp  said:  "Admiral  Taylor 
and  the  two  other  members  of  the 
commission  who  visUed  Duluth  yester- 
day were,  I  know,  very  favorably  im- 
pressed   with    that   city   and    with    the 


entire  Northwest.  This  was  their  first 
visit  to  this  locality  and  they  were  sur- 
prised to  see  what  we  have  here.  It 
has  been  argued  in  favor  of  some  of 
the  other  cities  on  the  lakes  that  they 
are  more  centrally  located  and  would 
be  more  convenient  with  reference  lo 
a  larger  proportion  of  population.  In 
a  measure  that  is  true,  liut  there  is  an- 
other important  consideration  which 
has  greatly  impressed  the  commission- 
ers, and  I  think  will  have  its  weight 
with  them  in  their  decision." 


CORONATION  OF  KING 


London,  Aug.  1— A  riumber  of  Impor- 
tant changes  in  the  coronation  pro- 
gram were  announced  today.  The  rec- 
ognition, in  which  the  king  is  present- 
ed to  the  people  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  as  the  "Undoubted  king  of 
the  realm"  will  be  performed  but  once, 
instead  of  four  times,  as  given  in  the 
official  program.  The  litany,  which 
was  to  have  followed  the  recognition, 
will  not  be  s^ld;  the  sermon  will  be 
omitted,  and  the  Te  Deum,  which  was 


placed  In  the  order  of  the  service  after 
the  presenting  of  the  Bible,  will  not  be 
given  at  thht  time,  but  will  be  sung 
during  the  recess,  at  the  close  of  the 
coronation  office,  when  the  king  visits 
Saint  Edward's  chapel.  Owing  to  the 
age  of  the  Very  Rev.  George  Granville 
Bi-adley,  the  dean  of  Westminster,  who 
is  81  years  old,  the  king  has  relieved 
hun  of  llhe  duty  of  placing  the  regalia 
upon  thaTaltar,  and  this  service  will 
be  performed  by  Canon  pypkworth, 
but  the  dean  will  present  thi^^^own  to 
the -arcl^ishop  for  the  act  4t  corona- 


tion, and  will  present  the  communion 
cup  to  the  king.  Canon  Duckworth 
will  lay  the  ampulla  and  spoon  on  the 
altar,  will  place  upon  his  majes'ty  the 
coloblum  sindonis  and  the  supertunica. 
or  the  close  pall  of  cloth  of  gold;  will 
deliver  the  spurs  to  the  lord  great 
chamberlain,  will  take  the  king's  sword 
from  the  altar  and  hand  it  to  his  ma-

FEARFUL 

Explosion    In    Colorado 

Mine  Caused  Death 

of  Thirteen. 

Trinidad.  Colo.,  Aug.  8.— A  disastrous 
explosion  occurred  last  night  at  No.  3 
mine  at  Bowen,  a  small  camp  about 
ten  miles  north  of  this  place.  Thirteen 
lives  are  known  to  have  been  lost.  The 
''•met  nunil)er  of  men  who  were  on  the 


night  shift  and  in  the  mine  at  the 
time  is  unknown.  The  mine  is  oper- 
ated by  the  Union  Coal  company,  of 
Denver,  and  Is  a  slope  mine,  situated 
on  the  mountain  side  and  about  400 
yards  from  the  tipple  below.  The  ex- 
plosion occurred  about  800  feet  from 
the  mouth  of  the  slope,  and  was  caused 
by  fire  damp. 

Eight  dead  bodies  were  brought  out. 
The  mine  is  filled  with  gas.  The  res- 
cuers are  afraid  of  afterdamp,  and  are 
unable  to  stay  In  the  mine  long. 
Mothers,  wives  and  children  of  the 
dead  and  Imprisoned  miners  are  almost 
crazed  with  grief,  and  the  scene  pre- 
sented at  the  mouth  of  the  mine  is  a 
most  pathetic  one. 

The  known  dead  are:  James  Hunter, 
machine  runner;   Tilden  WlD.fial4,  ool- 


ored  helper;  Mike  Cassldy,  blown  to 
pieces;  Joe  Gordon,  colored  driller; 
Joe  Bauchy,  ma<-hine  runner;  Thomas 
Sierra,  Frank  Groat,  Weller  Elliott. 

The  powder  house  in  the  mine,  usu- 
ally containing  1000  pounds  of  powder, 
blew  up,  causing  great  disaster.  The 
entire  mine  is  in  ruins,  and  it  will 
take  months  to  get  It  in  working  or- 
der again.  The  rescuiilg  party  is  push- 
ing forward  with  all  possible  speed, 
and  before  many  hours  the  exact  num- 
ber of  lives  lost  and  the  total  amount 
of  damage  can  be  determined.

Park     Board     Will    Not 

Accept     Northern 

Pacific  Park. 


Protests  Entered  Because 

City  Does  Not  Own 

the  Land. 


Claim  Made  That  It  Would 

Violate  the  Charter 

Provisions. 


The  board  of  park  commissioners 
will  not  accept  the  permission  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway  company  to 
improve  the  railway  property  on  the 
lake  front  between  Seventh  and  Thir- 
teenth avenues  east,  for  temporary 
iwrk   purposes. 

The  claim  is  made  that  Duluth  has 
more  park  property  now  than  the  com- 
mission  knows   what   to  do    with   and 

there  has  been  a  storm  of  protest  from 
all  parts  of  the  city  against  pa>ins 
out  money  to  Improve  pi'opoi-ty  in  whicli 
the  city  has  no  permanent  ownersliip. 

One  of  these  protests  was  worded 
as  follows:  "As  a  member  of  the  com- 
mission that  framed  the  new  city  char- 
ter, 1  am  not  aware  tliai  there  is  any 
provision  in  that  instrument  permit- 
ting your  honorable  board  or  the  city 
to  sjiL^nd  thousands  of  dollurs  of  money 
of  tlie  taxpayers  in  improving  prop- 
erty for  any  railroad  corporation, 

"On  the  contrary,  there  is  a  pro- 
vision which  says  that  land  once  ob- 
tained and  used  for  park  purposes 
shall  not  be  alienated  or  diverted  to 
other  uses  and  shall  remain  forever 
as  park  property." 

And  still  another  kicking  taxpayer 
says  that  the  proposed  lake  front  park 
is  a  snare  and  a  delusion  arranged  to 
promote  private  and  corporation  in- 
terests at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

The  park  commissioners  have  con- 
sidered all  these  coinphiints  ami  de- 
cided that  the  taxpayers  are  not  kick- 
ing this  time  without  some  justifica- 
tion, but  the  strongest  feature  against 
the  i)ark  scheme  in  the  minds  of  the 
commissionei's  was  the  charter  pro- 
vision which  would  have  to  be  vio- 
lated if  the  permission  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  road  would  be  accepted. 

It  is  understood  that  President  Mel- 
len  of  the  Northern  Pacific  road  re- 
marked to  a  Duluth  man  recently  that 
the  property  in  question  would  some 
day  be  worth  $1,000,000. 

The  park  commissioners  have  re- 
ceived a  lengthy  petition  from  East 
End  residents  asking  that  the  name  of 
Garfield  park  be  changed  to  Chester 
park.  The  members  are  inclined  to 
make  the  change,  provided  there  is  no 
serious  objection  made  to  it  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  board.

Great    Northern's   Policy 

Increasing  Population 

of  Allouez. 

The  Great  Northern  company's  ore 
traffic  this  season  has  been  the  cause 
of  nearly  doubling  tlie  population  of 
Allouez,  a  portion  of  the  Tenth  ward 
of  the  city  of  Superior,  so  located  on 
Allouez  bay  that  it  is  practically  a 
i  little  town  by  itself.  The  policy  of  the 
I  management  of  the  Great  Northern 
I  company  has  been  to  turn  the  place 
into  a  railroad  town,  the  headquarters 
for  its  ore  trains  and  train  crews,  and 
progress  has  been  made  In  that  direc- 
tion in  spite  of  the  objections  of  the 
employes,  who  have  been  asked  and 
a'most  compelled  to  move  out  to  Al- 
louez. 

The  latest  move  by  the  company  has 
been  the  establishment  of  a  repair 
shcp  at  Allouez  and  a  portion  of  the 
crev  of  machinists  at  the  shops  and 
round  house  In  West  Superior  have 
been  permanently  transferred  to  Al- 
louez. There  are  no  sh<ips  at  Allouez, 
but  it  is  understood  that  the  company 
will  erect  a  building  for  general  repair 
work  mother  year. 

The  Great  Northern  ore  docks  are 
being  o,)erated  night  and  day  and  with 
the  facilities  offered  by  the  dock  ex- 
tension,'now  finished  and  in  operation, 
the  ore  shipments  from  the  Allouez 
docks  will  be  about  double  those  of 
last  y^ar.

A  Quiet  Week  With  Few 

Changes   of  Im^ 

portance. 


Some  Variations  In  Fruit 

Prices"-But  One  In 

Vegetables. 


Poultry  Remains  at  Stiff 
Figure— Dealers  Are  ? 
Filing  Bonds. 
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This  has  been  a  quiet  week  In  the 
local   produce   market. 

But  few  changes  have  been  made  on 
any  of  the  Items,  and  these  were  of 
little  importance.  Fruits  remain  about 
the  same  with  the  exception  of  Califor- 
nia pears  and  plums. 

Pears  fell  off  25  cents  and  are  now 
being  sold  at  $2  a  box,  while  plums 
took  a  small  jump  of  15  cents.  They 
had  been  selling  for  $1  a  box.  Messina 
lemons  have  gone  from  $4.50  to  $4.75. 
In  the  vegetable  line  but  one  change 
is  noted,  cucumbers  dropping  off  a 
quarter  of  a  dollar  to  75  cents. 

Poultry  remains  at  a  stiff  figure  with 
the  outlook  not  very  gtwd  for  a  break. 
This  class  of  food  is  being  shipped  here 
but  little  just  now,  and  various  causes 
are  assigned  for  the  shortage.  The 
high  price  of  eggs  has  more  to  do  with 
the  small  receipts  than  any  other 
tiling.  With  eggs  selling  t<\9  19  cents 
it  pays  the  farmer  to  keep  his  hens 
instead  of  sending  them  to  market. 
Kggs  have  been  selling  for  20  cents  a 
dozen,  but  droi>ped  oJTf  to  19  the  first 
part  of  this  week.  While  the  poultry 
market  has  lemained  firm  for  some 
time  the  men  engaged  in  the  busine-^.s 
of  handling  it  look  for  better  things 
next  weeii,  as  they  have  for  some  days 
back. 

The  largest  part  of  the  poultry  that 
reaches  the  local  market  comes  from 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  and  this 
month  the  hen.s  will  begin  to  slacken 
In  the  ^9:^  laying  busine-^^s.  The  spring 
pullets,  of  course,  will  be  kept  on  the 
farm  until  next  year,  while  the  older 
membe.-s  of  the  tlock  will  soon  find 
their  way  to  the  wholesale  poultry 
dealers. 

There  Is  little  of  Interest  in  the 
meats.  Lamb  has  fallen  off  a  cent,  but 
no  other  changes  are  recorded. 

l)uluth  commispinn  men  are  ju.st  now 
filing  bonds  with  the  state  authorities, 
ccmforming  with  a  law  pas.sed  a  few 
ye.ars  ago,  designed  for  the  protection 
of  shippers.  The  placing  of  these  bonds 
takes  the  form  of  a  license,  allowing 
the  holders  to  engage  in  the  commis- 
sion business.  In  the  old  days,  con- 
signors not  knowing  the  iHr.>«ons  they 
were  doing  hu.'sine.ss  with,  would  often 
get  cheated  out  of  what  was  coming 
to  them  for  their  produce,  with  the  re- 
sult that  a  law  was  passed  In  which 
the  commission  men  must  file  bonds 
with  the  officials  at  St.  Paul.  In  addi- 
tion, the  authorities  can  make  an  in- 
vestigation to  see  if  the  firms  are  cona 
ducting  their  business  legitimately. 


INJUNCTION  REFUSED. 

Duluth     Brewing     Company 
Loses  In  Federal  Court. 

The  Duluth  Brewing  and  Malting 
company  has  been  defeated  In  its 
efforts  to  restrain  the  city  of  Superior 
from  interfering  with  the  business  of 
the  company's  agents  in  that  city.  An 
Injunctional  order  was  asked  several 
days  ago  by  tlie  company  and  the  cai»e 
v.as  argued  in  the  federal  court  at 
^ladison.  Judge  Bunn  decided  yester- 
day that  the  injunction  should  not  be 
granted. 

This  decision  Is  said  to  place  the 
Duluth  Brewing  and  Malting  company 
and  all  other  foreign  corporations  mak- 
ing and  selling  beer  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  Wisconsin  concerns,  so  far  as 
the  payment  of  a  license  is  concerned.

LOG  JAM 


Likely  oA  the  St.  Croix 

From  Closing  of 

Boom. 

Stillwater,  Aug.  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  loggers  who  have  logs 
on  the  St.  Croix  and  the  lumberman'^ 
board  of  trade  have  set  on  foot  ac- 
tively a  movement  to  resume  operations 
at  the  St.  C*roix  boom.  They  propose 
to  either  purchase  the  stock  of  Will- 
iam Sauntry  or  to  lease  the  boom  prop- 
erty. The  intention  is  to  run  the  boom 
on  a  10-hour  basis.  The  situation  is 
critical.  Some  mills  would  run  short 
of  logs  within  a  few  weeks,  and  the 
Mississippi  river  mills  are  particularly 
anxious.  The  river  above  the  boom  is 
almost  closed  with  logs  now,  and  it  is 
only  a  question  of  time  until  there  wiU 
be  a  jam.  Owners  of  small  launches 
have  difficulty  in  getting  through  at 
Page  slough  now  because  of  the  logs. 
The  boom  crew  is  scattering  many  of 
the  men  going  to  harvest  fields. 


The  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake 
railroad  is  beginning  to  get  in  its  roll- 
ing stock.  Within  a  few  days  two 
45-ton  engines,  ivhich  have  been  shipped  i 
over  the  Pennsylvania  line  from  Pitts- 
burg, will  be  here,  and  they  will  be 
sent  on  by  one  of  the  range  roads  to 
be  placed  on  the  new  railroad.  During 
this  week  fifty-two  new  Hat  cars  have 
been  received  for  the  use  of  the  road, 
and  they  will  soon  be  in  operation. 

The  road  has  been  in  operation  since 
last  October,  but  borrrowed  rolling 
stock  has  been  used  up  to  the  predtnt 
time.  Within  a  short  time  the  road 
will  be  running  with  its  own  equip- 
ment. 

Ten  more  engines  have  been  ordered, 
and  they  will  be  shipped  here  during 
the  fall  months,  the  last  of  them  being 
due  in  December.  They  come  froni 
the  H.  K.  Porter  company,  of  Pitts- 
burg. 


SUICIDE. 

Wilmot,  South  Dakota,  Farmer 
Ends  His  Life. 

St.  Paul.  Aug.  8.— A  Wilmot,  S.  D., 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  Philip 
Dietz  committed  .suicide  last  evening 
after  supper.  Dietz  was  a  German 
farmer  residing  about  twelve  miles 
southeast  of  Wilmot.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  seven  children,  the  oldest  15 
years  and  the  youngest  1  year  old.

REDUCTION  IN  SOME  CASES 

Effect  of  Cutting  Out  Through 
Lumber  Rate. 

Within  a  very  short  time,  probably 
Inside  of  r>vo  weeks.  lumber  rates  from 
the  head  of  the  lakes  will  be  advance! 
to  the  old  basis  on  which  they  stood 
before  the  reduction  of  less  than  a 
month  ago.  The  local  agents  have  ad- 
vices tliat  the  increase  is  likely  to  come 
almost  any  time,  though  the  date  has 
not  yet  been  fixed. 

It  develops  that  the  cancellation  of 
through  lumber  rates  from  the  head  of 
the  lakes  to  EJastern  points  has  the 
effect  of  decreasing  rather  than  of  in- 
creasing the  tariff.  It  was  stated  that 
after  Sept.  1  no  through  rates  would 
be  made,  and  that  the  rate  would 
have  to  be  the  sum  of  the  local  rates. 
It  was  stated  when  the  announcement 
was  made  that  this  meant  an  increase 
in  rates,  but  a  local  freight  agent  said 
today  that  the  through  rate  was  higher 
than  the  sum  of  the  local  rates.  For 
Instance,  the  through  rate  to  Pittsburg 
is  t~  cents,  while  the  local  rates  are  lo 
cents  to  Chicago  and  IB  cents  from  Chi- 
cago to  Puttsburg,  making  a  reduction 
of  2  cents  from  the  through  rate.

RESCUERS  DRIVEN  OUT 

Fire  Damp  In  the  Bowen  Mine  Compels  Relief  Party 

to  Suspend  Operations— Eleven  Bodies 

Have  Been  Taken  Out. 


Trinidad.  Col..  Aug.  8.— The  rescue 
party  at  the  Bowen  mine,  where  a  dis- 
astrous explosion  occurred  last  even- 
ing, was  compelled  to  suspend  worit  at 
1  o'tloci  this  morninf?.  owing  to  lire- 
damp.  At  that  hour  the  bixlies  of 
eleven  dead  had  been  recovered.  There 
■were  at  least  thirteen  men  In  the  mine 
at  the  time  of  the  explosion,  and  all  un- 
doubtdly  were  killed. 

No  Kas  has  ever  been  discovered  in 
the  mine,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  offi- 
cials thai  the  accident  was  caustd  by 
a  premature  shot.  The  powder  house 
at  tho  mouth  of  the  mine,  containing 
about   1000  pounds  of  blasting  powder, 


was  exploded  by  the  shock  from  the 
mine,  and  great  damage  was  done  to 
the   mouth  of  the  slope. 

The  town  of  Bowen.  situated  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  below  the  mine,  was 
shaken  and  a  number  of  window  j 
broken.  Immediately  after  the  explo- 
sion almost  the  entire  population  of 
the  town  rushed  to  the  mouth  of  the 
mine,  ^d  the  scenes  there  were  heart- 
rending. 

The  mine  Is  almost  a  total  wreck  as 
far  as  can  be  determined.  The  ex- 
plosion occurred  about  1000  feet  from 
the  surface.  The  mine  was  quickly 
filled  with  gas  and  smoke,  and  those 
who  escaped  instant  death  were  un- 
doubtedly suffocated. 


WILL  PROTECT  CABLE 


Commander  o!  the  Gunboat  Machias  Is  Ordered  to 

See  That  Haytian   Cable   Is   Not 

Molested  By  Rebels. 


"VTa.shlngton.     Aug.     8.— The     United 
Syitos     and     Haytian     Telegraph     and 

Cable  company  has  appealed  to  the 
sote  and  navy  departments  here  to 
.prevent  the  cutting  of  its  cable  at 
Cape  Haytien.  According  to  informa- 
tion received  by  the  company  in  New 
York,  the  Haytien  gunboat  Crete-a- 
Perriot.  which  is  under  the  command  of 
Admiral  Killick.  who  has  allied  him- 
self with  the  revolutionary  government 
under  Gen.  Firmin,  and  who  has  been 
appointed   secretary  of  war   and   navy 


under  the  revolutionary  government, 
intends  to  sever  the  company's  cable 
between  Cape  Haytien  and  New  York. 
The  company  appealed  to  the  authori- 
ties here  to  instruct  Commander  Mc- 
Crea  of  the  gunboat  Machias  to  protect 
the  cable  from  violence.  Acting  Sec- 
retary of  State  Adee  and  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  Darling  held  a  con- 
ference over  the  matter  and  decided 
that  It  was  proper  for  this  government, 
in  the  protection  of  the  international 
interests  in^Hjlved.  to  issue  the  In- 
structions, and  accordingly  a  cablegram 
was  sent  to  Commander  McCrea  di- 
recting him  to  prevent  the  cutting  of 
the  cable.

xnenttd  the  work  of  the  deputy  game 
wardens  in  the  various  counties.  In  some 
Iccaliil.'S.  however,  he  found  evidence 
that  the  law  was  being  violated,  prin- 
cipally by  homesteaders  and  lumbermen. 
In  Gogebic  county,  not  on'y  deer  are  be- 
In^  snlaghtered  practically  the  year 
round,  but  trout  streams  are  being 
frerjuently  dynamited.  Special  game  war- 
dens will  be  sent  to  Gogebic  from  the 
state  office  and  prosecutions  will  be  in- 
stituted.

Unlucky  Hot  Springs  Lad 

Badly  Burned  By 

Electricity. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 
Hot  Springs— The  young  son  of  Judge 
L.  S.  Cutt  met  with  a  distressing  acci- 
dent. He  was  playing  upon  the  roof  of 
the  house  when  he  accidentally  fell  upon 
an  electric  light  wire  in  such  a  manner 
tnat  he  could  not  extricate  himself,  his 
right  arm  being  tlirown  over  the  wire  so 
that  It  singed  and  burned  through  the 
rtesh  and  muscles  of  the  bone  close  to  the 
shoulder.  At  first  It  was  believed  the  arm 
would  have  to  be  taken  off,  but  the  doc- 
tor now  thinks  it  can  be  saved,  though  it 
Is  feared  it  will  not  be  of  much  use  to 
him.  The  boy  is  about  12  years  of  age 
and  he  has  had  several  narrow  escapes 
from  deatti.  only  last  fall  being  accident- 
ally shot  WKa  a  rlHe  In  the  hands  of  a 
young  playmate,  the  bullet  entering  his 
lung,  where  it  still  is.  Then  a  few  weeks 
ago  he  was  riding  a  horse,  which  fell  wiin 
him   iind   seriously    injured   his   ankle. 

Sioux  Falls— Serious,  perhaps  fatal.  In- 
juries, for  the  purpose  of  committing  sui- 
cide, were  inlllcted  upon  himself  by  John 
Kelley,  a  prisoner  in  the  Sioux  Falls  pen- 
itentiary. He  had  been  acting  (lueerly 
for  several  days,  but  eluded  the  vigilance 
of  his  guards  and  procuring  a  piece  of 
old  caseknife  went  to  his  cell,  where  he 
made  a  desperate  effort  to  end  his  life 
by  cutting  his  throat.  The  prison  doctor 
is  now  working  over  him  In  the  peniten- 
tiary  hospital.

Of  New  York  Yacht  Club 
Sails  For  Province- 
town. 

Vineyard  Haven,  Mass.  Aug.  8. — The 
great  fleet  of  the  New  York  Yacht 
club  went  sailing  off  for  Provlncetown 
very  early  today.  Commodore  Ledyard 
having  ordered  the  boats  away  at  6:30 
o'clock.  Some  of  the  smaller  yaclits 
as  well  as  those  not  desiring  to  parti- 
cipate in  the  port-to-port  racing,  went 
off  before  sunrise  and  were  well  down 
toward  Cross  Rip  lightship  before  the 
balance  of  the  fleet  started.  The 
morning  was  fine  and  traces  of  the 
southwester  of  yesterday  still  lingered 
with  considerable  force  and  s,ave 
promise  of  a  good  race.  Besides  the 
cups  offered  by  the  commodore,  the 
yachts  today  were  sailing  for  prizes 
offered  by  Capt.  Cornelius  Vanderbilt 
and  Capt.  Royal  Phelps  Carroll.  The 
regatta  committee  today  remained  on 
board  Col.  Thompson's  steam  yacht 
Lady  Torfrida.  the  tug  Navigator  act- 
ing as  a  convoy  to  the  fleet  in  case  any 
of  the  yachts  should  become  disabled. 
The  run  today  was  seventy-nine  miles, 
with  the  start  off  East  Chop  and  finish 
off  Wood  End  lightship  at  Province- 
town. 

The  sloops  were  .started  f!rst.  fol- 
lowed by  the  schooners  ten  minutes 
later.  The  Yankee  led  the  70-fooiors 
over  the  line,  the  Mineola  crossed  sec- 
ond and  the  Rainbow  third.

Story  01  Trouble  On 

The  Harvard. 


Fixed  To  Sieze  Ship  After 
Battle  OS  Santi- 
ago. 


The  Maine  was  avenged.  The  battle  of 
Santiago  was  over;  the  "man  behind  the 
gun"  had  fought»the  tight  of  his  life  and 
the  victory  was  ours.  The  following  in- 
cidents, which  were  enacted  Immediately 
after  the  glorious  victory  of  July  3,  1898, 
were  dwarfed  into  insignificance  and 
completely  lost  sight  of  by  reason  of  the 
overshadowing  importance  of  the  battle 
which  preceded  It,  says  the  Kansas  City 
Star. 

As  a  result  of  that  great  contest  four 
battle  ships  and  two  torpedo  boat  des- 
troyers (all  of  which  originally  consti- 
tuted the  much  dreaded  Spanish  Cape 
Verde  fleet)  were  wrecked  and  strewn 
along  the  southern  coast  of  Cuba.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  victorious  American 
squadron  had  suffered  no  material  loss 
to  testify  to  the  seriousness  of  the  com- 
bat. 

AKiiough  the  Spanish  vessels  were 
{►^•clj:?d  several  hundred  yards  from 
tne  shore,  many  of  the  sailors  succeeded 
in  making  a  landing  through  the  break- 
ers, but  quite  a  few  lost  their  Uvea  In 
the    attempt. 


The  prisoners  seemed  to  accept  the 
.situation  with  calm  philosophy  and  were 
appare»Uiy  much  aiiecled  by  the  con- 
sideration shown  thein.  Those  who  could 
speak  Knglish  were  freely  given  to  con- 
versation and  expresstd  tnemselves  as 
satisfied  that  the  end  of  the  war  was  in 
sight. 

But  the  Americans  had  learned  to  dis- 
trust them,  and  pr<<autlon3  were  taken 
to  guard  against,  poiisibie'  treachery.  A 
"dead  line"  wa^  iiiretched  across  the 
deck  and  four  marines  mounted  guard, 
with  fixed  bayoueti  aud  loaded  rifles. 
A  small  detachment  of  the  Ninth  Mass- 
achusetts Volunteers,  who  had  remained 
on  board  to  unload  the  military  stores, 
were  utilized  at  night  to  further  strength- 
en  this  guard. 

Ttie  Spanish  olffl^'ers  were  e|rsigned 
staterooms  *in  the  i^rward  part  of  the 
vessel,  that  they  niUht  have  no  oppor- 
tunity to  conspire  with  their  men.  Ci\,p-, 
tain  Charles  S.  Cotton,  who  commanded 
the  Harvard,  had  the  situation  so  well 
in  hand  that  the  Idea  of  a  mutiny  was 
almost  absurd.  All  day  long  the  vessels 
steamed  slowly  about  their  various  sta- 
tions, gradually  separating,  until  dusk 
found  the  Harvard  alone,  with  .>ngines 
stopped,  rolling  gently  in  a  long  south- 
easterly swell.  The  day  ended  aa  beau- 
tifully as  it  had  begun,  and  the  placid 
waters  of  the  Caribbean  reflected  the 
pale  light  of  the  moon,  lending  a  phan- 
tom-like aspect  to  the  other  vessel.^  of 
the  squadron,  drawn  more  to  the  eist- 
ward,    near   Siboney. 

At  two  bells  (9  o'clock)  "taps"  W'^re 
sounded,  and  as  the  last  note  of  the  bugle 
eachoed  from  the  mountain  side  a  sol- 
emn stillness  settled  over  the  vessel.  To 
escape  the  heat  of  the  berth  deck  many 
of  the  men  remained  upon  "the  upper 
decks  where  they  stretched  themselves 
at  full  length  and  were  soon  fast  asleep 

As  the  night  advanced  the  deep  silence 
was  broken  only  by  an  occasional  groan 
or  cry  for  "agua"  from  the  wounded 
Spaniards  In  the  sick  bay  and  by  the  dull 
tread  of  the  sentries  pacing  the  decks 
like  automatons.  As  each  half  hour  of 
thfe  night  was  struck  upon  the  ship's  hell 
the  officer  of  the  deck  received  a  report 
from  the  quartermaster  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  prisoners  aft.  At  six  bells 
(11  o'clock)  the  report  waa  "All  Is  well 
aft,  sir,"  and  the  hands  on  the  clock 
in  the  wheelhouse  started  .slowly  around 
their   last   lap   toward   midnight. 
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The  wrecked  Alessels,  which  v^jre 
burning  furiously,  presented  scenes  dis- 
tressingly horrifying.  Heiple.-oly  maim- 
ed and  wounded  men,  to  whom  sucor 
came  too  late,  lay  slowly  roasting  to 
death  amid  the  flames.  The  crew  of  the 
fnlted  States  auxiliary  crulsier  aHrvard 
the  liner  New  York  in  times  of  peace, 
at  the  Imminent  risk  of  their  lives,  suc- 
ceeded in  rescuing  (or  capturing.  If  you 
please),  nearly  700  of  these  unfortunates. 
This  alone  bears  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  the  American  sailor  is  as  kind  as 
he  is  brave.  The  rescuing  party  was 
constantly  imperiled  hy  the  incessant 
e\pl(«<ion  of  both  large  and  small  am- 
muniUon.  as  well  as  by  the  heavy  surf 
which  was  running,  and  which  greatly 
retarded  the  work  of  tran.sferring  the 
prisoners    to     the    ship. 

Immediately  upon  their  arrival  on 
bV>ard  the  prisoners  were  conducted  to 
the  quarter  deck,  where  they  received 
every  care  and  attention  that  It  was 
possible  to  bestow  upon  them.  Over 
3<10  white  duck  uniforms  were  Issued  to 
them,  as  some  of  them  were  wholly 
without  clothes  and  many  others  had 
but  a  shirt  or  trousers.  All  api>eared 
to  be  half  starved  and  devoured  great 
quanlties  of  canned  corned  beef,  sea 
biscuits    and    tea. 

Twt>  surgeons  were  faynd  among  the 
Spaniard."?  and  were  Immediately  pressed 
into  service  to  assist  the  American  med- 
ical officers,  who  spared  no  pains  to 
'alleviat>>  the  sufferings  of  the  sick 
and  wounded.  The  work  of  rescue  con- 
tinued far  into  the  night,  until  no  fur- 
ther signs  of  life  were  visible  on  either 
ships  or  shore  when  the  Harvard  stood 
to  the  eastward  to  join  the  fleet  off 
ftanttago— Uriving  the"  beach  strewn 
with  dead.  The  Tnomlng  of  the  "glor- 
ious Fourth"  dawned  without  Incident. 
The  vIctortouB  fleet  had  again  assem- 
bled, felicitations  were,  exchanged  across 
the  water  and  the  welkin  rang  with 
Anglo-Saxon  cheers.  The  men  were  giv- 
en the  entire  day  to  rest  after  their  long 
and  tedious  vigil.  The  ships  were 
"dressed,  "  but  as  a  mark  of  respect 
to  th«  defeated  Spaniards,  no  further 
demonstration  was  rtiade.  Toward  noon 
the  moet  severely  wounded  of  the  Span- 
iards were  transferred  to  the  hospital 
ship  Solace  to  receive  the  same  kind 
treatment  which  would  have  been  ac- 
corded    the     Americans. 


A  few  minutes  later  the  guard  on  the 
quarterdeck  detected  a  low  buzz  of  voices 
among  the  prisoners,  and  instantly  they 
were  on  the  alert.  One  of  the  Maiisachu- 
setts  soldiers  observed  a  slight  forward 
movement  by  several  of  Ihe  Spaniards 
near  the  dead  line.  With  a  threatening 
gesture  he  ordered  th^m  back,  his  deep 
voice  penetrating,  the  still  night  air  with 
a  ring  that  startled  his  comrades.  The 
Spaniards  may  not  have  understood  him; 
at  least,  they  sl^owed  no  inclination  to 
heed   him. 

One  of  the  cal)lhs  on  the  quarter  deck 
had  been  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  strrr- 
Ing  "ready  ammunitliin."  It  also  con- 
tained a  chest  of:  cutlasses  and  a  rack 
of  Springfield  rifles.  The  Spaniards  were 
well  aware  of  this,  .ind  some  of  them 
climbed  to  the  top  of  it  while  others 
prepared    to    surround   it. 

Thi-s  angered  ttie  guard.'',  who  endeav- 
ored to  drive  thetn  back,  using  the  butt 
ends  of  their  titles  In  battering  ram 
fashion.  Instead.. of  having  the  desired 
effect  this  served  onlv  to  Infuriate  the 
Spaniards,  who  now  syrang  at  one  of  the 
soldiers  and  oveiT)owrrlng  him.  .secured 
his  rifle.  But  tbey  were  not  quick 
enough,  for  In  a  '.•Jlff\'"  the  other  guards 
were  by  his  side  and  had  succeeded  In 
recapturing    the  , Weapon. 

At  this  Juncture  the  whole  number  of 
Spaniards,  rising  with  .a  cry.  made  a  con- 
certed attack  on  the  guards,  those  In  the 
rear  pushing  those  In  front  over  the 
"dead  line."  The  soldiers  and  marines 
were  forced  to  use  their  bayonets,  but 
the  odds  were  so  great  that  they  were 
obliged   to  fall  back  several  paces. 

Recovering  themselves,  they  fired  a 
volley,  in  consequence  of  which  six  of  the 
Spaniards  fell,  never  to  rise  again,  and 
twice  that  number  were  badly  wounded. 
By  this  time  the  sound  of  the  conflict 
had  been  heard  throughout  the  ship,  and 
the  bugle  call  "to  quarters"  brought  all 
the  blue  Jackets  on  deck  to  defend  the 
armory  against  the  mutinous  prisoners. 
Many  of  the  Spaniards  had  broken 
through  the  line  of  guard  and  were 
running  about  the  ship.  For  this  reason 
the  armory  was  closed,  so  that  when  the 
blue  JacketB  arrived  there  was  a  loud 
clamor  for  weapons,  and  the  man  who 
possessed  a  marlinsplke  or  broom  han- 
dle became  the  envy  of  hto  less  fortun- 
ate shipmates,  who  were  compelled  to 
use    their    fists. 


Captain  Cotton  and  some  of  the  ship's 
officers  apit^ared  on  the  scene  In  their 
pajamas,  having  been  awakened  by  the 
shooting.  The  Captain's  first  order  was 
to  direct  sufficient  men  forward  to  guard 
the  entrance  to  the  quarters  of  the  Span- 
ish officers,  to  prevent  them  from  loin- 
ing  their  men  and  leading*  the  attack. 

"The  officers  and  m.jn  on  the  bridge  were 
in  a  state  of  consternation,  and  liad  hast- 
ily armed  themselves  with  fire  axi"«  and 
belaying  pins  with  which  to  i)rotect  the 
bridge  from  invasion.  Several  of  the 
lards  had  actually  reached  the  engine 
room.  It  seemed  they  had  Intended  to 
cai)ture  the  engine  room  and  bridge  eim- 
ultaneously  and  make  off  with  the  ship. 
The  light  had  become  general  and  in- 
tense excitment  prevailed.  Firemen,  still 
grimy  from  the  stokehold,  rushed  on  deck 
and  esgaged  the  Spaniards  with  coal 
shovels  and  crow   bars. 

As  before  stated,  the  prisoners  were 
provided  with  white  uniforms,  and  on  this 
particular  night  the  shlp'5s  crew  wore 
similar  uniforms,  making  discrimination 
almost  impossible.  It  is  a  great  wonder, 
therefore,  that  none  of  the  Americans 
were  not  killed  bv  their  own  men  in  mis- 
take. But  the  Spaniards  were  rapidly 
getting  the  worst  of  the  argument.  One 
big  fellow  who  was  surrounded  by  them, 
becoming  uncomfortably  pressed,  seized 
two  of  them,  and,  knocking  their  heads 
together,  sent  them  sprawling  right  and 
left.  Then,  picking  up  another,  he  lifted 
him  high  above  his  head  and  heaved  him 
bodily  into  the  crowd,  knocking  them 
down  like  tenpins. 

Many  of  the  Spaniards  leaped  over  the 
side  and  attempted  to  swim  ashore,  nec- 
essitating the  launching  of  a  liieooat  to 
prevent  their  escape  or  being  drowned. 
Upon  bringing  them  over  the  gangway 
one  of  them  had  no  sooner  reached  the 
rail  than  he  again  leaped  into  the  sea. 
Tney  were  rescued,  however,  one  of  them 
being  picked  up  half  dead  two  miles  dis- 
tant by  the  transport  City  of  Washing- 
ton, whose  officers  returned  him  to  the 
Harvard   the   following  day. 

The  Spaniards  wero  gradually  being 
rounded  up  and  much  credit  belongs  to 
Capt,  Cotton  and  Lieut.  Beale,  whose  cool 
heads  prevented  what  mignt  have  been 
t-n  unnecessary  sacritlce  of  many  lives. 
I*,  was  long  alter  midnight  when  order 
was  finally  restored.  The  wounded  were 
carried  Into  the  sick  bay,  where  one  of 
them  died  during  the  night.  The  ever 
fai:hful  surgeons,  who  were  again  call- 
ed apon  to  meet  the  emergency,  respond- 
ed nobly,  and  worked  at  the  operating 
ables  until  sunrise.  The  crew  of  the  Har- 
vard was  mustered  on  the  gun  deck  and 
ordered  to  remain  on  guard  lest  the 
Spanii-rds  make   further  trouble. 

Upon  examination  it  was  found  that  the 
Americans  had  sustained  only  two  cas- 
ualties, and  that  these  were  caused  by 
their  shipmates  mistaking  them  for 
Spaniard.^.  One  man  received  a  danger- 
ous bayonet  wound  in  tlie  region  of  the 
kidneys,  while  another  was  shot  through 
the  left  hand.  Rifles  and  sidearms  were 
now  dealt  to  the  men  and  they  were  per- 
mitted to  lie  down  on  deck  with  them 
and   sleep. 

But  the  Spaniards  evidently  had  had 
enough,  and  In  a  little  while  the  men 
were  disml.ssel  and  allowed  to  return  be- 
low. The  guard  on  the  quarterdeck  was 
then  doubled  and  extra  precautions  were 
taken  throughout  the  shin.  The  seven 
Spaniards  who  were  killed  In  the  fight, 
including  the  one  who  died  in  the  sick 
bay,  were  arranKed  in  a  row  and  covered 
with  tarpaulin  to  await  their  burial  next 
day. 

lOarly  next  morning  a  thorough  inspec- 
tion was  made.  It  was  found  that  the 
Spaniards  had  unlashed  and  prepared 
for  serving  several  of  the  rapid  fire 
guns.  There  is  no  doubt  that  thev  had 
expected  to  secure  some  of  the  ready  am- 
mupnition,  in  which  event  they  would  1 
have  turned  the  guns  upon  the  Ameri- 
cans. At  several  place.s  parts  of  the  rail 
had  been  unshliiped,  with  which  ihey  had 
improvised  weai)ons.  Blood  stains  and 
.•splintered  planking,  where  the  bullets 
had  struck,  also  added  to  the  disflgure- 
ment  of  the  deck. 

Soon  after  sunrl.se  the  Harvard  got  un- 
der way,  and,  after  a  short  run,  cast  an- 
chor in  the  b%  of  Altares,  where  the 
remainder  af  the  Mas.iachusetts  militia 
and  their  suppli.^  were  landed.  Two 
thousand  of  the.se  troops  had  accompan- 
ied the  ve.-j.Mel  from  Newport  News  Va 
but  their  debarkation  at  Slbony  was  in- 
terrupted by  the  exod'is  of  Cervera's 
flaet. 

_  At  12:45  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  July 
a  the  Harvard  steamed  out  to  sea  and 
burled  the  Spaniards  killed  in  ihe  fight 
with  all  due  mllitarv  honor.s.  More  than 
\m  men  witnessed  "the  burial,  both  Am- 
ericans and  Spaniards  drawing  up  to 
"attention  "—the  latter  under  a  heavy 
guard.  Capt.  Cotton  addressed  the  men 
after  which  prayer  was  said  and  the 
bodies,  which  were  draped  with  the 
Spanish  colors,  were  cast  into  the  sea,  to 
be  devoured  by  the  sharks.  With  muf- 
fled drum  and  bugl^  the  mournful  "taps' 
was  sounded,  whereupon  the  men  broke 
ranks  and  the  Spaniards  with  tear-dim- 
med eyes  were  again  escorted  to  the  quar- 
terdeck. On  the  same  day  the  Solace 
again  relieved  them  of  the  wounded,  and 
the  St>anish  officers  signed  their  parole, 
thereby  pledging  themselves  to  rema.n  in 
submission  as  long  am  they  continued  on 
board   the  vessel.

HIGH   RAILROAD   SPEED. 

Practical  railroad  men  are  satlsflM 
that  the  run  between  Chicago  and  Xew 
Tork  can  be  made  in  sixteen  hours, 
■ays  the  Brooklyn  Eagle.  That  means 
an  average  speed  of  nearly  slxty-tliMro 
miles  an  hour.  And  It  really  means 
that  there  must  be  racing  stretched 
against  tinv?,  wlien  the  speed  will 
rise  to  70.  80  and  90  miles  an  hour. 
Whether  that  will  be  undertaken  is  a 
question.  Railroad  operators  have  ever 
been  loath  to  increase  speed,  and  havo 
only  done  so  In  obedience  to  a  public 
demand  almost  irresistible.  It  is  a 
fact  which  puzzles  the  railroad  oper- 
ator that  every  train  of  increased  speed 
develops  its  own  traffic.  The  Empire 
State  express,  the  first  notable  high- 
speed train,  was  not  put  on  in  a  spirit 
of  energetic  enterprise.  Travelers  on 
the  Chicago  limited  (24-hour  train) 
complained  that  their  comfort  was  in- 
terfered with  by  traveling  within  New 
York  state  boundaries,  and  that  best 
parts  of  west-bound  trains  were 
usurped  by  Albany.  Utica,  Syracuse, 
Rochester  and  Buffalo  traffic.  So  a 
New  York  train  was  determined  on, 
and  to  make  it  more  attractive  Its 
speed  was  made  greater  than  the  limit- 
ed. From  the  day  of  its  inauguration 
it  has  been  highly  remunerative,  al- 
ways full,  and  here  is  the  strange  thing, 
the  travel  on  the  limited  has  not  been 
less. 

High  speed  is  almost  wholly  a  matter 
of  roadbeds,  rails  and  bridges.  The 
locomotives  have  been  ready  for  years 
for  any  speed  required  of  them.  Some 
years  ago  the  Centrad  tried  24-hour 
trains,  but  soon  withdrew  them  for  the 
reason  that  the  resisting  powers  of  the 
rails,  roadbeds  and  bridges  were  not 
suflficient.  When  these  had  been  wholly 
rebuilt  and  with  much  heavier  rails 
and  bridges  and  bridge  buttresses  re- 
constructed, high-speed  trains  were 
possible  and  put  on.  Sixteen  hours 
would  be  the  limit.  An  excess  of  that 
speed,  in  the  opinion  of  the  engineers, 
would  require  another  reconstruction. 
In  fact,  eight  hours  to  Chicago  is  not 
impossible,  but  at  12.t  miles  an  hour  the 
problem  of  centrifugal  force  would  en- 
ter in,  and  much  heavier  rails,  twice 
as  far  apart,  with  heavier  sub-struc- 
tures and  much  heavier  engines,  w.uld 
be  necessitated.  No  such  mighty  revo- 
lution In  steam  propulsion  is  likely  to 
take  place,  when  electricity  is  beckon- 
ing to  a  cheaper  and  safer  revolution. 
Sixteen  hours  is  the  limit  in  steam 
propulsion,  for  that  means  a  frequent 
rise  to  a  rate  exceeding  ninety  miles  an 
hour.  .^^__^_^— ^—

Effect. 


The  East  Superior  street  property  own- 
ers have  not  yet  ma<}c  up  the  difference 
between  the  balance  in  the  permanent 
improvement  revolving  fund  and  the  as- 
phalt paving  bid. 

It  1^  claimed  that  about  $15,000  has  been 
collected  In  advance  by  the  Barber  A«- 
I'halt  company  representatives,  but  there 
Is  still  a  detlclt  of  a  few  thousand  dollars 
and  this  may  possibly  Interfere  with  the 
awarding    of    the    contract. 

The  Barber  company,  too,  seems  to  have 
given  the  Kast  buperior  street  people  a 
rather  stiff  proposition  as  compared  with 
prices^  that  this  same  company  is  making 
elsewhere. 

While  the  local  bid  was  in  bulk  it  is 
e(iuivalent  to  about  $2.40  per  square  yard 
ot  asptialt.  In  New  York  this  week  tlie 
Barber  compjuiy  submitted  bids  as  low 
as  $1.*2  and  $1.28  per  i^quare  yard  for  the 
sanif'  kind  of  paving  that  is  proposed  for 
East    Superior   street. 

In  Washington  a  contract  of  $100,000 
was  won  by  the  Barber  company  on  a 
bid  of  $1.56  per  square  yard,  while  the 
Duluth  job  ot  $55,000  is  practically  secured 
for   $2.4*». 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  intro- 
duction of  asphalt  paving  in  Duluth  a 
report  by  A.  \V.  Dow,  a  government  ex- 
port on  asphalt  and  concrete,  on  paving 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
l.t.st  year,  will  be  Interesting.  Mr.  Dow 
tay.*: 

"During  the  first  year  forty  samples 
of  Triniiiad  I^ake  asphalt  have  been  im- 
ported l)y  the  Barber  Asphalt  company. 
The  asiihalt  received  was  uniform  in 
composition,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
this  aspiialt  i.s  acted  on  so  badly  by 
water,  and  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say 
that  nine-tenths  of  the  repairs  that  have 
been  made  to  the  Trinidad  pavements 
are  necessary  on  account  of  the  destruc- 
tion of  asphalt  by   moisture. 

"This  disintegration  has  been  proved 
without  a  doubt  to  be  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  soluble  salts  in  the  asphalt  left 
there  from  the  evaporation  of  the  con- 
centrated mineral  water  that  makes  up 
nearly    one-third    of    the    crude    asphalt. 

"The  complaint  that  asphalt  pavements 
are  rotting  from  wat<'r  is  heard  from 
many  sources  and  the  difference  between 
Trinidad  and  other  asphalts  is  well  rec- 
ognized in  this  respect.  Numerous  plans 
have  been  devised  to  take  the  water 
from  such  pav^'mont.s  and  keep  them  as 
dry  as  possible,  such  as  putting  in  brick 
gutters  and  putting  blind  drains  under 
the  concrete  base  when  the  sub-grade  Is 
likely  to  be  wt-t." 

Mr.  Dow  1-s  considered  to  be  one  of  the 
best  authorities  on  jLsph.iIt  and  cement 
in  engineering  circles  of  the  United 
States.

Delegates  Appointed  For  the 
Butte    Meeting. 

President  F.  A.  Patrick  has  appointed 
five  delegates  to  attend  the  Interna- 
tional Mining  congress  which  convenes 
at  Butte.

This  will  be  the  fifth  annual  session 
of  the  congress,  the  ob.lect  of  which  is 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  growth 
and  thorough  development  of  each 
state  and  territory  in  the  district  rep- 
resented, particularly  In  the  way  of 
mining  development,  although  atten- 
tion Is  also  paid  to  other  forms  of 
development.  The  congress  strives  to 
bring  about  harmonious  action  fcr 
national  legislation  interests  pertaining 
to  the  states  In  Its  territory. 

The  congress  will  be  followed  by  ex- 
cursions to  Helena.  Mont.,  and  Yellow- 
stone Park.

HON.  L.  a.    ROSING. 

Hon.  Leonard  A.  Uoslng.  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  governor  of  Min- 
nesota, is  in  Duluth  on  a  brief  visit, 
and  while  he  has  come  here  to  have 
an  outing  to  get  in  proper  condition 
for  the  lively  campaign  upon  which 
he  will  start  about  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember, his  many  friends  and  admirers 
have  decided  to  take  advantage  of  his 
presence  to  give  to  the  voters  gener- 
ally an  opportunity  to  meet  Mr.  Hos- 
ing In  an  Informal  way.  With  this 
idea  in  view,  a  reception  will  be  held 
Saturday  evening  on  the  parlor  floor 
of  the  St.  Louis  hotel,  where  all  who 
desire  to  meet  Mr.  Rosing  are  cordially 
invited   to  call. 

The  Minnesota  Democrats  are  thor- 
oughly united  this  year,  and  the  har- 
mony and  enthusiasm  that  prevail 
augur  well  for  the  success  of  the  state 
ticket  in  November.  Ah-eady  many 
Republicans  readily  concede  the  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  Rosing,  whose  candidacy 
has  been  well  received  all  over  the 
state  and  whose  ability  and  eminent 
fitness  for  the  governorship  are  gen- 
erally recognized.  As  the  manager  of 
Mr.  Lind's  campaigns  for  governor, 
and  as  his  private  secretary  when  he 
filled  the  gubernatorial  chair,  Mr.

Naval  enlisting 
officers  find  that 
the  majority  of 
asale  population  of 
the  country  is  em- 
ployed at  better 
wages  than  offered  by  Uncle  SAm 
view  of  the  pressing  need  of  men  for  the 
navy,  recruiting  officers  are  going  to 
cities'  near  the  wheat  fields  and  will  try 
to  enlist  some  of  the  men  after  the  har- 
dest Is  over.  Reporus  from  the  recruit- 
ing stations  during  the  spring  and  early 
summer  are  most  unsatisfactory.  When 
the  coal  strike  assumed  such  proportions 
that  a  prolonged  lockout  was  assured, 
the  department  sent  recruiting  officers 
into  the  anthracite  districts,  believing 
that  the  unemployed  miners  would  em- 
brace the  opi>ortunlty  of  entering  the  ser- 
vice. They  were  disappointed.  Most  of 
the  miners  were  almost  as  much  opposed 
to  service  In  the  navy  as  to  army  and 
ntllitla  service,  and  they  not  only  re- 
fused themselves  to  enlist,  but  discour- 
aged their  frlend-i.  A  somewhat  surpris- 
ing discovery  was  made  by  the  recruit- 
ing officers,  however.  The  accepted  idea 
of  a  miner  is  that  he  Is  big  and  brawny 
and  strong,  inese  officers  assert  that 
a  majority  of  me  miner*  who  did  apply 
for  enlistment  were  unable  to  pass  the 
required  physical  examination.  Many  of 
them  were  color  blind,  or  had  other  affec- 
tions of  the  eyes  due  to  their  long  con- 
finement underground.  Others  were  par- 
tially deaf  from  working  In  a  close  space 
where  explosives  are  used  for  blasting. 
The  war  vessels  authorized  by  the  pres- 
ent congress  will  create  a  demand  for 
about  3000  additional  recruits  and  it  la  es- 
timated that  within  a  few  years  there 
will  be  need  of  4/),000  enlisted  men  In  the 
navy.  The  demand  Just  now,  however, 
Is  for  recruits  to  bring  the  force  up  to 
25.000  authorized"  and  needed  In  the  ser- 
vice.

DULDTM'S    VISITORS. 

One  of  the  largest  bodies  of  excur- 
sionists that  has  ever  visited  Duluth 
has  arrived  over  the  Great  Northern 
road  from  ijoints  in  Northern  Iowa 
and  Southern  Minnesota.  For  the 
great  majority  of  the  excursionists 
this  is  their  first  visit  to  Duluth,  and 
it  is  highly  gratifying,  therefore,  that 
beautiful  weather  of  the  best  Duluth 
brand  has  greeted  their  arrival.  Not 
that  the  weather  in  Duluth  is  ever 
very  unpleasant.  It  is  always  good— 
but  sometimes  it  is  better  than  usual, 
and  today's  sample  will  give  the  visi- 
tors an  exhibit  of  what  we  generally 
have  here.  Coming  from  a  section  of 
the  West  which  is  frequently  visited 
at  this  season  of  the  year  by  oppre-ssive 
heat,  they  will  no  doubt  be  charmed 
by  the  cool  and  invigorating  air  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes,  and  the  enjoyment 
derived  therefrom  may  cause  them  to 
come  again  whenever  the  opportunity 
presents  itself. 

As  for  Duluth  itself,  the  visitors  will 
undoubtedly  find  much  to  interest 
them  in  its  industries  and  attractive 
features.  To  most  people  fiom  inland 
towns,  the  harbor  and  lake  form  the 
chief  attraction.  The  broad  bosom  of 
Lake  Superior  is  a  novel  sight  for 
them,  and  naturally  they  are  anxious 
to  sail  upon  its  waters.  The  boulevard 
drive  also  is  a  great  attraction,  its 
fame  having  spread  throughout  the 
whole  country,  and  the  beautiful  view 
which  they  will  obtain  therefrom  of 
the  whole  head  of  the  lakes  will  amply 
repay  them  for  their  long  trip  by  rail. 
These  excursions  are  great  educators 
for  the  people  who  participate  in  them, 
giving  them  a  knowledge  of  the  splen- 
did advantages  of  Duluth  and  the  im- 
mensity of  its  trade  and  commerce 
which  they  could  obtain  in  no  other 
wax. 

THE  CUBAN  LOAN. 

The  pi^ctlcal  question  to  be  con- 
sidered by  those  interested  in  the  pro- 
posed Cuban  loan  is  whether  the  rev- 
enues of  the  Island  are  sufficient  to  take 
care  of  a  loan  of  such  magnitude  and 
at  the  same  time  defray  the  running 
expenses  of  the  government.  There  la 
some  doubt  expressed  by  financiers  on 
this  point,  although  the  Cubans  are 
sanguine  of  their  ability. 

The  annual  revenues  of  Ouba,  under 
the  American  military  government, 
amounted  to  about  $16,000,000,  most  of 
it  made  up  of  customs  receipts.  Thvis 
far  there  seems  to  be  a  falling  oft  in 
the  receipts  under  the  independent 
government.  The  expenses  of  the  gov- 
ernment under  the  American  military 
control  were  about  equal  to  the  re- 
ceipts, due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  the 
policy  of  the  Iptervening  government 
to  make  improvements  and  develop  the 
school  system  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
It  is  understood  that  the  Cubans  are 
cutting  down  the  expenditures  for 
schools  and  for  public  works,  but,  in 
spite  of  this,  it  is  expected  that  the  ex- 
penditures under  the  independent- gov- 
ernment   will    be    greater    than    they 


were  under  Gen.  Wood.  The  reason  of 
this  is  that  the  Cubans  are  now  pay- 
ing many  salaries  for  officials  of  all 
grades,  from  president  down,  which 
were  not  paid  under  the  military  gov- 
ernment—the duties  of  the  places  being 
discharged  by  men  In  the  military  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States  who  were  paid 
by  this  govemment.  It  is  believed  that 
the  only  real  safe  way  for  Cuba  to  do 
is  to  provide  spe.ial  taxes  to  meet  the 
Interest  and  sinking  fund  charges. 

A  scheme   of  internal   revenue   taxes 
similar    to    the    war    taxes   which    yy-ere 
imposed   in  this  country  at   the  begin- 
ning of  the  war  with  Spain   might  bo 
devised   to  meet  the  emergency.     Even 
then  some  question  might  be  rai.sed  as 
to  whether  revenues  raised  in  this  way 
came  under  the  definition  of  "ordinary 
revenues"   within    the   meaning   of   the 
Piatt   amendment.     It   is   not   probable 
that  this  government  would   raise  this 
point,   however,  and  the  purchasers  of 
the  bonds  would  probably  see  that  pro- 
vision   was   made   in   the   law  devoting 
these    special    revenues    exclusively    to 
the    principal    and     interest    of    these 
bonds.     The    purpose   of    Cuba    to   use 
this  money  in  making  loans  to  agrical- 
turalists    throughout    the    island,    with 
a    view    to    reviving    business,    is    not 
looked  upon  with  much  favor  by  offi- 
cials   in    Washington.      It    is    believed 
that  it  will  establish  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent and  make  the  Cuban   planters 
clamorous  for  governmental  aid  when- 
ever they  do  not  have  successful  crops. 

However,  the  United  States  having 
failed  to  keep  its  promises  in  the  way 
of  a  reciprocity  arrangement,  cannot 
consistently  object  to  the  Cuban  gov- 
ernment aiding  the  planters. 

MLNICIPAL    PACTS. 

Valuable  information  concerning 
American  municipalities  is  furnished 
in  the  Municipal  Year  Book,  prepared 
by  the  Engineering  News.  It  Is  a  com- 
plete directory  of  authoritative  facts  of 
1527  towns  and  cities  In  the  United 
States  of  more  than  3000  inhabitants. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  these 
1524  municipal  districts,  1475  have 
watersvorks,  1471  electric  lights,  1466 
telephones,  1096  sewers  for  household 
waste  (most  of  the  others  having  storm 
sewers).  »81  gas  works,  and  928  street 
niilway  systems.  In  other  words,  only 
.some  fifty,  or  about  3  per  cent  of  these 
towns,  are  without  waterworks,  elec- 
tric lights  or  telephones.  A  few  more 
tlian  400  lack  sanitary  sewers,  and  500 
or  600  are  without  gas  or  electric  rail- 
ways. This  statement  shows  a  high 
average  dispersion  of  public  conveni- 
ences in  cities  and  marks  a  distinct 
advance  over  any  previous  period  in 
the  history  of  American  municipalities. 
Key  West,  in  Florida,  with  a  popula- 
tion of  17.114.  is  the  largest  city  in  the 
United  States  which  reports  no  water 
works.  While  water  Is  supplied  to 
quench  fires,  no  suitable  supply  Is  at 
hand  for  private  uses,  nor  can  any  be 
had  readily.  Florence,  in  Alabama, 
with  6478  people,  is  the  largest  town 
without  electric  lights,  but  it  has  gas 
works.  There  are  but  twenty-eight 
places  in  the  list  which  lack  both  elec- 
tricity and  gas.  Curiously,  there  are 
eight  cities  of  more  than  20.000  people 
which  are  still  without  sanitary  sewer- 
age systems,  including  Baltimore  and 
New  Orleans,  though  the  latter  has  a 
system  now  under  way  and  the  former 
will  soon  commence  one.  However,  we 
are  reminded  that  the  figures  are  in 
some  respects  deceptive,  since  truly 
"one  of  the  most  serious  criticisms  ad- 
verse to  American  municipalities  is 
that  while  they  may  excel  in  the  num- 
ber and  variety  of  Improvements,  the 
quality  of  their  services  is  frequently 
at  fault. 

The  movement  in  the  direction  of 
municipal  ownership  of  "public  utili- 
ties" makes  head  very  slowly.  It  is 
true  that  nearly  every  city  owns  its 
sew'erage  system,  over  half  their 
waterworks,  and  one-eighth  or  more 
their  electric  lighting  plants.  But  mu- 
niiipalities  have  managed  these  ser- 
vices almost  from  the  beginning.  But 
one  city  in  the  United  States,  Grand 
Junction,  in  Colorado,  owns  and  oper- 
ates a  street  railroad,  and  there  is  not 
a  single  municipal  telephone  exchange. 
Manifestly  in  {hese  respects  we  are  a 
long  way  behind  England,  and  still 
farther  behind  the  cities  of  Continental 
Europe.  But  this  is  a  matter  that  is 
bound  to  make  progress  and  the  par- 
tisans of  public  ownership  should  in- 
crease their  elTorts  in  that  direction.

POINTED  REMARKS. 

Somervllle  Journal:  Some  men  never 
tell  the  truth  excepting  when  they  are 
angry— and  such  men  don't  allow  them- 
selves   to   get  angry   very   often. 


Medical  Professor  Bertrand,  of  Paris, 
says  that  probably  hundreds  of  persons 
are  executed  and  sent  to  jail  yearly  for 
arsenic  poisoning,  while  the  person  al- 
leged to  have  been  poisoned  produced  his 
or  her  own  arsenic  and  died  of  too  much, 
just  aa  a  snake  is  liable  to  die  of  its  own 
poi.son  when,  by  any  chance,  it  bites  It- 
self. Professor  Bertrand  Is  now  certain 
to  be  quoted  by  criminal  lawyers  in  all 
cases  of  arsenical  poisoning,  and  he  may 
be  of  considerable  use  to  the  antl-capltal 
punishment  people. 

As  an  Illustration  of  the  far  reaching 
Influence  of  an  exhibit  at  an  exposition 
la  cited  the  case  of  Los  Angelea,  Cal. 
That  city  had  an  exhibit  at  the  Pan- 
American  exposition  and  visitors  were 
Invited  to  register  their  names  In  a  large 
book.  The  book  was  returned  to  the 
chamber  of  commerce  at  Los  Angelea, 
and  since  that  date,  it  is  said.  28.000  per- 
sons who  registered  at  Buffalo  have  re- 
registered  at   the   chamber  of   commerce. 

A  vision  that  has  long  been  In  the  negro 
mind,  of  a  cotton  mill,  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  negroes,  is  at  last  a  reality  In 
South  Carolina.  It  Is  located,  aa  Its 
founder.  Mr.  Coleman,  planned.  In  hla 
home  town  of  Concord,  cost  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $70,000.  and  has  a  weaving  ca- 
pacity of  40,000  yards  of  cloth  a  week. 
There  are  about  350  shareholders,  Includ- 
ing negroes  of  all  ranks  from  college  pro- 
fessors to   day  laborers. 

The  report  that  the  Cuban  people  will 
seek  annexation  within  a  year  must  be 
"viewed  with  alarm"  by  the  beet  sugar 
interest.  Annexation  will  mean  free 
cane  sugar  from  Cuba,  and  thej'  claimed 
at  the  last  session  of  congress  this  would 
ruin   the  beet  sugar  industry. 

Progressive  farming  produces  wonder- 
ful results.  An  Oklahoma  farmer,  by 
crossing  Futzo  and  Mediterranean 
wheat,  has  a  yield  of  25  to  45  bushels 
per  acre,  while  his  neighbors,  with  or- 
dinary wheat,  raise  orrly  10  to  15  bushels.

■V^'aahington.  Aug.  S.— (Special  to  The 
Her:iUl.)— An  Inoreaae  of  $10.0«)0,000  in 
Imports  of  iron  and  steel  manufaiture-j 
and  a  decrease  of  $19,000,000  In  the  ex- 
ports of  that  class  of  articles,  is  the 
most  striking  characteristic  of  the 
commerce  ©f  the  year  Just  ended.  The 
total  imports  of  iron  and  steel  manu- 
factures in  the  ttscal  year  just  ended 
were  $27.1S0.2ii>  in  value  against  $17.- 
874.7S9  in  the  preceding  year,  while 
the  exiKMts  of  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
tures were  $S»S..'>52.56::.  against  $117,319.- 
SlJO  m  the  preivding  year.  This  makes 
the  im{K>rts  of  the  ye;ir  larger  than 
those  of  any  preceding  year  since  1S93. 
This  suJiJect  is  discussed  as  follows  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  ehlef  of  the 
bureau  oZ  statistics  just  completed: 

•The  most  remarkable  feature  in  the 
year's  commerce  in  manufa<'tures  has 
been  that  which  relates  to  the  move- 
men  In  the  manufactures  of  iron  and 
steel  In  this  class  of  manufactures 
the  exiwrts  have  fallen  off  $l'.».0O0.i«io. 
In  lound  llgures.  and  the  imports  have 
m'-reased  $10,000,000.  For  many  years 
prior  to  1901  the  exi>orts  of  iron  and 
steel  had  steadily  increased,  while  Im- 
ports had  steadily  decreased.  Expor- 
tations  of  iron  and  steel  manufaitures 
Increased  from  $12,000,000  in  value  in 
1880  tt>  J121. 000.000  in  UKH>,  while  imports 
Of  iron  and  steel  decreased  from  $67.- 
00(»,OCO  in  1SS2  to  $12,000,000  in  1S99.  In 
1901.  however,  the  exports  of  iron  and 
Btfccl  fell  IB  $117.|>>0.<>0<1.  and  in  1902  to 
$9^.00«).000.  while  the  Imports  of  Iron 
and  steel  mcreased  to  $20,000,000  in 
1900.  and  to  $27,000,000  in  1902.  Thus 
the  exports  of  iron  and  steel  In  the 
flsial  year  just  ended  are  $2.3.iW0,000  be- 
low thosf  of  1900,  and  the  imports  of 
Sron  and  steel  are  $14.0<.H>.000  above 
tho.s^e  of  1899;  the  total  imports  of  iron 
and  steel  for  the  year  1902  being 
greater  than  in  any  year  since  1S93. 
This  increase  in  imports  of  iron  and 
steel  has  been  general,  practically 
every  cla.ss  showing  much  larger  tig- 
iires  of  imports  in  1902  than  in  1901. 
Tin  plate.  ||ti-  example,  shows  an  in- 
crease of  o\^  $2.000,t><^j;  ijigots,  blooms 
and  bars  over  $1,000,000;  pig  iron  over 
>1.000,000  and  other  classes  in  about  the 
same  proportion. 

The  cause  of  the  remarkable  Increase 
in  imports  and  decrease  in  exports  of 
iron  and  steel  is  stated  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Iron  and  Steel  association, 
James  M.  Swank,  in  his  annual  report, 
issued  in  1902.  as  follows: 

"A  marked  change  has  taken  place 
In  our  foreign  trade  in  iron  and  steel 
pince  this  subject  was  prominently  le- 
ferieil  to  in  our  annual  reports  in  1S99 
and  19ii0.  In  1S99  and  immediately  pre- 
ceding years  the  iron  and  steel  indus- 
tiies  in  Europe  were  exceptionally 
prosperous:  there  was  an  active  de- 
mand and  prices  were  high.  In  the 
years  just  prior  to  1S99  the  prices  of 
Iron  and  steel  in  the  I'nlted  States 
■were  lower  than  they  had  ever  been. 
l"ndor  these  conditions  we  naturally 
found  opportuniries  to  dispose  of  our 
surplus  iron  and  steel  products  in 
neutral  markets,  and  even  in  the  home 
nu;rkfts  of  our  European  competitors. 
But  these  conditions  have  materially 
changed;  the  European  demand  and 
Europe;>n  prices  have  declined  and  the 
home  demand  upon  our  own  iron  and 
steel  works  has  greatly  Increased", 
•while  our  i)rices  have  advanced;  hence 
sharper  competition  in  neutral  and  all 
foreign  markets  and  increased  foreign 
competition  In  our  own  markets.  The 
figures  of  Increased  Imports  and  de- 
creased exports  of  iron  and  steel 
should  not  be  hastily  dismis.sed  by  our 
iron  and  steel  manufacturers.  We 
hope  that  the.v  will  lead  them.  Instead, 
to  dismiss  the  thought  that  the  worlds 
markets  ff>r  iron  and  steel  are  to  be 
ea.Hdy  captured  and  held.  The  ac- 
tivity In  our  export  trade  In  iron  and 
steel  in  the  last  few  years  was  excep- 
tional and  abnormal.  Not  only  Is 
Europe  adopting  our  Improved  meth- 
ods of  manufacture,  but  It  will  always 
have  cheap  labor,  and  by  the.se  agen- 
cies it  can  hold  Its  own  markets  and 
actively  and  aggressively  contend  for 
the  possession  of  neutral  markets.  For 
our  Iron  and  steel  industries,  as  well 
as  for  J II  other  domestic  manufactur- 
ing Industries,  our  home  market  must 
always  be  our  best  market. 

It  seems  not  Improper  to  add  to  the 
above  statement  of  the  causes  of  re- 
duction in  exports  of  Iron  and  steel 
that  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  the 
low    prices    in    foreign    markets    seems

This  surplus  having  been  largely  dis- 
posed of.  and  the  depression  having 
apparently  passed  its  most  acute  stage, 
it  IS  believed  that  the  exports  of  iron 
and  steel  from  Germany  will  soon  re- 
sume normal  conditions,  both  as  to 
quantity  and  prices,  and  that  with  this, 
one  of  the  important  causes  i>f  the  re- 
duction in  prices  of  Iron  and  steel  man- 
ufactures in  the  foreign  markets,  will 
disappear  and  normal  eonditions  in  our 
own  export  trade  be  resumed.

A  SUICIDE. 

Lucius  Clark  Ends  Life   With 
Carbolic  Acid. 

Chicago,  Aug.  8. — Lucius  Clark,  who 
a  few  years  ago  was  one  of  the  most 
prominent  promoters  and  capitalists 
In  Chicago  and  who  was  associated 
with  Charles  T.  Yeikes  in  the  build- 
ing of  surface  and  elevated  roads,  has 
committed  .suicide  by  drinking  carbolic 
acid  at  his  residence.

In  a  few  days  Ave  of  the  attorneys 
In  the  Mueller  case  will  be  on  the  ocean 
bound  for  Europe,  where  they  will 
spend  the  long  vacation  and  the  recess 
In  the  trial  of  the  case  getting  more 
testimony. 

It  was  announced  at  the  close  of  the 
first  section  of  the  trial,  when  the 
widow's  case  had  all  been  disposed  of 
lind  rested  on  both  sides,  that  deposi- 
tions would  be  taken  in  Bohemia  dur- 
ing the  vacation.  Attorney  R.  R. 
Briggs,  of  this  city,  had  expected  to 
go,  but  at  the  last  moment  he  found 
that  it  would  be  impossible,  and  he 
has  delegated  Thomas  Hislop,  of  De- 
troit, to  go  as  a  repre.sentative  of 
Kathrina  Mueller,  the  alleged  widow 
of  the  late  Johann  Mueller,  whose 
property  is  in  dispute.

De  Puy,  of  Chicago;  West,  of  the  In- 
dian territory,  and  Severance,  of  St. 
Paul.  The  latter  represents  the  plain- 
tiffs in  the  case.  Father  Kosmerl  and 
Others,  and  the  others  represent  some 
of  the  various  sets  of  alleged  heirs. 

The  hearing  will  talte  place  in  Prague, 
Bohemia,  Aug-  20.  Mr.  Conway  repre- 
sents a  set  of  heirs  living  there,  and  it 
is  their  testimony  that  is  to  be  talien.

Mr.  Johnston  has  been  lauding  for  some 
ti'»e  the  praises  of  a  new  kind  of  bait 
that  was  calculated  to  catch  anything 
from  a  minnow  to  a  sea  lion.  The  catch 
\v£.8  made  a  few  days  ago  and  the"  huge 
ti^i:  was  brought  to  this  city  to  be  stuffed 
and  then  tak^n  back  and  placed  on  exhi- 
bition at  Cass  Lake  along  with  the  many 
other  interesting  things   in   that   town. 

The  party,  after  great  preparations,  an- 
chored on  the  east  shore  of  Star  island, 
and  after  arranging  their  reels  rowed  out 
into  the  deep  and  cast  their  hooks  for 
lish.  The  luck  seemed  to  be  against  Mr. 
Johnston,  and  the  other  fellows  caught  a 
laige  number  of  crapples,  perch  and 
bass.  Tiring  of  the  sport,  they  began  guy- 
ing Jake,  but  had  not  proceeded  far  with 
their  raillery  when  there  were   "doings."

Washington,  Aug.  8.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Hon.  John  Hay,  secre- 
tary of  state,  has  purchased  almost 
an  entire  city  square  in  the  very  heart 
of  the  fashionable  and  wealthy  west 
end  of  Washington  and  will  erect 
thereon  an  immense  apartment  house. 
Workmen  were  set  to  work  this  v.eek 
to  demolish  fifty  houses  now  occupy- 
ing the  site.  The  structure  will  be  one 
of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  the  East. 
The  cost  will  be  more  than  $1,000,00) 
lor  the  building  alone,  which  is  to  be 
known  as  Stoneleigh  Court,  named  in 
honor  of  Mrs.  Hay,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Stone.  The  building  will 
occupy  practically  all  the  city  block 
which  fronts  on  Connecticut  avenue, 
K  street,  L  street,  and  Seventeenth 
street  nortliwest.  To  the  north  eight 
stories  will  overlook  the  spacious 
grounds  of  the  Academy  of  Visitation. 
The  only  three  structures  to  be  left 
standing  on  the  square  are  the  marbl3 
front  htiuses  fronting  on  K  street  and 
facing  Farriigut  square.  One  of  thesj 
belonged  to  the  late  Washington  Mc- 
Lean, father  of  Mrs.  George  Dewey; 
the  second  to  Charles  Glover, 
president  of  the  RIggs  National  bank, 
and  thr  third,  the  old  home  of  the 
late  Senator  Leiand  Stanford,  is  the 
Washington  home  of  Col.  E.  DeV.  Mor- 
rell,  representative  in  congress  from 
Philadelphia. 

There  will  be  seven  elevators  in  th« 
new  apartment  liouse,  which  is  also 
equipped  with  every  modern  contriv- 
ance and  luxury.  On  the  first  floor 
will  be  a  cafe  and  the  private  dining 
rooms.  The  building  will  contain 
ninty-three  separate  apartments,  and 
there  will  be  a  large  court  opening  in- 
to Connectifut  avenue  so  as  to  give 
the  three  wings  of  the  structure  a 
frontage  on  the  main  thoroughfare. 
In  this  court  will  be  fountains,  flower 
beds    and    circular    driveways    leading 

to  three  entrances.

Henry  S.  Culver.  United  States  con- 
sul at  London,  Ontario,  has  written 
the  following  to  the  state  department 
relative  to  the  new  transport  facilities 
for  Western  Ontario: 


"The  arrangement  lately  made  be- 
tween the  Pere  Marquette  and  the 
Lake  Erie  and  Detroit  Kiv  n-  Railway 
companies  will  doubtless  prove  of  vast 
importance  to  Western  Ontario.  By 
virtue  of  this  agreement,  the  Pere 
Marquette  company  secures  llie  ligiit 
to  run  trains  over  the  Lake  l::rie  and 
Detroit  Kiver  tracks  from  Po-t  Sar- 
nia,  Ontario,  where  it  will  connect 
with  the  car  ferry  from  Cot.neauc, 
Ohio,  thus  making  a  short  cut  from 
the  upper  peninsula  of  Micliig.in  to 
the  Bessemer  and  Lake  Erie  road  and 
the  Eastern  statts.  Supply  as  it  does, 
nearly  all  the  soft  coal  for  Western 
Ontario  from  the  Ohio  and  Pennsyl- 
vania fields,  the  ferry  is  already  of 
considerable  importance,  but  it  is  ex- 
pected through  this  new  arrangem«nt 
that  greater  facilities  will  be  added  D 
the  ferry  system  across  Lake  Erie, 
making  it  a  line  of  general  trafiio, 
adapted  for  pas.sengers  as  well  jS 
freight.  There  is  now  but  one  ferry 
steamer  running  across  Lake  Erie  be- 
tween Conneaut  and  Port  Stanley.  It 
has  a  capacity  of  twenty-six  to  twen- 
ty-eight loaded  cars  and  makes  twelve 
round  trips  per  week.  It  is  proposed 
to  add  several  steamers  of  equal  or 
greater  capacity,  .sufficient  to  meet  ad 
the  demands  of  the  new  line.  The  dis- 
tance from  Port  riarnia  to  Conneaut, 
Ohio,  is  about  150  miles,  half  by  land 
and   half   by   water."

Perhaps  the  most  peculiar  engine 
ever  turned  out  of  a  shop  is  No.  622 
of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroad,  de- 
signed and  built  at  Mount  Clare  rail- 
way shops  at  Baltimore.  This  engint: 
is  designed  for  the  use  of  the  general 
superintendent  and  other  officials  in 
making  inspectioa  trips.  It  carries  a 
small  passenger  coach  on  top  of  the 
boiler,  which  is  heavily  covered  with 
asbestos.  The  cab  is  behind  the  coach. 
Passengers  enter  by  winding  stairs  on 
either  side  of  the  front  pilot.  Three 
men  ,an  engineer,  fireman  and  flag- 
man make  up  the  crew.  The  idea  is 
to  have  a  quick  and  convenient  way 
for  officials  to  make  an  Inspection 
without  the  neces.sity  of  hauling  a 
train  for  that  purijose.

There  is  one  particularly  unique 
statement  on  fUe  at  the  pension  bur- 
eau. An  application  for  a  pension  is 
ba.sed  on  the  statement  that  the  appli- 
cant is  blind,  from  the  kick  of  a  mule, 
which  resulted  in  smallpox.  The  ap- 
plication caused  great  merriment  when 
received,  but  it  turned  out  to  be  sub- 
stantially true.  The  government  clerk 
knew  the  attentions  of  a  mule's  war 
department  were  liable  to  cause  dis- 
ability and  eveo  sudden  death,  but  that 
smallpox  couW  result  was  deemed 
impossible  and  the  pension  demanded 
was  not  granted.  It  developed,  how- 
ever, from  further  investigation  thai 
the  applicant  was  a  teamster  in  th" 
army  and  that  one  of  the  mules  kicked 
him  very  severely,  causing  him  to  be 
laid  up  for  repairs  in  the  hospital. 
A  case  of  smaUpox  developed  in  the 
part  of  the  hospital  in  which  the  team- 
ster was  located  and  he  took  the  dis- 
ease. Smallpox  put  his  eyes  out,  and 
therefore  his  claim  was  made  good.  H'3 
finally  got  his  pension.

The  sad  news  that  Bingo,  the  dog 
mascot  of  the  submarine  torpedo  boat 
Holland,  has  committed  suicide,  reach- 
ed the  navy  department  from  Phila- 
delphia this  morning.  Broken  hearted. 
Bingo  placed  his  head  on  a  trolley  car 
rail  and   was  decapitated. 

It  appears  that  the  crew  of  the  Hol- 
land on  Saturday  afternoon  last  were 
di.scussing  the  chances  of  escape  from 
the  boat  while  under  water,  and  one 
"Jackie"  said  escape  would  be  possible 
through  the  torpedo  tube.  To  prove 
it  Bingo  was  put  into  the  tube  and 
the  air  tight  door  closed. 

Not  understanding  what  was  ex- 
pected,   Bingo    stayed  at    the    bade   at 


the  tube  and  did  not  try  to  swim  out. 
Eleven  minutes  passed,  and  when  he 
did  not  reach  the  surface  a  blast  of 
air  was  forced  through  the  tube.  Bin- 
go came  to  the  surface.  Prompt  meas- 
ures were  taken  and  he  was  resusci- 
tated. 

After  his  trying  experience  Bingo 
shunned  the  sailors. 

On  Saturday  night  he  was  given 
shore  leave.  An  hour  later  a  motor- 
man  on  one  of  the  League  Island  Navy 
yard  car.s  made  frantic  efforts  to  pre- 
vent his  car  running  over  a  dog  on  the 
tracks  a  short  distance  ahead,  but  the 
momentum  of  the  car  was  too  great. 

When  the  car  passed  the  animal's 
head  was  found  one  one  side  of  the 
track  and  his  body  on  the  other.  Mar- 
ines from  the  Holland  Identified  the 
body  as  that  of  Bingo.  The  sailors  be- 
lieve the  dog's  heart  was  broken  by 
what  he  believed  to  be  cruel  treatment 
from  friends,  and  that  he  deliberately 
sought   death. 


BACK  IN  THE  POOL. 


Buffalo       Eleva  ors      Wtiich 
Seceeded  Have  Returned. 

Buffalo,  Aug.  8.— The  Buffalo  elevator 
pool,  which  was  badly  broken  up  some 
weeks  ago  by  the  withdrawal  of  Class 
B  elevators,  because  they  believed  they 
were  being  discriminated  agSinst  in 
the  apportionment  of  business,  is  once 
more  in  practical  operation.  The  a«;o- 
clatton  was  effected  yesterday  after- 
noon and  the  newly  formed  elevator 
owners  association  and  all  Class  B 
houses  are  once  more  back  in  the  old 
as.sociati  )n.  The  officers  and  rales 
remain  the  same.  The  return  of  the 
Class  B  elevator  is  made  on  the  same 
basis  of  percentage  as  prevailed  last 
season  and  up  to  the  time  of  their  se- 
cession. The  pool  now  has  in  its  mem- 
bership every  elevator  in  the  harbor 
with  railroad  connections,  except  the 
Great  Northern,  which  withdrew  some 
days  ago,  and  the  Kellogg.  The  man- 
agement of  the  Great  Northern  states 
that  no  rate  cutting  will  be  done.

In  Proclamation  to  People 

Gives  Thanks  For 

Recovery. 

London,  Aug.  8.— The  following  mess- 
age from  King  Edward  to  his  people 
was  made  public  last  night: 

"To  My  People:  On  the  eve  of  nr.y 
coronation,  an  event  which  I  look  upon 
as  one  of  the  most  solemn  and  import- 
ant of  my  life,  I  am  anxious  to  express 
to  my  people  at  home  and  in  the  col- 
onies and  in  India  my  heartfelt  appre- 
ciation of  the  deep  sympathy  they  have 
manifested  toward  me  during  a  lime 
in  my  life  of  imminent  danger.  The 
postponement  of  the  coronation  cere- 
mony, owing  to  my  illness,  has  cau.sed, 
I  fear,  much  inconvenience  and  trouble 
to  all  who  Intended  to  celebrate  it. 
But  their  disappointment  has  been 
borne  by  them  with  admirable  patience 
and  temper. 

"The  prayers  of  my  people  for  my 
recovery  were  heard,  and  I  now  olfer 
up  my  deepest  gratitude  to  divine  pro- 
vidence for  having  preserved  my  life 
and  given  strength  to  fulfill  the  im- 
portant duties  which  devolve  upon  me 
as  sovereign  of  this  great  empire.

VICTIM   OF  THIEVES. 


Suspicion  That   Injured   Su- 
perior Man  Was  Robbed. 

An  investigation  has  been  started 
by  the  Douglas  county  authorities  of 
the  death  of  Albert  Olson,  who  was 
run  over  by  a  Great  Northern  train 
near  the  state  line  a  few  days  ago. 
Olson  was  alive  when  found  and  taken 
to  St.  Mary's  hospital  in  West  Super- 
ior, where,  before  dyinj;,  he  told  one  of 
the  sisters  that  he  was  trying  to  board 
a  Great  Northern  freight  train  to  go 
out  to  the  wheat  fields;  that  he  had, 
among  other  things,  about  $130  in  his 
pocket.  When  he  was  found  alongside 
the  track  and  taken  to  Superior,  Olson 
did  not  have  any  money  in  his  cloth- 
ing, and  there  is  a  suspicion  that  some- 
body went  through  his  pockets  after  he 
was  hurt.  Other  persons  living  near 
the  state  line  claim  that  Olson  must 
have  had  on  his  person  something 
like  $100.  for  he  hud  no  opportunity  lo 
spend  any  of  it. 

GAMBLING  AT  SARATOGA. 

The  Luck  of  a  Polo  Player  at 
Roulette. 

Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  8.— Larry 
Waterbury,  who  has  just  returned  from 
a  successful  trip  in  Europe,  strolled  into 
the  Manhattan  club  here  by  way  of  the 
famous  "bridge  of  sighs,  "  which  proveJ 
a  bridge  of  smiles  to  him.  He  tried  his 
luck  at  faro  with  $100  worth  of  cnips 
and  quickly  lost  two-thirds  of  them. 

•'I  fear  the  banking  business  is  not 
favorable,"  said  Mr.  Waterbury.  "I 
believe  1  will  do  a  little  wheeling  for  a 
change." 

He  moved  with  the  remnant  of  his 
chips  to  the  roulette  table.  His  first 
bet  was  a  winning  one,  his  second  was 
the  same.  Soon  his  growing  pile  of 
chips  attracted  a  group  of  interested 
watchers,  some  of  whom  tried  to  fol- 
low him  and  share  his  iuck.  He  was 
so  interested  in  his  play  that  he  did  not 
notice  for  a  long  time  that  he  was  the 
center  of  observation.  When  he  did, 
he  sighed  and  looked  slightly  annoyed. 
There  was  a  huge  stack  of  chips  before 
him. 

"I  guess  I  have  had  enough." 
yawned  the  polo  player,  as  he  pushed 
his  stack  toward  the  banker.  The  roll 
of  bills  which  he  placed  In  his  pocLet 
amounted  to  $12,000  and  a  fraction.  It 
was  the  first  large  winning  of  the  Sara- 
toga season.

STOLE  SILKFROM  CORN. 

Arrest      of     Manufacturing 
Chemists. 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  8.— Police  Judge 
Stubbs  has  ordered  the  arrest  of  John 
B.  McCoy,  president,  and  Aaron  B. 
Howe,  vice  president  of  the  McCoy- 
Howe  company,  manufacturing  chem- 
ists, as  a  result  of  developments  grow- 
ing out  of  the  stealing  of  the  silk 
from  growing  corn.  Mrs.  Jennie  Du- 
rant,  her  daughter  and  another  young 
girl  were  caught  by  a  farmer  taking 
the  silk  from  his  growing  corn,  and  an 
examination  showed  that  the  three 
females  had  robbed  his  entire  field, 
which  consisted  of  about  twenty  acres. 
An  adjoining  farm  had  been  visited  by 
them  and  the  silk  taken  from  all  the 
corn  in  a  field  of  forty  acres,  and  other 
farms  had  been  similarly  denuded. 

When  arraigned  in  court  Mr.  Durani 
said  that  she  was  gathering  the  silk 
for  the  McCoy-Howe  company,  who 
had  agreed  to  pay  her  4  cents  a  pound 
for  the  silk,  and  she  had  employed  her 
daughter  and  the  other  girl  to  as^sist 
her,  giving  them  3  cents  a  pound.  She 
said  that  McCoy  called  her  into  his 
office  and  offered  to  buy  the  corn  silk 
for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  medicine, 
and  when  she  asked  where  she  should 
get  it,  he  replied,  "any  old  place."  She 
said  she  did  not  know  it  would  hurt 
the  corn  to  take  away  the  silk. 

All  the  farmers  testified  that  the  tak- 
ing away  of  the  silk  before  the  ears 
had  formed  had  destroyed  the  ear.", 
and  that  their  crops  were  thus  ruined. 
The  arrest  of  McCoy  and  Howe  was 
then  ordered  and  the  cases  against  the 
women  went  over  till  the  matter  can 
be  Investigated  further.

Waterloo,  Iowa,  Aug.  8.— After  a  con- 
ference in  which  representatives  of 
their  party  from  several  of  the  coun- 
ties in  the  district  were  present,  the 
Democrats  announce  the  probability 
that  Louis  Boies,  son  of  former  Gover- 
nor Boies,  will  be  their  candidate  to 
make  the  fight  against  Speaker  Hen- 
derson this  fall. 

The  matter  lies  entirely  with  Mr. 
Boies.  He  has  been  urged  to  m'ake  the 
race,  and  if  he  consents  the  nomina- 
tion will  go  to  him  unanimously.  The 
convention  has  not  been  called  as  yet, 
and  likely  will  not  be  held  until  after 
the  state  conventfon,  which  is  called 
for  Sept.  2. 

If  Mr.  Boles  agrees  to  take  the  nom- 
ination it  will  mean  for  Speaker  Hen- 
derson the  fight  of  hls<  life.  Mr.  Boies 
is  a  leading  lawyef  of  Northern  Iowa, 
and  has  a  reputation  a«  an  orator.  Mr. 
Boies  and  his  father  are  in  Cincinnati 
at  present,  and  th  ematter  of  his  cam- 
didacy  will  not  be  deflnttely  known  un- 
til he  returns  hom«. 


Will  Serve  Two  Valuable  Pur- 
poses In  Oregon. 

Portland,  Ore.,  Aug.  8.— A  special  to 
the  Oregonian  from  The  Dalles,  Ore., 
says:  Articles  of  incorporation  were 
filed  today  of  a  company  to  construct 
a  railroad  between  the  Dalles  and 
Biggs,  the  terminus  of  the  Columbia 
Southern  road.  The  incorporators  are 
Walter  H.  Moore,  of  Moro,  and  E.  M. 
Williams  and  Joseph  T.  Peters,  of  this 
city.  The  capital  stock  is  $500,000.  The 
Oregonian,  commenting  on  the  above 
dispatch,  says:  "An  independent  rail- 
road on  the  line  indicated  in  The  Dalles 
district  will  serve  two  purposes.  It 
will  admit  the  traffic  of  the  Columbia 
Southern  road  to  free  water  in  the  Col- 
umbia river,  at  the  Dalles,  and  it  will 
serve  as  a  portage  railroad  past  the 
unnavigable  .stretch  of  the  Columbia, 
below  Celilo  falls."

CUBAN  LOAN. 


A  Statement   Issued   By 

the  Cuban-American 

League. 

New  York,  Aug.  8.— The  Cubaii-Amer- 
lean  league  has  issued  a  statement 
concerning  the  Cuban  loan,  which 
states  if  the  planters  are  to  be  aide.^ 
the  Cuban  soldiers  paid  and  the  Cuban 
bonds  honored,  the  help  munt  come 
immediately,  in  order  that  Cuba  may 
command  future  credit.  The  ,oan  re- 
quired, $33,000,000.  it  is  said,  vas  not 
too  large.  Before  the  war  Spiin  dold 
bonds  based  on  her  Cuban  levenues 
for  $600,000,000,  from  which  liability 
the  United  States  relieved  Cuba.  The 
league  suggests  that  Cuba  authorize 
her  banks  to  circulate  a  national  cur- 
rency based  on  their  holdings  of  Cuban 
national  bonds,  which  bonds  thi;  United 
States  should  guarantee.  These  bondi 
should  be  issued  so  that  if  Ci  ba  ever 
became  part  of  this  country  they  would 
become  solely  a  United  States  debt.

"Washington.  Aug.  8.— (Special  to 
•The  Herald.)— In  a  reoent  dispatoh  trom 
Havana  the  detlaration  was  made  that 
the  outlook  for  Ouba  is  a  most  gloomy 
one  and  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  an- 
nexation to  the  United  States  grows 
Steadily.  At  present  the  republic  is 
suffering  from  an  absence  of  mon?y 
and  there  was  never  a  better  demon- 
8tratit>n  of  the  lack  of  faith  the  finan- 
cial men  in  the  island  haVe  in  the  sta- 
bility of  the  government  than  was 
evinced  by  the  bankers  of  Havana, 
•who  refused  to  float  a  loan  of  four 
million  dollars.  The  exodus  of  Span- 
iards from  the  island  has  also  aftected 
the  linances  of  the  republic  to  an 
alarming  extent.  Four  steamers  leave 
every  month  for  Spain,  carrying  abuut 
6,000  passengers,  who  t;ike  with  them 
large  amounts  of  mont-y  in  gold  and 
silver,  for  which  there  is  no  substitute 
in  the  island,  and  this  loss  is  simply 
hurrying  a  currency  famine  and  as  a 
result  a  financial  panic  in  the  future 
is  inevitable.  The  failure  of  a  large 
banking  house  in  Havana  last  week 
has  created  an  unsettled  feeling  among 
the  people,  who  daily  look  for  more 
failures,  and  a  few  men  holding  im- 
jtortant  public  offices  believe  that  an- 
nexation is  the  only  remedy  which  will 
prevent  poverty  and  disaster  from  ov- 
ertaking the  island.  These  same  men, 
however,  and  they  rei)re3ent  a  large 
element  in  Cuba  favoring  annexation, 
hesitate  at  the  present  time  to  pro- 
pose such  a  step  for  fear  of  precipitat- 
ing a  revolution,  as  the  men  who  now 
hold  the  balance  of  power  In  the  island 
■would  naturally  object  to  relinquish- 
ing the  grasp  on  affairs  when  the 
sweets  of  authority  were  so  new  to 
them.  Opponents  to  Cuban  annexa- 
tion declare  that  the  prominence  this 
question  is  now  being  given  in  the 
press  of  the  country  is  due  to  the  ef- 
forts of  the  sugar  trust,  but  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  majority  of  the  plant- 
ers, and  nearly  all  the  business  inter- 
ests in  the  island,  have  favored  an- 
nexation ever  since  Cuba  ceased  to  be 
a  Spanish  possession,  and  there  Is  no 
doubt  they  have  been  Impressed  by 
the  prosperity  which  free  trade  has 
brought  Porto  Rico.  The  industries  of 
that  i.«land  are  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion, especially  in  the  tobacco  trade. 
For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1901,  the  Imports  to  the  United  States 
of  Porto  Rican  cigars  aggregated  $300,- 
000.  In  the  last  fiscal  year  they 
amounted  to  41,800.000.  In  view  of  this 
it  is  not  strange  that  a  great  element 
in  Cuba,  seeing  the  benefit  Porto  Rico 
has  enjoyed  through  a.nnexatlon  should 
also  desire  political  union  with  the 
United  States. 

The  recent  utterances  of  Gen.  Le* 
and  Consul  General  Bragg  upon  the 
Cuban  situation  have  made  consider- 
able impression  on  tho.se  of  the  Amer- 
ican people  with  pessimistic  ideas  to- 
ward the  soundness  of  the  Cuban  re- 
public. Gen.  Lee's  blunt  declaration 
that  the  failure  of  reciprocity  means 
anarchy  with  annexation  as  the  inevi- 
table outcome,  is  the  opinion  of  a  man 
whose  familiarity  with  the  theater  of 
action  in  Cuba  cannot  be  questioned. 
Gen.  Bragg's  views,  while  undlplo- 
Riatio,  are  nevertheless  convincing. 
Gen.  Lees  prediction  of  chaos  for  the 
new  republic  naturally  arou.sed  the 
anger  of  Senor  Quesada,  the  Cuban 
envoy  to  the  United  States,  afld  he  re- 
torts to  the  American  In  saying  that. 
Gen.  Lee  could  not  speak  from  per- 
sonal knowledge  because  he  has  not 
been  In  Cuba  for  quite  a  period.  The 
truth  of  the  matter  Is  that  Gen.  Lee 
has  spent  more  time  in  Cuba  than 
Benor  Quesada.     Lee  was  in  the  Island

through  1S95-6-7,  and  1898.  up  to  the 
declaration  of  war.  Duiing  that  in- 
terim Quesada  was  in  the  national 
capital  at  the  head  of  the  Cuban  junta, 
and  he  is  charged  by  a  number  of 
newspaper  men  with  having  spent 
nearly  his  whole  life  in  this  country, 
from  his  infancy  up  to  the  time  the 
I'nited  States  armies  had  driven  the 
Spaniards  out  of  Cuba  and  it  was  safe 
for  a  patriot  to  return  there.  It  is. 
therefore,  doubtful  whether  Senor 
Quesada's  experiences  in  Cuba  cover 
so  wide  a  field  or  qualify  him  for  so 
sound  a  Judgment  as  Gen.  Lee's. 

One  of  the  foremost  advocates  of  an- 
nexation in  the  United  States  is  Sena- 
tor Klkins  of  West  Virginia,  who  in- 
troduced in  the  senate  last  June  a  res- 
olution providing  for  the  admission  of 
Cuba  Into  the  Union  as  a  new  state. 
Senator  Klkins  meets  the  violent  oppo- 
sition of  the  beet  sugar  producers  to 
the  reception  of  Cuba  as  a  state  with 
the  declaration  that  after  annexation 
the  products  of  Cuba  would  not  come 
into  hurtful  competition  with  those  of 
the  United  States.  The  senator  argues 
that  free  trade  amongst  the  states  has 
never  lowered  the  price  of  labor,  or 
worked  Injury  to  American  Interests. 
"Wherever  our  flag  floats,"  he  re- 
marked recently  In  discussing  the  situ- 
ation, "the  price  of  labor  advances. 
Under  our  immigration  laws  this  would 
soon  be  the  case  in  Cuba  and  the  price 
of  labor  in  l>oth  countries  would  be  the 
same  for  the  same  work.  "It  is 
claimed,"  he  continued,  "that  annexa- 
tion would  destroy  the  promising  and 
growing  beet  sugar  industry  of  the 
I'nited  States.  Not  so,  however.  The 
price  of  products  among  the  states  of 
the  Union  always  seeks  an  equilibrium. 
With  proper  protection  in  favor  of  the 
cane  sugar  of  Cuba,  which  she  will  en- 
joy as  a  state,  and  the  beet  sugar  of 
the  United  States,  within  fifteen  years 
the  United  States  will  not  only  pro- 
duce enough  sugar  for  its  own  con- 
sumption, but  largely  compete  with 
other  countries  in  the  markets  of  the 
world."  Senator  Elkins  said  that  if 
ever  the  time  was  opportune  it  was 
now  to  carry  into  effect  the  well-de- 
fined wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  people 
of  Cuba  and  the  United  States  in  re- 
gard to  annexation,  that  no  sufficient 
reason  could  be  urged  against  annexa- 
tion, for  considering  all  the  circum- 
stances, It  was  to  the  best  interests  of 
both  countries.  "It  is  clear,"  .said  the 
senator,  "that  only  through  the  Inter- 
vention of  the  United  States  could  the 
beople  of  Cuba  ever  have  hoped  to  end 
Spanish  rule  on  the  Island.  Nothing 
short  of  the  annexation  of  Cuba  would 
have  justified  the  United  States  In  In- 
tervening and   paying  Spain  $200,000,000 


for  the  Island.  The  people  of  Cuba 
would  have  welcomed  annexation,  as  it 
offered  the  only  escape  from  Spanish 
domination  of  the  island.  Even  with 
the  war,  had  it  not  been  for  the  Teller 
amendment,  Cuba  would  today  be  a 
part  of  the  United  States,  Just  as  Porto 
Rico  and  the  Philippines  are.  This 
amendment  has  proven  both  mischiev- 
ous and  unwise." 

In  conclusion.  Senator  Elkins  said: 
"When  Cuba  shall  become  a  part  of 
the  American  Union  and  the  Isthmian 
canal  shall  be  completed,  which  is  now 
assured.  F'orto  Rico,  Cuba,  Hawaii  and 
the  Philippines  will  be  the  outposts  of 
the  Gerat  Republic,  standing  guard 
over  American  interests  in  the  track 
of  the  world's  commerce  in  its  tri- 
umphant march  around  the  globe.  Our 
people  will  soon  see  and  feel  that  these 
Island  possessions  belonging  to  the 
United  States  are  natural  and  logical, 
and  In  the  great  part  we  are  to  play 
in  the  affairs  of  the  world  we  would 
not  onlj-  not  give  them  up,  but  won- 
der how.  In  the  working  out  of  our 
national  destiny,  we  could  get  on  with- 
out them.  This  splendid  chain  of  Island 
pos.sesslons,  reaching  half  around  the 
world,  would  not  he  complete  without 
Cuba,   the  gem  of  the  Antilles."

SYMPATHY 

For  the  Philippine  Friars 
Expressed   By   Fed- 
erated Catholics. 

Chicago,  Aug.  8.— The  temper  of  the 
convention  of  Federated  Catholic  socie- 
ties relative  to  Archbishop  Ireland's 
warning  not  to  Interfere  with  the  Philip- 
pine question  yesterday.  John  T.  Keat- 
ing, a  national  officer  of  the  Hibernians, 
oflerejl  a  «ub-resolution  for  those  previ- 
ously brought  before  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Keating  proposed  that  the  delegates 
dismiss  the  friar  and  the  Philippine 
school  question  with  a  mere  expression 
of  satisfaction  with  the  manner  In  which 
the  subject  is  being  handled  by  the  Vati- 
can and  the  administration.  This  was 
along  the  lines  advised  by  Archbishop 
Ireland. 

When  the  motion  was  put  on  the  sub- 
ject there  was  but  one  affirmative  vote, 
and  that  one  was  Keating's.  The  con- 
vention then  adopted  the  following  resol- 
utions: 

"We  hereby  express  confidence  that  the 
Hon.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  president  of 
the  United  States,  will  perform  his  duty 
under  the  constitution  and  laws,  and  our 
firm  belief  that  he  will  institute  a  rigid 
judicial   inquiry   into   any   abuses   by   sub-

DOCTOR  CLAIMS 

Wife  Asked    People    Not    to 
Patronize  Him. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Aug.  8.— Dr.  Oscar 
B.  Campbell,  a  prominent  physician 
and  a  former  member  of  the  board  of 
education,  makes  unusual  allegations 
against  his  wife.  Mary  A.  Campbell,  In 
a  suit  for  divorce.  Dr.  Campbell 
charges  his  wife  with  a  pe<'uliar  kind 
of  extreme  cruelty  which,  he  says.  ha« 
wrecked  both  his  business  and  health 
and  has  driven  him  to  bankrupt<  y.  He 
says  she  sought  out  his  patients  at 
their  homes  and  urged  them  to  patron- 
ize her  husband  no  longer. 

His  wife  succeeded,  according  to 
Campbell,  in  ruining  his  business  to  a 
great  extent  and  rendering  him  a 
bankrupt.  His  home  life  was  equally 
unfortunate.  Campbell  states,  because 
of  his  wife's  continual  nagging  and 
scolding. 

Mrs.  Campbell  says  that  whatever 
charges  her  husband  makes  against 
hor  are  mere  "products  of  his  hallucin- 
ation." The  couple  were  married  at 
Manteena,  III.,  in  1873.

Campaign  Thunder  Found 

In  Tariff  Arguments 

of  Republicans. 


"Washington,  D.  C.  Aug.  8.— In  a 
•tatement  issued  here  Chairman 
Griggs  ui  the  Democratic  congressional 
committee,  sprung  the  deadly  parallel 
column  upon  Chairman  Babcock  of  the 
Republican  congressional  committee. 
Mr.  Griggs  believes  he  demonstrates 
that  Mr.  Babcock  haa  been  wholly  in- 
consistent on  the  tariff  question,  and 
quotes   extracts   of   speeches    made    by 

the  Republican  chairman  in  which  he 
advocates  a  revision  of  the  tariff. 
Alongside  of  the  excerpts  he  repro- 
duces a  i>ortion  of  the  statement  made 
by  Mr.  Babcock  in  Washington  last 
W'ednesday.  in  which  the  latter  esposes 
the  policy  of  protection  as  it  Is  now 
pra-cticed  by  the  Republican  party. 
Tne  Democratic  chairman  first  quotes 
from  a  speech  made  by  Mr.  Babcock 
In  Wisconsin,  in  the  summer  of  1901,  In 
•which  he  said: 

"I  maintain  that  it  is  part  of  the 
policy  of  protection  to  protect  the  con- 
sumer. We  can  today  produce  and  un- 
ocrsell  the  world.  Shall  we  continue  a 
tariff  on  articles  that  are,  in  fact, 
articles  of  export?  If  congress  main- 
tains a  tariff  on  such  articles  the  whole 
theory  of  prote>-tlon  falls  to  the  ground 
and  It  simply  Inures  to  the  benefit  of 
those  who  may  secure  the  control  of 
any  such  commodity  since  by  its  aid 
they  can  fix  exorbitant  prices  in  the 
domestic  market.  How  can  such  a  pol- 
icy  be  defended?" 

A  portion  of  an  Interview  \^^th  Mr. 
Babcock,  which  appeared  in  the  Wash- 
ington Post,  Sept.  21,  1901,  is  next  given. 
It  reads: 

"One  of  the  points  which  impressed 
me  of  the  desirability  of  revising  the 
sttel  schedule  was  information  I  ob- 
tained in  Scotland  of  the  placing  of  an 
order  for  20.000  tons  of  American  steel. 
When  you  stop  to  think  that  20,000 
tons  of  steel  means  more  than  1000  car- 
loads. It  will  not  do  to  say  that  such 
an  order  placed  abroad  by  our  manu- 
facturers is  only  their  surplus  prod- 
uct." 

Then  follows  this  declaration  made 
by  Mr.    B.abcock  Feb.  4,   1902: 

"FiNim    now   on    I   am    going   to   push 


the  tariff  plan  at  every  possible  oppor- 
tunity. I  am  going  to  take  advant- 
.ige  of  every  poj<sible  opening.  The  bill 
is  going  to  be  pressed  every  time  the 
smallest  chance  offers,  and  I  am  not 
gomg  to  let  anything  go  by.  If  the 
bill  ever  gets  before  the  house  it  will 
pa3s  by  .3  to  1,  and  It  will  get  before 
the  house." 

The  foregoing  quotations  are  cited 
by  Chairman  Griggs  for  the  purpose  of 
.showing  that  Mr.  Babcock  has  been  in 
favor  of  revising  the  tariff.  And  then, 
to  demon.strate  the  reversal  of  the  He- 
puhiican  chairman's  position.  Mr. 
Griggs  (luotes  the  following  from  Mr. 
Babcock's  statement  of  last  Wednes- 
day: 

"I  observe  that  the  Democrats  have 
already  dropped  their  Philippine  i.ssue, 
as  It  was  predicted  they  would.  It  was 
too  hot  a  proposition  for  them.  Their 
attack  on  the  army  miserably  failed. 
All  they  have  now  outside  of  their  old 
financial  here.sies  for  issues  are  the 
trusts  and  the  tariffs.  The  Republican 
party  is  ready  to  meet  them  on  the 
question  of  trusts  and  the  tariff. 

"The  tariff  is  an  issue  we  gladly 
espouse.  With  everybody  at  work, 
everybody  with  money  and  clothes  and 
food  and  enough  money  left  over  to 
have  some  kind  of  good  time  on;  with 
prosperity  on  every  hand,  the  result  of 
Uepubliran  politics,  we  are  not  afraid 
to  ask  the  country  to  continue  the  Re- 
publican party  in  jyower  in  order  that 
those  policies  may  be  continued  In 
effect. 

"The  efforts  of  the  Democrats  to 
make  a.n  issue  out  of  the  allegation 
that  manufacturers  are  selling  goods 
cheaper  abroad  than  at  home  will  fall 
flat.  What  if  it  were  true  that  they 
were  doing  so?  It  is  a  rule  of  trade 
that  surplus  products  must  not  be 
dumped  on  the  home  markets  to  de- 
moralize it,  but  must  l>e  sold  in  an 
outside  market.  A  jobbing  house  in 
this  country  desiring  to  close  out  a 
surplus  stock  would  not  unload  it  In  its 
own  territory,  breaking  down  prices, 
but  would  try  to  sell  It  to  the  other 
fellow's  territory. 

"The  possibility  of  thus  disposing  of 
surplus  product  enables  the  American 
manufacturer  to  run  his  mills  all  the 
year  round,  without  having  to  shut 
down  two  or  three  months.  His  men 
are  kept  at  work  and  wages  are  cir- 
culated through  his  section  just  that 
much  more  in  the  year  than  if  he  had 
been  obliged  when  he  had  supplied  his 
own  market  to  close  down  his  mill. 
That  rule  of  trade  will  operate  al- 
ways." 

Commenting  on  the  foregoing  expres- 
sion of  Chairman  Babcock,  Mr,  Griggs 
says: 

"Thus  the  Republican  chairman  re- 
verses himself.  His  first  interview 
was  a  declaration  of  war.  His  last  is 
th-?  white  flag  of  surrender." 

When  asked  about  reported  differen- 
ces of  opinion  between  himself  and 
associates  on  the  committee.  Judge 
Griggs  said:  "There  have  been-  no 
differences  of  opinion  between  my  as- 
sociates and  my.self,  and  there  is  no 
lack  of  harmony  in  the  workings  of  the 
committee."

OLD  TESTAMENT 

NADAB  AND  ABIHU—TEMPERANCE  LESSON 

International  Sunday  School  Lesson  For  August 

10,  1902. 


Leviticus  10:1-11.  "And  Nadab  end 
Abihu,  "the  sons  of  Aaron,  took  ea^h  of 
them  his  censer,  and  put  Are  therein, 
and  laid  incense  thereon,  and  offered 
strange  fire  before  the  Lord,  which  he 
had  not  commanded  them.  And  there 
came  forth  fire  from  before  the  Lord, 
and  devoured  them,  andwtfiey  died  be- 
fore the  Lord.  Then  Moses  said  unto 
Aaron,  This  is  It  that  the  Lord  spake, 
saying.  I  will  be  sanctified  In  them  that 
come  nigh  me,  and  before  all  the  peo- 
ple I  will  be  glorified.  And  Aaron  lield 
his  peace.  And  Moses  called  Mishael 
and  Elzaphan,  the  sons  of  Uzziel,  the 
uncle  of  Aaron,  and  said  unto  them^ 
Draw  near,  carry  your  brethern  from 
before  the  sanctuary,  out  of  the  camp. 
So  they  drew  near,  and  carried  tiiem 
in  their  coats  out  of  the  camps;  as 
Mo.ses  had  said.  And  Moses  said  unto 
Aaron,  and  unto  Eleazar,  and  unto 
Ithamar,  his  sons.  Let  not  the  hair  of 
your  heads  go  loose,  neither  rend  your 
clothes;  that  ye  die  not,  and  that  l.e 
be  not  wroth  with  all  the  congrega- 
tion; but  let  your  brethren,  the  whole 
house  of  Israel,  bewail  the  burning 
which  the  Lord  hath  kindled.  And  ye 
shall  not  go  out  from  the  door  of  the 
tent  of  meeting,  lest  ye  die;  for  the 
anointing  oil  of  the  Lord  is  upon  you. 
And  they  did  according  to  the  word  of 
Moses. 

"And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Aaron, 
saying.  Drink  no  wine  or  strong  drink, 
thou,  nor  thy  sons  with  thee,  whe.a  ye 
go  into  the  tent  of  meeting,  that  ye  He 
not;  It  shall  be  a  statute  forev-er 
throughout  your  generations;  and  that 
>e  may  put  difference  between  the  holy 
and  tlie  common,  and  between  the  un- 
clean and  the  clean;  and  that  ye  mav 
teach  the  children  of  Israel  all  the 
statutes  which  the  Lord  hath  spoken 
unto  them  by  the  hand  of  Moses." 

Golden  Text— "Let  us  watch  and  be 
sober."     I  Thessalonians,   5:6. 


TRAN.^GRESS10X  IN  SACRED 
PL.^CES. 
A  large  part  of  Leviticus  is  oceupi.;d 
with  rituals  for  the  guidance  of  the 
l)rie.st3  and  the  people  In  the  tar»e'" 
nacle  worship.  But  the  particular 
passage  from  which  the  present  ies.=»on 
is  taken  is  concerned  with  the  ccnse- 
cration  of  Aaron  and  his  sons  to  the 
priesthood.  Through  seven  days  the 
ceremonies  proceeded  toward  the  con- 
summation on  the  eighth  day,  when, 
after  the  sacrifices  had  been  ofi'^red 
upon  the  altar,  Mo.ses  and  Aaron  went 
into  the  tent  before  the  Lord,  and  came 
out  to  bless  the  people,  and  the  glory 
of  .Jehovah  appeared  to  all  the  people. 
As  the  sacrifices  were  being  consumed, 
a  great  shout  went  up  from  the  as- 
.sembled  worshippers,  and  there  wa3  an 
occasion  of  general  rejoicing  over  *he 
official  inauguration  of  a  priesthocd  to 
mrinister  for  them  before  the  Lord. 

While  the  mental  intoxication  of  the 
celebration  was  still  upon  them,  two  of 
the  sons  of  Aaron,  Nadab  and  Abihu, 
rushed  precipitately  Into  a  deed  v  h'cl^ 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  d^jne  with 
any  bad  Intent,  but  which  was  con- 
trary to  the  directions  for  the  wor.ship 
of  God.  It  Is  not  clear  just  what  wa.8 
the  nature  of  their  offense.  Perh:ips 
they  used  fire  gotten  from  an  improper 
source;  perhaps  they  did  not  make  the 
proper  offering;  or  perhaps  something 
else  was  wrong  with  the  offering.  It 
was  apparently  a  case  of  zeal  without 
knowledge.  The  punishment  inflicted 
upon  them  evidently  served  as  a  warn- 
ing to  the  priests  that  the  ritua.1  of 
service,  as  given  to  them,  had  to  bo 
followed  uith  great  exactness  of  detail. 
By  5»ome  strange  stroke  of  providence 
Nadab  and  Abihu  suddenly  died  while 
they  were  in  the  act  of  performing 
their  sacrilegious  devotions.  Like  An- 
anias and  Sapphlra,  of  New  Testament 
days,  they  were  carried  out  and  buried 
without  ceremony.  Two  of  their  cous- 
ins were  bidden  to  attend  to  the  fun- 
eral. Aaron  and  his  sons  were  forbid- 
den to  touch  them,  or  even  to  assume 
the  usual  garb  of  mourning.  They  had 
become  sacred  to  the  service  of  the 
Lord  in  the  tabernacle,  and,  as  Jesus 
taught  his  disciples,  they  had  to  forego 
devotion  'to  "father  and  mother  and 
sister  and  brother"  In  order  to  render 
uinterrupted  service  to  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

It  has  sometimes  been  inferred  t?;at 
Nadab  and  Abihu  were  under  the  indu- 
ence  of  stroi>g  drink  when  they  com- 
mitted their  offense.  There  Is  no  par- 
ticular foundation,  however,  for  this 
assumption.  The  mere  fact  that  the 
story  of  their  death  Is  followed  by  the 
injunction  against  the  use  of  wine  by 
pdiests  on  duty  does  not  prove  it,  for 
that  injunction,  according  to  the  oom 
posHe  theory  of  Leviticus,  was  insert- 
ed by  a  writer  of  much  later  date  'han 
the  one  who  wrote  the  account  of  the 
death  of  the  two  priests.  But  the 
third  verse  of  the  lesson  does  wirn 
against  improper  conduct  and  char- 
acter on  the  part  of  the  Lord's  ser- 
vants, saying,  "I  will  be  sacntifi-iJ  in 
them  that  come  nigh  me,  and  oeforo 
all  the  people  I  will  be  glorified."  This 
evidently  means  that  in  some  way 
these  two  men  acted'  irrever- 
ently and  unbecomingly  In  per- 
forming their  service,  and  that 
this  irreverence  had,  or,  If  repeated, 
was  likely  to  have  a  deleterious  effect 
on  the  religious  attitude  of  the  con- 
gregation. This  verse  embodies  a  bit 
of  Instruction  that  i.«  much  needed  In 
ihese  times.  The  house  of  God  is  no 
place  for  frivolity.  Everything  con- 
nected with  divine  worship  should  be 
held  sacred.  It  Is  well  that  churches 
are  wont  to  formally  set  aside  their 
houses  of  worship  and  their  ministers 
of  the  faith,  for  the  custom  is  in  line 
with  the  Lord's  demand  of  sanctity 
In  all  those  who  come  before  Him. 
The  moral  and  religious  consciousness 
of  the  people  involuntarily  recoils  from 
any  transgressoln  of  morality  and  pro- 
priety on  the  part  of  those  who  are 
leaders  in  God's  service.  If  such  a 
leader  commits  any  offen.se  of  the  least 
gravity,  that  fact  Is  speedily  heralded 
broadcast.  The  world  thus  follows  the 
leadership  of  the  Lord  in  putting  a 
high  estimate  upon  the  privilege  of 
being  a  servant  of  God.  "Who  hath 
required  this  at  your  hand  to  trample 
my  courts?  •  was  the  biting  indictment 
which  Isaiah  hurled  at  sinful  Israel 
as  the  very  word  of  the  Lord  against 
a  people  who  sinned  wilfully  against 
God  and  yet  persisted  in  the  forms  of 
worship.  With  Isaiah  every  minister 
and  teacher  of  the  Gospel  ought  to 
confess  his  unworthlness  before  the 
Lord  and  cry  out  for  the  cleansing  fire 
of  the   Holv  Ghost. 

STRONG  DRINK  AND  BAD 
IMPULSES. 
Verses  8-11  of  the  lesson  were  given 
as  a  part  of  the  Instruction  to  the 
rrie?ts  so  as  to  preclude  the  po.s.siblllty 
of  any  indecencies  arising  In  the  con- 
duct of  the  religious  service  from  ex- 
cessive use  of  strong  drink.  Heathen 
rellKious    services    of    that    day    wer« 


often  attended  by  shameful  revelry 
and  durunkenness.  Many  of  them 
were  also  shockingly  lewd.  But  the 
Levltical  rules  forbade  all  things  in 
either  dress  or  conduct  that  might 
have  led  to  such  excesses  or  even  Lo 
the  suggestion  of  them.  No  priest 
might  drink  wine  or  strong  drink 
when  he  was  abotJt  to  enter  the  taber- 
nacle or  while  he  was  engaged  in  the 
service  there.  This  is  a  clear  recogni- 
tion of  the  fact  that  strong  drink  of- 
ten gives  rise  to  bad  impulses  such 
as  the  person  sober  would  never  be 
guilty  of  harboring. 

The  writer  of  these  words  has  in 
mind  a  young  man  who  is  now  lying 
In  a  S6utheim  Jail  with  a  crime  that 
is  second  only  to  murder  In  the  pen- 
alty attached.  He  was  reared  of  good 
parentage  in  a  New  England  town, 
and  Is  ordinarily  known  for  his  polite- 
ness, quietness  and  attention  to  dut- 
ies; but  he  sometimes  makes  free  use 
of  liquor,  and,  while  recently  under  Its 
influence,  was  charged  with  attempt- 
ing a  dastardly  crime,  arrested,  thrown 
Into  prison,  and  now  awaits  trial  on 
indictment  for  having  done  a  thing 
which,  when  sober,  he  certainly  would 
never  have  even  contemplated. 
Whether  he  Is  guilty  or  not.  It  is  cer- 
tain that,  If  sober,  he  would  never 
have  been  in  a  position  where  he  could 
have  been  accused  of  such  a  crime. 
It  was  the  bad  Impulse  resulting  from 
drunkenness  that  brought  on  all  his 
trouble.

In  strong  drink.  What  is  still  worse 
is  that  liquor  is  leading  them  to  wick- 
edness that  is  sure  to  result  in  dis- 
ease that  will  be  passed  on  to  family 
and  heirs  in  a  shape  that  will  curse 
them  In  a  hundred  dliierent  ways. 
The  Scripture  lesson  under  present 
consideration  was  written  to  guard 
the  conduct  of  ministers  of  religion, 
man  who  would  alway«  keep  a  firm 
rein   on   his  course   of  conduct. 

The  use  of  strong  drink  is  growing 
among  American  women,  and  this  is 
the  most  alarming  aspect  of  our  drink 
problem.  If  the  pufity  of  worship  in 
Israel  had  to  be  protected  from  the 
demon  of  drunkenne.«s,  it  is  certain 
that  the  purity  of  the  American  home 
needs  to  be  i)rotected  fium  the  same 
menacing  foe.  This  mau<-r  has  been 
written  of  before  in  this  column,  but 
the  wiiter's  field  of  ob.servatIon  has 
been  very  much  widened  uf  late  and  he 
has  seen  things  that  ni.ike  him  fe '1 
that  every  temperance  les.son  taught 
in  the  Sunday  school  ought  to  contain 
an  especial  warningto  women  against 
the  use  of  intoxicants.  I'ublic  resorts 
are  multiplied  in  our  cities,  where 
women  join  with  the  men  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  wine  glass.  The  air  of 
respectability  about  som.'  such  places 
makes  the  danger  all  the  greater,  be- 
cause, on  that  account,  many  women 
are  led  to  enter  them  who  would  not 
for  anything  enter  a  pla.  e  that  would 
be  supposed  to  cast  discredit  ui)On 
them.  The  question  they  ought  to  ask. 
howe"^qrj  is.  If  (jinking  lt.se1f- is '^not 
a  questionable  and  even  a  condemned 
pastime,  which  hey  bught  to  avoid  as 
they  would  a  serpent.  "Look  not  upon 
the  wine  while  it  Is  red,  when  it  glveth 
Its  color  in  the  cup.  when  it  goeth 
down  smoothly;  at  the  last  It  blteth 
like  a  serpent  and  stingeth  like  an 
adder."  "Wine  Is  a  mocker,  strong 
drink  a  brawier;  and  whosoever- erreth 
thereby  is  not  wise."

Elected. 


Parkersburg,  W.  Va,.  Aug.  8. — The 
application  of  modern  business  prin- 
ciples to  politics  has  been  undertaken 
by  L.  M.  Davis,  one  of  the  twelve  as- 
pirants for  the  office  of  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  of  "Wayne  county.  Davis 
is  running  for  the  Democratic  nomina- 
tion upon  the  profit-sharing  plan.  That 
the  people  of  his  county  may  know  all 
about  his  platform  he  is  patronizing 
the  advertising  columns  of  his  county 
papers  liberally.  In  one  he  had  a  half- 
page  "ad"  explaining  his  proflt-sharing 
scheme  of  politics.    It  bears  this:

"If  I  am  elected  to  the  office  of  circuit 
clerk  of  Wayne  county  I  will  give  to 
the  people  of  Wayne  county  the  sum  of 
$1400.  as  follows: 

"Believing  that  churches  are  the 
prime  factors  for  good,  and  in  order 
that  some  public  good  may  be  accom- 
plished. If  elected  to  the  office  of  cir- 
cuit clerk  of  this  county  I  will  give  to 
the  churches  thereof  $200.  a  sum  equal 
to  one-half  a  year's  salary  of  said  office.

Kissed  Her. 

New  York,  Aug.  8.— To  his  fa  :her-in- 
law's  enmity,  engendered  in  lusiness 
rivalry,  Walter  C.  Pitman  attributes 
the  suit  for  divorce  which  his  wife, 
Carrie  C.  Pitman,  has  begun  against 
him.  Pending  the  trial.  Mrs.  Pitman 
asked  Judge  Dickey  in  the  supreme 
court,  Brooklyn,  for  $30  a  week  alimony 
and  $500  counsel  fee. 

One  of  the  co-respondents  named  Is 
Miss  Anna  Gans.  of  Brooklyn,  and  al- 
though Pitman  is  not  very  veibose  in 
his  denial  of  relations  with  Mrs.  Har- 
riet A.  Wollaston,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  he 
denies  at  great  length  any  imp -oprlety 
with  Miss  Gans.  He  admits  thit  after 
the  separation  from  his  wife  ne  took 
Miss  Gans  to  the  theater  ani  other 
places  of  amusement,  but  when  he  ad- 
mitted to  her  that  he  was  a  narried 
man,  he  says,  she  immediately  cut  olT 
further  relations  with  him. 

Mrs.  Pitman  is  a  daughter  of  Charles 
H.  Scovel,  of  the  American  Plite  and 
Copper  company.  They  have  one 
daughter,  Florence,  8  years  old.  They 
were  married  in  Brooklyn  In  1894.  Mr. 
Pitman  Is  the  organizer  of  the  Ameri- 
can Steel  Plate  and  Copper  con  pany. 

According  to  the  papers,  Mrs.  Pitman 
employed  three  detectives  to  wf.tch  her 
husband.  One  of  them  went  Wisst  with 
him  and  returned  In  a  parlor  car  to 
Chicago.  He  says  that  Pitman,  as  he 
entered  the  car  to  return,  was  greeted 
by  Mrs.  Wollaston,  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
•who  threw  her  arms  about  him.  Pit- 
man kissed  her.  according  to  the  de- 
tective. 

It  Is  alleged  that  Pitman  prest^ntod  to 
Miss  Gans  a  tortoise  shell  corib  and 
took  her  to  restaurants  and  theaters. 
Pitman  qays  that  he  did  call  upon  her 
and  took  her  to  the  theater,  but  her 
Bister  was   present. 

In  his  aflfidavlt  Pitman  names  Fred- 
erick M.  Brown,  a  lawyer,  of  No.  54 
Wall  street,  Manhattan,  who,  lie  says, 
called  on  Mrs.  Pitman  and  once  re- 
turned from  Bermuda  in  the  same 
steamship  with   her. 

Pitman  declares  his  father-in-law, 
Charles  H.  Scovel,  Is  at  the  bottom  of 
his  troubles.  Mr.  Scovel  employed  him 
at  the  time  of  his  marriage,  lie  says, 
but  discharged  him  later,  when  he  was 
ll^  in  bed.  He  at  once  started  up  an. 
other  concern,  but  he  alleges  that 
through  information  furnished  by  Mrs. 
Pitban,  Scovel  pursued  him  relent- 
lessly, approaching  his  customers  and 
under.selling  him. 


OPEN    AIR 

Tried  as  a  Cure  By  Another 
Consumptive. 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  8. — Frank  Calvin, 
of  this  city,  stepson  of  John  Wallace, 
threatened  with  consumption,  and  a 
sufferer  from  hemorrhage  of  the  throat 
and  lungs,  has  undertaken  the  open- 
air  treatment,  sleeping  in  a  tent  pitched 
on  his  stepfather's  grounds.  The 
treatment  began  early  in  June,  and 
while  the  young  man  has  not  followed 
the  rules  of  diet  very  closely,  as  ha 
shares  the  family  table,  he  Is  already 
much  benefited  by  his  experience,  and 
it  will  be  continued  indefinitely. 

His  main  diet  is  rare  beef,  eggs  and 
milk,  and  other  easily  digested  food, 
with  a  certain  amount  of  mild  exercise 
daily.  His  time  is  mainly  occupied  in 
mechanical  drawing,  which  he  Is  taking 
in  a  correspondence  school.  The  first 
night  or  two  the  open  air  Irritated  his 
throat;  this  soon  disappeared.  The 
treatment  will  be  continued  during  the 
coming  winter,  but  in  the  South. 


KOCH  IS  WRONG. 

Says  Garnault,  Who  Was   In- 
oculated With  Tuberculosis. 

New  York,  Aug.  8. — A  Paris  cable  to 
the  Sun  says: 

"Dr.  Garnault,  who  Inoculated  him- 
self with  a  matter  from  a  diseased 
cow  in  order  to  disprove  Professor 
Koch's  theory  that  it  is  impossible 
for  human  beings  to  catch  tuberculosis 
from  cattle,  writes  to  the  Temps  that 
an  examination  of  pieces  of  his  skin 
which  were  abstracted  last  Thursday 
by  Professor  TufHer  has  been  mado 
at  the  Pasteur  institute,  and  that  a 
great  number  of  large  polynucleus 
cells,  characteristic  of  tuberculosU 
formation,  were  found." 

It  is  true.  Dr.  Garnault  says,  that  the 
presence  of  tuberculous  bacilli  has  not 
been  discovered,  and  he  adds  that  that 
is  generally  so  In  these  cases,  but  he 
considers  it  certain  that  these  bacilli 
would  be  found  In  guinea  pigs  which 
will  be  Inoculated  with  other  portions 
abstracted  from  his  skin  a  fortnight 
hence,  and  that  this  experiment  will 
demonstrate  absolutely  the  error  of 
Professor    Koch's    assertions. 

Meanwhile,  however.  Dr.  Garnault 
says.  It  may  be  considered  that  he  has 
already  proved  his  contention,  for  In 
ordinary  cases  the  evidence  obtained 
would  justify  a  diagnosis  of  tuber- 
culosis.

IN  A  HAMMOCK  AT  SEA. 

Did  you  ever  try  to  sleep  in  a  ham- 
mock? Not  the  Kind  that  you  sling 
on  your  veranda,  or  in  the  shade  of  the 
orchard  in  the  country,  but  a  real 
sailor  hammock  that. envelops  you  llKe 
a  Docket  and,  unless  it  is  slung  taut, 
will  fold  you  up  like  a  jack  knife,  sj 
that  you  lie  there  in  the  dimness  i^Z 
the  gun  deck  contemplating  your  feet 
more  intimately  than  you  ever  con- 
templated them  before'.'  Go  to  the 
ship's  carpenter  and  get  him  to  put  on 
some  spreaders,  and  you  find  a  part 
of  the  curse  taken  off,  but  the  wider 
you  spread,  and  the  more  taut  you 
hitch,  the  harder  it  is  to  get  in  and 
stay.  Your  bucking  broncho  Is  not  a 
more  fearsome  beast  than  your  untam- 
er  hammock.  It  is  seven  feet  over- 
head, smack  up  against  the  underside 
of  the  deck.  To  get  in  you  grasp  ropes 
and  beams  and  anything  you  find  that 
can  be  clutched,  and  struggle  into 
place.  Sometimes  you  grasp  the  nosa 
of  the  man  in  the  next  s.ing;  he  wakes 
up  and  fights.  Sometimes  you  stei» 
on  the  countenance  of  the  pirate  who 
is  noring  in  the  swinging  cot  below, 
and  he,  too,  rises  and  say^j  things. 
And  to  make  the  occasion  one  of  un- 
alloyed happiness,  there  isn't  a  peg  or 
a  nail  on  which  you  can  hang  your 
clothes.  You  do  the.n  up  in  a  wad 
and  jam  them  under  your  pillow,  or 
Into  the  hollow  of  the  cords  at  your 
head.  Your  shoes  you  tie  together 
by  the  strings  and  hang  them  from 
the  cords  also.  Your  tooth  brush, 
comb,  soap,  towel  and  money  you  have 
put  in  the  payma.ster's  safe. 

P]ach  haRimock  has  a  pancake  mat- 
tress and  a  pancake  pillow,  and  you 
buy  your  own  blanket,  and  if  you 
want  to  be  a  dude  you  aUso  buy  a 
sheet.  When  you  have  mounted  into 
this  fearsome  construction  your  pil- 
low is  on  ^e  floor,  and  your  mattres.^ 
Is  skewed  sldewise,  and  your  clothes 
are  all  over  the  place.  There  is  noth- 
ing for  it  but  to  get  down  and  hoist 
them  in  again,  and  if  there's  a  good 
sea  on  this  isn't  so  easy.  Yet,  if  the 
sea  Is  on,  a  hammock  is  ^  better  placj 
than  a  bunk.  It  accommodates  Itself 
to  the  swing  of  the  ship,  and  you  can 
slumber   with    tranquil    Indifference. 

One  fellow  tumbled  out  of  the  port 
side  of  his  hammock  twice  in  rapid 
concussion  after  climbing  in  on  the 
starboard  side.  Another  one — he  was 
the  hoodoed  man  who  hadn't  money 
enough,  and  whose  camera  wouldn't 
work,  and  who  hadn't  time  to  buy 
tropical  clothes,  and,  who  fell  oft  a 
wall  into  a  cellar  in  St.  Pierre,  and 
who  afterwards  broke  a  bone,  and 
whose  face  was  sad — he  crawled  in  on 
his  first  night  and  pulled  his  trousers 
off.  Thereupon  he  had  to  go  down  and 
reclaim  them.  Then  he  lost  his  blank- 
et and  had  to  go  back,  each  time  re- 
turning by  violent  contortions.  By 
that  time  his  mattress  was  in  a  heao 
and  hl.s  hammock  was  all  askew.  He 
sat  up  abruptly  to  fix  It,  when  bang 
went  his  head  against  the  iron  deck. 
He  said  nothing,  but  resumed  his  acro- 
batics and  had  a  grip  on  the  mattress, 
as  he  thought,  but  rising  again  to 
bring  the  upper  part  under  his  should- 
ers, he  hit  his  head  another  whack. 
Then  he  lay  down  In  a  kind  of  des- 
pairing resignation,  and  said,  "My 
God,  my  God,  why  hast  Thou  for- 
saken me?"

York.  Aug.  8.— Phy.«iclans  con- 
with  Harlem  hospital  have  an- 
nounced the  recovery  from  l<x'kjaw 
and  discharge  from  that  institution  of 
Joseph,  a  son  of  "Silent  Mike"  Tiernan. 
who  was  for  many  years  a  member  of 
the  New  York  baseball  team.  On  the 
Fourth  of  July  he  shot  hlm.self  in  the 
hand  with  a  blank  cartridge. 

He  was  taken  to  the  hospital  on  July 
12.  Lockjaw  was  well  developed,  and 
it  was  decided  to  inject  anti-toxine 
into  the  spinal  cord  and  not  into  the 
brain,  as  in  previous  cases.  The  injec- 
tions were  made  between  the  first  and 
second  lumbar  vertebrae.

of  the  Year. 


Seventeen  Hundred  Peo- 
ple From  Sioux  City 
—• Wiilmar  Line. 


Remain  to  Sunday  After 

noon-"  Arrangements 

For   Visitors. 


The  Great  Northern  exeursion  from 
Bioux  City,  Iowa,  and  Yankton,  S.  D.. 
arrived  in  the  city  in  two  sections  to- 
day, bringing  1700  people,  who  will  re- 
main at  the  head  of  the  lakes  until 
;?unday  evening. 

This  is  the  largest  excursion  that  has 
been  run  into  Duluth  this  season,  and 
exceeds  by  about  300  people  the  excur- 
sion that  the  Great  Northern  company 
brought  from  the  same  section  of  the 
country  last  year. 

The  first  t^ection  was  comprised  of 
tiiirteen  sleeping  cars,  containing 
about  430  people,  and  arrived  in  Duluth 
at  10:45  o'clock  this  morning.  The  sec- 
ond section,  made  up  of  about  twenty 
day  coaches,  reached  the  I'nion  depot 
at  1  o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  trains 
•were  run  in  three  sections  to  Wiilmar, 
"Where  the  rear  two  were  consolidated 
and  run  us  one  train  the  rest  of  the 
vay  to  L»uluth.  no  stops  being  made 
iov  passengers  this  .side  of  Wiilmar. 

The  excursion  is  in  charge  of  Fred  A. 
llill.s.  of  Sc.  Paul,  traveling  passenger 
agent  of  the  Great  Northern  road 
through  the  territory  reached  by  the 
e.wursion.  Air.  Wills  came  up  with  the 
excursion  last  year,  his  headtjuarters 
then  being  in  Sioux  City.  Iowa. 

Speaking  of  the  excursion.  Mr.  Hills 
eaid:  "We  have  brought  a  big  crowd 
of  some  of  the  best  people  of  Northern 
Iowa  and  of  North  Dakota  to  Duluth 
this  year.  There  are  probably  600  peo- 
ple from  Sioux  City  and  the  vicinity 
alone,  the  re.st  coming  from  Yankton 
and  points  intermediate  up  to  Wiilmar,

of  the  e.xtursionists  are  townspeople 
and  well-to-do  farmers  and  their  fam- 
ilies, who  reside  near  the  towns 
reached  by  our  line.  It's  one  of  the 
Jolliest  and  best  natured  crowds  the

"The  excursionists  fare  better  this 
season  in  their  visit  to  the  head  of  the 
lakes  for  the  reason  that  they  are 
given  nearly  a  day  more  of  time  here 
than  Is  usually  given  on  excursions 
i'n)m  such  a  diastnce  and  with  rates  so 
low.  A  great  many  people  that  came 
up  today  intend  to  remain  over  here 
some  time,  and  others  will  take  a  trip 
down  the  lakes.  The  one  way  fare 
offered  quite  an  inducement  for  them 
to  come  this  way  to  take  the  lake 
trip. 

"Duluth  and  Us  importance  is  becom-

Mr.  Hills  says  that  every  available  car 
of  the  Great  Northern  company  was 
l>resscd  into  service  for  thl.s  excuhsion, 
and  the  people  were  handled  with  a 
view  to  their  comfort. 

The  fact  that  the  visitors  will  be  in 
the  city  all  day  tomorrow  is  looked 
on  as  a  good  business  proposition  for 
the  merchants  of  Duluth.  They  will 
be  given  an  opv>ortunity  of  resting  this 
evening  and  tomorrow  are  certain  to 
do  a  great  deal  of  trading  here.  Past 
excur.slons  from  Iowa  and  South  Da- 
kota have  brought  a  good  trade  to  Du- 
luth  merchants.

Chicago.  Aug.  8.— Lewis  G.  Toombs 
was?  hanged  at  11:29  a.  m.  today  for 
the   murder  of  Carrie   Larson. 

Toombs  went  to  the  scaffold  without 
a  tremor.  He  made  a  short  statement, 
in  which  he  protested  his  innocence 
and  expressed  confidence  that  his  name 
would  be  cleared  of  the  crime  attribut- 
ed to  him.  The  body  hung  thirteen 
minutes.  Death  resulted  from  strangu- 
lation. _ 

The  crime  for  which  Lewis  G. 
Toombs  paid  the  death  penalty  was 
that  of  the  murder  of  Carrie  Larson, 
on  the  night  of  Dec.  30,  last  year.

TROOPS  TO  TURKEY  RUN 

Gen.  Oobin    Sends  Down   Platoon   of   Cavalry   For 

Purpose    of    Intimidating    Foreign 

Miners  Who  Are  Unruly. 


Shenandoah,  Pa.,  Aug  8. — Brig.  Gen. 
Cobin  today  sent  a  platoon  of  cavalry 
to  the  mining  settlement  of  Turkey 
Run  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
demonstration  in  that  vicinity,  which 
is  populated  mostly  by  foreigners.  The 
general  had  received  Information  that 
the  families  of  non-union  workmen  are 
constantly  annoyed  by  strikers  and 
their  houses  stoned. 

The  information  received  by  Gen. 
Gobln  was  contained  in  a  letter  from 
a  woman  whose  husband  is  working  in 
the  mine  at  tJilberton.  She  stiys  her 
life  has  been  threatened  every  day.  her 
home  has  been  battered  with  stones 
each  night,  and  a  large  rock  almost 
struck  her  little  girl,  who  was  as=leep 
In  bed.  the  missile  resting  on  the  pillow 
against  her  head.  The  woman  also  de- 
clared the  neighbors  annoy  her  by 
gathering  in  front  of  her  house.  Jeeiing 
at  her  and  hanging  crape  on  the  door 
knob.  She  concluded  by  saying  that 
someone  fired  at  her.  and  she  asked 
Gen.  Gobln  to  send  her  protection. 

The  cavalrymen,  while  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, visited  the  home  of  the  wo- 
man, and  finding  her  in  delic-'te 
health,  escorted  her  and  her  children 
to  the  railroad  station,  where  she  was 
placed  on  a  train  with  an  escort  and 


sent  to  the  Pottsville  hospital.  Her 
husband  closed  up  the  house  and  moved 
his  furniture. 

Provo.st  Marshal  Farquhar.  who  ac- 
companied the  cavalrymen,  said  the 
foreigners  did  not  take  kindly  to  the 
visit  of  the  troops.  While  going  along 
a  rough  trail  at  the  base  of  the  moun- 
tain, a  crowd  some  distance  up  on  tho 
ridge,  out  of  reach  of  the  troops.  Jeered 
and  called  the  soldiers  hard  names. 
One  stone  was  thrown,  and  then  the 
horsemen  came  to  a  stop  and  the 
crowd  fled  through  the  brush. 

The  firing  of  pistols  and  rifles  dur- 
ing the  night  continues,  but  the  tinng 
never  occurs  in  the  neighborhood  in 
which  the  guardsmen  are  stationed, 
and  the  military  officers  in  consefiuerce 
are  unable  to  locate  it.  Gen.  Gobln 
says  there  is  a  great  number  of  mis- 
chievous people  prowling  around  tho 
region  at  night,  who  probably  shoot 
off  firearms  for  no  other  reason  than 
to  scare  someone. 

The  strike  situation  In  the  Shenan- 
doah region  remains  unchanged,  and 
despite  all  reports  to  the  contrary, 
there  are  no  visible  signs  of  prepara- 
tions being  made  to  resume  work  in 
the  idle  miners.  The  strikers  iiereabout 
say  they  have  not  heard  of  any  ccaj 
company  asking  its  men  to  return  to 
work.

Territory  a  Natural  Breeding 
Ground  For  Rattlers. 

Authcrities  of  the  Smithsonian  insti- 
tution say  that  more  varieties  of  poi- 
sonous snakes  are  found  in  Arizona 
than  in  any  other  part  of  the  United 
States.  The  best  authority  on  Arizona 
snakes  is  believed  to  be  Graham  Peck, 
w  ho  has  been  studying  them  for  ycrtrs, 
says  the  New  York  Sun. 

"No  other  region  in  the  United  States 
is  so  much  of  a  natural  breeding  ground 
for  the  rattlesnake  as  is  Southern  Ari- 
zona." he  said  the  other  day.  "The 
rocks  of  the  mountains  and  foothills  are 
of  a  heavy  yellow  and  gray  color,  and 
the  soil  is  so  like  the  hues  of  .a  raltit-r 
that  a  snake  can  move  slowly  aU-ng 
and  hardly  be  perceived  by  a  peiscn 
fifty  feet  away.  The  hot.  dry  air  and 
the  warm,  sandy  earth  and  the  im- 
mense quantity  of  small  birds  and 
ground  sfiuirrels  in  the  mouiilLiin 
canyons  and  brush  all  combine  to  make 
life  for  rattlesnakes  in  this  region  ono 
of  rare  ease  and  comfort. 

"There  are  literally  tens  of  thousands 
of  rattlers  in  the  sage  brush  and  cha- 
parral along  the  edge  of  Southern  Ari- 
zona wastes.  They  grow  to  enormous 
siz.e  and  it  is  common  to  read  of  the 
capture  of  rattlesnakes  five  and  six 
feet  long,  with  fourteen  and  fifteen 
rattles. 

"Hog-nose  snakes  are  quite  plentiful 
in  the  mountainous  parts  of  Arizona. 
After  all  the  talk  about  serpents  hiss- 
ing, this  is  the  only  specimen  of  the 
ophidian  family  whch  I  have  ever  heard 
utter  a  sound. 

"Many  writers  on  reptiles  in  America 
say  that  thunder  snakes  are  commor.  in 
Texas.  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  They 
are  really  uncommon  in  the  territories. 
They  f.re  a  prairie  reptile  and  are  often 
encountered  by  prairie  travelers,  e.spe- 
cially  before  and  after  thunder  storms. 

"Fl.ishes  of  lightning  and  claps  of 
thund'r,  which  are  terrifying  to  bipeds 
and  (juadrupeds.  seem  to  have  a  charm 
for  these  members  of  the  ophidian  fam- 
ily. Whenever  a  thunder  storm  comes 
up  these  snakes  come  crawling  out  of 
holes,  from  behind  rocks  and,  rotten 
stumps  and  enjoy  the  fun  while  it 
lasts. 

"The  coach  whip  is  remarkable  for  Its 
tremendous  length  and  surpii>ir.g 
speed.  It  is  cream  or  clay  colored,  vety 
much  like  the  hard-baked  prairie  over 
which  it  glides,  is  very  long  and  Its 
scales  are  arranged  In  such  a  manner 
that  they  closely  resemble  the  plaited 
leather  of  a  whip. 

"Not  endowed  with  poison.  It  has 
tremendous  power  of  constriction.  It 
forms  its  body  into  coils  which  are  ca- 
pable of  crushing  sheep,  dogs  and 
coyotes. 

"When  I  was  In  Lower  California  in 
1S90  I  was  told  by  a  Mexican  peon  that 
he  had  a  10-year-old  boy  squeezed  to 
death  by  a  coach  whip  a  few  years 
ijofor?.  The  man  said  that  on  another 
occasion  his  wife  was  attacked  bv  a 
coach  whip  which  threw  its  coils  about 
her  quicker  than  she  could  see. 

"She  was  too  frightened  to  do  more 
than  scream  and  fall  to  the  ground, 
when  her  daughter  came  running  up 
and  quickly  released  her  by  merely  un- 
wrapping the  snake's  tail.  Strange 
as  this  may  seem,  it  la  a  very  easy 
way  to  release  a  victim  In  the  coach- 
whip  snake's  grasp,  for  while  the  rep-

The 
poison  does  its  deadly  work,  and  tho 
bird  falls. 

"Anyone  who  comes  up,  not  having 
seen  the  attack,  might  be  readily  de- 
ceived into  imagining  that  it  was  the 
glance  of  the  snake  and  not  the  poison 
that   caused   the  victim   to  fall."

curvetting  nervously  as  they  faced  the 
wall  of  humanity  that  cheered  their 
coming.  Shortly  afterwards  came  the 
prince  and  princess  of  Wales  procession 
and  finally  within  a  few  minutes  ihelr 
majesties  state  coach  appeared  at  the 
gateway  and  the  king  and  tiueen  smiled 
and  bowed  in  response  to  the  mighty  roar 
of  cheers  that  dwarfed  all  previous  wel- 
comes. The  scene  in  the  vicinity  was 
remarkable.  On  the  roof  of  the  palace 
were  perched  a  number  of  fashionably 
dressed  ladles,  members  of  the  household 
and  their  cheers,  with  the  fluttering  of 
their  handkerchiefs  as  the  king  and 
queen  entered  the  rox***  coach  gave  the 
signal  for  the  deafening  plaudits  of  the 
populace  which  greeted  their  majesties 
as  tliey  emerged  from  the  gates.  The 
oation  was  taken  up  by  the  crowds 
which  thronged  the  Mall  and  was  repeat- 
edly acknowledged  by  the  occupants  of 
the   state    coach. 

The  king  looked  pale  and  rather  fine 
drawn  and  was  by  no  means  as  brown 
and  robust  as  precious  reports  had  led 
one  to  expect,  and  while  punctiliously 
bowing  from  side  to  side,  he  did  so  with 
a  gravity  very  unusual  to  him.  He 
seemed  to  Bit  rather  far  back  in  the 
carriage  and  moved  his  body  very  little. 
His  curious  crimson  robes  and  cap.  the 
maintenance  of  which,  simply  a  band  of 
ermine  with  a  crimson  velvet  top.  doubt- 
less gave  him  the  unusual  appearance. 
The  queen  beside  him,  was  radiant.  She 
never  looked  better.  The  cheers  which 
greeted  the  pair  were  loud  and  unmistak- 
ably gnulne  and  very  different  from  the 
perfunctory  applause  which  usually 
greets  the  appearance  of  members  of 
the   royal  family- 

The  three  processions  to  the  abbey  were 
carried  out  according  to  program  and  tha 
only  striking  features  of  the  first  two 
were  the  gorgeous  state  carriages  and 
the  beautiful  ioiuplnge  and  horses. 

The  crowd  paid  but  little  attention  to 
the  occupants  of  the  vehicles.  In  the 
last  carriage  of  the  first  procession  sat 
Prince  Henry  of  Prussia  on  the  back  seat, 
but  he  was  so  occupied  with  talking  to 
the  Duke  of  Sparta  that  he  seemed  not 
to  notice  the  crowd.  The  Prince  of  Walca 
also  seemed  very  Indifferent  and  stoi>a, 
but  the  Princess  of  Wales  bowed  anc| 
smiled  constantly.  It  was  not  till  tha 
king's  procession  came  that  there  was 
any  show  of  enthusiasm.  Lord  Kitch- 
ener. Admiral  Seymour  and  Gen.  Gaselee. 
as  they  rode  together,  of  course  came  in 
for  much  attention,  but  they  seemed  all 
to  look  straight  ahead  and  pay  little  at* 
tentlon  to  the  people  along  the  route. 
Lord  Kitchener,  In  the  resplendent  full 
dress  uniform  of  a  general,  also  looked 
unfamiliar  and  many  persons  did  not  rec- 
ognize him.  The  Indians  were  undoubt- 
edly the  most  picturesque  feature  of  the 
procession,  while  tne  state  coach  of  the 
king,  drawn  -by  the  fat  "Hanoverian 
horses"  which  figured  in  all  the  late 
Queen  Victoria's  processions,  seemed 
much  more  like  fairyland  than  usual. 

The  progress  of  the  royal  carriage  was 
marked  by  no  special  Incident,  with  the 
exception  of  an  accident  to  Lord  Edward 
Pelham  Clinttm,  one  of  the  grooms  in 
waiting.  It  was  a  continued  triumph  <in% 
reached  Its  climax  on  the  drrlval  at  the 
abbey,  where  there  was  a  scene  of  un- 
paralleled enthusiasm,  which  did  not 
cease  until  their  majesties  disappeared  in 
the  annex.  The  accident  to  Lord  Pelham 
Clinton  created  considerable  excitement 
In  the  Mall.  The  groom  in  waiting,  in  a 
closed  carriage,  was  passing  York  ^tens, 
when  his  conveyance  collided  with  an- 
other royal  carriage  going  at  high  speed 
in  an  aopposlte  direction.  The  horses  fell 
and  there  appeared  to  be  a  bad  mix-up. 
The  police  extricated  the  teams  with 
some  difficulty  and  Lord  Pelham  Clinton, 
who  was  only  slightly  hurt,   proceeded. 


COURT  TRIAI^  IX  NAVY. 
An  incident  of  moment  is  the  daily  sit- 
ting of  the  captain  as  a  magistrate  to 
punish  the  small  doings  of  neglectful 
or  iiasslonatc  sailors,  siiya  tho  Brooklyn 
Ilagle.  Any  serious  offense  mu.st  be 
tried  by  court  martial,  but  small  diso- 
bediences and  oversights  are  dealt  with 
at  headquarters.  The  sentences  are  tis- 
I'.ally  light — a  forfeiture  of  small  .imounta 
of  pay  or  a  day  or  two  In  the  brig,  but 
there  was  one  incorrigible  In  the  ship'a 
prison  who  had  to  be  kept  in  Irons.  He 
has  been  of  no  use  to  the  navy  since 
he  joined  it.     Though  not  a  hard-looking 

fellow — you  can't  always  read  faces  when 
you  have  to  do  with  criminals— he  i^ 
always  making  trouble  and  always  try- 
ing to  get  into  it.  He  wc»n  t  obey,  ho 
wi>n't  work,  he  won't  be  rfc.---peclful;  ho 
will  steal;  he  will  do  about  any  tiling 
that  Is  not  expected  of  and  American 
sailor,  and  the  officers  often  express 
opinions,  in  private,  of  the  custom  that 
saddles  a  fellow  like  that  on  the  depart- 
ment. Their  own  choice  would  be  to 
conduct  him  tt)  some  convenient  pier  in 
a  strange  land,  give  him  twenty  or  thir- 
ty swift  kicks,  and  enter  his  description 
on  the  books  as  one  who  Is  never  again 
to  be  accepted  if  he  offered  himself  for 
enlistment.  Here  he  is  In  the  brig,  do- 
ing no  work,  returning  nothing  lor  his 
board,  costing  the  government  a  certain 
sun\  dally,  displacing  a  salior  who  would 
be  decent  and  useful,  and  bothering  his 
officers. 

In  port  the  arrests  are  chiefly  for 
drunkenness.  Gunboat  people  will  get 
abroad  with  bottles  concealed  In  their 
baskets  and  parcles  and  fellows  will 
abuse  shore  leave.  Such  are  put  In  the 
brig  to  sleep  It  off.  and  then  have  pun- 
ishment according  to  the  depth  of  their 
degradation.  Liquor  Is  rkot  allowed  on 
ships  of  the  navy.  Y^ou  find  it  all  over 
JChe  place,  but  It  always  belongs  to 
somebody  eUse.  The  officers  may  have 
beer  and  wine  with  their  meals,  if  they 
care  to  buy  IL  as  they  do,  but  the  men 
must  not  be  caught  with  wet  goods  In 
their  possession.  Do  you  wonder  that 
thev  consider  this  arrangement  unfair? 
I  don't. 

In  all  these  violations  of  ship  l.nw  th© 
marines  are  the  police  who  must  mak* 
the  arrest  and  guard  the  condemned. 
It  is  this  police  function  that  has  caused 
so  much  straining  of  relations  between 
the  sailors  and  the  "web  footed  soldiers." 
Doubtless  the  marine  guard  could  bo 
dispensed  with,  now  that  we  have  givea 
up  Impressment  for  the  service.  AN  e  do 
not  have  separate  guards  for  tho  army, 
but  select  the  guards  from  the  soldiers 
themselves.  There  Is,  then,  a  friendlier 
feeling  between  the  ship's  soldiers  and 
the  blue  jackets  than  there  used  to  be. 
Among  the  officers  the  commander  of 
marines  Is  playfully  addressed  as  "sol- 
dier." and  "soldier"  Is  still  a  term  In  u«e 
at  sea  to  signify  one  who  Idles  and  Is 
usele.sa.  On  shore  the  marines  pair  by 
themselves  and  the  sailors  gravitate  into 
clusters  where  marines  are  not  repre- 
sented: vet.  the  authority  of  the  marines, 
when  there  is  occasion  for  It.  is  recog- 
nized and  there  are  seldom  any  conflicts 
between  the  blue  coats  and  blue  JaclcetA. 
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the  state,  particularly  the  southern 
purt,  and  the  outli>ok  seems  to  me  to 
we  very  promisins  inJe.'i1.

VICTIM   OF  THIEVES. 


Suspicion  That   Injured   Su- 
perior Man  Was  Robbed. 

An  investigation  has  been  started 
by  the  Douglas  county  authorities  of 
the  death  of  Albert  Olson,  who  was 
run    over    by    a    Great    Northern    train 

near  the  state  line  a  few  days  ago. 
Olson  was  alive  when  found  and  taken 
to  St.  Mary's  hospital  in  West  Super- 
ior, where,  before  dying,  he  told  one  of 
the  sisters  that  he  was  trying  to  board 
a  Great  Northern  freight  train  to  go 
out  to  the  wheat  fields;  that  he  had, 
among  other  things,  about  $130  in  his 
pocket.  When  he  was  found  alongside 
the  track  and  taken  to  Superior,  Olson 
did  not  have  any  money  in  his  cloth- 
ing, and  there  is  a  suspicion  that  some- 
body went  through  his  pockets  after  be 
was  hurt.  Other  persons  living  near 
the  state  line  claim  that  Olson  must 
have  had  on  his  person  something 
like  $100,  for  he  had  no  opportunity  lo 
spend  any  of  it.

STOLE  SILK  FROM  CORN. 

Arrest       of      Manufacturing 
Chemists. 

Indianapolis,  Aug.  8. — Police  Judge 
Stubbs  has  ordered  the  arrejst  uf  John 
B.  McCoy,  president,  and  Aaron  B. 
Hpwe,  vice  president  of  the  McCoy- 
Howe  company,  manufacturing  chem- 
ists, as  a  result  of  developments  grow- 
ing out  of  the  stealing  of  the  silk 
from  growing  corn.  Mrs.  Jennie  Du- 
rant,  her  daughter  and  another  young 
girl  were  caught  by  a  farmer  taking 
the  silk  from  his  growing  corn,  and  an 
examination  shuwed  that  the  three 
females  had  robbed  his  entire  field, 
which  consisted  of  about  twenty  acres. 
An  adjoining  farm  had  been  visited  by 
them  and  the  silk  taken  from  all  the 
corn  in  a  field  of  forty  acres,  and  other 
farms  had  been  similarly  denuded. 

When  arraigned  in  court  Mr.  Durant 
said  that  she  was  gathering  the  silk 
for  the  McCoy-Howe  company,  who 
had  agreed  to  pay  her  4  cents  a  pound 
for  the  silk,  and  she  had  employed  her 
daughter  and  the  other  girl  to  assist 
her,  giving  them  3  cents  a  pound.  She 
said  that  McCoy  called  her  into  his 
office  and  offered  to  buy  the  corn  silk 
for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  medicine, 
and  when  she  asked  where  she  should 
get  it,  he  replied,  "any  old  place."  She 
said  she  did  not  know  it  would  hurt 
the  corn  to  take  away  the  silk. 

All  the  farmers  testified  that  the  tak- 
ing away  of  the  silk  before  the  ears 
had  formed  had  destroyed  the  ears, 
and  that  their  crops  were  thus  rumed. 
The  arrest  of  McCoy  and  Howe  was 
then  ordered  and  the  cases  against  the 
women  went  over  till  the  matter  can 
be   investigated  further.

LOG  JAM 


Likely   on  the   St.   Croix 

From  Closing  of 

Boom. 

Stillwater,  Aug.  S.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  loggers  who  have  logs 
on  the  St.  Croix  and  the  lumberman'^ 
board  of  trade  have  set  on  foot  ac- 
tively a  movement  to  resume  operations 
at  the  St.  Croix  boom.  They  propose 
to  either  purchase  the  stock  of  Will- 
lam  Sauntry  or  to  lease  the  boom  prop- 
erty. The  Intention  is  to  run  the  boom 
on  a  10-hour  basis.  The  situation  is 
critical.  Some  mills  would  run  short 
of  logs  within  a  few  weeks,  and  the 
Mississippi  river  mills  are  particularly 
anxious.  The  river  above  the  boom  is 
almost  closed  with  logs  now,  and  it  is 
only  a  question  of  time  until  there  will 
be  a  jam.  Owners  of  small  launc:ie3 
have  difficulty  in  getting  through  at 
Page  slough  now  because  of  the  logs. 
The  boom  crew  is  scattering  many  of 
the  men  going  to  harvest  fields. 


The  Duluth,  Virginia  &  Rainy  Lake 
railroad  is  beginning  to  get  in  its  roll- 
ing   stock.      Within    a    few    days    two 
45-ton  engines,  which  have  been  shipped 
I  over  the  Pennsylvania  line  from  Picts- 
j  burg,    will    be   here,    and    they   will    be 
I  sent  on  by  one  of  the  range  roads  to 
I  be  placed  on  the  new  railroad.    During 
j  this  week  fifty-two  new  flat  cars  have 
been  received  for  the  use  of  the  road, 
and  they  will  soon  be  in  operation. 

The  road  has  been  in  operation  since 
last  October,  but  borrrowed  rolling 
stock  has  been  used  up  to  the  present 
time.  Within  a  short  time  the  road 
will  be  running  with  its  own  equip- 
ment. 

Ten  more  engines  have  been  ordered, 
and  they  will  be  shipped  here  during 
the  fall  months,  the  last  of  them  being 
due  in  December.  They  come  from 
the  H.  K.  Porter  company,  of  Pitts- 
burg. 


SUICIDE. 


Wilmot,  South  Dakota,  Farmer 
Ends  His  Life. 

St.  Paul.  Aug.  8.— A  Wilmot,  S.  D., 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  Philip 
Dietz  committed  suicide  last  evening 
after  supper.  Dietz  was  a  German 
farmer  residing  about  twelve  miles 
southeast  of  Wilmot.  He  leaves  a 
widow  and  seven  children,  the  oldest  15 
years  and  the  j-oungest  1  year  old. 
He  worked  hard  in  the  harvest  field  all 
day  and  did  not  eat  any  supper.  He 
complained  that  he  was  not  feeling 
well.

REDUCTION  IN  SOME  CASES 

Effect  of  Cutting  Out  Through 
Lumber  Rate. 

Within  a  very  short  time,  probably 
inside  of  |t\o  weeks,  lumber  rates  from 
the  head  of  the  lakes  will  be  advanced 
to  the  old  basis  on  which  they  stood 
before  the  reduction  of  less  than  a 
month  ago.  The  local  agents  have  ad- 
vices that  the  increase  is  likely  to  come 
almost  any  time,  though  the  date  has 
not  yet  been  fixed. 

It  develops  that  the  cancellation  of 
through  lumber  rates  from  the  head  of 
the  lakes  to  Eastern  points  has  the 
effect  of  decreasing  rather  than  of  in- 
creasing the  tariff.  It  was  stated  that 
after  Sept.  1  no  through  rates  would 
be  made,  and  that  the  rate  would 
have  to  be  the  sum  of  the  local  rates. 
It  was  stated  when  the  announcement 
was  made  that  this  meant  an  increase 
in  rates,  but  a  local  freight  agent  said 
today  that  the  through  rate  was  higher 
than  the  sum  of  the  local  rates.  For 
instance,  the  through  rate  to  Pittsburg 
is  27  cents,  while  the  local  rates  are  lo 
cents  to  Chicago  and  15  cents  from  Chi- 
cago to  Puttsburg,  making  a  reduction 
of  2  cents  from  the  through  rate.

RESCUERS  DRIVEN  OUT 


Fire  Damp  In  the  Bowen  Mine  Compels  Relief  Party 

to  Suspend  Operations— Eleven  Bodies 

Have  Been  Taken  Out. 


Trinidad.  Col.,  Aug.  8.— The  rescue 
partj-  at  the  Bowen  mine,  where  a  dis- 
astrous explosion  occurred  last  even- 
ing. \\  as  conipt-llcd  to  suspend  work  at 
1  o\loik  this  morninp,  owing  to  tire- 
damp.  At  that  hour  the  bodies  of 
eleven  ae;id  had  btH>n  recovered.  There 
■were  at  least  thirteen  men  in  the  mine 
at  the  time  of  the  explosion,  and  all  un- 
doubtdly  were  killed. 

No  f;as  has  ever  been  discovered  in 
the  mine,  and  It  is  the  opinion  of  offi- 
cial.-' that  the  accident  jvas  caused  by 
a  premature  shot.  The  powder  house 
at  the  mouth  of  the  mine,  containing 
about  ItX^O  pounds  of  blasting  powder, 


was  exploded  by  the  shock  from  the 
mine,  and  great  damage  was  dono  to 
the   mouth  of  the  slope. 

The  town  of  Bowen,  situated  about  a 
Quarter  of  a  mile  below  the  mine,  was 
shaken  and  a  number  of  windows 
broken.  Immediately  after  the  explo- 
sion almost  the  entire  population  of 
the  town  rushed  to  the  mouth  of  the 
mine,  and"  the  scenes  there  were  heart- 
rending. ,  , 

The  mine  is  almost  a  total  wreck  as 
far  as  can  be  determined.  The  ex- 
plosion occurred  about  1000  feet  from 
the  surface.  The  mine  was  quickiy 
filled  with  gas  and  smoke,  and  those 
who  escaped  instant  death  were  un- 
doubtedly suffocated. 


WILL  PROTECT  CABLE 

Commander  of  the  Gunboat  Machias  Is  Ordered  to 

See  That  Haytian   Cable   Is   Not 

Molested  By  Rebels. 


Washington,  Aug.  8.— The  Unite! 
States  and  Haytian  Telegraph  and 
Cable  company  has  appealed  to  the 
state  and  navy  departments  here  to 
prevent  the  cutting  of  its  cable  at 
Cape  Haytien.  According  to  informa- 
tion received  by  the  company  in  New 
York,  the  Haytien  gunboat  Crete-a- 
Perriot,  which  is  under  the  command  of 
Admiral  Killick,  who  has  allied  him- 
self with  the  revolutionary  government 
under  Gen.  Firmin.  and  who  has  been 
appointed  secretary  of  war  and  navy 


under  the  revolutionary  government, 
intends  to  sever  the  company's  cable 
between  Cape  Haytien  and  New  York. 
The  company  appealed  to  the  authori- 
ties here  to  instruct  Commander  Mc- 
Crea  of  the  gunboat  Machias  to  protect 
the  cable  from  violence.  Acting  Sec- 
retary of  State  Adee  and  Acting  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  Darling  held  a  con- 
ference over  the  matter  and  decided 
that  it  was  proper  for  this  government, 
in  the  protection  of  the  international 
interests  Involved,  to  issue  the  In- 
structions, and  accordingly  a  cablegram 
was  sent  to  Commander  McCrea  di- 
recting him  to  prevent  the  cutting  of 
the  cable.

Denver,  Aug.  8.— Gen.  Frederick 
Funston,  commander  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Colorado,  is  ill  at  his  home 
In  this  city.

The  East  Superior  streot  property  own- 
ers have  not  yet  made  up  the  Uifference 
between  the  balance  In  the  permanent 
improvement  revolving  fund  and  the  as- 
phalt paving  bid. 

It  is  claimed  that  about  $15,000  has  been 
collected  In  advance  by  the  Barber  A»- 
phalt  company  represt-ntatlVfS,  but  there 
is  still  a  deficit  of  a  few  thousand  dolluj-s 
and  this  may  possibly  Interfere  with  the 

awarding   of    the   contract. 

The  IJarber  company,  too,  seems  to  have 
jjiven  the  East  Sui)erior  street  people  a 
rather  stiff  proposition  aa  compared  with 
price*!  that  this  same  company  is  mailing 
elsewhere. 

While  the  local  bid  was  in  bulk  It  is 
equivalent  to  about  12.40  per  square  yard 
ot  asphalt.  In  New  York  this  week  the 
Barber  company  submitted  bids  as  low 
as  $1.02  and  $1.2S  per  square  yard  for  the 
same  kind  of  paving  that  is  proposed  fur 
K;ist   Superior   street. 

In  Washington  a  contract  of  $100,000 
was  won  by  the  Barber  company  on  a 
bid  of  $1.56  per  square  yard,  while  the 
Duluth  job  of  $56,000  is  practically  secured 
for   $2.40. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  intro- 
duction of  asphalt  paving  In  Duluth  a 
report  by  A.  W.  Dow.  a  government  ex- 
pert on  asphalt  and  concrete,  on  paving 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
pKSt  year,  will  be  interesting.  Mr.  1>)W 
says: 

"During  the  first  year  forty  samples 
of  Trinidad  L,ake  asphalt  have  been  im- 
ported by  the  Barber  Asphalt  company. 
The  asphalt  received  was  uniform  in 
composition,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
this  asphalt  Is  acted  on  so  badly  by 
water,  and  it  Is  no  exaggeration  to  say 
that  nine-tenths  of  tho  repairs  that  have 
l>cen  made  to  the  Trinidad  pavements 
are  necessary  on  account  of  the  destruc- 
tion  of  asphalt   by   moisture. 

'This  di-sintegratlon  has  been  proved 
without  a  doubt  to  be  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  soluble  salts  in  tho  asphalt  left 
there  from  the  evaporation  of  the  con- 
centrated mineral  water  that  makes  up 
ntarly    one-third    of    the    crude    asphalt. 

'•The  complaint  that  asphalt  pavements 
are  rotting  from  water  is  heard  from 
many  sources  and  the  difference  between 
Trinidad  and  other  asphalts  is  well  rec- 
ognized In  this  respect.  Numerous  plans 
have  been  devised  to  take  the  water 
from  3u<'h  pavement.s  and  keep  them  as 
dry  as  possible,  such  as  putting  in  brick 
gutters  anil  putting  blind  drains  under 
the  concrete  base  when  the  sub-grade  is 
likely   to  be  wet." 

Mr.  Dow  Is  conshiered  to  be  one  of  the 
best  authorities  on*  asphalt  and  cement 
In  engineering  circles  of  the  United 
States.

Naval   Training     ^>'  ,f  "'^^^   ^^^f^ 
E.  Clapp,  In  which 

Station.  jjg       speaks       very 

hopefully  of  the 
chances  of  Duluth  being  selected  as  the 
location  for  the  naval  training  station, 
has  been  read  with  much  Interest  here. 
The  senator  was  app.arently  much  Im- 
pressed by  the  remarks  made  by  Admiral 
Taylor  and  his  associates  as  to  the  ex- 
cellent sites  offered  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes,  and  they  may  have  said  more  to 
him  on  this  point  than  they  were  ready 
to  state  to  the  residents  here.  Milwau- 
kee has  given  up  all  hope  of  landing  the 
station.  The  Evening  Wisconsin,  refer- 
ring to  the  naval  committee's  visit  there, 
says:  •'But  It  must  be  said  that  aside 
from  a  few  natural  compliments  such  as 
courtcijles  make  necessary  everywhere, 
there  i*  little  wherewith  to  nourish  hope 
that  the  proposed  naval  training  school 
will  be  located  at  or  near  Milwaukee. 
There  ie  no  farm  land  within  the  city 
proper,  and  therefore  the  beautiful  naval 
basin  in  the  bay  was  useless  as  an  offer- 
ing. South  Milwaukee  is  too  vigorous  an 
Industrial  center  to  make  its  harbor  avail- 
able as  a  site  for  a  school  that  must  be 
somewhat  removed  from  the  diversions  of 
business  and  metropolitan  sociability.  The 
Fox  point  site  is  a  good  one,  so  far  its 
the  farming  side  of  the  proposition  is 
concerned,  but  a  harbor  would  have  to 
be  made  if  training  ships  are  a  necessary 
adjunct."  This  disposes  of  one  rival  of 
Duluth  for  the  station.  The  final  choice 
will  probably  be  narrowed  down  to  two  or 
three  points. 


SIGISS  OF    PKOSPCRITY. 

The  figures  just  compiled  by  the 
coriiptruMer  of  the  currency  in  relation 
to  the  banks  of  the  ITnited  Staie.s 
show  a  condition  of  prosperity  of  the 
ituintry  that  is  une.Kampleil  in  Its  his- 
tory. The  figures  are  based  upon  the 
reports  of  the  4535  national  banks  of 
the  nation,  made  at  the  close  oC  ousi- 
ness  on  July  16.  and  are  compared 
with  reports  for  the  same  date  of  ia.st 
year.  The  loans  and  discounts  in  1902 
aniuunted  to  $3,221,859,611.  against  .$2,- 
956.  •03.37.")  in  1901.  The  national  bank 
note  circulation  decreased  from  $119,- 
IX)S.S11  in  lyoi  to  $115,019,635  in  1902. 
The  most  lemarkable  gain  was  in  the 
amount  of  individual  deposits,  which 
increa.sed  from  $2,941, S37. 428  in  1901  to 
$3,(»9S,S75.772  in  1902.  The  total  resources 
increased  from  $5,675,910,042  to  $6,00S,- 
754.975.  The  loans  and  discounts  in- 
creased from  $3,172,757,000  on  April  30, 
1902,   to  $3,221,859,631  on  July  16,  1902. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  loans 
and  discounts  between  April  and  July 
represents  the  increased  amount  of 
money  that  has  been  placed  in  circula- 
tion in  trade  and  business  channels  in 
that  period.  It  means  that  nearly 
$,".9,000,000  additional  funds  have  been 
called  for  to  take  care  of  the  crops, 
to  move  grain  and  live  stock  to  the 
markets.  The  reports  show  that  this 
increase  in  loans  and  discounts  is  near- 
ly all  from  the  Western  and  Southern 
states.  The  figures  also  furnish  a  pretty 
good  index  to  the  financial  condition  of 
the  people.  An  increase  of  about  $160,- 
000.000  in  the  individual  deposits  In  the 
national  banks  of  the  nation  indicates 
that  the  people  are  at  lea.st  not  losing 
anything,  to  put  it  mildly.  No  one 
can  comprehend  billions,  .but  when  the 
figures  show  that  the  national  banks 
now  hold  in  individual  deposits  n.ore 
than  $11  per  capita  for  the  population 
of  the  United  States,  we  can  under- 
stand that  there  is  some  money  In  the 
country.  This,  it  must  be  remembered, 
has  no  reference  to  the  deposits  in 
state  banks,  in  savings  banks  or  -n 
trust  companies  or  banks  owned  by 
private  individuals.  It  simply  repre- 
sents the  individual  deposits  in  the 
national  banks  of  the  nation,  the 
money  that  is  usually  held  for  busi- 
ness transactions,  ready  to  be  thrown 
Into  circulation  any  hour.  The  deposits 
in  the  savings  banks  of  the  country  a 
year  ago  were  more  than  $500,000.(^00. 
They  are  probably  fully  $1,000,000,000  at 
this  time.  It  is  certainly  getting  to  be 
a  billion-dollar  country.

try. Including  the  output  from  by-pro- 
duct ovens  the  total  coke  production  of 
the  United  States  in  1901  amounted  to  21,- 
975.SS3  short  tons,  valued  at  $44,445,823.  ^ 
compared  with  20,533,348  short  tons,  valued 
at  $47.443  331  In  1900.  and  with  'l9,668,5€9 
short  tons,  valued  at  $34,670,417  in  ISiiG. 
The  increase  In  production  In  1901  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year  was  1,262.- 
635  short  tons,  of  6.15  per  cent.  The  value 
of  the  product,  however,  showed  a  de- 
crease of  $2,997,4^18.  or  6.3  per  cent.  Al- 
though the  extraordinary  demand  for 
coke,  which  developed  In  ISM  and  con- 
tinued through  1900,  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  of  1901,  the  average 
price  per  ton  showed  a  «Jecllne  from  $2.31 
In  190O  to  $2.04  in  litM.  This  decline  in 
price  wa.s  a  natural  one,  as  during  the 
spring  of  19<X>  the  prices  were  unusually 
high  and  raised  the  prices  for  that  year 
to  a  figure  nearly  15  per  cent  higher 
than  any  year  since  IS*).  Another  cause 
of  the  decline  in  value  In .  1901  was  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  completed  ovens 
increased  from  5.S.484  In  1900  to  64,001  In 
1901;  the  producers  were  better  able  also 
to  supply  the  demand,  and  the  increased 
facilities  for  transportation  by  the

INCREASeD  PRICES. 

After  a  careful  Incjulry  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts bureau  of  statistics  on  the 
cost  of  living  the  report  is  made  that 
there  has  been  an  average  increase  in 
prices  since  1S97  of  about  15  per  cent. 
The  percentages  of  increase  for  dif- 
ferent groups  of  articles  are  as  fol- 
lows: Food,  11.16;  dry  goods,  16.07; 
fuel,  9.78;  rent,  52.43.  But,  although 
the  prices  at  the  jiresent  time  are 
thus  generuUy  higher  than  in  isa/, 
they  are  much  lower  than  in  1872. 
Foodstufis  have  declined  19.97  per  cent 
since  1872;  dry  goods  41.01  per  cent, 
fuel  26.61  per  cent.  Rent  also  has 
gone  up  slightly,  the  increase  amount- 
ing to  two-tenths  of  1  per  cent.  This 
all-around  fall  in  prices  during  the  last 
generation  has  made  possible  an  enor- 
mous advance  in  the  standard  of  liv- 
ing of  the  working  class.  The  fall  in 
prices  has  been  accompanied,  more- 
over, by  a  rise  in  wages.  The  average 
laborer  gets  more  money  for  his  work 
than  he  did  thirty  years  ago,  while 
at  the  same  time  his  money  goes  fur- 
ther in  the  purchase  of  exerythins  ex- 
cept housing  and  accommodations. 
The  rise  in  prices  since  1897  has,  how- 
ever, placed  the  wage-earner  in  a  less 
favorable  position  as  consumer — if  not 
as  producer — than  he  occupied  a  few^ 
years  ago. 

This  list  of  Increase  in  prices  for 
Massachusetts  is  hardly  a  fair  state- 
ment for  Minnesota,  especially  for 
Duluth  and  its  environments.  Prices 
have  increased  to  a  greater  extent 
here.  One  leason  for  this  is  the  giowth 
of  trade  combinations,  and  this  Is  es- 
pecially apparent  in  this  city.  No  mer- 
chant dares  to  sell  at  what  he  may 
consider  a  fair  profit  above  his  ex- 
penses. He  is  dominated  by  the  com- 
bines— the  grocers,  the  butcheis  and 
others — and  there  seems  to  be  no  re- 
lief. Doubtless  general  prosperity  has 
had  something  to  do  with  the  increase 
in  living,  but  the  Increase  in  pi  ices  Is 
much  greater  in  proportion  than  the 
increase  in  wages. 


THE  TRUST  ISSUE. 

That  the  high  protection  element  of 
the  Republican  party  is  in  control  of 
tne  committee  is  evident  to  all  who 
read  the  Republican  text  book  for  the 
campaign  of  1902.  There  is  to  be  no 
war  made  on  the  trusts.  President 
Roosevelt's  Ideas  on  this  subject  are 
rejected,  and  a  wonderful  defense  of 
the  trusts  is  made.  Both  President 
McKlnley  and  President  Roosevelt  are 
on  record  as  advocates  of  making  such 
tarin:  reductions  a3  would  remove  su- 
perfluous protective  duties  and  there- 
by encourage  an  expansion  of  interna- 
tional trade.  Many  Republican  leaders 
have  openly  and  assertively  declared 
that  the  tariff  should  be  removed  from 
trust-made  goods  furnished  to  foreign 
purchasers  at  lower  prices  than  are 
exacted  of  American  con.sumers.  Many 
Republican  newspapers  have  taken  the 
same  ground.  But  the  outline  of  the  | 
chief  motives  of  defining  the  argu- 
ments for  the  orators  was  to  prevent 
a  discussion  of  these  things  on  the 
stump. 

As  the  Kan.sas  City  Star  says  the 
real  significance  of  the  campaign  book, 
so  far  as  it  touches  the  great  issues  of 
the  time,  lies  in  its  implied  "dont's." 
Indirectly  the  orators  are  restricted 
about  as  follows:  Don't  admit  that 
there  is  anything  wrong  with  either 
the  system  or  any  specific  application 
of  the  protective  tariff.  Don't  admit 
that  protection  is  in  any  way  respon- 
sible for  either  the  existence  or  me 
strength  of  the  trusts.  Don't  regard 
the  trusts  as  a  very  serious  matter. 
Don't  admit  that  the  consumers  have 
rights  that  should  take  precedence  of 
those  of  the  class  whose  capital  is  in- 
vested in  industry  or  commerce.  Don't 
admit  that  the  removal  of  the  tariff 
from  trust-made  goods  would  be  a 
good  anti-trust  measure.  Don't  promise 
anything  in  the  way  of  tariff  reform  or 
trust  regulation  that  the  Republican 
party  has  not  already  accomplished  in 
iheea  directions,  and  don't  admit  that 
any  party  under  any  policy  could  have 
accomplished  any  more. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is 
little  hope  that  the  tariff  will  be  "re- 
vised by  its  friends,"  either  by  the 
present  congress,  or  by  the  next  one,  if 
the  Republicans  are  successful  in  No- 
vember. For  further  proof  on  this 
point  the  remarkable  recantation  of 
Joseph  W.  Babcock.  member  of  con- 
gress from  "Wisconsin  and  chairman 
of  the  congressional  committee  is  suf- 
ficient. Mr.  Babcock  made  a,  reputation 
a  year  ago  as  a  vigorous  tariff  re- 
former. He  introduced  and  cham- 
pioned a  bill  to  take  the  tariff  off  iron 
and  steel  products,  and  declared  that 
the  party  would  be  defeated  if  it  did 
not  enact  the  measure.  His  sincerity 
was  not  doubted  until  a  few  days  since, 
when  he  defended  the  protective  duties 
and  the  monopolistic  system  that  en- 
able the  exaction  of  higher  prices  in 
America  than  are  commanded  in  for- 
eigrn  markets  for  protected  American 
goods.  "It  is  only  a  rule  of  trade,"  he 
said,  "that  the  surplus  products  must 
go  cheaper  to  the  forelgrner.  "We  are 
not  afraid  to  ask  the  country  to  con- 
tinue tlic  Republican  jMirtv  Ia  xtowar  ia 
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CORROSION    OF  STEEL. 

In  these  days  of  "sky-scrapers"  It  is 
somewhat  alarming  to  learn  that  some 
of  the  steel  skeleton  buildings  in  the 
thickly  populated  centers  of  the  coun- 
try are  in  a  really  dangerous  condi- 
tion— due  to  grave  defects  found  in 
steel  work  where  columns  and  girders 
have  been  laid  bare  for  inspection. 
This  is  the  result  of  too  little  care 
having  been  taken  to  prevent  oxidiza- 
tion and  corrosion.  It  is  said  that 
nearly  all  the  steel  work  thus  far  ex- 
amined has  shown  the  action  of  de- 
structive elements.  Only  recently  an 
examination  was  made  in  an  Eastern 
city  of  the  steel  work  of  a  large  build- 
ing erected  about  ten  years  ago.  and 
all  the  foundation  columns  were  found 
to  be  In  a  dangerously  bad  state.  One 
of  the  columns,  more  exposed  to  cor- 
roding influences  than  the  rest,  had  to 
be  replaced  and  the  others  were  re- 
inforced. The  effects  of  corrosion  have 
also  been  noticed  in  some  of  the  tall 
buildings    in   Chicago. 

The  Iron  Trade  Review  expresses  the 
opinion  that  such  revelations  will  cer- 
tainly leati  to  new  designs  for  such 
structures.  The  steel  work  will  either 
have  to  be  encased  in  cement  to  pre- 
vent the  attack  of  destructive  ele- 
ments or  the  more  exposed  portions 
will  have  to  be  so  built  as  to  make  fre- 
quent inspection  easy,  as  well  as  the 
application  of  material  to  prevent 
corrosion.  The  system  of  plumbing 
will  have  to  be  built  so  that  none  of 
the  pipes  carr^in^;  wa,ter  or  steam 
will  come  in  contact  with  the  steel 
work  in  any  way,  as  leaks  often  great- 
ly impair  the  steel  work  before  being 
discovered.  Many  architects  have 
been  extremely  careless  in  designing 
steel  structures,  and  today  the  foun- 
dation columns  of  many  large  build- 
ings are  constantly  exposed  to  the  ac- 
tion of  water  and  other  corroding 
agents  that  will  destroy  the  steel  In  a 
very  short  time. 

In  the  steel  buildings  now  being 
erected  precautions  against  coiTosion 
are  being  adopted,  and  the  lesson 
taught  by  the  examination  of  the  old- 
er buildings  is  being  heeded.  It  was 
for  this  reason  that  the  columns  and 
girders  in  the  steel  building  on  First 
street    were   encased    in    cement. 


A  UNIVERSAL  LANGUAGE. 

The  old  idea  of  a  language  based  on 
numbers  has  been  revived  by  an  Eng- 
lish philosopher.  He  suggests  that  if 
5,000  words  are  enough  for  a  language, 
all  that  is  necessary  is  to  assign  a 
number  to  each  word,  and  the  result 
will  be  a  universal  language,  avail- 
able for  writing,  if  not  for  speaking. 
But  the  fatal  objection  to  the  scheme 
in  this  form  is  the  difficulty  of  remem- 
bering numoers,  a  dilTiculty  which  will 
be  appreciated  "oy  any  one  who  has 
lived  In  a  city  where  houses,  streets 
and  telephone  calls  all  make  demands 
on    the    arithmetical    memory. 

The  Springfield  Republican  thinks 
that  a  more  feasible  plan  is  one  which 
was  suggested  some  years  ago,  where 
words  would  be  grouped  In  the  deci- 
mal system,  something  of  the  fashion 
of  Mr.  Dewey's  ingenious  and  popular 
decimal  system  of  library  classifica- 
tion. Nine  main  classes  of  999  words 
each,  would  provide  a  vocabulary 
of  double  the  size  suggested.  The  fig- 
ure 1  might  properly,  be  given  to  edi- 
bles, and  all  that  the  hungry  traveler 
would  need  to  do  would  be  to  put  148.37 
and  181.2  on  his  card  and  the  waiter 
would  rush  to  bring  him. a  ham  sand- 
wich and  a  cup  of  coffee,  while  148.32 
and  181.7  would  spell  a  roll  with  choco- 
late. 

But  It  Is  hardly  likely  that  either  of 
these  plans  will  be  adopted,  or  t^at 
there  will  ever  be  a  universal  language. 
It  is  possible  that  one  of  the  existing 
lanmiaf''"!   wiU  bMiuxoa  the  chief  lan- 


guage over  a  large  section  of  the 
world,  but  no  new  language  will  ever 
come  Wto  aeneral  use. 

THE   PRICE  OF  COAL. 

The  president  of  one  of  the  anthra- 
cite coal  roads  In  Pennsylvania  has 
been  credited  with  the  statement  that 
In  no  case  have  the  coal-mining  cor- 
porations made  any  advance  in  the 
price  of  coal  over  the  circular  prices 
in  force  at  the  time  the  strike  began. 
It  is  the  dealers,  he  says,  who  have 
put  up  prices  on  the  consumer.  One 
of  the  largest  of  the  New  York  dealers 
now  comes  forward  to  say  that  the 
actual  price  paid  for  coal  to  mining 
corporations  is  some  $3  above  the  cir- 
cular figure  in  force  when  the  strl'te 
began.  'It  is  true,  "  he  says,  "that  the 
companies  have  not  advanced  the  cir- 
cular announcement,  but  it  is  aisj 
true  that  for  whatever  coal  has  been 
allowed  to  come  forward  the  dealers 
have  been  compelled  to  pay  prices  as 
stated  above." 

It  is  well  known  in  Duluth  that  the 
coal  dealers  have  not  advanced  the 
price  of  coal.  They  are  merely  selling 
agents  and  the  price  Is  fixed  in  the 
East  by  the  mining  corporations  which 
they  represent.  The  orders  to  ad- 
vance the  price  come  from  the  same 
quarter.  But  it  is  undoubtedly  true 
that  neither  operator  nor  dealer  can 
be  making  anything  out  of  the  situa- 
tion, because  there  was  a  comparative 
small  stock  of  coal  on  hand  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  strike. 

Republican  politicians  In  Michigan  seem 
to  be  feeling  somewhat  troubled  over  the 
political  situation  in  that  state.  The 
Democratic  candidate  for  the  governor- 
ship. Judge  Durand,  Is  admitted  by  the 
Republicans  to  be  very  strong.  He  will 
appeal  to  both  the  Bryan  and  the  anti- 
Bryan  elements  of  the  party.  The  anti- 
Bryan  men  like  him  for  the  reason  that 
he  Is  a  gold  Democrat  and  refused  to 
make  speeches  for  Bryan  In  either  of  his 
campaigns.  The  Bryan  men  like  him 
because  he  Insists  upon  maintaining  party 
organization  and,  though  unwilling  to 
speak  for  Bryan,  voted  for  him  in  both 
elections.  It  Is  feared  uv  Michigan  Re- 
publicans that  the  strength  of  Judge  Du- 
rand, combined  with  the  dissatisfaction 
of  the  people  over  the  failure  of  the  Re- 
publican administration  to  prevent  freight 
rate  discriminations,  may  result  In  the 
Democrats  gaining  two  or  three  Michigan 
congressional  districts. 

The  king  of  Italy  proposes  a  contrac- 
tion of  European  armaments.  King  Wil- 
liam says:  "Germany  cannot  consent  to 
impair  her  finest  instrument  of  offense 
which  Is  the  defense  of  her  existence, 
because  other  nations  are  anxious  to 
equal.  We  can  stand  the  expenses,  and 
t>esldes,  I  consider  that  the  army  returns 
to  the  nation  all  that  It  costs  In  discipline 
of  character  and  wholesome  training  of 
the  boy."  But  the  kaiser  will  undoubted- 
ly confer  with  the  czar  of  Russia  when 
they  meet  at  Revel  to  witness  the  man- 
euvers of  the  Russian  squadron  off  the 
Island  of  Carloniii. 


The  rainfall  In  New  "i'or-  city  last 
month  amounted  to  .3.12  inches  and  took 
up  eighteen  days.  There  were  only  six 
clear  days  In  the  :  l.  But  In  Central  New 
York  state  the  month  was  not  merely 
the  darkest  but  the  wettest  July  known 
in  years.  In  Oneida  county,  where  the 
records  go  back  three-quarters  of  a  cen- 
tury, no  July  equal  is  found  to  the  8.89 
inches  of  rain  which  fell  last  month. 
The  nearest  approaches  to  this  record 
were  made  in  July,  1828.  when  7.28  Inches 
of  rain  fell  and  in  1861  when  there  was 
a  fall  of  8.22  Inches. 


W.  M.  "Voynlch,  the  London  book  col- 
lector, whose  name  on  this  side  of  the 
sea  has  been  best  known  by  his  wife's 
striking  novel.  "The  Gautly."  seems  to 
have  made  a  find  of  even  more  impor- 
tance than  at  first  anoeared  in  the  old 
map  which  he  recently  brought  to  light. 
Experts  believe  that  it  is  nart  of  a  map 
of  the  world  on  the  e(}Ul-dlstant  polar 
projection  drawn  In  Spain  in  1522,  and  an- 
tedating by  several  decades  the  use  of 
the  same  system  by  Mercator  In  his  fam- 
ous   chart    of    150. 


Considerable  opposition  and  criticism 
has  been  aroused  by  the  new  rule  in 
Atlantic  City,  of  prohibiting  the  passage 
through  the  streeb*  of  persons  over  14 
years  of  age  In  bathing  robes.  A  well- 
known  lawyer  gives  the  opinion  that  the 
new  ordinance  Is  unconstitutional  for  the 
reason  that  "if  a  bathing  suit  Is  Im- 
modest In  one  of  the  avenues  it  is  equally 
immodest  on  the  beach  and  in  the  surf." 
And  he  seems  to  have  common  sense  as 
well  as  law  on  his  side. 

M.  Delecasse,  minister  of  foreign  af- 
fairs, denies  the  oft-respected  opinion 
that  the  French  are  a  decadent  race.  He 
points  to  the  splendid  army  built  since 
the  Franco-Prussian  war,  a  magnificent 
fleet,  a  world-wide  commerce,  and  a  com- 
manding Influence  in  the  world's  poli- 
tics.

Oats  conditions  when  harvested 
was  about  5  jx)ints  lower  than  on  Julv  1, 
but  the  crop  promises  fullv  650,000.000  bus 
with  grain  of  a  iiuallty  lower  than  usual.

IN  A  HAMMOCK  AT  SEA. 

Did  you  ever  try  to  sleep  In  a  ham- 
mock? Not  the  kind  that  you  sling 
on  your  veranda,  or  in  the  shade  of  the 
orchard  in  the  country,  but  a  real 
sailor  hammock  that  cnvelop.s  you  llxe 
a  Docket  and.  unless  it  is  slung  taut, 
will  fold  you  up  like  a  jack  knife,  do 
that  you  lie  there  in  the  dinines-s  oi" 
the  gun  deck  contemplating  your  feet 
more  intimately  than  you  ever  con- 
templated tliem  before?  Go  to  the 
ship  s  carpenter  and  gel  him  to  put  on 
some  spreaders,  and  you  lind  a  part 
of  the  cuise  taken  oft,  but  the  wlie." 
you  spread,  and  the  more  taut  you 
hitch,  the  harder  It  is  to  get  in  and 
stay.  Y'our  bucking  broncho  is  not  a 
more  fearsome  beast  than  your  unlam- 
er  hammock.  It  is  seven  feet  over- 
head, smack  up  against  the  underside 
of  the  deck.  To  get  in  you  grasp  ropes 
and  beams  and  anything  you  find  that 
can  be  clutched,  and  struggle  into 
place.  Sometimes  you  grasp  the  nose 
of  the  man  In  the  next  s.ing;  he  wakts 
up  and  fights.  Sometimes  you  siep 
on  the  countenance  of  the  pirate  wh  j 
is  noring  In  the  swinging  cot  below, 
and  he,  loo,  rises  and  .says  thin^.-*. 
And  to  make  the  occasion  one  of  un- 
alloyed happiness,  tnere  Isn't  a  peg  or 
a  nail  on  which  you  can  hang  your 
clothes.  You  do  them  up  in  a  wad 
and  jam  them  under  your  pillow,  or 
into  the  hollow  ot  the  cords  at  your 
head.  Your  shoes  you  tie  togeth?r 
by  the  strings  and  hang  them  from 
the  cords  also.  Your  tooth  brush, 
comb,  soap,  towel  and  money  you  have 
put  In  the  paymaster's  safe. 

Each  hammock  has  a  pancake  mat- 
tress and  a  pancake  pillow,  and  you 
buy  your  own  blanket,  and  if  you 
want  to  be  a  dude  you  also  buy  a 
sheet.  When  you  have  mounted  into 
this  fearsome  construction  your  pil- 
low Is  on  the  floor,  and  your  mattres.^ 
is  skewed  sldewlse,  and  your  clothes 
are  all  over  the  place.  There  is  noth- 
ing for  it  but  to  get  down  and  hoLst 
them  in  again,  and  If  there's  a  good 
sea  on  this  Isn't  so  easy.  Yet,  if  the 
sea  is  on,  a  hammock  is  a  better  place 
than  a  bunk.  It  accommodates  itself 
to  the  swing  of  the  ship,  and  you  can 
slumber    with    trancjuil    indifference. 

One  fellow  tumbled  out  of  the  port 
side  of  his  hammock  twice  in  rarl^ 
concussion  after  climbing  In  on  ttte 
starboard  side.  Another  one— he  was 
the  hoodoed  man  who  hadn't  money 
enough,  and  whose  camera  wouldn't 
work,  and  who  hadn't  time  to  buy 
Ironical  clothes,  and,  who  fell  off  a 
wail  Into  a  cellar  In  St.  Pierre,  and 
who  afterwards  broke  a  bone,  and 
whose  face  was  sad— he  crawled  In  on 
his  first  night  and  pulled  his  trou.sers 
off.  Thereupon  he  had  to  go  down  and 
reclaim  them.  Then  he  lost  his  blank- 
et and  had  to  go  back,  each  time  re- 
turning by  violent  contortions.  By 
that  tliTie  his  mattre."=s  was  In  a  hean 
and  his  hammock  was  all  askew.

THE   GRAIN   TRADE 

At  the  Head  of  ihe  L,aKe^,  XOiih  a  Comparison 
of  Jo>seph  V  Grain  Deal  For  'Pharaoh 

With  Modern  "Deals. 

"By  Julius  H.  Barnes,  in  the  fforthtvest  Ma^aa^ine, 


The  July  Issue  of  the  Northwest 
Magazine  is  of  much  interest  to  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  It  contains  a  com- 
prehensive article  on  "Duluth-Superior 
— The  Hand  of  Destiny,"  written  by 
R.  A.  Haste;  one  on  Isle  Royale  by 
the  same  writer,  and  one  on  "The  Grain 
Trade  of  the  Head,  of  the  Lakes,"  by 
Julius  H.  Barnes,  a' prominent  member 
of  the  beard  of  trade  of  Duluth.  All 
of  the  articles  are  handsomely  illus- 
trated. 

The  article  by  Mr.  Barnes  is  a  very 
clever  exposition  of  the  grain-handiing 
business  of  this  city,  written  in  an 
interesting  style,  and  illustrated  witri 
some  quaint  drawings  by  Mr.  Barnes 
himself,  which  set  forth  the  facilities 
with  which  Jo.seph.  the  first  grain 
dealer,  conducted  business  In  Egypt  in 
Pharaoh's  time.  The  article  is  as  fol- 
lows; 

Figures  are  always  monotonous 
reading,  but  comparisons  present  tho 
surest  form  of  impression.  It  is  theie- 
fore  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  im- 
j)ress  the  reader  wltiT  the  magnitude 
of  the  present  grain  trade  of  the  head 
of  Lake  Sui  erior  and  the  rapidity  of 
its  growth  by  comparison  with  the 
conditions    existlhjj    not      only    a    few 


in-chief,  hi.=!  weighmaster,  his  ma.'ster 
of  transportation  and  his  chief  bank- 
er. We  read  in  this  account  that  Jo- 
speh,  for  a  period  of  seven  years, 
through  a  number  of  officials,  whom  he 
himself  appointed,  and  who  we  mu»t 
believe  to  have  been  of  the  same  type 
as  our  modern  inspector  and  weigh- 
man,  bought  the  surplus  of  the  grain 
crop  of  the  land  of  Goshen. 

It  is  quite  evident  from  this  record 
that  Joseph's  grain  operators  were 
divided  into  a  number  of  departments 
much  as  our  own  modern  methods. 
In  this  article  we  shall  divide  th-i 
method  of  handling  grain  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  into  these  same  classes  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  the  compari- 
sons more  clearly  to  the  reader.

THE    PRODUCTION    OF    GRAIN. 

It  is  very  evident  to  the  modern 
traveler  through  the  land  of  Egypt 
that  even  in  Jospeh's  time  the  method 
of  farming  could  not  have  been  more 
primitive  than  now  exist.  It  is  a  ne- 
cessity of  the  country  not  only  because 
of  the  denseness  of  its  population,  but 
partly  because  of  its  topography,  that 
farming  must  always  have  been  on  a 
small  scale.  A,  land  owner  in  Joseph's 
time  who  could  employ  more  than  one 
husbandman    was   a    plutocrat. 

Compare    this    with    the    "bonanza" 


five,  making  a  swath  after  their  pas- 
sage through  the  grain  as  wide  as  a 
respectable  river.  The  strea  n  of  grain 
from  such  farming  as  this  Is  of  course 
immense.  A  thoasajid  c^<rii  received 
In    one   day   at   Duluth   is   not   entirely 

unprecedented.

THE    MARKETING    OF    GRAIN. 

The  marketing  of  such  a  movement 
would  be  practically  impossible  except 
under  moderii  methods.  Tt  find  a 
market  day  after  day  for  such  a  quan- 
tity of  grain  would  seem  to  be  almost 
Impossible;  yet  it  is  done  without  any 
violent  disturbance  of  values,  and 
rarely  indeed  does  the  mo-ement  of 
the  Northwest  crop  to  ma-ket  itself 
prove  weight  enough  to  materially  de- 
press the  prices  of  the  tern  inal  mar- 
kets. This  is  rendered  possible  largely 
because  of  tiie  modern  "Board  of 
Trade." 

What  is  a  board  of  trade?  It  is  pri- 
marily an  a.ssociation  of  thoie  wishing 
to  sell  grain  for  the  prot  ucer  and 
those  wishing  to  buy  gi-aiii  for  the 
consumer  together  with  those  trading 
for  the  large  class  of  operators  known 
as  "speculators."  As  an  a5soclation, 
the  members  possess  conveniences  and 
facilities  not  possible  as  individuals. 
Telegraph  quotations  of  other  mar- 
kets   are   posted    contlnuousi  /   and    in-

years  ago  but  in  the  earliest  time  of 
which  we  have  any  record. 

The  earliest  authentic  account  of  any 
grain  deal  of  magnitude  is  that  of  Jo- 
seph's for  Pharaoh  as  related  in  the 
Bible.  It  is  strange  too  in  this  oc- 
count  that  it  presents  so  many  feat- 
ures quite  chara<  terlstlc  of  modern 
day  methods.  Of  couise,  Joseph  In 
planning  his  enormous  speculation 
possessed  a  great  advantage  over  the 
modern  speculator  in  that  he  knew 
exactly  what  the  conditions  govern- 
ing his  grain  speculation  were  to  be 
for  at  least  fourteen  years  in  advance. 
Any  one  of  our  modern  large  speculat- 
ors would  be  perfectly  satisfied  to 
know  as  surely  for  a  year  or  even  six 
months  In  advance. 

Then.  too.  Joseph  was  appointed  by 
Pharaoh  not  only  his  broker  with  un- 
limited power  to  act,  but  his  inspector- 


farms  of  North  Dakota,  such  as  existed 
a  few  years  ago  or  to  a  less  extent 
exist  today.  There  are  at  least  two 
farms  in  North  Dakota  that  cultivate 
from  twenty  to  thirty  thousand  acres 
of  grain.  For  the  marketing  of  the 
product  of  one  of  these  farms  a  rail- 
road will  establish  not  only  one  ship- 
ping station  but  two,  three,  or  four 
shipping  stations  along  its  line.  It 
would  require  half  a  day  with  a  fast 
hor.>?e  to  drive  from  one  boundary  to 
another.  A  telephone  system  of  its 
own  is  a  necessity.  The  personal 
property  necessary  to  cultivate  such  a 
farm,  .«ay,''TT»achlnery,  live  stock,  build- 
ings, etc.,  would  require  an  investment 
of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollar.^  alone. 
Every  labor-saving  device  is  utilized, 
not  singly,  but  by  scores.  Not  one 
harvester  alone  cuts  the  crop  of  such 
a  farm,  but  fifteen,  twenty,  or  twenty- 


stantly;  an  unbearable  expense  to  in- 
dividuals. Weather  conditions  and 
the  crop  movements  all  over  the  globe 
can  be  daily  ascertained.  Tlie  Duluth 
board  of  trade  consists  of  175  mem- 
bers. It  possesses  one  of  the  finest  of- 
fice buildings  in  the  Nortl"  west,  al- 
most now  free  from  incumbrt  nee.  The 
volume  of  business  transacted  on  its 
floor  has  attracted  exceptional  tele- 
graph facilities.  A  message  to  New 
York  and  its  answer  received  in  half 
a  minute  is  so  common  as  to  excite 
no  comment.  On  its  published  quota- 
tions half  the  crop  of  the  ]<Jorthwest 
is  marketed  each  year.  How  is  this 
done? 

Every  traveler  through  th<!  Western 
states  soon  becomes  familiar  with  the 
red-painted  miniature  elevators 
stretching  Interminably  alonj:  the  rail- 
road.    Here  a  solitary  monitor  on  some 


distant  siding;  again  a  grroup  of  four 
or  five  rivals  at  some  Important  cen- 
ter. Hundreds  and  hundreds  in  all. 
And  after  harvest  what  a  turmoil  for 
every  one.  What  a  rumble  of  grain 
laden  farmer  wagons  into  the  receiv- 
ing shed  and  a  rattle  of  empty  wag- 
ons out:  while  the  grain  goes  hissing 
into  the  weighing  scales  at  the  top, 
and  hissing  into  the  waiting  freight 
cars  on  the  siding  below. 

Every  one  is  out  of  breath.  Three 
hundred  millions  of  grain  to  market 
and  the  most  before  the  snow  flies. 
"What's  the  price  of  No.  1  today?" 
The  answer,  "Ten  cents  below  Duluth 
price"  or  "Twelve"  or  "Fifteen"  as  the 
exepense  of  reaching  the  terminal  may 
be.  And  at  almost  every  station,  a 
puffing,  snorting  mogul  snatches  the 
laden  car,  adding  to  its  increasing 
burden,  rumbling  fainter  and  fainter 
toward  "the  starving'"  hordes  of  Eur- 
ope." 

What  happens  on  Its  arrival  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes? 

In  the  various  railroad  yards,  a  score 
or  more  of  grain  inspectors  valiantly 
receive  the  never  ending  stream  of 
cars.  The  seal  is  broken,  the  car 
opened,  the  inspector  carefully  exam- 
ines and  tests  the  grain.  The  grade  is 
given  "1  hard  "  the  highest  grade),  "1 
northern"  (the  grade  of  commerce), 
"2  northern"  (a  good  milling  quality), 
or  lower  grades  if  the  wheat  is  espec- 
ially unfit  or  damaged.  A  ticket  left 
in  the  car  advises  the  elevator  finally 
receiving  the  car  of  its  quality  and 
grade.  An  entry  in  the  Inspector's 
own  book,  afterwards  copied  Into  the 
Inspection  office  records,  furnishes  the 
basis  for  the  certificate  as  to  grade 
given;  a  certificate  which  every  ship- 
per of  grain  is  entitled  to  have  on  ap- 
plication.

THE    TERMINAL    STORAGE    OP 
GRAIN. 

We  presume  most  readers  are  fa- 
miliar with  the  ordinary  method  of 
unloading  grain  from  the  railroad  cars 
into  an  elevator.  Most  of  the  Duluth- 
Superior  houses  will  unload  In  this 
manner  six  to  ten  cars  at  the  same 
time.  The  grain  is  shoveled  from  the 
cars  by  steam  scoops  into  a  pit  be- 
neath the  car.  From  this  pit  endless 
belts  carry  buckets  which  elevate  the 
grain  to  the  top  ot  the  elevator,  where 
it  is  first  weighed  and  then  distributed 
to  the  proper  storage  bin.  The  un- 
loading of  a  car  of  grain  in  this  man- 
ner probably  occupies  less  time  than 
it  took  Joseph  to  send  one  of  hi« 
slaves  to  the  top  of  his  storage  bins 
with  a  single  basket  of  grain. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  th« 
methods  that  Joseph  used  for  the  stor- 
age of  his  grain  and  the  j^reserving  of 
its  condition  for  the  number  of  year* 
during  which  he  operated  his  ware- 
houses. It  would  also  be  interesting 
to  know  the  amount  of  grain  which 
Joses-h  had  on  hand  at  any  one  time. 
On  this  point  we  find  it  impossible  to 
find  any  accurate  Information.  The 
modern  Egypt  produces  a  crop  of 
about  fifteen  million  bushels  each 
year.  The  Bible  states  that  Joseph 
laid  aside  one-fifth  of  the  crop  of  the 
land  of  Goshen  each  year  for  seven 
;. ears.  At  the  outside  he  could  not 
have  had  in  his  vislhle  supply  over 
1'.',Ck)0,000  bushels.  The  probability  is 
that  it  was  very  much  less  than  this. 
Compare  this  with  the  Duluth-Super- 
ior elevator  capacity,  which  today 
amount  to  thirty-four  million  bushels 
and    is    filled    and    emptied    during    a

Bright  Prospects  In  Agri- 
culture Outweigh  All 
Labor  Troubles. 

New  York,  Aoy.  ».— R-,  G.  Dun's 
Weekly  ReviQ.w  of  Trade  says:  Bright 
prospects  in  agricultural  sections  far 
outweigh  the  adverse  influence  of  lab- 
or disputes  which  are  still  retarding 
trade  and  manufacture.  Confidence  In 
the  future  is  unshaken,  dealers  every- 
where are  preparing  for  a  heavy  fall 
trade,  while  contracts  for  distant  de- 
liveries run  further  i\jlo  next  year  than 
Is  usual  at  this  date.  Activity  has 
been  noteworthy  for  lumber  regions 
and  fish  packing  made  new  records. 
Railway  earnings  are  fully  sustained, 
the  latest  returns  showing  an  average 
advance  of  3.a  per  cent  over  the  cor- 
responding time  last  year  and  21.8  per 
cent  over  1900.  Aside  from  the  fuel 
scarcity  and  some  congestion  of  traf- 
fic, the  iron  and  steel  situation  con- 
tinues propitous.  Coke  ovens  in  the 
Connelsville  region  maintain  a  weekly 
output  of  about  250,000  tons  and  find 
ready  buyers  at  all  prices.  Much  more 
could  be  used  to  advantage.  Condi- 
tions are  indicated  by  the  numerous 
orders  going  out  of  the  country  which 
domestic  producers  cannot  undertake. 
Thus  far  the  imports  have  had  little 
influence  on  domestic  prices,  except 
as  to  billets,  which  are  freely  offered 
below  the  home  market  level.  New 
contracts  for  pig  iron  are  placed  this 
week  covering  deliveries  in  the  second 
quarter  of  1903  and  structural  material 
is  desire  dfor  bridges  and  buildings 
that  will  not  be  received  until  even 
more  remote  dates. 

Machinery  and  hardware  trade  Is 
fully  sustained,  but  there  is  idleness 
at  tin  plate  and  glass  factories.  Minor 
metals  are  steady. 

Footwear  factories  are  well  engaged 
on  fall  orders  and  spring  samples  and 
the  tone  of  the  market  Is  firmer,  al- 
though actual  advances  have  been  few. 

Hides  continue  their  upward  move- 
ment, many  grades  gaining  another 
good  fraction.  Both  domestic  and  for- 
eign hides  share  the  better  feeling,  the 
lormer  being  at  about  the  top  record. 

Dry  goods  buyers  are  coming  into 
thi.s  market  to  a  considerable  extent, 
yet  without  placing  orders  of  any  size. 
Cotton  goods  exporters  are  practically 
out  of  the  market,  prices  in  prints  biing 
Welow  the  point  where  the  prolit  is 
possible.  A  few  lines  of  cottons  are 
fractionally  lower,  and  further  decline} 
are  possible.  Private  advices  do  not 
endorse  the  official  statement  of  a  low- 
er condition  on  cotton  plantations. 
Further  lines  of  worsteds  have  been 
opened,  with  an  advance  in  keeping 
with  last  week's  quotations,  and  an 
indication  of  stability  in  the  lack  of 
speculative  purchases.  Raw  wool  is 
fully  sustained- at  recent  advances,  the 
average  of  100  grades  showing  a  gain 
of  nearly  a  cent  as  compared  with  the 
level  on  May  1. 

Splendid  growing  and  harvesting  con- 
ditions have  prevailed  in  most  sections 
of  the  country,  especially  where  the 
larger  and  more  Important  crops  are 
raised.  It  is  now  almost  certain  that 
the  agricultural  returns  will  be  far 
above  the  usual  as  to  quality,  while 
the  low  stocks  at  the  opening  of  the 
season  are  calculated  to  sustain  prices, 
and  there  is  little  prospect  of  a  return 
to  the  low  quotations  of  preceding 
years  of  bumper  production. 

Foreign  commerce  at  this  port  is  still 
less  favorable  than  In  the  same  week 
last  year,  exports  declining  $3,775,690 
while  imports  increased  slightly.  Fail- 
ures for  the  week  numbered  196  in  the 
United  States  against  173  last  year, 
and  14  in  Canada  against  31  a  year 
ago.

Mr.  Lowery  is  serving  his  third  term 
as  president  of  the  Leather  Workers' 
local  No.   63. 

This  union  was  chartered  aboat  two 
years  ago  and  now  has  sixty  members. 
This  membership  includes  practically 
ever  leather  worker  jn  Duluth. 

Like  many  of  the  local  union  leader.", 
Mr.  Lowery  is  a  young  man,  being 
but  25  years  of  age.  He  was  born  in 
Richland  Center,  Wis.,  and  has  worked 
at  the  harness  making  business  for  ten 
years. 

The  Brotherhood  of  Leather  Workers 
was  organized  in  1896.  with  headijuur- 
ters  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  This  organi- 
zation now  consist ^^6f  102  locals  with 
an  aggregate  membership  of  10,000. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  Or- 
ganizer McLean,  of  th«  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  for  a  week's  work 
among  Duluth  unions.

P.^rick  Dolan.  of  the  Pittsburg  dis- 
trict organization  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers  of  America,  will  leave  Aug.

Labor  day,  Sept.  1,  will  probably 
be  chosen  as  the  date  for  a  grand  jolli- 
flcatlon  in  McKeesiiurt,  Pa.,  in  honor 
of  the  proposed  ere.lion  of  the  $10,000 
tube  works  there. 

Of  79S  unions,  viih  an  aggregate 
membership  of  60,.".ys  reporting  the 
state  employment  to  the  Amerucan 
Federation  of  Labor  for  the  month  of 
June,  1,'206  were  wHliout  employment, 
or  1.9  per  cent.  TMs  Is  the  lowest 
point  reached  so  far  this  year. 

Philadelphia.  Pa.,  an.l  Camden,  N. 
J.,  rug  we.-ivers  have  returned  to  work 
at  an  advance  of  from  5  to  25  per  cent 
over  their  former  wages,  according  to 
the  mill  In  which  they  worked.  The 
new  schedule  will  affect  nearly  2.000 
textile  operators,  and  the  most  im- 
portant feature  is  that  the  wage  rate 
in  all  the  mills  will  be  the  same. 

J.  G.  Jardlne,  Canadian  agent  to 
South  Africa,  writing  from  Durban, 
says:  "Large  number  of  returning 
refugees.  Boer  prisoners  and  discharg- 
ed soldiers  remaining  here  are  begin- 
ning now  to  glut  the  labor  market. 
We  must  remember  lilso  that  the  white 
population  throughqut  South  Africa 
numbers  less  than  2P*\000  to  over  three 
millions  of  natives  aJid  coolies  and  liv- 
ing expenses  are  thr*e  times  what  they 
are  in  Canada." 

Incidental  to  thei  Western  trip  of 
the  execujjve  council  comes  the  old 
story  that  Samuel  Gompers  will  not 
be  re-elected  at  thie  next  convention 
at  New  Orleans  int  December.  It  la 
said  the  national  officers  of  several 
large  organizations  have  already 
talked  the  matter  over,  and  have  se- 
lected a  new  man  for  the  head  of  the 
labor  movement  of  the  country.  The 
man  generally  -favored  Is  James  Dun- 
can, first  vice  president,  who.  It  is 
believed.  Is  more  aggres.slve  than  Mr. 
Gompers. 

It  Is  not  the  Intention  of  these  lead- 
ers, they  say,  to  entirely  dispose  of 
Mr.  Gompers,  as  they  feel  he  has  given 
the  best  years  of  his  life  to  the  move- 
ment, and  would  find  it  difllcult  to  do 
anything  else  now.  They  say  he  will 
be  provided  for  as  an  organ'zer.  and 
they  believe  that  an  this  understand- 
ing Duncan  will  accept  the  nomina- 
tion. Th^^re  is  little  doubt  but  Duncan 
could  he  elected  If  he  cho.se  to  run,  but 
he  has  hitherto  refused  to  make  the 
race  against  Gompers. 

Reports  from  the  \Vestern  country 
indicate  that  the  trip  of  the  executive 
council  of  the  Anrwrlcan  Federation  of 
Labor  will  be  productive  of  much  good 
to  the  general  movement.  At  every 
city  where  the  labor  leaders  .<;pe:*k 
they  are  being  received  by  enthusiastic 
crowds— Infact,  there  never  was  such 
a  boom  for  organization  seen  before. 
Some  of  the  newspapers  in  San  Fran- 
cisco  devoted  columns  of  space  every 
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day  to  the  proceedings  of  the  execu- 
tive council,  and  the  trouble  between 
the  building  trades  there  has  been 
adjusted"  through  its  efforts. 

It  is  probable  that  in  the  near  future 
a  political  organization  of  working- 
men  may  become  an  important  fac- 
tor in  the  election  of  representatives 
In  congress  and  in  state  legislatures. 
It  is  said  the  question  of  organizing 
th  ewage  workers  of  the  country  for 
concerted  political  action  is  being  seii- 
ously  considered  by  men  who  are 
prominent  in  the  ranks  of  organized 
labor.  It  is  stated  it  is  proposed  to 
organize  local  leagues,  composed  ex- 
clusively of  organized  workingmen, 
which  will  be  entirely  independent  of 
their  trade  organizations.  The  locals 
composing  state  league,  will  t^a  large 
extent  affiliate  through  a  national  or- 
gjanization  with  headquarters  prob- 
ably in    Washington. 

The  executive  board  of  the  United 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  Ihas  re- 
jected the  plan  proposed  by  President 
W.  D.  Huber  for  the  settlement  of  the 
P.  J.  McGulre  controversy.  McGuire 
was  charged  with  having  misappro- 
priated a  little  over  $10,000  of  the  or- 
ganization's funds  and  was  suspended 
from  office  by  the  executive  board. 
After  neaily  a  year  of  what  was  con- 
sidered by  many  as  persecution  of  the 
veteran,  a  compromise  was  proposed  to 
settle  the  claim  for  $2000.  Half  the  sum 
was  paid  down  by  McGuire  and  the 
other  half  was  to  be  paid  by  Sept.  1. 
When  the  full  executive  board  refused 
to  sanction  the  proposition  It  was  re- 
ferred to  a  referendum  vote  of  t'ne 
unions.  Local  No.  8.  of  Philadelphia, 
of  which  McGuire  is  a  member,  has 
voted  unanimously  against  the  pro- 
posed settlement,  believing  that  if  the 
matter  came  to  a  trial  McGuiie  would 
be  vindicated.  The  other  locals  in 
Philadelphia  have  voted  in  favor  of  the 
plan.  The  matter,  however,  is  bound 
to  come  up  at  the  convention,  which 
will  be  held  in  Atlanta  next  month, 
and  there  promises  to  be  a  lively  time. 
The  members  of  the  executive  board 
will  be  asked  a  few  questions  as  to 
why  they  are  ready  to  accept  $2000  in 
payment  for  an  alleged  defalcation  of 
$10,000,  especially  as  McGuire  was  un- 
der bonds  with  a  reliable  company. 
The  local  men  here  are  still  supporters 
of  McGuire,  but  they  do  not  like  his 
giving  up  the  fight  and  agreeing  to 
pay  any  amount  until  he  has  been 
given  a  fair  trial  as  to  his  guilt. 

The  legislative  committee  of  the  Cen- 
tral Labor  union,  of  Washington,  D. 
C,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  that  body 
was  directed  to  ascertain  if  the  report 
Is  true  that  Secretary  Moody  has  de- 
termined to  charge  up  as  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  battleship  Connecticut, 
which  will  b«  constructed  by  the  gov- 
ernment, the  salaries  paid  the  naval 
offlcers  in  charge  of  construction,  on 
the  basis  of  the  amounts  of  money  ex- 
pended for  education  and  pay  of  a 
naval  oflicer  from  the  period  of  cadet- 
ship  to  the  age  of  seventy.  It  is  stat- 
ed that  the  labor  people  are  very  much 
Interested  in  the  report,  as  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  the  Connecticut 
at  the  Brooklyn  navy  yard  will  be 
submitted  to  congress  for  comparison 
with  the  cost  ot  construction  of  similar 
vessels  in  private  shipyards,  and  they 
are  apprehensive  that  if  Secretary 
Moody  adopts  the  method  of  keeping 
account  of  cost,  as  reported,  that  it 
will  so  largely  exceed  the  cost  of  pri- 
vate construction  that  as  a  matter  of 
economy  all  vessels  in  the  future  will 
be  built  by  private  firms.  Organized 
labor,  it  is  said,  was  gratified  when 
congress  provided  for  the  construction 
of  a  battleship  by  the  government, 
and  it  was  regarded  as  a  step  toward 
the  construction  of  other  naval  ves- 
f-els  at  the  various  navy  yards.  It  is 
also  stated  that  if  Secretary  Moody 
adopts  the  methods  of  accounting  ex- 
penditures, as  reported,  it  will  seriously 
tend  to  retard  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
which  Is  pending  In  the  senate.  This 
measure,  which  was  first  introduced 
in  the  fifty-fifth  congress,  has  been 
persistently  opposed  by  ship  builders 
having  contracts  from  the  government 
for  the  reason  that  if  the  bill  was  en- 
acted they  would  be  required  to  work 
under  the  same  labor  conditions  as 
prevail  in  the  navy  yards,  they  stated, 
was  impossible  for  them  to  do.  It  is 
said  that  if  the  committee  of  the  Cen- 
tral Labor  union  ascertain  that  the 
report,  as  stated,  is  correct,  a  vigor- 
ous protest  will  be  made  again.st  what 
is  regarded  as  an  unfair  reckoning  of 
expenditures.

Can  you  tie  the  new  chou? 

Chou  tying  is  an  art.  a  fine  art  you  will 
«rty  after  you  have  tried  it.  It  requires 
praitlee,  and  yt»u  can  protttably  put  in  all 
your  spare  moment:}  for  a  week  upon  it. 

When  you  see  the  girl  behind  the  rib- 
bon counter  tons  a  piece  of  ribbon  into 
the  air  and  briiiR  it  back  in  the  form  of 
a  loop,  and  when  you  notice  how  she 
turns  and  twisu*  it.  pullj  and  manipul- 
ates It.  and  how.  with  a  linal  yank,  she 
draws  it  into  a  bow.  you  will  perhaps 
think  that  the  whole  buHine.st;  is  an  easy 
one  arid  that  vou  can  go  home  and  do 
likewise.  Hut.  when  you  come  to  the 
actual  tving  of  the  ribbon  with  your  own 
hands,  you  will  tind  that  It  Us  not  quite 
so  easy.  Your  ihou  will  have  an  "all 
but"  look  which  charac'terizes  so  many 
honii-  proiiu<.-v.oiu<<.  and  when  you  put  it 
on  you  will  feel  as  though  it  were  a  blem- 
ish to  your  gown  rather  than  an  orna- 
ment. 

New.  to  tie  a  chou  right,  begin  right. 
Do  not  use  old  ribbon.  If  you  wen-  to  give 
the  girl  behind  the  ribb.iii  counter  the  old 
scraps  out  of  your  ribburi  box  and  were  to 
'tell  her  to  make  a  summer  chou  out  of 
those  oUl  pitcts.  she  would  laugh  ut  you 
and  explain  to  you  how  impossible  it  was 
to  bring  anything  fresh  out  of  your  oid 
end.**. 

An  amateur  usuallv  works  with  poor 
stuft  Like  tfic  chef  in  thi-  kitchen,  who 
would  Hi  hievc  a  flnL-ihed  dinner  and  who 
must  have  tht-  best  products  of  Helil  and 
farm  for  lfii«  manipulations,  she  would 
havi».tn  her  hands  that  which  is  capable 
of    being    made    into    something    nice. 

MN'rinkli'd  ribbons  of  uncertain  lengths 
anu  still  more  uncertain  hues,  faded  sec- 
ll<»ns  of  lace  and  odd  bits  of  tlowers. 
queer  looking  passementeries  an»l  ragged 
Insertions  will  never  in  the  world  become 
handsome  just  by  being  made  up  into 
chou. 

While  all  the  bciw  family  require  nice 
material,  the  rosette  is  especially  sensi- 
tive, and.  unle£x>  the  ribb<.n  Is  good,  the 
rosette  will  never  look  nice.  The  ribbon 
rose  is  si.-i  more  critical  in  its  composi- 
tion and  Its  tone  will  be  liark  and  dis- 
agreeable unless  you  have  the  b€«t  stuffs 
to  Work   with. 

The  sa.sh  bow  will  hang  listlessly  and 
lifelessly  if  made  out  of  ribbon  that  has 
been  ironed  and  .eponged.  and  the  new 
London  chou  will  be  no  chou  at  all  unless 
j-ou  have  new  material. 

Now  understand  that  it  is  possible  to 
rejuvenate  old  stuff,  but  It  takes  a  prac- 
tical hand  to  do  It.  If  you  have  ever 
studied  under  a  cleaner,  or  have  taken 
a  course  in  a  dyeing  establishment,  you 
can  go  through  an  old  ribbftn  box  and 
bring  out  marvels  of  newness  and  stiff- 
ness, but  otherwise  your  work  will  have 
a  lamentable  look  w'hich  is  discouraging 
at  the  beginning  and  still  more  discour- 
aging at  the  close. 


}{uv  new,  O  amateur,  before  you  begin 
and  "then  trust  to  your  cleverness.  That 
is  the  onlv  way  you  can  hope  to  have 
home  prod'ucts  look  like  those  of  the 
sho|>s.  , 

Kor  the  London  ehou  take  two  yards  or 
ribbon.  If  you  want  long  ends  for  the 
back  of  vour  sash  lake  more.  If  it  is  for 
the  back  of  your  neck  two  yards  will  be 
enough.  If  vou  want  it  for  your  hair 
one  and  one-naif  yards  will  do.  and  if  it 
is  for  your  belt  you  can  get  along  with 
tne  same  nuantity. 

Take  the  ribbon  in  the  middle  and  hold 
It  up  In  front  of  vou.  Pull  out  one  nice 
long  loop,  twist  the  rlbiH>n  and  make  a 
bow  knot,  just  as  you  have  tied  a  bow  all 
your  life. 

Do  not  pull  it  tightly,  but.  while  the 
piiddle  is  open  and  loose,  make  another 
bow  by  pulung  a  loop  of  ribbon  through 
the    knot,    and   still   another. 

You  will  now  have  four  tniwa.  Grab  tne 
two  upper  ones  lightly,  one  in  each  hand, 
and   pull.     This   will   tighten   your  knot. 

Gradually  arrange  the  loops,  pulling  at 
the  knot  all  the  time  and  twisting  it,  and 
keep  on  doing  this  until  you  jiave  four 
nice  bows  with  two  hanginff  ends  and  a 
hard  knot  Iti  the  middle  holding  them  all. 

The  secret  ».f  bow  tying  is  this  hard  knot 
In  the  middle.  It  ruins  your  ribbon,  of 
course,  and  the  ribbon  can  nc''''r  be  used 
for  anything  rise.  The  bow  cann..;  i.e 
untied,  you  will  understand,  but  must  re- 
main In"  just  that  fashion  ft>rever.  but  if 
you  hope  for  anything  that  is  smart-look- 
ing you  must  pull  tne  ribbon  hard  and 
make  this  middle  knot  tight. 

To  quote  the  girl  behind  the  ribbon 
counter,  who  la  the  i)rofessi<)ual  bow- 
maker  of  the  establishment  and  wht>se 
busv  fingers  are  at  work  from  morn  till 
night.  •Ihe  knot  is  the  whole  thing;  pull 
it  tight.'  and  you  will  understand  it 
ifter  you  have  watched  her  a  few  minutes 
and  have  gone  home  to  tic  a  bow  for 
yourself. 

A  woman  who  makes  a  business  of  ar- 
ranging the  small  things  of  dress  «leclares 
that  she  depends  upon  the  ribbon  orna- 
ments this  year  for  the  uummer  touches 
of  the  costume. 

Said  she:  "l  buy  ribbon  by  the  bolt  and 
make  It  up  by  the  bow.  There  are  as  many 
bi'ws  as  there  are  hands  to  tie  them,  and 
I  have  personally  designed  thousands  for 
the  framing  of  the  gowns  that  pass 
through  my  hands. 

"One  of  my  latest  devices  with  ribbon  Is 
to  cover  buttons  with  It.  I  tie  a  neat  little 
bow,  no  bigger  than  a  quarter,  and  into 
the  knot  1  slip  a  button  in  such  a  way 
that  the  shank  can  be  used.  This  makes  a 
very  neat  ornament  and  the  bow  looks 
brighter  and  stays  In  place  better  than  if 
It  were  sewed  on  tight  and  Hat." 

Another  wa.v  to  use  narrow  ribbon  is 
through  lace.  You  thread  a  blunt  needle 
with  a  ribbon  and  you  work  lace  with  It. 
Yon  work  the  lace"  by  going  around  the 
pattern  with  the  ribbon,  and  so  yon  make 
a  very  durable  trimming  that  is  a  little 
different  from  ai>plique  and  much  less 
work.

)^\  the  great  conglomeration  of  styles 
which  can  bt-  noticed  at  the  season's  close 
a  few  features  stand  forth  prominently. 

One  of  the  most  conspicuous  garments 
to  be  noticed  is  the  lace  jacket,  and 
this  must  now  be  found  in  every 
fashionable  wardrobe,  and.  Indeed, 
In  any  wardrobe  «f|  tmy  prMtJen- 
sions  whatever.  Now,  to  have  a  lace 
jacket  does  not  mean  a  great  deal,  for 
lace  Is  cheap,  an4.

The  cover 
Is  Immensely  full  at  the  top.  shaped  in  to 
omit  most  of  the  fullness  jij  the  waist.  At 
the  belt  line  and  ar<iund  the  top  Is  ribbon 
run  through  beading  an  inch  wide.  The 
folds  of  fullnefes  are  adjusted  by  pulling 
in  the  ribbon  after  the  slip  has  been  put 
on. 

The  two  .seams  are  opened  with  tiny  lace 
beading.  The  fronts  are  run  with  a  jabot 
of  lace.  The  wide  space  on  the  side  of  the 
Jabot  has  buttonholes,  through  which  are 
I>ut  the  three  jeweled  studs 

Any  kind  of  trimmlnfg  is  used  above 
beading  at  the  top.  Valenciennes  lace  is 
considered  the  best.  Swiss  embroidery  Is 
often  used.  Flemish  lace  is  very  smart, 
and  imitation  Irish  is  usually  effective. 

The  absolutely  new  thing  is  the 
sleeve.  It  consists  of  a  small  strip 
of  the  muslin,  run  half  way  to 
the  eltKJW  on  the  under  side  of 
the  arm.  This  Is  about  two  inches 
wide,  it  is  lace-edged  and  has  four  but- 
tonholes, two  on  each  side.  They  are  an 
Inch  or  so  long.  Through  these  are  slipped 
wide  bands  of  ribbon,  satin  preferred. 
There  are  tied  on  the  outside  or  the  arm

But 
Creatorel  He  went  through  the  motions 
of  a  swimmer:  the  poses  of  a  maitre  de 
ballet:  the  ups  and  downs  and  asides 
of  the  leader  of  a  clas.s  in  calisthenices, 
and  more  besides.  La:  but  his  is  an 
apt  patronymic.  We  have  had  great 
bandmasters — Gilmore.  Graffula,  Cap- 
pa.  Herbert.  Sousa;  but  this  Italian 
js  well  named."

The  story  of  "The  Rogers  Brothers 
In  Harvard."  the  new  vaudeville  farce 
in  which  Klaw  &  Erlanger  will  pre- 
sent the  Rogers  Brothers  during  their 
fifth  annual  tour,  which  begins  at  the 
Star  theater  in  Buffalo.  Monday  even- 
ing, the  25th  inst..  opening  for  a  New 
York  run  at  the  Knickerbocker  Sept.

When 
Tomaso  Salvini  was  in  this  country  Miss 
Allen  was  his  leuding  lady,  and  between 
her  and  the  star  thert;  gnw  up  a  warm 
and  lasting  friendship.  Salsini  was  rest- 
ing at  a  villa  near  Florence,  and  Miss 
Alien  had  notified  him  in  advance  of  her 
arrival  in  that  city.  Salvini  at  once  came 
to  town  and  op»-ne»l  his  home  there.  We 
were  all  his  guests  ami  spent  a  most  de- 
lightful visit  with  the  great  actor.  He 
does  not  really  seem  to  be  a  year  over  aO, 
and  is  a.s  vigorous  and  enthusiastic  about 
stage  matters  as  he  was  twenty  years 
ago.  Salvini  had  just  closed  a  most  suc- 
oes».ful  engasement  in  Russia,  and  when 
the  subject  of  ati'ither  visit  to  America 
was  jokingly  touched  upon,  he  shrugged 
his  shoulders  and  emptiatically  protest- 
ed that  he  would  never  leave  the  conti- 
nent again.

New  York,  Aug.  9. — The  revolution  In 
properties  proceeds  Jn  spite  of  "har- 
mony." Here  is  the  Postal  Telegraph 
replacing  the  Western  Union  on  some 
railroad  lines.  The  ever  restless  Read- 
ing railroad  is  .said  to  be  pursued  by 
the  Pennsylvania  to  keep  It  from  the 
Goulds.  Who  wofuld  have  thought  It 
would  ever  be  pursued  by  a  purchaser'.' 
To  sell  it,  not  to  buy  It,  seemed  the 
eternal  cue. 

The  Reading  preceded  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad— "the  P.  R."— using  the 
Schuylkill  river  to  go  to  the  coal 
region,  and  should  have  been  the  great 
trunk  route,  but  the  Pennsylvania  cor- 
poration, formed  in  1S46,  opened  to 
Pitisburg  in  1852.  Mechanics  anc  engi- 
neering were  the  Pennsylvania's  two 
eyes,  but  not  till  after  its  experience 
In  the  civil  war  did  It  take  Its  contl- 
netal  relations.  Buying  roads  already 
built  was  found  by  it  better  than  build- 
ing new  lines. 

It  is  now  preparing  to  run  from 
Washington  to  New  York  in  four 
hours — some  235  miles — in  240  minutes. 
All  the  largo  towns  will  be  passed  over 
by  stone  embankments  and  Philadel- 
phia will  be  a  mere  touch  for  the  New 
York  trains. 

The  reasonableness  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania's taking  up  the  Reading,  which 
reached  New  York  in  1ST6,  Is  that  tlie 
Reading  Is  a  ready  made  hyphen  to  the 
"West,  the  South  and  the  North,  favor- 
able to  any  adventurers  who  seek  to 
parallel  the  Pennsylvania  system, 
which  has  no  other  rival  east  of  the 
Susquehanna. 

Hence  the  guessing;  that  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  was  to  lease  the  Head- 
ing. 

Upon  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  road  $76,- 
OuO.OOO  is  said  to  have  been  spent  with 
the  result  of  bringing  its  business  up 
to  $oO,000,lKK)  a  year. 

The  Reading  also  divides  the  busi- 
ness to  Atlantic  City,  which  frequently 
in  summer  gives  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road 25,000  passengers  a  day. 

The  Pennsylvaniu  railroad  now  con- 
trols the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  the  Chesa- 
peake &  Ohio,  the  Norfolk  &  Western, 
all  three  Western  lines.  By  acquiring 
the  Reading  It  will  have  pre-empted 
the  entire  territory  southwest  of  New 
York. 

Meantime  the  Gates  crowd  and  other 
forayers  are  said  to  have  joined  t>'e 
Goulds  and  threatened  to  play  with 
the  New  York  Central  property.  This 
situation  to  the  public  betokens  a  high 
state  of  material  activity.  To  go  to 
such  great  expense  for  connpetition 
alone  is  a  sign  of  shaking  the  plum 
tree. 

Our  internal  trati;  now  assumes  an 
enormous  lmportan<  e  compared  to  foi- 
elgn  questions.  A  single  firm  at  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  manufactures  more  sliver 
than  the  city  of  London.  The  freights 
of  Pittsburg  exceed  in  weight  those  of 
all  the  Southern  states  or  of  New  York 
city.  The  phosphates  of  our  South 
analyze  higher  than  any  other  man- 
ures in  the  world  an  1  are  .said  to  be 
as  inexhaustible  as  c(jal  or  natural  oil. 
A  line  of  cotton  mills  stretches  300 
miles  through  the  Upper  Carolinas  to 
the  lawn  of  John  C.  Calhoun,  where 
the  youths  who  would  have  read  his 
dismal  logic  exercise  their  hands  upon 
the  cotton  mill.  The  statesman  of  that 
family  was  Clemson,  the  son-in-law  of 
Calhoun,  who  raised  the  protest  for 
manufactures  against  nullification, 
and  survives  in  an  institution,  while 
Calhoun  has  nothing  but  a  vaunting 
monument;  It  toils  not  neither  does 
it  spin. 

What  political  economy  could  prove 
that  paying  wages  tr)  slaves  would  en- 
rich their  masters?"  The  spirit  of 
physics  moves  across  the  deep  and 
everywhere  it  responds.  That  spirit 
has  one  immemorial  enemy  in  dogma, 
which  often  conceals  itself  as  phil- 
osophy. 

When  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroad 
actually  threateend  to  become  an 
influence,  with  its  terminal  at  Phila- 
delphia, the  Pennsylvania  took  it  in, 
but  after  the  Baltimore  stockholders 
were  squeezed  out  if  most  of  tho.se 
dividends  they  earned  in  and  after  the 
civil  war.  when  Baltimore,  in  spite  of 
herself,  became  the  base  of  the  North- 
ern armies  and  had  n  wide  market. 

Holding  as  jealously  to  Pittsburg's 
business  as  might  have  been  expected 
of  the  guardian  of  a  great  army  of 
stockholders,  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road yet  was  a  model  of  protection  to 
all  Pennsylvania  industries,  and  twen- 
ty years  ago  it  was  said  that  90  per 
cent  of  that  railroad's  trade  was  local, 
or  Pennsylvania. 

Meantime  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  rail- 
road  built  up  nothing,  let  Maryland 
slide,  spent  its  money  tapping  th^? 
Pennsylvania's  territory,  broke  itself 
getting  to  Philadelphia,  kept  its  stock 
list  down  to  |16.0<ie,no0,  and  pointed 
with  pride  to  that  low  mark  and  an 
"undivided  surplus"  of  old  Iron.  Wl.se 
P^ngland  really  believed  that  this  junk 
.yard  of  a  road  w«fi  the  safest,  the  stan- 
dard American  railroad.  Conservative 
stupidit.v  had  befcn  mistaken  by  Eng- 
land for  talent,  and  Mr.  Morgan  lent 
th9  property  $10,000,000  for  fear  it.s 
bankruptcy  woijjd  prejudice  all  our 
railway  securities  abroad. 

In  those  days  it  was  commonly  said 
that  Jay  Gould  Would  get  the  Bolli- 
more  &  Ohio.  He  was  being  annoyed 
In  the  .small  by  Its  telegraph  company, 
which  also  embraced  the  lines  along 
the  West  Shore  railn)ad.  Said  Gould: 
"Let  him  play  With  the  Pennsylvanli 
railroad  awhile.'*  Indicating  that  it 
would  use  the  younger  Garrett  up.  In 
the  course  of  tiiiie  we  see  the  sons  of 
Gould  in  a  rage  with  the  Pennsylvani.i 
railroad  and  it  tMrowing  their  telegraph 
lines  off  the  railroads  to  the  turnpike.s, 
all  on  account  ol  Eliza  at  Pittsburg. 
The  Wabash,  however,  is  very  welcome 
at  Pittsburg.        ^ 


I  well  recollect  Hiram  Sibley,  who 
was  the  chief  architect  of  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph,  along  with  Mr.  Wade, 
of  Cleveland.  Against  this  company, 
after  Vanderbilt's  party  entered  it, 
Gould  launched  two  opposition  linos, 
till  Anally  he  became  the  possessor  of 
the  franchise,  and  his  practical  man. 
Gen.  Kckert,  ousted  William  Orton  & 
Co. 

Men  were  small  In  those  days.  Orton 
bitterly  complained  to  me  against  the 
first  postal  cards,  saying:  "They  v.il! 
send  them  for  a  cent  if  you  let  thorn 
read  them." 

Poor  man.  he  did  not  see  thing.^  in 
th^rir  good  sense.  It  tal.e.s  many  a 
telegraph  message  to  explain  a  postal 
card. 

Most  things  are  tried  by  their  own 
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law.  The  Western  Union,  a  conquest 
by  opposition,  has  to  look  into  the 
teeth  of  an  opposition  at  so  late  a  day 
as  ours,  when  it  must  earn  $100,000.0"JO! 


John  W.  Mackay  told  me  that  when 
he  took  up  the  Postal  Telegraph  com- 
pany it  was  a  blackmailing  scheme. 
Invited  in  to  bear  the  expense,  he  ob- 
served: "If  this  is  a  busines.s  fit  to  be 
sustained,  it's  character  ought  to  be 
raised   to  honesty." 

He  dropped  all  idea  of  being  bought 
out.  stretched  cables  to  Europe  as.  at 
his  death,  he  was  about  to  manuiactur^ 
one  to  the  Philippine  islands  and  en- 
tered into  a  i)aciflc  arrangement  with 
the  Western  Union  to  maintain  rates. 
That  company,  however,  was  Ininsical, 
and  opposed  in  congress  and  eisev.'here 
all  concessions  to  Its  rival.  McKinley 
was  always  for  the  Western  Union, 
but  the  Postal  Telegraph  will  be  our 
first  adventure  across  the  Pacific. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Waldorf  hotel 
the  Western  Union  threatened  to  re- 
move their  instruments  if  the  Postal 
entered  the  house.  When  the  Astoria 
was  coming  to  its  completion  the  Postal 
people  said:  "Surely  we  can  have  a 
chance  In  this  yet  unlet  franchi.so." 
Again  the  older  company  said  they 
would  move  out.  "Go!"  said  the  land- 
lord. The  Postal  then  got  the  hyphen- 
ated hotel,  and  it  is  said  to  be  the  most 
profitable  office  in  New  York,  or  the 
country.  The  Western  Union  thus 
gave  up  a  fine  field,  but  in  Pittsbuig 
just  the  opposite  is  going  on.  Gould 
wants  to  come  In  and  the  Pennsylvania 
to  shut  him  out.  The  railroad  enters 
into  business  with  Mackay,  who  long 
before  controlled  the  Canadian  Pacific 
telegraph  lines  to  California.

The  production  of  a  baseball  Is  an  op- 
eration Lilmost  as  unknown  to  tlie  public 
as  ita  u»e  Is  familiar.  Yet  nearly  4.0O0.0OO 
balls  a  year,  or  about  li.iHX>  a  day,  are 
mauufaitureil  by  one  Pt^nnsylvania  fac- 
tory alone,  and  fur  a  great  many  of  tncse 
Jl.i'O  apiece  Id  paid.  A  rema;  kable  amount 
of  skill  and  tine  wurinan:»hip  is  needed  to 
turn  out  a  ball  that  will  .xtand.  even  for 
a  short  time,  the  powerful  batting  of  the 
big  players  or  will  eome  up  to  the  re- 
quirements for  league  work.  The  various 
steps  in  th'.-  manufacture  of  a  lirst-class 
basvl>all   art-   brlvflv   as   follow.«»: 

it  i.s  tii-st  a  .<olid  ball  of  l^ara  rubber 
just  an  inch  througii.  The  ball  is  placed 
in  a  machine  l>y  a  buy  tender  and  is«u.u- 
lomaticaiiv  wv)imd  with  a  strong,  pure 
woolen  yarn.  The  winding  is  done  wltll 
an  cvenntss  that  no  iuiman  fingers  could 
equal,  and  the  thick,  blue-mixed  wool 
fornisi  a  perfectly  unliorm  covering  for  the 
cor«. 
This  layer  Uj  made  Just  an  inch  thick. 
When  the  right  amount  of  yarn  has 
been  wound  on  it  the  ball.  iii>w  two  inchts 
thick,    is    remove.l   and   anotlier   i-ore   set. 

The  partly  linished  balls  are  next  dip- 
ped. 1  nat  is.  they  are  dropped  into  a 
transparent  iluid  called  "plastic  composi- 
tion." which  is  really  a  kind  of  cement. 
This  llui.l  is  very  adhesive,  and  when  it 
enters  the  wool  covering  there  is  a  st)lid- 
IHcation  that  i>revents  the  ball  from  ever 
being  knocked  out  of  .-'hane.  So  certain 
is  this,  in  fact,  that  the  company  guar- 
antees to  replace  all  balld  that  are  so  ia 
jured. 

The  hall.^  are  next  wound  again— thl.s 
time  with  a  certain  detinite  thickness  of 
three-ply  white  yarn.  ThLs  is  covered 
with  a  three-ply  blue  until  it  lias  reach- 
ed the  re<iuisile  size  of  nine  iiuhes  in 
clrcumferenct;.  All  of  these  winding  pro- 
cesses have  been  automatic,  and  the  balls 
appear  of  exactly  the  same  size  and 
Weight.  Hut  no  chances  are  taken,  and 
eacii  is  weighed  several  times  during  tlio 
tinal  winding,  ao  that  accuracy  may  be 
assured. 

After  being  dipped  In  the  cement  again 
the   ball   is   ready   for  covering. 

The  covers  are  alum-tanned  horsehlde. 
which  i.s  as  soft  and  tine  as  the  best  white 
kid.  For  the  best  balls  only  eighteen 
covers  could  be  got  out  of  one  hide,  as 
only  the  choicest  parts  can  be  used. 

The  hide  is  first  knee-:jtacked.  That  ia. 
It  is  stretcned  backward  and  for%vard 
over  a  knee-high  stake  by  a  strong  boy 
till  it  will  stretch  no  more.  The  cutting 
Is  don«'  by  machinery.  The  cover  is  in 
two  pieces,  each  in  the  shape  of  the  figure 
8.  A  machine  cuts  out  these  pieces  and 
perforat.iig  them,  ready  for  sewing.  These 
mai'hines  are  wonderfully  accurate  and 
very   rapid. 

The  balls  are  placed  for  covering  In 
dampers  of  wood  and  the  covers  are  fast- 
ened first  with  brass  staples  and  then 
with  strong  cotton  thread  of  the  best 
quality.  It  takes  about  fifteen  minutes 
to  sew  the  cover  on  a  ball.  This  retjuires 
considerable  muscle,  and  only  men  are 
employed  on  the  work. 

The  ball  is  still  rough  on  the  seams. 
It  is  rolled  by  hand  and  a  few  hours  later 
by  machinery,  whence  it  emerges  the 
completed  article,  ready  for  packing  and 
selling. 

The  market  for  baseballs  ia  entirely  in 
thU  country,  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  recent  demand  that  has  developed 
In  Cuba  and  the  Philippines.  During  the 
Boxer  uprlsir#  in  China  <iuite  a  number 
of  balls  were  ext>orted  there  for  the  use 
of   the  American   troops. 

The  whole  process  of  making  a  ball 
takes  Just  thirty  minutes,  and  it  often 
happens  that  the  life  on  the  diamond  is 
no  longer.  The  professional  leagues  usu- 
ally put  in  play  during  a  game  from 
four  to  six  new  b.-ills.  which  are  never 
again  u.-sed  e.xcept  on  practice.  Amateurs 
put  in  play  two.  three  or  four  balls,  ac- 
cording to  L..eir  wealth.  Where  all  the 
old  balls  go  is  a  (luestion  that  h  is  never 
been  solved,  but  several  million  disappear 
every  season.  When  the  winter  comes 
OB  the  season's  output  has  gone. 
•     «     * 

The  storm  center  In  th(^  fight  between 
the  American  and  National  leagues  is  -set- 
ting around  the  Pittsburg  club,  and  Har- 
ney Dreyl^uss  is  the  man  who  holds  the 
ba.seball  .situation  in  the  hollow  of  his 
han«l.  That  Harney  realizes  this  and  is 
making  use  of  it  was  shown  last  week 
by  the  way  Hru.ih  pulled  that  suspension 
off  "Honns"  Wagner  before  its  limit  had 
expind  find  the  'hurry-up'  trip  John  T. 
made  to  Chicago  in  order  to  get  Hart  to 
use  his  inrtuence  with  the  owner  of  the 
champions.  When  the  reports  that  Drey, 
fuss  might  perft>rm  the  greatest  Jumpirig 
feat  of  the  entire  l>asel)all  war  by  remov- 
ing the  Mrates  bag  and  baggage 'from  the 
National  to  the  American  league  l>egan  to 
be  circulated.  the  National  leaders 
scofftd  at  the  idea  and  began  to  talk 
abt)ut  the  Baltimore  coup.  Last  week  it 
W!U^  different.  The  National  league  lead- 
ers were  not  doing  iso  much  talking  about 
putting  the  American  off  the  map.  and  it 
was  evident  something  had  dropped  that 
had    not    been    looked    for. 

How  far  the  matter  has  gore  of  course 
no  one  not  on  the  inside  knf)ws.  Iiut  it  is 
clear  that  there  is  something  in  the  story 
that  Dreyfu.ss  might  conclude  to  change 
his  atTeetions  from  th.-  National  to  the 
American.  The  l>ittsl)urg  press  and  fans 
are  howling  for  the  change  and  advising 
Dreyiuss  to  give  Kreedman  and  Brush  the 
go-by.  They  claim  that  Drovfuss  has  been 
given  the  worst  of  it  right:  al.-ng  by  the 
Preedm.in- Brush  combine,  and  sav  that 
the  only  way  to  get  rid  of  the  pair  for 
good  is  ti>  change  over  to  the  American 
league.

He 
mui-t  realize  that  there  wo\ilil  be  advan- 
f:'ges  in  a  i-h.-inge  to  the  Anurican.  unless 
the  National  succeeds  in  strengthening 
up  sii  as  t'>  give  his  team  a  race  next  sea- 
son. There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  but 
that  th»'  Mrates  would  draw  far  better  in 
the  American  league,  where  they  would 
have  to  fight  for  the  chanipionsliip.  than 
they  do  in  the  National,  where  the  latter 
Is  practically  a  gift.  Of  course,  if  the 
National  succeeds  in  its  raid  ujion  the 
American  league,  the  situation  will  be 
chang.d  and  Dreyfuss"  actions  in  the  mat- 
ter will  undoubtedly  »>♦>  governed  l>y  the 
surcfss  or  faihire  of  the  National  to  "make 
liiroads  on  the  American  at  the  dose  of 
the  present  Season.  In  the  meantime 
Dreyfii.^s  is  shrewd  enough  to  make  the 
most  of  the  present- situation.  With  the 
vantage  position  which  he  holds  he  can 
force  Freedman  and  Brush  to  knuckle 
down  and  Barney  will  scarcely  let  the  op- 
portunity to  put  the  thumliscrews  to  ^is 
two  enemies   pass. 

•lue  National  will  fight  Drevfuss'  deser- 
tion to  a  finish  as  it  mean.s  life  and  death 
to  the  older  league.  If  Drevfuss  should 
leave  the  National  that  bodv  would  be 
struck  a  stunning  blow,  and  It  is  doubt- 
ful whether  it  would  ever  be  able  to  re- 
cover. This  Is  one  of  the  reasons  why  the 
American  is  after  the  I'ittsburg  presi- 
dent, as  they  realize  that  his  capture 
mean.s  a  settlement  of  the  war  In  favor 
of  the  Ieagu«».  There  is  no  danger  of 
Pittsburg  l)reaking  away  until  the  end 
of  the  season,  but  the  fight  for  Drevfuss 
will  continue  under  cover  until  It  is  cer- 
tain that  he  is  determined  one  wav  or 
the  other.  Possibly  the  test  will  come 
this  fall  immediately  after  the  close  of 
the  sea.son.  It  Is  prettv  well  understood 
tnat  Drevfuss  wants  to  play  the  winner 
the  American  league  nehnant.  as  he 
realizes  that  such  a  series  would  be  a 
gold  mine.  The  National  edict  that  none 
of  its  t-ams  shall  play  against  clubs  be- 
longing to  the  American  will  interfere 
here,  and  unless  there  is  a  backdown, 
Drevfuss  is  liable  to  plav  anyway  and 
defy  the  National  officials  to  do  their 
worst.

Like  Fitzsimmons  ai»d  Jeffries,  the  bout 
at  New  London  between  the  feather- 
weights will  be  a  battle  between  a  cham- 
pion and  Hu  ex-champion.  I'nlike  the  big 
fellows,  however,  the  little  men  are  equal- 
ly matched  as  to  weight.  age  and 
strength.  Both  have  been  knocked  out 
during  their  fighting  career.  Both  are 
whirlwind  battlers.  and  both  you:ig 
enough  to  defend  the  title. 

At  the  present  time  the  featherweight 
division  furnishes  more  lively  prospecia 
than  any  other  class  of  fighters.  Attor 
the  McGovern-Corbett  battle  there  will  be 
Fenny  Yanger  for  the  winner  to  liguro 
with.  Both  the  principals  in  the  cham- 
pionship fight  have  promised  Yanger  a 
battle,  and  tlie  local  boy  has  gone  far 
enough  up  the  ladder  to  be  enUiled  to  a 
bout. 

McGovern  and  Corbett  are  having  trou- 
ble in  the  selection  of  a  referee,  but  that 
is  now  the  style  among  fighters.  A  referee 
that  will  suit  a  lighter  is  getting  to  be  a 
rare  article.  Tim  Hurst  was  first  chosen 
to  render  the  decision,  but  there  were  ob- 
jections. Corbett  did  not  want  him,  and 
i  McGovern  was  also  a  little  averse.  The 
two  then  agreed  upon  James  J.  Corbett. 
But  there  was  a  hitch.  Corbett  surprised 
the  fighters  by  declining  to  act.  At  lea.^t 
he  has  not  vet  accepted  the  job.  and  prob- 
ably will  not.  There  are  several  good 
referees  around  New  York,  and  it  should 
be  no  difficult  matter  to  choose  a  satis- 
factory man.

A  match  which  would  undoubtedly  bo 
the  biggest  card  that  could  now  be  put 
on  ihe'boards  is  Corbett  and  Fitzsimnion«. 
It  must  be  conceded  that  Jeffries  is  tha 
champion  beyond  a  doubt.  Cutting  Jeff- 
ries' great  strength  out  of  the  caicuiatijn 
and  Fitzsimmons  is  the  greatest  pugilis: 
ill  the  world— the  greatest  that  ever  liveJ. 
On  a  basis  of  cleverness  Corbett  holds  the 
palm.  ,  ,    , 

The  three  men  represent  different  kinds 
of  pugilists.  Jeffries,  with  his  strength,  is 
one  extreme,  and  Corbett  with  his  speed 
and  cleverness,  minus  the  strength,  is  the 
other.  Fitzsimmons  is  the  mediam.  He 
has  the  hitting  i»ower  that  is  second  only 
to  Jeffries,  and  his  cleverness  and  shifti- 
ness in  the  ring  is  second  only  to  that  of 
Corbett.  As  an  all-around  man,  i.'ne  i)03- 
aessing  all  tin-  good  qualities  of  a  pugilist. 
It  will  be  many  years  before  the  equal  oi 
Mtzsimmons  Is  produced. 


The  possibilities  of  a  match  between 
Fitzsimmons  and  Corbett  are  remote,  but 
there  are  many  followers  of  the  game  who 
would  like  to  see  a  renewal  of  the  battle 
at  Carson  City.  It  would  again  be  i"il3- 
slmmons'  all-round  ability  against  the 
science  of  Corbett.  Fitz  has  lived  m  >ro 
like  an  athlete  since  he  whipped  Corbect 
that  has  James  J.,  but  the  latter  has  taken 
good  care  of  himself  in  the  last  few 
years,   and   claims    that   he   is   as   fast   as 

ever.

Several  sporting  men  were  discussing 
recent  pugilistic  events  one  night  la.^t 
week,  when  the  question  came  up  as  to 
whether  John  L.  Sullivan  w^as  knocked 
completely  out  or  only  dazed  when  he 
fought  Jim  Corbett  for  the  champion- 
ship. Tiie  records  were  consulted,  and 
also  men  w^ho  were  at  the  ringside,  and. 
while  It  was  agreed  that  Sullivan  wis 
not  knocked  unconscious,  he  was  so  far 
gone  from  a  right-hander  to  the  jaw  that 
he  could  not  rise  to  his  feet  before  tho 
count  of  ten.  Then  he  came  to  and  made 
his  famous  speech,  saying  that  he  was 
glad  the  championship  remained  In  Amer- 
ica. 

When  Corbett  fought  Fitzsimmons  at 
Carson  City,  and  was  knocked  out  by 
Fitz's  celebrated  solar-plexus  punch,  he 
was  not  unconscious,  although  unable 
to  get  to  his  feet.  While  the  referee  was 
tolling  off  the  fateful  10  Corbett  struggled 
to  the  ropes,  but  did  not  have  strength 
enough   to   pull  himself  up.

Mr.  Friant  brought  back  to  (Srand 
Rapids  some  curiously  fire-damaged 
clothes  and  an  Inadequate  tale  of  a 
forest  fire  from  which  he  narrowly 
escaped. 

Later  some  Grand  Rapids  people 
met  the  guide  and  got  the  true  facts 
Now  Mr.  Friant  .says  he  didn't  go  to 
the  woods  to  kill  moose,  anyhow.  He 
only  went  for  his  health. 


The  big  bass  that  lay  on  the  west 
side  of  the  channel,  between  Mill  and 
Middle  lakes.  In  Walworth  county. 
Wis.,  has  been  taken.  News  of  the 
capture  will  be  Interesting  to  dozens 
of  Western  anglers,  who  at  one  time 
and  another  in  the  past  seven  years 
1  have  been  defeated  by  this  fish,  and  to 
some  hundreds  of  others  who  have 
heard  of  him  and  laughed  at  the  tales 

of  his  prowess. 

Tho  battle  was  fought  Just  after  sun- 
set on  July  24.  The  victor  was  H.  M. 
Klibs,  v.ho  lives  in  Chicago.  It  was 
the  fourth  time  In  four  successive 
years  that  Klibs  had  wrestled  with  the 
big  bass.  He  estimates  that  the_  sev- 
eral campaigns  have  cost  him  $500  in 
money,  three  months  In  time.  $"25  in 
broken  tackle  and  rods  and  $4,000,000 
In  mental  anguish  following  upon  his 
defeats. 

IL  has  been  the  summer  habit  of 
Klibs  to  desert  his  business  and  his 
family  and  put  in  two  weeks  endeavor- 
ing first  to  decoy  and  then  to  master 
the  great  fish.  He  had  a  dream  not 
long  ago  in  which  he  saw  him.self  sit- 
ting in  the  stern  of  a  boat  about  dusk 
and  battling  with  the  baas.  The  next 
morning  he  hiked  for  Walworth  county 
with  a  new  silk  line,  guaranteed  break- 
ing strain  of  forty  pounds,  new  weed- 
less  hooks,  leaded  to  keep  the  frog 
rtoating  belly  down,  and  a  split  bam- 
boo rod  which  the  maker  assured  him 
would  hold  a  crocodile. 

The  bass  familiarly,  admiringly  and 
affectionately  known  as  Old  Billy, 
came  into  notice  first  in  late  Septem- 
bei.  1896.  In  that  month  he  broke  four 
lines  and  two  rods  for  various  fisher- 
men. 

He  made  his  home  near  some  rushes 
in  four  feet  of  water  on  the  west  side 
of  the  little  strait  which  connects  Mill 
and  Middle  lakes,  and  is  called  the 
channel,  because  naphtha  launches  are 
puffing  and  thumping  up  and  down  it 
ail  day  long.  Old  Billy  cared  no  more 
for  naphtha  launches  than  for  anglers, 
though  a'l  other  members  of  his  tribe 
V.  ere  scared  out  of  those  waters.  He 
lived  near  the  rushes  because  there 
weft  lily  pads  along  the  bank  on  each 
side  and  the  pads  were  full  of  frogs 
on  which  he  waxed  fat. 

There  was  no  doubt  that  the  same 
fish  did  the  damage,  because  he  was 
seen  several  times  and  was  distin- 
guished not  only  by  his  size,  but  also 
by  a  queer  whitish  spot  on  his  head 
ju.st  between  the  eyes.  There  was  no 
telling  his  age. 

He  showed  himself  suddenly  one  aft- 
ernoon, struck  at  a  minnow,  was 
hooked  and  smashed  a  No.  4  silk  line 
thirty  seconds  afterward.  The  man 
who  lost  the  line  said  that  the  fish  had 
slewed  the  boat  half  around  and  the 
folks  at  the  hotel  laughed  at  him. 

A  week  afterward  he  broke  a  rod  for 
W.  P.  Gurley,  of  Milwaukee,  on  this  oc- 
casion going  clear  of  the  water  by  two 
feel  and  showing  all  of  his  great  length 
an.!  bulk.  Getting  interested,  all  of  the 
angleis  about  Mill  Lake  had  a  try  at 
him.  Many  of  them  -saw  him  floating  laz- 
ily near  tlie  pads  and  looking  for  incau- 
tious leai)ers:  some  of  them  got  strikes 
for  him.  a  few  of  them  hung  him  and 
those  few  lost  him  after  fights  that  lasted 
from   two   to  ten  minutes. 

It  came  to  be  agreed  among  visitors 
to  Mill  Lake  that  Old  Billy  should  be 
fought  fairly  with  a  single  hook,  and  a 
man  who  attempted  to  take  him  with  a 
gang  of  hooks,  or  a  big  handline,  or  any- 
thing of  that  sort,  would  have  been  un- 
popular. 

Immense  strength  and  Immense  slyness 
were  equally  characteristic  of  the  bass. 
It  soon  became  known  that  time  was 
wasted  in  fishing  for  him  early  in  tho 
morning,  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  in  the 
afternoon,  or  at  any  hour.  In  fact,  when 
the  light  was  strong  enough  to  give  i»lm 
a  good  look  at  the  bait. 

'Ihe  .state  of  the  water  or  violence  of 
the  wind  made  little  difference.  If  Old 
Billy  got  a  clear  glance  at  the  lure  he 
saw  the  line  or  the  hook  or  both  and  let  It 
alone.  He  was  never  known  to  strike  at 
any  artificial  lure,  although  spoons,  phan- 
tom minnows,  celluloid  frogs,  rublier  hel- 
gramites  and  such  things  were  tried  on 
him  frequently. 

One  man  went  out  at  10  o'clock  at 
night  with  a  luminous  minnow,  but  had 
his  trouble  for  his  pains.  Old  Billy  was 
not  dining  on  phosphorus. 
I  After  three  years  in  the  channel  cd 
j  Billy  had  enough  hooks  in  him  to  stock  a 
small  shop.  The  edges  of  his  mouth  were 
corrugated  and  twisted  out  of  shape 
where    the   barbs   had   torn    through. 

He  was  scarred  along  the  sides  from 
the  points  of  hooks  which  had  scrai>ed 
him  as  he  broke  away  and  turned  to  fiee. 
There  was  a  big  white  scar  on  his  back 
near  the  fin  where  a  gaff  had  reached  him 
once  when  he  was  reeled  to  a  boats  side. 
The  gaff  slipped  and  he  snapped  the  lino 
just  above  the  hook. 

His  methods  of  fight  were  many  and  he 
seemed  to  find  a  new  one  with  each  sea- 
son. He  would  rusrti  straight  at  the  boat, 
endeavoring  to  get  slack  and  if  he  suc- 
ceeded would  make  a  half  turn  and  leap 
hard  against  the  hook,  achieving  freedom. 
If  he  failed  to  get  slack  he  would  shoot 
under  the  boat,  forcing  the  angler  to  low- 
er his  rod  tip  to  to  the  water  and  then 
break  away.  He  would  leap  twice  his 
own  length  above  the  surface,  shake  his 
enormous  head  violently  and  If  the  barb 
stuck  would  come  down  with  all  hU 
weight,    snatching   at   a   taut   line. 

He  would  go  easily  for  a  minute  or  two, 
deluding  the  anguer  into  thinking  that 
another  fish  was  hooked,  then  .iart  sud- 
denly and  irresistibly  toward  the  rushes. 
Once  among  them  he  wrapped  the  line 
about  their  roots  and  worked  off  with  ii- 
tie   trouble. 

One  evening  he  broke  a  stout  line  by 
dashing  toward  the  boat  at  top  speed, 
getting  a  yard  or  two  of  slack,  half  turn- 
ing and  rolling  himself  over  and  over  in 
the  silk,  fastening  a  half  dozen  turns  of 
it  about  his  body  and  of  course  breaking 
it  almost  immediately.  That  is  a  com- 
mon muskailonge  trick,  but  he  was  the 
only  bass  that  knew  it  and  it  mav  have 
been  an  accident,  as  he  did  not  "try  It 
again. 

Alonday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  aft- 
crnoona  Klibs  tried  along  the  edges  of  the 
rushes.  He  is  a  good  caster— that  is  to 
say,  he  is  able  to  get  out  sixty  feet  of 
line  as  a  steady  thing  and  accurately— 
and  he  kept  his  boat  well  out  from  the 
rushes  so  that  Old  Billy  might  not  sus- 
pect his  presence. 

He  use.  various  baits,  shiners  the  first 
day.  sucker-mouthed  chubs  the  next  and 
pork  trimmed  with  red  flannel  on  the 
next. 

He  did  not  get  a  strike.  Once  the  big  ba9s 
roiled  lazily  over  the  white  strip  of  pork, 
proljably    to   show   his   contem|)t    for     t 

On  Thursday  Klibs  determined  to  do 
business.  Hj  went  to  Russell  Lake,  a 
stagnant  bit  of  water  a  mile  away  and 
replete  with  frogs  of  every  kind,  green 
frogs,  brown  frogs  and  bulls.  He  had  a 
dipnet  with  a  long  handle  and  a  pair  of 
wading  l>iots.  i 

Sneaking  along   the   shores  a   vard    out 
and  slapping  down  the  net  now  and  thi  n 
he  made  a  collection.     He  took  them  back 
to    the   hotel  and   looked  them  t)ver.     One 
caught  his  fancy. 

It  was  a  frog  with  a  3-inch  bodv  and  5- 
Inch  legs.  It  was  shapelv  and  its  hind- 
quarters were  beautifully  plump.  It^ 
throat  was  white  as  snow,  its  belly  a  cle.ir 
yellow  and  its  back  deep  green  with  tinv 
black  spots.  Falling  In  love  with  this 
frogs.  Klibs  put  it  into  a  special  basket 
with  wet  moss  and  grass  in  the  bottom  to 
keep  it  fresh  until  late  afternoon 

He  rejiched  the  line  of  the  rushes  iust 
as  the  sun  was  poised  for  its  nightly 
plunge.  He  began  at  the  far  end  of  th^m, 
where  the  water  ia  clear  and  shallower, 
and  used  another  frog  because  that  i>art 
of  the  shore  was  not  a  favorite  with  old 
Billy,  and  the  chances  were  against  his 
being  there. 

There  was  no  one  In  the  boat  with  him. 
He  sat  In  the  stern  .sculling  and  worked 
his  way  slowly  along,  keeping  a  proper 
distance.  His  frog  hit  the  water  at  'n  • 
tervals  of  six  feet  from  the  edge  of  the 
ruphes  and    was  drawn   in   slowl.v. 

For  half  an  hour  nothing  happened,  At 
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this  time  he  was  within  forty  yards  of  tho 
south  end  of  the  ru.shes  where  another 
line  of  them  ran  out  into  the  lake  maki-ig 
&  right-angled  corner,  and  in  this  corn:fr 
the   water   was  deep  and    dark. 

He  reached  for  the  other  l>asket,  got 
out  the  prize  frog  and  slipped  Its  mud 
feet  through  the  rubber  band  tied  to  h'.s 
hook,  then  he  pulled  it  through  until  the 
rubber  band  encircled  ita  body  just  back 
of  the  forelegs.  He  Inserted  the  hook 
through  the  lips  exactly  in  the  center. 
The  frog  kicked  violently,  but  its  protest 
w;is  of  no  avail. 

Klibs  sculled  noiselessly  to  within  twen- 
ty yards  of  the  corner  and  stopped.  Five 
broad  lily  leaves  grew  la  this  corner,  ly- 
ing Hat  upon  the  water  and  occupyin.'?  a 
space  a  yard  square.  He  wanted  to  hit 
them. 

Bringing  the  forearm  back  over  his 
right  .shoulder  he  sent  out  the  frog.  It 
described  a  parabola,  struck  the  cente,- 
■l>ail  squarely  with  a  slight  crack  and  lay 
still.  The  fall  had  stunned  It  slightly 
and  Klibs  did  not  disturb  it.  He  wanted 
the  frog  to   do  Its  own  moving. 

Soon  It  sat  up  and  looked  about.  The 
hook  through  its  nose  did  not  bother  it. 
It  became  tired  in  a  minute  or  so.  leaned 
straight  out  for  a  yard  and  began  to  swim 
In  jerks  toward  the  rushes. 

From  the  edge  of  the  rushes  ten  feet 
away  a  billow  six  Inches  high  heaped  and 
tore  toward  it.  Under  the  billow  was  the 
broad  shoulder  of  Old  Billy.  He  reacned 
the  frog  in  the  twentieth  of  a  second, 
struck  it  savagely,  taking  all  of  It  into  his 
huge  mouth    and  turned  to  his  lair. 

Then  Klibs,  knowing  what  had  hap- 
pened as  well  as  if  he  had  seen  It,  jent 
the  hook  In  viciously  and  the  battle  was 

"fhe  great  bass  leaped  straight  upward 
a  good  vard,  turned  a  somersault  and 
struck  the  water  on  his  back.  He  went 
under  and.  a  .second  after  and  five  yax-is 
away,  left  the  lake  again,  shaking  his 
head  violently.  Tho  hook  held  and  ho 
UarttHl  at  the  boat. 

Klibs  could  not  reel  In  fast  enough  to 
keep  a  taut  line  with  thai  rush  and  Billy 
went  under  the  boat  with  two  yards  of 
slack  to  his  credit.  In  another  instant 
he  would  have  ri.sen  and  thrown  h's 
weight  against  it,  but  Klibs  had  switched 
the  line  around  the  stern,  still  reeling,  and 
tho  slack  was  taken  up  before  the  leap 
could  be  made.  .....  .,. 

The  bass  went  straight  away  then 
toward  deep  water.  The  weight  of  him 
bent  the  rod  nearly  double  and  in  spite  of 
the  man's  strength  and  skill,  he  was

A  dive  followed  straight  down  for  fifteen 
feet.  Evidently  the  search  for  a  root 
around  which  to  wrap  the  line,  or  gravel 
against  which  to  rub  out  the  hook,  was 
unsuccessful,  as  the  lish.  showed  again 
in  a  minute  or  two,  tearing  back  toward 
the   rushes.  '  „    .. 

He  got  within  twenty  feet  of  them, 
once  more  leaped  into  the  clear  and  en- 
deavored to  sliake  out  tlie  hook.

It  Is  quite  probable  that  the  average 
reader  does  not  appreciate  either  the 
ditficultles  in  the  way  of  grain  storage 
as  legai'ds  the  condition  of  the  grain. 
Probably  the  most  difficult  place  in 
the  world  to  store  graiu  is  the  port  of 
London.  In  this  port  today  grain  Is 
still  stored" as  It  was  centuries  ago  on 
floors,  at  an  average  depth  of  three 
to  five  feet.  These  floors  must  be  well 
supplied  with  windows,  which  on 
bright  sunny  days  can  be  opened  and 
on  the  days  of  fog  and  damp- 
ness closed  tightly.  The  atmos- 
phere of  London  is  so  full  of 
atmosphere  of  London  is  so  full  of 
moisture  and  the  humidity  so  gieat 
that  the  preservation  of  grain  in  per- 
fect condition  Is  almost  impossible.  On 
the  rare  occasions  that  London  has  of 
bright,  clear  weather  this  grain  is  con- 
tinually stirred  by  men  with  shovels 
In  much  the  primitive  fashion  that 
Joseph  must  have  used  in  preserving 
his  grain.  Probably  the  best  climate 
in  the  world  for  preserving  grain  in 
storage  Is  found  at  the  head  of  the 
lakes.  Very  seldom  Is  it  necessary  to 
touch  the  stocks  of  grain  here.  There 
Is.  however,  a  custom  of  regular  In- 
spection of  all  grain  in  the  houses 
here  which  assures  the  owner  that  his 
grain  is  at  all  times  kept  sweet  and 
cool. 

We  are  quite  sure  that  Joseph's 
storage  bins  were  made  of  mud  and 
clay  baked  in  the  sun.  This  of  neces- 
sity would  indicate  that  the  bins  were 
low  and  of  small  capacity,  because 
such  a  structure  could  not  support 
much  strain.  After  we  have  for  a  nuia- 
ber  of  years  universally  constructed 
our  elevators  of  wood  and  then  of 
more  expensive  steel,  we  seem  to  be 
again  copying  Joseph's  methods;  for 
the  largest  storage  warehouse  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  (and  probably  in  the 
world),  and  a  warehouse  which  has 
now  been  tested  thoroughly  in  every 
manner  and  found  to  answer  every 
strain  is  locally  known  as  "Peavey's 
Mud  House."  In  reality,  this  is  a 
construction  of  the  finest  cement — a  tri- 
umph of  engineering  skill. 

At  West  Superior  is  the  largest  and 
best  equipped  steel  elevator  in  the 
world — the  new  Great  Northern  eleva- 
tor "S."  There  are  some  ancient  Egyp- 
tian records  which  give  us  a  very  fair 
Idea  of  the  storage  of  grain  In  Joseph's 
time  and  which  indicate  that  there 
were  employed  certain  officials  such  as 
our  inspector  and  welghman.  Some  of 
the  ancient  Egyptian  picture  writins 
represents  these  officials  busily  engaged 
in  weighing  and  recording  the  weights, 
and  we  presume,  as  they  must  have 
then  been  the  buyers  also  trying  to 
prove  to  the  prospective  seller  tliat 
the   grain   was   not   really   worth     the 

money.

GRAIN  MILLING. 
Of  course,  the  ultimate  object  of  all 
grain  transportation  and  handling  is 
the  d'-livery  of  the  grain  to  the  milis 
and  its  transformation  into  flour.  Du- 
luth-Superior  has  a  large  milling  capa- 
city, but  unfortunately  all  of  it  has 
not  been  successfully  operated  of  late 
years.  The  unfortunate  experience  of 
the  Hour  milling  trust  has  tied  up  most 
of  the  milling  capacity  in  litigation  ar  d 
otherwise  so  that  its  recovery  has  been 
a  matter  of  slow  progress.  The  suc- 
cessful rebuilding  of  this  milling  in- 
dustry seems  now  attained,  and  a  large 
portion  of  this  milling  capacity  is  now 
again  actually  operated.  A  modern  mill 
is  a  complicated  piece  of  machinery. 
Successful  milling  nowadaysdepends  on 
every  form  of  machinery  being  made  to 
do  the  finest  possible  work.  We  are 
sure  that  in  this  department  at  least 
Joseph  was  far  behind  his  modern 
type.  In  fact,  it  is  quite  probable  that 
Joseph  did  not  attempt  a  milling  d€^ 
partment  at  all.  The  old-fashioned 
milling  such  as  still  exists  in  Egypt 
today,  where  each  family  ground  its 
own  meal,  was  too  poi)ular  to  permit  of 
his  establishment  of  a  wholesale  mill- 
ing. Some  of  the  facts  of  this  primitive 
milling  are  very  Interesting.  The  grain 
is  ground  in  a  hollow  stone  simply  by 
pounding  with  another  stone,  and  the 
result  is  that  the  coarse  meal  produced 
contains  also  quite  a  percentage  of 
pulverized  stone.  Today  In  Egypt 
there  are  many  old  men  with  thel/ 
teeth  actually  worn  to  the  gums  by  a 
life  use  of  the  productions  of  thi.i 
mill. 

It  is  quite  Ipiprobable,  too,  that 
Joseph  had  any  method  of  cleaning 
grain.  The  receipts  of  grain  from 
modern  Egypt  prove  full  of  dirt  and 
even  of  small  stones.  Its  milling  is  a 
fine  art  by  those  mills  that  will  at- 
tempt it  at  all.  At  the  head  of  he 
lakes  the  grain  is  cleaned  as  fine  ns 
delicate  machinery  can  make  it,  and 
it  leaves  here  practically  free  of  all 
impurities  of  any  kind.  It  is  an  in- 
teresting sight  to  see  the  line  of  ele- 
vator cleaners  in  a  modern  elevator 
working  indu.striously  at  the  stream  of 
grain  passing  over  the  sieves  and  re- 
moving every  form  of  seed  or  impurity 
during  its  progress.  Modern  ingenuity 
has  invented  a  machine  which  will  re- 
ceive at  the  top  a  mixture  of  every 
kind  of  grain  known  and  deliver  each 
quality  in  a  separate  receptacle  at  the 
bottom.  It  will  separate  wheat,  rye, 
oats,  barley,  flax  and  fine  weed  seeds 
from  the  same  mixture. 
•     •     • 

FLAX  AND  COARSE  GRAINS. 

We  think  it  would  be  well  for  the 
Northwest  to  appreciate  that  Duluth- 
Superior  is  the  largest  fiax  market  in 
the  world.  Chicago,  which  used  to  have 
this  business  formerly  without  inter- 
ference, is  today  of  small  Importance  in 
the  flax  marketing  and  movement.  The 
raising  of  tlax  seems  to  progress  north- 
ward quite  steadily,  and  the  best  llax 
marketed  in  the  Northwest  today 
comes  from  the  land  lying  very  neR^ 
to  the  Canadian  boundary.  We  think 
it  strange  that  the  average  person  re- 
alizes so  little  the  Importance  of  llax 
In  the  world's  economy.  There  has 
been  discovered  no  satisfactory  substi- 
tute for  flax  products  known  as  lin- 
seed oil.  and  it  is  a  ver.v  interesting  in- 
dication of  the  business  prosperity  of 
a  country  to  follow  the  cour.se  of  ll.ax 
seed 
the    de 

very  few  houses  or  buildings  were  kept 
in  reiiair,  when  very  few  manufactured 
articles  were  turned  out,  the  demand 
for  lin.seed  oil  as  an  Ingredient  of  paint 
sank  to  a  very  small  proportion,  and 
flaxseed  sold  in  the  Duluth  market  at 
le.is  than  70  cents  per  bushel.  For  the 
first  two  or  three  years  after  the  heavy 
rush  of  the  crop  movement  has  been 
absorbed  flaxseed  prices  have  been 
maintained  at  considerably  over  $1.50 
per  bushel.  Flaxseed  prices  fluctuate 
so  rapidly  that  a  mere  fluctuation  pro- 
duces at  times  interesting  situations. 
For  Instance,  last  fall  several  shipment.^ 
were  made  from  the  .«;eaboard  to  foreign 
countries  to  fill  previous  .sales  made  for 
them,  yet  before  the  seed  arrived  at 
the  destination  abroad  our  prices  had 
advanced  to  such  a  figure  that  the  heed 
was  again  repurchased  from  the  for- 
eign crusher  and  brought  back  to  this 
country  in  the  .same  steamer  without 
unloading  abroad. 

More  and  more  the  head  of  the  lakes 
increases  in  importance  also  as  a 
market  for  corn,  oats,  rye  and  barley 


as  well  as  wheat  and  flaxseed.     Diversi- 
fied crops  seem  more  In  favor  year  by 

year.

GRAIN  SHIPMENT. 
Probably  the  most  interesting  fea- 
ture of  the  entire  ^raln  trade,  und  that 
which  l3  the  most  typical  of  :t,  is  Its 
grain  shipment.  When  you  consider 
the  volume  of  grain  moved  through 
the  head  of  Lake  Superior  and  sold 
almost  entirely  on  Inspection  certifi- 
cate of  the  Minnesota  departn  ent  you 
will  appreciate  the  •importan';e  of  a 
confidence  in  the  certificate  Issued  by 
this  department.  It  Is  a  m.itter  of 
pride  to  the  Nottjiwest  and  should  be 
to  the  Inspection  officials  that  the  cer- 
tificate Is  so  universally  accepted 
abroad,  and  that  practically  unlimited 
quantities  of  grain  can  be  sold  on  such 
a  certificate  when  prices  are  right. 

The  only  regret  which  grain  shippers 
have  In  regard  to  this  featuri  of  th« 
business  is  that  owing  to  climatic  con- 
ditions their  harbor  Is  a  cloued  port 
for  five  months  of  the  year.  It  is  un- 
fortunate also  that  there  is  so  little 
time  between  the  maturing  of  thd 
Northwest  crop  and  the  closlnir  of  lake 
navigation  to  market  this  grain.  That 
man  is  making  every  effort  to  over- 
come the  conditions  of  naturf  in.  this 
respect  would  be  very  evldeiit  to  an 
observer  If  the  conditions  ruling  here 
In  November  and  December  'vere  as- 
certained. With  the  thermometer  in 
the  neighborhood  of  zero,  shipping  is 
continued  from  thl^  port  until  the 
early  days  of  December,  and  a  most  in- 
teresting spectacle  is  that  of  one  of  tr.e 
lake  carriers  completely  sheathed  in 
ice,  boldly  leaving  the  safe  harbor  of 
Duluth  for  its  thousand-mile  journey 
across  the  storm-swept  wintry  lakes. 

The  head  of  the  lakes  has  access  to 
foreign  ports  through  a  number  of 
routes  to  the  seaboard.  There  are 
three  or  four  lines  to  Mont:eal  and 
Quebec.  Several  routes  to  reach  Port- 
land, Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore,  and  from  each  of  these 
ocean  ports  steamship  lines  extend  to 
the  various  foreign  destinations. 
Through  these  routes  the  Northwcat 
sells  its  grain  not  only  to  Ea.stern  ex- 
porters, but  also  direct  to  foreign 
importers  at  Liverpool,  London,  Glas- 
gow. Lelth,  Hull.  Bristol.  Dubl  n.  Ham- 
burg, Rotterdam,  Antwerp.  Amsterdam, 
Copenhagen  and  an  Indefinit  J  list  of 
the  minor  consuming  markets  abroad. 

There  is  a  water  route  to  the  Atlan- 
tic and  a  line  of  steamers  which  carries 
grain  from  Duluth-Superlor  and  puts  It 
on  board  the  ocean  steamer  at  Quebec 

without  breaking  bulk.

DULUTH- SUPERIOR. 
The  average  rate  of  freight  irom  Du- 
luth to  the  seaboard  would  be  4  to  6 
cents  per  bushel.  Consider  ng  that 
the  distance  is  some  two  or  th  -ee  thou- 
sand miles,  this  does  not  see;n  exces- 
sive. ,      ,  .. 

The  first  shipment  of  grain  from  the 
head  of  the  lakes  was  madtt  on  tho 
steamer  Winslow  about  twenty  years 
ago.  There  was  no  elevator  here  at 
that  time,  and  the  grain  was  loaded 
with  wheelbarrows  and  baskets,  much 
as  Joseph  would  have  made  a  shipment 
In  one  of  his  river  barges.  T<  day  it  Is 
a  matter  of  less  than  half  a  day  for 
one  of  our  modern  houses  to  load  a  lake 
steamer  carrying  almost  300,00)  bushels 
of  grain.  ,  , 

The  necessity  for  carrying  large 
quantities  of  grain  on  a  comparatively 
shallow  draft  has  evolved  a  peciillar 
tvpe  of  lake  steamer.  These  lake 
steamers  carry  on  a  draft  of  18  feet 
all  the  grain  which  could  b;  carried 
by  a  large  ocean  steamer  on  a  draft  ol 
30  or  35  feet,  carry  it  as  safely  and 
handle  it  more  economically.  We 
might  give  the  dimensions  of  some  of 
these  modern  carriers,  but  it  \vould  ex- 
press little  to  the  average  reader  to 
learn  that  there  are  a  ntrnber  of 
steamers  on  our  lakes  with  a  distance 
of  500  feet  between  the  bow  and  the 
stern.  They  would  perhaps  compre- 
hend it  better  to  know  that  this  is  a 
distance  of  more  than  one  ong  city 
block,  or  that  it  is  almost  .exactly 
the  dimensions  of  the  '*N"ahs 
ark"  which,  to  children  at  least,  always 
has  seemed  an  immense  crea  on.  The 
necessity  for  such  carriers  will  impress 
Itself  on  your  mind  if  you  remember 
that  Duluth-Superlor  has  In  tbe  past  m 
a  single  year  handled  almost  100,000.000 
bushels  of  grain,  more  than  the  total 
wheat  crop  of  the  United  Kliigdonri. 

Probably  the  average  lak«t  freight 
from  the  head  of  the  lakes  to  Buffalo— 
a  distance  of  1500  miles— would  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  1%  to  2  cents  per 
bushel.  Twenty  years  ago  thi  average 
charge  for  lake  freight  from  the  West 
to  Buffalo  would  have  been  10  to  15 
cents  per  bushel,  and  in  1878  the 
freight  rates  from  Chicago  to  Buffalo 
ruled  most  of  the  season  above  20 
cents  per  bushel.  In  1873  the  ocean 
freight  from  New  York  to  forolgn  ports 
would  have  averaged  25  to  30  cents  per 
bushel.  Today  It  is  ruling  it  3  to  4 
cents  per  bushel.  When  you  remember 
that  inland  rail  transportation  has  also 
declined  materially,  that  the  handling 
charges  on  grain  are  much  Ic  wor,  that 
insurance  charges  are  lower,  und  bank- 
ing facilities  much  impro\ed,  with 
lower  exchange  rates,  you  ciin  realize 
that  America  can  today  deliver  wheat 
to  the  old  countries  at  $1  per  bu.shel 
and  net  more  to  the  grower  than  twen- 
ty years  ago  at  $1.50  per  bushel. 

The  comparison  of  the  tranjportation 
lines  into  Duluth  and  their  present 
methods  of  handling  immensj  tonnage 
with  the  methods  prevf  illng  in 
Joseph's  time  is  as  enlightening  as 
comparing  their  agricultural  methods 
with  those  of  today.  From  l^ake  Su- 
perior we-st.  stretch  two  great  transcon- 
tinental systems,  advertising  the  Pa- 
cific ocean  as  their  western  terminus. 
Besides  these  there  are  fi\e  or  six 
large  systems  with  feeders  to  Lake 
Superior  and  handling  a  large  tonnage 
of  freight  each  year.  Grain  is  received 
from  every  state  to  the  West  as  far  as 
Iowa  Nebraska,  and  at  tines  even 
from  Kansas.  To  the  north  these  roads 
reach  for  the  grain  traffic  of  the  Can- 
adian provinces,  and  this  past  year  al- 
most 10,000.000  bushels  of  grain  were 
handled  from  the  Manitoba;}  through 
this  port. 

Twenty  years  ago  a  lari.'e  car  of 
wheat  would  have  been  50u  bushels, 
and  today  a  car  of  1500  ta  20)0  bushels 
Is  not  uncommon.  Engines  have  grown 
more  and  more  powerful  for  ihe  handl- 
ing of  heavier  trains,  roadways  have 
been  firmly  rebuilt  to  accommodate  the 
increased  weight,  and  a  sinifle  engine 
of  today  would  haul  a  train  of  75.000  to 
100.000  bushels  of  grain.  Coripare  this 
with    the    freight    train    which   Josephs 


omy  to  maintain  large  stores  of  grain.

FINANCING  A  CROP  MOVEMENT. 
When  we  compare  the  present  bank- 
ing methods  with  those  of  Joseph's 
time  we  can  appreciate  the  true  gen- 
ius of  this  man.  We  suppose  the  New 
York  Clearing  association  would  hesi- 
tate to  admit  that  their  weokly  clear- 
ing house  report,  which  affects  the 
finances  of  the  world,  is  modeled  di- 
rectly after  Joseph's  system,  yet  a 
little  study  of  the  account  of  Jo.seph's 
financiering  would  convince  one  that 
he  held  the  true  principle  of  modern 
finances.  After  he  had  sold  a  part  of 
his  grain  at  a  price  which  had  ex- 
hausted all  the  money  supply  of  Egypt, 
and  after  he  had  secreted  this  money 
ill  his  private  treasuries  out  of  sight, 
he  evidently  issued  a  bank  statement. 
This  statement  showed  an  entire  ab- 
sence of  loans,  an  enormous  decrease 
in  circulation  and  in  money  reserves. 
Wiiat  was  the  result?  Exactly  what 
Joseph  had  anticipated.  All  forms  of 
property  became  almost  valueless, 
especially  land  and  cattle.  The  people 
•beseecbed  Joseph  to  give  them  bread 
for,  said  they,  the  "money  faileth." 
Then  Joseph,  with  the  magnanimous 
treatment  which  all  bankers  have  al- 
ways extended,  exchanged  the  corn, 
which  they  needed,  for  the  cattle  and 
thu  lands,  whlc  hwere  to  them  unpro- 
ductive and  of  no  value.  In  this  way 
Joseph  soon  absorbed  all  the  livestock 
and  all  the  land  of  the  entire  people. 
About  this  time  the  famine  ended,  just 
as  he  had  foreseen.  The  land  immedi- 
ately became  productive,  cattle  were 
easily  and  cheaply  fed,  and  Joseph  en- 
joyed that  comfortable  state  of  affairs 
called  a  "sure  thing." 

Joking  aside,  there  has  been  a  great 
progress  in  modern  methods  of  handl- 
ing bills  of  exchange  against  grain. 
Outside  of  an  unusual  disturbance, 
such  as  Baring  Brothers  failure  in  1893, 
a  bill  of  exchange  against  a  grain 
cargo  Is  always  salable  at  a  small  ex- 
pense for  the  transferring  of  funds. 
The  modern  system  of  transferring  ac- 
tual money  has  been  so  perfected  that 
ill  only  rare  Instances  does  it  cost  even 
the  actual  express  charges  of  trans- 
ferring the  money  for  a  cargo  of  grain 
from  the  East  to  the  West,  or  from  tha 
foreign  buyer  to  the  American  seller. 

As  we  said  before,  the  storage  ca- 
pacity of  Duluth-Superior  is  nearly 
34,000,000  bushels  of  grain.  To  finance 
a  .stock  of  grain  in  Duluth  of  this  size 
would  require  from  $20,000,000  to  $25,-

elevtaor  companies  and  the  Minnesota 
state  officials  have  earned.

Were  All  Records  of  Iron 

Ore  Movement  In 

July. 

Cleveland,  Aug.  9.— The  Iron  Trade  Re- 
view says:  July  broke  all  records  In  the 
amount  of  Iron  ore  brought  down,  the 
total  sent  from  all  upper  lake  ports  being 
4.073,386  tons,  while  in  July,  1901,  3.697,S£J 
tons  was  brought  down.  June  ot  this  year 
with  3,751,696  tons  was  a  record-breaker 
up  to  that  time,  but  last  month  exceeded 
it  by  321,690  tons.  The  total  shipped  this 
year  to  Aug.  1  is  12.973,219  tons  as  com- 
pared with  8,661,431  tons  in  the  same  per- 
iod last  year.  If  the  present  record- 
breaking  Is  continued  to  the  close  of  the 
season,  the  total  for  the  year  wjll  far 
exceed  the  usual  estimate  of  2o,0<J0,<JU0 
tons,  and  it  Is  probable  that  August  and 
September  will  show  as  large  an  Increase 
over  those  months  of  last  year  as  have 
June  and  July  over  the  corresponding 
months   in   1901. 

Although  the  demand  of  the  furnaces 
is  larger  than  last  years  by  perhaps  3,0.-0,- 
000  tons,  there  would  be  difficulty  In  han- 
dling at  the  lower  docks  all  the  ore  that 
might  possibly  be  brought  down.  Vessel- 
men,  who  are  usually  inclined  to  com- 
fdain  about  the  railroads,  admit  that  the 
mmense  amount  of  ore  brought  down  in 
July  has  been  well  handled  by  the  rail- 
roads. It  is  believed  in  some  quarters 
that  58  per  cent  of  the  entire  amount  of 
ore  to  be  brought  down  this  year  has  now 
arrived  and  that  there  will  be  a  big  de- 
crease shown  in  reports  for  August  and 
September. 

Some  sales  of  ore  are  being  made  daily 
and  Inquiries  are  frequent.  The  sale  of 
the  Republic  mine  Is  a  certainty,  al- 
though some  shareholders  may  not  sur- 
render all  they  own,  not  because  they  are 
opposed  to  the  sale  to  the  Cambria  Steel 
company,  but  because  they  are  willing  to 
own  some  Interest  In  the  mine  after  the 
controlling  Interest  changes.

inlluence  of  the  Mohammedan  religion 
that  the  Morocco  of  today  differs  little 
from  the  Morocco  of  the  year  lOOO." 

Those  who  have  heard  Mr.  Holmes  lec- 
ture on  Morocco  will  enjoy  reading  his 
description  of  Tangier.  He  has  much 
to  say  about  the  mendicants.  The 
frontispiece  to  this  lecture  represent.^ 
one  of  these  typical  beggars  arrayed  in 
a  colored  garment.  In  this  lecture  Mr. 
Holmes'  comments  on  the  Mohamme- 
dan religion  are  of  more  than  passing 
interest.     He  says: 

"No,  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  turn 
the  Moslem  from  the  faith  of  his 
fathers.  His  religion  forms  too  inti- 
mate a  part  of  his  daily  life;  his  re- 
ligious fasts  and  festivities  are  ob- 
served with  a  strictness  that  is  abso- 
lute. We  chanced  to  witness  the  cele- 
bration of  the  great  feast  called  Aid- 
el-Keblr.  An  hour  later  the  populace? 
repairs  to  the  high-walled  garden  <»t  a 
suburban  mosque  to  witness  the  sac- 
rifice of  a  magniflcent  ram.  The  ram, 
however,  is  not  allowed  to  die  in  peace, 
for,  according  to  an  ancient  custom, 
its  bleeding  body  must  be  borne 
swiftly  down  through  the  city  streets 
to  the  great  mosque  in  the  lower  town, 
where,  if  it  arrives  living,  the  omoii 
for  the  year  is  pronounced  good;  li 
dead,  the  wise  men  shake  their  heads 
and  prophesy  disaster.  Hence  are  the 
swiftest  runners  employed  to  dash  with 
the  dying  burden  acro.ss  the  Soko.  into 
the  city  gates,  down  abrupt  alleys  to 
the  other  .sanctuary.  Like  a  host  of 
madmen  they  rush  past  us,  the  sneep 
slung  in  a  basket  dragged  by  four  men. 
Thrice  do  the  bearers  stumble,  thrice 
is  the  bleeding  mass  rolled  in  the 
dust,  thrice  is  the  mad  race  resumed, 
the  people  urging  on  the  panting  run- 
ners with  cries,  and  sticks,  and  stones. 
The  sacriticial  ram  is  dead  upon  ar- 
riving at  the  mosque,  yet  it  is  given 
out  by  the  authorities  that  it  was  still 
alive." 

The  second  lecture  In  the  first  volume 
is  devoted  to  Fez,  the  capital  of  Mo- 
rocco. In  this  lecture  there  is  a  go«)d 
piece  of  characterization.  The  author 
describes  Haj-Abder-Rahman-Salaina, 
who  is  constantly  in  the  foreground 
The  photograph  of  this  man  is  one  of 
the  best  in  the  book.  The  accommoda- 
tions for  travelers  are  poor  indeed, 
and  the  experiences  on  this  trip  arc 
amusingly  set  forth.  In  finding  an 
abiding  place  there  is  much  trouble. 
The  author  says: 

"When  Pierre  Lotl  came  to  Fez  and 
saw  for  the  first  time  the  entrance  to 
his  house,  he  immediately  exclaimed: 
•But  this  is  not  a  human  habitation. 
One  might  be  pardoned  for  thinking  it 
the  entrance  to  a  rabbit  hutch;  and 
even  then  they  must  be  very  poor  rab- 
bits to  live  in  such  a  place." 

Not  the  least  interesting  of  the  three 
lectures  in  the  first  volume  is  Uie  one 
which  takes  the  reader  "Through  the 
Heart  of  the  Moorish  Empire.'  Mr. 
Holmes  says:  "The  spell  of  mystery  is 
still  ^pon  Morocco.  The  Moors  are 
still  the  people  of  romance.  Of  the  land 
we  know  comparatively  little;  of  the 
race  as  it  exists  today  we  know  still 
less.  Christendom  assumes  that  the 
Moorish  empire  expired  «ith  the  last 
sigh  of  Boabdll,  leaving  the  Alhambra 
as  its  only  legacy." 

This  lecture  throws  much  light  upon 
the  customs  of  the  Moors. 

The  fascination  of  these  lectures  lies 
not  alone  in  their  vividness,  their  con- 
ciseness and  their  broad  scope.  They 
are  suggestive;  they  prompt  one  to 
deep  study.  The  edition  should  soon  be 
exhausted,  for  it  is  safe  to  predict  that 
those  who  have  heard  Mr.  Holmes  tell 
about  his  travels  will  be  anxious  to  see 
what  he  has  written.

Plans  to  Land  an  Expedi- 
tion on  Marcus 
Island. 

Honolulu,  Aug.  2  (via  San  Francis- 
co, Aug.  8).— According  to  tne  Honolulu 
men  who  are  interested  in  the  Marcus 
island  guano  expedition,  against  which 
Japan  has  sent  a  warship,  as  reported 
by  the  last  advices  recelv*  d  from  the 
states,  the-  vessel  which  left  here  for 
the  island,  carried  a  complement  of 
Mauser  rlflea.  and  her  captain  ha"d  in- 
structions from  the  company  to  plant 
the  American  flag  on  the  Island  and 
keep  it  floating  until  compelled  to 
haul  it  down.  Capt.  A.  \.  Rosehill. 
the  discoverer  of  the  islard,  who  left 
his  claim  to  It  on  a  cocoa: lut  tree,  on 
Marcus  Island  In  1889,  is  in  command 
of  the  expedition.  The  company's 
claim  is  based  on  this  tit  e,  which  is 
on  record  at  the  stati  department  In 
Washington.  No  intimation  that  the 
vessel  left  here  with  arms  on  board 
was  given  out  until  the  n<!ws  was  re- 
ceived that  the  Japanese  government 
had  laid  claim  to  the  island  and  had 
dispatched  a  warship  there.  Col. 
Thomas  Fitch  then  made  public  the 
instructions  given  to  Capt.  Rosehill. 
which,  while  designed  to  urevent  any 
conflict,  were  Intended  to  compel  the 
Japanese  to  allow  the  Americans  to 
land  or  use  force  to  drive  them  away. 

Capt.  Rosehlirs  instructions  are  to 
Inform  the  Japanese  on  M  ircus  island 
that  his  expedition  Is  a  reaceful  one 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  scientific 
investigation  of  the  value  <  f  the  guano 
deposits  on  the  island  and  attempt  to 
make  a  peaceful  landing. 

In  event  that  the  Japanese  still  re- 
fuse to  allow  him  to  land,  Ro.sehlU  Is 
to  sail  away  out  of  sight  of  the  Island 
and  return  under  cover  of  darkness, 
land  an  armed  force  an  1  raise  the 
American  flag  and  keep  it  up  until  it 
is  torn  down  by  a  superior  force.  At 
the  same  time  the  captain  was  told  to

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avoid  a  conflict  in  every  possible  way. 

In  the  event  of  his  encountering  a 
Japanese  warship,  the  commander  of 
the  expedition  was  to  present  his  cre- 
dentials as  the  discoverer  of  the  Island 
and  tie  agent  of  the  Marcus  Island 
Guano  company  and  to  state  that  the 
object  of  his  expedition  was  to  make 
a  scientific  examination  of  the  island 
for  the  company.  If  the  island  was 
found  to  be  of  value,  the  matter  of 
ownership  was  to  be  referred  to  the 
United  States  and  Japanese  govern- 
ments; if  the  officeis  of  the  warship 
still  refused  to  allow  a  landing,  Capt. 
Rosehill  was  instructed  to  start  ashore 
with  an  una.rmed  force  in  a  boat  fly- 
ing the  American  flag  and  attempt  a 
landing  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
the  expedition  unless  physically  re- 
strained. 

It  is  thought  the  schooner  command- 
ed by  Rosehill,  the  Julia  E.  Whalen. 
has  arrived  there  by  this  time  and 
that  the  Japanese  warship  was  there 
first.  The  Whalen  has  on  board  a 
crew  of  nine  and  a  cook,  with  Taxi- 
dermist W.  A.  Bryan,  of  the  Bishop 
museum.  Honolulu,  and  T.  F.  Sedg- 
wick, of  the  United  States  agricul- 
tural station,  who  went  to  make  an 
examination  of  the  guano  deposits. 
According  to  Fitch,  there  are  Mausers 
and  ammunition  for  all  on  board  th«i 
schooner.

Ihe 
question  has  never  been  determined  In 
lae  courts  more  than  that  the  mill  trust 
owns  what  is  commonly  know^n  as  the 
Sloan  filter.  The  Portland  company  avers 
that  the  principle  of  the  filter  Is  not  pat- 
entable, having  been  in  use  for  the  i>ast 
eight  years.

Washington,  Aug.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  Democratic  statesmen 
who  are  now  in  Washington  regard 
Senator  Stewart's  latest  announcement 
that  Nevada  will  go  Republican  as.  the 
source  of  considerable  amusement. 
They  consider  that  Nevada  is  as  en- 
tirely Democratic  as  is  Texas  or  Mis- 
sissippi, and  they  have  not  the  slight- 
est doubt  that  a  Democrat  will  be 
elected  next  fall  to  succeed  Mr.  Jones, 
and  should  Representative  Newlands 
be  selected  for  this  honor,  as  is  sub- 
stantially certain  in  case  the  state 
goes  Democratic,  they  fully  expect  that 
a  good  Democrat  will  be  elected  to  suc- 
ceed Representative  Newlands  in  the 
house.  Senator  Garmack  of  Tennes- 
see,  who  la  chairman  of  the  literature 

con>mlttee  of  the  Democratic  con- 
gressional committee,  said  today  that 
he  did  not  believe  that  there  was  the 
slightest  chance  that  Nevada  would 
go  Republican.  "Of  course  miracles 
may  happen,"  he  said,  "but  with  the 
tide  setting  in  so  strongly  in  favor  of 
the  Democratic  party  as  it  is  now,  and 
against  the  Republican  party  becau.^e 
of  its  broken  pledge.s,  I  would  consider 
it  even  more  than  a  miracle  should 
Nevada  go  for  the  single  standard 
after  having  been  devoted  all  these 
years  to  silver.

Ainbassador  Andrew-  D.  WTiite  re- 
ports from  Berlfal,  July  12  and  14,  that 
according  to  an  official  proclamation 
the  meat-Inspection  law  will  go  into 
force  in  its  entirety  tm  April  1,  1903, 
with  the  exceptlbn  of  the  section  which 
relates  to  doing  aw-«y  with  the  second 
examination  of  meat  once  officially  in- 
spected. This  paragraph  will  not  go 
Into  effect  until  Oct.   1.   1904. 

As  the  time  is  approaching  when  the 
new  regulations  concerning  the  impor- 
tation of  meat  and  its  transportation 
in  transit  through  Germany  will  go 
Into  force,  it  will  be  well  for  American 
shippers   to   note   the   following: 

It  Is  prohibited  to  Import  Into  Ger- 
many— 

Meat  In  hermetically  sealed  boxes 
and  similar  vessels,  as  w-ell  as  sausages 
and  other  mixtures  of  chopped  meats; 
dog  meat;  also  prepared  meat  of 
horses,  aFses,  mules  and  other  sollpeds: 
meats  which  have  been  treated  with 
one  of  the  following  substances  or  with 
a  preparation  containing  such:  Bof- 
aclc  acid  and  Its  salts,  formaldehyde, 
hydr-ooxldes  and  carbonates  of  alkalis, 
sulphurous  acid  and  Its  salts,  hysul- 
phurous    salts,    flour-hydrogen    and    Ita 


\ 
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salts,  salicylic  acid  and  Its  salts,  chlo- 
ride salts,  and  coloring  substances  of 
whatever  nature.  The  latter,  however, 
may  be  employed  for  coloring  cover- 
ings, if  not 'Otherwise  prohibited. 

Presh  meat  may  be  Imported  Into 
Germany  In  whole  carcasses  only, 
which.  If  of  cattle  (calves  excepted)  or 
hogs,  may  be  In  halves.  Calves  must 
not  weigh  more  than  1«6  pounds.  With 
the  carcasses,  the  pleura,  peritoneum, 
lungs,  heart,  kidneys  and  the  udder 
and  lymphatic  glands.  If  of  cows,  must 
be  naturally  connected.  Carcasses  di- 
vided into  halves  must  be  packed  to- 
gether, and  must  be  so  marked  and 
numbered  that  it  becomes  at  once  ap- 
parent that  the  halves  belong  together. 

With  cattle  (calves  excepted),  tho 
head  or  the  lower  jaw  and  the  masti- 
cating muscles  must  be  connected 
with  the  carcasses  In  the  natural  state; 
with  hogs,  the  head  with  the  tongue 
and  the*  head  of  the  windpipe — the 
brain  and  eyes  may  be  missing.  With 
cattle,  the  head  may  be  separated  fi-om 
the  carcass,  provided  the  head  and  the 
carcass  are  so  marked  or  numbered: 
that  it  is  at  once  apparent  that  they 
belong   together.  ( 

With  carcasses  of  horses,  asses,  muUs 
and  other  soUpeds,  the  head,  the  upper, 
part  of  the  windpipe  and  the  wlndpip», 
as  well  as  the  whole  skin,  must  be 
connected  in  at  least  one  place  in  Its 
natural  state,  in  addition  to  the  plcLira, 
peritoneum,  lungs,  heart  and  kid- 
neys. 

Pickled  and  salted  meats,  with  the 
exception  of  ham.  bacon  and  intestines, 
may  be  Imported  only  if  the  weight  of 
the  separate  pieces  Is  not  le.ss  than  8.8 
pounds.  Smoked  meat,  which  has  been 
subjected  to  a  pickling  process,  is  to 
be  treated  as  pickled  meat.  Meat  which 
has  been  lawfully  Inspected  In  Ger- 
many (which  fact  must  be  established) 
and  has  been  exported  is  not  subject 
to  an  official  examination  if  reim- 
ported. 

The  immediate  transportation  In 
transit  under  a  customs  escort  or  in 
bond  (if  by  mail,  without  these  restric- 
tions) is  not  to  be  considered  as  im- 
portation under  the  law;  such  meat 
In  transit  is  not  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  but  it  must  not  re- 
main longer  in  Germany  than  is  neces- 
sary. If  meats  are  stored  in  a  customs 
warehouse,  they  are  not  to  be  con- 
sidered as  for  "immediate  transporta- 
tion."

Consul  General  Richard  Guenther 
has  sent  to  the  state  department  an 
extract  from  an  article  which  appeaie-l 
In  a  Frankfort  journal  of  recent  date 
describing  experiments  made  by  J. 
Fuchs,  a  wine  producer  of  Elba,  in  the 
use  of  electricity  in  grape  culture. 

He  planted,  some  years  ago,  four 
fields  with  native  grape  vines,  in  the 
midst  of  a  district  infested  with  phyl- 
loxera, and  treated  two  of  these  fields 
with  "air  electricity."  The  difference 
in  the  development  of  the  grapes  of  the 
fields  was  apparent;  those  treated  with 
electricity  yielded  better  results,  both 
In  quantity  and  quality,  and  were  not 
infected  with  phylloxera,  while  ihe 
other  fields  were. 

Mr.  Fuchs,  .says  the  journal,  has 
demonstrated  that  electricity  Increa.ses 
the  fertility  of  the  soil.  It  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  simply  conduct  air  electricity 
to  the  earth,  but  there  should  be  a 
direct  metallic  connection  of  the  elec- 
tric conduit  with  the  main  stem  of  the 
plant.  On  a  field  of  about  2i^  acres, 
five  masts  are  erected,  the  tops  of 
which  are  supplied  with  an  arrange- 
ment for  accumulating  atmospheric 
electricity.  These  accumulators  are 
connected  with  each  other  by  wires. 
Wires  are  laid  in  the  soil  about  1',^ 
feet  deep,  forming  an  evenly  distributed 
metallic  net.  Every  accumulator  is 
connected  with  this  metallic  net  by  a 
wire  running  along  the  mast.  Short 
wires  connect  with  the  plants,  the  free 
ends  being  stuck  into  the  stem  or  In'o 
the  main  root  thereof. 

It  is  stated  that  if  this  method  fulfills 
expectations,  it  will  be  a  very  import- 
ant invention.

SUSTAINED. 


Decision  of  Lower  Court 
Stands   In  Martin- 
Courtney  Case. 

St.  Paul,  Aug.  9.— "He  censures  God 
who  quarrels  with  the  imperfections  of 
man,"  quotes  Justice  Lovely  of  the 
state  supreme  court  in  sustaining  the 
lower  court  in  a  decision  filed  yester- 
day morning  in  the  case  of  Margaret 
Martin  against  Walter  Courtney.  Mrs. 
Martin  sued  Walter  Courtney,  phy- 
sician, for  malpractice  In  caus'ing  her 
husband's   death. 

Justice  Lovely  says  that  the  phy- 
sician did  all  that  he  could,  and  to 
have  asked  more  of  him  would  have 
been  to  expect  the  miraculous.  Justices 
Lev.ls  and  Brown  dissent  in  the  de- 
cision, claiming  the  matter  was  a 
question  which  a  jury  should  be  al- 
lowed to  determine. 

Martin  Avas  run  over  by  a  train  at 
Brule,  Wis.,  in  1S95,  and  had  his  toes 
crushed,  they  being  amputated  at  West 
Superior.  He  was  then  taken  to  the 
Brainerd  hospital.  Then  he  was  dis- 
charged, but  returned  fro«i  time  to 
time  for  treatment  until  Sept.  16,  when 
he  had  a  second  operation,  removing 
more  of  the  foot.  He  died  of  septi- 
caemia in  October. 

Mrs.  Martin  alleged  carelessness  in 
the  treatment,  and  the  plaintiff  w-on 
in  the  lower  court.  On  the  first  re- 
view the  fcupreme  court  oi'dered  a  new- 
trial  on  account  of  the  preponderance 
of  evidence  In  favor  of  the  defend- 
ant. 

On  a  second  review  a  new  trial  was 
order&d  because  of  misconduct  on  the 
part  of  plaintiff's  attorney.  Then  a 
change  of  venue  was  taken  to  Anoka 
county,  where  a  settled^case  w-as  made 
up  and  the  evidence  submitted  to  the 
court,  which  ordered  a  verdict  for  the 
defendant,  Courtney,  on  the  evidence, 
and  denied  plaintiff's  motion  for  an- 
other trial.  The  question  before  the 
court  in  this  final  review  was  whether 
tlie  evidence  should  have  been  submit- 
ted to  the  jury.

This  is  the  largest  mass 
found  in  the  lake  district  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  and  brings  forth  remin- 
iscences of  tho  olden  days,  when  enor- 
mous masses  were  taken  from  the  fis- 
sure and  contact  veins  of  Ontonagon 
and  Keeweenaw  counties.  Both  tho 
Phoenix  and  Minnesota  mines  found 
masses  of  upwards  of  500  tons  in  their 
mines.  The  Minnesota  of  olden  days  is 
now  the  Michigan,  and  that  the  Phoe- 
nix is  not  worked  Is  being  shown  this 
week,  when  the  shaft  In  the  west  vein 
of  the  mine  entered  a  three-foot  vein 
of  small  masses,  of  the  size  known  as 
barrel  work,  because  barreled  for  ship- 
ment direct  to  the  smelters.  The 
Phoenix  people  are  jubilant  at  the  find, 
not  only  for  its  cash  value,  but  be- 
cause encountered  at  the  very  l>ottom 
of  the  mine,  and,  therefore,  indicative 
of  mineral  values  at  greater  depths. 

The  Centennial  now  has  more  than 
two  miles  of  underground  openings  on 
the  Kearsarge  lode,  and  "A"  shaft  will 
approximate  a  half  mile  in  depth  bv 
the  close  of  the  present  year.  The 
showing  secured  in  these  openings  is 
good,  and  is  slowly  but  steadily  im- 
proving with  depth. 

The  Calumet  &  Hecia  is  not  mani- 
festing any  great  eagernesss  in  the 
equipment  of  its  shafts  on  the  Osceola 
lode,  on  which  some  twenty  miles  of 
underground  openings  have  been  made. 
It  is  not  at  all  probable  that  the  man- 
agement would  open  a  mine  on  the 
Osc»?ola,  if  the  work  had  not  been  done 
already,  but  the  mine  is  there,  and  is 
not  worthless,  as  has  been  stated  .sev- 
eral times.  It  is  not  a  rich  mine,  but 
now  that  it  is  opened,  and  will  soon 
be  fully  equipped,  it  can  make  copper 
at  a  small  profit  on  the  basis  of  a  12- 
cent  market,  and  If  worked  to  its  ca- 
pacity, should  turn  out  somewhere  be- 
tween twelve  and  twenty  million 
pounds  of  ingot  yearly. 

The  work  of  unwatering  the  old 
Allouez  mine  was  completed  nearly  a 
month  ago,  but  the  decision  reached 
by  the  management  as  to  its  operation 
or  idleness  is  unknown  here. 

Tho  new  coal  sheds  at  the  Quincy 
have  been  in  commission  for  four 
weeks  and  are  being  tilled  rapidly.  The 
esiimated  saving  to  be  effected  by  the 
new  sheds  i.s  7  cents  per  ton.  The 
Quincy  is  now  equipped  with  a  plant 
that  is  symmetrically  complete  In 
every  det.ail,  in  the  mine,  on  surface, 
tha  tthe  Quincy  will  have  no  further 
expense  for  construction,  because  no 
mine  can  stand  still,  but  the  plant  is  so 
complete  that  the  additions  required 
will  all  be  of  a  minor  nature,  and  of 
comparatively  email  cost. 

Tho  output  of  358  tons  of  mineral  by 
the  Baltic  during  July  is  high  water 
mark  for  that  mine,  but  will  soon  be 
left  far  behind,  when  the  third  stamp 
Is  put  at  work  on  rock  from  the  mine. 
The  Baltic  has  not  only  Increa.sed  its 
gross  output  month  by  month  since 
starting  production,  three  years  ago, 
but  has  also  Increased  the  percentage 
of  copper  secured  from  the  rock  each 
year.  The  mine  is  opened  well  ahead, 
and  will  be  al<le  to  feed  three  stamps, 
and,  a.  little  later,  will  supply  rock  for 
four  heads,  without  undue  crowding. 
This  will  mean  about  200  tons  of  rock 
dally,  an  amount  that  was  not  milled 
by  any  mine  in  the  lake  district,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Calumet  &  Hecia, 
ten  years  ago. 

Superintendent  Shields  of  the  Quincy 
mill  has  made  certain  changes  In  the 
north  head  of  the  new-  mill,  which  Is 
fitted  with  the  round  mortar,  and  it 
is  now-  treating  527  tons  daily.  A  Wll- 
fley  table  has  also  been  fitted  to  treat 
certain  of  the  tailings,  and  is  securing 
considerable  copper  from  the  very, 
slimes  formerly  lost. 

The  Arcadian  Is  now  w-orking  but 
one  shaft,  the  Douglas,  and  its  mag- 
nificent surface  plant  of  machinery  haa 
been  stripped  quite  effectually,  tha 
bulk  of  the  machinery  having  gone 
piecemeal  to  the  Trimountaln.  The  Ar- 
cadian had  a  floating  debt  of  about 
$300,000  at  last  accounts,  and  the  debt 
is  prob.ably  not  much  less  at  the  pres- 
ent time.

The  news  of  the  crowning  was 
aiinouni-e»l  by  an  offlciat  outside 
the  abbey.  It  wa.s  repeated  by 
signal  thVouKh  Loiidcm  and  wa.>5 
received  with  iheerri  which  spread 
thruiishout  the  fitands  anil 
crowd-s  far  up  the  .«!treet3  as  the 
bells    pealed    joyfully. 

The  t]ueen  was  crowned  at 
12:5»;  p.   1X1. 


London,  Aug.  9.— A  brilliant  sunshine 
promised  perfect  weather  for  coronation 
day,  but  long  before  the  ccremonloa  com- 
menced threatening  clouils  gathered  and 
the  early  arrivals  on  the  route  of  the  proc 
cession  came  provided  against  emergen- 
cies. The  earlier  crowds  were  In  no  wise 
as  large  as  It  had  been  generall.v  antici- 
pated they  woidd  be.  Many  enthusiasts, 
with  camp  stools  and  ample  supplies  of 
provisions,  had  spent  the  night  on  the 
beat  coigns  of  vantage  that  could  be  se- 
cured and  were  In  the  same  positions  at 

6  o'clock  this  morning.  At  that  hour  the 
troops  l)egan  to  take  up  their  allot  sta- 
tions and  policemen,  three  paces  apart, 
lined  the  route  of  the  procession  from 
Buckinghanj  palace  to  Westminister  Ab- 
bey. I'p  to  7  o'clock  there  were  certain- 
ly more  pidice  than  sightseers  visible,  but 
after  thai  time  there  was  a  rapid  lncrea:^e 
In  the  number  of  spectators;  suburban 
trains  and  tram  cars  empt.vlng  thousands 
of  persons  every  few  minutes  into  the 
stations  adjacent  to  the  processions 
route.  Kast  Knd  I^ondon  residents  also 
flocked  westward  in  such  numbers  that 
the  streets  east  of  Temple  Har  became 
oppressively    silent    and    deserte<l. 

Must  of  the  best  positions  along  the 
route  of  the  proossion  were  thickly  crowd- 
ed by  8  o'clock  and  the  spect;itors  were 
furnished  with  plenty  of  diversion  by  the 
marching  and  countermarching  of  the 
trooj>s  headed  by  their  bands  and  t|ulckly 
jiassing  state  coaches,  private  carriages 
and  automobiles.  Buckingham  palace, 
naturally,  was  one  of  the  principal  cen- 
ters of  Interest,  as  it  was  the  starting 
point  of  the  great  pageant.  Crowds  as- 
sembled there  in  immense  numbers  and 
the  first  hearty  cheer  of  the  dav  went  up 
■when  the  news  was  circulated  that  King 
Kdward    was    in    the    best    of    health    and 


spirits  and   well  equipped  to  undergo  the 
fatiguejs  of  the  day. 

By  !t:30  the  scene  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
palace  an<l  the  Mall  was  extremely  ani- 
mated. The  roof  of  the  palace  and  those 
of  all  the  surrounding  buildings  were 
crowded  with  spectators,  and  the  con- 
stantly arriving  membei-s  of  the  roval 
family,  with  their  suites  and  the  appear- 
cince  of  the  other  participants  in  the  pro- 
cession elicited  cheers  varying  in  degree 
of  enthusiasm  according  to  the  popularity 
of  the  personages  recognized  by  the  peo- 
ide. 

The  -.^uke  of  Connaught.  who  rode  down 
the   Mall   in   an   automobile    for   the   pur- 
pose of  seeing  that  the  miliiarv  arrange- 
ments   along    the    route    were     complete 
was  heartily  cheered.  ' 

Almost  as  animated  was  the  scene  in 
the  vinlcity  of  Westminster  abbev 
where  bands  of  music  stationed  about 
the  building  relieved  the  tedium  of  tho 
early  waiting,  and  soon  after  the  doors 
were  opened,  state  coacnes.  carrhujes 
and  automobiles  rattled  ap  in  a  cease- 
less line,  the  rich  apparel  of  their  oc- 
cupants eliciting  hearty  approval  which 
however,  was  surpassed  by  the  receptlori 
accorded  to  the  mtri  of  the  naval  bri- 
gade as  they  marched  past  at  a  swinging 
pace  to  take  up  a  favored  position  guard- 
ing the  route  near  the  abbev.  The  colon- 
ial premiers  and  the  privy  councillors 
were  warmly  welcomed  the  Fijians  in 
petticoats,  were  the  center  of  much  In- 
terest, and  a  red  Indian  chief.  In  his 
native  costume,  feathers  and  blanket 
decorated  with  the  cu.stomarv  mirrors 
caused    the   most    lively   amuseihent. 

As  the  hour  approached  for  the  de- 
partucii  of  the  procession,  the  excitement 
about  Buckingham  palace  was  most 
marked.  Punctual  to  time  the  advance 
guard  of  the  royal  cavalcade  issued  from 
the  archway,  the  horses  of  the  troopers 
curvetting  nervously  jls  thev  faced  the 
wall  of  humanity  that  cheered  their 
coming.  Shortly  afterwards  came  the 
I'rlnce  and  princess  of  Wales  procession 
and  finally  within  a  few  minutes  their 
maje.sties  state  coach  appeared  at  the 
gateway  and  tho  king  and  queen  smiled 
and  bowed  in  response  to  the  mightv  roar 
of  cheers  that  dwarfed  all  previou.«  wel- 
comes. The  scene  in  tho  vlclnltv  was 
remarkable.  On  the  roof  of  the  'palace 
were  perched  a  number  of  fashionably 
dnssed  ladies,  members  of  the  household 
and  their  cheers,  with  the  fluttering  of 
their  handkerchiefs  as  the  king  and 
queen  entered  the  rov.-il  coach  ^ave  the 
signal  for  the  deafenincr  plaudits  of  the 
populace  which  greeted  their  majesties 
as    they    emerged    from    the    gates.      The

CENES  IN  THE  ABBEY 

The  Magnificent  Display  of  Jewels  Sur= 
passed  Anything  Ever  Seen. 


London,  Aug.  8.— In  Westminster  ab- 
bey the  door.s  of  that  edifice  were 
.scarcely  opened  and  the  gold  sticks 
and  ushers  had  barely  found  their  stu- 
tion.s  before  the  seats  began  to  fill, 
i'eers  and  peeresses  swept  up  the  nave, 
their  scarlet  and  ermine  making  vivid 
contrasts  with  the  deep  blue  of  the 
carpet.  As  they  arrived  before  the 
thrones  they  separated,  the  peers  go- 
ing to  the  right  and  the  peeresses  to 
the   left. 

Even  when  practically  empty,  the 
abbey  presented  an  interesting,  pic- 
turesque effect,  the  oddest  feature  of 
which  consisted  in  every  seat  being 
practically  covered  by  a  large,  white 
official  program,  in  the  center  of  which 

was   placed  a  small,   deep  red  book  of 
service. 

Without  the  tapestries  or  light  fur- 
nishing of  the  tiers  upon  tiers  of  seats 
which  ro.se  fifty  feet  high,  the  com- 
bination of  white  and  red  programs  by 
itself  produced  a  gala  effect.  The  pre- 
liminary eulogies  of  the  decorative  ar- 
rangements v.ere  not  over-stated.  The 
entire  .scheme  had  been  carried  out 
harmoniously,  and  even  the  stands  did 
not  seem  out  of  place.  A  peculiarly 
beautiful  effect  was  presented  by  the  . 
king's  and  the  queen's  boxes,  compris- 
ing half  a  dozen  rows  of  chairs  in 
white  satin,  relieved  only  by  the  crim- 
son of  the  seats.  Beyond  the  struct- 
ural decorations  for  t'ne  s.^ating  of  the 
.'■•pectator^.  there  was  llttie  attempt 
at  any  display  and  the  old.  gray 
arches  lent  their  stately  perspective 
to  the  scene,  untouched  by  flags  or  any 
gleam  of  color. 

The  various  chairs  to  be  used  by  the 


kins  and  queen  in  ih«  service  attract- 
ed special  attention  but  what  Inevit- 
ably caught  the  e»e  was  the  glitter- 
ing array  of  gold  j  iate  brought  tiovn 
various  depositaries,  ranged  along  the 
chancel  and  behind  the  altar.  Amidst 
these  surroundings  the  earl  marshal, 
the  Duke  of  NorfoHg.  resplendent  in 
white  knee  breeches  and  heavily  em- 
bryid^red.  hurriefl  about  directing  the 
final   touche.s. 

By  10  oclock  the  Interior  of  the  ab- 
bey presented  a  bli^ze  of  color.  Along 
the  nave,  which  wfi«  lined  by  grena- 
diers, every  chair  was  taken  up  by 
high  officers  of  the  army  and  navy 
and  others  in  equally  handsome  uni- 
form. From  the  top  of  the  arch  fco- 
arating  the  nave  from  the  chancel, 
sat  the  surpliced  orchestra.  In  stalls 
within,  with  the  other  anibas.sadors, 
were  the  United  States  ambassador, 
Josei)h  H.  Choate,  and  Mrs.  Choale, 
and  many  offlcials. 

During  the  long  wait.  Edwin  A.  Ab- 
bey, the  American  artist,  who  was 
vonimlssioned  to  paint  the  coronation 
scene  in  the  abbey,  and  who  wore 
court  uniform,  took  careful  note  of 
the  surroundings. for  the  historic  pic- 
ture ordered  by  the  king. 

The  peeresses  took  advantage  of  th-i 
long  interval  to  stroll  up  and  down, 
but  the  peers  rat  stolidly  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  the  sovereign,  their  er- 
mine caps  presentlna  a  solid  mass  of 
white. 

After  10  o'clock  the  organ  and  band 
played,  while  the  spectators,  many  of 
whom  showed  signs  of  sleepiness, 
chatted  or  swept  with  their  giasse.s 
what  portions  of  the  abbey  could  be 
.seen   from    their  seats. 

What  most  struok  the  eye  in  the 
abl>ey  was  the  mar\'eloua  display  of 
jewels  that  certainjy  surpassed  any- 
thing previously  seon  at  a  court  func- 


tion in  England.  The  combination  of 
these  with  the  magnificent  robes  and 
the  beauty  of  many  of  the  wearers 
made  a  memorable  sight.  As  beautiful 
as  any  coronet  there  wan  a  pearl  and 
diamond  tiara  worn  by  Lady  London- 
derry, whose  dress  was  heavily  em- 
broidered and  covered  with  pearls  and 
diamonds.  She  also  wore  a  diamond 
stomacher,  with  bracelets  and  earrings 
to  match.  The  robe  itself  was  em- 
broidered in  silver  and  gold,  worked  in 
the  pattern  of  the  family  arms  and 
coronet  and  was  fashioned  after  the 
style  of  the  days  of  George  III,  with 
big  red  velvet  sleeves.  The  duchess  of 
Portland  was  superb  in  her  great  cor- 
onet of  diamonds,  in  the  center  of 
which  was  the  famous  Portland  stone, 
which  Hashed  and  sparkled  In  a  thou- 
sand colors  in  the  dim  light.  The  duch- 
ess was  the  subject  of  general  atten- 
tion. Her  diamond  necklace  and  mag- 
nificent ropes  of  pearls  were  unrivaled 
even  by  those  worn  by  the  duchess  of 
Westminster,  whose  jewels  are  old 
family  heirlooms  and  have  been  re- 
garded as  without  equal.  Lady  Ches- 
terfield's coronet  was  one  of  the  larg- 
est worn  In  the  abbey,  no  restriction 
seemingly  having  been  made  regarding 
Its  size.  She  had  it  especially  made  to 
«ult  her,  and  it  was  In  striking  con- 
trast to  many  others  worn  by  peeresses 
who  seemed  to  have  made  it  a  point  to 
wear  the  tiniest  possible  coronets,  just 
large  enough  to  encircle  the  knot  of 
hair  Avorn  on  the  top  of  their  heads, 
a  la  Josephine.  It  was.  perhaps,  after 
all  the  Americans  who  made  the 
bravest  show,  and  on  this  occasion,  as 
on  many  others,  they  played  a  very 
prominent  part  in  the  days  ceremonies 
and  contributed  by  their  beauty  and 
the  magnificence  of  their  robes  and 
jewels  to  what  was  truly  a  gorgeous 
spectacle.

Chicago.    Aug.    9.— Walter    A.    Scott, 

president  of  the  Illinois  Wire  company, 
was  stabbed  to  death  in  the  Monad- 
nock  building  today  by  Walter  L.  riteb- 
bins.  a  civil  and  consulting  engineer, 
with  otnces  in  the  .same  building.  Steb- 
bins  used  a  paper  knife,  stabbing  Scott 
twice. 

The  stabbing  occurred  in  Mr.  Scott's 
private  of^ce.  :Mr.  Stebbins  had  dono 
some  work  for  the  Illinois  Wire  com- 
pany, over  which  there  had  been  a  dis- 
pute. The  two  had  a  quarrel,  and 
Stcbbin-s,  It  is  said,  called  Scott  a 
liar.  There  was  a  scuffle,  and  the  two 
burst  from  the  private  office  with 
biood  flowing  from  Scott's  wound:^. 
Stebbin.s  made  no  attempt  to  escai)c. 

Stebbings,    when    arrested,    said      he 


oation  was  taken  up  by  the  crowds 
which  thronged  the  Mall  and  wa.s  repeat- 
edly acknowledged  by  the  occupants  of 
the    state    coach. 

The  king  looked  pale  and  rather  fine 
drawn  and  wa.s  by  no  means  as  bruwn 
and  robusi  a^  preciou.s  reports  had  led 
one  to  expect,  and  while  panctliiousjy 
bowhig  from  side  to  side,  he  did  so  with 
a    gravity    very    imusual     to    bim.

The  cheers  which 
greeted  the  pair  were  loud  and  unml-stak- 
ably  gnuine  and  very  different  from  the 
perfunctory  applause  which  usually 
greets  the  appearance  of  members  of 
the  royal   family. 

The  three  procejsslons  to  the  abbey  were

I  did  not 
even  know  that  I  had  stabbed  him. 
I  thought  I  had  only  knocked  him 
down."

London,  Aug.  9.— A  brilliant  fumshino 
promised  perfect  wt-athor  for  coronation 
day,  but  long  before  the  ceremonlos  com- 
mented threatening  cloiidB  gathered  and 
the  early  arrivals  on  the  route  of  the  proc 
fission  came  provided  against  emergen- 
cies. Th»"'  earlier  crowds  were  In  no  wise 
as  large  as  It  hnti  been  generally  antici- 
pated thi  y  would  be.

w^ith  camp  fstixds  and  ample  .«u|iplies  of 
provisions,  had  spent  the  night  on  tnu 
best  coigns  of  va'!t:igi>  that  could  be  se- 
cured and  were  In  the  same  po.sitions  at 
6  o'clock  this  morning.

London,  Aug.  8.— In  Westminster  ab- 
bey the  door.s  of  that  edifiee  wer-i 
scarcely  opened  and  the  gold  stick^s 
and  ushers  had  barely  found  their  .sta- 
tions before  the  seats  began  to  fill. 
I'eers  and  peeresses  swept  up  tho  nave, 
their  scarlet  and  ermine  making  vivid 
contrasts  with  the  deep  blue  of  the 
carpet.  As  they  arrived  before  the 
thrones  they  separated,  the  peers  go- 
ii:g  to  the  right  and  the  peeresses  to 
the    left. 

Even  when  practically  empty,  the 
abbey  presented  an  interesting,  pic- 
turesque effect,  the  oddest  feature  of 
M  hich  consisted  in  every  seat  being 
practically  covered  by  a  large,  white 
otJicial  program,  in  the  center  of  which 

was  placed  a  small,  deep  red  book  of 
service. 

Without  the  tapestries  or  light  fur- 
nishing of  the  tiers  upon  tiers  of  seats 
which  rose  fifty  feet  high,  the  com- 
bination of  white  and  red  programs  by 
itself  produced  a  gala  effect.  The  pre- 
liminary eulogies  of  the  decorative  ar- 
rangements v.ere  not  over-.stated.  The 
entire  scheme  had  been  carried  out 
harmoniously,  and  even  the  stands  did 
not  seem  out  of  place.  A  peculiarly 
beautiful  effect  was  presented  by  the 
kinr^'.s  and  the  queen's  boxes,  compris- 
ing hiilf  a  dozen  rows  of  chairs  in 
white  satin,  relieved  cmly  >)y  the  crim- 
sf>n  of  the  seats.  Beyond  the  struct- 
ural decorations  for  the  s.-ating  of  the 
spectators,  there  was  littie  attempt 
at  any  display  and  the  old,  gray 
arches  lent  thtir  stately  persjiective 
to  the  scene,  untouched  by  flags  or  any 
gleam   of  color. 

The  various  chairs  to  be  u.sed  by  ihe 


king  and  queen  in  llie  service  attract- 
ed special  attention  but  what  inevit- 
ably caught  the  eye  was  the  glitter- 
ing array  of  golfi  '  ,:ite  brought  from 
various  deposit.irics,  ranged  along  the 
chancel  and  behind  the  altar.  Amidst 
these  surroundings  the  eai  1  marshal, 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  resplendent  in 
white  knee  breeches  and  heavily  em- 
broidered, hurriefl  about  directing  the 
final    touches. 

By  10  o'clock  the  interior  of  the  ab- 
bey presented  a  bli.ze  of  color.  Along 
the  nave,  which  was  lined  by  grena- 
diers, every  chair  was  taken  up  by 
high  officers  of  the  army  and  navy 
and  others  in  equally  handsome  uni- 
form. From  the  top  of  the  arch  ."sep- 
arating the  nave  from  the  chance:, 
sat  the  surpliced  orchestra.  In  stalls 
within,  with  the  other  ambas.sadors, 
were  the  United  States  ambassador, 
Joseph  H.  t'hoate,  and  Mrs.  Choale, 
and  many  otllcials. 

During  the  long  wait.  Edwin  A.  Ab- 
bey, the  American  artist,  who  was 
vonimissloned  to  paint  the  coronation 
scene  in  the  abbey,  and  who  wore 
court  uniform,  took  careful  note  of 
the  surroundinKS  fot  the  historic  pic- 
ture ordered  by  the  king. 

The  peeresses  took  advantage  of  th.^ 
long  interval  to  stroll  up  and  down, 
but  the  i)eers  wat  stolidly  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  the  sovereign,  their  er- 
mine caps  presentinar  a  solid  mass  of 
while. 

After  10  o'clock  the  organ  and  band 
played,  whiie  the  spectators,  many  of 
whom  showed  signs  of  sleepiiiess. 
chatted  or  swept  with  their  glasses 
what  portions  of  the  abbey  could  be 
seen   from    their  .seats. 

What  most  strut.:k  the  eye  in  the 
abbey  was  the  marvelous  display  of 
jewels  that  certainly  surpas.sed  any- 
thing previously  seen  at  a  court  func- 


tion in  England.  The  combination  of 
these  with  the  magnificent  robes  and 
the  beauty  of  many  of  the  wearers 
made  a  memorable  sight.  As  beautiful 
as  any  coronet  there  was  a  pearl  and 
diamond  tiara  worn  by  Lady  London- 
derry, whose  dress  was  heavily  em- 
broidered and  covered  witli  pearls  and 
diamonds.  She  al.so  wore  a  diamond 
stomacher,  with  bracelets  and  earrings 
to  match.  The  rolje  itself  was  em- 
broidered in  silver  and  gold,  worked  in 
the  pattern  of  the  family  arms  and 
coronet  and  was  fashioned  after  the 
style  of  the  days  of  George  III,  with 
big  red  velvet  sleeves.  The  duchess  of 
Portland  was  superb  in  her  great  cor- 
onet of  diamonds,  in  the  center  of 
■which  was  the  famous  Portland  stone, 
which  flashed  and  sparkled  in  a  thou- 
sand colors  in  the  dim  light.  The  duch- 
esb  was  the  subject  of  general  atten- 
tion. Her  diamond  necklace  and  mag- 
nificent ropes  of  pearls  were  unrivaled 
even  by  those  worn  by  the  duchess  of 
Westminster,  who.se  jewels  are  old 
family  heirlooms  and  have  been  re- 
garded as  without  equal.  Lady  Ches- 
terfield's coronet  was  one  of  the  larg- 
est worn  In  the  abbey,  no  restriction 
seemingly  having  been  made  regarding 
its  size.  She  had  it  especially  made  to 
suit  her.  and  it  was  in  striking  con- 
trast to  many  others  worn  by  peeresses 
who  seemed  to  have  made  it  a  point  to 
wear  the  tiniest  possible  coronets.  Just 
large  enough  to  encircle  the  knot  of 
hair  wfirn  on  the  top  of  their  heads. 
a  la  Josephine.  It  was,  perhaps,  after 
all  the  Americans  who  made  the 
bravest  show,  and  on  this  occasion,  as 
on  many  others,  they  played  a  vciv 
prominent  part  in  the  day's  ceremonies 
and  contributed  by  their  beauty  and 
the  magnificence  of  their  robes  and 
jewels  to  what  was  truly  a  gorgeous 
spectacle.

Washington.  Aug.  9.— The  answer  of 
Secretary  Root  to  thn  petition  of  Miss 
Rebecca  J.  Taylor  for  a  writ  of  man- 
damus t')  compel  him  to  restore  her  to  a 
tierkship  in  the  war  depurtmt-nt  was 
lil«;d  lure  today.  Miss  Taylor  was  dis- 
missed for  imbllc  criticisms  on  the  Phil- 
ippines poliey  of  the  adminlslralion. 
Secretary  Root's  answer  said  one  of  these 
publish*,  d  letters  was  referred  by  Sec- 
retary Root's  direction  to  Miss  Taylor 
for  explanatii'n  or  a  statement;  that 
Miss  Ta\  lor  admitted  its  authorship  with- 
out offfri.fiji  any  ji;stific;itlon  or  retrac- 
tion and  that  her  answer,  in  th--  opinion  of 
the  stcretary  of  war.  was  insubordinate 
and  prejudicial  to  the  order  and  effl- 
riencv  of  the  service  and  Secretary  Root 
therefore  caused  ht-r  removal.  Secretary 
■Root  savs  his  action  wa.s  not  taken  be- 
cause of  Miss  Taylor's  political  or  relig- 
ious affiliation  and  that  all  the  acts  of 
the  departini-nt  in  the  case  were  done 
in  conformity  with  the  civil  service  rejru- 
latlons.  His  answer  contends  that  the 
action  of  the  head  of  an  executive  de- 
partment in  respect  to  the  case  is  ni>t 
subject  to  review  or  control  by  a  court  of 
law.  and  that  his  action  cannot  be  direct- 
ed by  mandamus. 


Deputy  Food  Inspector  Gafvert  re- 
turned yesterday  from  a  iluae  week'.s 
trip  through  Carlton  county,  where 
whisky  is  sold  as  cough  medicine  and 
Jamaica  ginger  is  frequently  called 
upon  to  take  the  place  of  liquor. 

He  brought  wi4.h  him  some  sami*les 
of  the  cough  "dope"  and  sent  them  to 
St.  Paul,  where  their  properties  will 
be  examined  by  the  state  chemist. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  the  pure  food 
department  has  had  to  deal  with 
whisky  in  this  form.     Prosecutions  are 

likely  to  follow. 

On  his  trip  through  the  county  Mr. 
Gafvert  stopped  at  every  little  town 
i«nd  hamlet,  visiting  every  store  In  the 
seciii<n.  In  a  number  of  the  small 
general  stores  he  noticed  small  half 
pint  bottles  of  cough  medicine.  Upon 
le.-ting  them  he  found  that  they  were 
about  as  near  to  containing  whisky 
as  anything  he  had  seen  for  a  long 
time. 

There  is  a  doubt,  however,  whether 
the  department  will  be  able  to  con- 
vict for  selling  of  this  cough  medicine. 
The  officer  thinks  that  they  might  be 
charged  with  selling  adulterated  cougn 
medicine,  but  liquor  is  frequently 
found  in  other  bona  fide  medicines 
warranted  to  cure  colds,  coughs,  etc. 

Neither  can  th&.  persons  selling  the 
goods  be  convicted  of  selling  liquor  if 
other  ing!  edients  are  found  in  the 
nii.Kture.  The  Jamaica  ginger  is  .sold 
mostly  to  the  Indians  and  the  effects 
are  terrible,  in  many  cases  blindness 
being  caused  from  the  drinking  of  it. 
The  village  of  Carleton  is  taking  care 
of  a  man  now  who  went  blind  fnmi 
drinking  Jamaica  ginger  to  exceSo. 
The  ginger  contains  alcohol,  which  in 
its  strength  reaches  the  optic  nerve 
and  causes  blindness. 

Inspector  Gafvert  said  that  the  de- 
partment is  still  wrestling  witi  the 
oleomargine  proposition  and  that  a 
legal  oi)inion  was  expected  soon  stat- 
ing whether  or  not  the  federal  law  con- 
flicts with  the  state  law  In  the  matter 
of  coloring  the  imitation  butter.  Some 
of.  the  packers  sell  a  small  cajisule 
of  coloring  matter  with  every  print 
of  butter,  which  is  colored  by  the 
boarding  house  or  restaurant  keeper, 
or  private  consumer,  as  the  case  may 
be.  The  local  ofHcial  thinks  that  the 
department  has  the  authority  to  seize 
and  confiscate  oleo  colored  in  this  way 
wherever  it  maj'  be  found.

C.    S.    Prosser    Sustains 

Skull   Fracture   and 

Other  Injuries. 

Charles  S.  Prosser,  a  well  known 
feed  commission  man,  is  at  St.  Luke's 
hospital  in  a  very  critical  condition, 
as ,  the  result  of  an  unknown  man 
driving  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  street. 
Mi.ss  t'ornelia  A.  Prosper,  a  sister, 
is  also  repoi  ted  in  a  serious  condition 
owing  to  the  carelessness  of  the  un- 
known driver. 

Last  e\ening  Mr.  Piosser  and  his 
sister  were  di-iving  on  London  road. 
At  Eighteenth  avenue  east  they 
turned  their  horse  out  to  pass  a  hacK 
and  had  a  collision  with  a  stranger 
who  was  violating  the  city  ordinance 
with  regard  to  alv>ays  driving  to  the 
right. 

Mr.  Prosser's  horse  made  a  dash, 
upset  the  rig,  an^l  threw*  both  occu- 
pants out.  The  man  responsible  for 
the  accident  did  not  stop  his  rig  to  as- 
certain the  result,  but  the  police  claim 
to  be  able  to  get  him  in  case  Mr.  Pros- 
ser's injuries  prove  fatal. 

Both  Mr.  Prosser  and  his  sister  were 
unconscious  for  hours.

Today  Mr.  Prosser  is  conscious,  but 
his  case  is  being  watched  with  the 
greatest  anxiety  by  the  hospital  au- 
thorities, friends  and  attending  physi- 
cians.

17  E.  Third 
street,  is  threatened  with  nervous  pros- 
tration as  a  re.=5ult  of  the  shock.

Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  9.— President 
Roosevelt  today  made  fcrmal  an- 
nouncement that  he  liad  granted  the 
application  of  the  Commerciul  Paciflc 
Cable  company  to  land  a  cable  on  the 
shores  of  the  United  States,  on  the 
islands  of  Hawaii  and  Guam,  and  in 
the  Pliilippine  islands,  and  for  access 
to  certain  soudlngs  and  profl  es  in  the 
navy  department. 

The  text  of  llie  memorandum  on  the 
subject,  which  was  preparec  by  the 
department  of  justice,  and  contains  the 
conditions  imposed  by  the  United 
States  government,  was  one  of  the 
subjects  considered  yesterday  by  the 
pjesident  and  Attorney  General  Knox. 
As  authorized  by  the  presitlent,  the 
memorandum  is  as  follows: 

"The  president,  having  duly  consid- 
ered said  application,  herevith  con- 
sents that  the  company  may  lay,  con- 
struct, land,  maintain  and  ojerate  tel- 
egraphic lines  of  cables  on  ttie  Paciflc 
coast  of  the  T'nited  States,  and  the 
various  territorial  waters  of  the  United 
States,  to  connect  the  city  of  San 
Francisco,  California,  the  cit^'  of  Hon- 
olulu, island  of  Ohua,  Hawaii. in  islands 
and  by  way  of  the  Midv>ay  isands.  and 
the  island  of  Guam,  the  island  of 
Luzon.  Philippine  islands,  ard  a  point 
on  the  coast  of  the  empire  of  China 
not  yet  determined. 

"It  is  conditional  to  the  gianting  of 
consent  that  the  company  \>  as  to  file 
its  written  acceptance  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  on  which  .consent  is 
given,  to- wit: 

1 — That  the  company  has  not  re- 
ceived any  conclusive  concession  or 
privilege,  and  is  not  combine!  or  asso- 
ciated \>ith  any  company  or  concern 
having  such  concession  or  privilege, 
such  as  would  exclude  any  other  com- 
pany or  concern  formed  in  the  United 
States  of  America  from  obtiiining  the 
privilege  of  landing  its  cable  or  cables 
on  the  coasts  of  China,  or  connecting 
them  with  otheT  cables  or  inland  lines 
of  China,  and  said  company,  ts  succes- 
sor or  assigns,  will  not  rece  ve  or  be- 
come associated  with  a  concern  having 
any  such  exclusive  conce.ssion  or  pri- 
vilege. The  said  company  has  not 
cf^mbined  or  associated  itself  with  any 
other  cable  or  telegraph  company  or 
concern  for  the  puri>ose  of  regrulating 
rates  between  jioints  in  Amt  rican  ter- 
ritory or  between  them  at  any  point 
in  China,  Japan,  or  other  Oriental 
places. 

2— That  the  company's  cable  shall 
touch  at  no  other  than  American  ter- 
ritory on  the  way  from  the  United 
States  to  the  Chinese  empire.  The  line 
from  the  Philippines  to  Chini  shall  be 
constructed  by  .said  company,  and 
operated  independently  of  all  foreign 
companies  or  concerns. 

3— That  the  rates  to  be  charged  for 
commercial  messuages  .shall  te  reason- 
able and  In  no  case  in  exc<;ss  of  the 
tariff  set  forth  in  congressional  docu- 
ment No.  568,  house  of  representatives. 
Fifty-.seventh  congress,  firs  .session, 
signed  by  George  G.  Ward.  \  ice  presi- 
dent of  the  Commercial  Pacific  (^able 
company,  and  attested  by  Albert  Beck, 
secretary,  with  proportionate  rates  for 
Intermediate  points. 

4 — That  the  government  of  the  I'niled 
States,  or  any  department  thereof,  its 
officers,  agents  and  insular  or  territorial 
governnients,  upon  the  rout'*  of  surh 
cable,  shall  have  priority  for  their 
cablegrams  or  cablegrams  to  them, 
over  all  other  business,  at  such  rate.s 
as  the  postmaster  general  shall  an- 
nually fix. 

5— That  the  ITnlted  States  shall  at  all 
times  have  the  right  to  purchase  the 
ct.ble  lines,  property  and  effects  of  th? 
said  company  at  an  appraised  valuation 
to  be  ascertained  by  dlsinter»sted  per- 
sons, two  to  be  selected  by  the  post- 
master general,  two  by  the  company  or 
concern  Interested,  and  the  fifth  by  the 
four  previously  selected. 

Articles  6  to  9  provide  ttiat  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  Stutes  shell 
have  authority  to  assume  full  control 
of  the  said  cable  when  at  war,  or  when 
war  Is  threatened. 

Other  articles  provide  that  all  em- 
ployes shall  be  American  citizens,  that 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall 
stand  on  an  equal  footing  sjj  regards 
the  transmission  of  messages  over  fcaid 
company's  lines,  with  citizens  or  sub- 
jects of  any  other  country  with  which 
said  cable  may  connect. 

That  no  liability  shall  be  assumed

Firminists  Is  Hourly 

Expected. 

Cape  Haytien,  Aug.  9.— Gen.  Albert 
Salnave,  commandant  of  the  Artibon- 
ite  Firininist  troops,  has  completely 
defeated  the  army  of  the  provisional 
government  under  Gen.  Alexis  Nord  at 
Limbe,  ctipturing  Gen.  Nord's  cannons 
and  munitions  of  war.  Many  of  Gen. 
Nord's  .soldiers  were  killed  and  a 
great  number  taken  prisoners.  Gen. 
Salnave  continues  his  inarch  on  Cape 
Haytien,  an  attack  on  which  is  hourly, 
expected.

There  are  still  many  anticipated  lesignii- 
tiou.s  and  ijromotions.  With  ihe^e  aro 
connected  the  names  of  the  earl  of  Hals- 
burv  lx)rd  Ge»)rge  Hamilton,  secretary 
of  riiate  for  India:  Visconiii  Cranlmrne. 
unders  crelary  to  the  foreign  uHice;  Oer- 
ald  Balfour,  president  of  the  board  of 
trade,  and  others  who  have  not  yet  been 
announced.  .  .    , 

The  chanRcs  the  premier  has  succeeded 
in  effecting  excite  no  enthusiasm  even 
in  his  own  party.  The  Daily  Newa  dJiia 
it  "Balfuur's  klaeldoscope,"  and  the 
(^.nservalive  newspajiers  are  fain  to  con- 
fess that  the  cabinet  channe."  are  rather 
a  re-shuffling  than  a  strengthening  of 
the  mini.<lry.  No  striking  al>lllty  has 
been  introdeced  into  the  government 
among  the  new  names.  The  admission  of 
George  Wvndham.  chief  secretary  for 
Ireland,  to  the  cabinet  an.l  the  appoint- 
ment of  Au.«5ten  Chamberlain  as  post- 
master general  are  generally  welcomed, 
but  great  disappointment  is  expres.sed 
on  all  aides  that  the  marquis  of  L.on«lon- 
derrv.  who  Is  thought  to  have  proved  a 
failure  as  postmaster  general,  s^hould  be 
Kiven  the  new  and  lmi>ortant  post  of 
president  of  the  board  of  education.  The 
di.<^p  pea  ranee  of  Sir  J.  Gorst  is  rather 
regretted,  and  is  thougni  probably  to  bu 
due  to  his  alwavs  outspoken  criticisms 
of  the  government.  Some  among  the  new 
men  are  considered  promising:  but  on  the 
whole  the  chang*^  are  thought  to  be  safe 
rather    than    brilliant. 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  appoint- 
ment is  that  of  Andrew  Bonar  I^w  as* 
parliamentary  secretary  to  the  board  of 
trade.  Mr.  Law  l.s  an  iron  merchant  of 
Gla-sgow.  and  was  born  in  1S5-S.  He  is  a 
son  of  the  Uev.  James  Law.  of  New 
Brunswick.  He  has  only  sat  in  parlia- 
ment for  two  years  and  has  only  spoken 
about  twice  since  he  was  elected;  but 
upon  these  occasions  he  revealed  great 
Intellectual  ^ower.  He  Is  a  man  of  good 
busiij.'fs  caijacity,  but.  H;^lng  only  a 
business  man  and  without  powerful  con- 
nections, his  choice  for  the  oJUce  allot- 
ted him  by  the  Tory  premier  U  consid- 
ered nnu.sual.  If  not  surprlFlng.  It  \» 
fully  expected  that  further  changes  In 
the  cabinet  will  be  made  during  the  au- 
tumn   session    of   parliament.

FLOUR  RATES. 


Two     Roads     Charged    Wiih 
Cutting  Them  Heavily. 

The  .Soo  ana  Wi.sconsin  eViitral  roaJ.s 
are  charged  with  wholesale  cutting  of 
flour  rates  to  the  .Atlantic  seaboard, 
and  it  was  reported  in  St.  Paul  yes- 
terday that  a  deputy  United  States 
marshal  had  recently  served  subpoenas 
on  the  oiHcers  <>f  the  two  lines,  citing 
them  to  appear  before  Judge  Lothren 
early  in  September  and  give  testimony. 

Last  spring,  when  the  railroads  o* 
the  Northwest  were  enjoined  frcm 
secretly  cutting  rates  and  giving  re- 
bates, the  Wisconsin  Central  and  Soo 
lines  were  not  given  copie.-i  of  the  In- 
junction. The  row  started  over  the 
practice  of  nearly  all  large  \Vesier:i 
lines  in  granting  rebates  to  large  pack- 
ing firms.  The  penalty  for  violating  the 
injunction  is  imprisonment,  and  the 
railroads  have  been  good,  under  li'ir? 
thre:it. 

The  two  roads  mentioned,  however, 
considered  that  they  were  left  free  to 
act.  They  have  made  good  use  of  their 
immunity,  according  to  the  report.'?. 
These  show  that  the  Soo  and  the  Wi.;- 
consin  Central  have  been  getting  a 
suspiciously  large  share  of  the  Jlou*- 
business. 

An  e.\aniination  shows  that  up  to  a 
week  ago  the  two  lines  carried  50  per 
cent  more  than  any  other  single  line. 
Where  the  other  roads  averaged  20,  30 
and  5  cars  of  flour  per  day,  the  Soo  and 
Central  averaged  40,  50  and  60  cars  per 
day.  From  .\ug.  1  to  Aug.  7  theie  has 
been  a  reduction,  but  still  the  two 
lines  are  getting  much  of  the  business. 

It  is  supposed  that  since  the  injunc- 
tion proceedings  were  hinted  at.  ujore 
caution  has  been  exercised  in  the  mak- 
ing of  the  rates. 

Before  Aug.  1  the  percentages  hauled 
by  the  roads  accused  were  suspiciously 
large.  In  July  these  two  companies 
averaged  IICO  and  1200  cars  for  the 
month,  compared  with  4.->0  and  550  cars 
by  each  of  the  other  lines. 

In  all  probability  the  Central  and  the 
Soo  will  Vie  enjoined  from  further  cut- 
ting, if  the  case  comes  to  an  issue.

IN  A  BAD  WAY 

A  Manila  Gunner   Upon 

Fortune  Is   Not 

Smiling. 

Had  George  R.  Blcknell.  a  guni:er 
on  the  Boston  during  the  battle  of 
Manila,  paid  Duluth  a  visit  four  year.s 
ago.  he  would  probably  have  i>een 
uined  and  feted  by  the  populace  in 
general. 

Today,  suffering  from  a  nervous  dis- 
ease which  has  impaired  his  faculties 
slightly,  and  destitute  and  unablB  to 
work,  he  has  found  refuge  in  the  coun- 
ty jail,  the  only  place  that  has  bid 
him  enter. 

Uicknell  was  brought  down  from 
Tower  yesterday,  complaint  of  insanity 
having  been  filed  against  him.  His 
examination  In  probate  court  took 
place  this  morning,  and  Drs.  Routh 
and  Salter  discharged  him,  deciding 
that  the  man  was  simply  ill.  and  that 
with  proper  care  and  attention  he 
would  recover.  He  was  found  at 
Tower  a  few  weeks  ago  with  a  crow.i 
of  tramp.s.  He  was  supposed  to  have 
walked  there  from  San  Francisco, 
having  been  in  a  hospital  there.  His 
mind  at  that  time  appeared  to  be  a 
blank,  and  he  could  not  account  lor 
his  pre.'»ence  at  Tower.  His  condition 
has  improved  somewhat,  however,  dur- 
ing the  time  the  Tower  authorities  took 
care  of  him.  and  he  now  says  that  he 
went  there  to  work. 

Bicknell  is  29  years  of  age  and  served 
seven  years  In  the  United  States  navy. 
He  was  discharged  May  7  of  this  year 
by  the  medical  examining  board.  He 
was  in  charge  of  a  6-inch  gun  on  the 
Boston  in  the  memorable  battle  on 
May  1,  '98,  when  Dewey  gave  the 
Spaniards  their  first  touch  of  the 
American  style  of  fighting.  The  man 
has  papers  in  his  possession  telling  of 
the  part  he  took  in  the  battle.  For 
the  destruction  of  the  enemy's  ships  he 
was  given  $45.37  in  prize  money. 

The  youiTg  man's  home  is  in  San 
Francisco  and  he  is  making  an  effort 
to  reach  there.  He  was  formerly  a 
member  of  the  fire  department  in  that 
city,  and  appears  to  be  above  the  aver- 
age in  intelligence. 

When  discharged  in  probate  court 
Bicknell  had  no  place  to  go,  and  at 
his  own  request  he  was  taken  to  the 
county  jail.  A.  P.  Cook,  of  the  poor 
board,  said  that  the  case  should  come 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sherwin,  in 
charge  of  the  marine  hospital  cases  at 
this  port.

J.  G.  Miller,  of  the  railroad  and  ware- 
house commission,  came  up  from  St. 
Paul  this  morning  to  Join  with  Secre- 
tary C.  P.  Stine,  of  the  Minnesota  Edi- 
torial association  and  Secretary  Pres- 
ton, of  the  Commercial  club,  in  com- 
pleting arrangements  for  the  enter- 
tainment that  will  be  furnished  the 
state  editors  when  they  return  from 
their  trip  on  Lake  Superior  Monday, 
Aug.  18.  According  to  the  plans  of  the 
association  their  trip  practically  ends 
in  Duluth  Aug.  18,  and  the  itinerary 
and  entertainment  that  has  been  ar- 
ranged for  them  Aug.  18  and  19  will  be 
through  the  eftortB  of  the  Duluth  Com- 
mercial club. 

Mr.  Miller,  learning  that  the  editors 
would  like  to  make  the  trip  on  the 
ranges  to  inspect  the  mines,  came  up 
from  St.  Paul  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
sisting in    the  arrangements.

Many  have  wondered  why  there  are 
So  lew  Chinese  cases  brougni  before  the 
Philadelphia  bar,  and  the  truth  is  tne 
lawyer.^  very  rarely  if  ever  procure  a 
civil  suit  between  Chinamen,  all  their 
buauiess  proceedings  a)id  other  disputes 
being   settled    in    tne    Chine.se    court. 

The  (;hinese  are  extremely  jealous  of 
their  temple,  and  as  it  is  very  precious  to 
them  they  would  as  soon  think  of  dese- 
crating ihG  b'.-autiful  of-naments  that 
adorn  the  room  as  not  to  abide  by  the  de- 
cision declared  by  the  court  which  meets 
there. 

William  Lee  York,  a  Chinaman  of  high 
standing,  and  at  the  head  of  the  mission 
at  UiU2  itace  street,  gives  a  very  Interest- 
ing account  of  the  methods  of  proiedure 
in    cases    brought    before    this    court. 

"The  Chinese  as  a  race,"  says  Mr. 
York,  "are  peaceful  men,  but  when  so 
many  are  gathered  into  one  place,  as  in 
Philadelphia,  it  is  only  natural  that  dis- 
putes will  arise  among  them,  uiie  may 
happen  to  move  next  door  to  a  fellow 
t:hinaman;  by  doing  a  little  better  work 
or  selling  or  working  a  trifle  cheaper, 
take  away  hl.s  trade,  rendering  the  hrst 
settler  almost  destitute,  or  compelling 
him  to  remove  to  a  healthier  neighbor- 
hood. Or  another  man  with  a  liglit  con- 
science may  run  up  a  large  bill  of  goods 
upon  an  oblong  merchant,  and  then  ne« 
gleet  to  pay.  Or,  again,  one  Chinaman 
may  make  remarks  concerning  another 
that  are  detrimental  to  his  character; 
and  so  on,  IndeHnitely.  Disputes  that 
could  not  possibly  hold  In  any  American 
court  of  justice  are  settled  amicably 
among  themselves  in  the  temple  in  Race 
street. 

"Every  Chinaman  In  this  citv  has  a 
vote  In  the  court.  That  Is.  a  number  of 
men  meet  at  a  given  time  and  a|ipoint 
a  representative  who  fakes  hLs  place  on 
the  jury  and  votes  according  to  his  opin- 
ion upon  the  case  brought  up  before  him. 
If  a  case  com<'S  up  and  it  is  necof.iary 
for  an  immediate  settlement  to  be  made, 
notice  is  serveil  to  the  jury,  which  con- 
slsLs  of  eight  or  ten  men,  who  are 
changed  for  others  every  few  months 
or  so,  and  they  in  turn  serve  notice  for 
the  defendant  to  appear  at  such  and 
."uch  a  time  to  plead  the  case.  If  the  de- 
fendant is  so  situated  that  he  cannot 
appear,  he  sends  a  rejjresentatlve  in 
whom  i«  vested  entire  autliorlty  and  who 
abides.  In  the  defendant's  name,  by  the 
decision   of    the   court. 

"People  may  ask,  'But  what  If  the  de- 
fen<lant  would  not  come  before  the  jury? 
—he  does  not  have  to.'  This  may  be  true, 
but  there  is  no  ca.<«e  on  record  where  a 
defendant  failed  to  appear.  Should  one 
happen  to  refuse  to  state  his  case,  he 
would  Immediately  Ijc  pronounced  guilty, 
and  woiild  be  socijilly  ostracised.  And 
when  a  man  is  thousands  of  miles  from 
his  iiative  land,  ostracism  by  his  own 
kind  means  something  more  that  it 
sounds. 

"The  claimant  or  plaintiff  appearing 
before  a  jury  suites  his  sUle  of  the  argu- 
ment. When  he  has  finished  his  story, 
the  defendant  i.s  called  and  his  side  i>f 
the  matter  is  given.  The  jury  are  then 
left  alone  to  debate  upon  the  jiros  and 
cons  of  the  case,  and,  in  a  short  time— 
a  half  hour  or  more,  according  to  the 
gravity  of  the  matter— recall  the  i)laln- 
tlff  and  defendant,  who,  are  told  the  de- 
cisi<m   of  the  court. 

"No  matter  what  the  result  of  the  trial 
may  be,  there  are  no  appeals  to  higher 
courts,  no  after  bad  feelings,  the  case 
having  been  weighed  judiciously  and 
settled  for  the  first  and  last  time.  It  Is 
for  this  reason,  therefore,  that  so  few 
Chinese  are,  brought  before  Philadelphia 
courts,  and  I  may  safely  say  that  Am- 
ericans cannot  but  realize  that  Chinamen 
are  certainly  further  advanced  In  their 
method  of  settling  small  disnutes  than 
are  many  of  their  white  brethren." 

The  temple  In  which  the  court  of  Jus- 
tice is  held  Is  declared  by  competent  au- 
thority to  be  one  of  the  most  bermtlful 
outside  of  China.  It  Is  adorned  with  the 
rarest  bronzes,  some  hundreds  of  years 
old.  and  richly  decorated  brocades  of 
gold  and  silk  thread  cover  the  walls  and 
are  made  Into  banners.  Sentiments  of 
religious  character,  but  such  ns  are  ap- 
plicable to  all  men  In  every  path  of  life, 
are  written  In  Chinese  characters,  in 
gold,  upon  the  ceilings  and  about  th© 
walls,  and  teak  wood  tables  and  chalra 
that  would  fill  the  connoisseur  with  envy 
are  scattered   liberally   about   the  room. 

Da.vllght  penetrates  the  temple  through 
modern  shutters,  but  a  .soft  red  light  la 
forever  burning  In  a  queer  lamp,  laden 
with  jewels,  before  the  altar.  This,  to- 
gether with  the  smell  of  fine  Incense 
that  fills  the  room,  and  the  rarity  of  Its 
adornments,  makes  the  place  unusually, 
impressive.

During  the 
sinking  of  the  creed,  all  the  members 
of  the  royal  family  turned  eastward. 
Both  King  Edward  and  Queen  Alex- 
andra followed  the  service  carefully, 
freiiuently  looking  at  the  copies  of  the 
Berivce  which  they  held  in  their  hands. 

The  adminishtraiion  of  the  oaiTi  fol- 
lowei-l.  Standing  before  the  kin's  chair, 
the  archbishop  asked:  "Sir,  is  your 
Tnajesty  willing  to  take  the  oath?" 

The  king  answered  in  fii-m.  strong 
tones:  "I  am  willing."  etc.,  his  replies 
being  easily  heard  high  up  in  the  tri- 
farium.  near  the  roof.  Then  the  ink- 
stand was  brought  and  the  king  signed 
the  oath.  He  did  not  advance  to  the 
altar,  but  sat  In  the  chair  he  had  occu- 
pied since  the  service  began.  "While 
the  choir  sang.  "Come.  Holy  Ghost, 
Our  Souls  Inspire,"  the  king  remained 
seated  and  the  Queen  stood  up. 

After  the  archbishop's  amolnting 
prayer  a  gold  canopy  w  as  brought  over 
the  king's  ch'iir  and  his  majesty  di- 
vested himself  of  his  outer  robe  and 
then  walked  to  the  ancient  chair,  while 
the  choir  sang  Seadok's  anthem.  The 
anointing  ceremony  wais  scarcely  seen 
owing  to  the  canopy.  The  spectators 
-were  just  able  to  discern  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury's  motions. 

After  the  prayer  the  king  donned 
eolobium  sindonls.  then  resumed 
seat,  and  from  a  scarlet  silker,  roll 
which  the  prayers  were  printed 
large  type,  and  which  was  ii'^'d  by 
Dean   of  "Westminster,    the

Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  read  the  prayers  and  de- 
livered the  sword  to  the  king,  who  did 
not   go   to  the  altar,   the  sword     being 
taken   to     him  by  the  Dean    of     West- 
minster,   while    his    majesty    remained 
standing.    The     armilla     and     the   orb 
were    then    deliveerd    to    the   king,    ac- 
cording to  the  program.  When  the  king 
held    out    his    hand     for    the    ring,    the 
Archb.shop    of    Canterbury    had    diffi- 
culty   in    finding    it,    but    finally,      with 
trenribling  hands,  he  placed  It  on  the  tip 
of    his    majesty's    finger,    reading    the 
prayer   simultaneously,    the   king   him- 
self completing  the  processs  of  putting 
on  the  ring  as  he   withdrew  his  h<v>'l- 
Later  the  archbishop  had   similar  dlf- 
fiucltv,    owing    to    near-sightedness,    in 
placing  the  crown  on  the  kings  head. 
In    fact,    the   choir   started    "God    Save 
the    King"    while    the    Archbishop      of 
Canterbury  was  still   striving  to  place 
the  crown   on   the  ruler's  head,   and   a 
great   shout   yxcnt   up   and    the   electric 
lights  were  turned  "n. 
■  As    the   acclamations   died    away    the 
clantring   joy    bells,    the   noise   of   guns 
and  the  shouting  of  people  outside  pen- 
etrated  into  the  abbey,   where  the  king 
still  sat.  moiionles:^.  his  dazzling  crown 
on  his  head  and  his  scepter  held  firmly 
in    his   hand. 

After  singing.  "Re  Strong  and  Play 
the  Man."  and  the  Bible  havin.g  been 
presented,  the  king  advanced  and  knelt 
while  he  received  the  benediction.  He 
then  walked  to  the  Rivat  throne,  where 
he  stood  on  the  d;iis  for  the  first  time, 
surrounded  by  nobles.  The  Art  hblshop 
of  Canterbury  followed,  the  king  l>e- 
Ins  obli^i  d  to  st.ind  wh'ile  awaiting 
the  ariival  of  the  archbishop.  Having 
placed  the  king  into  his  new  ihnme, 
the  arrhbishcrp  knelt  and  paid  homage, 
the  aged  prelate  scarcely  being  able  to 
rise  imtll  the  king  assi.«ted  him  and 
himself  raised  the  archbishop's  hands 
from  the  steps  of  the  throne.  The 
archbishop,  who  seeroed  to  be  in  a 
faint,  had  to  practically  be  carried  to 
the  altar.  The  incident  created  con- 
siderable excitement,  and  .several  pre- 
lates rushed  forward  to  help  the  pri- 
mate. 

The  next  person  to  pay  homage  to 
his  majesty  was  the  prince  of  Wales, 
who  knelt  until  King  Edward  held  out 
his  hands,  which  he  kissed,  after  touch- 
ing the  crown  as  a  sign  of  fealty.  The 
prince  of  "Wales  then  started  to  reiurn 
to  his  seat,  when  the  king  drew  iiim 
back  and  put  his  arms  around  him  and 
kissed  him.  After  this  the  king  once 
more  gave  the  prince  his  hand,  this 
time  to  shake,  and  the  hearty  vigor  of 
King  Edward's  grasp  showed  that  his 
hand,  at  any  rate,  had  not  lost  its 
strength. 

The    duke   of  Norfolk,    as   earl    mar- 
shal,   accompanied    by   representatives 


of  each  prade  of  the  nobility,  read  the 
oath  beginning: 

"I,  duke  or  earl.  etc..  do  become  your 
liege  mar.  of  lite  and  limb,  etc." 

The  respective  representatives  next 
touched  the  crown  and  kissed  the 
kings  cheek,  the  duke  of  Norfolk 
being  the  only  peer  to  read  the  oath. 
This  portion  of  the  service  was  con- 
siderably shortened. 

The  uueen  then  rose  and,  accom- 
panied by  her  entourage,  proceeded  to 
the  altar  steps,  where,  under  a  pall  of 
cloth-of-gold,  she  was  quickly  crowned 
by  the  archbishop  of  York,  supported 
by  the  bishops.  She  was  then  led  to 
the  throne  beside  that  on  which  the 
king  sat  and  her  enthronization  was 
accomplished.  The  uueen  bowed  to 
King  Edward,  and  both  walked  to  the 
altar  and  received  the  communion, 
after  delivering  their  crowns  to  the 
lord  great  chamberlain  and  another 
oJHcer  appointed  to  hold  them.  The 
pages,  while  their  majesties  knelt,  .'•till 
held  the  queen's  magnificent  long  tram, 
with  the  rest  of  the  nobles  present 
kneeling  The  rest  of  the  spectacle 
was  impressive  and  was  made  more 
brilliant  by  the  electric  light. 

By  a  great  effort  the  archbishop  of 
Canterbury  was  enabled  to  conclude 
the  service,  and  the  king  and  queen 
repaired  to  St.  Edward's  chapel. 
Neither  of  their  majesties  returned  to 
their  thrones  after  the  communion,  but 
remained  at  the  altar.  The  service, 
which  was  completed  with  the  singing 
of  the  "Te  Deum,"  was  brought  to  a 
close  without  a  hitch.  The  king  ex- 
hibited no  outward  traces  of  fatigue. 

The  departure  of  the  king  and  queen 
from  the  abbey  was  signalled  by  an- 
other salute,  the  massed  bands  playing 
"God  Save  the  King."  The  entire  route 
of  tneir  majesties'  return  to  the  palace 
was  marked  by  scenes  of  enthusiasm 
similar  to  those  which  greeted  their 
progress  to  the  abbey, 
cultous  route  through 
Constitution  hill  giving 
of  thousands  of  per.sons 
stands,  windows  and  roofs  an  oppor- 
tunity of  greeting  the  new  crowned 
king  and  his  consort  before  they  re- 
entered Buckingham  palace,  which 
they  did  in  the  midst  of  remarkable 
scenes  of  enthusiasm,  the  entire  crowd 
from  Constitution  hill  downwards 
joining  in  singing  the  national  an- 
them. ,  ^^     ,  , 

Shortly  after  the  return  of  the  king 
and  queen  to  the  palace  it  was  officially 
announced  from  there  that  the  king 
had  borne  the  ceremony  well,  and  that 
he  had  suffered  in  no  way  from  fatigue, 
and  this  was  confirmed  by  the  prebence 
of  the  king  himself  when,  in  response 
to  the  repeated  plaudits  of  the  crowds, 
his  majesty,  accompanied  by  the  queen, 
appeared  on  the  balcony  in  their  robes 
and  crowns.  The  faces  of  both  were 
suffused  with  smiles  as  they  bowed  re- 
peatedly their  recognition  of  the 
warmth  of  the  applause. 


The  boycott  of  the  Licensed  Tugmen's 
Protective  association  on  the  tug  trust 
wa^s  endorsed  last  night  by  the  Federated 
Trade^i'   assembly. 

In  conse(iiunce  all  unions  affiliated  with 
the  assembly  will  join  the  tugmen  in  Iho 
tisht. 

Union  machinists  and  bollermakers  will 
refuse  to  do  any  work  on  tug  trust  equip- 
ment and  freight  handlers  and  'longshore- 
men will  probablv  refuse  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  loading  or  unloading 
of  vessels  "handled  by  trust  tugd. 

The  grain  trimmers  and  the  ore  trim- 
mers are  not  affiliated  with  the  assem- 
bly so  that  this  impo^tant  feature  of  the 
marine  work  will  not  be  brought  into  tlio 
strike. 

Today  the  superintendents  of  foundries 
and  nuichine  shoi)s  were  notlHed  that  the 
uidon  men  would  not  do  any  work  on  tug 
trust  machinery  or  boilers. 

It  is  expected  that  th"e  Superior  Trades 
and  Labor  asst-mbly  will  take  similar  ac- 
tion so  that  when  tugs  of  the  trust  get 
out  of  repair  it  will  bf  an  extremely  diffi- 
cult matter  to  have  them  repaired  with- 
out sending  them   to  another  port. 

Practically  all  machine  shops  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes  are  union  shojis.  And 
it  is  difficult  to  foresee  just  what  will 
result  from   the  action  of  the  assembly. 

Should  any  of  the  concerns  seek  to  in- 
troiluce  tug  trust  work  it  is  probable 
that  the  union  machinists  and  boiler- 
makers  would   walk  out. 

The  assembly  last  evening  also  voted  to 
give  t!ie  strking  tubmen  the  position  of 
honor  in   the  Labor  day  parade.

The  "West  Duluth  Commercial  club 
met  last  evening  in  regular  monthly 
session,  but  owing  to  the  small  at- 
tendance and  the  important  busines.s 
that  was  to  come  up  for  considera- 
tion, an  adjournment  was  taken  for 
one  week,  when  it  Is  hoped  that  every 
member  will  make  an  effort  to  be  pres- 
ent. 

One  of  the  important  matters  for 
the  consideration  of  ihe  club  will  be 
that  of  the  trunk  sewer  for  West  Du- 
luth. The  club  committee,  comprised 
of  Frank  Wade,  chairman;  W.  E. 
Kern  and  L.  S.  Neumann,  that  was 
appointed  to  Investigate  the  sewer 
matter  and  report  with  recommenda- 
tions to  the  club,  will  be  ready  with 
a    report  next   Friday   evening. 

Public  sentiment  in  West  Duluth  Is 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  trunk  sewer 
and  the  feeling  is  that  a  charter 
amendment  should  be  passed  this  fall 
that  will  permit  the  city  council  to 
order  trunk  sewers  where  they  are 
needed,  without  the  customary  peti- 
tion from  the  property  owners.  The 
trunk  sewer  amendment  was  defeated 
a  year  ago,  not  through  any  feeling 
against  it,  but  rather  through  indif- 
ference of  the  voters. 

The  Commercial  club  has  been  or- 
ganized with  a  special  view  of  work- 
ing hard  for  the  interests  of  West  Du- 
luth as  well  as  of  the  other  parts  of 
the  city,  and  it  will  be  an  important 
factor  in  backing  the  trunk  sewer 
question  this  fall.

DOUBLE 
MURDER 


The  Chicago  Police   Be- 
lieve William  Bartholin 
Killed  Two. 


Body  Found   In    Vacant 

Lot    Identified    as 

Miss  Mitchell. 


The  Last    Seen   of    Her 

She    Was    With 

Bartholin. 


Chicago,  Aug.  9.— The  body  of  the 
youns  woman  found  Thursday  night 
in  the  vacant  lot  at  Seventy-fourth 
and  State  streets  has  been  identified  as 
that  of  Miss  Minnie  Mitchell,  of  6vl 
Forty-fourth  street,  this  city,  and  the 
police  are  looking  for  William  Bartho- 
lin, a  young  mechanic,  who  was  v.ith 
her  at  the  time  of  her  di.sapptarance. 

The  ciise  is  shrouded  in  mystery,  but 
the  police  are  tlrmly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  girl  was  murdered  by  Barihu- 
iin.  and  that  he  also  murdered  his  own 
mother.  Mis.  Anna  Bartholin,  who  niy.s- 
teriously  disappeaied  three  weeks  be- 
fore the  Mitchell  girl  went  away  vvith 
the  younj;  man. 

The  body  of  the  fjlrl  was  beyond 
identification,  but  her  .sister.  Lillie 
Mitchell,  last  night  positively  identilled 
the  dress,  the  petticoat  of  lavender  bilk. 
and  the  hat  worn  by  her  .sister  at  the 
time  of  her  disappearance,  and  there 
ia  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the 
police  that  the  body  is  that  of  Minnie 
Mitchell. 

Mis.s  Mitchell  was  last  seen  by  the 
members  of  the  family  the  night  of 
July  30,  when  she  left  her  fathers 
house   in  company  with  Bartholin,   the 


couple  saying  that  they  intended  to 
take  a  walk.  She  did  not  return  to 
the  hou.se  that  night  and  nothing  was 
heard  of  her  or  of  Bartholin  until  two 
days  later,  when  the  girl's  father  re- 
ceived a  note  from  Bartholin  saying 
that  he  and  the  girl  had  eloped  and 
had  started  for  California  to  spend 
their  honeymoon. 

Mrs.  Anna  Bartholin,  the  mother, 
whom  the  police  firmly  believe  was 
killed  by  her  son,  disappeared  from  her 
home  at  4310  Calumet  avenue  a  mouth 
ago.  Her  son  made  no  report  of  her 
disappearance  to  the  police,  and  a  man 
who  had  boarded  with  her  for  years 
reported  the  matter,  saying  that  he  v.as 
confident  that  she  had  met  with  foul 
play,  for  the  reason  that  she  had  &iid 
nothing  about  going  away  and  had  dis- 
appeared on  a  washday  so  suddenly  us 
to  leave  the  clothes  in  the  tub. 

He  thought  she  was  lying  dead  in  her 
room.  Officers  were  at  once  sent  to  the 
house  and  forced  the  door  of  her  apart- 
ment, but  found  no  trace  of  her.  Her 
t'on  said  that  she  had  gone  to  Milwau- 
kee, and  as  there  was  no  reason  at 
that  time  to  think  that  she  had  been 
murdered,  the  matter  was  allowed  to 
diop. 

The  day  after  the  visit  of  the  police 
to  the  residence  of  his  mother,  liartho- 
lin  called  for  the  Mitchell  girl,  and 
they  went  away  together.  The  letter 
written  by  Bartholin  to  Mr.  Mitchell 
was  posted  in  Chicago  two  days  after 
his   disappearance. 

Bartholin  is  28  years  old.  and  has 
been  employed  as  a  mechanic  in  a 
wagon  shop  at  Auburn  Park.  He  has 
not  been  seen  by  his  employer-s  for 
more  than  two  weeks,  and  they  have 
received   no  word  from  him. 

There  is  no  known  motive  for  the 
murder,  but  the  wound  in  the  back  of 
the  Mitchell  girl's  head  is  so  situated 
as  to  render  it  out  of  the  ciuestion  that 
she    could    have    inflicted    it    herself. 

Why  the  son  should  have  tried  to 
make  away  with  his  mother  is  not 
known  and  there  is  no  evidence  that 
she  has  been  killed,  beyond  the  fact 
that  she  has  disappeared  and  cannot 
be  found.  She  was  not  In  the  habit  of 
leaving  her  home  and  the  men  at  her 
house  are  confident  that  she  would  not 
have  done  so  without  saying  some- 
tning    to   them    before    leaving. 

Oscar  Thompson,  who  was  one  of 
the  roomers  in  the  house  of  Mrs.  Bar- 
tholin said  last  night  that  he  had  re- 
ceived his  first  information  regarding 
the  woman's  disappearance  from  her 
son.  who  telephoned  to  him  that  his 
mother  had  gone  to  Milwuake^  and 
would  not  return  for  several  days. 

"He  .said,"  declared  Thompson,  "that 
she  had  accompanied  to  Milwaukee  the 
family  of  Charles  Stahl,  1220  Dunning 
street,  Chicago,  and  was  visiting  a 
sister  of  Mrs.  Stahl  in  Milwaukee. 
When    Bartholin    dLsappeared    I    called 


on  the  Stahls  and  they  told  me  that 
they  had  not  gone  to  Milwaukee  and 
that  Mrs.  Stahl  had  no  sister  there, 
and  that  they  had  not  seen  Mrs.  Bar- 
tholin for  more  than  a  year." 

A  search  of  Mrs.  Bartholin's  house, 
made  last  night  by  the  police,  levealed 
no  evidence  that  a  murder  had  been 
committed  there  or  that  there  had  been 
any  preparation  for  the  commission  of 
a  crime.

SIGNS  OF     PROSPERITY. 

The  figures  Just  compiled  by  the 
comptroller  of  the  currency  in  relation 
to  the  banks  of  the  United  States 
show  a  condition  of  prosperity  of  the 
country  that  is  unexampled  in  its  his- 
tory. The  Hgures  are  based  upon  the 
report.^  of  the  4.'>o5  national  banks  of 
the  nation,  made  at  the  close  of  Busi- 
ness on  July  16,  and  are  compared 
with  reports  for  the  same  date  of  la.st 
year.  The  loans  and  discounts  in  H'O- 
ani.ninted  to  $3,221,Syi»,611,  a.gainst  .52.- 
y.->(>.903.375  in  IHOI.  The  national  bank 
note  circulation  decreased  from  $ir.>.- 
W8.8U  in  ISWl  to  $115,019,63.".  in  1902. 
The  most  lemarkable  gain  was  in  the 
amount  of  individual  deposits,  which 
increased  from  $2.!»41,837.42S  in  1901  to 
$3.09S.S75.772  in  1902.  The  total  resources 
increased  from  $.^. 67.^.9 1 0.042  to  $6.oOS.- 
754.975.  The  loans  and  discount.s  in- 
creased from  $3,172,757,000  on  April  30, 
1902.   to  $3.221. S.59.631  on  July  16,  1902. 

The  increase  In  the  amount  of  loans 
and  discounts  between  April  and  July 
represents    the    increa.sed    amount    of 
money  that  has  been  placed  in  circula- 
tion in  trade  and  business  channels  in 
that    period.      It    means    that    nec.rly 
$-)9.000.000    additional    funds    have   b^en 
called   for   to   take   care   of   the   crops, 
to    move   grain   and    live   stock   to    the 
markets.     The   reports   show   that    this 
increase  in  loans  and  discounts  is  near- 
ly all  from  the  Western  and  Southern 
states.  The  figures  also  furnish  a.  pretty 
good  index  to  the  financial  condition  of 
the  people.    An  increase  of  about  ;$160,- 
000,000  in  the  individual  deposits  in  the 
national  banks  of  the  nation  indicate.^! 
that  the  people  are  at  least  not  losing 
anything,    to    put    it    mildly.      No    one 
can  comprehend  billions,  but  when  the 
figures  show    that    the    national   banks 
now   hold    in    individual    deposits   n.ore 
than  ?41  per  capita  for  the  population 
of   the   United    States,    we   can   under- 
stand that  there  is  some  money  in  the 
country.    This,  it  must  be  remembered, 
has    no    reference    to    the    deposits    in 
state    banks,    in    savings   banks    or    'n 
trust    companies    or    banks    owned    by 
private   individuals.     It   simply    reprt- 
=-ents    the    individual    deposits    in    the 
national    banks     of     the     nation,     the 
money   that   is  usually   held   for   busi- 
ness transactions,  ready  to  be  throv/n 
into  circulation  any  hour.    The  depo.^its 
in  the  savings  banks  of  the  country  a 
year   ago  ^%ere   more   than   $500,000,000. 
They  are  probably  fully  $1,000,000,000  at 
this  time.    It  is  certainly  getting  to  be 
a  billion-dollar  country.

INCREASED  PRICES. 

.•Vfter  a  careful  Inquiry  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts bureau  of  statistics  on  the 
cost  of  living  the  report  is  made  that 
there  has  been  an  average  Increase  in 
prices  since  1S97  of  about  15  per  cent. 
The  percentages  of  increase  for  dif- 
ferent groups  of  articles  are  as  fol- 
lows: Food,  11.16;  dry  goods,  16.07; 
fuel,  9.78;  rent,  52.43.  Hut,  although 
the  prices  at  the  present  time  are- 
thus  generally  higher  than  In  lis9i, 
they  are  much  lower  than  In  1872. 
Foodstuffs  have  declined  19.97  per  cent 
since  1872;  dry  goods  41.01  per  cent, 
fuel  26.61  per  cent.  Kent  also  has 
gone  up  slightly,  the  increase  amount- 
ing to  two-tenths  of  1  per  cent.  This 
all-around  fall  In  prices  during  the  last 
generation  has  made  possible  an  enor- 
mous advance  in  the  standard  of  liv- 
ing of  the  working  class.  The  fall  in 
prices  has  been  accompanied,  more- 
over, by  a  rise  in  wages.  The  average 
laboier  gets  more  money  for  his  work 
than  he  did  thirty  years  ago,  while 
at  the  same  time  his  money  goes  fur- 
ther in  the  purchase  of  exerything  ex- 
cept housing  and  accommodations. 
The  rise  in  prices  since  1897  has,  how- 
ever, placed  the  wage-earner  in  a  less 
favorable  position  as  consumer — if  not 
as  producer— than  he  occupied  a  few 
years  ago. 

This  list  of  Increase  in  prices  for 
Massachusetts  is  hardly  a  fair  state- 
ment for  Minnesota,  especially  for 
Duluth  and  its  environments.  Prices 
have  increased  to  a  greater  extent 
here.  One  reason  fur  this  is  the  growth 
of  trade  combinations,  and  this  is  es- 
pecially apparent  in  this  city.  No  mer- 
chant dares  to  sell  at  what  he  may 
consider  a  fair  profit  above  his  ex- 
penses. He  Is  dominated  by  the  com- 
bines—the grocers,  the  butchers  and 
others — and  there  seems  to  be  no  re- 
lief. Doubtless  general  prosperity  has 
had  something  to  do  with  the  increase 
in  living,  but  the  increase  in  pi  ices  is 
much  greater  in  proportion  than  the 
increase  in  wages.

The  interview  giv- 
en out  at  St.   Paul 
by    Senator    Moi^es 
E.  Clapp,  in  which 
he       speaks       very 
hopefully      of      the 
chances  of  Duluth  being  selected  a^   the 
location    for    the    naval    training    .-station, 
has   been   read   with   much   Interest   here. 
The    senator    was    apparently    much    Im- 
pressed by  the  remarks  made  by  Admiral 
Taylor  and   his   associates  as   to   the  ex- 
cellent   sites    offered   at    the    head    of    the 
lakes,   and   they   may   have  said   more   to 
him  on   this   point   than   they   were  ready 
to   state   to   the   residents   here.     Milwau- 
kee has  given  up  all  hope  of  landing  the 
station.     The    Evening    Wisconsin,    refer- 
ring to  the  naval  committee's  visit  there, 
says:     "But    It    must   be    said   that   aside 
from  a   few  natural  comi>liments  such  as 
courtejiles    make    necessary    everywhere, 
there  Ls  little  wherewith  to  nourish  hope 
that    the   proposed    naval    training   school 
will    be    located    at    or    near    Milwaukee. 
There    ie   no    farm    land    within    the    city 
proper,  and  therefore  the  beautiful  naval 
basin  in  the  bay  was  useless  as  an  offer- 
ing.    South  Milwaukee  \»  too  vigorous  an 
industrial  center  to  make  its  harbor  avail- 
able as  a  site  for  a  school  that  must  be 
eomewhat  removed  from  the  diversions  of 
business  and  metropolitan  sociability.  The 
Fox   point   site   Is   a  good  one,   so   far  as 
the     farming    side    of    the    pro[)o.«;ition    is 
Concerned,    but    a    harbor    would    have    to 
be  made  If  training  ship.s  are  a  nece.«sary 
adjunct."     This    disposes   of   one   rival    of 
Duluth   for  the  station.

Including  the  output  from  by-pro- 
duct ovens  the  total  coke  production  of 
the  Tnlted  States  in  1901  amounted  to  21.- 
STS.SK'?  short  tons,  valued  at  $44,445,823,  as 
compared  with  2<>,.'B3.348  short  tons,  valued 
at  $17,143^31  in  1900,  and  with  19.66S.560 
Bhort  tons,  valued  at  $.34.t!7t>.417  In  ISOD. 
The  Increase  in  production  in  l!Hil  as  com- 
pared with  the  preceding  year  was  1,2<12.- 
635  short  tons,  of  6.15  per  cent.  The  value 
of  the  product,  however,  showed  a  de- 
crease of  $2,9i»7,408.  or  6.3  per  cent.  Al- 
though the  extraordinary  demand  for 
coke,  which  developed  In  ISiW  and  con- 
tinued through  1900,  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  of  1901,  the  average 
price  jjer  ton  showed  a  ij^cllne  from  $2.31 
in  19<W  to  $2.'i4  In  1901.

President 
Koosevelfs  ideas  on  this  subject  are 
rejected,  and  a  ^vonderful  defense  of. 
the  trusts  is  made.  Koth  President 
McKinley  and  President  Hocsevelt  are 
on  record  as  advocates  of  making  such 
tariit  reductions  ar?  would  remove  su- 
perfluous protective  duties  and  there- 
by encourage  an  expansion  of  interna- 
tional trade.  Many  Republican  leaders 
have  openly  and  assertively  declared 
that  the  tariff  should  be  removed  from 
trust-made  goods  furni.shed  to  foreign 
purchasers  at  lower  prices  than  are 
exacted  of  American  consumers.  Many 
Republican  newspapers  have  taken  the 
same  ground.  Hut  the  outline  of  the 
chief  motives  of  defining  the  argu- 
ments for  the  orators  was  to  prevent 
a    discussion    of    these    things    on    the 

stump. 

As  the  Kansas  City  Star  says  the 
real  significance  of  the  campaign  book, 
so  far  as  it  touches  the  great  issues  of 
the  time,  lies  in  its  implied  "donfs." 
Indirectly  the  orators  are  restricted 
about  as  follows:  Don't  admit  that 
there  is  anything  wrong  with  either 
the  system  or  any  specific  application 
of  the  protective  tariff.  Don't  admit 
that  protection  is  in  any  way  respon- 
sible for  either  the  existence  or  me 
strength  of  the  trusts.  Don't  regard 
the  tru«ts  as  a  very  serious  matter. 
Don't  admit  that  the  consumers  have 
rights  that  .should  take  precedence  of 
those  of  the  class  whose  capital  is  in- 
vested in  industry  or  commerce.  Don't 
admit  that  the  removal  of  the  tariff 
from  trust-made  goods  would  be  a 
good  anti-trust  measure.  Don't  promise 
anything  in  the  way  of  tariff  reform  or 
trust  regulation  that  the  Republican 
party  has  not  already  accomplished  In 
thees  directions,  and  don't  admit  that 
any  party  under  any  policy  could  have 
accomplished  any  more. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  Is 
little  hope  that  the  tariff  will  be  "re- 
vised by  its  friends,"  either  by  the 
present  congress,  or  by  the  next  one,  if 
the  Republicans  are  successful  in  No- 
vember. For  further  proof  on  this 
point  the  remarkable  recantation  of 
Joseph  W.  Babcock,  member  of  con- 
gress from  Wisconsin  and  chairman 
of  the  congressional  committee  is  suf- 
ficient. Mr.  Babcock  made  a  reputation 
a  year  ago  as  a  vigorous  tariff  re- 
foimer.  He  introduced  and  cham- 
pioned a  bill  to  take  the  tariff  off  iron 
and  steel  products,  and  declared  that 
the  party  would  be  defeated  if  It  did 
jk>t  enact  the  measure.  His  sincerity 
was  not  doubted  until  a  few  days  since, 
when  he  defended  the  protective  duties 
and  the  monopolistic  system  that  en- 
able the  exaction  of  higher  prices  in 
America  than  are  commanded  in  for- 
eign markets  tor  protected  American 
goods.  "It  ip.  only  a  rule  of  trade,"  he 
said,  "that  the  surplus  products  must 
go  cheaper  to  the  foreigner.  We  are

CORROSION    OF  STEEL. 

In  these  days  of  "sky-scrapers"  it  is 
somewhat  alarming  to  learn  that  some 
of   the  steel  skeleton   buildings  In   the 
thickly  populated  centers  of  the  coun- 
try are   in   a   really   dangerous   condi- 
tion—due   to    grave    defects    found    in 
steel  work  where  columns  and  girders 
have    been    laid    bare    for    inspection. 
This    is    the    result    of   too    little    care 
having  been  taken  to  prevent  oxidiza- 
tion   and    corrosion.    It    is    said    thai 
nearly  all  the  steel  work  thus  far  ex- 
amined   has    shown    the   action   of   de- 
structive   elements.    Only    recently   an 
examination   was  made  in  an  Eastern 
city  of  the  steel  work  of  a  large  build- 
ing erected  about   ten   years  ago.   and 
all  the  foundation  columns  were  found 
to  be  in  a  dangerously  bad  state.     One 
of  the  columns,   more  exposed  to  cor- 
roding influences  than  the  rest,  had  to 
be    replaced    and    the   others    were   re- 
inforced.   The  effects  of  corrosion  have 
also   been   noticed   In  some  of   the   tall 
buildings   in   Chicago. 

The  Iron  Trade  Review  expresses  the 
opinion  that  such  revelations  will  cer- 
tainly   lead    to    new    designs    for    such 
structures.    The  steel  work  will  either 
have  to  be  encased  in  cement  to  pre- 
vent   the    attack    of    destructive    ele- 
ments   or   the    more    exposed    portions 
will  have  to  be  so  built  as  to  make  fre- 
quent  inspection  easy,  as  well  as  the 
application    of    material      to      prevent 
corrosion.     The    system      of     plumbing 
will  have  to  be  built  so  that  none  of 
the    pipes    carrji.in£    wa,ter    or    steam 
will    come    in    contact    with    the    steel 
work  in  any  way,  as  leaks  often  great- 
ly impair  the  steel  work  before  being 
discovered.    Many       architects       have 
been    extremely    careless   in    designing 
steel   structures,   and    today  the   foun- 
dation  columns   of   many   large   build- 
ings are  constantly  exposed  to  the  ac- 
tion   of    water    and      other     corroding 
agents  that  will  destroy  the  steel  In  a 
very  short  time. 

In  the  steel  buildings  now  being 
erected  precautions  against  corrosion 
are  being  adopted,  and  the  lesson 
taught  by  the  examination  of  the  old- 
er buildings  is  being  heeded.  It  was 
for  this  rea.son  that  the  columns  and 
girders  in  the  steel  building  on  First 
street   were  encased   in   cement. 


,     A  UNIVERSAL  LANGUAGE. 

The  old  idea  of  a  language  based  on 
numbers  has  been  revived  by  an  Eng- 
lish philosopher.  He  suggests  that  if 
5,0tK)  words  are  enough  for  a  language, 
all  that  is  necessary  is  to  assign  a 
number  to  each  word,  and  the  result 
will  be  a  universal  language,  avail- 
able for  writing,  if  not  for  speaking. 
But  the  fatal  objection  to  the  scheme 
In  this  form  is  the  dltticulty  of  remem- 
bering numbers,  a  diJHculty  which  will 
be  appreciated  by  any  one  who  has 
lived  in  a  city  where  houses,  streets 
and  telephone  calls  all  make  demands 
on   the   arithmetical    memory. 

The  Springfield  Republican  thinks 
that  a  more  feasible  plan  is  one  which 
was  suggested  some  years  ago,  where 
words  would  be  grouped  in  the  deci- 
mal system,  something  of  the  fashion 
of  Mr.  Dewey's  ingenious  and  popular 
decimal  system  of  library  classifica- 
tion. Nine  main  classes  of  999  words 
each,  would  provide  a  vocabulary 
of  double  the  size  suggested.  The  fig- 
ure 1  might  properly  be  given  to  edi- 
bles, and  all  that  the  hungry  travel«>r 
would  need  to  do  would  be  to  put  148.37 
and  181.2  on  his  card  and  the  waiter 
would  rush  to  bring  him  a  ham  sand- 
wich and  a  cup  of  coffee,  while  148.32 
and  181.7  would  spell  a  roll  with  choco- 
late. 

But  it  is  hardly  likely  that  either  of 
these  plans  will  be  adopted,  or  that 
there  will  ever  be  a  universal  language.

^THE   PRICE  Of  COAL. 

The  president  of  one  of  the  anthra- 
cite coal  roads  in  Pennsylvania  has 
been  credited  with  the  statement  that 
in  no  case  have  the  coal-mining  cor- 
porations made  any  advance  In  the 
price  of  coal  over  the  circular  prices 
in  force  at  the  time  the  strike  began. 
It  Is  the  dealers,  he  says,  who  have 
put  up  prices  on  the  consumer.  One 
of  the  largest  of  the  New  York  dealers 
now  comes  forward  to  say  that  the 
actual  price  paid  for  coal  to  mining 
corporations  is  some  $3  above  the  cii- 
cular  figure  in  force  when  the  strlKe 
began.  "It  is  true,"  he  .say.s,  'that  the 
companies  have  not  advanced  the  cir- 
cular announcement,  but  it  is  also 
true  that  for  whatever  coal  has  been 
allowed  to  come  forward  the  dealers 
have  been  compelled  to  pay  prices  as 
stated  above." 

It  is  well  known  in  Duluth  that  the 
coal  dealers  have  not  advanced  the 
price  of  coal.  They  are  merely  selling 
agents  and  the  price  Is  fl.xed  in  the 
East  by  the  mining  corporations  which 
they  represent.  The  orders  to  ad- 
vance the  price  come  from  the  sime 
quarter.  But  it  is  undoubtedly  true 
that  neither  operator  nor  dealer  can 
be  making  anything  out  of  the  situa- 
tion, because  there  was  a  comparative 
small  stock  of  coal  on  hand  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  strike. 

Republican  politicians  in  Michigan  seem 
to  be  feeling  somewhat  troubled  over  the 
political  situation  in  that  state.  The 
Democratic  candidate  for  the  governor- 
ship. Judge  Durand.  Is  admitted  by  the 
Republicans  to  be  very  strong.  He  will 
appeal  to  both  the  Bryan  and  the  anti- 
Bryan  elements  of  the  party.  The  anti- 
Bryan  men  like  him  for  the  reason  that 
he  Is  a  gold  Democrat  and  refused  to 
make  speeches  for  Hryan  In  either  of  his 
campaigns.  The  Bryan  men  like  him 
because  he  insists  upon  maintaining  party 
organization  and,  though  unwilling  to 
speak  for  Bryan,  voted  for  him  in  both 
elections.  It  is  feared  >'V  Michigan  Re- 
publicans that  the  strength  of  Judge  Du- 
rand, combined  with  the  dissatisfaction 
of  the  people  over  the  failure  of  the  Re- 
publican administration  tff  prevent  freight 
rate  discriminations,  may  result  In  the 
Democrats  gaining  two  or  three  Michigan 
congressional  districts.

The  rainfall  In  .New  Yor-  city  last 
month  amounted  to  3.12  Inches  and  took 
up  eighteen  days.

Chicago, Aug.  0.— Corn  was  weak  again 
today.

Waldorf  to  Edwards,  Wood  &  Co.:  Many 
bankers  and  operators  left  town  this  af- 
ternoon for  a  double  holiday,  and  It  can- 
not be  denied  that  among  them  were  a 
number  of  observers  disgruntled  by  the 
W»-ek's  advances  In  [im  ^tock  market. 
But  the  fact  that  pnces"*  are  generally 
higher  than  uti  Saturday  last,  dues  not 
alter  conservative  views.  I'eonle  who  are 
bullish  on  the  autumn  market  are  bear- 
ish on  the  Immediate  mar..«  i,  and  give 
tin-  same  reasonu  for  their  attitude  that 
they  have  held  out  for  the  past  fortnight. 
These  reasons  relate  to  so-called  techidcal 
conditions.  For  Instance,  heavy  profit 
taking,  the  eliminating  of  a  large  bear 
account,  the  Indifference  of  the  public, 
the  high  range  of  prices  and  uneasiness 
over  tne  approaching  large  requirements 
of  money  for  crop  movement  and  business 
purposes.  F»)r  the  moment  these  consid- 
erations weigh  more  with  conservative 
speculators  than  the  bull  factors  on  which 
manipulators  who  are  disbursing  stocks 
lay  so  much  stress.  Comment  after  the 
close  of  business  today  suggested  a  strong 
opening  of  the  stock  exchange  next  week 
on  which  good  houses  aavise  the  selling 
of  stocks  on  the  ground  that  the  pros- 
pect of  an  unfavorable  change  in  the 
money  situation  will  be  discounted  by  a 
decline  In  prices.  They  argue  that  while 
manipulation  may  dc-fer  this  reaction, 
tight  money  will  bring  about  enough  li- 
quidation to  make  it  inevitable. 


New  York,  Aug.  9.— The  Wall  .street 
Journal  says:  We  called  attention  in 
June  to  the  fact  that  In  sixteen  years 
past  there  has  been  a  rise  In  the  market 
during  the  whole  or  part  of  the  month 
of  August,  and  showed  by  the  records  of 
those  years  that  there  was  better  than 
an  average  chance  of  some  advantage  In 
prices  during  midsummer  this  year.  The 
advance  has  been  so  continuous,  how- 
ever, as  to  raise  the  question  whether 
the  July  move  has  not  completed  the  or- 
dinary miiisummer  rise  and  les.sened  the 
proljabilily  of  the  customary  advance  In 
August,  in  considering  this  question,  we 
give  lirst  the  record  01  past  years  show- 
ing when  advances  began  and  when  they 
terminated,  separating  into  groups  the 
advance  which  endeo  in  July,  those 
which  «aded  in  AugiLst  and  those  which 
ended    at    later    dates.

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  that  only 
once  since  InS.'.  has  a  midsummer  rihe 
ended  in  July,  and  that  year  the  advance 
was  comparatively  small.  In  Ave  years 
the  advance  has  culminated  in  August, 
and  in  no  case  before  the  middle  of  the 
month.  In  seven  years,  the  rise  canio 
to  an  end  in  September,  ranging  from 
the  3rd  to  the  HOth.  In  only  three  years 
has  the  rise  pi-roisted  after  the  end  of 
September,  and  in  one  of  these  it  ended 
on  the  1st  of  October.  In  eight  of  the 
sixteen  years,  the  rise  began  some  time 
in  the  month  of  July,  and  in  a  majority  of 
cases  after  thi'  15th.

In  four  years,  the 
time  of  the  advance  has  exceeded  100  davs 
and  twice  it  has  been  less  than  20  days.  In 
six  years,  the  average  advance  has  b-";n 
over  10  points,  once  oeing  nearly  20,  and 
in  only  three  years  has  it  been  less  than 
5  points.

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  ris». 
which  began  on  May  19  and  reached  Us 
high  point  on  July  26.  has  been  .ibout  an 
average  In  duration,  and  a  little  more 
than  the  averagt-  in  extent.  If  the  time 
of  year  were  a  niunth  or  six  weeks  later, 
there  would  be  a  probability  that  the  ris» 
was  over.  As  It  is.  the  time  of  the  ad- 
vance and  its  amount  has  to  be  ofTsot 
against  the  fact  that  there  Is  In  every 
year  strong  prol)ability  of  some  rise  in 
August. 

This  Is  not  an  arbitrary  matter,  but  j 
grows  out  of  the  fact  that  In  August 
crops  become  sufficiently  secure  to  justify 
some  discounting  of  expected  earnings 
during  the  fall.  'I'his  year  the  market  has 
advanced  in  the  face  of  somewhat  unfav- 
orable conditions.  There  has  been  too 
much  rain,  there  have  been  gold  ship- 
ments, a  corn  corner  and  a  disturbing 
anthracite  strlk-^.  Settlement  of  the 
strike,  good  we;ither  In  August,  cessa- 
tion of  gold  exports  and  assurances  of 
business  prosper! t.v  may  make  a  basis  for 
an  August  move.  Against  this  is  a  ques- 
tion of  whether  the  money  situation  is 
such  as  to  cause  market  manipulators 
to  endeavor  to  rtalize  earlier  than  usual 
and  on  conditions  that  are  expected  to 
bring  public  buying. 

We  think  it  a  market  In  which  traders 
can  best  form  th-ir  opinions  by  watching 
developments  from  day  to  day.  If  the 
market  has  a  good  undertone  of  strength 
for  a  week  or  ten  days,  it  wi..  probably 
go  higher.  If  It  gets  weak  and  shows  evi- 
dences of  realizing,  it  will  be  an  Indication 
that  the  midsummer  rise  has  culminated.

Bache  to  Paine,  Webber  &  Co.:  The 
steady  and  material  advance  In  stocks 
this  week  can  be  accounted  for  only  by 
Including  In  calculations  the  same  gen- 
eral considerations  which  have  underlain 
the  market  for  so  long  a  time,  although 
it  is  i)laln.

The  mon- 
etary outlook  Is  certainly  no  more  clear 
than  It  has  been,  excent  that  further  gold 
shipments  have  been  checked  by  the  ad- 
vance In  sterling  exchange  in  Paris  and 
Berlin.  Little  time  remains  In  which  any

OVERCROWDED. 

Captain   Shields    Report    On 
Transport  Drayton  Grange. 

Melbourne,  Australia.  Aug.  9.— Capt. 
Shields,  medical  ofTicer  of  the  trans- 
port Drayton  Grange,  from  South 
Africa,  has  made  a  report  in  which  he 
says: 

The  overcrowding  of  the  ship  vas 
shameful  and  scandalous  and  without 
consideration  for  health  or  loss  of  life. 
The  air  was  poisonous  and  foul  and 
the  deck.s  were  always  wet,  causing 
pleurisy  and  pneumonia.  Capt.  Shields 
adds  that  the  supply  of  medicine  on 
board  was  absurd,  and  that  the  condi- 
tion of  the  ship  was  directly  respon- 
sible for  the  epidemic  and  deaths  on 
board. 


A  dispatch  to  the  London  Times  from 
Melbourne,  Aug.  7,  reported  that  th.» 
Drayton  Grange  had  arrived  there  from 
South  Africa  greatly  overcrowded  and 
with  many  on  board  ill.  Five  men  died 
on  the  voyage  and  ninety  were  taken  to 
hospitals  in  Melbourne. 


MATCHES  KILLED  HIM. 
Peru,  Ind.,  Aug.  9.— William  Fuller, 
aged  63.  ex-sheriff  of  Scotland  county. 
Mo.,  and  a  veteran  of  the  civil  war, 
died  today  from  the  effects  of  eating 
mptches.  a  liabit  he  contracted  wliile 
serving  In  the  army.  He  thought  the 
phosphorous   was  a   stimulant.

MOST  BRUTAL 


Was    Murder     of     Mrs. 

George  WoH  By  Her 

Husband. 

St.  Paul,  Augr.  9. — A  Chippewa  Palls, 
Wis.,  special  to  the  Dlspath  says:  The 
capture  of  George  Wolf  closes  one  of 
the  most  brutal  and  inhuman  murders 

ever  committed  in  Ch  ppewa  county. 
Wolf  and  his  ^ylfe  did  not  agree,  he 
charging  her  with  keeping  company 
with  other  men.  This  led  to  a  strong 
feeling  of  Jealousy.  wMch  terminated 
in  a  well  planned  murder.  On  June 
27  Wolf  was  absent  from  the  city  all 
day  and  the  evidence  shows  he  bor- 
rowed a  shovel  from  a  farmer  near 
where  the  body  was  found.  That 
nisrht  be  asked  his  wif(   to  go  Intp  the 


country  to  attend  a  dance.  He  drov* 
to  the  old  gravel  island  mill  site  and 
killed  and  buried  her  in  the  river  bed. 
So  incensed  were  people  over  the  bru- 
tality shown  that  the  authorities  feared 
violence  and  Wolf  was  taken  off  the 
train  at  the  Junction  on  the  south  side 
at  5  o'clock  this  morning  and  hurried 
to  Jail  in  a  rig  awaiting.  Five  hun- 
dred people  were  at  the  depot  last 
night  to  see  the  prisoner.  Wolf  ac- 
cused Laura  Kaiser,  a  young  girl,  of 
having  been  the  cause  of  his  wife's  be- 
havior. The  day  after  the  murder  he 
endeavored  to  entice  her  to  the  spot 
wher  his  wife  was  burled,  and  it  Is 
believed  for  the  purpose  of  taking  her 
life.  He  is  said  to  have  confessed  the 
murder  of  his  wife. 


DEAD  BODY 

Supposed  to   Be  That  oi 

William  Bartholin 

Found. 

Chicago,  Aiig.  9.— Another  mysterlo'as 
oeath  which  the  police  think  may  have 
a  connection  with  the  supposed  mur- 
der of  Minnie  Mitchell,  whose  dead 
body  was  found  in  a  vacant  lot  at 
Seventy-fourth  and  State  stieetss 
Thursday  night,  was  brought  to  light 
early  today  by  the  finding  of  the  dead 
body  of  an  unidentified  man  in  the 
woods  at  Nlnety-fo'arth  street  and 
Winchester  avenue.  The  man  had  evl- 
<3ently  shot  himself  in  the  mouth,  but 
two  chambers  of  the  revolver  found 
beside  him  had  been  discharged.  From 
descriptions  the  police  are  working  on 
the  theory  that  the  body  is  that  of 
William  Bartholin,  the  liancee  of  Min- 
nie Mitchell,  who  disappeared  some- 
time after  the  young  woman  was  mis- 
sing. Mrs.  liartholin,  who  mysterious- 
ly disappeared  shortly  before  her  son, 
has  not  ufe  yet  been  found.

There  is.  apiiarently.  no  uneasiness 
manifest  among  the  local  dealers  re- 
garding present  conditions.  They  have 
oeen  expecting  a  lull  in  the  business 
during  the  present  season  and  have 
been  agreeably  suri>rised  that  the  Du- 
luth real  estate  market  has  mainlaine<l 
si,  firm  an  undertone  as  has  been  noted 
from  week  to  week.  This  condition  of 
attairs  is  looked  on  as  very  encourag- 
ing for  the  fall  and  winter  trade,  which 
rone  of  the  I'eal  estate  men  hesilatu  to 
say    will    be   the  best   It   has   been   for 

years  rast.

The  old  problem  of  getting  housci,  to 
rent  is  again  coming  to  the  front.  An 
inciuiry  among  the  real  estate  and 
rental  agencies  of  the  city  discloses 
the  fact  that  there  are  practically  no 
houses  for  rejit  at  the  present  time. 
This  condition  is  likely  to  cause  un- 
easiness among  some  of  the  Duluthians 
who  gave  up  their  houses  last  spring 
to  move  to  Park  Point,  hoping  tliat 
hou.ses  would  be  more  plentiful  the 
couiing  fall  and  winter.  It  is  yet  too 
early  for  the  rush  of  house-seekers 
friun  the  Point,  but  when  it  does  come 
tiiere  will  be  a  lot  of  people  doomed  to 
uisaiiiH/hitment. 

It  must  also  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion that  a  large  amount  of  building 
has  been  going  on  this  summer  all 
over  the  city,  and  that  while  a  ma- 
joiity  of  the  new  ^buildings  are  either 
Hats  or  dwellings  for  rent,  there  is 
hardly  a  single  instance  where  th-j 
place  has  not  been  rented  far  in  ad- 
vance, in  some  cases  before  the  ground 
was  broken.  It  is  readily  seen  that 
the  building  activity  during  the  suir.- 
mer  season,  while  it  has  done  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  meeting  the  wants 
of  people  looking  for  hou.ses  to  rent, 
has  not  yet  met  the  demand,  and  the 
problem  of  locating  for  the  winter  is 
certain  to  prove  a  serious  one  :o  a 
great  many  people  who  axpect  to  reside 
in   Duluth. 

One  prominent   real   estate  man   said 

yesterday  that  he  had  an  inquiry  from 

a  gentleman  in  Minueaiiolis  for  a  house 

with  a  rental  of  about  $35  or  $40.     He 

,  sent  inquirits  to  all  the  rental  agencies 

i  that  he  knew  of.  hut  was  unable  to  lind 

'>  anything  suitable  for  the  price.     There 

'  were  a  few,  a  very  few.  houses  offered 

for   $50    i)er    month,    but    a    scarcity    of 

the  medium  priced  dwellings. 

Every  agency  notes  a  strong  demand 
for  hou.ses,  and  particularly  for  Hats, 
.ind  have  had  to  turn  people  down 
daily  who  were  searching  for  place.3  to 

live.

The  lack  of  housc-s  to  rent,  while  not 
a  pleasant  outlook,  for  people  who  wish 
to  come  to  the  city  to  reside,  is  an 
encouraging  feature  in  another  way — 
it  should  prove  one  of  the  strongest 
factors  in  convincing  investors  from 
the  outside  that  Duluth  is  a  good  city 
in  which  to  put  their  money.  TJie  con- 
tinued demand  for  houses  and  flats, 
in  view  of  tlie  immense  amount  of 
building  that  has  been  going  on,  de- 
notes a  steady  growth  of  the  city  and 
the  demand  means  that  there  certainly 
must  be  good  returns  on  investments 
made  in  the  way  of  houses  and  flat 
buildings.  Said  a  Veal  estate  man  yes- 
terday: 

"I  have  always  believed  that  a  row 
of  dwellings  located  in  the  East  End, 
somewhere  above  Superior  street,  ail 
heated  from  the  same  plant,  would  be 
a  paying  proposition.  I  have  urged 
somethinjj  of  this  kind  on  my  clients, 
but  they  do  not  seem  to  take  kindly  t<) 
it.  We  need  very  much  a  number  of 
these  liouses  with  from  four  to  six 
rooms  for  the  small  families  now  look- 
ing for  homes.  Houses  of  the  size 
could  be  buiit  that  would  rent  for  $16 
or  $17  per  month.  It  seems  a  strange 
thing  that  Duluth  investors  are  not 
doing  something  in  this  line  of  build- 
ing. There  is  at  the  present  time 
about  $11,000,000  of  Duluth  money  on 
deposit  in  the  various  banks  of  the" 
city.  The  banks  are  not  paying,  on  an 
average,  more  than  2V2  per  cent  on 
time  derK>sits  and  are  in  turn  getting 
about  4  per  cent  from  the  grain  men 
and  some  others.  Every  real  estate 
man  in  the  city  knows  that  money  in- 
vested in  dwellings  or  flats  is  paying 
at  least  10  i)er  cent  on  the  investment 
and  in  many  cases  it  is  paying  more. 
The  trouble  is  people  with  money  are 
\\aiting  for  a  kind  of  boom  which  they 
expect  is  coming. 

'■Peo;ile  do  not  stop  to  realize  what 
the  immense  amount  of  improvement 
work  that  has  been  going  on  this  year 
has  meant  to  this  city.  They  read  in 
the  papers  of  this  improvement  and 
that  imj)rovement  that  is  being  made, 
but  do  not  consider  the  aggregate, 
for  Instance  the  Northern  Pacific  com- 
pany's big  improvements,  the  en- 
larging and  rebuilding  of  our  big 
wholesale  houses  and  retail  mercan- 
tile establishments,  new  public  build- 
ings, street  railway  improvements, 
water  and  gas  extensions  and  the  hun- 
dreds of  new  homes  that  are  going  up. 
This   has   been    a   remarkable   year   in 

building  activity."

IS  FIRED 

An  Attempt  Made  to  Burn 
the  Illinois  Town. 

The  Loss  Will  Reach  Hun= 
dreds  of  Thousands. 


P?or!a,  TU..  An.cr.  11.— A  bold  attempt 
was  made  at  noon  today  to  fire  the 
lubinesis  portion  of  the  city.  The  losses 
iULluOo:  lIor;ice  Clark  &  Sons'  mill, 
$100,000;  Neumiller's  livery  barn  and 
twenty  horses.  $50,000;  OLearys  under- 
taking  establishment.    $2r).0O0. 

The  Xeumiller  Livery  lompany's  liv- 
ery barns  at  600  Adania  street  were 
tired  by  an  Incendiury  and  twenty 
horses  were  suffocated.  Only  one  horse 
was  saved  from  the  fire.  The  entire 
stock  of  carriages  was  destroyed. 

The  OLeary  establishment  and  con- 
tents are  a  total  loss.  The  NeumlHer 
barns  are  in  a  thicky  built-up  section 
ot  the  city,  and  at  this  time  it  is  feared 


the  flames  will  spread  to  adjoining 
buildinKs.  Previous  to  this  fire  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  fire  the  store  room.3 
and  offices  of  the  Val  Blatz  Brewing 
company,  a  few  blocks  away.  A  resi- 
dence was  tired  early  this  morning. 

The  fire  bUR  has  played  havoc  in 
Peoria  for  months,  and  the  reward  of 
$500  does  not  effect  his  capture. 

While  the  Neumiller  fire  was  raging 
the  torch  was  applied  to  the  roller 
mills  of  Horace  Clark  &  Sons,  a  few 
blocks  away,  and  the  entire  plant 
was  wiped  out.  It  is  singular  that  the 
founder  of  the  company  died  early  this 
morning  of  paralysis,  in  the  person  of 
Horace  Clark.  The  police  think  they 
have  arrested  the  fire  bug. 


THE  DEATH  OF  M'MILLAN 


Will  Be  Keenly  Felt  In   National   Circles— He   Was 

a  Wise  Counsellor  and  a  Man  Whose 

Advice  Was  Always  Sought. 


Oyster  Bay.  Aug.  11.— Senator  Bur- 
rows of  Michigan  arrived  here  today 
and  took  luncheon  with  the  president. 
He  was  gieatly  shocked  and  deeply 
grieved  by  the  announcement  of  the 
death  of  his  colleague,  Mr.  McMillan. 

"Senator  McMillan  was  one  of  the 
strongest  and  best  men  of  Michigan," 
said  he.  "and  his  death  will  be  a 
severe  blow  to  the  state  as  well  as  to 
the  nation.  He  was  a  wise  counsellor 
and  a  dis^tinguished  statesman,  and  one 
of  the  most  potent  influences  in  the 
senate.  His  political  and  business 
vision  was  keen  and  his  advice  always 
■was  sought  upon  any  great  question 
affecting  his  party  or  his  country.  It^ 
Michigan  he  was  loved  and  honoreci 
at'ove  almost  any  other  man,  and  his 
J. lace  wil  be  difficult  to  fill.  The  na- 
tional capital  loses  in  him  one  of  its 
ablest  and  most  inlluential  friends,  for, 
as  chairman  of  the  senate  committee 
on  the  District  of  Coumbia,  he  was  ii. 
a  positin  to  promote,  if  not  ubsoluicly 
to  carry  out,  his  comprehensive  ideas 
ns  to  the  development  of  Washington. 
His  death  will  be  mourned  univer.sally." 

The  news  of  Senator  McMillan's 
death  came  to  the  president  in  a  teie- 
gram  from  Representative  Corlis.'s,  wno 
had  received  the  tidings  at  Detroit. 
President  Roosevelt  was  deeply 
Shocked     by     the    information,    as    his 


personal    relations    with    Senator    Mc- 
Millan  were   very   close. 

Detroit,  Aug.  11. — Congressman  John 
B.  Corliss  today  received  from  Oyster 
Bay,  L.  I.,  the  following  telegram  in 
answer  to  one  sent  to  President  Roose- 
velt ann<«unclng  the  death  of  Senator 
McMillan: 

"The  president  learns  with  deep  re- 
gret of  the  death  of  Senator  McMillan, 
and  wLshes  you  will  extend  to  the 
members  of  his  family  his  deep  sym- 
pathy in    their   bereavement. 

"WILLLIAM  LOEB. 

"Acting  Secretary." 

No  definite  arrangements  have  yet 
been  made  for  the  funeral  of  Senator 
McMillan.  They  will  probably  be  de- 
cided upon  soon  after  the  arrival  of 
his  sons  at  Manchester-by-the-Sea  to- 
day. 

President  William  E.  Livingston  of 
the  Lake  Carriers"  assciation  has  re- 
quested that  all  vessels  in  the  associa- 
tion carry  their  flags  at  half-mast,  out 
of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Senator 
McMillan.  The  Wayne  circuit  courts 
adjourned  immediately  after  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  senator's  death  this 
morning,  a  special  meeting  of  the  com- 
mon council  was  held  before  noon  to 
take  suitable  action  on  the  death,  and 
the  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  ex- 
change and  a  number  of  corporations 
in  which  the  senator  was  a  stockhold- 
er will  hold  meetings  this  aft^i^ioon  to 
take  suitable  action.

Copenhagen,  Aug.  11.— The  official 
organ  of  the  Press  Exhibition,  which 
was  opened  here  on  June  14,  prints  a 
letter  from  Thomas  A.  Edison  in  reply 
to  queries  as  to  his  opinions  concern- 
ing motor,  traction  and  aerial  naviga- 
tion.

Toledo,  Ohio,  Aug.  11.— O.  E.  Hunter, 
a  former  roomer  with  Mrs.  Annie  Bar- 
tholin, found  murdered  in  Chicago,  is 
now  in  this  city.  He  talks  in  a 
straightforward  manner  concerning  his 
seven  months  tenantcy  of  the  Bartholin 
house.  He  left  Chicago  on  Friday, 
Aug.  1,  coming  here  in  response  to  a 
letter  from  his  brother,  ex-County 
Treasurer  Samuel  A.  Hunter.  His  story 
is  this: 

"To  the  best  of  my  recollection  the 
last  time  I  saw  Mrs.  Bartholin  was  on 
July  4,  when  I  paid  ner  my  rent.  I 
hardly  ever  saw  her .  except  on  pay 
day.  I  often  met  young  Bartholin  at 
the  cigar  store  on  the  corner  of  Forty- 
third  and  Calumet,  whpse  proprietor  is 
my  nephew.  He  appeared  to  be  a  pop- 
ular young  fellow,  well  esteemed  in  the 
neighborhood.'  - 

Mrs  Bartholin  disappeared  on  July 
8,  and  two  or  three  <1^8  after  that  he

Town  of  Petit  Ooave  Was 
Reduced  to  Ashes. 


Over  Four  Thousand  Peo- 
ple Are  Homeless. 


Port  Au  Prince  Hayti.  A  jg.  11.— The 
correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press 
visited  Petit  Goavo  yes  erday  and 
found  that  the  town  had  bi?en  entirely 
destroyed,  there  being  nothing  left  but 
a  pile  of  ruins.  About  4000  persons  are 
homeless  and  greatly  in  need  of  assist- 
ance. The  greater  number  of  iheni 
have  sought  shelter  in  the  Simmoiiils 
factories,  near  the  town.  The  French 
cruiser  D'Assas  arrived  at  Petit  Goave 
yesterday  with  provisions  lor  the  suf- 
ferers and  returned  to  Port  Au  Prince 
with  200  women  and  childrer  and  fifteen 
wounded  men.  The  authorities  refused 
to  permit  the  Firminists  to  leave,  fear- 
ing they  would  go  to  other  points  to 
take  up  arms  again. 

Each  party  accuses  the  olher  of  hav- 
ing set  fire  to  Petit  Goave,  but  th* 
general  belief  is  that  Gen.  Chlcoye, 
the   Firminist  commander,   resolved   to 


destroy  the  town  when  he  saw  tl'.at 
he  could  not  hold  it  against  the  Fou- 
chardists. 


A  Port  Au  Prince  dispatch  on  Satur- 
day last  gave  news  of  the  burning  of 
Petit  Goave  after  an  attack  had  been 
made  on  the  place  by  Fouchardlsts. 
According  to  that  dispatch.  Gen.  Chl- 
co.ve.  who  is  minister  of  the  Interior  in 
the  Firminist  provisional  government, 
set  fiire  to  the  town  and  abandoned  it. 

Washington,  Aug.  11. — Minister  Po- 
well has  cabled  the  state  department 
from  Cape  Haytien  that  the  provisional 
(Vasquez)  government  of  Hayti  has 
notified  the  United  States  legation  that 
Gonaives.  Port  De  Paix,  Petit  Goavo 
and  St.  Marie  provinces  are  In  rebellion. 
The  government  troops  captured  Petit 
Goave  after  strong  resistance,  in  which 
many  lives  were  lost.  Firmlns  troops 
in  retreating  from  the  place  set  fire  to 
and  destroyed  the  town.

MATTERS 


Recent      Decision      May 
Affect  Northern  Pac- 
ific Yard  Plans. 


Yard  Arranged  With  View 

to  Running  Via  West 

Superior. 


New     Lumber    Rate    to 

Southwestern  Points 

Effective  Aug.  18. 


It  is  claimed  by  local  railroad  men 
that  if  the  Noithern  PaclHc  iomv>;iMy 
rt-sumes  its  train  service  between  Du- 
luth  and  West  Duiuth  over  the  old  St. 
P;.ul  &  Duiuth  road  and  reopens  the 
Twentieth  avenue  station,  as  the  court 
has  Just  decided  that  it  must  do,  the 
plans  of  the  railway  company  for  its 
tiain  service  in  connection  with  lis 
new  yards  on  Rice's  Point  will  be  ser- 
iously  interfered   with. 

With  the  HllinK  in  of  the  low  ground 
on  the  ui>per  end  of  Itice's  Point  anvl 
the  construction  of  its  new  yards  there, 
the  railway  company  has  Just  about 
finished  a  fine  double  track,  whicli 
leaves  the  main  line  between  Seven- 
teenth avenue  west  and  Garfield  avenue 
and  runs  in  an  alinost  direct  line  lO 
the  Northern  Pacific  bridge  across  ti-.e 
bay  at  the  foot  of  the  Point.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  double  track  has  been 
built  for  the  express  purpose  of  taking 
care  of  the  passenger  trains  in  and  out 
of  the  city  by  way  of  West  Supei  icr. 
and  that  the  idea  of  the  double  track 
was  to  do  away  with  any  annoying 
stoppages  for  switches  or  to  wait  for 
freight  trains  to  switch  off  the  track. 

It  is  also  said  to  have  been  the  in- 
ttntion  of  the  comjmny  to  remove  the 
Twentieth  avenue  station  to  the  point 
where  the  double  track  leaves  the  main 
line  at  nhe  head  of  Garfield  avenue, 
and  establish  a  yard  ofTice  there. 

If  the  company  reopens  its  Twentieth 
avenue  station  at  the  point  where  it  is 
now  located,  railroad  men  say  that 
the  company's  plans  for  its  yards  will 
be  seriously  interfered  with. 

NEW  LUMBER  RATE 

To  Northwestern  Points   Ef- 
fective August  18. 

Noiice  that  the  advance  in  the  lum- 
ber rate  from  the  Northwest  on  all 
lines  will  become  effective  Aug.  18  was 
received  today  by  the  local  traffic  offi- 
cials. The  advance  is  that  made  last 
week  at  a  meeting  in  <  'hicago  of  the 
representatives  of  all  the  lines  in  Min- 
nesota and  Wisconsin  that  are  engaged 
in  the  lumber  carrying  business.  It 
afieits  not  alone  the  rate  to  the  South- 
west, but  in  ail  directions  out  of  the 
Tv,  in  (Mties.  The  rate  has  been  ad- 
vanced 2  cents  from  the  Twin  Cities, 
-ivhich  will  mean  a  ?>-cent  raise  for  the 
lumber  shipping  points  north  of  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis. 

The  advance  puts  the  lumber  rates 
back  to  the  old  basis,  or  to  the  rates 
established  before  the  Northwestern 
lines  began  the  jugg^ling  process.  It 
restores  the  6-cent  differential  between 
the  Northwestern  and  the  ±win  City 
rates. 

TntHc  men  claim  that  the  advance 
will  not  affect  the  lumber  trade  from 
Ihi.^  and  other  Northwestern  points. 
Lunil'er  has  been  moving  pretty  freely 
from  the  head  of  the  lakes  at  the  re- 
duced rate,  and  they  say  there  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  restoration 
of  the  old  rate  will  make  any  appre- 
ciable difference  because  the  advanced 
rates  affect  all  the  otlier  Northwestern 
points  as  well  as  Duiuth.  It  Is  also 
said  that  the  lumbermen  will  not  be 
averse  to  the  change  in  conditions 
when  they  come  to  understand  that  the 
rates  will  remain  settled  for  some  time 
tocome.  While  the  roads  were  juggl- 
ing with  the  rates  the  lumbermen  were 
at  a  loss  to  make  contracts  for  future 
deliveries,  because  they  did  not  know 
what  the  rate  might  be  in  thirty  days 
from  the  date  sale.

THE  FINAL  DATE. 

Primary  Election  Filings  Must 
Be  Made   By   August  27. 

All  persons  thinking  of  filing  for  the 
primary  election  must  do  so  before 
Aug.  27,  for  that  is  the  last  day  that 
feature  of  a  man's  campaign  can  be 
done.  Not  a  per.^on  filed  this  morning, 
which  is  nuite  unusual. 

There  has  been  considerable  dispute 
whether  Aug.  26  or  27  is  the  last  ciay, 
and  Attorney  General  Douglas  has  re- 
ceived a  dozen  inquiries  from  county 
auditors. 

Mr.  Douglas  finds  that  the  statutory 
rule  applying  to  the  computation  of 
periods  of  time  makes  Aug.  27  the  last 
day  for  filing.  There  are  two  lines  of 
decision  by  the  Minnesota  courts  on  the 
computation  of  time,  the  earlier  of 
which  wculd  have  excluded  both  the 
last  day  for  filing  and  the  day  of  the 
primary  election  from  the  twenty  days 
which  must  elap.se  between  the  last  day 
of  filing  and  the  primary  election.  The 
later  decisions,  however,  include  in 
such  periods  one  of  the  limiting  days 
and  excludes  the  other,  making  Aug.  27 
the  last  day  for  filing.

Proposition  Before 

the  Council. 


Is  Expected  to    Declare 

For    Acquirement 

of   Plant. 


West  Duiuth  People  Very 

Anxious  That  City 

Shall    Buy. 


After  Ecveral  years  of  negotiations 
and  several  months  of  red  tape,  an  or- 
dinance will  probably  be  passed  by  the 
council  tonight  declaring  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  West  Duiuth  water  plant 
for  $140,000,  less  $15,000  water  rentals 
due  the  city  from  the  West  Duiuth 
company. 

This  ordinance  makes  provisional 
agreement  for  the  purchase  of  the  sys- 
tem, l)Ut  before  it  becomes  an  actual 
purchase  agreement  it  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  people  for  ratifi- 
cation at  a  special  election  to  be  held 
not  less  than  two  months  after  the 
passing  of  the  provisional  agreement 
ordinance. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  Is  that  the 
city  is  getting  the  West  Duiuth  sys- 
tem at  a  bargain,  and  consequently 
there  is  no  opposition  to  the  purchase. 

The  board  of  water  and  light  com- 
missioners— men  selected  from  private 
life  on  account  of  their  general  busi- 
ness .ability,  to  manage  the  municipal 
Wilier  and  light  service,  have  gone  into 
the  purchase  proposition  most  exten- 
sively, and  in  the  recent  semi-annual 
report  of  the  department 'have  this  to 
say: 

"The  purchase  of  the  West  Duiuth 
plant  will  not  only  enable,  us  to  reduce 
the  water  rates  to  the  people  of  that 
plate,  but  when  operpited  in  connection 
with  our  present  system,  will  serve  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  water  to  consumers 
in  the  city  generally,  and  such  pur- 
chase will  give  the  city  the  entire  con- 
trol of  the  gas  and  water , business." 

Business  men  aie  urging  the  pur- 
chase of  the  West  Duiuth  plant,  and 
the  people  of  that  jtart  of  the  city  are 
most  anxious  for  it.,  They  have  been 
paying  out  their  good  money  for  sev- 
eral ye.ir8,  first  to  assist  in  the  pur- 
ciiase  of  the  municipal  plant,  and  since 
then  to  conduct  it,  but  have  received 
none  of  the  benefits. 

West  Duiuth  at  present  has  no  gas 
scrvite,  and  it  is  proposed  to  give  the 
community  the  benefit  of  the  cheaper 
fuel  at  Just  as  early  a,  date  us  possible, 
if  the  purchase  proposition  goes 
through,  as  it  undoubtedly  will. 

It  requires  a  four-sevenths  vole  of 
tl:e  people  to  ratify  a  purchase  ardi- 
nance,  if\  whith  property  is  ac(iuired 
by  the  city  from  a  Corporation,  though 
it  is  only  necessary  to  have  a  majority 
vote  to  acquire  the  property  by  con- 
demnation.

Torn  From  Their  Graves 

By  Wild  Rushing 

Waters. 

Madison,  N.  J.,  Aug.  11. — The  cloud- 
burst last  night  caused  devastation  in 
Hillside  cemetery.  About  seventy-five 
caskets  were  uncovered  by  the  rushing 
waters,  and  many  of  them  were  swept 
av.ay  from  the  graves  in  which  ihey 
had  lain.  The  cemetery  is  situated 
partly  on  a  hill,  but  a  brook  and  ravine 
traverse  the  other  portion  of  it.  The 
water  backed  up  and  swept  across,  the 
lower  part  of  the  cemetery.  For  a  dis- 
tance of  about  400  feet  the  torrent 
carrie.l  everything  before  it.  and  for  a 
width  of  fifty  feet  the  graves  were 
washed  out.  Today  coffins  were  found 
strewn  about  in  all  directions.  Some 
of  the  bodies  were  found  a  mile  froni 
the  cemetery,  and  it  is  believed  that 
others  were  washed  Into  the  Pasoilc 
river.  Up  to  1(»:30  o'clock  forty  bodies 
had  been  recovered.

01  Native    Life  in   Brit- 
ish West  India 
Isles. 


Something   About  Nevis 
Where  AlexanderHamil- 
ton  Was  Born. 

Probably  you  have  never  heard  of 
Nevis.  It  is  one  of  these  little  islands 
that  string  In  a  graceful  curve  from 
British  Guiana  to  the  Greater  Antilles, 

with  coraline  reefs  and  shallows  on 
the  outer  side,  and  Impressive  deeps  In 
the  Carribbean  that  they  bound,  writes 
C.  M.  Skinner  In  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 
It  is  one  of  the  least  populous  and  Im- 
portant of  the  chain  and  in  the  adver- 
tised allurements  the  steamship  com- 
pany make  no  reference  to  It,  though 
It  Is  known  to  some  Americans  as  no 
less  than  the  spot  of  earth  where  Alex- 
ander Hamilton  was  born.  There  Is 
nothing  left  of  the  house  but  a  bit  of 
foundation  wall,  which  any  one  of  the 
2000  negro  boys  will  insist  on  showing 
to  you  for  a  penny, 

Nevis  is  like  the  others  of  the  An- 
tilles, a  volcano  sunken  deep  into  the 
sea.  Its  top  emerging  in  green  heights, 
the  shores  of  its  little  bays  curving 
gracefully  and  vegetation  coming  so 
near  tlie  water  that  the  leaves  of  t!io 
banana  overhang  the  spray.  There  Is 
nothing  more  picturescjue  than  the  vil- 
lages of  fishermen  and  fisherwomen, 
with  their  setting  of  these  broad  leaved 
plants  and  the  nets  hung  to  dry  Just 
out  of  reach  of  the  surf.  1  suppose  the 
natives  catch  fish  or  there  wouldn't  be 
nets,  but  the  results  of  their  work  are 
not  strikingly  in  evidence.  The  people 
would  rather  have  salt  cod  from  New- 
foundland than  gar  pike  out  of  their 
own  waters,  or  even  the  huge  tarpon 
that  occasionally  frisk  across  our  bows. 
The  principal  settlement  on  this 
island  is  Charlestown,  whit-h  is,  I  Judge, 
about  a  mile  long  and  contains  sleen 
hundred  inhabitants.  I  have  no  head 
for  figures,  therefore  I  cannot  certify 
to  this.  Most  of  Charlestown  is  a  street 
that  winds  in  the  most  casu-al  and  care- 
less way  along  tje  country,  not  trying 
to  keep  very  parallel  with  the  shore, 
and  lined  with  residences  and  shops 
that  average  poor.  You  realize  that 
you  are  not  beyond  the  reach  of  civil- 
izing influences,  because  appended  to 
the  wooden  shutters  of  the  shops  are 
llacards  that  urge  you  to  take  Bleach- 
em's  squills  for  illness  and  Old  Mother 
Graves'  syrup  for  worms.  One  of  our 
party  invested  in  the  syrup  because  he 
thought  it  would  bring  up  the  earth- 
worms in  a  vacant  lot  and  he  wanted 
bait  for  tarpon. 

But  Nevis  and  Antigua  grow  better 
crops  than  mangoes.  They  raise  sugar, 
like  the  other  Islands — indeed,  sugar  is 
the  West  Indian  crop,  and  the  people 
aie  starving  to  death  on  It  because  the 
American  market  is  narrowing.  And 
they  have  what  they  call  cedars,  and 
especially  there  are  jasmins.  With  us 
the  jasmin  is  a  potted  plant  that  will 
grow  to  a  height  of  six  inches  if  you 
sit  up  with  it  nights,  but  that  more 
usually  dies  in  the  first  week  and  never 
comes  up  again.  Imagine,  then,  a  jas- 
min fifteen  feet  high  and  loaded  with 
blossoms  of  nearly  the  size  of  a  rose — 
say  as  large  as  the  palm  of  a  child's 
hand.  These  blooms  are  while,  with 
lines  of  pink  in  the  throat,  and  there  i:? 
anctther  variety  which  bears  red  blos- 
soms. After  a  rain  the  earth  will  be 
dotted  with  the  Howers,  and  the  frag- 
rance has  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated. 
Al  night  the  odor  of  jasmin  which 
comes  upon  you  a.s  you  wander  through 
the  dark,  crooked  streets,  is  a  bath  in 
th-^  air  of  paradise. 

.•\nilgua— which  they  call  Anteega  - 
was  found  by  Columbus  on  his  second 
voyajre.  It  sounds  as  if  it  was  namec' 
for  something  in  Spain.  Nevis— well, 
a  youthful  citizen  of  black  persuasion 
gave  this  strange  information,  and 
with  a  graven  countenance:  "Christo- 
pher Columbus,  he  call  thia  island 
Nevis  because  it  reminded  him  so  much 
of  a  mountain  in  Scotland." 

These  colored  brothers  say  strangv- 
things  with  fewer  tremors  than  you 
might  think.  For  instance,  a  member 
from  Indianapolis  went  ashore  and  was 
pursuing  his  peaceful  way  througM 
town,  V.  hen  a  polite  and  dapper  negro, 
wearing  a  .sort  of  official  air.  Inter- 
cepted him  and  asked  if  he  had  re- 
ceived permission  to  go  ashore.  He 
told  the  negro  that  he  did  not  know 
permi-ssion  was  required.  The  negrts 
looked  at  him  doubtingly  for  a  mo- 
ment, and  said:  "Well,  the  board  of 
health  .says  that  all  strangers  must  get 
their  hair  cut."  The  member  from  In- 
dianapolis thought  this  queer,  yet,  as 
he  was  in  a  country  where  infections 
are  often  and  severe,  he  presumed  it 
was  a  modern  precaution  against  car- 
rying microbes  on  one's  head.  They 
don't  mind  the  microbes  you  take  out 
with  fine-tooth  combs,  but  the  kind 
that  breeds  yellow  Jack  and  such  will 
frighten  them.  The  Indianapolis  man 
was  Just  about  following  the  negro  to  a 
barber  shop  he  said  he  knew,  when  .-i 
policeman  appeared  and  the  neyro 
sloped. 

•Who  is  that  fellow?"  asked  the  vis- 
itor, as  he  pointed  to  the  flying  figure. 

"That's  the  principal  barber  her''." 
replied  the  policeman.  And  the  mem- 
ber from  Indianapolis  hasn't  had  his 
hair  cut  yet. 

For  such  as  pass  away  in  affluence— 
and  afllutnce  in  the  West  Indies  is 
from  $10  a  week— there  are  monuments 
in  the  churchyards  and  in  th.^ 
churches  In  the  cathedral  of  St.  John, 
Antigua— one  I  have  before  alluded  to 
as  inclosed  in  stone  after  the  original 
exterior  had  been  shattered  by  a  hur- 
ricane—the marble  monuments  set  into 
the  wooden  walls  have  a  curious,  mis- 
fit look.  These  churches  are  queer  ob- 
jects to  the  northerner.  Commonly 
there  are  no  windows  In  them.  That 
is  because  the  worshippers  want  a 
draft.  Or,  there  may  be  three  or  tour 
stained  windows  in  the  chancel,  if  it  is 
a  Church  of  En::land,  and  not  anotner 
shred  of  gla.ss  in  the  place.  An  Eng- 
ll.sh  clergyman  fans  himself  as  he  reads 
his  service  in  the 'candle  light,  a  mu- 
latto organist  starts  the  music,  and  a 
choir  of  negroes  and  yellow  boys  sins 
the  responses.  The  congregation  is  W 
per  cent  in  the  shade,  and  these  who 
are  white  have  a  delicacy  of  whiteness, 
that  is.  the  women  have,  which  is 
singularlv  flower-like  and  almost  pa- 
thetic. They  remind  you  of  trans- 
planted lilies  in  a  soil  of  doubtful  fit- 
ness Those  English  girls  with  golden 
locks  falling  over  their  shoulders,  tiieir 
slender  forms  clad  in  white,  attract  the 
eye  with  a  sort  of  greedy  wonder  in 
these  temples.  In  their  dark  sur- 
roundings and  in  the  light  of  lamps  and 
rolls  of  music,  they  seem  as  visitors 
from  another  sphere.  -    .     , 

Indeed,  the  only  Indication  of  bad 
blood  that  came  under  my  notice  v.as 
brought  out  In  a  trial  in  the  majls- 
trate's  court  In  Nevis.  A  queer  affair 
it  was.  The  court  room  was  a  bare 
place  without  windows.  The  magis- 
trate, a  serious,  bald  man  In  spectacles, 
who  was  understood  to  own  property 
and  to  be  "it,"  sat  behind  an  ordinary 
table  on  a  little  platform,  and  In  the 
room  were  three  or  four  policemen. 
silent,  grave  and  attaaUva,   when  not

or  Sulphurer.  The  people  who  did  the 
naming  hereaway  seem  to  have  been 
as  hard  put  to  It  as  the  people  of  our 
country  who  have  covered  the  land 
with  Sirithvilles  and  Jonesburgs  and 
have  divided  our  mountain  ranges  in- 
to peaks  whereto  they  have  annexed 
those  same  noble  names  of  Smith  and 
Jones.  For  you  will  find  a  Soufri^e 
on  St.  Vincent,  on  Dominica,  on  St. 
Lucia,  on  Guadelope,  and  if  you  don't 
happen  to  know  the  name  of  a  town 
in  which  you  find  yourself,  it  is  pretty 
.safe  to  call  it  Basse  Terre:  for  If,  by 
the  merest  accident,  the  name  should 
be  different,  the  mistake  will  seem 
natural    to   the   natives. 

Here  on  Dominica  are  a  few  of  the 
Caribs,  the  original  inhabitants.  When 
they  were  dis<-oveied  they  were  boil- 
ing and  eating  their  parents,  but  they 
seldom  cook  them  now.  This  island 
and  St.  Vincent  are  said  to  be  the 
only  spots  of  earth  where  Caribs  are 
left.  They  are  a  sober  people,  quiet, 
unobtrusive,  often  good  looking,  the 
women  especially,  with  their  steady, 
searching  bla<k  eyes  and  their  gaudy 
raiment.  But  while  the  beauties  of 
the  Island  and  of  their  people  might 
have  held  us  longer,  we  were  un- 
troubled in  our  souls  when  duty  called 
us  northward.  The  softening  influ- 
ences of  the  tropics  had  come  upon 
us  already,  and  w^e  weta  unfit  for 
work.  A  few  weeks  more  and  we 
should  have  become  West  Indians,  too, 
and  then  time  would  have  been  at 
a  standstill  for  us  till  we  ceased  to  be. 
For  these  are  lotus  lands,  the  lands 
of  light  and  loveliness,  and  seeing 
them,    other  lands   are   forgot.

Nearly     Four     Hundred 

Delegates  and  Thousand 

Visitors  Present. 


President  Lynch  Reviews 

Conditions  of   the 

Past  Year. 


Cincinnati,  Aug.  11.— The  forty-eighth 
annual  convention  of  the  International 
Typographical  union  began  its  session 
of  four  days  here  today  with  all  the 
365  delegates  present  and  over  1000 
visitors.  Pikes  opera  house  was 
crowded,  including  the  galleries  that 
were  mostly  occupied  by  women  who 
are  here  for  the  first  convention  of  the 
Ladies'  auxiliary. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  delivered 
by  Acting  Mayor  Charles  J.  Christie, 
Kdmund  O'Connell.  chairman  of  the 
local  committee  on  arrangements,  and 
Alvin  AIcReynolds.  president  of  the 
Cincinnati  union  No.  3.  to  which  Presi- 
dent James  T.  Lynch  responded. 

A  resolution  of  sympathy  and  support 
of  the  United  Mine  Workers  in  iheir 
anthracite  strike   was  adopted. 

The  following  officers  were  appointed: 
Assistant  secretary.  John  W.  Hayes; 
reading  clerk,  A.  W.  Thompson;  ser- 
KO.int-at-arms.  Harry  Lawrence;  mes- 
sengers, Frank  Foxman  and  Austin 
Davis.  , 

All  the  committees  were  announced, 
the  committee  on  law  consisting  of 
Hastings,  Crawford,  Benton,  Spies  and 
dwell. 

President  Lynch  made  his  annual 
report,   in  part  as  follows: 

The  greatest  problem  of  this  or  any 
other  age  i3  said  to  be  embraced  In  the 
sclonlitlc  creation  of  wealth  and  U3  sclen- 
tirtc  distribution.  Cav>ital  is  endeavoring 
to  solve  the  first  part  of  the  aueation. 
and  the  combination  of  wage-earners,  the 
labor  organizations,  the  latter.  To  this 
effort  the  International  Typographical 
union  has  contributed.  The  high  place 
of  the  printing  trade,  the  prosix  rlty  ot 
its  followers,  and  the  constantly  increas- 
ing rtmuneratlon  which  they  are  receiv- 
ing attests  in  a  measure  our  success. 
Happier  homes,  more  comforts,  greater 
education,  ehorter  hours  of  labor,  ana 
more  time  for  mental  development,  all 
th»iSe  add  to  the  welfare  of  a  country 
and  its  people,  and  afford  an  example  for 
the   encouragement   of    the   millions    who 

The  year  Just  clo.«ed  has  been  remark- 
able for  peace  and  transquility  in  our  in- 
dustrial relations.  The  employer  has  been 
brought  to  realize  the  value  of  recon- 
ciliation, a  doctrine  preached  for  years 
by  our  International,  and  that  policy  has 
been  more  than  ever  in  evidence  in  the 
settlement  of  disputes.  Wage  scales  have 
been  increased  in  the  jurisdiction  of  many 
unions.  There  has  been  but  one  serious 
strike  that  occuring  in  Rouses  Point, 
Kew  York. 


In  reviewing  the  entire  International 
field,  and  taking  into  eonsideralion  the 
many  bettermeni^  secured.  aiiU  without 
friction  .the  niomoershlp  hitji  reiuspn  for 
congratulation.  The  new  year  opens  weii, 
and  every  effort  will  be  maile  by  your  of- 
ficers to  avoid  confilcts,  and  at  the  same 
time  conserve  the  interests  of  local 
unions.  While  strikes  will  be  avoided 
where  possible,  yet  if  entered  into,  they 
will  be  pri>seeuted  with  all  the  vigor  that 
can  be  exercised,  and  will  not  be  abandon- 
ed until  the  unfair  employer  Is  made  to 
feel  the  terrible  cost  attendant  upon  ar- 
rogance and  a  refusal  to  accord  Ju.st  con- 
ditions. 

During  the  year  just  closed  several  im- 
portant newspapers  and  many  book  and 
jot)  ouices  have  been  unionized.  It  had 
Deen  maintained  that  the  employment  of 
union  labor  is  a  biusiness  proposition  and 
that  industrial  peace,  the  largest  possible 
output,  efficiency,  order  and  a  large  Held 
from  which  to  select  employes,  wore  all 
embraced  In  an  agreement  with  our  local 
unions. 

in  the  report  of  your  delegates  to  the 
American  >'ederation  of  Labor  there  oc- 
curs two  recommendations  to  which  your 
president  desires  to  direct  attention. 
Those  relate  to  the  autonomy  and  politi- 
cal propos.^.ons.  They  should  receive 
careful  consideration  by  the  members  and 
the  delegates.  Thus  far  the  International 
Typographical  union  has  steered  a  con- 
servative course.  It  has  avoided  all  tho 
dismal  panaceas  that  are  confidently  rec- 
ommended as  cure-alls  for  Industrial  Ills. 
It  is  not  your  presidents  intention  to  ad- 
vi.se  the  membership  or  the  convention 
either  for  or  against  any  particular  poli- 
tical po..cy.  His  personal  opinion  is  that 
the  wage-earners  of  this  country  will 
eventually  work  out  their  political  salva- 
tion and  that  they  will  do  It  without  ad- 
herence to  or  the  adoption  of  the  prin- 
ciples enunciated  by  any  particular  school 
of  thoug  ...  The  advice  of  last  year,  in 
the  remarks  on  this  subject,  jL.»at  we 
should  LoiiHne  our  action  to  the  admoni- 
tion to  study  all,  with  the  hope  that  wise 
selection  may  be  made'  is  as  sound  to- 
day. 

As  to  autonomy  versus  industrialism, 
it  is  a  fact  that  no  terms  are  more  wide- 
ly used  and  more  generallv  misunderstood 
by  trades-unionists.  Tne  convention 
should  express  itself  on  the  subject,  anil, 
as  the  Federation  delegates'  report  rec- 
ommends. It  would  be  well  to  refer  both 
the  politlcai  and  autonomy  propositions 
to  the  referendum  In  concise  questions 
and  allow  the  membership  to  express  its 
will  as  to  the  policy  that  should  be  pur- 
sued by  the  International  Typographical 
union  and  its  representativea  on  both  im- 
portant subjects. 

The  new  or  amended  arbitration  agree- 
ment is  being  taken  advantage  of  quite 
generally  by  publishers.  Owing  to  tne 
fact  that  the  agreement  Is  to  run  five 
years,  your  president  la  exercising  great 
care,  before  atttiching  signature,  to  estab- 
lish that  the  conditions  are  as  represented 
in  the  contract.  In  one  case  refusal  to 
sign  was  based  on  the  ground  that  the 
ofilce  was  an  open  one.  and  that  oven 
though  such  a  condition  might  be  satisfac- 
tory to  the  local  union  it  was  not  agree- 
able to  the  International  body.  Many  cf 
our  unions  were  under  the  impression  that 
they  should  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  lo- 
cal publishers  to  the  end  that  agreements 
might  be  executed.  They  were  advised 
differently.  The  benefits  under  the  agree- 
ment are  just  valuable  to  the  publlsh-r 
as  to  the  union.  If  the  jiublisher  believes 
that  he  does  not  need  the  protection  cf 
an  arbitration  agreement,  then  the  local 
union  can  rest  equally  content.  In  other 
wor('#,  we  stand  ready  to  arbitrate.  The 
inst'^iiment  has  been  provided;  it  remains 
lor  mo  publishers  to  do  the  rest. 

As  far  as  our  general  relatlcins  with  the 
American  Newspaper  Pupblishers'  asso- 
ciation are  concernetl,  it  can  be  said  that 
they   are  satisfactory. 

The  arbitration  idea  has  many  strong 
supporters  among  the  book  and  Job  em- 
ployers. 

The  covenant  at  piesent  in  force  between 
the  International  Typographical  union  .-.nd 
the  International  Stereotypers  and  Elec- 
trotypers'  union  offers  the  basts  for  effec- 
tive and  satisfactory  coalition  of  the  vari- 
ous branches  of  the  printing  industry. 
During  the  five  months  life  of  this  agree- 
ment, it  has  given  complete  satisfaction. 
As  far  as  the  industrial  Held  Is  concerned, 
under  this  agreement  there  is  but  one 
governing  body.  When  trouble  is  immin- 
ent, all  the  force  and  power  of  our  great 
federation  of  Interests  are  brought  to 
bear  to  secure  an  adjustment.  The  pub- 
lisher does  not  deal  with  one  trade— he 
faces  a  combination.  In  theory  and  effect, 
•'an  injury  to  one  is  the  concern  of  all." 
And  the  stereotypers  and  electrotypers 
pay  for  this  assistance.  They  demand  our 
aid  as  a  matter  of  right,  and  not  as  a 
matter  of  sympathy.     Would  not  the  in- 


terests of  every  follower  of  the  printing 
craft  be  conserved  by  such  a  general 
agreement? 

Contrarv  to  the  iflea.  frequently  ex- 
pressed, that  the  limit  of  machine  intro- 
duction has  been  reacheil,  these  devices 
continue  to  increase  both  as  to  number 
and  pattern.  Rumors  of  inventions  that 
will  again  revolutionize  the  printing  traJe 
frequently  reach  us.  btit  thus  far  they 
have   been    without    foundation. 

The  practice  of  securing  industrial  pear^e 
through  contracts  running  from  one  to 
live  years,  has  become  very  popular  with 
local"  unions  and  employers.  Hundreds 
of  these  covenants  are  now  in  existence. 
It  would  be  well  for  tho  convention  to 
recomnien<l  to  our  subordinate  unions 
that  wherever  possible  contracts  b^*  exe- 
cuted, and  that  these  contracts  contain 
arbitration  prov  isions  that  will  guarantee 
the  peaceable  operation  of  industrial  de- 
partments un<ler  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tracts, and  make  as  remote  as  possilj'e  tha 
chance  for  friction  and  trouble. 

The  desire  on  the  part  of  our  book  and 
job  memliers  lor  an  S-hour  day  is  begin- 
ning to  manliest  itself,  and  is  receiving 
encouragement  in  many  jurisdictions. 
That  the  S-honr  day  will  evetually  be  r-s- 
tabllshed  as  the  maximum  for  our  entire 
membership  goes  without  challenge.  "We 
trust  that  it  may  come  peaceably,  but  in 
any  event,  come  it  mu.«t.

While 
the  convention  Is  not  yet  an  accom- 
plished fact  the  negotiations  have  pro- 
ceeded far  enough  to  warrant  the 
statement  that  it  will  be  ready  for  the 
attention  of  the  senate  as  soon  as  that 
branch  of  the  government  assembles. 

Political  events  in  the  Northwest 
during  the  past  few  weeks  have  dem- 
onstrated that  those  who  opposed  con- 
ce.=«sion  to  tb  '  new  republic  during  the 
last  days  of  the  session  of  congress, 
which  recently  closed,  were  not  in  har- 
mony with  their  constituents.  While 
the  beet  sugar  industry  has  made  great 
strides  since  the.  iirst  factory  was 
establi.«hed,  some  -eight  or  ten  years 
ago,  it  has  not  grown  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  secure  the  unqualified  sup- 
port of  any  one  state.  California, 
Michigan,  Nebraska.  Minnesota  and 
New  York  rai.se  nmny  tons  of  sugar 
beets,  and  other  states  in  the  Union 
are  also  devoting  a  great  area  of  acre- 
age to  this  new  industry.  But  the 
same  states  are  als'o  heavily  interested 
in  the  produ<"tlon  6f  fiour.  meat  prod- 
ucts and  mahuf  \t'tuvc.<  which  Cuba 
needs.  While  sympathy  is  felt  for  the 
fathers  of  the  new  industry,  keene'-  in- 
terest Is  maintained  in  other  and  older 
commercial  affiMrs,  and  in  consequence 
the  men  who  looked  upon  the  sugar 
beet  as  the  prime  product  of  their  re- 
spective .states  have  found  that  they 
have  antagonized  ten  men  where  they 
pleased  one.  The  consequence  has  been 
i  that  those  members  who  opposed  the 
policy  of  President  McKinley  ;:^d  of 
Presi(^^  Rocwevelt.  and  Joined  the 
forces*  ti.  the  so-called  "insurgents," 
have  had  a  very  hard  time  in  explain- 
ing themselves  and  their  course  to  the 
people  who  .sent  them  to  Washington 
as  representatives  in  congress. 

Some  of  these  gentlemen  have  failed 
to  secure  renominatlons.  Others  pulled 
through  only  by  narrow  margins,  and 
still  others  will  probably  be  •let't  at  the 
post"  in  November. 
Still,  the  action  of  the  men  who  de- 


feated the  president's  Cuban  policy  has 
not  been  without  beneficial  results. 
Had  the  .so-called  reciprocity  bill  so- 
cured  a  majority  of  both  houses  of 
congress  there  would  liave  remained  no 
assurance  whatever  that  its  enactment 
into  law  would  have  resulted  in  prompt 
reciprocal  trade  concessions  on  the 
part  of  Cuba.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
Queen  of  the  Antilles,  like  ail  tropical 
and  semi-tropical  peoples,  are  much 
given  to  the  habit  of  putting  off  until 
tomorrf)w  what  ought  to  be  done  to- 
day. "Heista  Manyana" — wait  till  to- 
morrow— is  the  almost  universal  policy 
of  the  Snanii^h-Amertcan  people.  It  is 
therefore  easy  to  understand  that  if 
the  republic  of  Cuba  had  :<ecured 
everything  desired  from  the  V'nited 
States  through  legislative  enactment, 
her  statement  would  in  all  i)robabiiity 
have  insisted  that  "tomorrow"  would 
aflord  ample  oppoitunity  for  the  prep- 
aration of  a  reciprocal  trade  treaty, 
which  will  assure  to  American  farmers 
and  manufacturers  something  tangible 
in  return  for  heavy  tariff  reduction 
upon  Cuban  products. 

It  is  learned  that  the  forthcoming 
treaty  will  practically  assure  the  con- 
trol of  tho  Cuban  markets  to  the  Amer- 
icans. It  will  be  practically  a  re- 
enactment  of  the  piovislons  of  the 
treaty  between  Spain  and  the  United 
States,  which  was  nogotiated  by  for- 
mer Senator  Palmer  of  Michigan,  while 
T'nited  States  minister  to  Madrid,  and 
which  will  open  up  in  Cuba  a  market 
for  American  meats,  flour,  provisions 
and  machinery,  which  was  never  be- 
fore. Cuba  will  obtain  in  the  Ignited 
States  a  market  for  her  sugar,  tobacco 
and  fruits,  and  in  return  will  take 
what  she  needs  from  the  United  States 

instead  of  from  Europe.

Hundreds  O'f  larffe  contractors  in 
every  part  of  the  United  States  are  im- 
patiently awaiting  the  final  dei  ision  of 
the  president  upon  the  (luestlon  of  the 
isthmian  canal.  .Tust  as  soon  as  Mr. 
Roosevelt  is  ready  to  announce  that 
the  Atlantic-Pacific  connection  will  be 
constructed,  via  Panama,  or  via  Nicar- 
agua and  Costa  Rica,  the.se  gentlemen 
will  be  ready  to  submit  formal  pro- 
posals for  doing  the  work.  It  is  safe 
to  a.spert  that  there  is  not  a  contractor 
of  any  importance  in  the  country  who 
has  not  secured  every  possiide  bit  of 
information  available  as  to  the  charac- 
ter of  the  work  to  be  done  on  each  of 
the  routes.  They  know,  fully  as  well 
as  the  government  engineers,  just  what 
the  character  of  the  land  to  be  e.K- 
!  cavated  Is.  Some  of  them  have  made 
careful  estimates  as  to  the  number  of 
yards  of  earth  and  the  number  of  tons 
of  rock  to  be  removed  In  order  to  ob- 
tain a  waterway  through  either  or  both 
of  the  proposed  routes. 

it  is  quite  likely  that  a  syndicate 
will  be  formed,  comiK)sed  of  the  great 
railroad  liuilders  of  the  country — men 
who  nave  had  wide  experience  in  every 
state  of  the  Union — and  others  who 
have  in  the  past  performed  much  of 
the  work  upon  the  rivers  and  harbors. 
In  fact,  it  is  known  that  such  a  syndi- 
cate is  even  now  In  process  of  incuba- 
tion. 

Those  who  are  interested  have  ex- 
perts of  their  own  in  Central  America 
looking  over  the  two  routes.  When 
the  time  comes  they  will  be  ready  to 
bid  intelligently  for  the  work,  and  It 
is  more  than  likely  that  some  such 
syndicate  -^j^  tindertake  the  whole 
proje<>t     and      early      competition    will 

thereby  be  assured.

There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to 
the  final  approval  of  the  plant  of  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad  for  its  tunnel 
from  Jersey  City  to  Long  Island,  under 
both  the  North  and  East  rivers  and 
Manhattan  island.  The  late  Austin 
Corbin  had  a  dream  of  a  great  sea- 
port at  Mantauk  Point  at  the  extreme 
eastern  end  of  Long  Island.  He  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  a  railroad  terminal 
at    that    point    where      trans-Atlantic 


steamers  might  embark  an  1  debnrk 
passengers  and  .save  at  leasi  twenty- 
four  hours  in  time  between  Sjuthamp- 
ton  and  New  York. 

If  the  directors  of  the  Pennsylvania 
have  any  sucii  scheme  in  prospect, 
they  have  not  yet  made  the  fact  public, 
but  it  is  certain  that  when  the  con- 
templated improvements  are  perfected 
they  will  be  able  to  enter  JJew  York 
city  and  Long  Island  as  well  without 
the  aid   of  ferries. 

In  addition  to  the  work  in  iind  about 
New  York  city,  the  Pennsylvania  is 
spending  milliims  of  dollars  n  better- 
ments of  every  way  between  New 
York  city  and  Washington.  There  Is 
scarcely  a  mile  of  track  through  the 
streets  of  New  Jersey.  Delaware  uud 
Pennsylvania — right  down  to  Mason 
and  Dixon's  line — upon  which  a  gang  of 
men  can  not  be  .seen  at  work.  They 
are  building  stone  approaches,  elevat- 
ing tracks,  strengthening  ct  rves  and 
replacing  culverts  in  and  thro  jgh  evnry 
section  of  the  road.  It  is  the  ambition 
of  the  directors  to  have  so  perfect  a 
roadbed  that  a  glass  full  of  v  ater  may 
be  placed  on  a  window  sill  o'  a  car  in 
Jersey  City  and  carried  to  Washington 
on  a  limited  train  without  .si)il!inK  a 
drop.     And   this  can  be  done  today. 

Within  a  few  years  Washington  will 
have  a  new  railroad  bridge  across  the 
Potomac,  in  place  of  the  historic 
"long  bridge,"  and  In  additioi  a  union 
station  is  to  be  erectea  whl(h  will  be 
a  credit  to  the  capital.  Besides,  all 
grade  crossings  In  the  city  will  be 
abolished,  and  all  these  Imp  •ovement's 
are  to  be  credited  to  the  Pennsylvatiia.

"I  do  not  care  to  become  i.  party  to 
any  controversy  over  the  Mil  to  re- 
classify the  letter  carriers,"  said  llep- 
resentatlve  Sulzer  of  New  1  ork.  Mr. 
Sulzer's  attention  had  been  called  to 
a  rej)ly  made  by  Postmaster  General 
Payne  to  a  recent  Interview  in  whicli 
Mr.  Sulzer  maintained  that  If  the  de- 
partment would  pay  the  rj.llroads  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  tran.s- 
porting  the  mails,  instead  ol  what  he 
believed  to  be  excessive  rates,  it  would 
have  abundance  of  money  t>  increase 
the  salaries  of  the  employes,  to  extend 
the  rural  free  delivery  service  and  to 
reduce  the  rate  of  postage  to  1  cent. 
"I  do  not  think  there  should  be  any 
controversy  over  the  letter  carriers' 
bill,  for  1  consider  it  a  very  just  mea- 
sure. It  should  be  v^assed  by  congie.ss," 
said  Mr.  Sulzer. 

"However  just  the  strictures  Mr. 
Loud  has  made  on  the  conduct  of  the 
affairs  of  the  association  ir  the  past 
may  be,  I  do  not  believe  .they  are  justi- 
fied in  the  i>re.sent  instance.  The  pres- 
ent officers  of  the  Letter  Carriers'  as- 
sociation have  carried  on  their  cam- 
paign in  favor  of  the  l)ill  in  the  open, 
and  utilizing,  I  am  sure,  oaly  legiti- 
mate means  In  the  prosecution  of  the 
work.  This  organization  gives  expres- 
sion to  and  represents  th(  concrete 
opinion  of  the  letter  carriers  of  the 
country,  and  seven-eighths  of  all  the 
carriers  belong  to  the  as.sodation. 
Their  officers  have  attempt  ?d  to  im- 
press upon  Congres.s  the  fact  that  in 
order  to  maintain  them.selvea  as  self- 
respecting  American  citizens,  who 
build  up  an  ideal  family  life,  who 
properly  feed,  clothe  and  educate  their 
children;  who  establish  happy  homes; 
who  become  creditable  American  citi- 
zens— it  is  npces.sary  to  wjrk  under 
such  conditions  and  receive  such  pay 
as  will  enable  them  to  attain  their 
ends. 

"During  the  last  session  cf  congress 
I  was  particularly  Impressed  with  the 
dignified  manner  in  which  the  ofllcer.'S 
of  the  Letter  Carriers'  association 
presented  their  case  to  the  commilteo 
on  postofllces  and  post  ro£  ds,  and  I 
am  sure  that  work  of  this  character 
cannot  fall  sooner  or  later  to  so  Im- 
press congress  as  to  .secure  favorable  re- 
sults. I  also  believe  that  If  the  house 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  express 


itself  on  the  letter  carriers'  hill,  it 
would  pass  by  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority. These  men  are  the  hardest 
worked  and  the  poorest  paid  employes 
of  the  government.  They  want  justice, 
and  I  shall  continue  to  do  all  in  my. 
power   to   secui-e  it   for  them."

since  the  announcement  made  a  few 
days  ago  th^t  the  directory  for  this 
year  was  about  to  go  to  the  hands  of 
the  printer,  the  office  of  the  Duluth  Di- 
rectory cumiiany  has  been  Hooded  with 
letters  and  queries  from  persons  who 
want  their  names  entered  in  the  book 
correctly. 

One  writer  Is  visiting  friends  in  Can- 
ada. He  happened  to  be  at  the  same 
place  last  summer  when  the  canvassers 
were  niakiuK  the  rounds,  with  the  re- 
sult that  he  was  down  in  the  book, 
"moved  to  Canada."'  This  has  caused 
him  no  little  annoyance,  and  imme- 
diately upon  getting  a  copy  of  The 
Herald  he  dispatched  a  letter  to  the 
office  of  the  directory  people  in  this 
City. 

•I  have  not  moved  to  Canada,"  he 
said.      "I    will    be    bac-k    in    two    weeks. 

My  addre.ss  is  .  and  I  have  no 

intention  of  leaving  Duluth."  That  was 
enoush.  His  name  will  be  entered  at 
his  city  address. 

One  n»un  who  is  serving  a  sentence 
in  the  county  Jail  also  took  the  trouble 
to*  write  a  letter  to  the  directory  pub- 
lishers. A  friend  of  his  had  visited  him 
while  he  was  serving  his  thirty-day 
sentence,  when  he  mentioned  the  direc- 
tory. The  prisoner  wondered  where 
they  had  him  residing,  and  his  fnend 
remorktrd  that  he  supposed  the  canvas- 
sers had  taken  the  jail  population  the 
same  as  everywhere  else.  The  man 
then  wrote  a  letter  saying  that  he  was 
in  jail,  but  expected  to  be  released 
long  before  the  directory  would  be 
published,  and  he  would  prefer  to  have 
his  home  address  given,  at  a  certain 
number  in  the  West  End  of  the  city. 
Needless  to  say  no  change  was  ne<"es- 
sary,  as  the  i-anvassers  take  nt  notice 
of  the  jail  population,  which  is  indeed 
a  moving  one. 

While  the  largest  number  of  people 
■u'ant  their  names  m  the  directory  for 
the  accommodation  of  friends  and  out- 
of-town  acquaintances,  there  are 
others  who  prefer  not  to  be  on  the 
lists.  One  young  man  has  spent  con- 
siderable time  in  dodging  the  canvas- 
sers, though  for  what  reason  does  not 
appear. 

The  canvassers  have  been  up  against 
a  queer  proposition  In  the  spelling  of 
names,  particularly  among  the  women. 
In  the  g«jod  old  days  when  the  beef 
trust  had  not  been  discovered,  and 
ping  pong  was  unknown,  a  young  wo- 
man was  content  to  spell  her  front 
name  "A-1-i-c-e."  Now  the  "i"  has 
griven  place  to  a  "y,"  and  if  she  does 
not  get  her  name  in  that  way  she  has 
a  supposed  grievance.  "May"  Is  no 
more  found  in  the  directory,  but  there 
are  any  number  of  "Maes."  "Cather- 
ine" is  as  difficult  to  find  in  the  direc- 
tory as  a  sign  board  the  morning  after 
Hallowe'en.  However,  there  are  some 
"Kathryns."  "Maud"  doesn't  go  in 
without  a  final  "e,"  while  Jennie  has 
been  shortened  to  "Jane."  "Grace" 
has  been  given  a  "y,"  and  spells  now 
"lirayce."  "Mary"  has  been  dropping 
out  of  favor  for  a  number  of  years, 
while  the  "Maries"  have  undergone  a 
corresponding  increase.  In  the  names, 
however,  the  directory  people  omit,  as 
far  as  possible,  the  fancy  spelling  of 
Christian  names,  and  the  good  old 
fashii>ned  way.  the  kind  that  Webster 
hasi  set  down,  is  used  generally.

The  dead  woman  was  46  years  of  age 
and  is  survived  by  her  husband  and  a 
family   of   five  cliildren.

when  aid  la  given  by  a  foreign  govern- 
ment to  exports  of  sugar  into  the  porta 
of  this  country,  there  waa  no  other 
course  open  to  this  government  with  res- 
pect to  Rtissla  if  we  were  to  deal  fairly 
with  other  nations  against  whose  exports 
of  sugar  we  arc  Imposing  the  counter- 
vailing duty.  Now,  Russia  announces 
that  she  intends  Imposing  her  higliest 
tariff  rate  as  a  means  of  retaliation.  It  la 
unfortunate  that  we  have  no  higher  rate 
to  Impose  as  a  means  of  meeting  the  pol- 
icy of  Russia.  This  government  has  ntver 
favored  cinnmerclal  wars,  or  any  policy  of 
resentment  toward  any  nation,  on  ac- 
count of  tariff  policies  or  commercial  ar- 
rangements. We  have  treated  all  nations 
alike,  and  this  is  what  we  have  sought 
to  do  in  tlte  case  of  Russia.  It  is  evident 
from  the  position  taken  by  the  officials  of 
the  government  here,  that  no  change  will 
be  made  In  the  policy  of  this  nation 
toward  Russian  su^ar  Imports  until  a  de- 
cision is  handed  down  by  the  United 
States  supreme  court  in  the  case  Involving 
the  (juestlon  whether  the  policy  of  the 
Russian  government  amounts  to  the  impo- 
sition of  a  bounty  upon  exports  of  sugar 
from  that  country.  But  In  the  meanwhile 
the  export  trade  of  this  country  to  Russhi 
will  not  Improve  under  present  condi- 
tions, and  this  fact  is  important  to  many 
manufacturers   throughout   the  country. 

REDUCTION  OF  RATES. 

The  announcement  has  been  made 
that  the  Great  Northern  and  the  North- 
ern Pacific  railroads  will,  on  Sept.  1, 
reduce  grain  rates  from  all  Northwest- 
ern territory  to  Duluth,  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul,  the  maximum  reductiim 
between  2  cents  per  100  pounds,  and 
iiuludins  points  a.s  far  south  as  Yank- 
ton. This  reduction  is  made  volun- 
tarily by  the  railroads  and  carries  out 
the  Intimation  made  by  President 
James  J.  Hill,  at  the  Grain  Growers' 
convention  at  Fargx>,  that  a  further  le- 
duttion  in  grain  rates  would  probably 


tlon.  The  Democrat  seems  to  be  out 
of  the  race  In  any  event.  The  contest 
Is  between  the  two  Republicans.

nation  was  a  scheme  to  enable  the 
roads  to  raise  freight  rates  and  im- 
pose heavy  burdens  on  producers  and 
shippers.  Some  of  the  hysterical  dem- 
agogues drew  harrowing  pictures  of 
the  desperate  state  in  which  the  farm- 
ers and  merchants  of  the  Northwest 
would  be  placed,  and  made  gloomy 
predictions  of  the  future  condition  of 
the  people  under  a  grinding  monopoly. 

Hut  the  reverse  has  been  the  case, 
and  the  direful  prediction  has  not  been 
verified.  The  merger  has  operated  in 
the  opposite  direction,  just  as  was 
claimed  by  those  who  saw  in  It  the 
means  of  greatly  benefiting  the  North- 
west and  the  other  territory  served  by 
the  roads.  Shortly  after  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Northern  Securities  com- 
pany and  the  completion  of  the  mer- 
ger, a  reduction  of  freight  tariffs  was 
made  by  the  Great  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific  lines,  applying  to  cer- 
tain classes  of  freight  between  Du- 
lutii.  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  and 
points  in  the  Dakotas.  Last  week  Mr. 
Hill  and  other  officials  met  in  confer- 
ence with  the  farmers  in  the  states  of 
Oregon  and  Washington  and  arranged 
for  a  reduction  of  about  12  per  cent  in 
grain  rates  to  the  Pacific  coast.  And 
now  comes  the  announcement  of  a  gen- 
eral reduction  of  grain  rates  from  all 
Northwestern  territory  to  Duluth  and 
the  Twin  Cities. 

It  will  be  rather  hard  to  convince 
the  producers  and  shippers  along  the 
lines  of  the  Great  Northern  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  that  the  merger  has 
been  injurious  to  their  interests  or  to 
the  interests  of  the  people  generally. 


Russians 
Policy     of     Re- 
taliation. 


Many  complaints 
are  being  made,  es- 
pecially by  machin- 
ery and  Implement 
men.  on  account  of 
the  attitude  of  the 
Russl.'in  government  towards  American 
exp«>rts.  It  Is  claimed  that  not  only  is 
Russia  Imposing  her  maximum  tariff 
rates,  but  Is  In  other  ways  discriminat- 
ing agrainst  the  agricultural  implements 
and  machinery,  for  which  our  exporters 
are  seeking  to  sell  In  the  rapidly  growing 
agricultural  markets  of  Russia.  There  Is 
no  doubt  that  Russia  feels  aggrieved 
toward  this  country  on  account  of  the 
countervailing  duty  Imposed  on  her 
sugars  and  the  position  of  that  govern- 
ment is  not  calculated  to  improve  the 
trade  relations  between  the  two  coun- 
tries. The  United  States  Imposed  the 
countervailing  duty  against  sugar  Imports 
for  the  simple  reason  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  our  officials,  the  policy  pursued  by  the 
Russian  government  toward  her  sugar 
exports  amounted  virtually  to  a  bounty 
and  aid  of  exports  of  sugar  from  Russia. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  laws  require 


ELECTRIC  RAILWAYS. 

The  report  that  an  electric  railway 
is  to  be  constructed  between  Duluth 
and  the  Twin  Cities  draws  attention 
locally  to  the  fact  that  electricity  is 
competing  with  steam  to  an  extent  that 
few  persons  who  have  not  watched 
the  development  would  believe.  Scores 
of  cities  and  towns  in  New  England 
are  cornected  with  trolley  lines.  A 
similar  growth  is  taking  place  in  the 
West.  The  late  news  that  the  New 
York  Central  will  displace  steam  loco- 
motives for  electric  motors  on  Its  main 
lines  within  thirty  miles  of  New  York 
city  shows  the  trend  of  the  development 
In  the  more  important  direction  of 
equipping  all  roads  with  electricity. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  the  record  of 
accidents  on  electric  roads  is  of  in- 
terest. Since  Jan.  1,  1902.  217  persons 
have  been  killed  and  772  severely  in- 
jured by  such  accidents.  It  has  been 
proved  that  many  of  these  accidents 
are  caused  by  the  carele.ssness  in  build- 
ing and  etiuipping  electric  roads,  espe- 
cially in  the  country  districts.  Grades 
are  too  steep,  curves  too  abrupt, 
switches  not  well  manned,  signals  few 
or  absent,  traffic  ill  ballasted,  and,  in 
general,  the  precautions  used  on  steam 
roads  neglected.  Legislatures  must  sec 
to  this,  if  the  public  safety  is  to  be 
secured  under  the  new  order  of  travel, 
and  this  subject  might  profitably  be 
Icoked  into  at  next  winter's  session  of 
the  Minnesota  legislature. 


NEGROES  AND  INSANITY. 

The  statement  was  re<ently  made  by 
President  G.  Stanley  Hall  that  insanity 
is  almost  unknown  among  negroes  in 
America.  In  view  of  Mr.  Hall's  high 
standing,  many  people  accepted  the 
statement  as  correct.  But  in  the  current 
number  of  Charities  theer  is  a  letter 
written  by  Dr.  A.  B.  Richardson,  su- 
perintendent of  the  government  hos- 
pital for  the  insane  in  Washington, 
who  seeks  to  correct  Dr.  Hall's  Im- 
pression. It  Is  a  very  interesting  state- 
ment concerning  mental  diseases 
among  negroes,  since  it  throws  some 
fresh  light  upon  the  effects  of  emanci- 
pation: 

"The  experience  of  all  superintend- 
ents of  hospitals  for  the  insane  In  the 
Southern  states  and  those  along  the 
border  is  that  insanity  among  the  col- 
ored race  is  constantly  increasing.  In 
the  District  of  Columbia  there  are  In 
round  numbers  400  colored  insane  out 
of  a  population  of  about  90,000,  and 
about  600  white  insane  out  of  a  popu- 
lation of  about  185,000,  which  as  far  as 
it  goes,  would  seem  to  indicate  a 
larger  proportion  of  insanity  among 
the  colored  in  the  district.  Most  of  the 
Southern  superintendents  also  state 
that  the  proportion  of  insanity  before 
the  war  In  the  negroes  was  very  small, 
although  It  ha.s  been  constantly  in- 
creasing since  until  now  it  is  regarded 
as  fully  as  large  as  that  among  whites. 
The  explanation  for  this  is  variously 
given  by  different  authorities,  but  in- 
cludes the  greater  dissipation,  irregu- 
lar life,  greater  privations,  and  a  larger 
degree  of  re.'^ponsibility  and  more 
strain  from  the  wear  and  tear  of  com- 
petition." 

It  might  be  argued  from  this  fact 
that  emancipation  from  slavery  was  a 
curte  to  the  negro  race,  but  this  would 
be  absurd  reasoning,  inasmuch  as  in- 
sanity among  the  whites  is  as  preval- 
ent as  among  the  blacks  and  is  stead- 
ily increasing. 

Whenever  the  credit  for  the  purchase 
of  AUiska  is  awarded  it  alwa.ve  goes  to 
W  H  Seward.  The  Boston  HenWd,  for 
example,  refers  to  "William  H.  Seward, 
President  Lincoln's  famous  war  (sic)  sec- 
retary, and  the  man  who  purchased  Alas- 
ka from  the  Russian  government."  As 
Mr.  Seward  was  secretary  of  state  under 
President  Amlrew  Johnson  when  the 
Alaska  purchase  waa  made,  why,  asks 
the  SpringlUld  Republican,  should  not 
President  Johnson  get  some  of  the  creu.i 
for  the  transaction?  As  president,  Mr. 
Johnson  could  have  pre\-«nted  the  pur- 
chase; Mr.  Seward,  moreover,  would  have 
done  nothing  without  his  superior's  ap- 
proval, and  the  ultimate  respon.«lblllty  for 
the  act  certainly  rested  upon  the  head  of 
the  administration,  so  far  as  the  execu- 
tive department  of  the  government  was 
concerned.  Andrew  Johnson  never  re- 
ceives credit,  perhaps,  because  he  was 
Andrew  Johnson. 

Lord  Kitchener's  post-prandlal  state- 
ment that  there  Is  "nothing  less  than 
the  makings  of  a  new  America"  In  South 
Africa  was  suited  very  well  for  the  occa- 
sion that  drew  It  forth,  but  the  absurdity 
of  It  Is  clear  to  those  who  know  anyuiing 
o(  the  differences  between  the  American 
ana  the  South  African  climate.

THE  VERMONT    ELECTION. 

The  Democrats  of  Vermont  failed  to 
endorse  the  candidacy  of  Clement,  who 
bolted  from  the  Republican  party  and 
is  running  as  an  independent  candidate 
on  a  local  option  platform.

It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  supreme  court  authorized  con- 
gress to  pass  laws  for  retention  and  con- 
trol of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  of  Porto 
Rico  and  by  legislation  to  define  the  re- 
lationship which  should  subsist  between 
those  islands  and  t.us  nation.  In  ac- 
cordance wun  that  permission  congress 
passed  laws  declaring  that  while  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Islands  owed  their  allegiance 
to  the  United  States,  they  were  citizens 
of  Porto  Rico  or  the  Philippines,  as  the 
case  might  be. 

This  would  appear  to  dispose  of  the 
matter  and  to  authorize  the  action  just 
taken  by  the  treasury  department.  But 
the  great  question  of  citizenship  has 
never  been  raised  In  the  legal  proceed- 
ings had  up  to  this  time,  and  It  Is  unsafe 
to  go  up<ui  the  presumption  that  the  court 
will  sustain  the  position  of  the  depart- 
ment. Rather  should  the  entire  matter 
be  regarded  as  being  In  dispute,  for  In 
a  republican  government  subject  peoples 
and  citizens  are!  things  between  which 
no  dividing  line  has  ever  been  drawn.

Possibilities    of    Further 

Increase     Are    Well 

Worth  Considering. 


Washington.  Aug.  11. — A  report  on 
the  agricultural  imports  of  Great 
Britain  for  1S96-1900  inclusive,  with  a 
significant  review  of  the  trade  condi- 
tions and  possibilities  between  the 
"United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
has  been  compiled  by  Frank  H.  Hitoh- 
covk.  chief  of  the  division  of  foreign 
marlcets.  department  of  agriculture. 
The  United  Kingdom  is  the  principaJ 
marltet  for  the  surplus  agricultural 
products  of  exporting  countries.  The 
report  says  that  the  products  of  agri- 
culture sent  to  that  marlcet  from  all 
sources  in  1900  reached  the  enormou"? 
value  of  $1,578,000,000.  forming  6L*  per 
cent  of  the  entire  import  trade  of 
Great   Britain  and  Ireland. 

During  the  live  years  mentioned  the 
annual  average  value  of  the  imports 
int<j  the  United  Kingdom  was  $2,308.- 
174,441.  of  which  $1.4aS.i>21.776,  or  63 
per  cent,  and  $849,252,665.  or  37  per 
cent  non-agricultuial. 

To  this  extraordinary  Import  trade 
In  agricultural  produce  the  United 
States  was  the  principal  contributor, 
furnishing  about  33  per  cent,  or  nearly 
one- third  of  the  supply.  About  43  per 
cent  came  from  foreign  countries 
other  than  the  United  States.  The 
several  possessions  and  dependencies 
of  the  United  Kingdom  throughout  the 
•world  together  contributed  about  24  per 
cent. 

Continuing,  the  report  says:  "The 
value  of  the  agricultarul  produce  re- 
ceived from  the  United  States  amount- 
ed to  $513,000,000,  leaving  over  $1,000.- 
000.000  worth  of  such  product  to  be  sup- 
plied from  other  sources. 

"While  the  I'nlted  States  already 
possesses  a  market  of  exceeding  Im- 
portance in  the  United  J-^c.ngd/mv, 
selling  to  that  country  more  than  half 
o(  the  surplus  production  of  American 
farm.s.  the  possibilities  of  further  trado 
extension  there,  in  competition  with 
other  export  countries,  are  well  worth 
consuleration. 

"Among  the  agricultural  imports  into 
the  British  market  during  1900  there 
were  comparatively  few  products  in 
which  the  United  States  controlled  the 
larger   portion   of   trade.     Taking   such 


Items  as  had  a  value  exceeding  $10,- 
000,000.  of  which  there  were  .*54  in  the 
year,  under  consideration,  only  nine  of 
them  came  more  extensively  from  the 
United  States  than  from  the  various 
other  sources. 

"These  nine  items,  with  the  percent- 
age of  the  total  supply  received  in 
each  case  from  the  United  States,  were 
as  follows:  Lard,  93  per  cent;  hams, 
89  per  cent;  tobacco,  84  per  cent;  wheal 
flour,  83  per  cent:  fresh  beef,  74  per 
cent;  raw  cotton.  74  per  cent;  cattle,  7X 
per  cent:  Indian  corn,  70  per  cent,  and 
bacon,  64  per  cent, 

"While  other  countries  are  the  chief 
contributors  of  luxuries,  the  I'nited 
States  is  the  .source  from  which  the 
British  people  produce  !n  large  measure 
those  staple  food  products  that  are 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  life.  This  causes  the  peculiar 
dependence  of  the  United  Kingdom  on 
American  sources  of  supply. 

"During  1900  less  than  2  per  cent  of 
the  butler  imported  was  furnished  by 
the  United  States.  For  the  Imports  re- 
ceived from  other  sources  the  United 
Kingdom   paid    over    $82,000,000. 

"The  eggs  imported  cost  over  $25.- 
000,000.  Only  about  3  per  cent  went 
into  the  pockets  of  American  exporters. 
About  $25,000,000  was  spent  by  the 
British  people  for  imported  wines, 
less  than  1  per  cent  of  which  come 
from  the  United   States. 

"About  $12,000,000  worth  of  oleomar- 
garine was  imported,  of  which  th^ 
United  States  supplied  less  than  1  per 
cent. 

"Nearly  $11,000,000  was  spent  for  im- 
ported potatoes.  Practically  the  en- 
tire trade  went  to  other  countries  than 
the  United   States. 

"The  United  Kingdom  spent  over  $10,- 
000,000  in  the  importation  of  orange?. 
Less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  shipments 
received  came  from  the  United  States. 

"Numerous  other  agricultural  pro- 
ducts suggest  possibilities  in  the  way 
of  a  larger  sale  in  the  British  mar- 
ket." 

Mr.  Hitchcock  predicts  that  the 
greatest  future  development  of  Ameri- 
can trade  in  the  British  market  may  be 
expected  in  perishable  products,  ex- 
portation of  which  is  made  possible  by 
modern  transportation  methods.  France 
is  the  chief  competitor  of  this  country 
in  supplying  farm  produce  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  agricultural  im- 
ports from  France  aggregating  $103,- 
000.000  in  value  in  1900.

The  Frenzied  Action  of  Giief 
Stricken   Italians. 

New  York.  Aug.  II.— Petero  Guardino.  a 
Neapolitan  flsh  dealer  of  Brooklyn,  ■was 
murdered  by  a  Sicilian,  Antonio  Zirotoli, 
in  Mulberry  Bend  today.  ZIrotoli  la  82 
years  old,  but  he  wielded  a  knife  which 
his  wife  handed  him,  with  deadly  precis- 
ion. The  Neapolitan's  wife  and  two  chil- 
dren, his  brother  and  several  other  rela- 
tives were  with  him  when  he  was  mur- 
dered and  In  a  frenzy  of  grief  they  knelt 
beside  the  body  ami  bather  their  faces 
with  the  blood  that  flowed  from  the 
wounded  man. 

The  stabbing  was  the  outcome  of  a 
street  alctercation.  of  which  ZIrotoli  was 
merely  a  spectator  at  flrst. 

Within  a  very  few  minutes  lOOO  Italians, 
aroused  by  the  frantic  actions  of  the  mur- 
dered man's  relatives,  were  riotui? 
among  themselves  and  the  reserves  of  two 
police  stations  wore  called  out.  Beforo 
the  arrest  of  ZIrotoli  was  made  and  the 
riot  (luelled.  two  detectives  and  several 
uniformed  men  were  .severely  handled.

Manufacturers  Having 

Little  to  Offer. 


Another  Month  Will  See 

Early  Contracts  Pretty 

Well  Filled. 


Season  an  Immense  One 

In  Railroad  Log 

Hauling. 


The  past  week  has  not  been  marked 
by  any  i'.niKirtant  sales  of  lumber,  in 
fact  the  situation  remains  as  it  has 
been  practically  all  summer.  The  buy- 
ers are  coming  to  the  city  occasionally 
to  look  over  the  stocks,  but  there  is 
little  yet  to  offer  them,  although  the 
docks  are  well  filled  with  lumber.  An- 
other month  will  witness  the  comple- 
tioti  of  a  number  of  contracts  that 
were  made  last  winter.  The  market  is 
then  expected  to  show  a  great  deal 
more  activity  than  it  has  all  summer. 

So  intent  have  some  of  the  manufac- 
turei-s  who  have  sold  all  theii-  1902  cut 
been  on  turning  out  their  contracts 
that  they  ha\e  been  paying  little  at- 
tention to  the  market,  remai'king  that 
they  are  not  in  this  year's  market, 
hence  have  not  followed  prices  very 
closely.  The  local  market  has,  in  fact, 
been  quieter  than  it  was  In  the  summer 
of  1902,  but  this  was  not  on  account  of 
any  lack  of  demand,  but  rather  a  lack 
of  lumber  to  sell.  Prices  are  much 
stronger,  both  wholesale  and  retail, 
tiian  they  weie  a  year  ago. 

Tlie  white  pine  operators  are,  how- 
ever, indicating  a  disposition  to  be  con- 
servative, for  at  a  meeting  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi valley  white  pine  manufac- 
turers the  past  week,  prices  were 
changed  very  little.  A  few  advances 
were  made  over  the  offlcial  list,  but  it 
was  merely  a  recognition  of  the  advan- 
ce.-i  that  have  been  asked  for  and  se- 
cured by  various  manufacturers  of 
lumber  as  individuals.  Almost  all  the 
lumber  that  goes  to  the  average  trade 
of  the  country  is  said  not  to  have  ad- 
vanced at  all. 

The  stocks  of  lumber  in  the  hands  of 
the  manufacturers  have  i>roven  inade- 
quate to  supply  the  demands  of  the 
trade  in  the  Northwest,  and  some  of 
the  retailers  have  been  at  a  loss  all 
summer  as  to  which  way  to  look  for 
supplies.  The  retailers  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  have  been  more  fortunate 
than  the  country  dealers,  fo  rtlie  rea- 
son that  they  are  nearer  the  supply, 
but  they  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
tr.ide  conditions  to  put  up  their  prices 
on  nearly  every  gride.  It  is  claimed, 
however,  that  prices  of  other  building 
material  have  advanced  in  greater  pro- 
portion than  have  those  of  lumber. 
Dealers  are  predicting  that  there  is 
little  reason  to  look  for  any  further 
advances  the  coming  fall  and  winter. 

The  movement  of  lumber  down  the 
lakes  from  this  part  has  been  very 
light  since  the  first  of  the  month,  al- 
though the  total  July  .shipments  was  a 
record  breaker.  The  light  movement 
seems  strange,  sometimes,  takmg  into 
consideration  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  docks  and  the  avowed  intention 
of  the  Lake  Carriers'  association  to 
advance  the  rate  the  first  of  the  com- 
ing month. 

Duncan,  Brewer  &  Co.  are  within 
sight  of  the  finish  of  the  contract  with 
the  Pilsen  Lumber  company,  of  Chi- 
cago, which  company  bought  the  whole 
cut  of  the  local  firm  In  advance.  The 
night  crew  has  been  laid  off  at  the 
mill,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be  ready 
to  turn  over  to  the  new  owners,  the 
Red   Cliff  Lumber  company,  Oct.  1. 

Willi?m  Kaiser,  the  well  known 
Stillwater  lumbermen,  who  has  been  a 
heavy  jiurchaser  of  Northern  Minne- 
sota pine,  has  just  clo.sed  a  contract 
wUh  parties  owning  a  sawmill  at  Hast- 
ings, .Minn.,  to  saw  for  him  for  the 
remainder  of  the  sea.son.  The  contract 
for  sawing  covers  a  period  of  five  years 
and  Mr.  Kai.ser  has  an  option  to  buy 
the  plant  at  the  end  of  the  time.  The 
annual  output  of  the  mill  Is  about  9.- 
OOO.MOO  feet.  The  Kclipse  mill  at  Rt ill- 
water  ij  also  sawing  for  Mr.  Kaiser. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  amount 
of  white  pine  logged  this  summer,  the 
season  has  exceeded  that  of  any  pre- 
ceding years  in  the  business  In  North- 
ern Mlnnen.sota  in  railroad  log  hauling. 
To  the  logging  interetss  of  this  district 
has  been  added  this  season  the  new 
road  of  the  Brooks-Scanlon  company, 
wiiich  will  take  out  about  60,000,000  by 
the  end  of  the  year;  the  Duluth,  Vir- 
ginia *£  Rainy  River  road,  which  is 
hauling  20.000.000  feet  this,  the  first 
year  of  its  operation,  and  the  Nestor 
road,  c.t  Goo.seberry  river,  which  will 
move  fully  40,000,000  feet  this  summer. 
Besides  those  mentioned,  the  Split 
Rock  Lumber  company's  road  will 
handle  at  least  40.000,000  feet,  and  the 
two  Weyerhaeuser  roads  emptying  into 
the  Cloquet  and  St.  Louis  rivers  will 
have  a  combined  business  of  .')0, 000,000 
feet.  The  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
lOfe's  that  will  be  handled  by  the  Iron 
Range  road  this  year  is  l.SO.000,000  feet. 
Other  roads  that  have  contributed  no 
little  amount  to  the  log  movement  are 
th-j  Northern  Pacific,  the  Great  North- 
ern, the  South  Shore  and  the  Missabe 
roads. 

Lumbermen  are  beginning  to  look 
forward  to  the  winter  season,  and  there 
IS  every  indication  that  there  will  be 
an  immense  cut,  providing  the  weather 
doe.s  not  prove  too  unfavorable. 

With  the  new  Hines  road,  the  long 
extension  to  the  Duluth  &  Northern 
Minne.«5ota  and  the  Duluth,  Virginia  & 
Rainy  River  roads,  and  the  shorter  ex- 
tensions pl.-inned  for  the  older  roads, 
there  is  certain  to  be  large  business  the 
coming  year.  There  will  be  two  more 
large  firms  operating  in  this  district 
this  winter  than  there  was  last  year. 

The  last  shipment  of  the  12,000  cords 
of  pulpwood  for  the  Hamermill  Paper 
(>)mpany.  of  Krie,  Pa.,  has  been  sent 
out  of  Two  Harbors.  About  2000  cords 
of  this  amount  was  held  over  from  last 
year  and  the  rest  was  cut  this  year 
This  winter  the  company  will  take  out 
about  the  same  amount.

KING'S  GIFT.

Edward  Makes  Nation 
Present  of  Osborne 
House. 


London,  Aug.  11.— King  Edward  has  sig- 
nalized his  coronation  in  a  raemorablo 
nianner  by  the  munilicent  gift  to  the  na- 
tion of  Osbora  House,  one  of  the  favorite 
residences  of  the  late  Queen  Victoria. 

The  gift  is  made  in  the  following  m^^s- 
sage  to  his  people,  addressed  to  i'rime 
Minnster  Balfour.  For  reasons  apparent 
in  the  document  itself,  his  majesty  makes 
his   intention   public: 

"Buckingham  Palace,  Coronation  Day, 
]!M2.— I'nder  the  will  of  tiie  kings  much- 
beloved  mother,  the  O.sborne  House  estate 
is,  a.s  Mr.  Balfour  is  aware,  the  private 
estate  of  the  sovereign.  Having  to  spend 
a  Considerable  i>art  of  the  year  in  the  cap- 
ital of  this  kingdom  and  In  its  iieighbjr- 
hood.  at  Windsor,  and  having  also  strong 
home  ties  in  thi;  county  of  Norfolk,  whi.;Ii 
have  existed  now  for  nearly  forty  years, 
the  king  feels  lie  will  be  unable  to  "make 
adequate  use  of  O.sborne  House  as  a  royal 
residence,  and  he,  accordingly,  has  deter- 
niine.i  to  offer  the  property  in  the  Islo  of 
Wight  as  a  gift  to  the  nation.  As  Osborn 
House  is  sacred  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  queen,  it  Is  the  kings  wish  that,  with 
the  exception  of  those  apartments  wiilch 
were  in  tlie  personal  occupation  of  her 
majesty,  his  i)eople  shall  alw.Tys  have  ac- 
cess to  the  house,  which  must  ever  be 
a.ssociated  with  her  beloved  name.  As 
regards  the  rest  of  the  building  the  king 
hopes  it  may  be  devoted  to  national  pur- 
poses and  bo  converted  into  a  convales- 
cent home  for  officers  of  the  navy  and 
army  whose  health  h;is  been  impaired  in 
rendering  service  to  their  country. 

"If  in  order  to  give  full  legal  effect  to 
the  king's  wishes,  it  is  found  that  appli- 
cation to  parliament  be  necessary,  the 
king  trusts  that  Air.  Balfour  will  see  that 
the  necessary  steps  are  in  due  course 
taken."

Michigan     Senator    Dies 

Suddenly     at    His 

Summer  Home. 

Washington,  Aug.  11.— A  dispatch  waa 
received  here  yesterday  announcing  the 
death  of  Senator  James  McMillan,  of 
Allchigan,   at  an  early  nour  yesterday  at 

his  summer  cottage  at  Manchoster-by- 
the-Sea,  Mass.  Death  was  the  result  of 
heart  failure  following  cong»-stion,  after 
an  illness  of  a  very  few  liours.  The  news 
came  as  a  great  shock  to  his  friends  here 
as  when  the  senator  left  Washington 
shortly  atler  the  adjournment  of  con- 
gress he  appeared  to  be  in  good  health 
and  looked  forward  w«th  much  satisfac- 
tion to  a  quiot  and  restful  summer.  For 
some  years  Si'nator  McMillan  has  made 
his  summer  home  at  Maiichester-by-the- 
Sea,  liaving  erected  a  very -linu  cottage  at 
that   place. 

While  no  information  on  the  point  has 
been  received  liero  the  exi)ectation  is 
that  his  remains  will  be  taken  to  Detroit, 
Mich.,  and  bo  deposited  in  the  family 
vault  at  Klwood  cemetery.  The  body  of 
his  son.  Capt.  John  H.  McMillan,  who 
served  iti  the  Spanish  war  and  who  died 
Several  inontlis  ago,  rests  there.  The  sen- 
ator leaves  a  widow,  three  sons,  '»V.  C, 
Phillip  and  Frank,  all  of  Detroit,  and  a 
daughter.  Mrs.  McMillan  and  daughter 
accompanied  the  senator  to  Manchester 
after  the  adjournment  of  congiess.  Mc- 
Millan was  a  native  of  Ontario,  having 
been  born  in  Hamilton,  May  12,  1!<9S,  but  in 
early  life  removed  to  Michigan  and  for 
many  years  has  been  prominently  identi- 
fied with  the  business  interests  and  politi- 
cal life  of  that  state,  having  for  a  num- 
ber of  terms  been  chairman  of  the  Repub- 
lican state  committee.  He  has  been  a 
man  universally  liked.  He  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  District  of  Columbia 
and  was  also  a  member  of  the  commission 
on  appointments,  commerce,  naval  af- 
fairs, relatioixs  with  Cuba,  coast  and  In- 
sular survey  and  corporations  orrganized 
in  the  District  of  Columbia.  As  chairman 
of  the  district  committee  Senator  McMil- 
lan was  identified  with  district  affairs  and 
become  very  well  known  to  the  citizens  of 
Washington  by  whom  lie  was  highly  re- 
garded. He  took  a  lively  interest  In  the 
welfare  of  the  district  and  was  one  of  the 
foremost  advocates  in  the  efforts  that  are 
being  made  for  the  improvement  of  the 
city.  Senator  McMillan's  family  was 
prominent  in  social  circles  in  Washington 
and  the  senator  himself  was  a  member  of 
the  Metroi)olitan  and  Cnevy  Chase  clubs. 
If  the  faoilly  desires  it  a  congressional 
committee  from  both  houses  of  congress 
will  bo  appointed  to  accompany  the  re- 
mains  to   his   last   resting   place. 

Senator  James  McMillan  was  born  in 
Hamilton,  Ont.,  May  12,  lo«i.  and  came  to 
Detroit  when  17  years  of  age.  Soon  after 
his  arrival  In  Detroit  he  was  appointed 
purchasing  agent  of  the  Detroit  and  Mil- 
waukee railroad,  which  position  he  held 
for  several  years.  In  company  with  sev- 
eral otliors  he  organized  the  Michigan 
Car  company  in  1864,  and  afterwards  pur- 
chased the  St.  Louis  car  works.  Senator 
McMillan  became  interested  in  the  lake 
carrying  trade  and  invested  large  sums  in 
lake  trans]>ortatlon,  both  freight  and  pas- 
senger. He  also  was  heavily  interested  In 
the  ship  building  business  on  the  great 
lakes.  It  was  largely  through  his  influ- 
ence that  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  At- 
lantic railroad  across  the  upper  peninsula 
of  Michigan,  was  constructed.  Senator 
McMillan  became  one  of  the  most  prom- 
inent men  in  the  business  life  of  Detroit. 
He  was  a  director  of  the  First  National 
b.ink,  the  Detroit  Saving's  bank  and  the 
State  Savings  bank  of  that  city  and  was 
also  a  stockholder  In  a  number  of  other 
banks  and  financial  institutions.  He  was 
a  large  stockholder  in  the  Detroit  and 
Buffalo  and  the  l>etroit  and  Cleveland 
lines  of  steamers  and  was  president  of 
the  latter  line.

Murder. 

"Washington,  Aug.  11.— A  murder  which 
Is  not  a  murder,  but  which  is  a  mystery 
destined,  apparently  never  to  be  solved.

Chicago,  Aug.  11.— Depression  came  upon 
the  grain  markets  again  today  shortly 
after  the  opening.

Cruelties  In  Siberia 

Are  Denied. 

San  Francisco,  Aug.  11.— "Those 
charges  are  all  humbug,"  said  the 
Grand  Duke  Boris  of  Russia,  when 
questioned  in  an  interview  here  as  to 
statements  made  by  Harry  De  Wlndt, 
the  explorer,  concerning  alleged  cruel- 
ties practiced  upon  exiles  in  some  of 
the  Siberian  outposts.  One  station  in 
particular,  the  explorer  described  as 
"A  hell  upon  earth,"  and  said: 

"Of  all  the  men  and  women  there, 
only  two  are  accused  of  actual  crime. 
The   others   are  political    agitators." 

"I  don't  know  Mr.  De  Windt,"  said 
the  grand  duke.  "Of  course  Russian, 
discijline  is  strict  in  Siberia.  It  has  to 
be  so.  England  and  Frame  have 
treated  prisoners  more  severely  than 
have  the  Russian  authorities,  the  exiles 

to  Siberia.  ^  ^        .wc 

"Why  there  should  be  such  a  thins 
as  an  exile  system  in  any  country  ia 
another  question.  Once  in  Siberia,  for 
wliatever  cause,  the  prisoners  or  exiles, 
if  you  please,  are  not  subjected  to  in- 
human tieatment. 

"There  may  be,  and  doubtless  ar», 
isolated  cases  of  undue  severity,  aa  in 
the  prisons  and  asylums  of  the  United 
States  and  every  other  country.  The 
responsible  Russian  authorities  always 
see  that  Justice  is  done  In  these  cases. 
It  Is  a  fact  that  thousands  of  exiles, 
when  pardoned  and  free  to  return  to 
Uus.^ia,  elect  to  stay  in  Siberia.  Thou- 
sands of  them  are  prosperous  and 
liappy  in  that  far-away  land  today."

Washington,  Aus.  11.— Minister  Bow- 
en  has  tahleil  the  statt'  deparim-nt 
from  Caracas.  Vez..  that  the  revolution- 
ists have  cut  the  cable  at  Barcelona. 
Minister  Bowen  say.s  the  cable  was 
cut  inimeiiiatcly  after  the  receipt  of 
a  message  stating  that  the  revolu- 
tionists wt-re  enterinK  the  ciy. 

Minister  Bowen  has  advised  the  state 
department  that  the  Germans  intend  to 
land  u  navHl  force  at  Porto  Cabelio  to 
protect  Ciernian  interests  there  which 
are  threatened  by  the  uprising  now  in 
j-Togress.  The  minister  advised  that 
we  follow  suit.  After  a  conference  be- 
tween the  otHcials  of  the  stale  and 
jiavy  deparimenl.s.  instructions  were 
cabled  to  Commander  Nichols  of  the 
Topeka  to  proceed  from  La  CJuayru  to 
Porto  Cabelio  and  to  land  a  naval  force 
in  case  of  attack.  The  Topeka  has 
already  left  for  Porto  Cabelio. 

The  Topeka  will  probaby  reach  Porto 
Cabelio.  which  is  only  a  short  distance 
from  La  Oauyra.  some  time  today.  The 
trouble  at  Porto  c'abello  grows  out  of 
the  uprising  which  has  convulsed 
Venezuela  for  some  time.  It  is  directed 
against  President  Castro  and  has  kept 
the  country  in  a  state  of  ferment  for 
many  months. 

There  appears  to  be  no  question  as  to 
the  right  of  the  German  naval  fore-es 
to  land  for  the  pr.Uection  of  German 
Interests.  It  in  no  way  involves  the 
ilunrue  doctrine.  Germany  has  been 
keeping  close  watch  on  Venezuela  for 
some  months,  and  at  one  time  con- 
tmeplat-^d  taking  a  Venezuelan  port  In 
order  to  compel  the  payment  of  certain 
German  claims.  The  present  landing 
of  a  German  force  has  no  connection 
with  (.Jei-many's  former  move  against 
Venezuela,  although  the  assurances 
heretofore  given  by  Germany  serve  in 
the  present  case  to  show  that  there  is 
no  ulterior  purpose  behind  the  protec- 
tion of  German  interests  at  Porto  Ca- 
belio.

"Be  ready  to  land  force  in  case  of 
attack  of  port  for  protection  of  Ameri- 
can interests  and  for  protection  of  for- 
eign property  also,  If  reijuired.  Pre- 
vent bombardment  without  due  notice.

LOSS  ON  POTTERY. 


Secretary  Shaw  Says  Invesli' 
gations  Are  Being  Made. 

\Va.shington,  Aug.  11. — Referring  to 
the  published  statement  to  the  effect 
that  the  treasury  department  had  in 
its  possession  evidence  tending  to  show 
that  the  government  had  lost  many 
millions  of  dollars  through  undervalua- 
tion of  pottery  importations.  Secretary 
Shaw  today  said  that  this  question  was 
not  a  new  one.  Charges  of  undervalu- 
ations on  pottery  had  been  made  from 
time  to  time  covering  a  number  of 
years,  and  when  made  by  responsible 
parties  they  always  had  been  investi- 
gated. At  present  the  department  has 
agents  at  work  on  the  other  side  look- 
ing Into  the  market  price  of  pottery, 
and  it  Is  possible  that  an  increase  in 
prices  of  certain  kinds  and  qualities 
may  be  necessary.  At  present  there  is 
no  evidence  in  the  possession  of  the 
grovernment  showing  that  it  has  been 
defrauded  out  of  large  sums  by  pot- 
tery undervaluations. 


Said  Mother   Was 
Away. 


Chicago,  Aug.  11.— An  important  de- 
velopment in  the  Bartholin-Mitchell 
murder  mystery  was  made  today  when 
it  was  discovered  that  William  Bar- 
tholin had  toon  surprised  July  30,  while 
standing  at  the  cellar  grave  of  his 
murdered  mother,  by  a  real  estati 
agent. 

Peter  Vanvlissen.  who  holds  a  mort- 
gage on  Mrs.  Bartholin's  home  and 
who  sent  his  agent  to  the  property  to 

appraise  it  on  the  afternoon  of  July  CO, 
furnished  the  police  with  the  infor- 
mation about  Bartholin  working  on  the 
grave  of  his  mother. 

The  agent  called  and  rang  the  front 
door  bell  repeatedly.  No  one  responded, 
and  ho  wtnt  to  the  rear  of  the  house 
and  looked  through  a  basement  win- 
dow. There  he  saw  a  man  standing 
in  one  corner  looking  at  the  floor,  ap- 
parently absorbed  in  thought. 

Suddenly  the  man  in  the  ba.sement 
looked  up  and  saw  the  agent  peering  in. 
A  moment  later  Bartholin  came  to  the 
rear  door  and  asked  the  agent  what  he 
wanted.  The  latter  replied  that  he 
wanted  to  see  Mrs.  Bartholin. 

Bartholin  told  the  agent  his  mother 
was  in  Milwaukee  and  would  not  re- 
turn for  several  days.  Shortly  after 
this  he  was  seen  to  leave  teh  hou.se, 
and  the  same  evening  he  called  at  Min- 
together  and  thj  girl  did  not  return, 
nie    Mitchell's    home.      The    couple    left 

Inspector  Hunt,  when  shown  the  Tol- 
edo interview  with  E.  O.  Hunter,  said 
that  Oscar  Thompson,  a  former  lodger 
in  the  house,  and  who  is  now  under  ar- 
rest, denied  having  told  Hunter  that 
William  had  left  the  city  to  be  mai- 
rled.

Herald. .—The  story  of  our  foreign  com- 
merce In  the  fiscal  year  19WJ  Is  told  In 
outline  in  the  opening  page  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  chief  of  the  treasury  bu- 
reau of  statistics,  as  follows: 

The  foreign  commerce  of  the  United 
States  In  the  fiscal  year  1902  was  larger 
than  in  an^  year  of  Its  history  except 
1901.  Compared  with  1901  there  was  a  re- 
duction of  about  1106,000,000  in  exports,  and 
an  Increase  of  about  $,SO,000,000  in  imports. 
The  reduction  m  exports  was  chiefly  due 
to  the  shortage  in  the  corn  crop  ot  19<Jl, 
the  reduction  In  the  price  of  cotton,  and 
an  unusual  home  demand  for  Iron  and 
steel  manufactures.  The  increase  in  im- 
ports was  chiefly  due  to  larger  demands 
tor  foreign  materials  for  use  in  manu- 
facturing. 

The  shortage  of  the  corn  crop  of  l^vl, 
due  to  drought,  reduced  the  corn  exporta- 
lioifc-s  in  I-.,  nscal  year  1902  lutJ.OOO.OtJu  bush- 
els below  those  ot  1901,  and  caust-d  a  re- 
duction of  $67,0(10,000  in  the  value  of  corn 
exportatlons.  The  export  price  of  cotton 
avtraged  about  1  cent  per  pound  below 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  although 
the  exportatlons  exceeded  in  quantity 
those  In  19'il  by  about  170,000,000  pounds, 
the  total  value  of  the  cotton  exported  leu 
nearly  J23.oco,0<JO  below  that  of  1901.  In 
(ron  and  steel  the  Increased  demand  at 
home,  coupled  with  abnormal  conditions

The  chief  reduction  In  the  exports  oc- 
curred in  the  commerce  with  Europe 
Compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1901  the 
total  exports  to  FJurope  fell  off  |128,00O,00>J 
and  those  to  South  America,  $(;,00C,0'»' 
while  those  to  North  America  Increased 
5.,000.'JOi>;  to  Asia  and  Oceania,  JJ3.000,fA)0 
and  to  Africa,  $6.f«jo,o<j0.  The  reduction  In 
the  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  was

When  Herbert  Holllster  wrote  the  ex- 
ceedingly clever  Interview  with  the  reign- 
ing queen  of  the  stage,  Grace  do  Mont- 
fort,  the  latter  did  not  dream  what  a  lot 
of  trouble  It  was  destined  to  cost  her. 
It  was  a  good  interview  and  ijregn.int 
with  that  subtle  quality  known  as  "at- 
mosi)here"  ■  and  It  not  only  had  pleaded 
the  manager— one  David  Schlossenberg  — 
but  had  accorded  so  strongly  with  the 
great  actress  notion  of  the  eternal  fitness 
of  things  that  she  had  thanked  Hertx;rt 
warmly— eUusively.  indeed— and  had  ad- 
mitted him  Into  the  circle  of  her  close 
personal  friends. 

All  of  which  was  very  bad  for  "Bert," 
as  his  friends  knew  him.  He  was  not  a 
keen,  experienced  and  wary  old  dramatic 
critic,  but  an  enthusiastic  and  ridiculous 
young  reporter  loatied  with  much  infor- 
mation regarding  "the  drama"  and  re- 
dolent with  much  enthusiasm  and  ideality 
regarding  the  stage.  It  was  a  sort  of  mis- 
take that  he  caught  the  assignment,  but 
Gregory,  the  dramatic  critic,  was  sick 
and  his  understudy.  Chester  Howard, 
was  away  on  his  vacatiun,  and  the  mj.n- 
aging  editor,  admitting  in  a  grumbling 
fashion  that  scmethlng  must  be  done  tor 
the  dramatic  column,  "drat  it,"  had  felt 
around  among  the  statt  until  he  had 
found  Holllster  with  some  sort  of  a  vague 
reputatioti  for  knowledge  and  taste  In 
that  direction.

And  so  it  happened 
that  Bert  got  his  chance  and  how  well  ha 
did  It  was  attested  by  the  furore  his  in- 
terview created.  The  managing  editor 
quite  plumed  himself  upon  It  and  admit- 
ted that  he  had  discovered  a  "new  one." 
Holllster  quite  overtopped  Howard  an.1 
for  a  few  weeks  filled  even  Gregory  with 
anxiety   and  chagrin. 

He  was  a  high  card  with  the  manage- 
ment at  the  Academy  an<l  all  doors  opened 
before  him  at  will.  And  he  persistently 
haunted  the  dressing  room  of  Grace  de 
Montfort.  At  first  she  Invited  It,  not 
only  because  his  story  had  pleased  her  so 
much,  but  also  because  she  liked  the 
handsome  care-free  audacious  young  Jour- 
nalist, who  paid  her  such  sincere  compli- 
ments in  so  naive  a  way  and  failed  alto- 
gether to  pay  her  the  conventional  trib- 
utes which  she   had  leftrned   to  expect. 

"No  Madam."  he  remarked  gravely, 
"I  cannot.  In  honor,  say  that  you  are  the 
most  beautiful  woman  In  the  world— in 
fact  I  do  not  know  if  you  are  beautiful 
at  all.
